Considerations en the Importance tf SaLTPbtri, avith plain and 
tafy Directions far making the fame/ adapted to the meaneft Capacity* 



IT has long been an opinion among 
chymifts and natural hiftorians, 
that Saltpetre is a natural produclkm. 
It has been faid to be found in large 
quantities on the furface of the earth 
in Perfia, India, and China, where 
it is raid to impart a coldnefs to the 
atmofphere ; but fome late enquiries 
give us reaibn to fufpecl that the 
whole of thefe accounts are without 
foundation. They were probably 
propogated by the natives of thefe 
countries, Only to prefcrve in their 
hands the manufactory of fo ufeful 
an article of trade. All the Saltpe- 
tre which is imported from the Eaft- 
Indies, is made by art. I would not 
be underftood to mean, that this fait 
is never found in a native Hate. It 
is foraetimes found adhering to large 
rocks. It is likewiie found in a na- 
tive Hate under the arches of bridges, 
and in vaults* or wine cellars ; but 
in thefe places, it is found in fuch 
fmail quantities, that we are feldom 
at the pains of collecting it. It is 
found in a larger quantity in a native 
Hate in feveral plants ; but of this I 
ihall fay more hereafter. 

The * manufactory of Saltpetre is 
now no longer confined to the Baft- 
Indies, but is carried on with eqtfal 
advantages in many parts of Europe, 
particularly in Germany and France. 
I fhall mention the feveral procefTes 
which are ufed for this purpofe in 
each oi thefe countries. 



Gramtner, a German chymift, of 
considerable note, recommends the 
following method of making Salt- 
petre; which, be fays, it pra&ifed 
with great fuccefs in many parts of 
Germany. He orders ftone, lime, 
rnbbifh of all kinds, garden mould, 
and wood afhes to be mixed together, 
and moiftened from time to time 
with urine, care being taken to ftir 
them frequently. They fhould be all 
put into a fmall houfe, witka window 
towards the North-Eaft. He does 
not direct, as fome have fuppofed, to 
leave this houfe open towards the 
North-Eaft, becaufe the nitrous par- 
ticles are brought from that quarter, 
but becaufe thewindafrom the North - 
Eaft in that country, are generally 
accompanied with that temperature 
of the air, which is mod agreeable to 
the formation of the nitre. In a 
month or two, this ma fs will be fo 
much impregnated with nitre, that 
one pound of it will yield two ounces 
of the fait. 

The King of Praflia was early fea- 
fible of the importance of a Saltpetre 
manufactory in his dominions, and 
has for this purpofe always obliged 
his rarmers to build their fences of 
common earth, mixed with a quan- 
tity of ftraw and dung. Thefe fub- 
ftances corrupt in the courfe of a few 
years. The fences are then ihaved, 
or wholly taken down, and aftbrd a 
large quantity of Saltpetre.

*> .Monfi'eur La Roux, M' the acade- 
' my of Rouen, affured an intimate 
-friend, from whom I had it, that 
, the. following receipt .bad been found 
"j-tQ aoiwer very well in. many parts of 
, JKrauce, for the manufactory of this 
,iaJt. It is taken from Glauber, a 
^German chemift, I ihall deliver it 
rihrhis own words*. Iwili lhew a way 
to fuch as have no inheritance left 
,; them from their parents, nor have 
v»ny thing to come to them by mar- 
riage, by what means they may, 

• without labourer trouble, get a trea- 
- fure for their children.. 

Firit, let fuch a.«one take care to 
, have fome fhade or hovel made, to 
. join' that fide of his dwelling that lies 
betwixt the North and Eafl -part of 
•Heaven, or feme, other more, conve- 
nient place, fo as to ; admit the fun 
i,a«d air to ic, but to keep off the rain. 
Under this penthoufe, or hovel, let 
him, dig a large pit> and with the 
earth he, digs out, let him make 
banks round the pit's mouth, fo that 
it niay^ keep the rain off on every 
fide. . This done, let him .each day, 
< in every year, or whensoever he can 
conveniently, carry imd throw into 
that pit thefe following matters, fo 
long till his neceffity.forceth him to 
. dig all out again, and fee how, much 

• treafure he has got,; even while he 
flept. Now thefe matters are, all 

; {harp and bitter herhu growing in 
bye places, among buihea, *ad on 



the way fide ; and fuch as beads feed 
not on, as cfula, cicuta or hemlock, 
henbane, fumatory, the (talks of to- 
bacco that are thrown away, in thofe 
places where it is planted, or can be 
had ; - the hard ftalks of colwen, 
which the bqafls eat not of; and 
likewife all thofe thing* they leave 
in their troughs ; likewife fir-tops, 
er ifpples, if you have them at hand ; 
alfo the leaves that fall from the 
trees in autumn, are ro be gathered ; 
alfo pigeons dung, hens dung, birds 
and hens feathers-; the afhes which 
women generally make their lees with, 
and other; ames that are not fit for 
that ufe, i% alfo fuch, out of which 

* the lee is already extracted ; the foot 
of chimnies where wood is burnt, 
hogs hair, the horns of oxen and 
cows, .and the bone* that dogs eat 
not off. All thefe matters may be 

* thrown into this pit ; and that he 
may. the fooner fill it, he may ga- 
ther as much as he can, from all the 
bordering places, and throw it there- 
in* fo that in one or two yearl time 
he may, with all thefe things, fill up 
his pit: meanwhile, he muft po«r 

-into the pit the urine gathered in his 
houfe; and that he may have enough, 

" he -matt get as much as he can from 
his neighbours, fo as to keep the 
things thrown into the pit in con- 

* tinual moHture, whereby they may 
the fooner putrify. In want of uriee 
common water may be ufed ; but on 
frefh water, T ihall fay more hefe- 

* after. If fea water or other, fait water 
can be had, it will be better, fuch as 
the brine of fifhes pickle, and the- 
fa; ting or fait water that flefh is ma- 

* cerated or* pickled in, are of good 
ufe; alfo the blood of oxen, cows, 

- cafrea, (beep, &c« which you may 
eaiily have at the .butchers. All 
tljefe things putrifying together, do 

, put on the nature and property of 
Saltpetre. If now, all thefe matters 
in your full pit (hall have well putri- 

. fied r then ceafe from pouring on any 
moiiture, and all the things are to be 

left 
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left ft) long until they are dried. — 
Then if you need money, let a re- 
finer of Saltpetre be tough t for, (if 
yon cannot, or have not convenience 
to purify it yourfelf, which- manner 
is hereafter defcribed) and bargain 
with him about the prieeof cleanfmg, 
that is, drawing of the petre from 
the compoft by water, making and 
felling it.„ This done, call the re- 
maining earth into the fame, or any 
other pit together, with the remain- 
ing lixivium that ihot not into nitre, 
and there leave it for a year or two, 
(till adding frefh fubftances as before 
directed, and moiften it with urine, 
&c. as ufual. This refufed earth 
wjJl itfelf, again yield Saltpetre, but 
not above half fo much as at firft.— 
But the greateft quantity of Saltpetre 
that is confumed in France, is pro- 
pared in and abont Paris, from the 
roins of old ftone buildings, pigeon- 
boufes, ftables, and all iuch putrid 
maiTcs of vegetable or animal mat- 
ters as have been long covered. To 
thrfe, a quantity of ftorte lime and 
wood afhes are added, which are faid 
to evolve the fait from the faid in- 
gredient- 

N- B. The earth under the floor 
of old flables is a plentiful fource of 
Saltpetre. 

When this earth confifts chiefly of 
clay, it mould be broke fmail, and a 
quantity of fand or gravel mould be 
added to it. The gravel or fand acts 
mechanically, by dividing the clay 
in inch manner, as to fuffer the water 
which is poured on ir, to. pervade all 
its parts. All the compoits which 
afford Saltpetre, mayt be made to 
yieid, a frefe quantity of the fait, by 
. expoftng them fome months to the 
air in banks, or as the Pruffian fences. 
Nitre, befides being obtained by the 
artificial procefs already defiribed, 
may be obtained in a confiderabte 
quantity, in a native flate, from cer- 
tain plants. The tobacco is flrongly 
impregnated with it ; and now that 
an act hath pafled in the Britifh Par- 



liament, for the growing tobacco la 
Ireland, in the profecution thereof, 
it is to be fuppo&d mifesrriages will 
happen to the planters detriments 
I (hall, by way of encouragement 
fhew, how he may apply his unmar- 
kctable crop to fome profit. Every 
one that has taken particular notice 
of the {talks of tobacco that have been 
well cured, when burning, mull have 
obferved a deflagration or flafhing, 
exactly fimilRr to that exhibited by 
Saltpetre, when thrown upon coals'. 
This deflagration of tobacco ftalks, 
after having frequently obferved it to 
b&much fuperior in power to the d«v- 
flagration common to moft vegetables 
when burning, induced me to con- 
fult a very ingenious chymift there- 
on, who I knew, had the promoting 
of Saltpetre manufactories much-lit 
heart, and found he had been before- 
hand with roe on the fameobfervation, 
which had induced him at a feafoa 
ofleifure, to attempt making nitre 
from tobacco ftalks alone. Here fol- 
low his own words and procefs.— 
From a full confidence of iuccefs, is 
1 knew of no fubttance but nitrous 
falt^ which deflagrated in that pe- 
culiar manner, I made a flrong de- 
coction of tobacco ilalks, which by a 
number of experiments, I found re- 
plete with two kinds of nitrous falts, 
viz. nitrous ammoniac?, and nitrous 
felenites, the fame which arc con- 
tained in the common mother lee of 
nitre. In ftiort, notwithstanding I 
waited a considerable part of the de- 
coction by accidents and experiments, 
out of half a pound avoirdupois of 
dry tobacco ituiks, I obtained (by 
adding pure fixed vegetable alkali, 
and difengaging the volatile alkali 
■ and earth) near an ounce of true 
Saltpetre, which however was brown, 
by.reafon of the oily p.irts of the 
ftalks. Thus far I proceeded that 
time, but, Jor want of leifure, have 
not as yet made any further trials.- 
Here i (hall obferve the imnerfect- 
nefs of the nitre made in this experi- 
ment, 
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ment, was undoubtedly owing to the 
incompleatnefs of the putrefaction, 
which proceeds to no great lengrh in 
-the curing of it; but, if under fuch 
jcireumftances, eight ounces of ftalks 
will afford near an ounce of impure 
nitre, there feems reafon to believe, 
that if the putrefaction were to be 
compleated in a bed of mould, till 
the tobacco was reduced to earth, 
and proper fubftances mixed there- 
with, during the progrefs of putre- 
faclion, . to fix the nitrous acid as it 
farms a lixivium, drawn from fuch 
mould, would yield a much larger 
Quantity (wiih refpect to the quantity 
of tobacco) of m uch purer nitre, and 
probably much more than any other 
Jubilance known ; from which, I 
^pOnclude, the trial with a bed of 
-Sicruld, mixed with the damaged to- 
bacco, urine, &c. to be well worth 
his attention, and will amply anfwer 
his trouble and expence. 

Thofe plants which contain Salt- 
petre, if dry, always fparkle when 
they are thrown into tne fire ; but 
when green, there is another method 
of knowing whether a plant contains 
any quantity of this fait, that is, to 
bruife the plant well, and prefs the 
juice from it: put this juice into an 
earthen pan or pot, and place it in 
a cool cellar, firft pouring a little 
fweet oil upon the furface of it, to 
prevent its becoming mouldy. If 
the plant contains any nitre, you 
will find it in the form of cryftals, 
on the fides of the vefTel, in fix weeks 
or two months. 

The method of extracting the Salt- 
petre, is nearly the fame ; whatever 
ingredients we may employ for 
making it. The ingredients, that 
is, the compoft from the pit, when 
properly putrified, and dry as before 
directed, is put into tubs, barrels, 
; or hogfheads, with holes bored in 
their bottoms. Rain, river, or pirre 
. fpring water is poured upon them, 
which gradually diflblves all the fait 
they contain, and conveys it, drop 



after drop, into vefleh provided to 
receive it. The nitre in this ftate, 
contains a large quantity of common 
fait. Before I explain in what manner 
this fait is to be feparated from the 
nitre, it will be neceflary to premifir, 
that bare evaporation, by boiling or 
otherways, will cryftalize common 
fait, but that cold and reft are ne- 
ceflary to cryftalize nitre. The Iefe 
(if I may call it) made from the ma- 
terials which yield nitre, is put into 
a large veffel {this vefTel will be 
proportioned to your works, and 
every inftrument proportioned to the 
vefTel) and is gradually boiled <away r 
till cryftals of common fait begin to 
form in it. Thefe are taken out 
with a ladle as fall as they form, and 
thrown into a bafket, which ft and* 
' directly over the veffel, in which the 
liquor is boiling. When no mote 
cryftals of common fait can be found, 
the liquor is taken off the iite, and 
emptied into a numt>er of pans, in 
a cellar, or other cool place, h> 
which it foon flioots into cryftals of 
Saltpetre. 

The fait has now undergone its 
firft degree of purification. As a 
quantity of common fait ftill adheres 
to the cryftals of nitre, it is necef- 
fary to diffblve them in pure water, 
and boil them in the manner before 
directed. A much lefs quantity of 
common fait is obtained now than 
formerly ; the nitre, after its fecond 
cryftalization, is ufed chiefly for the 
purpofi£s of medicine, and* curing 
provifions. But there i9 a thirdrde- 
gree of purification neceffary,' before 
all the common fait can be feparated 
from it. It is carried on in the fame 
manner as the former ones were. 
The Saltpetre is now in its kigheft 
ftate of purity ; in which ftate only, 
it is ufed for the manufactory of 
gunpowder. The liquor which will 
not cryftaliae, may be ufed for 
miking Magnefia. 

Here I fhall obferve, that the cli- 
mate of England, Ireland, and Scot* 

land^ 
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land, are fo nearly allied to thofe of 
France and Germany, and the pro- 
ductions in each country equally 
fpontaneous and favourable to the 
manufactory of Saltpetre, as to ex- 
clude all doubt of its not fucceeding 
to as great advantage as in Germany 
or France, when judicioufly managed. 
The a 1 mo ft general misfortune that 
hath attended thofe Saltpetre manu- 
factories which have been fet up in 
England, (and the reafon of the few 
attempts that have been made) hath 
been owing to the proprietors of 
'them, and the inhabitants at large, 
being entirely unacquainted with the 
procefs and materials requifite to 
produce it, or from a too confined 
dependence on the prefcription of 
thofe truly great men 7 Hoffman, 
Srahii, and Boerhaave, whofe opi- 
nions you will find therein, which 
hath put them into the hands of 
adventurous and needy foreigners, 
impoftors', or ignorant pretenders to 
the art, and unacquainted with the 
abundant and rich fupplies thefe 
countries afford for the pufpofe ; 
who, by fpecious profeffions, have 
too fuccefsfully dipt into the purfes 
of many patriotic perfons, who, with 
a view for the good of their country, 
have expended large fums, in hopes 
of making it for a fupply at leaft, if 
not for a flaple of the country : but 
in lieu of Saltpetre, they have ge- 
nerally received large bills for un- 
feeeeftary or improper buildings, and 
D&lefs labour, which hath ruined 
fome, and deterred many from 
the enterprize, as an impracticable 
purfuit in thefe countries. Yet, not- 
withstanding moft works have hither- 
to mifcarried, and been given up for 
the reafons before obferved. 
- It is to be hoped, fome ingenious 
Englifhman will profecute it to fuc- 
cefs — by bringing it to perfection, he 
will fecure a fure fortune to himfelf, 
give a new employment to the poor 
and labouring man, and be the means 
of retaining fome hundred thoufands 



of pounds annually in the nation, 
befides fixing the happy certainty, 
that no misfortune can deprive us of 
a conftant fupply of fo ufefol and 
much required an article, which 
every farmer, nay, every cottager 
may produce from his dunghill, 
foot-afhes, &c. 

Here I {hall proceed to produce a 
procefs forobtaining nitre, which may" 
be ufeful to the whole. Thofe who 
have perufed what Hoffman, Stahll; 
and Boerhaave have delivered oti 
the formation of nitre, mult know; 
that thefe writers differ fo little in 
their accounts of the conftitution of 
nitre, and the materials which fup- 
ply it, that I mall, for brevity fake, 
confine myfelf to what is delivered 
by Hoffman ; who is indeed, more 
particular and extenfive on the fub- 
ject, than any of the others. Hd 
fays, in the firft place, that nitre has 
two principles or elements ; one, the 
univerfal primogenial fimple acid, 
which inhabits the air; the other, 
an alcaline, fulphureous, fat earth ; 
and that this laft is a matrix, which 
by attracting to itfelf, and imbibing 
the former from the air, constitutes 
nitre. He further obferves, that the 
fubftances which fupply nitre in the 
greatefl plenty, are the rubbifh of 
demolifhed houfes, all kinds of earth, 
clay, and loam, lime, wood-afties, 
and foap-boilers dregs, in proportion 
as they are combined with the excre- 
ments and urine of animals, ami 
with corrupted vegetables. On the 
foregoing I fhall obferve, that after 
various experiments, I am induced 
to believe, notwithftanding the au- 
thority of Hoffman, and the opinion 
of many, concerning the refidence of 
the nitrous acid in the air, that it js- 
not to be found therein ; and this I 
am the better authorized to deliver, 
as I never could procure, after pro- 
per trials, any veftiges of nitre from 
hail, fnow, rain-watery or dew, 

I have performed the decompofiti- 
on of nitre ; it is well known, that 

every 
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every kind ^of .Saltpetre conftfts.onLy 
ot two materials, an acid and an al- 
kali; but the decompofkion was per- 
formed, to come at the proportions 
v of thofe materiah; and more efpe^ 
teially, that the nature of the alkali, 
in the constitution of nitre, might 
be precifely known. Two methods 
were made ufe cf for this purpofe ; 
the diftillation of nitre, in a retort 
to procure its acid apart from its al- 
kali £ and the deflagration or calci- 
nation of nitre in a crucible, to pro- 
cure its alkali feparate from its acid. 
The procefs for thefe purpofes are fo 
well know, as to render it needlefs 
to defcribe them. I matt only take 
notice. here, that the alkali procured 
from calcined nitre, was found in^all 
refpe&s, and in every mode of trial, 
iimilar m that which every kind of 
vegetable burnt to afhes affords. — 
That this alkali being added to the 
acid obtained by the diitillation be- 
fore-mentioned recompofed a pure 
and perfect nitre ; and that nitre 
equally pure, was obtained by fatu- 
rating the fame acid with the com- 
mon vegetable, alkaline fait, called 

pearl afh. 

From this account it will appear, 
that nothing more is wanting to the 
formation of nitre, than a fuitable 
combination ot a vegetable alkaline 
fait, with the nitrous acid. And it 
Is molt probably owing to the ufe of 
fbne, .lime, mortar, and wood allies 
therein, that the riibbifh of old houfes 
in.Gprmany, and', France afford i'uch 
a fource of nitre ; while, from rub- 
;bifh of buildings j'n England, where 
no woc(d afheiare uled, and the mor- 
tar is. .of chalk Rone lime, that it 
may be truly jfa;d. to be barren. 

The. nature /O'f the alkali of nitre 
thus determined,, there remained non- 
filing more than to rind the reiidence 
o£ the pjtVou> ; add ; from conviction 
that Icoulji'not'.hAd it in the air, I 
refolved to feajrph.ibr.it in water. 

A]l waters' tha-t .are averfc to a fo- 
lution of foap,. and commoijly called 



hard, are known to be impregnate*! 

with a mineral acid ; and that how- 
ever bright and tranfparent fuch wa- 
ters appear, they always contain as 
much earthy or metalline matter oF 
fome kind or other, as the fort and 
quantity of acid they are pofleued of, 
is capable of diflblving ; it was alfo> 
known, that by adding the vegetable? 
alkali to any fuch water, the combi- 
nation of its acid and mineral would- 
be deftroyed, and a new fubllance or 
fait be compofed by the vegetable 



ilkali taking the place of the mi- 
neral; but thefe kind of waters had 
not been fo fully and artfully. ex- 
amined, as to be fumciently known, 
and properly diflinguifhed ; they had 
patted promifcuoufly, by the cha- 
racter- of vitriolic waters. 

In order to fatisfy myfelf more 
particularly concerning their quali- 
ties, I procured fpring water from 
various places in and about London ; 
and among them met with feveral, 
which by adding a folution of pearl - 
afh in common water, had their mi- 
neral matter precipitated. . Here I 
fliall obferve, that the Tilbury water? 
are very refulgent with njtre, . an<J 
may afford a pure nitre; the TiI T 
bury analyiis in particular. , ; 

It may. not be amifs here, to ex- 
plain the nature of precipitation. 
The tenure that every kind of. dif- 
folved matter has in a folvent, i$ 
held only by a decree of affection, if 
it may be fo qalled, between the two 
parties, and is always found to give 
way to fuperior influence, viz. to a 
.greater affinity between one of* the 
parties, and fome fubllance added* 
than does fubfift between the parties 
firfl united ; this is the caufe of 
every kind of chymical precipitation. 
Gold diflblved in aqua regia> is pre- 
cipitated by adding copper to the fo- 
lution ; the copper in the fame man-* 
ner gives way to iron, .and) iron, to 
an earth, or vegetable alkali. In 
the fame : manner ? and by tj*e fame 
law,, all waters that are impregnated 

either 
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cither with the marine, the vitriolic, 
or the nitrous acid ; and which have 
their acid faturated or neutralized 
by any kind of mineral they have 
met within their paflage or refidence 
under ground, will be obliged to 
part with that mineral, by adding to 
them any kind of vegetable alkali ; 
and this by the greater affinity there 
is between their acid and a vegetable 
alkali, than between their acid and 
any kind of earth or metalwhatever. 

The method of making nitre, /. e . 
Saltpetre. To any quantity of fpring 
water which contains the nitrous 
acid, put fome folution of pearl-afh, 
that is, pearl-afh which hath been 
difTolved in common water. This 
will make the fpring water turbid ; 
add gradually, more of the folution 
of pearl-afh, as long as any cloudi- 
neis is made in the water, but no 
longer ; the faturation of the nitrous 
acid, with the folutioh of pearl-am, 
mould be nicely adjufted. Suffer 
the liquor to Hand undifturbed, till 
all the cloudinefs is fallen to the 
bottom ; when this happens, decant 
or draw off the clear liquor from its 
fediment, and boil it until it is re- 
duced to a brown colour, not unlike 
fmall beer; then fet it by, and foon 
after it is grown cold, it will fhoot 
into cryftals. 

The fyflem of cryftalization is, 
that water can only ditto I've, and 
keep fufpended in it, a certain fixed 
quantity of every kind of fait; but 
^tne quantity foluble in warm water, 
greatly exceeds that in cold ; fo that 
when any water, fully charged with 
fait by the affiftance of heat, is re- 
duced to a ftate of cold equal to air, 
fo much of the fait as owed its fo- 
Ifltion to the impofed heat of the 
lixivium, will fhoot into cryftals, but 
no more ; and thus by fuccefiive eva- 
porations of a lixivium, all its fait 
inay be feparated from it. 

The method of boiling and puri-

fying are before fully defcribed, and 
the different ftates of the lixivium 
afcertained. The fpeedieft way of 
knowing if -the lixivium, or fpring 
water, which has been faturated with 
pearl-afh, will afford nitre, is this : 
as foon as the lixivium is reduced by * 
boiling to a brown colour, dip into 
it a piece of light brown paper, and 
having dried it, apply it to the flame 
of a candle ; where, if inftead of 
being fet on flame, it' only takes fire, : 
and runs on in circular bright fparks, 
until all the paper is confumed ; it 
is certain it will afford perfect nitre. 

Here I fhall obferve, as it feems ■ 
ftrongly marked, that this procefs 
for obtaining nitre, cannot be car- '. 
Tied on to advantage, in or near* 
London ; the evaporation of fo large* 
a portion of water, which the lixivi- 
um muft neceflarily fuffer to bring it 
"to a ftate of cryftalization in quan- 
tity, will be too expenfive in the 
article of fuel ; yet there are means ■ 
of leflening this expence, and put-* 
ting all the proceedings into fuch a 
way, as may make it be found z 
profitable undertaking. 

Remark on the German proceffes- 
here laid down. They all recom- 
mend ftone-Iime rubbifh, fo that 
they may be more lucratively carried? 
on in thofe parts, where they build 
with ftone-lime mortar, and have 
plenty of wood afhes, with the ufual 
herbage and compoft, common 1 to 
the three countries, than in or about* 
London, where ftone-lime and wood 
afhes are rarely ufed, 

A correfpondent has favoured us 
with the folk) wing fpcech of a nobte 
Lord*, a member of the Irim Par- 
liament, which was fpoke in reply 
Iaft feffions, on thefubjecl of the 
free trade : - 
My Lords, 

Having trefpafled fo long upon 
your Lordfhips patience, I mould noj 

C have 
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have troubled you again, but for 
fomething which fell from the Right 
Rev. Prelate *, who {poke laft ; and 
I mall claim the ufual indulgence of 
this Houfe, for a few explanatory 
words, in defence of my proportion, 
at the clofe of this debate. 

The Right Rev. Prelate, I find, 
has mifunderftood me in what I faid 
about the compact between the two 
countries, relative to the linen ma- 
nufacture,, and what I conceived to 
be an" infraction of it. I (hall there- 
fore beg leave to ftate that matter 
plainly and explicitly, but with as. 
much brevity as I can. 

My Lords, the addrefles which 
pafled from the Lords and Commons 
of England to King William, in 
1698, requeft of his Majefty, that 
he would endeavour to difcourage 
the woollen manufacture in Ireland ; 
and that if the people of this country 
would co'nfent to the eftabliwment 
of the linen manufactory in {lead of 
it, they fhould receive every counte- 
nance, favour, and encouragement, 
that it was capable of. 

The King's anfwer was dry and 
ihort. " That he would do all that 
" lay in him to difcourage thewool- 
" len, and to promote the linen 
#l manufactory in Ireland." Thus, 
a compact was eftabliflied between 
the two countries. The terms were, 
briefly—" Relinquim the woollen, 
*■ and you fhall enjoy the linen ma- 
" nufactory, with every encourjage- 
" ment that you can defire." This 
was the compact. Now let us fee 
how it has been obferved. 

My Lords, you have already heard 
of that transaction in Queen Ann's 
time, and the report which was made 
by Lord Somers on the linen trade 
in this country. I have^ dwelt upon 
it longer, becaufe it is, in my opini- 
on, the belt comment upon this com- 
pact, becaufe every anecdote of that 
great lawyer and ftatefman mull be 



interefting, and becaufe hisjuitice . 
was fo confpicuous in this matter, 
and does eternal honour to his me- 
mory. 

My Lords, under the fauction of 
this compact, the Irifh Parliament 
granted a bounty on the export of 
fail-cloth, manufactured here ; and 
that manufacture throve to a confi- 
derable degree, particularly in the 
neigbourhood of Cork. But the 
town of Reading, as I am informed, 
viewed this with the eye of jealoufy. 
Petitions were prefented to the Britifh 
Parliament, in 1750. Inconfequence, 
of it, a duty was laid by act of Par- 
liament, upon our fail-cloth,, when 
imported into England, equivalent 
to our bounty, which rendered our 
encouragement abortive. This I am 
bold to fay, my Lords, was an in- 
fraction of the compact in 1698. 
For fo far were they from encourag- 
ing it in England, that they render- 
ed the bounty of our Parliament 
abortive, and prevented us from en- 
couraging-it ourfelves. It would be 
fuperfluous to dwell upon a matter 
of public notoriety, or to mention, 
that die manufacture of fail-cloth 
fell to the ground, in confequence 
of this act of the Britim Parliament. 
My Lords, it appears to the Right 
Rev. Prelate an invidious reflection, 
that the deprivation of the woollen 
manufacture in Ireland, was an ad- 
vantage to France, and that Great- 
Britain had thrown into her lap, and 
given to her natural enemies thofe 
advantages which had been denied 
to Ireland. 

' My reply to this objection fhall be 
the authority of Sir Matthew Decker. 
For I avow, that I did not come 
here upon fuch a fubject as this, un- 
prepared with materials ; and that I 
ihould be forry that an umveighed 
word had efcaped from my lips, in a 
matter of fuch moment. 

" After the fear, fays Sir M. 
;. : . Decker 
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Decker, that the value of our lands 
fhould be leiTened by the improve- 
ment of Ireland, had produced 
a deftructive prohibition of Irifh 
cattle, as has been proved already, 
the people of that country being 
neceflitated to find out fome other 
employment for their lands, turned 
their thoughts to the breeding of 
fheep, and raifing a growth of wool. 
No fooner was this effected, but a 
prohibition enfued on our part, to 
export the manufacture made of that 
wool. This prohibition on the Irifh, 
has ruined the woollen trade of 
Great-Britain, and raifed that of 
France ; for, unlefs the Irifh are 
fuflfered to export, woollen goods, 
they mud fell their raw wool to the 
beft bidder, and that is France- 
One pack of Irifh wool works up 
two packs or more of French wool, 
which is doable the damage to Bri- 
tain, than the opening the exports 
of woollen goods from Ireland. And 
France, by lefTenlng her taxes in 
tomes of pea£e, enabUng thereby her 
people to work cheap, could afford 
to give large prices for Irifh wool, 
and become the chief market for it. 
Haying thereby raifed for exporta- 
tion, an immenfe, cheap, faleable 
manufacture, which their own wool 
was not capable of doing ; As this 
increafed, that of Britain declined ; 
and though they are now increaiing, 
yet ftiil this fear, or rather infatu- 
ation, about the value of our lands, 
makes us perfift in a prohibition that 
not only hurts the Irifh, ruins our- 
felves, but enriches the French ; for 
as the cafe now Hands, either Ire- 
land or France mu& have the wool- 
len manufacture. Britain, by reafon 
of its heavy taxes and monopolies, 
that makes labour dear, being out 
of the queilion. 

The Irifh export clandeflinely fome 
camblets to Lifbon, and underfell 
the French ; therefore, the Iriih can 
recover the woollen trade outjof their 



hands. And mail we compliment 
the French with a trade that we de- 
ny our own fubjects? Nay! One 
third of what Ireland gets centers 
here at laft; and (hall we refufe 
fuch a fum which the Irifh would 
fnatch from our enemies, and prefent 
to us." 

This extract from Sy- M. Decker, 
and his opinion on this fubjedt, my 
Lords, are fufficiently clear, it needs 
no comment or illuilration. 

My Lords, in a variety of matter, 
it efcaped my recollection to menti- 
on, that I conceived thefe reflriction* 
on our trade were not of an older 
date than the Reftoration. And I 
remember to have ieen an in fiance, 
where fome merchants of Waterford, 
in the time of Henry the Sixth, were 
fued for not complying with an 
Englifh law, regulating the ftapleat 
Calais ; but the Judges were of opi- 
nion, that they were not bound in 
that particular, becaufe it was not a 
law made by the Irifh Parliament. 
Thus, fo far from retraining, it was 
not deemed within the contemplation 
jof the Englifh law, to regulate our 
commerce at that time. 

But when the improvidence of our 
anceftora had made the duties here- 
ditary, in the reign of Charles the 
Second, Parliaments were not con- 
vened in Ireland for upwards of thirty 
years, till the necefliries of the Crown 
obliged them to convene a Parlia- 
ment in 1692, in order to obtain an 
additional revenue. Advantage was 
taken 0/ that long interval, and law* 
were made in the Britifh Parliament, 
to fetter and reflrain our commerce, 
when we were obliged to acquiefce 
from the want of a Parliament to 
afTert our rights. This cuftom was 
afterwards turned into a claim of 
right, and the ufc made of it by the 
Britifh Parliament was, to govern 
us, not by the wifdom, but by the 
prejudice of the country. 

My Lords, it has been objected 

C z that 
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, t}iat this proportion is too general ; 
that the regular motion fhould be, 

\ to have a commercial enquiry fub- 
mitted to the Handing committee for 
trade. But T cannot help differing 
From the noble Lord, who made this 
objection ) for it is well known, how 
irregular the mode of carrying on 
bufinefs is in a private committee ; 

' fcefides, this bufinefs fhould be a 
matter of notoriety, that the public 

' tnay fee that we are earneftlybent 
upon their relief, And more particu- 

" larly at a time when the temper and 
Jituation of this kingdom lead men 
to difcufs public affairs, not in a 
parliamentary, but in a military ca- 
pacity. * 

The noble Lord on the Wooifack 
is pleafed to compliment me on what 
I have faid, and to think that what 
I have thrown out may be of fome 
public utility— I am not vaih enough 

' to think I deferve it. — Good inten- 
tions, my Lords, are, however, the 
feeds of good actions if no more, 
and men mould fow them, and leave 
them to proper times and feafons to 
mature and bring them to perfec- 
tion, whether they or others are to 
profit by and gather Up the fruit, ' 
and it will be fome fatisfattion to " 

\ me if my labours can be ufeful to 
others, as they have been of fo very 

\ little utility to myfelf. 

I repeat it, my Lords, I am not 
vain enough to think I deferve that 
commendation ; bur I may, furely, 
deduce this inference from it ; that ■ 
if even I, in the commencement of 
the enquiry, can throw any light 

' upon the fubject, how much more 
Jight will be thrown upon it in the 
progrefs of it by other Lords, and 
by the examinations of thofe, to 
. whofe province thefe confederations 
peculiarly belong. 

It "is with great reluctance, my 
Lords, that 1 have touched upon : 
fubjects beyond the pompafs of my 

, aibiLities, or of my 'years. I have 
fought, however, induitdouflv after : 



truth, ready to fubmit to better 
reafon or fuperior information, if 
my opinions are erroneous or ill 
founded. 

My Lords, before I conclude, I 
mutt beg leave to fay one valedictory 
word upon the fituation of this coun- 
try, with refpect to America, and to 
advert to a circumftance, in which 
fhe muft neceffarily be materially 
concerned. 

A pamphlet has lately been pub- 
lished, by the authority of the Ame- 
rican Congrefs, containing a hiftofy 
of the prefent unfortunate war from 
its commencement — at the cloje of 
it we are informed what their in- 
tentions arc, and what fchemes they 
mean to purfue, upon the termina- 
tion of this unhappy conteft. 

They tell us that the gates of the 
temple, which they have erected to 
freedom, fhall be thrown open as an 
afylum to mankind; that America 
will receive in her bofom, and che- 
rifti, and protect the forlorn' and 
diftrefTed of every nation, and of 
every clime; that, acquainted with 
the follies and prejudices of other 
countries, they fhall grant a ge- 
neral toleration to religious opi- 
nion, and cherifh the principles of 
univerfal benevolence, by confider- 
ing all men as their brethren, as the 
children of the Univerfal Parent ; 
that they mall grant an unbounded 
freedom to trade, and that com- 
merce fhall waft to her more* tire 
various productions of the earth, 
and all thofe arts, and all thofe ad- 
vantages, by which human life and 
human manners are poliihed and 
adorned. 

Ivly Lords, as America has thus 
fairly avowed, and plainly authenti- 
cated her intentions, it will become 
the wifdom of Parliament, in this. 
country, to counteract her before- 
hand — to prevent the mifchief that 
mufl follow, and Ieflen the de/ire of 
emigration, by improving the fitua- 
tion of the people of this country, in 
a religious 
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a religious and a political view, by 
toleration, and by commercial ad- 
vantages. 

With regard to the firft, the li- 
berality of Parliament has gone a 
great way, by abrogating the greater 
part of the Popery laws, that fyftem 
of intolerance and perfecution, which 
was a difgrace and a blemifh to your 
code, and, by the bill*, for relieving 
the Diflenters from the ficramental 
teft which is now depending before 
the council in Great-Britain. 

And here, my Lords, I cannot 
help rendering that tribute which is 
<Iue to our prefent excellent Chief 
Governor ; the prudence and wif- 
dom of whofe in administration* and 
the truth and fairnefs of whofe re- 
prefentations fecure to him the un- 
influenced fufFrage, and the un- . 
bought teftimony of every real friend 
to this country. 

But the fecond point, the grand 
Jejideratum, that of a freedom of 
commerce, is flill to be obtained. 

By the advantages which fhall 
Row from it, you will prevent the 
defire of emigration, and at the clofe 
of this unfortunate con teft, you fhall 
export manufactures inftead of inha- 
bitants, as heretofore, to America — 
for the maxim, that the numbers of 
the people are the riches of a Slate, 
is only true, where you can find 
employment for their labour and in- . 
duftry, otherwife they become a 
mere drug, and a ufelefs incum- 
brance. 

We fhall no longer, my Lords, be 
a land of princes and beggars, but 
wealth and happinefs (hall be diftufed 
in a fair and regular gradation 
through the various ranks of the 
community. 

The travelled coxcomb may depre- 
ciate, or the judicious obferver may 
lament our prefent fituation, when 
compared with other countries; but 
it is the neceflary and eternal product 
of the fyftem which has prevailed with 
regard to Ireland ; for travel and ob- 



fervation are to the higher claifts, 
what trade and commerce are to the 
bulk of the community ; they do not 
read and fpeculate, though they can 
fee and imitate ; and when thofe ad- 
vantages arcopened to them, they 
will improve alfo, and reftore them- 
felves and their native land to a level 
with other nations. 

Confiderations however, my Lords, 
deduced from the American war, and 
its conclufion, I fear, arc diftant ; 
but the demands of this country, for 
immediate relief, are more prefHng 
and urgent. 

Facls, my Lords, upon this fub- 
jec~t, fpeak more ftrongiy than words, 
and the fubferiptions raifed for the 
relief of our diftrefled unemployed 
manufacturers in this city laft Sum- 
mer, are frefh in our recollections. 
The diftrefled complained, but they 
did not murmur; they waited the re- 
folves and decifions of Parliament, 
and hoped for a competent and full 
relief from their determinations, 

At this period, my Lords, and in 
this fiuation, the people look up to 
your Lordfhips and to Parliament, 
as the chofen people did of old 
to their leader in the wHdcrnefs; 
they expeel to find in Parliament, 
wifdom and fagacity to difcover, 
firmnefs and courage to ftrike the 
rock, from whence are to iffue the 
waters of exiftence to a ihirfty, and to 
an expiring people:. — but if this mea- 
fure is purfued in the ufual manner, 
if we trull to the chapter of acci- 
dents, and depend upon what may 
be done; — if it is not purfued with 
firmnefs and alacrity ; — if we do not 
enable the Mini tier to carry u$ 
through, — if we do not fupply the 
liberal ^n another country with de- 
cifive arguments again ft the preju- 
diced ; — if it is not frconded by the 
public voice, and fupportcd by the 
public arm, — J P:ar that the people 
of this country will perifli in the 
wiid'Tnefs, be^ors .t!i.:y fliall arrive 
at the Land of Promife.

General Washington, on pub- 
lic fervice. 
ST© the Honourable Benjamin Har- 
rison Efq. Speaker of the Hou/e 
of Delegates, Richmond, Virginia* 
Head Quarters, New Windfor t 
March 2jth, 1781- 
Dear Sir, 
On my return from Newport, I 
found your favour of the 16th of 
February, with its inclofures, at 
Head Quarters. I exceedingly regret 
that I could not .have the pleafure of 
feeing you, not only from perfon al 
motives, but becaufe I could have 
entered upon the fubjeft of your 
minion in a much more free and 
full manner than ia proper to be com- 
mitted to paper. 

I very early faw the difficulties 
and dangers to which the fouthern 
ftetes would be expofed for refources 
of c loathing, arms, and ammunition, 
and recommended magazines to be 
eftablifhed, as ample as their circum- 
itences would admit. It is true, they 
are not fo full of men as the nor- 
thern dates, but they ought for that 
reafon to have been more affiduous 
in raifing a permanent force to have 
been always ready, becaufe they can- 
not draw a head of men together as 
fuddenly as their exigencies may re- 
quire. That policy has unhappily 
not been purfued either here or there, 
and we are now fuffering from the 
remnant of a Britifh army, what 
they could not, in the beginning, 
accompliih with their force at the 
higheft. 



As your requifitions go to- men, 
arms, ammunition, and cloathing, I 
fhall give you a fhort detail of our 
fituation and profpetts, as to the firft, 
and. of our fupplies and expe&ations 
as to the three laft. 

Men. By the expiration of the 
times of fervice of the old troops — 
by the difcharge of the levies engag- 
ed for the campaign only— and by 
the unfortunate diflblntion of the 
Pennfylvania line, I was left previous 
to the march of the detachment un- 
der the command of the Marquis de 
la Fayette, with * a garrifon barely 
fufficient for the fecurity of Weil 
Point— and two regiments in Jer- 
fcy to fupport the communication 
between the Delaware and North 
River. The York troops I had been 
obliged to fend up for the fecurity 
of the frontier of that ftate. Weak 
however as we were, I determined 
to attempt the diflodgement of Ar- 
nold in conjunction with the French 
fleet and army, and made the detach- 
ment to which I have alluded. 

In my late tour to the eaftward, 
I found the accounts I had received, 
of the progrefs of recruiting in thofe 
ftates, had been much exaggerated,, 
and I fear we fhall, in the end, be 
obliged again to take a great pro- 
portion of their quotas in levies for 
the campaign inftead of foldiers for 
three years or for the war- — The re- 
giments of New York having been 
reduced to two, they have but few 
men to raifc ; Jerfey depends upon 
voluntary in lift menu upon a con- 
tracted bounty, and I cannot there- 
fore promife myfelf much fuccefs 
from the mode. The Pennfylvania 
line you know is to be compofed of 
part of the Southern army : Gen. 
Wayne is fo fanguine as to fuppofe 
he will foon be able to move on with 
1000 or 1200 men, but I fancy he 
over-rates the matter. 

You will readily perceive, from 
the foregoing ftate, that there is little 
probability of adding to the force al- 
ready 
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ready ordered to the (buthward. For 
fhould the battalions frbm New 
Hampshire to New Jerfey inclufive 
be completed, (a thing not to be ex- 
pected) we (hall, after the neceflary 
detachment for the frontiers, and 
other purpofes, are made, have an 
army barely fufRcient to keep the 
enemy in check in New York, Ex- 
cept this is done, they will have no- 
thing to hinder them from throwing 
further reinforcements to the fouth- 
ward ; and to be obliged to follow 
by land every detachment of their 
army» which they always make by 
fea, will only end in a fruitlefs difli- 
pation of whst may now be called 
the Northern army. You may be 
affured that the molt powerful diver- 
fion that can be made in favour of 
the fouthern Hates, will be a refpec- 
table force in the neighbourhood of 
New York. I have hitherto been 
fpeaking of our own refources. 
Should a reinforcement arrive to the 
French fleet and army, the face of 
matters may be entirely changed* 

Arms* I do pot find that we can, 
at any rate have more than 2000 
Hand of arms to fpare, perhaps not 
fo many : for fhould the battalions 
which are to compofe the army be 
complcat or nearly fo, they will take 
all that are in repair or repairable. 
The 2000 ftand came in the Alliance 
from v France, and I have kept them 
apart for an exigency. 

Ammunition. Our flock of ammu- 
nition, though competent to the de- 
fenfive, is, by a late eftimate of the 
commanding officer of artillery, vaflly 
fhort of an oiFeniive operation of any 
confequence. Should circumflances 
put it in our power to attempt fuch 
a one, we mull depend upon the pri- 
vate magazines of the States, and 
upon our Allies. On the contrary, 
fhould the defenlive plan be deter- 
mined upon, what ammunition can 
be fpared, will be undoubtedly fent 
to the Southward. 

Charting. Of cloathing we are 



in a manner exhaufted. We have 
not enough for the few recruits 
which may be expected, and except 
that which has been fo long looked 
for, and talked of from France 
fhould arrive, the troops mull, next 
winter, go naked, unlefs their Hates 
can fupply them. 

From the foregoing reprefenta- 
tion, you will perceive that the pro- 
portion of the continental army, al* 
ready allotted to Southern fervice, is 
as much as, .from prefent appear- 
ances, can be fpared for that purpofe, 
and that a fupply of arms, ammu- 
nition, or cloathing of any confe- 
quence, mult depend, in a great 
meafure, upon future purchafw or 
importations. 

Nothing which is within the com* 
pafs of my power, (hall be wanting 
to give fupport to the Southern 
States, but you may readily conceive 
how irkfome a thing it muft be to 
me to be called on for affiflance, 
when I have not the means of af- 
fording it.

" Dear Lund, 
" Since my Jail, your letter to 
me of the 14th inftant is received. 
If Mr. Triplet has got as much land 
as he has given, and you have paid 
him the calh difference, with a pro- 
per allowance for the depreciation 
fince the bargain was made, I am at 
a lofs to difcover the ground of his 
complaint ; and if men will complain 
without caufe, it is a matter of no 
great moment. It always was, and 
now is my wilh to do him juftice, 
and if there is any thing lacking in 
it, delay not to give full meafure of 
juftice, becaufe I had rather exceed 
than fall fliort.

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' " We have heard nothing certain 
of the two fleets fince they left their 
refpeftive ports. We wait with im- 
patient anxiety for advices from Che- 
fjpeak, and the fouthern army; God 
fend they may be favourable to us. 
A detachment from New York has 
made two or three attempts to put to 
fea, for the purpofe, it is faid, of 
reinforcing either Arnold or Corn- 
wallis, and as cf ten returned* - My 
laft accounts from New V ... !: r\u- 
tion another attempt on the 25th, 
but whether with truth, or not, it is 
not in my' power to fay. It was un- 
fortunate ; but this I mention in con - 
fidence, that the French fleet and 
detachment did not undertake the 
enterprize they arc now upon, when 
I firit propofed it to them. The 
deftrutfion of Arnold's corps would 
then have been inevitable before the 
Britiih fleet could have / been in a 
condition to put to fea. Inftead of 
this the fmall fqu^dron, which tcok 
the Romulus and other veflels, was 
fent, and could not, as I foretold, 
do any thing without a land force* at 
Portfmouth. lam, your affectionate

I fometimes have thought of quit- 
ting the fervice entirely ; I have of- 
fers to go in trade with a gentleman 
\*t\\ acquainted with bufinefs, who is 
pofTefled of a large fortune ; but, good 
God ! my friend, how can 1 think 
of leaving the fervice, when I have 
not been paid for my fervices thefe 
three years, bcfides paying two clerks, 
aUo paying for a Iarc;c quantity of 
flour that 1 procured when the troops 
were in the preateft diftrefs, for 
which I have never received a fmgle 
ihuiin^? If I leave the fervice before 
I am paid ofFand fettled with, I ferr 
it uill never be anfwercd, which will 
about complrat my deflruclion ; your 
au^ce on this nutter will oblige me 
verv much as foon as poflible. 



Cloathing for this quarter of the 
world is more difficult than ufual,- 
greatly owing to a parcel of rafcaily 
merchants that get them into their 
hands, and who would fell their 
country for fix-pence more in a yard 
cf cloth 3-4ths wide. I mud beg 
the real merchants pardon for the 
above ; the people I allude to were 
never bred as fuch, they properly be- 
long to Maritrand in Sweden. This 
Day the Governor hai given orders 
for the AfTembly of this State to 
meet, I believe en account for the 
better fupplying of their troops, 
which God knows is wanted ; men 
are euliited fail in this State, but pri- 
vate peribns *re ob'iged to give them 
bonds for their pay and cloathing; 
public fecurity is looked on by a fol- 
dier as good for nothing ; pray God 
you may hit on fome plan that will 
make public credit fuperior in the 
eyes of mankind to that of a private 
perfon. I am, dear General, with

Baffeterre, April 6. Wednefday 
afternoon arrived here the private fhip 
of war Regulator, James Walcott, 
Efq. Commander, and brought in 
with him two Dutch fhips, and fenrt 
one into Montferrat.

Capt. Walcott has mounted ten 
brafs three pounders, which he tcok 
from ihe Dutch, on his quarter-deck 
and forecaftle. 

Ycflerday Capt. Walcott went to 
wait on the Admiral, and prefent'his 
capitulation with the Governor of 
the Babices.

This morning Captain Broderick, 
Aid de Camp to Lieutenant-general 
Earl Cornwalas, arrived from Charles- 
town, South Carolina, with difpatches 
from his Lord ill ip and Lieutenant* 
colonel Balfour, to the Right Hon. 
Lord George Germain, one of his 
Majelty's Principal Secretaries of 
State, of which the following are co- 
pies and extracts : 

Guildford, March 17, 1 78 1. 
My Lord, 

Having occafion to difpatch my 
A»d de Camp, Captain Broderick, 
with the particulars of the action of 
the 15 th, in compliance with general 
directions from Sir Henry Clinton, I 
fhall embrace the opportunity to give 
your Lordfhip arj account of the ope- 
rations of the troops under my com- 
mand, previous to that event, and of 
tbofe fubfequent, until the departure 
of Captain Broderick. 

My plan for the winter's campaign 
was to penetrate into North Carolina, 
leaving South Carolina in fecurity 
againlt any probable attack in my ab- 
sence. 

Lord Rawdon, with a considerable 
body of troops, had charge of the de- 
fensive, and I proceeded about the 
middle of January upon the offenfive 
operations. I decided to march by 
the upper, in preference to the lower 
roads, leading into North Carolina, 
becaufe fords being frequent above the 
rocks of the rivers, my paflage there 
could not eaftly be obftructed ; and 
General Greene having taken poft 
on the Pedee, and there being few 
fords in any of the great rivers of this 
country below their forks, efpecially 
in winter, I apprehended being much 
delayed, if not entirely prevented 
from penetrating by the latter route* 
I was the more induced to prefer this 
rpute, as. I hoped in my way to be 
able to deiiroy or drive out of South 
Carolina the corps of the enemy com- 
manded by General Morgan, which

threatened our valuable diflrict of 
Ninety-Six; and I likewife hoped by 
rapid marches to be between General 
Greene and Virginia ; and by that 
means force him to fight, without re- 
ceiviag any reinforcement from that 
province, or, failing of that, to oblige 
him to quit North Carolina with pre- 
cipitation, and thereby encourage our 
friends to make good their promifes 
of a general rifing, to affifl me in rc- 
eftablifhing his Majefty's government. 
The unfortunate affair of the 17th 
of January was a very unexptcted 
and fevere blow: however, lelng 
thoroughly fenfible that defenfive 
meafures would be certain ruin to the 
affairs of Britain in the Southern co- 
lonies, the event did not deter me 
from profecnting the original plan. 

That General Greene might be 
uncertain of my intended route as 
long as poflible, I had left General 
Leflie at Camden, until I was ready 
to move from Wynnefborough, and 
he was now within a march of me. 
I employed the 18th in forming a 
junction with him, and in collecting 
the remains of Lieutenant-colonel 
Tarleton's corps; after which great 
exertions were made by part 01' the 
army, without baggage, to retake our 
prifoners, and to intercept General 
Morgan's corps, on its retreat to the 
Catawba; but the celerity of their 
movements, and the fuelling of num- 
berlefs creeks in our way, rendered 
all our efforts fruitlefs. I therefore 
aftexnbled the army on the 25th at 
Ramfoure's mill, on the fouth fork of 
the Catawba; and as the lofs of my 
light troops could only be remedied 
by the activity of the whole corps, I 
employed a halt of two days in col- 
lecting fome flour, and in deftroying 
fuperfluous baggage, and all my 
waggons, except thofe loaded with 
hofpital ftores, fait, and ammunition, 
and four referved empty in readinefs 
for fick or wounded* In this meafure, 
though at the expence of a great deal 
of officers baggage, and of all prof- 
it pc£t 
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pc£l in future of rum, and even a re- 
gular fupply of provifioos to the fol- 
diers, I muft, in juftice to this army, 
fay, that there was the moll general 
and chearfal acquiefcence. 

In the mean time the rains had ren- 
dered the North Catawba intpaflab'e, 
and General Morgan's corps*, the mi* 
litia of the rebellious counties of Ro- 
wan and Mecklenburgh under Gene- 
ral Davidfon, or the gang of plun- 
derers ufually under the command of 
General Soxnpter, not then recovered 
from his wounds, had occupied all the 
fords in a fpace of more than forty 
miles upwards from the fork. I ap- 
proached the river during its heights 
by jhort matches, fo as to give the 
enemy equal appreheafions for feveral 
fords ; and after having procured the 
beft information in my power, 1 re- 
iblved to attempt the paflage at a pri- 
vate (then flightly guarded) near 
M*CownaFs ford, on the morning 
of the l ft of February. 

Lieutenant-colonel Webfter was 
detached with part of the army, and 
all the baggage, to BeattieV Ford, 
fix miles aboxe M'Cowan's* where 
General David fon wai fuppofed to be 
pofted wish 509 militia, and was di- 
rected to make every pofSbJe demon* 
lira t ion, by cannonading and other- 
wife, of an intention to force a paf- 
fage there; and I marched at one in 
the morning,, with the brigade of 
guards-, regiment of flefc, 2 jd rtgi- 
ment, two hundred cavalry, and two 
three-pounders, to the Ford fixed 
upon for the real attempt. The morn* 
ing being very dark and rainy, and 
part of our way through a wood, 
where there was so road, one of the 
three-pounders, ia front ofnhe 23 d 
regiment and. the cavalry, overfet in 
a lwamp, and occafioned thofe corps 
to lofe the line of march ; and fome 
of the artillery men belonging to the 
other _gon, (one of whom had the 
match) having Sopped to affift, were 
likewife left behind.- the head of 
the column, in the mesa- while, ar- 



rived at the bank of the river, and 
day began to break. I could make 
no ufe of the gun that was up, and it 
was evident, from the number of fire* 
on the other fide, that the oppofuioh 
would be greater than I had expect- 
ed. However, as I knew that the 
rain then falling would foon render 
the river again impaflable, and I had 
received information the evening be- 
fore, that General Greene had ar- 
rived in General Morgan's camp, and 
that his army was marching after him 
with the greateft expedition, f deter- 
mined nut to defift from the attempt ; 
and therefore, full of confidence in 
the zeal and gallantry of Brigadier- 
general O'Hara, and of the brigade 
of guards under his command, 1 or- 
dered them to march on, but, to pre* 
vent confufion, not to fire until they 
gained the oppofite bank. Their be- 
haviour j unified ^mjrhigh opinion of 
them ; for a conftant fire from the ene- • 
my, in a ford of upwards of 500 
yards wide, fn many places up to their 
middle, with a rocky bottom and 
ftrong current, made no im predion on 
their cool and Determined valour, nor 
checked their paflage. The light in- 
fantry landing firft, immediately form- , 
ed, and, in a few minutes, killed or 
difperfed every thing that appeared 
before them, the reft of the troop* 
forming and advancing in fucceflion. 
We now learned, that we had been 
oppofed by about 300 militia, that 
had taken poll there, only the even- 
ing before, under the command of 
General Davidfon. Their General, 
and two or three other officers, were 
among the killed ; the number of 
wounded was uncertain, and a few 
were taken prifoners. On our fide 
Lieutenant-colonel Hall and three 
men killed, and ihirty-fix wounded^ 
all of the light infantry and grena* 
diers of the guards. By thi* time 
the rear of the column had joined, 
and the whole having paiFed with the 
greateft difpatch„ I detached Lieute- 
nant-coiQtoi Ti/ktou, with the ca- 

vaky 
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▼airy and 23d regiment, to purfue 
the routed militia'; a few were foon 
killed or taken ; and Lieutenant-col. 
Tarleton having learned three or four 
hundred of the neighbouring militia 
were to affemble that day at Tar- 
rank's houfe, about ten miles from 
the Ford ; leaving his infantry, he 
went on with the cavalry, and find- 
ing the militia as expected, he, with 
excellent conduct and great fpirit, 
attacked them inftantly, and totally 
routed' them, with little lofs on his 
fide, and on their's between 40 and 
50 killed, wounded or prifoners. This 
ftroke, with our paftage of the ford, 
fo effectually difpirited the militia, 
that we met with no further oppofi- 
tion on our march to the Yadkirt, 
through one of the moll rebellious 
tracts in America. 

During this time, the rebels hav- 
ing quieted Beattie's Ford, Lieute- 
nant-colonel Webfter was paffing his 
detachment and the baggage of the 
army : this had become tedious and 
difficult by the continuance of the 
rain and the fwelling of the river ; 
but all joined us foon after dark, 
about fix miles from Beattie's Ford. 
The other Fords were likewlfe abairi 
doned by the enemy. The greateft 
part of the militia difperfed ; and 
General Morgan with his corps 
marched all that afternoon, and the 
following night, towards Salisbury. 
We purfoed next morning, in hopes 
to intercept ihem between the rivers, 
and after ftruggling with many diffi- 
culties, arifing from fwelled creeks 
and bad roads, the guards come up 
with his" rear, in the evening of the 
3d, routed it, and took a few wag- 
gons, at the Trading Ford of the 
Yadkin. He paffed the body of his 
infantry in flats, and his cavalry *nd 
waggons by the Ford, during that 
day and- the preceding night ; but at 
the time of our arrival the boats were 
fecured on the other fide, and the 
Ford had become impaffable. The 
river continuing to rife, and the wea- 



ther appearing unfettled, I deter- 
mined to march to the Upper Fords, 
after procuring a fmall fupply of pro- 
vifions at Salifbury. This, and the 
height pf the creeks in our way, de- 
tained me two days ; and in that time 
Morgan having quitted the banks of 
the river, 1 4iad information from our 
friends, who erofled in canoes, that 
Gen. Greene's army was marching 
with the utmoft diipatch to form a 
junction with him at Guildford. Not 
having had time to collect the North, 
Carolina militia, and having received 
no reinforcement from Virginia, I 
concluded that he would do every 
thing in his power to avoid an action 
on the fouth fide of the Dan ; and ic 
being ray interefl to force him to 
fight, I made great expedition, and 
got between him and the Upper 
Fords: and being allured that xUe 
Lower Fords are fcldom practicable In 
winter, and that he could not collect 
many flats at any of the ferries, I was 
in great hopes that he would sot . 
eftape me without receiving a blow. 
Nothing could exceed the patience 
and alacrity of the officers and fol- 
diers, under every fpecies of hardfhip 
and tatigue,'in endeavouring to over- 
take him ; but our intelligence upon 
this occafion was exceedingly defec- 
tive, which with heavy rains, bad 
roads, and the'paffage of many fteep 
creeks, and bridges deftroyed by tne 
enemy's light troops, rendered all 
our exertions vain ; for, upon' Our ar- 
rival at Boyc^s Ferry, on the 15th, 
we learned that his rear-guard had 
got over the night before, his bag- 
' gage and main body having paned 
the preceding day, at that and a 
neighbouring Ferry, where more flats 
had been collec>d than had been re- 
prefented to me as poffible. My 
force being ill fuited to enter by that 
quarter fo powerful a Province as 
Viiginia, and North Carolina beijig 
in the utmoft confufion, after giving 
the troops a halt of one day, I pro- 
ceeded by eafy marches to HiiHbo- 
D 2 rough 
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rough, where- I erected the King's 
flandard, and invited, by proclama- 
tion,, all loyal fubjects to repair to it, 
and to (land forth and take an active 
part in aJTiftlng me to reftore order 
and conftitutional government. As 
a confiderable body of friends were 
faid to refide between the Haw and 
Deep rivers, I detached Lieutenant- 
colonel Tarleton on the 23d, with 
the cavalry, and a fmall body of in- 
fantry, to prevent their being inter- 
rupted in aflfembling. Unluckily a 
detachment of the rebel light troops 
had crofted the fame day, and by ac- 
cident fell in \vi;h about two hun- 
dred of our friends, under Colonel 
Pyle, on their way to Hilifboxough, 
who, miftaking the rebels for Lieu- 



endeavour to difcover' the'deilgns oi 
the enemy. He had not advanced 
far, when he fell in with a confider- 
ajile corps, which he immediately at- 
tacked and routed ; but heing igno- 
rant of their force, and whether chey 
.were fuppnrted, with great prudence 
defilted frorti purfuit : he foon learned 
from prifoners, that thofe he had 
beat were Lee's legion, three or four 
hundred back mountain meq, under 
CoL Prefton, with a number of mi- 
litia,; and that Qeneral Greene, with 
part of his army, was not far diftanu 
Our fituation for the former few days 
had been amongit 'timid friends, and 
adjoining to inveterate rebels : be- 
tween them, I had been totally def- 
titute of information, which loft me 



tenant-colonel Tarleton 's corps, al- a very favourable opportunity of at- 



, lowed tbernfelves to be furrounded, 
^and'a number of them were moll in- 
humanly butchered, wHen begging 
.for quarter, without making the ieaifc 
'refiltance. The fame day 1 had cer- 
.tain intelligence that Gen. Greene, 
having been reinforced, tyad recroiled 
the.Dan, which rendering it impru- 
dent to feparatc my-corps, cccafioned 
the recall of. Lieutenant -colonel 



tacking the rebel army. General 
.Greene fell back to . Thompfon's 
houfe, near Boyd's Ford, on the 
Reedy Fork ; but his light troops and 
militia tfill remained near us; and, 
as I was informed that they were 
potted carejefsly at feparate plantati- 
ons, for the convenienceof fubfifting, 
I marched on the 6th to drive them 
in, and to attack General Greene, 



.Tarleton's detachment; and forage _if an opportunity offered. I fuc- 

and provifions being fcaiCe in the 

neighbourhood of Hillfbprough, as 

well as the pofitipn.too diftant (upon 

the approach of the rebel army) for 
* the protection of our friends, I judged 

it expedient to crofs the Haw, and 

encamped near Allamance Cree(c, ^ and precipitate retreat aver the Haw 



ceeded completely in the firft, and at 
WeitzeH's Mill on,. the Reedy Fork, 
where they made a ftand, the back 
mountain men, and. fojptp. Virginia 
miliiia, fuffered confiderably, with 
little lofs on our fide: but a timely 



detaching Lieatenant-colonel Tarle 
ton, with the cavalry, light- com- 
pany of the guards, and 150 men of 
Lieutenant. colonel Webiter's bri- 
gade, a few mifes from me on the 
road to l5eep river, the more effec- 
tually to cover the country. 

Gen. Greene's light troops foon 
made their appearance ; and on tne 
zd a patrole having reported, that 
they had feen bcth cavalry and in- 
fantry near to their poft, I directed 
Lieutenant-colonel Tarleton to move 
forward, with proper precautions, and 



prevented the latter. I knew that the 
Virginia reinforcements were upon 
their march, and it was apparent that 
the enemy would, if poilible, avoid 
rifquing an action before their arrival. 
The neighbourhood of the Fords 
of the Dan in their rear, and the ex- 
treme difficulty of fubfifting my 
troops in that ex ha u fled country, put- 
ting it out of my power to force 
them, my refolution was to give our 
friends lime to join us, by covering 
their country as effectually as poflible, 
confident with the fubfilience of the 

troops, 
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troops, flill approaching the com- 
munication with our (hipping in 
Cape Fear river, which I faw ic 
would foon become indifpenfibly 
neceffary to open, on account of 
the furTerings of the army, from the 
want of fupplies of every kind; at 
the fame time I was determined to 
fight the rebel army, ii it approached 
me, being convinced that it would 
be impoftiole to fucceed in that great 
object of our arduous campaign, the 
calling forth the numerous loyal ills 
of North Carolina, whilil a doubt 
remained on thtir minds of the fu- 
periority of our arms. With thefe 
views I had moved to the Quaker 
meeting, in the Forks o r Deep river, 
en the 13th, and on the 14th I re* 
ceived the information, which occa- 
fioned the movements that brought 
on the action at Guildford, of which 
I fhall give your Lordihips an account 
in a feparate letter.

Guildford, March 1 7, 1781* 
My Lord, 
I have the fatisfa£tion to inform 
your Lordfhip, that his Majefty's 
troops under my command obtained 
a fignal victory, on the I5th.inilant, 
over the Rebel army, commanded by 
General Greene. » 

In purfuance of my intended pla/i, 
communicated to. your Lordfhip in 
my difpatch No. 7, I had encamped 
on the 1 3th inft. at the Quaker meet* 
ing between the Forks of Deep River. 
On the 14th I received information 
that Gen. .Butler, with a body of 
North Carolina militia, and the ex- 
pected reinforcements from Virginia, 
faid to confut of a Virginia State re- 
giment, a corps of Virginia eighteen 
months men, 3,000 Virginia militia 
and recruits for the Maryland line, 
had joined Gen. Greene; and that 
the whole army, which was reported 
to amount to 9 or 10,000 men, was 
marching to attack the Britifh troops. 
During the afternoon, intelligence 



was brought, which* was confirmed 
in the night, that he had advanced 
that day to Guildford, about twelve 
miles from our camp. Being now 
perfuaded that he was refolved to 
hazard an engagement, after de- 
taching Lieut. Col. Hamilton with 
our waggons and baggage, efcorted 
by his own regiment, a. detachment 
of 100 infantry and 20 cavalry, to- 
wards Bell's Mill on Deep River, I 
marched with the reft of the corps at 
day break, on the morning of the 
15 th, to meet the enemy, or to at- 
tack them in their encampment. 
About four miles from Guildford 
our advanced guard, commanded by 

•Lieut. Col. Tarleton, fell in with a 
corps of the enemy, confifting of 
Lee's Legion, fome back mountain 
men, and Virginia militia, which he 
attacked with his ufual good conduct 
and fpirit, and defeated : and con- 
tinuing our march we found the re- 
bel army polled on riling ground, 
about a mile and a halffrom the 

, Court-houfe,' The prifoners taken 
by Lieut. CoL Tarleton, having 
been feveral days with the advanced 
corps,, could give me no. account of 
the enemy's order or pofition, and 

. the country people,. were extremely 
inaccurate in their -description of the 
ground. Immediately between the 
head of the column, and the enemy's 
line, was a coniiderable plantation; 
one large field of which was on oar 
left of the road, and two others, 
with a wood of about 200 yards broad 
between them, 6n our right of it ; 
beyond thefe fields the wood con- 
tinued for feveral miles to our right. 
The wood beyond the plantation in 
our front, in the fkirt of which the 
enemy's line was formed, was about 
a mile in depth, the road then lead- 
ing into an extenfive fpace of cleared 
ground aboutGuildfordCourt-houfe. 
The woods on our right and left 
were reported to be impracticable for 
cannon; but, as that on our right 
appeared to be moil open, I refolved 

to 
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to attack the left wmg of the enemy, 
andwhilft my difpofition was making 
for that purpofe, 1 ordered Lieut. 
CoL Macleod to bring forward the 
guns, and cannonade their center* 
The attack was directed to be made 
in the following order: 

On the right the regiment of Bofe, 
and the 71ft regiment, led by Ma- 
jor-general Leflie, and fupported 
by the ift battalion of Guards; on 
their left the 2jd and 33d regiments, 
led by Lieutenant-colonel Webfter, 
s&d fupported by the grenadiers and 
ad battalion of Guards, commanded 
by Brigadier-general O'Hara ; the 
Yagers a»d Light Infantry of the 
<5uards remained in the wood on the 
left of the guns ; and the cavalry in 
the road, ready to act as circum- 
fiances might require* Our prepa- 
rations being made, the action began 
»boat half an hour pail one in the 
afternoon; Major-general Leflie, 
jrfter being obliged, by the great ex- 
tent of the enemy's line, «o bring up 
the ift battalion of Guards to the 
right of. the regiment of Bofe, foon 
defeated every thing before him; 
Lieutenant-colonel Webfter having 
joined the left of Major-general 
Jjeilie's divifion, was no lefs fuccefs- 
ful in his front, when, on finding 
■ that the left of the 33d was expofed 
to a heavy fir$ from the right wing 
<rf the enemy, he charged his front 
to the left, and being fupported by 
the Yagers and Light Infantry of the 
Gfcards, attacked and routed it ; 
the grenadiers and 2d battalion of 
Gfiards moving forward to occupy 
the ground lefs vacant by the move- 
mewcof Lieutefiaiit-colonel Webfter. 
AH the infantry being now in the 
Mne, Lieutenant- colonel Tarieton 
had directions to keep his cavalry 
compact, arid not to charge without 
'pefitive orders, except to protect any 
of the corps from the moft evident 
danger of being defeated. The ex- 
ceffive thicknefs of the woods ren- 
; d«*ftd our bayonets of little ufe, and 



enabled the broken «nemy to make 
frequent ftands, with an irregular 
fire, which occafioned fome Iofs, and 
to feveral of the corps great delay, 
particularly on our right, where the 
firft battalion of Guards and regi- 
ment of Bofe were warmly engaged. 
in front, flank, and rear, with fome 
of the enemy that had been routed 
on the firft attack, and with part of" 
the extremity of their left wing, 
which by the clofenefs of the wood 
had been paffed unbroken. The 
71ft regiment and grenadiers, and 
2d battalion of Guards, not know- 
ing what was palling on their right, 
and hearing the fire advance on their 
left, continued to move forward, the 
artillery keeping pace with them on 
the road, followed by the cavalry. 
The 2d battalion of the Guards firft 
gained the clear ground near Guild- 
ford Court- Houfe, and found a corps 
of Continental Infantry, much fu- ■ 
perior in number, formed in the open 
field on the left of the rOad. Glow- 
ing With impatience to fignalize 
themfelves, they idftantjy attacked 
and defeated them, 1 taking two fix- 
pounders, but, purfuing into the 
wood with too much ardour, were 
thrown into confufion by a heavy 
fire, and immediately charged and 
driven back into the field by Colonel 
Wafhington's Dragoons, with the 
lofs of the fix-pounders tiey hdd 
taken. The enemy's cavalry was foon 
repulfed by a well-directed fire from 
■ two 3-pounders, juft brought up by 
Lieut. Macleod ; and by the appear- 
ance of the grenadiers of the Guards 
and of the 71ft regiment, which, 
having been impeded by fome deep 
ravines, were now coming out of the 
wood, on the right of the Guards, 
oppofite to the Court-Houfe. By 
the; fpirited exertions of Brigadier- 
general O'rlara, though wounded, 
the 2d battalion of Guards was foon 
rallied, and, fupported by the gre- 
nadiers, returned to the charge with 
the greateii alacrity. The 23d regi- 
ment 
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ment arriving at that inftant from 
our left, and Lieut. Col. Tarleton 
having advanced with part of the ca- 
valry, the enemy were foon put to 
flight, and the two fix-pounders once 
more fell into our hands; 2 ammu- 
nition waggons, and two other fix- 
pounders, being all the artillery they 
had in the field, were likewife taken. 
About this time the 33d regiment 
and light infantry of the Guards, af- 
ter overcoming many difficulties, 
completely touted the corps which 
was oppofed to them^ and put an end 
to the action in this quarter ; the 23d' 
and 71ft regiments, with part of the 
cavalry, were ordered to purfue; the 
remainder of the cavalry was detach- 
ed with Lieut. CoL Tarleton to our 
right, where a heavy fire fHll con- 
tinued, and where his appearance 
and fpirited attack contributed much 
to a fpeedy termination of the action. 
The militia, with which our right 
had been engaged, difperfed in the 
woods ; the Continental went off by 
the Reedy Fork, beyond which it 
was not in my power to follow them, 
bs their cavalry had fuffercd but lit- 
tle. Our troops were exc%!ively fa- 
tigued, by an aclion which lafted an 
hour and a half; and our numerous 
wounded, difperfed over an extenfive 
fpace of country, required immediate 
attention. The care of our wounded, 
and the total want of provifions in an 
exhaufted country, made it equally 
impoffible for me to follow the blow 
next day. The enemy did not Uop 
until they got to the iron works on 
Troublefome Creek, 18 miles from 
the field of battle. 

From our own obfervation, and 
the belt accounts we could procure, 
we did not doubt but the ftrength of 
theenertiy exceeded 7000 men ; their 
fflilitiacompofed their ftne, wkh pax- 
ties a4ttne«d to the rails of the fields 
in their front ; the Continentals were 
fofcd obliquely b\ the fear of their 
rigat wiag, Tkeir cannon fired on 
as wbiKl we were forming from the 



center of the fine of militia, but 
were withdrawn to the Continentals 
before the attack. 

I have the honour to enclofe your 
Lordfhip the lift of our killed and 
wounded. Cap't. Schutz's wound is 
fuppofed to be mortal ; but the fur- 
geons affore me, that none of the 
other officers are in danger, and that 
a great number of the men will foon 
recover. I cannot afcertain the loft 
of the enemy, but it muft have beea 
confiderable; between two and three 
hundred dead were left upon the 
field; many of their wounded that 
were able to move whilft we were 
employed in the care of our own, 
efcaped and followed the routed ene- 
my ; and our cattle-drivers and fora- 
ging parties have reported to me, 
that the houfes in a circle of fix or 
eight miles round us are full of others ; 
thofe that remained we have taken 
the beftcare of in our power. We took 
few prifoners, owing to the exceffive 
thicknefs of the wood facilitating their 
efcape, and every man of our army 
being repeatedly wanted for a£Hoa. 

The conduct and aclions of the 
officers and foldiers that compofe this 
little army, will do more juliice to 
their merit than I can by words. 
Their perfevering intrepidity in ac- / 
tion, their invincible patience in the 
hardfhips and faiigues of a march of 
above 600 miles, in which they have, 
forded feveral large rivers and nam- 
berlefs creeks, many of which would 
be reckoned large rivers in any other 
country in the world, without tents 
or covering againft the climate, and 
often without provifions, will fuf- 
ficiently manifeft their ardent zeal 
for the honour and interefts of th^ir 
fovereign and their country. 

I have been particularly indebted 
to Major-general Leflie for his gal- 
lantry and exertion Sh the-a&ion, as > 
well as his v affiftance in every other 
part of the fervice. ' The zeal and 
fpirit of Brigadier-general O'Hartt 
merit my higheft commendations, for,- 

after 
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after receiving two dangerous wounds, 
he continued in the field whilu* the 
action lafted : by his earned attention 
on all other occafions, feconded by 
the officers and foldiers of the bri- 
gade, his Majefty's guards are no 
lefs diftinguifhed by their order and 
difcipline, than'by their fpirit and 
valour. 

The Heffian regiment of Bofe de- 
Jerves my warmefl praife, for its dif- 
cipline, alacrity, and courage, and 
does honour to Major du Buy, who 
commands it, and who is an officer 
of fuperior merit. 

I am much obliged to Brigadier- 
General Howard, who ferved as vo- 
lunteer, for his fpirited example on 
all occafions. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Webfter con- 
, dueled his brigade like an officer of 
experience and gallantry. Lieute- 
nant-colonel Tarleton's good con- 
duel and fpirit in the management 
of his cavalry was confpicuous during 
the whole a&ion ; and Lieut. Macleod, 
who commanded the artillery, proved 
himfelf upon this, as well as all for- 
mer occafions, a moll capable and 
deferving officer. The attention and, 
exertion of my Aids de Camp, and 
of all the other public officers of the 
army, contributed very much to the 
fuccefs of the day. 

' I haveconftantly received the moil 
zealous affiftance from Gov. Martin, 
during my command in the Southern 
diftrict. Hoping that his prefence 
would tend to excite the loyal fub- 
jedts in this'proVince to take an active 
part with us, he has chearfully fub- 
xnitted to the fatigues and dangers of 
our campaign'; 'but his delicate con- 
ltitution has fuffered by his. public 
fpirit, for, by the'advice of the phy- 
ficians, he is now' obliged to return 
to England for the recovering of his 
^health. 

This part of the country is to to- 
tally deftitute of fubfiftence, that 
forage is not nearer than nine miles, 
and the foldiers have been two days 



without bread; Ifliall therefore leave 
about 70 of the worft of the wounded 
cafes at the New Garden Quaker 
Meeting-houfe, with proper affirm- 
ance, and move the remainder with 
the army, to-morrow morning, to 
Bell's Mill. I hope our friends will ' 
heartily take an active part with us, 
to which I fhall continue to encourage 
them, ftill approaching our (hipping 
by eafy marches, that we may pro- 
cure the nece/Tdry fupplies for further 
operations, and lodge our fick and 
wounded where proper attention caa 
be paid to them. 

This difpatch will be delivered to 
your Lordthip by my Aid de Camp, 
Capt. Broderick, who is a very pro- 
mifing officer, and whom I beg leave 
to recommend to your Lordihip's 
countenance and favour.

*' I marched from Guildford on 
the morning of the 18th of March, 
and next day arrived at Bell's Mill, 
where I gave the troops two* dayj 
reft, and procure^ ,afmall fupply of 
j?rovifions. From- thence I proceed- 
ed .flpwJy towards, Crofs Creek, at* 
"' E" .': tending 
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tending to the convenience of fub- 
iifteifce, and the movement of our 
wounded. On my way I ifTaed the 
tnclofed proclamation, and took eve- 
ty other means in my power to re- 
concile enemies, and to encourage 
cur friends to join us. 

From all my information, I in- 
tended to- have halted at Crois 
Creek, as a proper place to refrefh 
and refit the troops ; ancl I was much 
difappolnted, on my arrival there, 
to find it totally impoflible. Provi- 
sions were fcnrce, not four days fp-_ 
rage within twenty miles, and to us 
the^ navigation of the Cape Fear 
River to Wilmington impracticable ; 
for the diflance by water is upwards 
of one hundred miles; under thefe 
circumftances I was obliged to con- 
tinue my march to this place, in the 
neighbourhood of which I arrived 
en the 7thinHant. 

I have been bufy fince my arrival 
in drfpoilng of our fick and wound r 
ed, and procuring the neceflary fup- 
bHes, to put the troops in a proper- 
ftate to take the field. 

Captain Schutz died in a few days 
after the aflion, as we expected; 
but I am forry to inform your Lord- 
fliip, that, notwithftanding the flat- 
tering appearances, and the affur- 
ances of the furgeons, Col. Webfter 
(whofe lofs is feverely felt by me and 
the whole army) Capt. Maynard of 
the guards, Capt. Wilmbufey, and 
Enfign de Trott, of the regiment of 
Bofe, are fince dead. 

Major Craig, who took pofleffio© 
jt>f this place en the latter end of 
January, has condu&ed himfetf with 
great zeal and capacity, having, 
with a very final! force, not only 
fecured the poll from all infults, 
but made himfelf refneaable in this 
part of the country oy ieveral fuc- 
eefsful excurfions. 

I ftall not trouble your Lordflrip 
on the Aibjeft' of South Carolina, 
having directed Lord Rawdon, who 
commands on the frontiers, and 
Lieutenant - colonel Balfour, Com- 
mandant of Charles-town, to take 



every opportunity of communicating- 
to your Lordfhip, as well as to the 
Commander in Chief, the ftate of 
affairs in that province : as they are 
both officers of capacity and' great 
merit, I truft that their conduct will 
have given fatisfaction.

Whereas by the bleffing of Al- 
mighty God, his Majeity's arms 
have been crowned with fignal fuc- 
cefs, by, the complete victory ob- 
tained over the rebel, forces on the 
5th inftant, I have thought proper 
to iflue this Proclamation, to call 
upon all loyal fnbjecls to ftand forth, 
and take an active part in restoring 
goo4 order and government : and 
whereas it has been reprefen^ed to 
me, that many perfons in this pro- 
vince, who have tafcen a (hare in this 
unnatural rebellion, but having ex- 
perienced the oppreffion and inj.ufticc 
of the rebel government, and having 
feen the errors into which they have 
been deluded by falfehoods and mif- 
reprefentations, are fmeerely defirpus 
of returning to their duty and alle- 
giance, I do hereby notify and pro- 
mife to all fuch perfons (murderers 
excepted) that if they will furrender 
themfelves, with their arms and am- 
munition, at "head quarters, or to 
the officer commanding in the dif- 
trift contiguous to their refpeftive 
places Qf refidence, on or before the 
2Qth day o'f April next, they wilL be 
permitted to return to their homes, 
upon giving a military parole ; and 
mall be protected in their peribns 
and properties, from all forts of vio- 
lence from the Britifh troop ; and 
Will be reftored, as foon as poflibie, 
to all the privileges of legal and con 7 
ftitutional government.

My Lord, 

By Lord CornwalhVs difpatches, 
which are herewith tranfmitted, your 
Lordfhip will be informed, that af- 
ter the adion at Guildford, General 
Greene, being obliged^ to retreat 
from before the King's army, turned 
hi* views towards this province, as 
the more vulnerable point, in the 
abfence of Lord Cornwallis. 

With this idea, on the 9th ultimo, 
he came before Camden, having 
with him near fifteen hundred conti- 
nental, and feveral corps of militia ; 
Lord Rawdon having charge of that 
poft, and about eight hundred Bri- 
tifh and Provincial troops to fuf- 
tain it. 

For fome days Gen. Greene kept 
varying his pofition, waiting, as is 
fuppofed, to be reinforced by the 
corps under Brigadier Marrian and 
Col. Lee, which were on their way, 
being ordered to join him. 

Judging it neceffary to ftrike a 
blow before* this jun&ion could take 
place, and learning that General 
Greene had detached to bring up 
his baggage and provifions, Lord 
Rawdon, with the mod marked de- 
cifion, on the morning of the 25th, 
marched with the greater part of his 
force to meet him, and .about ten 
o'clock attacked the rebels in their 
camp at Hobkirk's, with that fpirit, 
which, prevailing over fuperior num- 
bers and an obftinate refinance, comi- 
pelled them to give way* and the 
purfuit was continued for three miles. 
To accident only they were indebted 
for faving their guns, which being 
drawn into a hollow* -out of the road, 
were overlooked by our troops in the 
flufti of victory and purfuit, fo that 
their cavalry, in which they greatly 
•exceeded us, had an opportunity of 
taking them. off. 

My Lord Rawdon ftates the lofs of 



the enemy, on this occafion, as Up* 
wards of one hundred made pri- 
foners, and four hundred killed and 
wounded, his own not exceeding one 
hundred, in which is included, ono 
officer killed, and eleven wounded. 
After this defeat, General Greene 
retired to Rugeley's Mills, (twelve 
miles from Camden) in order to call 
in his troops, and receive the rein- 
forcements ; but as LieutenanNcolo* 
nel Warfon, of the guards, who had 
been for fome time detached by Lord 
Rawdon, with a corps of five hun- 
dred men, to cover the eiftern fron- 
tiers of the province, is directed, by 
me, to join his Lordfhip, I am in 
hopes he will be able fpeedily to ac- 
compli in this. 

It is to the feveral letters which 
Lord Rawdon has been fo good to 
tranfmit me, that I am indebted for 
the detail I have now the honour to 
prefer! t your Lord/hip : and which 
I truft his Lordfhip will hereafter 
conclude in the moft fatisfaclory 
manner. 

Jdmiralty-Offict, June 5, 178 1 - 
Copy of a letter from Sir Georci 
Collier, Commander of bu Ma- 
jeflfs flnf Canada, to Mr. Ste- 
phens, dated Corky May 25, 1781. 
You will be pleafeti to acquaint 
their Lord mips, that on the iflin- 
ftanr, being detached in the Canada, 
from the fleet under Vice-Admiral 
Darby, as a ftiip of obfervation, 1 
difcovered at feven A. M. a confi* 
derable number of Englifh merchant 
veflels, and a fhip and floop of war, 
which appeared to be enemies, a lit- 
tle to windward of them. On our 
fiving chace, they tacked and 
rought to, to reconnoitre us a& we 
pa(Ted, and then went off under an , 
eafy fail : the floop mounted twenty- 
twe guns, and feemed foil of men. 

So foon as we couty fetch into the 
wake of the fhip,' we put about, and 
continued the chace : full fevenry lea- 
gues, till dawn of day next morning. 
She thought proper to bring^to, and 
E 2 engage 
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engage us, hoifting Spaniih colours : 
k fell about this time almoft calm, 
with a confiderable fwell, or the 
conteft would not have lafted fo long 
probably as half an hour, which it 
did ; (he then fubmitted, to his Ma- 
jefty*s colours, being a good deal 
fluttered, and having a number of 
men killed and wounded. They 
difmounted a lower-deck gun of the 
Canada, and (hot off one of its trun- 
nions. 

We found her to be a very large 
frigate, belonging to the King of 
Spain, called the Leocadia, and the 
only one the Spaniards have copper- 
ed. She had been only fix days from 
Ferrol, and was bound (I have rea- 
fon to imagine) to the South Seas 
exprefs, but threw all their papers 
overboard. She has ports for forty 
guns, yet carries only thirty-four, 
they fupplying the fpare ports from 
the oppofite guns : this fhip ,was 
commanded by Don Francifco de 
Wenthuifen, Knight of the Order of 
St. Jago (who had a commiflion to 
command all frigates he might meet 
with of his own nation). It was 
with concern I learnt that this gal- 
lant officer loft his right arm in de- 
fending his fhip ; the fecond Captain 
is alfo wounded : two of the officers 
are Knights of Malta.

Mr Lo*d, 
On the 16th of April, at half paft 

nine o'clock in the morning, being 

at anchor in Port Pra^a, in the 



Ifland of St. Jago, with the fquidron 
of his Majefty's (hips under my com-- 
mand, which are named in th.r mar- 
gin *, together with the F.aft India 
mips, tranfports, and victuallers, who 
failed with us from England, the Ifis 
(which ftiip lay the fartheft to lee- 
ward) made the fignal for feeing ele- 
ven fail in the Offing, towards the 
N. E. 

I was then abfent in a boat, giving 
direft'ons for moving fome ibips 
which had driven too near each other. 
As (bon as I faw the fignal for fo 
many ftrange fhips, I inlta^tly re- 
turned on board ihc Romney, and 
made the fignal for all perfons to 
come from the [hore, and to repair 
on board their refpeclive fhips, hav- 
ing at that time not lefs than' 1500 
perfons abfent from the fleer, who 
were employed in' watering, fifhing, 
and embarking live, cattle, with other 
occupations necefTary to the difpatch 
in refuting fo many fhips, befides a 
number ofofficers and troops who were 
taking the recreations of the (hore. 

As foon as thi* fignal was made, 
and enforced by the repeated firing 
of guns, and after a > boat had been 
difpatched to the fhore, to give more 
expedition and efrV& to the embar- 
kation, a fignal was made to unmoor, 
and another to prepare for battle. 

I went on board the Iiis, to make 
my ohfervations on the ftrange (hips, 
as they could only be fec'n from that 
(hip, on account of the eaft point of 
land which intervened. 

From the Iiis I plainly discovered 
five large fhips of the line, and feveral 
fmaller fhips, ftanding in for the 
land ; the large fhips being feparated 
from the convoy, and making fignals 
by fuperior and inferior flags, which 
plainly denoted that they were French. 
Upon this [ returned on board the 
Romney, calling to the Eaft-IndU 
fhips, as I pafTed and repaired, to

Terror bomb veflel , Infernal fire ftiip ; Ractlefnake cutter. 
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prepare for battle ; for mod of them 
were a* yet hee'dlefs of the fignals 
which had been made. 

At a quarter before eleven o'clock 
the ftrange fhips appeared, coming 
round the eaft point ofianJ, drawn 
up in a line, and leading into the bay. 
His Majeily's (hips of war (excepting 
as to the people who were abfent on 
fhore) were by this time prepared to 
receive the enemy, jf they Ihoold offer 
any infult. 

We plainly perceived they in- 
tended an attack by the fprings 
which were paffed to their cables 
along the ou tilde of the ihips ; and 
we knew the fmall regard which the 
French ufaally pay to the laws of na- 
tions, when they are poflefTed of a 
fuperior force, or find it convenient 
to difpenfe with fuch obligations, 
and in this our expectations were not 
difappointed ; for with much courage 
and feeming determination, the 
French Commodore led on within 
two cables length of the Monmouth, 
Jupiter, and Hero, pafUng the Di- 
ana, Terror bomb, and Infernal fire- 
fliip, who lay without the reft of the 
fhips; here he hoifled his broad pen- 
dant, and difplayed the French co- 
lours; he then hauled up his courfes, 
and fired two' (hot at the Lis from his 
larboard bow as he luffed up, and 
immediately after permitting his (hip 
. to Ihoot up in the wind, as far as 
the force with which the fhip was 
failing enabled her, he dropt his an- 
chor a-breaft of the Monmouth, and 
began to fire away among the fhips 
as fail as he coujd difcharge and load ; 
his fails, however, were flill flying 
about in great confufion, fo that his 
fpring on the cable did not hold 
when the (hip was checked to bring 
up, and he drove a-breaft of the 
Hero. 

After the two guns mentioned 
above had been difcharged with fhot, 
the fire from his Majefty's fhips 
opened upon the enemy with great 
power and effeft. 



The next French flnp which fol- 
lowed their Commodore, anchored 
a-hcad of him ; the third endeavour- 
ed to pafs through for the Romney ; 
but being unable to weather the dif- 
ferent fhips, he anchored a-ftern of 
his Commodore, and continued there 
for a fhort fpace, driving about with 
his fails loofe, until he boarded the 
Fortitude and Hinchinbrook Eaft- 
India fhips, and then went to fea» 
The fourth fhip run on different 
lines, luffing and bearing up as fhe 
paflfed among the fkirt of our fhips, 
and firing and receiving fire as he 
failed along, but feemingly in great 
confufion alfo; and at laft, with 
much difficulty, he wore clear of the 
reef on the Weft point without us. 

The fifth fhip run among the 
merchant ve/Tels alfo, firing at all, 
and attempting to board two or three 
as he pafTed along, without fuccefs. 

In a quarter of an hour after the 
firft gun, feveral of our Eaft India 
fhips h»id recovered the alarm, ani 
were firing at the enemy, and Come 
of them in well directed lines; two 
or three however had ftruck their co- 
lours, and thrown the Company's 
packets over-board, and others pru- 
dently put to lea. 

The Romney could fire only in 
two openings, and this under a pre* 
Ct'ion which w?s caurioufly obferved; 
neither could fhe veer away cable to 
open a larger fpice, as the Jafon lay 
right a-ftcrn of her. Seeing the Rom- 
ney was like to have little fliare ia 
the action, after the fourth fhip had 
p^fTed her, I ordered the barge to be 
manned to go on board the Hero. 
General Mojdows and Captain Sal- 
tern infilled they fhould accompany 
me, wtth a degree of generality 
and good humour which I coold not 
refill. U is pieifant to be near the 
General at ai times but on theday 
of barrle thjt fAtisfacHon is felt in m 
peculiar degree. We were receive! 
by Cap'ain Hawker with as chearfal 
and aifable civility as if we had come 
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to dinner, while the Hero kept up 3 
conftant, awful, -heavy difcharge of 
artillery. 

The aftion bordered upon a fur- 
prize, and the nature of the fervice 
in which we were engaged rendered 
us liable to much confufion ; yet upon 
the whole, until the enemy were beat 
off, I faw nothing on our part but 
iteady, cool, determined valour. 

Capt. Alms, of the Monmouth, 
kept up a well -directed fire. 

Captain Pafley had worked hard 4 
from the beginning of the bufinefs, 
and had got a fpring on his cable, by 
which effort every mot told from the 
Jupiter. 

The French Commodore now 
found his iituation too hot, and }ie 
cut his cable in three quarters of an 
hour, and went away through the 
fhips, as his fecond a-ftern had done 
before him ; the other a-head was 
. now left behind/ an object to be 
fired at by all the mips in our fleet, 
who could get guns to bear upon , 
him.-^-In this iituation he remained 
for fifteen minutes, hardly firing a 
gun during the whole time: fuch a 
fpeclacle of diilrefs I never before 
beheld. 

I am fatisfied myfelf he ftruck his 
colours, and that they .were not 
merely fhot away, as fome alledge ; 
and this I believe, becaufe different 
ihips thought lie ffruck at the fame 
time ; but it was impoflible to get all 
the Ihips to ceafe firing at once ; and 
one gun being afterwards difcharged 
from the enemy's fhip, the firing 
began again even from fuch of our 
Ihips as had left off. 

Whether his cable was fhot away, 
or he cut the. cable, I cannot fay, but 
off the fliip went round upon the 
heel, her flern falling clofe to the 
broadfide of the Jfis ; her malls were 
tottering ; her yards were hanging 
different ways ; her fails were flying 
about in rags, and full of holes. Firft 
fell the mizen-mafl, next went ^he 
main-mail, and laftly the fore-maft 



and outer end of the bowfprit tum- 
bled in the water. 

I inflantly returned to the Ronrw 
ney, and made the fignal for all Cap- 
tains, and after hearing the condi- 
dition of every fliip, I directed the 
men of war to- cut and flip as faft 
as they could get to fea, to follow up 
the victory, with orders to make any 
* India Ihips who lay in their way, to 
cut their cables alfo, that they might 
not be impeded, 

I ordered the merchant fhips to 
lie faft and repair their damages, 
until we joined them again. 

As foon as the Jafon was out of 
the way, the Romney was caft by a 
fpring on the cable, and- Ihe went 
out to fea under the acclamations of 
the whole fleet. 

The Jupiter inflantly followed, and 
we run between our fcattered fhips 
and the enemy. Perceiving neither 
the Ifis nor Diana making any fig-* 
nal to follow, though both of them 
lay in clear births for fo doing, their . 
feveral .fignals were made. The Di- 
ana anfwered, and foon after fol- 
lowed ; but although gun after gun 
was fired, to enforce the fignal, to 
call out the Ifis, ihe ftill remained 
without any iigns of obedience to my \ ': 
fignal then abroad. At laft the Hero 
came under our flern, with a mefTage 
from Captain Sutton, faying that 
his mails and yards, and fails and 
rigging, were fo wounded, that he 
could not come out without repairing 
them, but that he would follow as 
fail as he could. 

My anfwer was, all this is no ex- 
cafe for difobeying my pofitive or- 
ders ; befides, I think his damages 
immaterial to a man of any refources. 

Captain Sutton's fignal was there- 
fore again enforced by another gun ; 
he then hoifted his anfwering flag, 
»nd camS out, after three hours de- 
lay. 

All the (hips being now come out,- 
the fignal was 'made to form the line 
a-head on the larboard tack. The 

French 
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French /hips had before this collect-, 
edand taken the diiabled fhip in tow, 
and they had raifed a frump forward, 
and fixed a ikU upon it, with which 
tfiey had wore the hulk, and put he- 
fore the wind in a line of battle a- 
breafl, and fent off their convoy un- 
der all the fail they could fet. 

When the Ifis joined us fhe run 
under our Hern, and repeated an ac- 
count of her diftrefs and her damages, 
particularly the want of a mizzen 
top-fail-yard, which I told the Cap- 
tain was nothing at all. 

The fignal was now made to bear 
up in a line of battjc a-breaft. At 
that inilant the Iiis loft her fore-top- 
maft above the topfail-yajrd,. which 
yard was not injured by the fall, nor 
was the fail hurt, or any other da- 
mage fuftained, to prevent the fhip 
from working, the fore*top-fail being 
clofe reefed and fet. 

I immediately fhorlened fail to 
give rime to the Ifis to clear the 
wreck, which was done in half an 
hour or forty minutes. 

This increafed our diftance from 
the enemy. As foon as I faw the 
Ius could make fail, I bore up and 
fet the fore-fail, and made the fignal 
for the line a-breaft. When we came 
near the-enenay, I found the Ifis and 
Monmouth hadtdropta-ftern between 
two and three miles, though both of 
them fail much better than the Rom- 
ney; their Hgnals were therefore 
made to call them to their ftations ; 
the Monmouth immediately anfwer* 
ed, and made fail accordingly, but 
the Ifis flill kept behind. . 

By thefe various obftructions and 
delays, adefed tp a ftrong lee current, 
the enemy li|ad drawn us far to lee- 
ward of St. j*go. The fun was fet ; 
the fea had increafed ; I couid^ not 
propofe a decifive action in the night. 
If I followed until day-light, my 
profpects were great and tempting; 
bat I muft then determine to leave 
my convey is diftrefs, and feparate 
from the tropps, without any fixed 



determination <:onc£nuAg~tbeip or 

their deftinarion ; and 7 muir alfo 
have relinquished the object of the 
prefent expedition ; becaufe, after 
getting fo far to leeward that we 
could not fetch the iilands of Bravo 
or Fogo, it is a well-known fact that 
no fhip can bear up again ft the N. 
E. winds and the S. W. current* 
which always prevail here, much lefs 
after fuch an action as muft be ex- 
pected. 

On the other hand, if the princi- 
pal force of the enemy mould arrive 
before us at the place of our deftina- 
tion, it might prove equally f^tal 
to the object of the expedition. 

The dilemma was great indeed* 
and I felt the cruel fituation with aa 
anguifh which I never before expe- 
rienced ; but after maturely weighing 
the fubject in all its confequences 
with thofe perfons on whofc judg- 
ment I have moft confidence, I thought 
myfelf bound to return to join the 
fhips under my protection, and to 
purfue the object of the expedition, 
it being moft probable that the ene- 
my muit either fend off two of their 
difabled fhips of war to the WeftV 
Indies, in which cafe I fhall have a 
fuperior naval force, or they mpft 
touch at $he Brazils, for water and 
repairs; and perhaps they will be 
obliged to do both ; in either of 
which cafes we ihall have a greaf 
advantage by the preceding, actioa. 

Next day we re-took the Hiflchiu-r 
brook Eaft-India fhip, with twenty- 
five Frenchmen on board ; and I 
learn from them that the fquadron 
who attacked us was compofed of

' The Hannibal was the ftiip which 
was difmafted ; the Hero led in, and 
foffered damages next in proportion 
to the Hannibal ; the Artefien, 
Sphynx, and Vengeur came in ac- 
cording as they are named, but the 
laft three did not receive much in- 
jury. The Captain of the Artefien, 
to wfokh fhip the prifoners belong, 
was killed by a grape fhot on the 
flaoulder. 

They informed me that they fail 
ed from Breft the 22d of March, 
with Monf. Je Grafs, and twenty 
fail of the line, three of which are of 
three decks, bound to Martinique, 
befides the Sagittaire frigate, of 50 
,'guns, bound to North America. 

That they feparated off Madeira, 
and their purpofe was to attack the 
fqnadron under my command, where- 
ever they could find it, of which they 
fcad received a correct lift at Breft : 
that the Artefien firft difcovered us 
lyitfg in the Road, and tacked to- 
wards Monfieur Suffrein to acquaint 
him of it ; that he inftantly ordered 
them to prepare for the attack ; and 
being afked by MoriTieur Cardilliac, 
the Captain of the Artefien, what 
they ihould do, if the Portuguefe 
Forts mould fire upon them ? He 
defired them to fire at the Portoguefe 
Forts alfo. 

After an aftion offich a length, 
ip fttch a fituation, in imooth water, 



with large fhips fo near each other, 
it is furprifing to find how few men 
have been jkilled, and what flight 
damage his Majefty** fhips have re- 
ceived. 

■ The Monmouth lying within a ca- 
ble's length, had not a man killed, 
and only fix wounded. 

The Jupiter had two wounded. 

The liis had four killed, and five 
Wounded. 

The Romneyhad feven. wounded; 
and the other fhips according to the 
lift enclofed. 

The Jafon and Latham Eaft India 
fhips, who lay at the furtheft diftance 
from the enemy, had 4 killed and 
14 wounded ; among the number of 
the killed is Lieutenant Keith, of 
the Jafon, a brave and worthy of-* 
ficer. 

Several of the Eaft India fhips liave 
fuffered in their mafts, yards, and 
rigging, but nothing that will im- 
pede the voyage,^ or which cannot 
be repaired even here with fecurity. 

The fate of the Infernal fire-fhip, 
and Terror bomb, deferves to be 
particularly related : *hey had come 
from the Ifle of May two days before, 
and lay to the eaftward, without all 
the fhips, notwithstanding my orders 
in writing had been ftri&ly given, 
and punctually communicated, for 
all the fm;tll fhips to anchor within 
the reft. The Terror had fprung 
her bowfprit, and was fifhing of it, 
with her rigging loofe, when the 
enemy appeared, and one of the fix- 
ty-four gun fhips layed her on board. 

The Terror catched fire, and the 
enemy durft not take pofleflion of her, 
though often invited -fo to do by 
Captain Wood. She then cut her 
eahje, and drove to fea, where fhe 
loft her bowfprit and fore-maft.- 

One of the French fhips again fol- 
lowed her in this miferable condition, 
and fired fevernl fhot at the Terror ; 
yet Captain Wood feeing us prepa- 
ring to come out, would not ftrike 
his colours, but bravely contrived to 
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fet forae ftay-fails, and Aide off in 
chat {nattered condition. 

The fire-fhip went to fea, and was 
taken by the enemy, by what means 
I cannot relate; but I have good 
reafon to believe trie was afterwards 
either abandoned by the enemy, or 
re-taken by the crew, as the Jupiter 
faw her next day to leeward, and 
fbnding towards us, with her dif- 
tingulfhing vanes and anfwering flag 
on board. 

The Fortitude India Hhip behaved 
with uncommon bravery. She was 
boarded by the Artefien, who fired 
many guns into her; feveral of the 
enemy's crew jumped on board the 
Fortitude; yet, in this fituation, 
Captain Jenlanfon, -of the 98th re- 
giment, kept up a conftant fire with 
fmall arms; feveral of the enemy 
were {hot on the fhrouds, and two 
were forced overboard, and taken up x 
again intp the Fortitude, after the 
two ihips had feparated. 

The Hinchinbrook was alfo mi- 
ferably cut and mangled by the Ar-* 
tefien, before, fhe was taken'. ^ 

Many of the other India ihips fuf- 
fered confiderable damages, particu- 
larly the Lord North, Ofterly, and 
Afia; and the Edward victualler was 
nearly funk and carried out to fea, 
though afterwards abandoned. 

With great difficulty, after turning 
many days, we recovered this bay 
with the Fortitude, and we towed in 
the Hinchinbrook and, Edward. 

Every poflible exertion has been 
ufed fince to repair the various da- 
mages which the ihips had fuflained, 
and the whole convoy as completely 
fitted as circumftances will allow ; in 
the execution of which fervice I am 
chiefly indebted to the indefatigable 
attention of Capt, Pailcy, whofe zeal 
In this, and every other occafion, I 
with may be reprefented to his Ma- 
jefty. 

To add to our embarraflments, the 
Porto floop, who joined us that day 
we got back, ran foul of the Hero, 
and loft her fore-maft and bowfpiit. 
Vol. XII. 



I have judged it proper to pat 
Capt. Sutton, of the Ifis, snder an 
arreft. 

Since writing the above account, 
the Infernal fireihip has joined us. 
The enemy had abandoned her on 
our approach, having taken away 
Captain Darby and Eve feamen, and 
nine foldiers of the 98th regiment, 

lieutenant Hamilton has beenr 
ever fince turning up to gain this 
port, which fhews the impoffibility 
of joining the convoy, if I had fol- 
lowed the enemy. 

The fireihip has fuftained little or 
no damages. 

We ihall fail from this I Hand to- 
morrow ; and the Porto floop will be 
ready to proceed for England the 
day after with thefe difpatches,

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Remarks on the foregoing Ga- 
zette. 

f mean to animadvert on the Ga- 
zette Extraordinary, relating the at- 
tack of Commodore Johnftone's fleet, 
by a fquadron of French fhips of war. 
As I have ferved many years in the 
navy from my infancy, I confider 
myfclf in fome degree a judge of 
maritime affairs, and I mean to ufe 
that judgment to elucidate a cafe 
which appears to have been greatly 
mifunderftood. Profeffional charac- 
ters for abilities and courage, are 
known in the profeflion ; men do not 
rife in the navy at once to fuperior 
difhndlion, the profeffional voice ge- 
nerally follows the officer through his 
various ranks in fervice, and how- 
ever it may differ with official opini- 
ons, has never yet, in my know- 
ledge, been known to have been 
much wrong. 

It mufl be confidered, that Com- 
modore Johnflone had regularly no- 
tice of the fquadron under Monf. de 
SufFrein, with their intended domi- 
nation, previous to his leaving Eng- 
land ; he was likewife apprized of 
their being expected at St. Jago, by 
the Governor, on his arrival there. 
It was neceffary, without this infor- 
mation, to have placed his fleet, as 
every feaman generally does, the 
fmall fhips in fhore, and the mips of 
war without them ; but with fuch 
advices of the probability of the ene- 
my's approach, a more regular dif- 
pofition was to be expected from an 
alert or experienced officer. With- 
out profeffional knowledge, common 
fenfe leads to this plain queilion, Did 
the Commodore anchor his fleet like 
a feaman, or difpofe of them like an 
officer ? 

The great number of men on more, 
is an uncommon circumftance, by 
no means tending to eftablifh an idea 
of that regularity and precijion, which 
fhoald be ufed to accelerate the re- 
equipment of his fleet. The climate 
is exceeding hot and .unhealthy at 



this feafon, the wine ftrong and new, 
fo that the health of the expedition 
might greatly depend on the manner 
in which the feamen and troops were 
regulated during their flay at Praya,- 
Bay, which is a confideration of the 
firft confequence to a good officer. 

On the enemy's appearing in fight, 
all was confufion, and in this fitu- 
ation, when time was preffing, the 
Commodore makes the ftgnal to un- 
moor, which is an operation of fome 
time;— a feaman would have made 
the fignal to flip one cable, and to 
have clapped a fpring on the other, 
which was not the work of one quar- 
ter of an hour, and he. might, by 
that means, have, in fome degree, 
remedied his firfl error of not having 
placed his fhips with that regularity 
he ought to have done. This was 
likewife the. time to have made the 
iignal, for the firefhip to prime. 

The fire continued with great con- 
fufion, our own fhips 'firing into one 
another, and the Commodore left 
his broad pendant in the Romney to 
go to the Hero : this is a fingulax 
ftep I for in that fituation had he 
feen any advantage offer/ he could 
not avail himfelf of it, he could 
make no fignals from the Hero, he 
could only ferve as affiftant to Capt, 
Hawker, and was in that refpett juft 
as ufeful as the General. 

When the Hannibal lay fucb * 
fpeHacle of diftref$ % common fenfe, 
without the affiftance of profeffional 
knowledge, naturally aiks this quef- 
tion, Could not fhe have been taken } 
A feaman anfwers, yes. But no en- 
deavour of any kind is ufed; fhe is 
fuffered to drive out of the Bay, and 
to be taken in tow by the French 
fquadron, without the leafl effort to 
prevent it. This is the more extra- 
ordinary, as many of the fhips from 
fituation could not have been much 
expofed to the enemy's fire, the Rom- 
ney not being able to fire but through 
two openings, and that with the 
createft caution and pwifion. 
*F z The 
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1 The letter is calculated to miflead ; 
there is an artful omiffion of near 
half his force, by his naming only 
certain fhips in the margin, and a 
total omiffion of time. For what 
purpofe this concealment t Was the 
Commodore afhamed to tell the 
truth, or to relate his actions at the 
times they happened ? 

The firing ceafed in the Bay at 
*nooh, and, before half after twelve, 
the French mips were out of the Bay. 
The Commodore then makes the 
fignal for all Captains, inftead of 
taking up any immediate plan of 
operations ; it appears he had no re- 
-fource. Nothing feemed determined 
till half pall two, when the Commo- 
dore made the fignal to cut or flip, 
in order, as hi tells you, to follow 
up the victory. We fee then two 
hours and a half loll, before the re- 
folution was formed, in which time 
the French fhips*had repaired their da- 
mages, fo far as to have drawn them- 
felves up in a line of battle with the 
difmafted ihip in tow, and invited 
the Commodore to a fecond action. 

'The Commodore tells you, that 
as foon as the Jafon was out of the 
'way, the Romney was call by a 
fiphng on 'her cable, but forgets to 
lay when; though he mentions the 
privateer ftile of halloing him thro' 
the fleet. At 40 min. paft four, he 
makes the fignal for the frigates and 
India mips to quit the line, and at 7 
ttiin* before 5, the fignal for the line 
a-breaft. He fays, the Ifis came out 
after three hours delay. What does 
'he mean ? It is an infinuation un- 
worthy of an officer. The Jfis came 
out nearly at the fame time with the 
Hero and Monmouth, and two hours 
and a half of the three hours were 
chargeable to the Commodore's own 
delay. 

The dilemma and anguifli I readi- 
ly admit : I do not doubt either the 
fpirit of , inclination ■ of the 'Com- 
modore to have had a more decifive 
action, but his management ami con- 



duct do not befpeak the officer, or 
man of refource. Every argument 
ufed in the evening, operated as for- 
cibly before he left the Bay, where 
he had remained two hours and a 
half, a quite fufficient time for cool 
deliberation with all thofe about him, 
whofe judgment he had confidence 
in. His quitting the Bay to renew 
the action, was therefore either wrong 
in the fir ft inftance, or it was wrong 
to relinquifh the meafure, as the ene- 
my had not the leaft appearance of 
wifhing to decline the conteft, having 
waited from twelve o'clock till even- 
ing for the Commodore's recom- 
mencing the engagement. 

As to the behaviour of the Cap- 
tain of the Ifis, it is fo differently 
confidered by the officers of the fleet, 
from the Commodore's defcription, 
that it would be wrong to decide 
upon it ; but feveral letters mention, 
that the arreft of Captain Sutton was 
matter of furprife to the whole fleet, 
and was particularly refented by the 
company of the Ifis, whofe behaviour 
on the occafion was little lefs than 
direct mutiny. 

As to the well-known fact, that 
fhips to leeward cannot get up, it 
maybe well known to the Commo- 
dore. Had he been more particular, 
we fhould find that he had a S. W. 
wind at the time he wrote of the pre- 
valence of the N, E. winds, and it 
was no uncommon thing formerly for 
fhips, who had not touched at the 
Cape in their paflage from India, to 
flop in' Pray a Bay for frelh water and 
other refreihments. 

As to the Commodore^ pretend- 
ing a fuperiority of force in the 
French fhips, it comes ill from hira^ 
who cenfured a great naval character, 
without reafon, and introduced that 
moft abfurd idea, that a 50 gun fhip 
and a frigate were equal to a fhip of 
74 or 80 guns. Sea officers were 
alionifhed at fuch fluff from a man 
of the profeffion,* and held it to- pro* 
ceed, as it has proved, the reverie of 

d mam. 
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A man who knew nothing of the matter* 
But fuperiority ot force, may be re- 
fitted by fuperiority of fltill, Admiral 
Harrington is a recent inftance. With 
only a few hours previous notice of 
the probability of the enemy's, ap- 
proach, he gallantly repulfed a very 
fuperior force* in two different attacks, 
and accomplifhed the intent of his 
miffion. He made ufe of his pro- 
feffional knowledge with honour to 
himfelf, and credit to the naval fer- 
vice, nor were any complaints made 
of miibehaviour, for there was no 
confufion, all was right, and all was 
harmony and good humour, for the 
Admiral knew, how todirecl, and his 
officers to obey. In the inftance of 
Commodore Johnftone, all was hur- 
ry and confufion, nor was two hours 
and a half time enough to farm a 
refolution, that did not laft till even- 
ing, , All in his fleet were diflatis- 
iied; the officers with the ftrange 
unaccountable contradictory meafures 
of the Commodore, t and he with the 
behaviour of his Captains. It proves 
the truth of an old proverb, which it 
may appear too vulgar to apply to 
fo great an office.— A bad workman 
always complains of his tools.

Head Quarters, Iron Works, North- 
Carolina, March 10, 178 1. 
Sir, 

Since I had the honour of addrefs- 
ing your Excellency laft, there have 
been fome changes in our circum- 
llances. On the zd, Lieutenant- 
colonel Lee, with a detachment of 
riflemen, attacked the advanced of 
the Britifti army, under CoL Tarle- 
ton, near Allamance, and killed and 
wounded, by report, about thirty of 
them. On the 6th, the Britith mov- 
ed down towards High Rock, either 
with a view to intercept our ftores, 
or cut off the light infantry from the 
main body of i{ie army, then ad- 



vanced near feven miles ; but they 
were handfomely oppofed, and fuf- 
fered confiderably, without effecting 
any thing. 

This manoeuvre occafionc*l me to 
retire over the Haw-river, and move 
down the north fide of it, with a 
view to fecure our ftores coming to 
the army, and to form a jun&ion 
with feveral confiderable reinforce- 
ments of Carolina and Virginia mi- 
litia, and one regiment of Virginia 
eighteen months men, on the march - 
from Hill/borough to High Rock. I 
effected this bufinefs, and returned 
to Guildford Court-houfe. 

Our militia had been upon fiich a 
loofeand uncertain footing ever'fince 
we crofted the Dan, that I could at- 
tempt nothing with confidence, tho* 
we kept within ten or twelve mile* 
of the enemy for feveral days. Tl*£ 
enemy kept cloft, feemingly deter- 
mined that we mould gain no ad- 
vantage of them, without rifting 
fomething of confequence.

On . the 10th, I wrote to hid Ex- 
cellency General Waftiington, froTto 
the High Rock Ford, on the Haw 1 
River, a copy, of which I inclofed 
your Excellency, that I had, eife&ed 
a junction with a Continental rep- 
ment of eighteen months men, and 
two confiderable bodies of mititta, 
-belonging to, Virginia and North 
Carolina. -After this junction, I 
took the refolution of attacking the 
enemy, without lofs of time, aftd 
made the necefiary difpofition ac- 
cordingly, being perfuaded, that* if 
we were fuccefsful, it would prove 
ruinous to the enemy, and, if other- 
wife 
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wife, it would only prove a partial 
£vil to us. 

The army marched from the High 
Rock Ford on the 12th, and on the 
14th arrived at Guildford. The 
enemy lay at the Quaker Meeting- 
houfe, on Deep River, eight miles 
from Our camp. On the morning of 
the 15th, our reconnoitering party 
reported the enemy advancing ont he 
great Salifbury road. The army was 
drawn up in three lines : the front 
line was compofed of the ftorth-Ca- 
rolina militia, under the command 
of Generals Butler and Eaton ; the 
fecond line of Virginia militia, com-, 
manded by Generals Stephens and 
Lawfon, forming two brigades ; the 
third line, confifting of two brigades, 
one of Virginia and one of Maryland 
Continental troops, commanded by 

•General Huger and Col. Williams. 
Lieutenant-colonel Wafhington, with 
the dragoons of the firft and third 
regiments, a detachment of light 
infantry, compofed of Continental 
troops, and a regiment of riflemen 
under Col. Lynch, formed a corps 
of obfervation for the fecurity of 
our right flank. Lieutenant-colonel 

•Lee, with his legion, a detachment of 
light infantry, and a corps of rifle- 
men, under Col, Campbell, formed 
a corps of obfervation for the fecu- 
rity of our left flank. 

The greater part of this country 
is a wildernefs, with a few cleared 

-fields interfperfed here and there. — 
The army was drawn up on a large 
hill of ground, furrounded by other 
hills, the greater part of which was 
covered wjth timber and thick un- 

•derbrulh. ' The front line was pofled 
with two field-pieces juft on the edge 
of the woods, and the backof a fence 
which ran parallel with the line, with 
an open field dire&ly in their front. 
The fecond line was in the woods, 
about three hundred yards in the rear 
of the firft, and the continental troops 
about three hundred yards in the rear 



of the fecond, with a double front, 
as the hilt drew to a point vvherfe 
they were pofled ; and on the right 
and left were two old fields. In this 
pofiticn we waited the approach of 
the enemy, having prcvioufly fen't 
off the, baggage to this place, ap- 
pointed to rendezvous at, in cafe of 
a defeat. Lieutenant-colonel Lee 
with his legion, his infantry, and 
part of his riflemen, met the enemy 
on their advance, and had a {ever^ 
fkirmifh with Lieutenant - colonel 
Tarleton, in which the enemy fuf- 
fered greatly. Captain Armftrong 
charged the Britifh legion, and cut 
down nearly thirty of their dragcons; 
but as the enemy reinforced their 
advanced party, Lieutenant-colonel 
Lee was obliged to retire, and take 
his pofition in the line. 

The action commenced by a can- 
nonade, which lafted about twenty 
minutes, when the enemy advanced 
in three columns, the Heflians on 
the right, the guards in the centre, 
and Lieutenant-colonel Webfter*s bri- 
gade on the left. The whole moved 
through the old fields to attack the 
North Carolina brigades, who waited 
the attack until the enemy got with- 
in one hundred and forty yards, 
when part of them began to fire, 
but a confderable part left the 
ground without firing at all. The 
general and field-officers did all they 
could to induce the men to ftand 
their ground, but neither the advan- 
tages of the pofuiou, nor any other 
confideration, could induce them to 
ftay. General Stephens and Gene- 
ral Lawfon, and the field-officers of 
thofe brigades, were more fuccefsful 
in their exertions. The Virginia 
militia gave the enemy a warm re- 
ception, and kept up a heavy fire 
for a long time ; but being beat back, 
the aclion became general almoft 
every where. The corps of obfer- 
vation under Wafhington and Lee 
were warmly engaged, and did great 
execution » 
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execution. In a word, the conflict 
was long and fevere, and the enemy 
only gained their point by fuperior 
discipline. 

They having broken the fecond 
Maryland regiment, and turned our 
left flank, got into the rear of the 
Virginia brigade, and appearing to 
be gaining our right, which would 
have encircled the whole of the Con- 
tinental troops, I thought it moil 
advifeable to order a retreat. About 
this time, Lieutenant-colonel Wash- 
ington made charge with the horfe 
upon a part of the brigade of guards ; 
and the firft regiment of Mary- 
hnders, commanded by Col. Gun- 
by, and feconded by Lieutenant- 
colonel Howard, followed the horfe 
with their bayonets ; near the whole 
of this party fell a facrifice. Gene- 
ral Huger was the laft that was en- 
gaged, and gave the enemy a check. 
We retreated in good order to the 
Reedy Fork river, and crofTed at the 
ford, about three miles from the 
field of action, and there halted, and 
drew up the troops, until we collect- 
ed moft of the ftragglers. We loft 
our artilrery and two ammunition 
waggons, the greater part of the 
horfes being killed before the retreat 
began, and it being impoffible to 
move the pieces but along the great 
road. After collecting our ftragglers, 
we retired to this camp, ten mile* 
diftant from Guildford. 

From the beft information I can 
get, the enemy's lofs is very great, 
not lefs in killed and wounded than 
fix hundred men, befidea fome few 
prifoners that we brought off. 

Inclofed I fend your Excellency a 
return of our killed, wounded, and 
ailEng. Moft of the latter have 
gone home, as is but too cuftomary 
with the militia after an action* I 
cannot learn that the enemy has got 
anyconfiderable number of prifoners. 
Our men are all in good fpirits, and 
in perfect readinefs for another field 
day. 



I only lament the lofs of feveraf 
valuable officers who are killed and 
wounded in the action. Among the 
latter are General Stephens, (hot 
through the thigh, and General 
Huger in the hand ; and among the 
former is Major Anderfon, of the 
Maryland line. 

The firmnefs of the officers and 
foldiers, during the whole campaign 
has been moft unparallelled. Am id ft 
innumerable difficulties they have 
difcovered a degree of magnanimity 
and fortitude that will for ever add a 
luftre to their military reputation.

" I beg 'you will inform his Ex- 
cellency, that as no meflage 'had 
been fenf down to the/ Houfe of Af- 
femb'Iy b^ the Tecrefary in regard to 
the day of oiir adjournment, when he 
delivered the : Governor's written 
meiTage to the Speaker, although 
the two members, whom I had fent 
np from the Houfe to Pilgrim, re- 
queuing his Excellency to fignify 
his pleafure with refpeft to the point 
of adjournment bf thoft gentlemen, 



the only two whom T could prevail 
on to take that troublefome ' office 
upon them at fo inconvenient a 
diftance even for that turn, allured 
the Houfe, that the Secretary would 
be directed to fignify fuch his Excel- 
lency's pleafure. And as I could 
not prevail upon any two of the mem- 
bers to take a ride to Pilgrim after- 
wards, both to carry the anfwer of 
the Houfe to the Governor's menage, 
and to requeft once more his Excel- 
lency's pleafure with regard to the 
adjournment ; fo having taken their 
inftructions in regard to the mode of 
conveying that anfwer by an order 
to the clerk, to deliver the fame over 
to the Secretary, I likewife received 
their fentimenis upon the point of 
the adjournment; and thofe concur- . 
ring with my own, as my own were 
formed upon the cuftomary rule, fo 
near the time of our expiration of 
adjourning to the day before, the 
Houfe was accordingly adjourned to 
the 2lft of December next by the 
Speaker, with the confent of the Af- 
fembly. — And I muft add, in further 
j unification of the Houfe and myfelf 
for this prefumption, that a report 
had reached us whilft we were fitting, 
that the Governor had adjourned the 
Council Board to fome day in Janu- 
ary, though I have this morning 
learnt, that this was an error, and 
that it was the Court of Chancery 
that had been adjourned, and not 
the Council Board. 

This, Sir, is the true account of 
the time of our adjournment, and of> 
the authority by which the Houfe 
was adjourned, an authority which, 
till the prefent Governor took upon 
him the reins of government, the 
Houfe of Aflembly, under every ad- 
miniflration, had been entruftedwith 
for their own eafe and conveniency, 
and which had never been abufcd 
by the Aflembly, to the difpleafure 
of any fingle Governor, fince I had 
the honour to hold the fpeaker's 
chair ; although, fince the arrival of

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the prefent Governor, we have never 
once enjoyed it by a fimilar indul- 
gence, nor fhould we have taken it 
up yefterday without his permiflion, 
but from circtrmftances, for which 
the Houfe of Aflembly have nothing 
to condemn themfelves.

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aflembly with concern and appre- 
hen/ion. 

Notwithftanding our enemies are 
, encreafed by the rupture with the 
States Genera] of the United Pro- 
vinces, we truft that the power cf 
Great-Britain, properly directed, is 
ftill fufficient to proteil his Majerty's 
ancient and Inyal colonies, and to re- 
venge the injury offered to his crown 
and dignity. We acknowledge, with 
gratitude, his ^tfajefly's paternal care 
of us in the ftrong reinforcement fent 
out, and nn that, we mutt place our 
chief reliance for Security and protec- 
tion ; for, whilft fenfibie as we are 
of the dtfi:iencies in our militia law, 
and wifhful to direft the powers, ne- 
ceflariJy granted by all jnilitia laws, 
to the proper end of forming and 
keeping in good difcipline the num- 
bers that are enrolled in the fervice ; 
yet your Excellency mud pardon us,

We rejoice with your Excellency, 
on the late fuccefs of his Majefty's 
arms in North America, and we truft 
in the goodnefs and greatnefs of his 
royal bread for the happieft of all 
fruits from thefe victories, a conqueft 
over the hearts of our deluded bre- 
thren of the Northern Colonies, more 
glorious even than that obtained over 
their perfoos, to theirs and our mu- 
tual intereft and felicity. 

Whatever may have been the in- 
jury futtained by the ou}>lic in the 
Jofs of the Levy Bill, which was paf- 
fed by the former Houfeof Aflerably, 
and ient up to the council for their 
concurrence, fuch injury cannot, with 
reafon or with juftice, be charged to 
the account of the aflembly who per- 
formed their part in it ; and yet, un- 
der the dreadful deftrucVion of our 



properties from the hurricane that 
followed, the event was unfortunate?

And moreover, when the miferable 
inhabitants of this fpot are at this 
time opprefled by the payment of un- 
ufual, exorbitant, and illegal fces^ 
And yet had another bill which was 
parted by the former aflembly, to ap- 
ply a part of the furplus of the lad 
year's taxes to the repairs of the 
Town-hall, and Pilgrim-houfe, been 
pafled alfo by the two other branches 
of the legiflature, thefe works fo im- 
mediately neceflary, and which fell 
within the compafs of our wretched 
finances, might have been by this 
time effected for yoor Excellency's 
and our own joint conveniency. But 
forry we are to hear your Excellency 
declare you cannot encourage us to 
expeel, that Great-Brfraia will take 
upon herfelf the burden df our forti- 
fication?, even in this ttye day of our 
greateft and unparalleled diftrefs, 
when your Excellency well knows* 
that this country has, for fo long a 
period of time, paid a tribute of four 
and a half per cent, upon the pro- 
duce of our lands to the crown, on 
the exprefs condition of having, 
amongft other applications, part of 
G 2 that 
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that duty applied ta the repairs of 
Our fortifications; for although, from 
the zeal of this country in its more 
profperous ftate, the inhabitants have 
generpufly taken upon themfelves the 
burden of thcfe particular repairs, 
yet now that they are utterly unable 
to fupport it, this aflembly trufls in 
the tendernefs as well as juftice of 
pur gracious fovereign, either to ap- 
ply that duty to the purpofes intended 
for our fecurity, or to relieve us from 
fhe weight of that duty altogether, 
which can alone enable as to teflify 
6ur regard to this point of our de- 
fence upon a liberal and proper 
ground. 

Faithful, as the aflembly of the 
people have ftill been in their repre- 
sentative capacity, to the true in- 
te*eft of their country, and difdain- 
ing every other interefl feparate from 
Hers, this houfe, like the former, 
will be ready to concur with harmo- 
ny with the council, in every mea- 
fure that can be propofed to U9 for 
the general good. — But, alas! when 
we reflect on the partial fyftem a- 
dopted by that board in fupport of 
your Excellency's power, and for 
your particular advantage ; when we 
fee the money taken out of the poc- 
kets of the people by foch authority 
alone, in oppofuion to their moffc 
valuable and conftitutional rights; 
rights too, which the aflembly, Sir, 
are bound by every tye of duty, and 
intereft, and honour, to maintain, 
what harmony is to be reafonably 
expected, betwixt bodies of men, 
actuated by foch different principles 
of conduct, as the council and this 
aflembly? And what other ahfwer 
can we return to his Majefty's bene- 
volent recommendation to us in this 
in 11a nee, than by a repeated appeal 
to his royal and paternal protection 
of an injured, as well as, unfortunate 
colony ? 

But how to anfwer your Excellen- 
cy's call upon os, in regard to our 
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defective police, 



muft confefs 
ourfelves entirely at a Iqfs, efpecially 
as you have not been plea fed to point 
out the particular defefls ; ifmagi- 
flrates are remifs, the fault cannot be 
imputed to this aflembly, but to thofe 
counfellors who recommended them 
to the office, or to the power that ap- 
pointed them, or which continues 
them in the unmerited honour of the 
commiflion. We cannot, however, 
but obferve, that if the magiflrates 
are really remifs, or the police defec- 
tive, it is highly to the credit of the 
people at large, that fo few com- 
plaints are made, and fo little bufi-

' Animated, as this aflembly are, by 
the moll zealous attachments to the 
fervice ofourconftituents, we receive

happinefs of the people committed to 
your care." — But fond as we mall be 
to take our proper part in the pro- 
moting of our country's welfare, we 
fear the honour of giving happinefs 
to the people, ac leait immediately, 
moft be all your Excellency's, the 
aft entirely your own ; an act, how- 
ever, but of juftice and retribution, 
fince to a free people it would be in 
vain to hold out the view of happi- 
nefs, whilft they continue fmaning 
under the fenfe of an oppreflive 
power.

Paris, May 27. Mr. Leftevenon 
de Berkenrode, Ambaflador from the 
United Provinces, has lately con- 
cluded a convention with our Mini- 
ftry 1 , concerning reprifals made on 
the Englifh ; it is to take place as 
foon as the reciprocal ratifications 
have been exchanged ; and they are 
now employed in forming a regula- 
tion 
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tion reflecting the prizes which are 
carried into the different ports.— 
The Convention is as follows : 

" The Lords States- General hav- 
ing confidcred, that it would be of 
reciprocal advantage to eftablifh be- 
tween France and the United Pro- 
vinces, uniform principles, "irh re- 
fpe£l to the prizes and rcprifals which 
their refpettive fubjecls might make 
on thofe of Great-Britain,, their com- 
mon enemy, they have propofed to 
his Moft Chriftian Majefty, to form 
a regulation with them on this mat- 
ter. His Majefty, animated with 
the fame views, and defirous of con- 
firming the good underftanding, 
which at prefent fubfifts between 
him and the United Provinces, has 
agreed to the overtures of the Lords 
States-General ; in confequence his 
faid Majefty, and the faid States. 
GeneraJ, have given full powers, on 
his Chriftian Majefty's part to le 
Sieur Gravier Comte de Vergennes, 
and, on the part of the States-Ge- 
neral, to le Sieur Leftevenon de Ber- 
kenrode, their ambaffador, who, af- 
ter having communicated their re- 
fpeclive powers, have agreed to the 
following articles : 

" Art. I. The veffels of one of 
the two nations which fhall be re- 
taken by the armed veffels of the 
other, lhall be reftored to the firft 
proprietor, if they have not been in 
the hands of the enemy for the fpace 
of twenty-four hours, upon condi- 
tion that the faid proprietor pays a 
third part of the value of the faid 
veffel, its cargo, guns, and rigging, 
to the vefTel which recovers it ; the 
faid third to be amicably determined 
by the interefted parties ; and in cafe 
of any difagreement between them, 
they are to apply to the officers of 
the Admiralty of the place in which 
the armed veffel (hall have carried 
the reprifal in difpute. 

"Art. II. If the retaken veffel 
lhall have been in the enemy's power 
above twenty-four hours, it (hall 



wholly belong to the privateer it is 
re- taken by. 

" Art, III. In cafe a veffel mail 
have been re-taken by a man of war 

belonging to either his Moft Chrif- 
tian Majefty, or the States General; 
it fhall be delivered to the original 
proprietors upon payment being 
made of the thirtieth part of the 
value of the veffel, guns, and rigg- 
ing, if it is retaken within the fpace 
of twenty-four hours, and of a tenth 
if it has been in the enemy's poffek 
fion beyond that time ; which fums 
fhall be diftributed as rewards among 
the crews of the mips which fhall 
have made fuch reprifals. The 
amount of the thirtieth and tenth, td 
be regulated according to the tenor 
of the firft article of the prefent con-* 
vention. 

" Art. IV. The men of war 
and privateers belonging to either of 
the two nations, fhall be reciprocally 
admitted, both in Europe and other 
parts of the world, into the refpedtive 
ports with their prizes, which they 
fhall be at liberty to unload, and 
difpofe of according to the ufual 
practices of the State into which they 
fhall have carried their prize. To 
be underftood, nevertheless, that the 
legality of the prize made by Frenck 
fhips, fhall be decided conformably 
to the laws and regulations eftabliih^ 
ed in France on that head ; and 
thofe prizes made by the Dutch mips, 
fhall be judged according to the efta- 
blilhed laws of the Unked Provinces. 

" Art. V. For the reft, h's 
Moft Chriftian Majefty and the States 
General fhall remain free to mike 
fuch regulations as they fhall judge 
proper, relative to the condacl ne- 
cefTary to be obferved by their fhipt 
of war and privateers, refpecling the 
veffel thpy may hare taken, and car* 
ried into any one of the ports be- 
longing to either of the two nations. 

" In confirmation of which, we, 
the faid Plenipotentaries of his Moft 
Chriftian Majefty, and their Lord- 

fhips 
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fliips the States General,- by virtue 
of the foil powers with which we are 
invefled* have figned thefe pr'efents, 
and have fealed them with our arms.

Hamburgh, June 8. Baron de 
Koller, Envoy Extraordinary from 
his Pruffian Majefty, having prefent- 
cd a Memorial to our Miniftry, 
tending to procure for the Pruffian 
veflels, the afliflance and protection 
of our men of war, the following is 
the anfwer : 

<( The King having taken into 
consideration the Memorial prefent- 
cd by M. le Baron de Koller, his 
Pruffian Majefty's Envoy Extraordi- 
nary, dated the 9th ult. has only had 
to confult the friendfhip he has long 
entertained for his.faid Majefty, and 
the harmony which reigns among all 
the powers allied for the purpoie of 
defending the liberty of neutral 
commerce,, to form a determination 
on |he demand contained in that me- 
morial* 

The memorial which the King of 
Pruffia has publimed, refpecling the 
commerce of his fubje&s, wherein he 
enjoins them to obfervc all the rules 
of t&e. moft exa& neutrality, furnifhes 
an additional motive to induce the 
King to take proper meafures for af- 
fording tc the Pruflian veflels a fimi- 
lar proteftion to that which his al- 
lies, the Emprefs of Ruflia, and the 
King of Denmark, have refolved to 
grant them* 

" In confequence of which, thofe 
of the King's Ministers, who refide 
at the Courts of t any of the bellige- 
rent powers, will unite with thofe of 
his Prufllan Majefty, to fecond the 
claims they may have to make, rela- 
tive to any Pruffian veflels which may 
be unjuftly feized and detained ; and 
they (hall equally infl& upon reilitu- 



tion being made, in proportion to 
the injuries they (hall have fuftain- 
ed : and whenever a PrufTian ve/Fel, 
carrying on a legal and juft com- 
merce, according to the fenfe of the 
treaties, mall ccme wuhin the reach 
of any of his Majefty's fleets, and 
fhall have occafion for their afTiftanCe 
in protecting them from any violence 
that may be threatened them, that 
protection fhall be granted, and the 
violence oppofed. 

" For this purpofe his Majefty 
will difpatch the nece/Tary orders to 
his Ministers rcfiding at the Courts 
of the belligerent powers, and to the 
commanders of his fleets, for them 
to conform to on all occafions that 
may arife. 

" Jn thus fulfilling the dictates of 
friendfhip, the King is pcrfuaded 
that his Pruffian Majefty wiil alfo 
give inttruttions to his Minifters, 
that in fimihr cafes they may per- 
form the fame good offices towards 
the Swedifh merchants ; and as to 
the reft, his Majefty will fecond the 
equitable views of the allied Courts 
for maintaining the liberty of the 
commerce of neutral nations. 

" The underflgned has orders to 
communicate the above to Mr. le. 
Baron de Koller, who wiltundoubt- 
edly^ in the account which he tranf- 
mits to his court, caufe this proceed- 
ing of the King's, to be confldered 
as a frefh proof of his friendfhip, and 
inviolable attachment to his Pruflian 
Majefty.

Berlin, June 3. The King, our 
fovereign, is indefatigable in pro- 
moting the profperity of his people. 
When no opportunity offers to raife 
their military fame, he avails him- 
felf of the times of peace to increafe 
their happinefs by the moll beneficial 
regulations. Of this we have an in- 
flance in the following ordinance for . 
abrogating 
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abrogating and annulling the ancient 
code of laws, in all cafes where they 
clafh with the new fyftem of legifla- 
tion ; ' 

"We, Frederic, by the Grace 
of God, King of Pruflia, Sec. Sec. 
by thefe prefents declare and make 
known, that, influenced by the pa- 
ternal affettion we have invariably 
entertained for our faithful fubjects, 
we are firmly rcfolved to put the ad- 
miniftration of juftice, which We 
have recently pfefcribed and intro- 
duced into all the different tribunals 
of our kingdom, on the fecureft and 
raoft permanent foundation : that 
the laws may be freed, as far as pof- 
fible, from all obfeurity and confu- 
fion ; that the modes of procedure 
may be clogged with no afelefs forms; 
and, in a weird, that our fubjecls 
may, in all their applications, ex- 
perience the moft fpeedy juftice, con- 
Mently with found reafon and na- 
tural equity, and conformably with 
the manners and cuftoms of the age." 
In purfuance of this determina- 
tion, and adopting the principles 
laid down by ufing our refcript of 
the 14th April, 1780, having drawn 
up, digefted, and publifhed the firft 
book of our new code of laws, con- 
taining the ufual manner of inftitut- 
ing and proceeding in proceifes be- 
fore our fuperior judges ; the fecond, 
which comprehends the neceflary in- 
ftru&ions for the inferior judges ; the 
third, by which the duties of all the 
feveral judges are regulated and ap- 
pointed ; and the fourth, 1 which in- 
cludes all thofe laws, relating parti- 
cularly to litigious procefles; We 
will and ordain, in virtue of our fu- 
preme and legislative authority, that 
the faid firft book of our code be 
iiniverfally received in all the courts 
of our realms ; that every judge, 
whether ' ' fuperior or inferior, and 
every officer emph>yed in the admi- 
niftration of juftice, ftriclly regulat- 
ing and confining himfelf to the in- 
trusions' therein contained, (hall 



judge and determine all caufes ac* 
cording to the principles and regular 
tions therein fpecified ; and finally, 
that all our fubjecls, who fhall be 
•ngaged in any legal fuit or contefta- 
tion, fhall with like punctuality ad- 
here to the faid inftruoions, whether 
they relate to the perfonal pleading 
of their caufes, or to the forms to be 
ufed in every kind of obligatory or 
juridical aft whatfoever. At the 
fame time we do hereby abrogate 
and abolifh every ancient law, decla- 
ration, ordinance, or refcript, under 
whatever title it may have been hTa- 
ed, which relates to any matter con- 
tained in our new code of laws; and 
to that intent we abfolve and dif- 
charge all our officers of juftice from 
the oath by which they formerly 
bound themfelves to the obfervance 
of the ancient laws, ftatutes, and 
ordinances ; requiring them to regu- 
late all their deciflons by our laid 
new code of laws ; and further We 
forbid, under the fevereft penalties, 
all the officers of our courts of juftice, 
or other tribunals,' to explain or in- 
terpret any new law according to the 
fenfe or constitution of any ancient 
or abrogated- law ; and if any intri- 
cate cafes mould arife in which the/ 
may deem the new law obfeure, or 
not fufficierttly defined, they mail, 
through the medium of 6ur Grand 
Chancellor, convey their doubts to 
the commifllon of laws, which we 
have eftabltlhed for that purpofe, by 
whofe decisions they fhall be govern- 
ed in every inftance^ Sec*

On the 27th ult. the American 
brig, the Black Prince, arrived at 
Cadiz, from the Havannah, which 
place it had left on the 9th of April. 

The 
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Tlje Captain brings letters contain- 
ing the Following accounts : 

. Camp-Marefcliar Don Bernardo 
Galvez, had failed from the Havan- 
nah on the 28th. of February, upon 
a private expedition, with five fhips. 
of war, under the command of Don 
Jofeph Cajvo, on board his Majefty's 
ihip the San-kamon, together with, 
fcveral tranfports and land forces. A 
few hours after its failing the whole 
fquadron was out of fight.. 

Accounts are received by the bi-. 
lander, La Souris, from Penfacola, 
with difpatches from the General, 
that on uie 4th of March, ten fail, 
which were taken for enemies, ap- 
peared in z6 degrees north latitude* 
The fignal for a general chace was 
inftantly thrown out, on which the 
above fhips crowded all their fails, 
and difappeared. On the 9th, about 
fix o'clock, P. M. the fleet anchored 
in the ifland of Santa Rofa, which 
ftands at the entrance of Penfacola 
harbour ; in the. night the troops 
were landed and the ifland was re- 
connoitered, without any other hin- 
drance than from the conitant, but 
fruitless firing of two Englifh fri- 
gates, which were at anchor ; we 
took a boat and ten men. 

The 10th was employed in landing 
provifions and ammunition, and fe- 
curing our men, by erecting a bat- 
tery of two twenty-four pounders, 
which obliged the frigate to retire 
towards the middle of the bay. 

An attempt was made the next 
day to force an entrance into the 
harbour : but this being protected by 
the caftle with five 3 2 pounders on 
the lea fide, we failed of fuccefs, 
owing partly to the fliip, San-Ra- 
incm Unking upon a rock, though the 
{hock was but flight, and caufed only 
a trifling damage about its keel. 

This event, and the narrownefs of 
the channel, the depth of which was 
not fufficiently known, rendered the 
entrance into the haven more diffi^ 
cult, it being under the very fire of 



the caflle ; four days -elapfed without 
any further attempt on that part. 
But the General confidering that the 
leaft fquall of wind would carry away 
all his fhips, and thus expofe the 
army to manifeft danger, refolved to 
force his way. Accordingly he fhifted 
his flag to the brig Golveftown, 
crowded all his fails, and entered the 
channel, notwithftanding a very hea- 
vy fire from the caftle. He was fo 
fortunate as to efcape unhurt, as did 
two gun boats, and a galliot that 
followed him. 

On the 19th, all the mips of war 
and tranfports made alfo their en- 
trance good, excepting the San- Ra- 
mon. Several bullets were fhot from 
the caftle, but without effect, fome cf 
the tranfports only having received 
damage. — Don Jofeph Efpleu ar- 
rived on the 20th from Mobile 
by land, with the troops under his 
command. Four days afterwards they 
entered the channel without lofs, 
though the fort plied its fire brifkly 
on nxteen tranfports laden with 
troops from New Orleans. 

The interval between the I9th*and 
25th was employed by the General, 
in carrying the army from the ifland 
to the continent, after his junction 
with the troops from . Mobile and 
New Orleans. Thefe had pofted* 
themfelves between the town and 
caftle, fo as to cut offthe enemy from 
any communication with the mouth 
of the harbour. Thus fituated, the 
General was making his regular ap- 
proaches, refolved to pufh them on 
with the utmoft vigour. 

The San- Ramon left the coaft of 
Penfacola, on the 74th of March, 
and on the 2d inft. (April) entered 
the port of Matanzas. We are in 
daily expectation of further intelli- 
gence. The chiefs of our govern- 
ment, (Havannah) are labouring in- 
cefTantly to provide all things ne- 
cefTary to fecure the fuccefs of fb 
important an expedition. 

Advice having been brought by 

land, 
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land, that on the 31ft of March, 
eight Englifh men of war had been 
feen (leering for Cape St. Anthony, 
in order, as it is conjectured, to 
haflen to' the relief of Penfacola ; 
Commodore D. Jofeph Solano failed 
from this place, this day (9th of 
April) with eleven fhips of war and 
a reinforcement of landfmen, under 
the. command of Camp-Marefchal 
De Manuel de Cagigal, in order to 
fupport the attack on Penfacola, 
which, from the experienced valour 
and perfeverence of our troops, can- 
not fail of fuccefs.

Of end , June 17. The Emperor 
having feen every thing remarkable 
in this city and port, fet out from 
hence the 1 3th in the afternoon, for 
Bruges, by the way of Blackenbourg. 
A few moments after the departure 
of that monarch, we faw arrive from 
London, the Duke of Gloucefter, 
brother to the King of Great-Britain, 
who fet out poft very early the next 
morning for Bruges, where his Royal 
Highnefs had a conference with his 
Imperial and Royal Majefty, and 
complimented him, on this occafion, 
from the King his brother. After 
that conference, which lafted an 
hour, the Duke of Gloucefter return- 
ed here from Bruges, and imme- 
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diately embarked for England. The 
fame day (Kth) a courier arrived in 
the packet-boat, difpatched by the 
Cabinet of St. James's, who fet off 
direetly for Vienna. 

The 15 th, at night, the whole 
town was illuminated on occafion 
of the publication of the placart, by 
which his Imperial and Royal Ma- 
jefty declares our port a Free Port. 

Extras from the Amflerdam Gazette of 
June 1 1 • 
" The following copies are hand- 
ed about here, as taken from the 
originals. They are part of the dif- 
patches lately feized by the French, 
on board the Government packet 
bound for America : 

ExtracJ of a letter from Lord Geo. 
Germain, to the CommiJJionert 
appointed to reftore peace to America, 
dated Whitehall, March 7, 1781. 
~" I have received your difpatches 
of the zd of January, together with 
the letters from Sir Henry Clinton, 
of the 21 ft of the fame month, and 
have had the honour to lay them 
both before his Majefty* The pro- 
clamation of the 29th of December, 
which came inclofed in your dif T 
patches, will, I hope, produce thofc 
good effecls which you expeft from 
it, and which, by its being fo well- 
timed, gives every reafon to hope 
for. It will be a great fatisfaclion 
to me to prefent the King with an 
addrefs from any one of the revolted 
provinces, begging your interceflion 
for pardon, and its being reftored to 
the privilege of Britiih fubjecls. The 
narrow limits within which you have 
circumfcribed your exceptions-, and 
the ?nerality of affurantes. given by 
you of re-eftabliihing *he former 
conftitutions, were, I doubt not, 
very judicious, neceflary, and con- 
venient : but as there are many 
things in the conftitution of fome of 
thofe colonies, and indeed in all of 
them, in which the people wiflied to 
fee lome alterations ; and there being 
H others, 
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Others, which it is the common in- 
tereft of both countries to change, 
you mull be very careful, left either 
your a&ions or proclamations mould 
preclude a thorough inveftigation of 
thofe objects; or prevent the poflibi- 
lity of introducing, in their conftitu- 
tion, fuch alterations as the people 
may chufe to grant or folicit*" 

Exiracl of a letter from - Knox, 

Efq. Secretary to Lord George 
Germain, to James Simson, 
Efq. dated Whitehall) March 7. 
1781. 
■ " I hope you will be as good as 
your word, and write to me as fooh 
as you reach New- York. When I 
confider, from the deplorable condi- 
tion of the rebellious forces, and 
oux great fuperiority, that the inha- 
bitants of the revolted provinces will 
probably folicit for a negociation, 
and perhaps fuch a requeft may come 
from Congrefs itfelf, I wifh you to 
be prefent ; for knowing your per- 
fect acquaintance with the difpoft- 
tions of the inhabitants to republi- 
can principles, and their utter aver- 
lion to monarchy, it may be in your 
power to prevent the commiflioners 
making any conceflion that may tend 
to keep up thofe principles amongft 
tlie inhabitants, and to fee that no 
alterations be made in their conftitu- 
tions, as it is intended to eftablifh 
amongft them diftin&ions of rank, 
and new model their government, 
fcy that of Great-Britain. This me- 
thod would certainly be more ad- 
vantageous to the people,, as it would 
' bind them more firmly to this coun- 
try, and be the means of preventing 
calamities fimilar to thofe they now 
experience." 

By the above copies, it feems 
clearly, that the plan of the Ameri- 
can Secretary is calculated to keep 
his royal matter in the dark^ that 
lie , endeavours to reprefent things 
not as they are, but as he wifhes 
them to be, and that it is high time 



for the long-abufed Britons, to call 
fuch minifters to account.

hoped, when it ceafed to be con- 
nected with public bufmefs, that 
fometimes merits, and often juftifies, 
feverity and ftri&ure, would here, 
as in all free countries, be permitted 
to remain at peace, fuch as his pri- 
vate conduct "mould entitle him to, 
as a member of the community in 
which he wifhes to fpend the re- 
mainder of his days. 

Upon my return to Dublin, after 
a fortnight's abfence, in a part of 
the county of Weftmeath, forty miles 
from the Phoenix park, I was fa- 
voured, by the kindnefs of a friend, 
with the firft information of an infa- 
mous impofition, put upon the citi* 
zens of Dublin the day that the vo- 
lunteers were reviewed in the Phoenix 
Park, by perfons at the gates, who 
took upon them to demand and ex- 
tort money for entrance, in diiFerent 
proportions, for carts, carriages, and 
tents, in the manner you have Hated. 
My aftonifhment at the impudence 
of this extortion, can icarce be de- 
fcribed, and was ftill greater, when 
I faw by the papers put into my 
hands, that this outrage was faid to 
be done by my direction, under co- 
lour of my office as bailiff. That I 

never 
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never gave fuch direction might be 
unneceffary for me to fay, becaufe 
my office as bailiff has no concern 
with the keeping of the gates, thefe 
pcrfons being appointed by other 
gentlemen. Although I could fcarce 
conceive that any perfon fhould dare 
accept, much lefs extort money in 
this manner, yet, upon ftrift enqui- 
ry, I do underftand that confiderable 
funis were actually levied, and that 
in many inftances it was even done 
with violence ; fome of thefe people 
at the fame time lnduftrioufly infi- 
nuating, if not publicly declaring, 
that they acted under my authority. 
I therefore cannot be furprifed that 
the refentments of the public fhould 
have been expreiTed againft me in 
terms fuificiently acrimonious. 

But, upon this fimple ftate of the 
fact, in order to undeceive the pub- 
lic, with an endeavour to do them 
juftice, and with a fincere wifh to 
aifift as much as in my power to 
bring thefe offenders to juftice, by 
action or indictment, as ftiall be 
thought expedient, for it lies not 
with me to difmifs them ; (hall I be 
lleemed unreafonable in hoping, that 
the public and you will join with 
me, in directing that deteftation 
which calumny deferves, againft the 
calumniators, and in difcouraging 
thofe who propagate public, falfe- 
hoods to gratify private malignity, 
and by a brutal fport with men's 
characters, exercife the moll* hateful 
and worft of tyrannies, in proftitut- 
ing and profaning the liberty of the 
pre fs.

If the fcurrilous paragraphs againft 
Lord Howe and Admiral (Keppel, 
with which the minifterial prints have 
teemed fince the publication of Go- 
writer Johnftone's extraordinary let- 
ter, went only to gratify the rancour 
and envy of thofe who pay fuch 
writers out of the public purfe, the 
beft way of treating them would be, 
to pafs them over in filence and con- 
tempt. Were I at all to take notice 
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of them in that light, the file ad- 
dreffing itfelf to the viper in the fa- 
ble, would fugged to me a fhort, but 
complete anfwer. But when, in ad- 
dition to thefe bafe motives, we find, 
that they are defigned to deceive the

Thus we fee, that, deducting the 
fliips with which he ftiould have 
matched theenemy's whole fquadron, 
the Governor had a fpare force of no 
Ms than 600 guns, that is 244 guns 
more than the whole ftrength he had 
to contend with. 

With this {pare force alone, even 
if he had no other, he ftood pledged 
to his country, by his own doctrines 
and declarations, to defeat the whole 
French armament. In his attack 
opon Lord Howe he declared it to 
have been his opinion, that " even 
before his Lordihip had been joined 
by the Cornwall of 74 guns, theRai- 
ionable of 64, the Renown of 50, 
and the Centurion of 50, he was 
fully capable, with a proper difpo- 
Jtti»n of his force, of defending the 
harbour, though not of going out 
and giving the enemy battle." [See 
Governor Johnftone's own fpeteh in the 
Parliamentary Regifter, 'volume 12, 
page 246.] Yet Lord Howe's whole 
force at that time, counting every 
gun he could bring to bear, of what- 
ever weight, or from whatever point, 
did not furpafs the number of the 
enemy's weighty guns. Was not the 
Governor's fituation at St. Jago 
equally favourable ? Should not then 
hs fpare force alone, as it gave him 
a Aiperiority of 244 guns, have ena- 
bled him, with a proper difpofition^ 
to have defended the harbour ?

«&t half pad nine, he tells the Se- 
cretary of State, he perceived the fignal 
for Teeing 1 1 flrange {hips in the offing. 
He immediately repaired on board the 
Roinney; )ie then made the fignal for 
all jperfona to come from fhore, and to 
repair on board their refpective fhips ; 
he the^ enforced this fignal by re-

. In tbe whole of his narrative, ex- 
cept upon one occafion, the Governor 
cautiojufly avoids mentioning any time 
fr0m half pail nine in the morning till 



fun-fet. Perhaps he might have for- 
got the elTential information, in the 
hurry of the fortnight which he took 
to write and polilh his difpatches. 
However, as he has not given it, we 
cannot precifely determine the mo- 
ments that were loft between the firfl: 
fignal's being madefrcm thelfis, and 
the fignal to unmoor and prepare for 
battle. From the face of his own ac- 
count, however, a very con fide rable 
time mufl have intervened ; yet I will 
appeal to every officer of experience, 
if the firft fignal he would have made, 
would not have been the fignal to un- 
moor and prepare for battle ? If he 
would not have made it without the 
lofs of one initant, as foon as ever it 
was known that a flrange fleet was in 
fight, and had power to fetch into the 
road? But I beg pardon.. As the Go- 
vernor is to be judged by his owa- 
fyftem, bis advocates may object to 
all appeals to experience. 

The only hour of the day which the 
Governor chutes to inilance, is the 
quarter before eleven. At that timo 
he tells us the enemy appeared com- 
ing round the eaft point cf the ifland, 
drawn up in a line and leading into 
the Bay. It muft have been at leaft 
half an hour more before the attack 
begun; yet; in all this time, from half 
after nine till near half after eleven, it 
does not appear that the Governor 
took a fingle ftep, either to draw bis 
fhips out of the confufion in which he 
furfered them to anchor, or to have 
directed any one neceffary preparative 
for receiving the enemy. 

We are told indeed, that Capt. 
Pafley had worked hard from the be-, 
ginning of the bufinfes to get a fpring 
upon his cable, by which every fhot 
told from the J upiter. Capt. Pafley, 
1 dare fay, merited this honourable 
teitimony. But why did not the Go- 
vernor take care that all the other 
fhips had employed their time as ufe- 
fully? Had he no fignal for the fleet 
to get fprings on their cables? Could 
- he not have given verbal orders for 

the 
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for the purpofe, at he rowed through 
the fleet, exhorting them to prepare 
for battle ? It would hare been at 
fur theft the bufinefs of half an hour, 
.and was a neceffary precaution that 
would have inftantly occurred to an 
officer of the leaft knowledge of his 
profeffion. Had it been taken, every 
ftiipin the fleet would have placed her 
fire to as much effect as the Jupiter. 

But inftead of this or any other ne- 
ceffary order, it appears that every 
officer wa6 left to himfelf — all the 
preparations to receive the enemy, if 
they offer any infult, were confined to 
the clearing (hip — the bands were in- 
deed active, but the head was confuf- 
ed, bewildered, <uitbtut refturct. ' 

This the Governor himlett tells the 
Secretary ol State in precife words. 
He modejlly allows, that the action 
bordered on a furprife ; we were liable 
to much confufion, *' yet npon the 
whole, he faw nothing in the Britifh 
fleet, but Heady, cool, determined 
valour.** 1 believe him implicitly; 
and have only to regret with my coun- 
try, that valour fofteady, To cool, and 
fo determined! in fuch a fcene of fur- 
prife, confufion and diforder, mould 
have been partly /acriAced, and upon 
the whole, fruftrated by the ignorance 
of the man who was tp direct it. 

But fuppofe I was toaflt the Gover- 
nor's friends, why he fuffered the ac- 
tion even to border on a forprize? An 
officer fo great in theory, rouft have 
known even from his books, that one 
of the firft rules prefcribed to a Com- 
mander in Chief, is always to fuppofe 
himfelf liable to furprife, and to 
guard againft it. But the Governor 
had more positive incitements than 
general rules. He knew before he 
left Europe that the enemy had a con- 
iiderable force in readinefs to follow 
him. The Commanding Officer, 
whom he fent with a detachment of 
his fquadron to water at the Ifle of 
May, received the moft prefling orders 
to join the flag in Port Praya Road, 
by a given time; and fo great »£• 
r Vot. XII. 



that officer's anxiety to execute thofe 
orders, " from an apprehenfion of 
the enemy's appearing before his re- 
turn/* that he arrived at St. Jago 
nine hours within the time allowed 
him. It is therefore evident, that 
the apprehensions of an enemy being 
in thofe feas prevailed through the 
fleet. 

Under fuch circumftances, an officer 
of the leaft fore fight or knowledge of 
his duty, would have taken every 
precaution that vigilance or flcill m 
his profeffion could have didated* 
He mould have fuffered no officers 
or men to be on /h,ore, but fuch as 
were abfoluleJyneceJTary for watering 
and victualling ; and the courtly 
phrafe of fuch numbers enjoying the 
recreation of the (bore, would have 
never difgraced his public letters, as 
an exenfe for his negleft. 

To thefe precautions, he would 
have added all the advantage of fixa- 
tion. He would have fkilfully im- 
proved, in the fecurity of a friend'i 
porti the various circumftancesof po- 
fition, as the foundings and anchorage 
might be adapted to the (hips of dif- 
ferent fize and force. The foundings 
in Fort Praya Road, deepen regular- 
ly from three fathom and a half to 
twelve. Heconfequently woold have 
anchored his victuallers and other 
unarmed incumbrance in the* (hoaleft 
water, and difpofed his men of war 
and other armed force, as might beft 
fecure them from the attempts of an 
enemy. He would have placed his 
ftrongeft mips where they mould be 
moft likely to receive the chief attack, 
and would have fo ftationed the others, 
as to concentre their fire, and point 
it to the beft effect againft mips la- 
bouring under every difadvantage of 
attacking fo formidable a force, an- 
chored under the lee of an ifland, 
•with all its guns brought to bear, 
whilft they mould be obliged to lead 
in one after another, ihip by fhio, ex* 
fofed to a tremendous fire without 
being able to return it, till they had 
^ brought 
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brought to anchor and furled their 
fails. How unequal the enemy was 
to this difficult manoeuvre we learn 
from the Governor'sownaccount. In- 
deed it requires the aid of a difcipline 
ftfldqm found except in fome diftin- 
gaifhed (hips of the Britiih navy. We 
itill remember with admiration an in- 
ltance of this difcipline executed, dif- 
played in all the coolnefs of intrcpe- 
dity and difplay of profeflional know- 
ledge, when the noble Lord, whom 
the victor of Port Praya dare* to ar- 
raign for ignorance in his profeffton, 
commanded the Magnanime off the 
Ifleof Aix. 

By fuch fkilful improvements of 
'place and fituation, and by the admi- 
rable pofition of his mips, it was that 
Admiral Barnngton defended the Bay 
of St. Lucia again fl treble bis force. 
By thefe he at once fecured the con- 
a queft of the ifland, and deterred 
Monfieur D'Eftaing from venturing 
an attack. But Governor John (lone 
difdains to take inftru&ion from any 
man's knowledge or experience. He 
has a f)ftem or his own, and upon 
that fyftem no doubt he formed his 
diipofition. 

In Head of being in the lead prepa- 
red againft a furprize, he fufllrs 1500 
jrerfons belonging to his fleet to be on 
ihore at once, befides officers and 
troop* taking the recreation of the fare. 
He keeps no fmall vefTels cruizing in 
the offing, on the look-out to give the 
earl ie it intelligence of the appearance 
pf any ltrange fliips. His friends will . 
not pretend that he was lulled into 
this dangerous* fecurity by the pro- 
tection of the ^ortugueze flag, untjer 
which he was anchored. He aiTerts 
the contrary himfelf ; " he well ^new 
the fmall regard which the French 
tifaally pay to the laws of nations, 
when they arc poflefled of a, fuperior 
force, or find it convenient to difpenfe 
with fuch obligations." 

The difpoiuion of his force was as 
injudicious a$ his fecurity was culpa- 
.&&.' His^raen of war, his EaiWndu- 



men, his tranfports and victualler?* 
were all anchored ptomifcuoufly, 
without order or method. His fire- 
fhip, in Head of being ordered to 
prime, and placed near the flag for 
fervice, was fuffered to lie out entirely 
feparated from the roil of the fleet; 
and we find her with the bomb and 
Eaft-Indumen, expo'ei to the ftrfl 
vigorous and undamped attack of the 
enemy. He tells us indeed, that the 
bomb and firefhip continued for two 
days to difobey his written orders, by 
anchoring without the reft of the fhips. 
Buthisexcufe is his crime. To what 
purpofe. iflue orders, if care is, not 
taken to fee them obeyed? But what 
are we to think of this Commander in 
Chief, who fuffersfo flagrant an ad of 
difobedience to brave* him for t*o 
days together in the eyes of the whole 
fleet ? 

The Romney, one of his (hips of 
greateft force, on board of which his 
own flag was hoi lied, and to which 
the whole fquadron was to have look- 
ed for txfimple as well as directions, 
lay fo far within the Eaft India men 
and tranfports, that ihe couldonly fire 
in two openings, and this, as the Go- 
vernor quaintly exprefles it, with a 
preciflon which was canuoufly obfsrv« 
ed. Nay, ihe was fo entangled a- 
mong the ihips, that the could not 
even veer away cable to open a larger 
fpace; yet, during the whole courfe 
of the morning, no order was given to 
make her change her birth, neither 
as the enemy was approaching, nor 
when ihe became of no uft in the 
aQicn. 

The Governor having at length 
iiJcQ<i>ered that ihe w<u become u/eiefs 
to the fleet, repairson board the Hero. 
For what purpose? To direct the ope- 
rations of the fquadron t No, this 
could have never beea in his thoughts. 
He never hoiiied his broad .pendant 
on board her ; that remaining flying 
on board the Romney, equally ofeful 
with her guns, . and the fleet looked 
^o her for direction ami fupport in 

vain,. 
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vain. The only reafon we can ga- 
ther from his letter, for that chang- 
ing his mip, was, that he might en- 
joy that chearful and affable civility 
with which Captain Hawker received 
him ; was. to fee the awful difcharge 
of fo formidable a train of artillery, 
managed with all the ea/e zndfocia- 
biiityoiz. vivsal dinner at theBritifh ; 
or to feel in a peculiar degree, the 
fatisf action of being near General Mea- 
drwj, which he knew would rife in 
proportion to the heat and "danger 
of the a&ion, and the (laughter from 
the guns. But why he gave up all 
attention to every other part of his 
fqttadroa, or -why he did not profit 
of the buftnefs of that period to order 
t!ie Roraney to ftiift her birth, to 
take a more open itatton, or become 
of fome.ufe to the general bufinefsof 
the day, his ad rocates no doubt will 
refolve into his new fyftem.

troops in Virginia have had on their 
late expedition to Peterfburgh, Sec, 
(as defqribed in Brigadier-general 
Arnold'i letter) which muft ultimate- 
ly, be productive of the very beft cort- 
fequences to his Majefty's fervice ; as 
itjs credibly reported that the great- 
eft part of the tobacco collected there, 
was French property, and almoil 
their entire annual remittance. 

Extract of Brigadier - general A R - 
noldV letter to Sir Henry 
Clinton. 

Peterfiurghj May \4, 1781. 
Sir, .. < 

I am extremely forry to inform 
your Excellency, that Major-general 
Phillips is reduced fo ltftv by a fever, 
which feized him on the 2d inflant, 
that he is incapable of bufinefs, and 
the phyiiciane are not without fears 
for his fafety. In this fituation I 
think it my duty to tranfmit to your 
Excellency by exprefs, a detail of the 
proceedings of the army uhtier the 
orders of Major-general Phillips, 
fince they left Portfmouth, (which 
his indifpofition preventedhim from 
doing as he intended!)' 

On the 1 8th of April the light in- 
fantry, part of the 76th and 80th 
regiments, the Queen's rangers, ya- 
gers, a»d American legion, embark- 
ed at PortfiiKHith, and fell dewn-to 
Hampton Road ; on the xojth, pro- 
ceeded up James River totBurwelTa- 
Ferry; on the 20th lieutenant-co- 
loneli Abercrombie, whh^ the light 
infantry, proceeded up the: Ghicka- 
homany in boats ; Lieutenano-colb- 
nel Simcoe, with a detachment, to 
York; Lieutenant-colonei Dundas, 
with another detachment, landed at 
the mouth of the Chickanoibany ; 
and Major-generai Phillips and- my- 
felf landed^ with part of the army at 
WUHamiburgh,' where about 500 
militia were pofted, who retired up- 
on our- approach. The -militia -at 
York crofled the river before the ar- 
rival 0/ Lieu«tn&ftt~$0kmeL Simcoe, 

who 
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who mads a few prifbners, fpiked 
and deftroyed fome cannon, and next 
day returned to Williamfburgh. 

On the 22d the troops marched to 
Chickahomany. We were met on 
the road, live miles from the mouth 
of v the fiver, by Lieutenant-colonel 
Dnndas, with his detachment : this 
evening the troops, cavalry, artil- 
lery, Sec, were re-embarked. The 
next morning we were joined by 
Lieutenant - colonel Abercrombie, 
with the light infantry, who had been 
ten or twelve miles up the Chickaho- 
many, and deftroyed feveral armed 
fhips, the State fhip-yards, ware- 
Jioufes, Sec, Sec, 

At -ten o'clock the fleet weighed 
and proceeded up the James river, 
within four miles of Weftover. 

The ,24th weighed anchor at eleven 
o'clock, and run up to City Point, 
where the troops, Sec, were all land- 
ed at fix o'clock in the evening. 

The 25th marched at ten o'clock 
for Peterfburgh, where we arrived 
about Eve o'clock P. M. We were 
oppofed,, about one mile from town, 
by a body of militia, under the or- 
ders of Brigadier-general Muhlen- 
burgh, fuppofed to be about one 
thoufandmen, who were foon oblig- 
ed to retire over the bridge, with 
the lofs of near one hundred men 
killed and wounded, as we have 
fince been informed ; our lofs only 
one man killed and ten wounded. 
The enemy took up the bridge, which 
prevented our purfuing them. 

26th. Deftroyed at Peterfburgh 
four thoufand hogfheads of tobacco, 
one fhip, and a number of fmall 
veflels on the (locks and in the river. 

27th. Major-general Phillips, 
with the light infantry, part of the 
cavalry of the Queen's rangers, and 
part of the yagers, marched to Chef- 
terfield Court -Houfe, where they 
burnt a range of barracks for two 
thoufand men, and three hundred 
barrels of Hour, Sec, r 

The fame day I marched to Of- 



born's, with the' 76th and 80th regi- 
ments, Queen's rangers, part of the 
yagers, and American legion, where 
we arrived about noon. Finding * 
the enemy had very confiderable force 
of flaps four miles above Ofborn's, 
drawn up in a line to .oppofe us, I 
fcnt a flag to the Commodore, pro- 
posing to treat with him for the fur- 
render of his fleet, which he refufed, , 
with this anfwer, " That he was, 
determined to defend it to the laft 
extremity." I immediately ordered 
down two fix and two three- pounders, 
brafs field-pieces, to a bank of the 
river, nearly level with the water, 
and within one hundred yards of the 
Tempeft, a twenty gun ftate fhip, 
which began immediately to fire up- 
on us, as did the Renown of twenty- 
fix guns,, the JefFerfon, a State brir 
gantine of fourteen guns, and feveral '. 
other armed fhips and brigantines ; 
about two or three hundred militia, t 
on the oppofite fhore, at the fame • 
time kept up a heavy fire of muf- 
quetry upon us. Notwichftanding 
which, the fire of the artillery, under 
the direction of Captain Fage and 
Lieutenant Rogers, took fuch place, 
that the fhips were foon obliged to 
ftrike their colours, and the militia 
drove from the oppofite more. Want 
of boats, and the wind blowing hard, 
prevented our capturing many of the 
ieamen, who took to their boats, and 
efcaped on fhore ; but not without 
firft fcuttling and fetting fire to fome 
of their (hips, which could not be 
faved. 

Two fhips, three brigantines, five 
floops, and two fchooners, loaded 
with tobacco, cordage, flour, Sec, 
fell into our hands. 

Four fhips, five brigantines, and 
a number of fmall vcfTels, were funk 
and burnt. On board the whole 
fleet, (none of which efcaped) were 
taken and deftroyed about two thou- 
fand hogiheads of tobacco, Sec. Sec, 
and very fortunately we had not a 
man killed or wounded this day ; 
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but have reafolfto believt the enemy 
{uttered eonfiderably. About five 
o'clock P. M. we were joined by 
Major-general Phillips, with the light 
infantry. 

28th. The troops remained -at 
Oiborn's, waking for boats from the 
fleet; part of them were employed 
in fecuring "the 'prizes, And carrying 
them to Ofborn's, as a place of 
fafety. 

29th. The boats having arrived, 
the troops were put in motion. Ma- 
jor-general Phillips marched with 
the main body 3 at the fame time I 
proceeded up < the river, with a de- 
tachment 1 in . boats, and met him 
between Cary's Mills and Warwick. 

3o:h. The troops marched to 
Manchefter, and deftroyed twerve 
hundred hogfheads of tobacco. The 
Marquis de Fayette having arrived 
with his army at Richmond, oppofite 
to Manchefter, the day before, and 
being joined by the militia *Jrove 
from Peterfbuglv and Wiliiamfburgh, 
they were Ipedlatcrs of the confla- 
gration, without attempting to mo- 
left us. The fame evening we re- 
turned to Warwick, whore we de- 
ftroyed a magazine of 500 barrels of 
flour, and Colonel Cary's fine mills 
were deftroyed in burning the maga- 
zine of flour. We alfo burnt feveral 
warchoufes, with one hundred and 
fifty hogfheads of tobacco, a large 
{hip and a brigantine afloat, and 
three vefTels en the flocks, a large 
rang^ of public rope-walks andftore- 
houfoi, and fome tan and bark- 
houfes full of glides and bark. 

•May 1 ft. Marched to OfboriTs, 
and difpatched our prizes and boats 
down the river ; and in the evening 
marched to Bermuda Hundreds, op- 
polite City Point. 

Mcv 2d. Embarked the troops, 
&c. &c. ; , 

Miv 3d. Fell down the river to 
WefaVeY. 

Mav ^.th. Proceeded down to 
Tappah-'auock. 



5 th and 6th', Part of the fleet - 
fell down to Hog Ifland. 

7th. Major-general Phillips hav- 
ing received a letter from Lord Corn- 
wallis, orders were given for the fleet . 
to return up the river again. We 
arrived at Brandon about five o'clock^ 
and molt of the troops, cavalry, &c. 
were landed this evening, though it 
bfew a gale of wind. 

May 8th. Remained at Brandon. 
Major-general Phillips being very ill, 
and unable to travel on horfeback, a 
poft-chaife was procured for him. 

May 9th. The light infantry, 
and part of the Queers Rangers, in 
boats, were ordered, with, the For-.. 
midable and Spitfire, to proceed to 
City Point; and land there. The. 
reft cf the army were put in motion . 
for PeterJburgh, where they arrived 
late in the night, having marched ^ 
near thirty miles this day. 

On -our leaving Bermuda Hun- . 
dred, and going down the river, the 
Marcrois de Fayette with his axxny' 
moved, towards Williamfburgh, and . 
by forced marches had crofted the 
Chickahbmany at Long Bridge, . 
when our fleet returned to Brandon, 
which rctrogade motion of ours oc- 
cafioned htm to return as rapidly by 
forced marches to Ofborn's, where 
he arrived the 8th, and was pre- 
paring to crofs the river to Peterf-T 
burgh whence arrived there, which 
was fo unexpe&ed, that wefurprifed . 
and took two Majors, (one o( them 
Aid de Camp to Baron Stubens's^ 
the other to General Smallwood's ;) 
one Captain and three Lieutenants 
of dragoons ; two Lieutenants of 
font, a Commiflary,.anda Surgeon : . 
Some of thefc gentlemen arrived on- 
ly two hours before us, with an in* 
tention of collecting the boats for the 
Marquis to crofs his army. 

On the 10th, the Marquis made 
his appearance- on the oppofite fide 
of the river with a ftrong efcort, and 
having ftaid fome time to reconnoitre 
our army, > returned to his camp at 
Oiborn's ; 
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Ofborn's ; and we are this day in- 
formed he is marched to Richmond, 
where it is faid Wayne with the 
Pennfylvania line has arrived ; this 
is however uncertain, but he is cer- 
tainly expected there. 

An exprefs palled through this 
place the day before our arrival here, 
who left Halifax on the 7th, and in- 
formed, that the advance of Lord 
Cornwallis's arrived there that morn- 
ing-; This report we have from fe- 
veral quarters, and I am inclined to 
believe it is true. — Several cxprefles 
have been fent to his Lordihip, in- 
forming him of our being here ready 
to co-operate with his Lordihip. — 
We are in anxious expectation of 
having particular intelligence from 
him every minute. 

As foon as it is reduced to a cer- 
tainty that Lord Cornwallis has 
crofted the Roanoke, and is on his 
march for this place, the array will 
advance one or two days march from 
hence to meet his Lordihip, and 
carry a fupply of prcvifions for his 
army. 

A coniiderable magazine of flour 
and bread has fallen into our hands 
near this place, and the country 
abounds with cattle. 

Major-general Phillips is fo weak 
and low, that it will be fame con- 
fiderable time before he can go thro' 
the /atigue of bufmefs. In this cri- 
tical Situation, lam happy to have 
the aiSilance of fo many good and 
experienced Officers with me,- com- 
manding corps. If joined by Lord 
Cornwallis, or the reinforcement faid 
to be coming from New York, we 
ftall be in force to operate as we 
pleafe in Virginia or Maryland. 
I have the honour xo be, Sec 
Signed, -B- Arnold.

Proclamation. 

Whereas there arefeveral deferters 
from the Biitifh and foreign troops 
under my command, who are ferving 
with the enemy, or are concealed in 
the rebel country, I have thought fit 
to iflue this my Proclamation, offer- 
ing a free and unlimited pardon to 
aa luch deferters, who fliali furren- 
der themielves to any of his Ma- 
jcity's croops before the firft day of 
June -next. 

And whereas there are many of 
his Majeity's European fubjcils at 
this time ierving in the rebel army 
againit their King and country, v^ho, 
itung with rernorfe, and fenuble of 
the heiuoufuefs of fuch an unnatural 
proceeding, would be anxious to re- 
turn to their allegiance, did not their 
demerits before their arrival in Ame* 
rica make them doubtful of meeting 
witli protection and fupport within 
thefe lines; I do therefore hereby 
promife, to all fuch who ihall come 
in. before the above-mentioned firft 
day of June 1781, in addition to the 
benefits, protection and fupport, to 
which they would be entitled under 
any other Proclamations, to procure 
for them his Majefty's moft gracious 
pardon for all felonies and trcafons 
(murder excepted) which they have 
heretofore been guilty of, provided 
they will take up arms in his il'rvice, 
and g've their aflifiance to the quel- 
ling this unnatural rebellion againfb 
his government.

Colonies lying on the Atlantic addreiling your Lcrdfhip, as the 
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principal magiftrate of the city of 
London, upon a point which ap- 
pears to me molt deeply to affect the 
ftate of public and private credit 
throughout the kingdom, but moft 
.particularly the city of London. The 
, eftablifhraent of a monopoly in any 
corporation, immenfe in is magni- 
tude, of the duration of thirty-one 
years, fituated in the very heart of 
the city of London, which is the 
heart of the kingdom, and which 
.may, by that eftablifhment, be en- 
abled to controul the whole national 
"powers of public and private credit, 
is an object moft ferioufly deferving 
the, attention of the cky of London. 
It is an object which ought not to be 
'.hurried through parliament, without 
fufficient time and notice being al- 
lowed to them, maturely to confider 
jail the confequences which may af- 
&&. them, not only in their corpo- 
rate capacity, but likewife which 
\ may extend over and controul the 
perfonal induftry and faculties of 
eyery individual merchant. Your 
LordJhip will underhand, that I 
mean the propofed renewal of the 
Bank charter; a bargain furreptiti- 
oufly contracted between the Mini- 
fter and the Directors of the Bank, 
more than five years before the legal 
term of its expiration ; and that by 
furprize brought fuddenly into par- 
liament, before the city of London 
could poflibly have fufficient time to 
calculate, and to confider the deep 
inter ells which they have at ftake, 
or to form any remonftrances upon 
fo important a proportion. If the 
votes of the Houfe of Commons did 
not bear teftimony to the facts, it 
would fcarcely be credible, that any 
perfuafion or influence whatfoever 
fhould prevail with the reprefenta- 
tives of the people, to pafs a bill of 
fuch importance thro* the Houfe in 
ftven days. Yet thefe are the facts : 
the contracted bargain between the 
Miniiler and the Bank Directors was 
considered by the Committee of ways 



and means, and confrnted to by 
them, on Wednefday the 13th' of 
June. — On Thurfday the 14th, the 
report was received, and agreed to 
by the Houfe, and a bill, in pur- 
fuance of it, was ordered to be 
brought in. On Friday the 15th, 
the bill was prefented, and read a 
rft time. On Monday the 18th (the 
next fitting day) the bill was read a 
fecond time, and ordered to be com- j 
mined. On Tuefday the 19th, the 
bill pailed through the Committee. 
Wednefday the 20th, the report was 
accepted by the Houfe; — and on 
Thurfday the aift, the bill was read 
a third time, and pafled. Is this the 
attention which is due to the molt 
important interefts and concerns of 
the city of London, that fuch a pro- 
portion as the renewal of the Bank 
charter fhould be brought forward 
by anticipation and furprize, five 
years before the public had any rea- 
fon to expect, or to prepare for its 
difcuflion and decifion ? Yet thus it 
is, my Lord, that the city of Lon- 
don, and the whole commercial in- 
tereft of this kingdom, find thexn- 
felves overtaken without notice, and 
deprived of all remedy in the Houfe 
of Commons, by a furrepthions con- 
tract for the monopoly of a Bank 
charter, which was driven through 
that Houfe, at Midfummer, in fcven 
days, and thus eilabliftied over their 
heads for a term of thirty-one years* 
What interpretation, my Lord, 
can be put upon fuch an encroach- 
ment, io clandeftinely made by fur- 
prize? Or what refult can be drawn 
from it but this, that the city of 
London have not a moment to iofe 
in looking after their moft important 
concerns, by fome immediate appli^ 
cation, either in the Houfe of Lords * 
or to'the Crown, for redrefs ? Would 
it have been any degradation of tlve. 
Houfe of Commons, or rather, would 
it not have given the molt confiden- 
tial proof of their attachment to the 
interefts of their conftitueuts, if they 
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had ufed more than ordinary caution 
not to proceed, without timely and 
univerfal notice given of fo influen- 
tial and fo important a propofal be- 
ing depending? Inftead of that, my 
Lord, the whole bufinefs Is conclud- 
ed and foreclofcd by the Houfe of 
Commons in fcven days ; and al- 
though the publication of their votes 
is profefledly designed for' the pur- 
pofe of giving notice to their confU- 
tuents throughout the kingdom, of 
all fuch matters as may concern 
them, either generally or individu- 
ally, yet k has happened, even in 
the city of London itfelf, at no 
greater diftance than that of the 
Royal Exchange, from the door of 
the Houfe of Commons, that the 
printed vote?, containing the pro- 
ceedings refpeLling the bill ftill fup- 
pofed to be depending, could not 
arrive, in point of time, till after 
the final pafiing of that act by the 
Houfe of Commons. In the diftant 
commercial cities of this kingdom, 
over whom the influential monopoly 
of the Bank charter is equally* to ex- 
tend, even the firft notice 6f the 
proportion could not reach them till 
after the parting of the act. 

It mould feem fcarcely neceflary 
fo enter hito the merits of the ques- 
tion, as it is a fafficient condemna- 
tion of the proceeding, that a fud- 
den bargain, in which the ; commer- 
cial interefts of the city of London 
are fo deeply concerned, has been 
contracted and concluded, not only 
without their^cOnfent, but even with- 
out any general notice, expectation, 
or communication. As to the valu- 
able confideration which conftitutes 
the firft part of every bargain, that 
was not even argued in the Houfe of 
Commons, as being in any degree a 
juft equivalent, not even a tenth, 
fcarcely a twentieth part of the in- 
trinfic value. One mould have 
thought that this defect in the bar- 
gain might, at leaft, have procured 
tor the public a refpite from the pre-

cipitancy of ftill pursuing, witho»f 
confideration, the deeper parts of 
the queftion, which relate to the ge- 
neral policy, and the influential ef- 
fects upon the ftate of public and 
private credit which might be ex- 
pected. A State Bank mould be the 
fervant of the State, quamdiu ft bene 
gefferit, and under the controul of a 
leafe of moderate duration, Thofe 
who give power out of their own 
hands, are refponfible for any fubfe- 
quent ufurpations or encroachment 
which may follow. I do not fay, 
.that the Bank, upon the fuppofed 
extenfion of their leafe to thirty-one 
years, have any fpecific intention to 
mifufe it, but that muft depend up- 
on their own future moderation : 
they will have almolt every degree 
of powers indefinitely in their hands. 
If they were upon any fudden occa- 
sion, or upon any prefiing emer- 
gence of the State, to refufe the or- 
dinary circulation of land or malt 
bills, or of any other articles of pub- 
lic fupply, they might have it ia 
their power 19 controul all the exe- 
cutive faculties of the State, and to 
fetter, by their exclufive negative, 
all their vigorous and financial ope- 
rations. The extremes likewife, on 
the other hand, would be equally in 
their power. If any daring Mini- 
fter hereafter lhould meditate fome 
deep defign, and fhould extend the 
influence and powers of corruption 
over fome unknown future fet of 
'twenty-four Bank directors, the im- 
menfe power of their monopoly, 
thus liberated from fear or controul^ 
for an age to come, might become, 
the moll formidable engine of ftate, 
.even fo far, pollibly, as by fom* 
defperate ftroke, to render the exe- 
cutive power independent on the 
knowledge or confent of Parliament 
for any required fum of money. I 
do not fay that thefe things will 
happen, but they may happen*; who 
can aniwer for future men, ruture 
events, and future times ? 

K Thero 
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There cannot po&bly be afligned 
any fufficient reafon, why the fer- 
vants of the State fhould be put into 
any poffible contingency of becom- 
ingits mafters. Even if it was ne- 
ceflary to renew the Bank charter at 
this inftant of time, why not to the 
more reafonable and cuitomary term 
of twenty-one years, Which would 
conftantly bear a tacit controul over 
dangerous thoughts and operations ? 
Let Minifters and their instruments 
be kept out of dangerous tempta- 
tions-.' Power may excite dangerous 
thoughts, which, under the conftant 
and fteady hand of prudent controul, 
might never have mfinuated them- 
felves even into fuggeftion. What 
motives can there be to run any need- 
lefs and ufelefs rifques t A term of 
twenty-one years, is fully adequate 
to any wife or honeft purpofes for a 
State Bank. 

: Permit me, my Lord,' to fuggeffc 
fome other contingencies, which, if 
they mould* unfortunately happen, 
Would touch to the quick every in- 
dividual merchant and banker in the 
city of London ; I mean any par- 
tialities Which- may poflibly hereafter 
arifc;in the diflribution of aififtance 
from the Bank, to the refpective 
merchants and bankers in the city of 
London-. The powers of the Bank 
of England being derived to them 
under public grant, that public has 
a right to expect an equal and im- 
partial diflribution of the benefit, 
without fear or favour, to all parties, 
and to all defcriptions of men, even 
to individuals, with juft and equal 
■indifference. Can there be any ef- 
fectual (Updated prOvifion for this? 
Certainly not; otherwife than in the 
limitation of the leafe to twenty-one 
-years, which, upon any notorious 
mifconduct of the Bank, would 
threaten them with forfeiture at 
the next period of renewal. If un- 
fortunately in any future period 
in this country, vehement, factions 
mould arife, and that the Bank 
mould incidentally beoome an en- 



gine in the hands of any -on* 
party> to wreak their vengeance up- 
on their adverfaries ; might not fomc 
men be preferred to partial favour* 
while others of equal merit might be 
profcribed to bankruptcy ? Let every 
merchant and banker, in the city of 
London apply this cafe to his own 
thoughts, whether he would wifh to 
fet it merely upon a cafl of lots, on 
whofe head favour or profcription 
mould fall. 

My Lord, I hope that I fhall not 
be understood to cafl any glance of 
accufation or fufpicibn upon any 
particular perfons, as I have no fuch 
thoughts ; I fpeak only upon public 
views, and upoh prudential forecaft 
of fuch dangers as may overtake us 
in the courfe of time and events, un- 
lefs averted by previous fleps and 
prudence : and thus I fpeak of Bank 
directors in general terms, not con- 
fidering individuals, but only upon 
this univerfal principle ; that no wife 
State fhould lead any clafs of men 
into the vortex of irreuftible tempta- 
tion, efpecially not without fome 
Uriel, effectual, and counterbalanc- 
ing controul. What diffractions in 
the Hate of public credit may not be 
produced, if any future twenty-four 
directors, feeling themfelves ' dilbur.- 
thened/from controul and refponft- 
bility, mould facrifice their public 
trufls to views of their own private 
, and individual emoluments t When 
the Bank of England is known by 
their public agent, in any cafe to be 
concerned in any fpecific kind of 
flock, or circulating* public bills, 
what fluctuations may not be pro- 
duced by artful management, in the 
participation of preconcerted fecrets 
and infidious advantages in the bar- 
gains of purchafc or fale. The noted 
Bank contract in the year 1720, 
fhould be kept in eternal memorial, 
as a mark by which we ought to 
2void the poffibility of any fuch ruin- 
ous and deflructive frauds for the 
future; but without the fuppofition 
of any fuch extravagant enormities, 
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it may poflibly happen, that four- 
and-twenty felfifh and ill-difpofed 
men, emancipated from controul 
(if fuch men, foftered by temptation, 
ihould arife) might poflefs and exer- 
cife the destructive powers of per- 
petual and alternative frauds, by 
which they might convert the whole 
fyftem of public credit, which is fi- 
tuated in the center of the city of 
London, into one perpetual and fluc- 
tuating gaming-table. When all 
the facilities of temptation feem to 
be arranged, as if with no other 
view but to marfhal the way to the 
accomplishment of private intereft=, 
what wife or prudent man, anxious 
for the public good, can ,look upon 
fuch profpeds with unconcern. 

My Lord, I have taken the liberty 
of addreffing thefe fentiments to your 
Lordftiip, upon a moft important 
point, as the firft magiftrate of that 
city, which is juftly to be confidered 
as the reprefentative of the commer- 
cial interefts of the whole kingdom. 
I mall not prefume to recommend 
any fpecific meafure in confequence, 
for I fear that any ftep whatfoever 
which could be taken, might ftill 
prove in vain. The general mode 
and fyftem in which the public affairs 
of this kingdom haVe been conducted 
for fome years, has been in defiance 
of the common fenfe, and common 
interefts of the country. Even the 
city of London itfelf, in any of its 
remonftrances, has not been treated 
with any more consideration, than 
the fentiments of the moft private 
individuals. However, my Lord, I 
cm not to be diflieartened by the 
flights which have been put upon 
them by -the headftrong precipitate 
minifters of our public councils. I 
fhall always think it an honour to 
ferve in the caufe of the city of Lon- 
don, and to range under their ban- 
ners. Whatever may be 'the private, 
felfifh, or corrupt views of minifters, 
yet the caufe of the: city of London, 
and of the kingdom at large, muft 
*ver remain one and the fame. Per- 



mit me therefore to conclude, by 
declaring myfelf moft zealoufly and 
conflantly attached to that common 
ajufe of ourfelves and our country. 
JHam, my Lord, with the greateft 
refpett and consideration, your Lord-

Translation of a Lettek from, 
his Highnefs the Duke Lewis of 
Brunswick Wolfenbuttle, 
Field Marjhal of Holland, to their 
High Might inejfes the States General 
of the United Provinces, dated June 
21, 1781. 

High and Mighty Lords, 
With the greateft unwillingnefs I 
find myfelf under the neceffity of 
breaking in upon important delibe-. 
rations of your High MightinefTes^ 
and to have recourfe to you in an 
affair, which, though it concerns me 
only perfonally, is of fuch a nature, 
that the plain narrative will fuffici- . 
ently prove the propriety of my ap- 
plication to you, which I could not 
have neglected without effentially 
expofing the character wherewith it 
has pleafed your High Mightinefles 
to honour me. 

Since I pafled into the fervice of 
the ftate in 1750/ your High Mighti- 
nefTes were pleafed, by your refolu- 
tion of the 13 th November of the 
fame year, to create me Field-mar- . 
ihal of your armies. 

When afterwards, by the exprefi" 
refolution of all the high confederates % 
fome arrangements were taken con- , 
cerning the regency during the mi- 
nority of the Stadtholder, and when 
it was refolved, that his Highnefs '* 
mould be represented in the admini- 
ftration of Ms military employments, 
your Jiigh Mightinettes deigned thea 
to honour me with your moft diftin- 
guiihed confidence, and gave me, by 
your refolution of January 13/1759/ 
the title of Reprefentative of the 
Prince Stadtholder, as Captain Ge- 
neral during the time he fhould be , 
under age. 
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I {hall not fpeajc of therefolutions 
which your High Mightinefles and 
the refpective provinces took on the 
8th of March, 1766, when the Prince 
became of age, nor of t.hofe which 
were taken fince at different times, 
in refpect of the manner, in which I 
had anfwered the expectation, and 
honourable confidence of your High 
Mightinefles ; they are too flattering 
to be here recorded ; yet they are 
certain proofs that then, at leal]:, I 
had the happinefs of feeing my con- 
dud and fervkes approved by the 
government. 

In fhort, your High Mightinefles 
continued to honour me with your 
confidence, even after the Stadt- 
holder was become of age. 

On the fame day, March 8th, 
1766, your High Mightinefles re- 
vived to requeft, by your Envoy 
Extraordinary at the Court of Vien- 
na, the confent of his Imperial and 
Royal Majeily, in whofe fervice I 
had likewife t]ie place of Field-mar- 
fhal, that I might be allowed to re- 
main in the fame rank, in the fervice 
of your High Mightinefles. His Ma- 
jeily confented ; I did not refufe the 
honour which was intended to me, 
and thus I remained in the rank and 
character of Field-marfhal of the 
forces of the ftate in the fervice of 
this Republic. 

Having thus, during the courfe 
of more than thirty years, under the 
very eyes of your High Mightinefles, 
and in a manner fufliciently known 
to you, fulfilled the duties and en- 
gagements of the places cntrufted to 
me, could { have expected that fome. 
people fhould have made me an ob- 
ject of the public hatred, fo far as to 
expofe me to the ft< p which has been 
lately.taken, on any account;, which 
is a biemifh to the character where- 
with ybur High Mightinefles have 
pleafed' tojnveft me, and which now 
puts me under the abfolute neceffity 
to apply to;you. 

After having been publicly point- 
ed Out as the object of the moil at- 



trocious accufations and flander, of 
which, however, I have conftantly 
defpifed as fuch, and never fhall no- 
tice (except when people will dare 
to own them) : after a general out- 
cry, as if 1 could not be fufFered any 
longer ; I have lived to fee that the 
deputies of the city of Amfterdam, 
and namely, the two reiging Burgo- 
mafters, Temminek and Rendorf y in 
company with the YzrihonzryViffcbtr^ 
addrefled the Prime of Orange^ and 
in the prefence of the Counfelfcr 
Penfionary of Holland read to him a 
certain memorial in the name, and 
by order of their committants or 
principals, who are introduced in 
the faid memorial, as fpeaking in 
the name of the regency of Amjitr- - 
dam. This memorial is highly in- 
jurious to me, and affects me in the 
mofl fenfible manner. 

Though the above deputies took 
then this memorial back, yet they 
have fince changed their plan, and 
found advifeable to deliver it on the 
14th inft. by the hands of the Bur- 
gomafters, to the Counfellor Pen- 
fionary, defiring him to forward it 
to the Prince Stadtholder, whom 
they left at liberty to make what ufe 
of it he pleafed. 

By this means, and by thexom- 
munication of his Highnefs, I was 
acquainted with the contents of this 
memorial. I found it to be fo long 
a concatenation of infulting expref- 
fions andreafonings againfl: me, that 
was I to infert them entirely, I muft 
abufe the attention of your High 
Mightinefles. 

Apprehending, however, that they 
might be mifunderftood by being 
prefented without connection, I hope 
your High Mightinefles will give me 
leave to inferf here thefe paragraphs 
in particular, which are moft pointed 
againfl me. 

After fome previous reflections, 
which do not concern me ; which to 
anfwer, I leave to thofe who are at- 
tacked by them, but are' introduced 
;n order to juftify the motion of the 

Deputies 
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Deputies of Amflerdam, made in 
the AfTembly of the States of Hol- 
land, on the 1 8th of lafl May, for 
the purpofe of having a Privy Coun- 
cil or Committee joined to his High- 
nefs, the Burgo-mafters go on to 
addrefs the Prince literally in thefe 
terms : 

" That this motion, perhaps, 
*' countenanced by precedents, did 
" not originate in any diffidence of 
" the good intentions and defigns of 
" His Serentjjime Highnefs * whofe 
" purity they had no reafons to fuf- 
<( ped, though according to the 
** informations of the regency of 
" this city, Ibme people had at- 
" tempted to perfuade bis Mighti- 
" nefs thereof. 

'* But tbat fucb a diffidence pre- 
4i vailed only againfi that man, 
t( ivhofe influence ever bis Highnefs 
* € is looked upon as the fir ft cauj'e of 
fi the jioivnejs and indolence which is 
*' Jo c njpicuous in the prtfent affairs* 
$i And as that muft of courje he pre- 
" judicial to the general welfare, 
" they had for a long time, yet 
" vainly, expected that the frefent 
" dangerous circumflances of the 
" Republic mould have, brought on 
" at laft a ferious confideration of 
" meafures which ought to be pur- 
" fued for the future in a more vi- 
" gorous manner : this, however, 
" having been till now vainly ex- 
" peeled, and the prefervation of 
" the country, of that dear-bought 
" liberty of his Sereniffime High- 
" nefs, of his iJluitrious Houfe, and 
" of every thing which is dear to 
" the Republic, being at flake, the 
" regency of Amflerdam have 
" thought it their duty not to be 
" filent any longer, but, however 
11 unwilling, to take this prefent 
" ftep. 

" Therefore, with due refpecl, yet 
" with that candour and franknefs 
<( which the nature of the bufinefs 
" commands, they reprefent and 
" they declare to your Highnefs, 
" that in the gtntral opinion > the Duke 



is looked upon as the firft caufe ef 

tbat deplorable weaknefs of the 

ftate, and tbat negleB which has 

taken place* of all the wrong mea* 

fures which have been taken iince 

fo long a time, and of all the fa- 

1 tal confequences, which they have 

brought on ; and they can allure 

your Highnefs, that the averfion 

'' and hatred of the nation again ft 

the p erf on and adminiftratizn of the 

Duke are rifen to fuch a degree, 

tnat the moil difagreeable and 

' trout I fame confequences are juftly 

to be apprehended* 

" That no doubt your Highnefs 

has been informed already of all 

this "by other perfons ; or if your 

Highnefs mould not have heard 

of it before, it muft have been only 

in confequence of the dreaded difi* 

phajure of the Duke, 

" For the truth of all that has 

; been faid before, we may appeal 

; with fafety, and with confeiouf- 

nefs to the evidence of all the ho- 

nefl and well-intentioned Mem- 

; bers of the regency, which your 

Highnefs might pleafe to afk their 

opinion, granting to them full_ 

1 liberty of fpeech, and ordering 

1 them to anfwer according to their 

c duty and their confeience. 

" That feveral times they had 
1 heard, with great diflatisfaflion, 
E the Counfellor Penfionary com- 
1 plaining, in the prefence of fe.

" nicn, a prince of fo noble defcent,

" they declare before God and the 
" whole world, that the only mo- 
" tives which dilated them are the 
" prefervation of the country, and 
" of the S-reniflime Houfe of your 
" Highnefs, that thus their impend- 
*' ing total puin may be prevented. 
" That the regency of this our city 

has 
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" has been obliged to come to thefe 
*' reprefentations, as well in the 
" capacity of members of its fovc- 
" reign affembly ; that thus a laft 
" effort might be tried, and a means 
" be devifed, under the bleffing of 
" the Almighty, for faving the 
* ( barge of the flate from its immi- 
" nent danger, and for bringing 
" her fafe to port, or at leail that 
" they might difcharge their con- 
" fciences and their duty towards 
** their fellow-fubjecls and their 
" pofterity." 

]{y the above, your Hi^h Mighti- 
ness will have perceived, and, as I 
flatter myfelf, not without fome in- 
dignation, that the paragraphs which 
I have hereby literally tranftribcd, 
contain a firing of the moil odious 
reflections, in which there is no di- 
rect charge again il me as Field-Mar- 
ftial, whilft ail the others are efta- 
bli/hed upon pretended public opi- 
nions, and reports artfully fpread in 
the public; and that neverthelefs, 
the Burgo-maflers have thought pro- 
per to infill on my being removed 
frcm his Highnefs in the mofl dif- 
honourable manner; and on my be- 
ing condemned as a convi&ed male- 
factor to a dif^raceful banifhment, 
without any proper or previous en- 
quiry. 

This flep, accompanied with fo 
many odious and humiliating ex- 
prcffions, is not the words of private 
people, but of a deputation of the 
two reigning Burgo-mallers, and the 
Penfionary of one of the moil con- 
fiderable cities in Holland -> it is 
taken in the name and by order of 
the Regency of the faid city; though, 
according to the before-mentioned 
letter of Burgo-mafler Rendorp, it 
is only in the name of the Burgo- 
mafters, deliberately, and after ma- 
ture confederation, which fully ap- 
pears from 'the repeated fending and 
prefenting the fame memorial to his 
Sereniffime Highnefs, I cannot there- 
fore look upon it in any other light 



than as i violent Jnfult of my fjerfim 
and char after ; for although they 
do not dare, .in this writiog, to ven- 
ture any charge againft me, and 
though they are forced to own the 
falfehood of the reports which are 
fpread on my account, and the illi- 
berality of the fufpicions of ,an ex- 
ceflive and illicit attachment to the 
Englifh court; yet they fctm to ad- 
mit all this flander as proof, fully 
inclined to throw the .misfortune of 
the times on my back, that thofc 
might be exculpated .who *havc 
brought them upon us. 

This then being the cafe, I muft 
be undeferving of the character 
which your High Mightinefles have 
been pleafed to inveil me with, iff 
could lit down with indifference, and 
pafs over this attack unfeelingly. 

I am bold to -hope your High 
MightineiFes will look upon it in the 
fame light, and. agree with me, that 
it is ot the greateil confequence to 
know, whether he, whom your High 
MightineiTes haye inveitea with the 
dignity of a Field-marmal, and 
whom you have taken in your fervice 
in the before-merttioned manner, is 
really the caufe of that deplorable 
weaknefsof the republic, of the neg- 
lect which is fuppofed to have takea 
place, of the falfe meafures whiclt 
.are faid to have been adopted, and 
oi the fatal confluences which they 
have brought on. Your High Migh- 
tinefles are requeued to examine thefe 
interelling objects' with the moi 
fcrupulous attention ; and to enquire 
whether that perfon is the fource of 
diffidence, dittruil, and dimarmony ? 
For what rcafons he Ihould be ab* 
fplutely ufelefs and obnoxious to the 
fervice of the itate, and of his High- 
nefs ? What proofs there are of his 
difaffection to the country ? In fliort; 
for what reafons he Ihould be for the 
future undeferving of the confidence 
of the Prince, who is at the head of 
this republic, and to whoie judg- 
ment I take the liberty to appeal/ 

And 
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And at laft, why he fhould be re- 
moved from his -Court and perfon fc as 
an obfbuclion of good understand- 
ing? 

And as my honour, dearer to me 
than life, has beert attacked in fo 
cruel a manner, it is likewife in re- 
fpeft to my duty towards myfelf, to- 
wards this State, your High MightU 
nefles, and his Imperial and Royal 
Majefry, that I am obliged to ad- 
drefs your High Mightiness, and 
by your means, all the High Con- 
federates, refpe&fuHy defiring, and 
exprefsly infilling, your High Migh- 
tiness would pleafe, after the moil 
fevere and fcrupulous examination, 
efficacioufly to proteft the characters, 
which your High MightinefTes have 
trufted to me, that I may be juftified 
from the above afperfions, and have 
full fatisfaction for the affront offered 
and intended to me. 

For this purpofe, may it pleafe 
your high Mightineues to order the 
four reigning Burgo-mafters of the 
city of Amfterdam, who according 
to Burgo-mafter Rendorp's letter, 
have delivered the memorial in their 
names, as likewife the Penfionary 
Viffcher, to fhew caufe and reafons 
which induced them to injure me in 
fo atrocious a manner, not only in 
the above-mentioned memorial, but 
likewife in every thing which con- 
cerned the faid memorial, and to 
verify thefe reafons in a proper and 
fatisfadory manner, otherwife I fhall 
look upon every thing they have fet 
forth in it as fiandcr and defamation; 
and moreover, to oblige them to be 
explicit in refpect of the other 
charges, which they might pretend 
to have againft me, and to fupport 
them with the neceffary proofs; and 
in cafe they mould not come to any 
explicit charge, or not prove them 
fuificiently, then carefully to enquire 
after the authors of thoie infamous 
reports fpread on my account, that 
they might be brought to condign 
pu&iihinent.

Extracted from the Journal of the 
Refolutions of their High Mighti- 
neues the Lords States-General of the 
United Provinces of the Netherlands. 
Die Jovis, June 28th, 1781. 

His Hignneis the Prince of Orange 
and Nafl'au, being prefenc at *he Af- 
fembly of the State, addrefed their 
High Mightineffes as follows: 
" High and Mighty Lords, 

" I have thought it neceffary to 
reprefent that your High Mighti- 
nefTes ought to examine, with great f 
care and attention, whether, fmce' 
the breaking out of the prefent war, 
proper care has been taken to put 
the navy of the State in fuch a fitu- 
ation as to make head effectually 
againA an enemy fo powerful at fea 
as the kingdom of Great Britain ; 
or whether this matter had been over- 
looked and negleded, and in this 
cafe, where the blame was to be fix- 
ed ; and in order to procure the Bed 
information, to write to the Admi- 
ralty. 
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ralty-board for them to ftate what 
number of flnps they refpeclively had 
. in 1776, what Hate thev were in, how 
many were in commiffion, and the 
complement of their men ; what has 
been done by the faid board fince 
the Englifh have annoyed our trade 
to the Well-Indies, under pretence 
of the mifunderflanding that fubfifts 
between them and their colonies in 
North America, and of courfe, what 
had been effected from the end of 
1776 to the beginning of 1777, in 
order for the faid boards to- put 
themft ives, according to their abili- 
ties, in a condition not only to pre- 
tt£t the trade of the States, but alio 
to defend their country, and, if need- 
ful, to attack the enemy : whether 
the faid boards have taken jr per 
fteps to fulfil the refolutions of >our 
H. M. on this matter, or whererore. 
they have not done it ? Whether they 
had it in their power to fit out fucn 
fhips as were put into commiffion? 
Whence does ft proceed that the nsvy 
of this Republic is in fo deplorable a 
ftate, the moft interfiling object in 
the prefent war, and on which all the 
fubjecls of the States are moil intent. 
Although I only mention hers a. de* 
fence by fea, I judge it neceflary to 
reprefent *to your H. M. that I am 
far from acknowledging the land- ' 
forces of this State are fufficient to 
put this country in a refpe&able fO,- 
rare of defence by land, 

'• I flatter myfelf I have no occa- 
sion to enter into a j unification of my . 
own conduct. Your H» M. are not 
ignorant that fince my being of age, 
I have directed all my attention to 
put this Republic, in all its depart- 
ments, in a propt-r ftate of defence; 
neverthelef , I have teflified in many 
inftances that my opinion was, that 
this Republic ought to be properly 
fecured both by fea and land, in or- 
der to aflert its freedom and indepen- 
' dency, fo as not to adopt meafures 
militating againftthe true interefls of 
the dear country, but fuck as might 
Vol. XII. 



be confonantwith thofe of an enemy, 
whofe threats we have now reafon to 
apprehend, not being in a condition 
to Hand againit him. It was for this 
reafon that in the beginning of the 
year 1771, 1 gave you to underftand 
that the States of Holland and Weft- 
Friezeiand, by the exprefs order of 
their conflituents in the AflVmbly of 
your H« M.had propofed to the ge- 
niality, that a petition fhouid be 
prefented for the building of twenty- 
four (hips of the line: that on all 
occasions J had enforced the neceffity 
of increafing both the land and fea 
forces, and repeatedly infilled on the 
receiviug of the aforefaid petition. 

'* That in the beginning of the 
year 1775, in confequence of the re- 
port made by the committee of your 
H. M. for the war department, with 
fjme members of the council of State, 
in. order to conciliate vaiious fenti- 
ments of the rei'pective confederates 
concerning the plan tor the increafe 
of the land-'orces, as laid before tbe 
council of ftate on the 19th of July 
1773, I offered a conciliatory propo- 
fal, which was, in fubftance, to fix 
the fum of 6oo,oco florins for the-er* 
dinaries of the navy, and to bring 
down to 900,000, the i,c 00,000 flo- 
rins requeued in 1773, foran increafe 
of the land-forces. This propofal 
was agreed to by the ftates of Guel- 
dre, Friezeland and Groninguen, but 
no further notice was taken of it. 

•* I (hall not mention here the re- 
queft which I repeated annually with 
tne council of ftate ; but only lay be- 
fore your H. M. the propofal made 
by me to the ftates of Holland and 
Weil - Friezeland, on the 10th of 
March 1779, being of the fame tenor 
with the letter written by me on the 
fame day to the States of Gueldre, 
Zealand, Utrecht, Friezeland, Ove- 
ryflel, and Groninguen, of which I 
have the honour to deliver a copy to 
your H. M. 1 cannot help expreffing 
wiih, that what I then propoled had 
proved more acceptable, fince I am

ted out. at that time fifty or f*xty 
fbips, half of them of the line, and 
increafed the land forces to the num- 
ber of fifty or fixty thonfand effective 
men, the ftate would not find iifelf lb 
critically fituated, but muft have re- 
mained as an independent Rate, re- 
fpe&ed by all the foreign powe s, aid 
even might have preferved that neu- 
trality which we had adopted, and 
thus have found ourfelves under the 
divine blefling, {o circumftanced as 
to expect that being able to give 
weight to the party which we might 
hare efpoufed, we had no furprife to 
dread from any power whatever, on 
the contrary, be refpe&ed by all ; 
our fmndfhip courted on all fides, 
and giving no legal caufe of com- 
plaints, the Republic would have 
gained the efteem and confidence of 
all the other powers, a circuraftance 
which muft have produced the hap. 
pieft confequences to the interefl: of 
this country; or at Ieaft, the Stare 
would not have been attacked by an 
unjuft war, again!* which it is always 
neceflary to be guarded. We (hould 
be fo fituated as to be able to make 
a fuccefsful defence* and force the 
enemy to accept our friendship on 
terms perfectly honourable to the Re- 
public."

That their High Mightineffes never 
were acquainted with any reason that 
might have ferved as the foundation 
of fuch accufations and charges of 
corruption and bribery, urged againft 
the faid Duke in anonymous and de- 
famatory libels, as well as by dis- 
graceful reports fpread againft him 
in public: that their High Mighti- 
ness on the contrary, look upon the 
whole as faife and fcandalous, devifed 
only for the purpofe of wounding the 
honour and reputation of the faid 
Duke, whilft their faid High Mighti- 
nefles do acknowledge him innocent, 
and entirely free from the blame caft 
upon him in thofe libels, and by the 
above faid fcandalous afperfions.

Translation of the Ordinance 
and Declaration ijfued by the 
Emperor's Council of the Do- 
mains and Financbs, relative 
to the Freedom ^Commerce 
of the Port of Ostend. 
Extracted from the regifters of hit Im- 
perial Majefty^s Council of the Do- 
mains and Finances, holden at Bruf- 
fels, Junf lUh, 178 1. 
The Council of the Domains 
and Finances, appointed by the 
Emperor and King have, and 
bercbv do, for and in th? name of 
his Imperial and Royal Majefy, en- 
join to all perfons concerned the 
obf.rvunce of all the points and ar- 
ticles following, the fame to operate 
provifionally and till further orders- 

Art* I. All merchandize, ma- 
nufactures, 1 and other commodities 

and 
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and productions of foreign countries, 
which fhall be brought by fea to 
Oftend, may be lodged in the feveral 
warehoufes of the town, and on the 
quays, the captains of the veflels, 
and proprietors and confignees of 
fuch merchandize, &c. being hereby 
releafed from all obfervance of the 
ordinance cf zA juno, 1777 5 anc * 
they are accordingly exempted from 
delivering in lifts of the cargoes, and 
exhibiting the fpecific declaration 
formerly required, previous to fuch 
merchandize, &c. feeing lodged in 
the warehoufes, except as herein after 
is excepted, both with refpect to the 
prefent article, and to thofe which 
follow. 

Art. JT. The feveral kinds of 
merchandize, manufactures, and 
other commodities, which {hall at 
anytime be brought to Oftend, and 
depofited either in the town or on 
the quays, fhall be henceforth ex- 
empted from the payment of all 
duties or imports, and from all 
forms which have hitherto been ufual 
at the Cuftom-houfe, both on their 
importation and exportation, and 
the like privilege fhall be extended 
to all fuch merchandize, &c. as 
fhall be removed from one vefTel to 
another, arms and warlike ftores 
excepted. 

Art. III. With refpect to all 
merchandize brought to Oflend, and 
deftined to be immediately conveyed 
from hence to Bruges, or to a fur- 
ther diftance, for home confumption, 
either to pafs through, or to be de- 
pofited in, the interior parts of the 
country, the fame will not be per- 
mitted to be unladen, till the fpecific 
declarations regiftered in the proper 
office be firft produced, or the ne- 
cefTary proofs of having conformed 
to al things prefcribed by former 
ordinances, which, in all cafes of this 
nature ftill remain in full force, 

The declarations or proofs muft 
be remitted to one or other of the 
port-infpe&ors, who, after having 



examined the fame, will grant a 
permit to unload; thefe are to be de- 
livered to the officers appointed to 
receive fuch merchandize on board 
the fmall craft, in whofe prefencc 
the articles mentioned in fuch de- 
clarations or proofs fhall be unladen ; 
and who after having taken an exact 
lift of the feveral articles thus un- 
laden, fhall atteft the fame by their 
fignature, and fhall afterwards com- 
pare both the declarations and proofs, 
with the feveral documents delivered 
into the office for the tranfportation 
of merchandize. The officers ap- 
pointed to fuperintend the unloading 
fuch merchandize into the crafe fhall 
give a certificate of the conformity of 
the different declarations, and like- 
wife their fanction to the departure 
of the goods, and the original de- 
clarations fhall be returned to the 
port-infpectors, who fhall retain them 
to be referred to as occafion may re- 
quire. 

Art. IV. In all cafes relating 
to merchandize * coming by fea to 
Oftend, and finally to all fuch as 
fhall be placed in the warehoufes of 
the quay, or in thofe of the town, 
and which fhall be intended to be 
conveyed further, either in their 
pa/Tage into foreign countries, or to 
warehoufes eftabliihed in other citiei 
of thefe dominions ; or if they mould 
be deftined for immediate confump- 
tion and fale in the interior parts of 
the country, the following regula- 
tions are to be obferved : Firft, for 
all merchandize intended to be fent 
into foreign countries, a cocket thai! 
be obtained in the ordinary manner, 
and conformable to a fpecific decla- 
ration of the merchandize, defcrib- 
ing the feveral packages and their 
marks. Thefe cockets fhall be after- 
wards delivered to the proper officers, 
who fhall be appointed to receive the 
fame, who having conformed to the 
directions laid down in former ordi- 
nances, fhall afix a leaden ftamp on 
all the bales and packages therein 
defcribed, 
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defcribed, and ihall certify the fame 
by their fignature on the back of the 
faid cocket. Thefe cockets ihall 
then be delivered to the officers who 
fuperintend the unlading of the goods 
into the croft, which is to convoy 
them to their deftioation, and they 
havjng alfo conformed to the regu- 
lations above prefcribed, ihall com- 
pare and atteft the particulars of fuch 
goods before they fuffer them to de- 
part. With all merchandize fent 
from Oftend to other parts by lapd, 
the proper officers ihall likewife cer- 
tify on the back of the cocket, that 
the regulations above-mentioned 
have been duly complied with, and 
that fuch-merchandize was regularly 
ftamped by them, and the faid coc- 
ket mail again be examined and at- 
tefted in the office of the Weil-gate 
of the city. 

2. No fpecies of merchandize de- 
fined to be depofited in any of the 
warehoufes eftabliihed for their re- 
ception in other parts cf the country 
ihall be fuflered to depart till fecu- 
jity be firft given, that they ihall 
not be removed from the warehoufes 
to which they iriay be fent, till no- 
tice has been given to the proper 
officers, and the fame forms ihall 
then be obferved as have been al- 
* ready fpecified in the prefent article 
refpe&ing the cockets of exporta- 
tion. 

With refpect to fuch commodities 
as are to be fent from Oftend, for 
the confamption of the interior parts 
of the country, proof mutt be made 
before their departure, that the du- 
ties on importation, and all other 
cuftomary charges have been paid 
thereon at Oftend ; and a receipt for 
the duties fo paid, muft alfo accom- 
pany all fuch goods ; no other forms ■ 
being required in this cafe, except, 
lit, That fuch manufacturers as are 
fubjeel to the payment of the ftamp 
duty, be ftamped by the proper offi- 
cers at Oftend ; and 2d, T^at the 
receipts for the duties, whether they 



pafs through the Slickens of the 
Weft-gate of the city, ihall be ex-* 
amined and attefted in the office be- 
longing to the gate through which 
the goods parted, under the penalty 
of fuch receipts becoming void ; pro- 
vided neverthelefs, that fiih, whether 
of the national filhcry, freih fith or 
foreign cod, which all pay a duty on 
their importation into Oftend, and 
likewife fait, both refined and foul, 
which is alfo fubject to the payment 
of a like duty, may ftill be conveyed 
from place to place through the in- 
terior country, by virtue only of a 
paflport, fuch as has been granted 
in all former cafes cf this kind. 

Art. V. All vHlels arriving at 
Oftend with cargoes deftined imme- 
diately for Bruges, or any other more 
diftant port, ihall be obliged to ex- 
hibit inventories of their cargoes, 
and to conform to the feveral other 
regulations eftabliihed by the ordi- 
nance of the 2d of June, 1777, and 
other difpofitions relative thereto ; 
and they ihall be fent, with cockets, 
for which fecurity mail be given, 
to Bruges, under the care of the 
proper officers. 

Art. VJ. Such vefil-Is as unlade 
» partly at Oftend, and partly at 
Bruges, or any other place, and 
which fliall difcharge the firft part of 
their cargoes at Oftend, ihall be ex- 
empted from delivering in an invoice 
of their cargoes, on entering the 
port. The Captains or Commif- 
iioners ihajl be at liberty to difcharge 
fuch part of the feveral cargoes as 
are deftined to remain at Oftend, ac- 
cordingly as it is ftipulated in the 
firft article of this ordinance ; but 
an invoice muft be exhibited of the 
reft of the cargo remaining on board, 
deftined for Bruges, or any other 
part, and due attention ihall be paid 
in this cafe, to the forms prefcribed 
by the ordinance of the 2d of June, 
1777, and the difpofitions relative 
thereto, after which fuch veiTels will 
be permitted to depart, being pro- 
vided 
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vided with the neceflary cockets un- 
der the care of the officers of Bruges. 
Art. VII. The Captains of fuch 
veflels as fhall arrive at Oftend, with 
cargoes partly deftined for that port, 
and partly for Bruges, and who fhall 
proceed to the laft-mentioncd place, 
without breaking bulk, {hall, on 
their arrival at Oftend, produce a 
general invoice of their cargoes, by 
means of which they fhall be per- 
mitted to proceed to Bruges, cockets 
obtained on fecurity, and under the 
care of the proper officers- At 
Bruges they fhall exhibit the fpecific 
declarations required, and fhall con- 
form themfelves to the feveral rules 
laid down in former regulations and 
ordinances relative to all merchan- 
dize landed at Bruges, snd fuch 
packages as are intended for Oftend, 
fhall be reconveyed thither under 
t/iecare of the proper officers; and 
their arrival at Oftend^ being certi- 
fied by the officers of the quay, fhall 
be a difcharge of the fecurity given 
for the cocket at Bruges. 

Akt. VUI. The following arti- 
cles are to be excepted out of tne 
prefent arrangement, and in every 
thing which relates to them the fub- 
iequent directions only arc to be ob- 
ferved. 

lit. The fait which is deftined for 
the fair-works in Oftend, or for the 
national fifhery, or to be depofitcd 
in the warehoufes of the town or 
quay, or to be carried further up 
the country; and finally, all refined 
fak which fhall be brought to Oftend, 
cither to remain there, or to be 
tranfporred from thence to other 
parts of the country, fhall remain 
frbjett to tbe regulations of weight 
or meafure, a»d to the other forma- 
lities eftablifhed in thofe cafes con- 
tained by former ordinances, all 
which ftill remain in full force, and 
&e duties are to be paid thereon 
*hen due, at the rates and times 
formerly adjudged and regulated. 
ad. All fak meats may be im- 



ported into Oftend free of duty to 
the i ft of December next enfuing 
inclufive. 

From the ifl of January 1782, 
they will not be received into the 
warehoufes, either of the port or 
town, without paying the duties, 
entry, convoy, and tonnage, with 
reverfe, never thelefs, as to fuch fait 
meats as are fhifted from one vefTel 
to another, which fhall conditionally 
be exempted from the payment of 
all duties whatsoever. 

3d. The different kinds of wool, 
undrefTed fkins, and other articles 
which are fubje&ed to the obfer- 
vance of the precautions, inftituted 
by former ordinances, for preventing 
the communication of peftilential 
diforders, are ft ill to continue fub- 
jeft thereto. 

4th. Frelh and red herrings, of 
the production of foreign fifneries, 
and whofe importation is prohibited, 
cannot be depofited in Oftend, nor in 
the warehoufes on the quays. They 
may, however, be unloaded from 
one fhip into another, duty free. 

5th. All frefh fifh, and cod of 
foreign produce, mud pay the feve- 
ral duties of entry, convoy, and 
tonnage, before they can be admit- 
ted into the warehoufes, either of 
town cr quay. They may, however, 
be removed from one fhip to another, 
without the payment of any duty. 

6th. Seed oils of foreign produce 
can neither be landed in the town, 
or on the quay, nor can t-iey be re* 
moved from fnip to (hip till the abore 
duties of importation, convoy, and 
tonnage, have been regularly paid. 

7th. Wines and brandy arriving 
by fea, and being depofited in the 
warehoufes of the quay or town, 
fhall no longer be entitled to the 
allowances often per cent, for leak- 
age in their pafTage to the more 
diftant parts of the country. The? 
duties or entry fhalj be rated accord- 
ing to the quantity of liquor con- 
tained ki the cafk/. But wines and

brandies only fhall be intitled in fu- 
ture to that deduction which {hall, 
on their arrival at Oftend, be im- 
mediately conveyed in fmall crafts to 
BrugeSy Or elfewhere up the country. 
In all other cafes relating to fuch 
wines and brandies, a ftritt conformi- 
ty is required to the directions given 
in the 3d article of the prefent or- 
dinance. 

8th. Spare fails and cordage fhall 
pay the ufual duties of entry, and all 
other charges, before they can be 
unladen from one fhip into another, 
Or received into the warehoufes either 
of the Port or Town of Oftend. 

Art- IX. Such merchandize, ma- 
nofactures, and commodities which 
fhail be fent from the interior parts 
of the country to Oftend mail be fub- 
jec~l to the following regulations: 
Thofe which a^eexemp^ed by former* 
ordinances from the payment of all 
duties on exportation, (hall be per- 
mitted to pafs free through ihe offices 
of the interior diltricb, and. through 
thofe of the Slickens and Weft Gates, 
on paying only the duty of tonnage, 
in thofe cafes where fuch duty is due. 
Thofe which are fubjecled to the 
duties of exportation mud pay the 
faid duties, and alfo thofe of tonnage 
and convoy where they beccme due 
before they are fent to Often d, and 
inofe whofe exportation has b?en pro- 
hibited, cannot be fent to Cffend, but 
under the reftri&ions hereafter fpeci- 
fied ; and the cockets of exportation 
fent from the interior country mufl 
be examined and attefted, either in 
the office of Slickens or that of the 
Weft Gate, into which the balances 
of all duties of exportation, convoy, 
and tonnage are to be paid. 

Art. X. The following commo- 
dities are exempted from the regula- 
tions contained in the preceding arti- 
cle, and are to be fubjeft to the rules 
kere under fpecified : 

I ft. The colfat and flax, either 
undrefled or drefled, cannot be fent 
to Oftend without incurring the pe- 



naltiei fpecified in the different or- 
dinances prohibiting their exporta- 
tion* 

2d. There fhall be an open trade 
between this country and Oitend for 
butter, feed oils, peas, beans, lentils, 
potatoes, greens frefn and dried, 
pears,gameandfilh,and fweet waters; 
but at Oilend their exportation fhall 
be fubjedl to the general laws relating 
thereto: they fhail alfo be exported 
from Oltead at the times fuch expor- 
tation fhail be prohibited ; they fhall 
Iikewife not be exported but on pay- 
ment of their uiual duties when fuch 
exportation is allowed ; quantities of 
thofe articles to be allowed to the 
captains of fuch vefiels as fail from 
the port for the ufe of their crews, 
fhall be regulated in the following 
manner. 

The faid captains fhall deliver to 
the principal officers of his Majeily's 
cuftoms, authenticated Hits of the 
articles deftined for the fupply of their 
fhips, and the latter uV*H be guided 
in their determinations by the num- 
ber of the crew of each fhip, and the 
diftance of the v;yage : if any dif- 
agreement fhall arife between the faid 
officers and the captains, the matter 
fhall be re/*rre,d to a judge, who fhall 
decide thereon with all due dtfpatch, 
and according to the ordinances form- 
erly lifted, which itill remain in full 
force. In a word, if the officers frull 
fufpedt thit the captains have taken 
on board more provifjons than what 
are fpecified in their lilts, in the prin- 
cipal office, they may, as formerly, 
vifu all fufpecled fhips, and confif- 
cate all tuat exceed the quantity 
fpecified in the orders granted to 
them. 

3d. An open trade for grain fhall 
be eftablifhed between this place and 
Oftend; but at Oftend the general- 
laws will fubfift relating to its exj or- 
tation. Grain cannot be fent fom 
Oftend when the exportation is pro~ 
hibited ; nor can it be exported in any 
cafe without payment of the duties. 

With 
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With refpeil to fuch foreign grain 
as (hall be brought to Oftend for the 
porpofe of being re-exported from 
thence, the fame cannot be effected 
but under the fcl'owing regulations: 

I ft. A declaration fhail be exhibited 
of the fpecific quantity of grain on 
board at the time of the importation, 
and when the officers vifited thefhip, 
and a cuftomary cocket of enny (hall 
be made out, on which fhall be in- 
dorfed the quantity imported ; and 
the fame fhall be verified by the of- 
ficers who were prefent at the unload- 
ing of fuch grain. 

2d. They fhalf fpecrfy in what 
warehoufes they will place them, fub- 
jecl to the inspection of the proper 
officers; fuch grain cannot be deli- 
vered out of the warehoufes till the 
neceflary declaration has been lodged 
in the office ; nor can they be declared 
for the interior parts of the country, 
without an exprefs permifiion previ. 
oufly obtained. 

3d. Such grain cannot be re-ex- 
ported nnlefsthe quantities tally with 
thofe which were entered, and the 
'quantities re-exported fhall be in- 
dorfed ; the cocket granted at the' 
time of unloading fuch grain td pre- 
vent all abufe?. 

4th. The large and fmall cattle 
which (hall be brought to Oftend, 
either for immediate ufe "or for pick- 
Kng, fhall pay no duties of entry, 
although tneir exportation is pro- 
hibited ; but fuch cattle fhall not be 
fcnt alive to Oftend, except for The 
victualling of the (hips/ and do more 
than the ufual quantity. 

5th. Hemp and tow, whefheYth ir 
importation be prohibited, or allowed 
on the payment of certain duties, 
&aU nc* be brought into Oftend but 
for the nfe of the rope-makers and 
caulkers. Thofe perfons, before they 
agree for the quantity they require, 
fhall deliver into the principal of- 
fice a certificate of their demand. 
This certificate fhall be vetified

by the principal officers of the cof* 
toms; and the office of expedition 
in the interior pans of the coun- 
try fhal! not deliver the neceflary 
documents, but upon the production 
of the above certificates. Moreover, 
the principal officers of the cuftoms 
at Oftend, fhall keep an account of the 
quantities of hemp and tow thus im- 
ported for the ufe of the rd£e-makers 
and caulkers of the town, in order 
that they do not exceed the quantities 
which thev do actually manufacture. 
Art. XL Wich refpecl to mer- 
chandizes for exportation, which are 
fent with cocket*, for which fecurity 
Ins been given, in order to prove the 
exportation from the port of Ofteud, 
the examinations and acreftations (hall 
be executed either in the Suckens or 
Weft gate Office, where it ihail be 
certified, that the contents of the faidi 
cockets have" pa/Ted through the city 
and portof Oftend ; by whic( meant 
the laid cocket* and fecuritics fhall 
be fully difcharged and declared void, 
without any further certificate* 
^ Art. XII. AI! merchandizes deft 
tined to be conveyed farther from the

£urpofe ; and their arrival in the town 
being certified in therefpeaive offices 
of SJickens or Weft-gate, and after- 
wards by the proper ofikers at Oftend, 
fcall be deemed a fujl difcharge of 
the above mentioned cocket.

Tmujly refolveJ, to hold the Firit Ge- 
nera! Meeting of Deputies on the 3d 
of March enfuing ; and the Common 
Council of the city of London, hav- 
ing i:t the mean-time come to a re- 
foludon to aJlow the New Common

Jebb, Mr. Bellas, Mr. HolHs, Lord 
VifcountMahon, Sir George Yonge, 
Mr. Sawbridge, and Mr. Fox, were 
chofen of the Committee accordingly. 

On the 17th of March, the Meet- 
ing of Deputies was transferred from 
the Guildhall to St. Alban's Tavern, 
the Corporation of London having 
thought fit to retract their courtefy to 
the Deputies, to refcind the ; offer of 
their room at Guildhall, and to 
abolim their.

to be diminished. 

2d. «* That it is competent to this 
Houfe to examine into and correct 
abufes in the expenditure of the Civil 
Lift Revenues, us wei as in every 
other branch of che Public Revenue, 
whenever it fhall appear expedient 
to the wifdom of this Houfe fo to 
do. 

3d. " That it is the duty of this 
Houfe to provide as far as may be, 
an immediate and effectual redrefs of 
the abufes complained of, in the pe- 
titions prefentei to this Houfe, from 
the different counties, cities, and 
towns in this kingdom. 

** And your Petitioners beg leave 
. further to Hate, that before that Ho- 
nourable Houfe had effected that di- 
minution of the influence of the 
Grown, and provided an effectual re- 
drefs of the grievances complained of 
in the faid petitions, the faid Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, was, by his 
Majefty'-s Royal Proclamation dif- 
folved. 

" Your Petitioners therefore, on 
behalf of theznfelves and others, their 
fellow-fubjects who joined with your 
Petitioners in the faid petitions, ap- 
pealing to the juftice of this Honour- 
ableHoufe, do moftearneftly requeft, 
both for the relief of the fubject and 
the fafety of the confli;utiou, that 
this Honourable Houfe will proceed 
to enquire by what means that dimi- 
nution of the influence of the Crown 
may be obtained, which the aft Houfe 
of Commons declared to be neceffary, 
and that this Honourable Houfe will 
proceed to exan ine into all the 
branches cf the expenditure of the 
public money ; and alfo to enquire 
what expences can be retrenched by 



an abolition of firfecure and nn- 
neceffary places, by a reformation 
in refpecl of penfions unmerited 
by public " fervtces, and by are- 
duflion of the exorbitant emolu- 
ments of ofEce, and that the produce 
be appropriated to the necefllties of 
theflate, in fuch manner as to the wif. 
dom of Parliament fhall feem meet; 
and your Petitioners flull ever pray, 
&c." 

And it was unanimoufly refolved, 
That the petition be approved by the 
Meeting, and that the Chairman, 
Sir F. Vincent, and Sir R. Smyth, 
be deputed to wait on Sir Geo. Savile, 
to requeft him to prefent the petition 
to the Houfe of Commons, and alfo 
to wait on Mr. Dunning, and to re- 
queft him to fecond Sir George 
Savile; with which requeft thofe 
faithful friends of the people moft 
readily promifed to comply. To 
preferve union in the General De- 
putation, and to fecure the reception 
of the petition by the Houfe of Com* 
mons, it was though expedient that 
the petition ihould be figned by the 
feveral Deputies as Freeholders of 
their refpe&ive counties, &c. who did 
not in that inftance exprefsly a flume 
the character of Deputies. 

On the 19th of March, therefore, 
the petition was figned in that man- 
ner, by the following gentlemen, via.

The laborious and hazardous at- 
tendance of Sir George Savile in a 
very infirm ftate of health, to move 
Parliament to inquire into the late 
extraordinary loan, unfortunately dis- 
abled him to give his pro mi fed a££» 
tance, without a delay, which would 
have had the worft efeds. On this 
account, his excellent colleague, Mr* 
H. Duncombe, feconded by Mr. 
Dunning, prefented the petition to 
the Houfe of Commons, on the ad' 
of April. It was at that time laid 
upon the table of the Houfe for fu- 
ture confideration ; and fince the 
meeting of Parliamentafter the Eauer 
recefs, notice has been given by Sir 
George Savile, that on the 8th of 
May. he would move the Houfe to 
refer the petition to a Committee, in 
order that proper meafures might be 
purfued to give that redrefs to the 
people, which their great and ac- 
knowledged grievances fo loudly de- 
mand- 

On the 24th of March it was le- 
folved by the General Deputation, 
That the addition of at leafl one 
hundred Members to the Houfe of 
Commons, to be chofen in a due 
proportion in the different counties 
in the kingdom of Great Britain, 
would be a meafure tending ftrongly 
to correct the grofs inadequacy in the 
reprefentation of Parliament, and the 
extenfive public evils refulting from 
it. 

On the 7th of Aprttitwasrefolved, 
That when by thepeacefui and legal 
efforts of the people, a more frugal 



management of the public parfe, and 
* more adequate reprefentation in 
Parliament mail have been obtained, 
the repeal of the fepten nial bill would 
form a ftrong harrier againft the in- 
roads of Parliamentary corruption, 
and the alarming influence of the 
Crown. 

Your Deputies had thus obtained 
the concurence of the General Meet- 
ing in refolutions equivalent to the 
proportions for a Parliamentary re* 
form^adopted by the county cf York* 
but thay were not encouraged to re* 
commend an application to Parlia- 
ment, on the ground of the proposi- 
tions. For notwithftanding the ap- 
probation of fome of the beft and 
wifeit men of this country, a difpofi- 
tion favourable to this plan of Par- 
Jiamentary reformation did not faf- 
ficiently appear in the great body of 
the Nobles, or in the Houfe of Re- 
prefentatives ; and the General De- 
putation was not fupported by the 
declared fenfe of the people, with 
fufEcient vigour to bring on the mo- 
mentous bu fine fa of a reform of Par* 
Uament. To all our molt experienced 
friends it feemed advifeable to poll- 
pone that arduous taf^ to a more 
favourable, but they truft, not a very 
diftantfeafon. Your Deputies there- 
fore ventured in this inftance to de- 
part from your inftrudiions, trufting 
that the circumftances of the cafe, 
will in your opinion be their justifi- 
cation. ; 

A refolution to diflblve the Gene- 
ral Deputation was agreed to by the 
Meeting, on the 21ft of April. 

Your Deputies have it not in their 
power to report to this Committee, 
the event ofthe petition to the Houfe 
of Commons; as their decision on 
that meafure is not yet known. Pof- 
fibly the refult may be favourable to 
your hopes ; but on the fuppotition, 
that no immediate redrefs of grievan- 
ces will be obtained in confequence 
of the Deputies petition, what (it 
may be aflced) is the advantage to the 

public 
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jftrbKc,'deri ved from thUmtafere of a . 
General Deputation? Tcrthiaqueftion 1 ; 
your Depuues trufta fatisfa&ory an-' 
fwer may be given. Itis not their 
province to pronounce ^whence *he 
prefcnt dejection of the nation pro- t 
ceeds r buc whether it : axife from*. 
the widely-extended operation of 
cbrniptfon, <Jr from the feai'.and ap- 
prehe^iflon which the enormaurpow- 
«r-of the Crown hath impreffed upon 
the people, or from other caufes 
Mended and combined with thefe ; 
it h fortunate furely thatthofe caufes 
have not produced univerfaldefpond- 
ence. In this difcouraging frtuation 
of our country, men have been found 
in every part of the kingdom, whom 
neither corruption could feduce, nor 
the frewn of power could;, terrify ; 
uho have not ceafed to point out to- 
their felIow-«fubjec"l$ the impending 
danger, and with a manly firmneis- 
to reprobate, a venal rfyftcm of Go- 
vernment. Wiiile independent men, 
fupported by large bodies, of their 
fellow-citizens, have .the virtue thus 
to refift corruption, theantient Eng- 
liib vigour has not abandoned thisl 
nation; the hope of a radical re- 
formation, cannot be ill-founded ; 
their honeft example, cannot fail to 
animate the - timorous, . to awe the 
corrupt, and gradually to reftore the 
genuine Jove of liberty, -and the 
Englifh Gcmrtitution. 

Your Deputies therefore, notwith- 
standing the prefent unfavourable 
afpecT of public affairs, do moft eur- 
ncftly exhort and conjure this Com- 
mittee,, not Ao.defpair cf the common 
weal. - No j^-Iet ' us proceed with 
unabated fortitude ; — let us call on 
our djfpirited countrymen with un- 
wearied perfeverance ; — let us warn 
them with faithful zeal to unite, in 
defence of their common richts, 
n^ainft the over-bearing influence cf 
the Crown, and the progrefs of ge- 
neral venality. The means to be 
employed to check that profligate 
fySUxu axe peaceful, orderly, and 



legal ; the eiuLitielf is juft and ne- 
cefTary, and by a l^rm and timely 
union of the people, certainly not 
unattainable. The neceflity of that 
union on the folid grounds of a Par- . 
IiamentaryreTcrmation, will-become 
ftH- mere apparent; the public con- 
fidence will follow and fupport. the . 
exertions of difmtercited men ; the 
fenfe of danger, and the growing 
diftrefles of the nation, will route 1 
the indolent, and the inconsiderate;, 
and finally unite in the public caufe, 
every clafs and defcription. of our in~ ' 
dependent feliow-fubjecls, not to- 
tally loft to every feeling of integrity 
and public fpirit.

well fpent my time, and well direct- 
ed my endeavours, at leaft to my 
own private account and feelings, 
however miferable and poor the fuc- 
cefs be which has attended thefe en* 
deavours to the public. 

«« The fubjecl of the fecond Re- 
folutlon, regarding what is fo truly 
(tiled the fcandaloufly extravagant 
loan, may poftibly lead fome men to 
judge, in part, even of the caufe of 
that want of fuccefs ; but the Houfe 
of Commons having itfelf declined 
to enter into anv investigation of an 
aiFair in which its own purity was fo 
nearly concerned, and io openly ar- 
raigned, it becomes a fimple indivi- 
dual only to mention, (what indeed 
every news-paper will tell) that the 
Miniiter's bargain was felling at the 
market at the rate of above a million 
advanced price, at the very moment 
that the Houfe of Commons, fo con- 
cerned and fo arraigned, was con- 
firming the contract.

In future and 
corrupt Parliaments, the greater the 
public calamities, the better loan, 
and the better premium it will re- 
quire to procure them to be voted 
blefiings ; and corruption and extra- 
vagance will very naturally keep 
pace with public poverty and wretch* 
ednefs. 

" I meant only to have troubled 
you with my grateful thanks, and to 
have begged you to take the earlieft 
and molt proper method of convey- 
ing them to the Gentlemen of the 
Committee, but I found it almoft 
impoflible not to advert fomewhat 
particularly to a fubjeel, which, by 
the fecondRefolution, feems to have 
ftruck the Committee, as well worthy 
their attention.

The following is another of the 
intercepted letters taken out of the 
American mail on the 29th of 

March.': 

Mr. PomeUoy, Deputy Quarter- 
Mafter General to Col. Picker- 
ing, Quart er-Mafier General, giv- 
ing a full account of the Jiate of that 
department in the Eafiern Colonies. 

Hartford \ March 25, 1781. 
" Sir, - 

I have involved myfelf in em- 
ploying artificers, fuch as fmiths, 
carpenters, coopers, packers, &c. at 
this poft, which was entirely defti- 
tute of all refources ; and now am at 
a perfect ftand for fome articles, 
fuch as iron, coal, &c. have many 
applications for fupplies for Colonel 
Hughes, which am by no means 
able to comply with, having only, 
and that with difficulty, procured 
1500 weight of junk. I have fent^ 
on -2 3 cart loads of rum arid cloath- 
ing, by requifitions from^the Aflift- 
ant Deputy Quarter-Matter of that 
State from Springfield to New* 
Burgh, and have never, from the 
beginning, 
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beginning, been furnimed with one 
farthing of cam. The orders on the 
Loan OrHce are Hill on hand, and I 
have no profpect of* their being 
fpeedily honoured. What little I 
have done has been' by very particu- 
larly addreiling the Select Men, and 
others in the Several towns, with 
whom I have opened an extenfive 
correfpondence, reprefentingthe moll 
preffing occafions, and begging their 
favourable affiftance and exertions. 

*' I have kept an afliitant conftant- 
Iy employed in riding, an expence 
we are not able to bear. Your cer- 
tificates obtain no credit with any 
one in this country ; I am fomewhat 
, at a lofs to account for it. 

" Our Government have come 
into no measures for fupplying any 
money for this department, on which 
account pray let a little money be 
ordered if poflible. 

(< I have inclofed to. Major Piatt 
an account of fums advanced a num- 
ber of conductors of ox teams em- 
ployed laft winter, as they were for 
the army at large, beg their accounts 
may be adjufted and fettled in your 
office, and the fums advanced re- 
mitted him $ they amount to . 

There are many rircumftances which 
render it extremely inconvenient for 
me to fettie their accounts. 

" The horfes in Colonel Hub- 
bard's- hands 1 have heard of, and 
agreed with Capt. Seymour, with 
Col. Hubbard's confent, to mak^ 
out a return and defcription of them 
a month ago, which he has hitherto 
neglected : it is faid there are eighty 
eight difperfed through many towns 
in Litchheld county ; by what I can 
learn, there will not be more than 
one in ten, which ever were, or will 
be proper for public fervice, and they 
were put out on fuch conditions that 
they cannot be taken out of the pof- 
feflbr's hands until the. money be 
paid for wintering them.

What 
more can be e*xpe&ed from any offi- 
cer than that, after having made 
known his fituation, he fhould facri- 
(ice his own! private opinion, and not 
difpute the will of his Commander? 
Had the Governor of Greenwich 
Hofpital, but done as much on the 
27th of July, the Navy would have 
never been infulted, by having the 
Governor of Penfacola forced back 
upon the fervice,, which he had fo 
long renounced, and placed in com- 
mands of the greateft rifque. 

At length all the (hips being come 
out, the fignal was made to form the 
line a-head on the larboard tack. . 
The enemy were before the windy 
in a line of battle abreaft; their con- 
voy going off under all the fail they 
could fet ; the *ate at which their 
men of war failed, we may eafily 
infer from their having in tow a fe- 
venty-four gun (hip without mafts. 

Here again the Governor is flop- 
ped by the Ifis. Her foretop-maft 
went over above the topfail-yard. 
He jhorttned fail for her to clear her 
wreck; this took up forty minutes. 

This is another unworthy attempt 
to miflead. It appears in the fol- 
lowing paragraph, that he not only 
(hortened fail, but that he lay too 
for thofe forty minutes. " As foon, 
fays he, as I faw the Ifis could make 
fail, / hbre up, and fet theforefatl, 
and made the fignal for the line a- 
breaft." In his eagernefs to fix cen- 
fure upon Captain Sutton, he fays, 
" that the foretop-maft went above 

the 
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the topfail,yard, which yard was not 
injured by the fall, nor was the 
fail hurt, or any other damage fuf- 
tained, to prevent the ihip from 
working, the foretopfail being clofe 
reefed and fet,'* 

Does he not know, that this cen- 
foremull recoil upon himfelf? If the 
Jfis received no damage that could 
prevent her working, where was the 
neceffity of bringing to at fo critical 
an hour? Why throw away forty. 
fach precious minutes? Every fea- 
man well knows, that the wreck 
could have been cleared as eafily in . 
ileering large as bringing to. Had 
the fleet done fo, and continued un- 
der way, the Governor would have 
found his diftance narrowed, and not 
increafed in thofe unfortunate forty- 
minutes. The great and tempting 
profpeft he mentions, would have 
prefemed.themfelves before funfet ; 
he would have wanted no excufe> no 
transferring to another the crime of 
his neglect in relinquishing the fignal 
advantages which the return of the 
day would have fccured to him. 

The enemy are reprefented as re- 
treating before the wind. It is 
not furprizing, therefore, that they 
ihould have encreafed their diftance 
in the forty minutes that our fleet 
had been laying to. The Governor, 
however, continues the purfuit ; he 
even gains upon them ; when at laft, 
looking behind him, he finds the 
Ifisperfevering in her backwardnefs, 
and that fhe and the Monmouth had 
dropt aftern between two and three 
miles. 

Let it be remembered, that this 
was the primitive patriot who would 
tout his ears to the tenderelt calls of 
nature, when oppofed to his duty ! 
who, if he were in command, would 
facrifice his own father, or his bro- 
ther, or his fon, his neareft relation, 
or his deareft friend, to the main- 
tenance of ftricl difcipline. With all 
the caufes of fufpicion which he 
would infmuate Capt, Sutton had

given him, he continues him in<om- 
mai, ', and, when leading down to 
the enemy, fuffers him to fail aftern 
near three miles, without taking any 
intermediate notice' of his own con-* 
du6t. 

Without any fuch fufpfcions,* what 
opinion /hall we conceive of the com- 
mander of a fleet, who, while draw- 
ing near the enemy/ beaten and fly- 
ing before'- them; ihould not once 
throw his eyes bark to the flate of 
his fquadron, or discover two of his 
largeft men of war, the, chief of his 
ftrength indeed, to be dropping aftern 
till they had got to the diftance of 
nearly three miles ? Such the Go- 
vernor proves to have been his own 
neglect, if we give credit to thh 
part of his letter. The great and 
tempting propped of deftroying the 
enemy lay before him, ; he was 
eagerly ftretching forwara to feize it, 
but happening to throw his eyes back, 
he found the Monmouth and Ifis ' 
.three miles aftern of him ; a circum- 
ftance which neither the Governor 
himfelf, nor any officer of his ihip 
ever faw, during the length of time 
it muft have taken to have got fo far • . 
a-head. Difcovering it, however, 
he is compelled by it to put an end . 
at once to his purfui*. He feels, in- 
deed, the bitter anguilh ; for if he 
purfued them till day-light, he had 
every fuccefs to promife to his coun- 
try. But he thought it beft to return 
to fort Praya, and to fuffer the ene- 
my to continue their voyage ; and fo 
ends the journal of his vidtory. 

I have already taken np too much 
of your room. I fhall therefore jurt: 
obferve, that as his inftruttions arc 
fecret, it is impofltble ,to difpiite the 
propriety of the reafons which he 
gives for this extraordinary determi- 
nation. And. yet it is but fair to afk 
if o,d*er fteps might not have been 
taken to prevent his charge from be- 
ing left unprotected, or in ignorance 
where to find him ? Could the enemy 
have had any other force in thole 
O feas, 
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feas, after the deftruction of Mortf. 
SuJFrein, from which his convoy 
could* have had no danger to dread ? 
Had the Governor no frigate or arm- 
ed fhip to, fpare, to conduft his 
fquadron to a place of rendezvous ? 
Thefe are queftions which, proba- 
bly, will never be anfwered.

The following 
placard has juR been pubhfhed here; 
. •' We, the States of the Province 
of Utrecht, make it krtown, that we 
have been informed, to our great 
difpleafure and indignation, that fe- 
veral ill-minded perfons, especially 
within a fhort time, inftcad of con- 
dueling themfelves in a manner be- 
coming the good inhabitants of this 
State, by leaving and trufting the 
care and direction of the public con- 
cerns of the dear country to the high 
and lawful Sovereign of thefe States, 
and thofe whom the high Sovereign 
has entrufted with any part of the 
adminiflxation thereof, and not med- 
dling in any part of it, exciting or 
fomenting divifion and difcord ; have 
prefumed, not only by malicious and 
fcandalous reports, but alfo by writ- 
ing, publiihing, and diftributing 
amcngtl the people,, pafquinades, 
fcandalous pamphlets or libels, verfes, 
prints, and other fimilar pieces, re- 
flecting on the conduct of the High 
Sovereign, or the adminiftration or 
direction of perfons in veiled with 
high or low employments, to caft 
fcandalous reflections, give malicious 
hints totally groundless, andfpringing 
fdely from a malicious fpirit of party, 
and which fome evil-minded perfons 
have dared to throw out againft his 
Serene Highnefs the Duke of Brunf- 
wick, Field-marefchal in the fervice 
of the States. And whereas all fuch 
reports, writings, &c. can only tend 
to excite and foment divifion and 
difcord, to difgrace the honour and 



reputation of people of high and in* 
ferior ranks: And whereas, efpeci- 
ally in the prefent circumftances, 
they cannot but prove very pernici- 
ous ; it is therefore expedient to pat 
an .effectual ilep to fuch upwarrant- 
able proceedings, as it has been al- 
ready attempted by ieveral former 
placards. We therefore have thought 
proper exprefsly to forbid, in the, 
moft earnell manner, and we do for- 
bid by thefe prefrnts, to write, print, 
fell, &c. any kind of libels, &c. un- 
der whatever name or tide, with or 
without author's name, or to im- 
part and difperfe about the Province, 
fuch productions done or printed a- 
broad, whether they be levelled at 
the High Sovereign, or the faid 
Duke of Brunfwick, or any other 
perfon of high or low rank employed 
in the fervice of the States, on pain 
of confifcation of fuch works, and a 
penalty of i-ooc florins each for the 
author, printer, publifher/imporcer, 
or vender thereof, for each aad every 
other offence, befides.being liable to 
fuch punifhment and correction a* 
occafion may require ; one-third of 
the faid penalty to be the property 
of the officer who ihall challenge the 
culprit, one-third to the informer, 
whofe name, if required, fhall be 
kept fecret, and the remaining third 
to the poor of the parifh where fuch 
a challenge mall take^placc. 

*' We further command all offi- 
cers and judiciaries of the towns and 
cities within this Province, ftrictly 
to adhere, and have an eye to the 
full execution of the prefent placard,, 
without \ exception or connivance. 
And that no one may plead igno- 
rance, this placard fhall be publifhed 
and polled up wherever it may be 
needful.

The following 
petition wss nrefented to the. States 
General within thefa few davs : 
" To the High and Mighty LcrJs, the 

Sta'tJ General f the United Pro- 

<vittees* 

" The under- figned merchants 
concerned 'in privateers taken by the 
English, and carried into Great Bri- 
tain, with the utmoft refpecl make 
known, that your petitioners are re- 
ceiving, to their greateft concern, 
daily intelligence from the captains, 
pilots, and crews taken on board 
fuch vefTels, and thrown into prifon ; 
that they find themfelves in the moft 
deplorable fuuation ; and that thofe 
in particular who are confined at 
Falmouth, experience the moft inhu- 
man treatment; that they juftfuraifh 
them with a fufficiency of food to 
keep them from perifhing ; and yet 
too little to afford them proper nou- 
rifhment. That, it is true, his Bri- 
tannic Majefty allows 6 pence per 
day for the fnpport of each man, 
which is about 6 fob in Dutch mo- 
ney (an allowance, which if they 
were at liberty, and in a fituation to 
purchafe their provifions at the low- 
eft price, would 'ftill be inefficient 
for their fubfiftence)— but that the 
trifle, which that Aim might have 
parchafed, was ftill greatly diminifh- 
ed by the avarice of thofe employed 
in providing them with neceflaries 
and food at the above-mentioned 
price, and that the failors were pre- 
vented frdm writing to their captains 
on this fabjec>, fo that there was no 
poffibility of the evil being redrefled, 
or of their receiving either from 
their captains, or from any other 
perfons, the fmalleft alleviation of 
their diftreffes. That beftdes thefe 
grievances, the cloaths alloted to thefe 
unhappy people by their captors 
(which varied as the heart of the 
latter poffefled more or lefs humani- 
ty) being in continual ufe; they find 
themfelves at once deftitute, both of 
neceflary food and cloathing, and 



abandoned to the mo ft terrible con- 
fequences of poverty -and extreme 
mifery, accompanied by diforders 
which will occafion them to drag on 
the remainder of their wretched lives, 
even it they mould hereafter be ex- 
changed, in fuch a ftate of Iangour 
as muft incapacitate them from earn- 
ing their daily bread, and plunge 
them into the moft deplorable dif- 
trefs to the concluiion of their days ; 
fo that there remains for thofe unfor- 
tunate men f no alternative but either 
to fink under the weight of their rmf- 
fortunes, or to remove them by en- 
tering into the fervice of England, 
and fight againft their native coun- 
try, to aflift the enemy ; an alterna- 
tive that is propofed, and urged to 
them every day in the moft preffing 
manner, J>ut which they have hither- 
to bravely refifted, with contempt. 

Nevcrthelefs, as it is not only to 
be feared, but as your petitioners 
have been pofitively informed by the 
captains of two veffels, who had 
made their efcape, (and who having 
been ftiarers, and eye-witnefles of the , 
unfortunate lot of their countrymen, 
can confirm their depofition :n per- 
fon, if it fhall pleafe your High 
Mightineftes to hear them) that pref- 
fed by the moft urgent neceiJIty, 
which is daily increafing, they will, 
to avoid periihing of hunger, be re- 
duced to an adlion which they view 
with horror ; and that they have even 
come to that refolution, in cafe with- 
in the term of a month at moft, they 
do not receive fome litigation of. 
their fufferings, by being atteaft fup- 
plied with a fufficiency of food and 
cloathing to fupport them in prifon, 
till an exchange is made, for which 
theyearneftly pray. 

" It is true, High and Mighty 
Lords, that fome patriotic and gene- 
rous citizens of this country, touch- 
ed by the unhappy fate of their 
countrymen, who have been ftripped, 
as have alfo your petitioners them- 
felves, of their lawful property una- 

O 2 wares, 
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wares, without being able to avoid 
the danger, cr to defend themfelves, 
without knowing any thing of hofli- 
lities — and in a manner contrary to 
all laws divine or human, found 
themfelves thrown into prifon, have 
afforded thofe unfortunate men all 
the afTulance in their power ; but on 
account of thejr great number, as 
well as from the difadvantages which . 
many of the richeft merchants and . 
other fubjefts have lately experienc- 
ed, the capital furnifhed, though in 
'itfelf confiderable, has afforded them 
only a fhort relief, and not a fu/Hcient 
fupply for their more important 
wants. 

Your petitioners do not doubt, 
but this frightful -pifture of the me- 
lancholy fituatio*i of ..heir country- 
men will fcufibly affect the hearts of 
your High Mightinefles, and excite 
your parental companion, to take, as 
Soon as pofiible, as the Kings of 
France and Spain have already done, 
in favour of their fubje&s, prifoners 
in England, proper meafures for the 
future iupport of thefe prifoners, to 
prevent them from finking under 
their diftrefies, or from being forced, 
by the unfupportable hardship* they 
fuffer^ to put an end to them by ac- 
cepting of the flattering offers which 
are made them, and becoming, con- 
trary to their will and inclination, 
enemies to their own country ; and 
that your High Mightinefles will ex- 
ecute thofe meafures in fuch a man- 
ner as your High Mightinefles, in an 
affair fo prefling, mail, in your high 
wifdom, judge the belt, and moil 
effectual. 

From the Amsterdam Gazette 
of the I -]th inftant. 

The following is the memorial 
which was prefented on the 8th utt. 
to the Stadtholder, by the Burghers 
of Amflerdam, and i» now made pub- 
lic. 

" Mofl illuftrious, and Serene 
Prince and Lord ! 

'* The deputies of the city of Am* 



fterdam, in the name, and by order 
of their conftituents, have the honour 
to obferve to your Serene Highnefs, 
that their faid conftituents had, with 
real concern, been informed of your 
Highnefs's difpleafure, at a motion 
made in die aflembly of their noble 
and great Mightinefles, though they 
never meant to offer you the leaft 
affront, oKgive you the leaft caufe of 
complaint. They take this oppor- 
tunity, with the greateft fatisfadion, 
to allure you thereof, in the fincereil 
manner. They flatter themfelves, 
that the arguments they have to of- 
fer, will fufiiciently explain the rea- 
fons why they did not apprife your 
Highnefs before the faid motion wis 
made in the aflembly. It would be 
very painful to them, were your Se- 
rene Highnefs to interpret their ii- 
Jence in this matter into a proof of 
xmftruft. Of this, they folemnly de- 
clare themfelves entirely innocent, 
and that they ever were felicitous to 
excite, and keep up between your 
Serene Highnefs and their city, that 
mutual confidence fo immediately 
connected with the welfare of -the 
common weal ; the motion alluded 
to being only calculated to lead- the 
way to fuch meafures as the critical 
fituatiou of affairs moft forcibly re- 
quired, for the prefervation and fafe- 
ty of the dear country; Placed at 
the head of a city uncommonly po- 
pulous, where the lower clafs'of the 
inhabitants begin to feel that po- 
verty which flows from the want of 
work : it is their duty to give the 
flrongeft proof of the deiire which 
they entertain of promoting the wel- 
fare of the country, and its good in- 
habitants, unlefs they would give up 
that authority and good order, which 
in fuch government are founded 
only on the confidence repofed in 
the rulftis and burghers, and thus 
introduce anarchy and confufi- 
on. They further obferve, that 
for a long time, efpecially fince 
the rupture with England, the 
adminiftration 
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aJminnlratton of affair's had appear- 
ed to the whole nation, equally 
flrange and mcomprehenfible, fincc, 
notwithitanding the utmoft compiai- 
fance to all the defies of the Eng- 
lifh, nothing has been received in 
return for many years, but contempt 
and the grofTeft affronts* which have 
been crowned by an open war, com- 
menced by the taking of feveral of 
qur.fhips, and the* invading of our 
foreign poflTeflions ; whilft we have 
remained defencelefs, without pro- 
viding in a fufEcient manner for the 
protection of our freedom, jaft rights, 
extenfive navigation, and juftirlable 
trade. Yet it is an undoubted fa#, 
that the members of government 
have long ago delivered it as their 
opinion, that it was above all necef- 
fary to ftrengthen" our navy, as ap- 
pears by the refolutions entered into 
in the year 1773, and aifo by the re- 
ports, petitions, and refolves for 
.building a greater number of mips 
of war, namely by the report of 
March 30th, 1779 : notwithstanding 
which, and the Iapfe of time, as well 
as the prefent complexion of affairs, 
the thirty-two mips voted for in 
April 1779, are not yet in readinefs, 
much lefs the 5 2 voted for laft year. 
Even to this day, the propofals made 
in March 1779, in the general af- 
fembly of the ftates, for the better 
protection of our ports and harbours, 
have not been carried into execution. 
" The regency of our city, and 
all the good inhabitants of the re- 
public, who chearfully pay the or- 
dinary and extraordinary taxes, have 
exprefled great furprife at fo much 
backwardnefs in complying with 
the weighty and important refolves 
of the fovereign : for it exceeds all 
belief, that the refpective admiralty 
colleges fhould be in fo wretched a 
condition as not to compleat in two 
years, the building that number of 
ftips, which they themfelves had 
agreed to> though they had money 
enough, and the neceffity hecame 
daily more urgent, * It is impoffible 



to account for fuch a neglect ; and 
above all, tfor.the, pbftacles which 
have oppofcul Cth^.ftititig outVoC jhe 
few flup3 -.whicn are Taid to"'6e* in 
compleai reojir;: ahif'n&tvtdjltftaidv. 
ing the "orders : ifloed tMit-Vo>"iKal* 
purpofe by your Serene Highnefs. 

iS As this fupine and defencelefs 
Hate, to which may be afcribed, for 
the &eft part, the calamities and mis- 
fortunes which have fallen upon, and 
daily threaten the republic ; and as 
hitherto it is not obferved that any 
fpirited meafures are taken to pre- 
vent further diftrefles, or to obviate 
thofe which we have already experi- 
enced, (without which meafures, 
however, nothing is to be expected 
Ihort of our total ruin) ; the bravo 
regents think it their indifpenfible 
duty, to enquire into the caufes of 
fuch neglects which feem unjuftifi- 
able, and aifo what remedy could be 
applied for fettling matters, fo as to 
provide for, or if poffible to effect, 
the fafety of the republic. This hav- 
ing been attempted by indirect 
means often, but fruitlefsly, and af- 
fairs being more diftrefling and cri- 
tical, it was thought neceflary to 
fhorten all delay, and take the pro- 
per fteps. From this confideration 
arofe the motion made by order of 
the regency of Amfterdam, on the 
1 8th of May laft, in the affembly of 
the ftates of Holland, and fubmitteA 
to the deliberation of the other mem- 
bers, that from thence might refult 
meafures moft advantageous and fa- 
lutary to this country. The faid 
regency is further oF opinion, that 
it behoved its members, in duty 
bound to the country and its good in- 
habitants, to make the afore faid 
motion, which they long expected 
from the faid regency. 

" Neverthelefs it is far from the 
intention of the faid regents to canfe 
the leaft difpleafure to your S. H. or 
offer to put bounds to the authority 
juflly acquired by' the Lord Stadt- 
holder, or weaken it in the leaft* On 
the contrary, the faid regents declare 
folemnly, 
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fblemnly, that they will Aipj-ort, with 
alltheir might x the^ pjefcnt conftitu- 
&ii! whkh IsrfrftlffiJiC^ly conne&ed 
wirt/"the weffare of the.- republic. 
.•jEdtfHC^MIp* tfipyiare*of opinion , that 
>8Wftg<Tfi5i*ar;irWifs"indirpenfibly 
necefiary, for the purpofe of direct- 
ing, executing, and managing what- 
ever Is incident thereto in the moll 
proper manner, to appoint a com- 
mittee confiding of regents chofen 
from the refpecliveprovinces, to affifl 
your S. H. in advice and action to 
forward the good of the republic. 
[Here follows the obfervation infert- 
ed jr> thcletterof the Dukeof Brunf- 
toick } True it is, that the fafery of 
die country ought not yet to be de- 
spaired of. Affairs are fo critically 
fituated, that the republic cannot be 
. faved without the utmoft exertion ; 
and that therefore, under your H*s 
gracious pleafure, it k neceffary to 
itrbmit to you, whether the belt 
Et*ati5 of managing rtate matters 
profperoufly, would not- be for your 
H. to call in the affiftaitce of a few 
4ele& men chofen from amongft the 
moft experienced, and diftinguifhed 
inhabitants, to advile with them, 
and affiduoufty examine what can be 
done more likely toeffettand preferve 
ijie common weal in the prefent cir- 
enrafisnees ; the faid committee to 
"be empowered, andreftrained as may. 
be moft expedient. From thence. the 
two following important points muft 
follow ; Firft, that in the prefent 
emergency,, when there is not a mo- 
ment to wafte in tedious delibera- 
tions, nothing would be neglected ; 
bat on the contrary, the ipeedieft 
methods would be purfued to exe- 
cute fuch plans as might be traced 
out. Secondly, that thus national 
confidence would be reilored, a gene- 
ral and plenary fatisfa&ion would 
prevail, and that every one, with 
eagernefs and jcy, would contribute- 
to effect the njeafure taken by the 
faperiors, whilft the very reverfe is 
now the cafe, nothing but complaints 
being lieard on the duTentions and 



fjpinenefs of* the ruling powers. 
This propofal does not only appear 
of the utmoft importance, to the re- 
gency of Amfterdam, but coincide.';, 
as there is' great reafon to think, 
with the fentiments of the principal 
members of government, in this and 
other province*. 

" Befides, nothing is more necef- 
fary than to adopt a fixed plan ; finoe 
there remains but this alternative, 
either to make up matters with Eng- 
land ; or, by the moft powerful ex- 
ertion, to bring about an honour- 
able peace/ a confummation devout- 
ly to be wiftied by all good citizens ; 
and to this end alone, without any 
further confederation, was the motion 
made, for concerting meafures with 
France in regard to ,the approaching 
campaign. Nothing is more imme- 
diately the object of the wifhes oF 
the Amfterdam rulers, than to con- 
fult with your S. H. which of the 
two is to be preferred, and by what 
means the choice, whatever it be, 
can be beft fupported: but the faid 
regents are of opinion, that however 
prevalent may be the preference 
given to conciliatory means, nothing 
lhould be left untried to put the re- 
public into fuch a fituation, as to 
have no reafon to fear the enemy, 
but that on the contrary, the United 
States may have it in their power to 
force the former to wifh for the re- 
turn of a peace, which they have 
violated with as much rafhnefs as in- 
juiticc."

liamPbere Williams, ofbisMa- 
jeffjfs Jbip Flora > to Mr. Stephens, 
dated Spitbead, "June 27, 1781. 
On the 3d of May I failed from 
Port Mahon, in company with his 
Majelty's fiiip Crefcent, with an in- 
tent to go through the gut as foon as 
polfible. 

On the morning of the 23d at day- 
light, we difcovered eight fail of 
fquare-rigged vellels to windward of 
us: about feven we plainly difcovered 
they were a Spanifn fquadron, con- 
Mingofa 74 gun fhip, four xebecks, 
aa armed (hip, and two bombs, which 
we were informed a day or two pre- 
ceding were deftined for Gibraltar. 
At the fame time the Spanifh Com- 
modore made the fignal to chace, and 
bore down upon us with his whole 
force. At nine he made another fig- 
nal, and five of his fquadr-on hauled 
op for the Spanifh iliore, while he in 
the 74, with the xebecks of 36 guns, 
continued to purfue us. About 
eleven one of the xebecks got within 
gun-fhot of the Crefcent, and a run- 
ning-fire, in which his Maj city's ihip 
received no damage, continued be- 
tween them for upwards of three 
hotrs. Between two and three in 
the afternoon, finding the Crefcent 
clcfely purfued by the xebeck, and 
apprehensive an accident might hap- 
pen to occafion her falling into the 
enemy's hands, I fhortened fail, luffed 
up, and popped with the Flora, in 
between them, giving the latter what 
guns I could bring to bear upon her; 
and when I judged the Crefcent well 
out of reach of the enemy, I made 
fail after her. I had the misfortune 
to lefc one man, and the arm of ano- 
ther, from their too great eagernefs 
in loading their gun without fpung- 
ing ic. Between four and five the 
xebeck brought to, to repair fome 
damage fhe had received from the 
Crefcent in her mails and rigging, 
and to give the Commodore, who was 



fome diftance a-ftern, an opportunity 
of coming up with her. At fix thry 
renewed the chace ; but we, altering 
our courfe in the night, faw nothing 
of them the day following. This 
event drove us back as far as Cape 
Palos, off which we cruized for two 
days. Meeting with nothing bnt 
neutral veffcli, we flood ever for the 
Barbary ihore, and taking every ad- 
vantage of the wind, arrived off Gib- 
raltar the 29th. At five, in the morn- 
ing, we brought to off the rock, to 
apprize GenrralElliot of the Spaniih 
fquadrcn. I then flood over towards 
Ceuta, in company with the Cref- 
cent, to make out two large fliips we 
had obferved at day-break to wind- 
ward of us. Difcoveringthem to be 
Dutch frigates, we prepared our (hipr 
for immediate aclion ; but the wind 
incrcafing in the gut to a ilortu, 
obliged us to wait a more favourable 
opportunity. At feven in. the even- 
ing the gale abated, and the next 
morning the feu was confiderably 
fallen. Having kept the enemy in 
fight all night, at day-break we ed- 
ged towards them, and ax five com- 
menced the a&ion, fhip againft ihip, 
within a cable's length of each other, 
which way continued without inter - 
miflion for two hcurs and a quarter, 
when our adversary flruck her co- 
lours. She proved to be the Caffor 
frigate, of Rotterdam, commanded 
by Captain Peter Mejvill, mounting 
26 twelve and 10 fix pounders; hvr 
complement confining of 230 men. 

The atfeion between the Crefcent 
and Brill, a frigate of the fame rale 
as the C alter, mounting 26 twelve, a 
fixes, and 8 four pounders, continue^ 
fome minutes longer j when an un- 
lucky fhot carrying away the main and 
mi2en mails of the Crefcent, and the 
wreck falling within board, whereby 
her guns were rendered ufelefs, and 
the ihip ungovernable, Captain Pale- 
enham, as you will obierve by the 
inciofed, was reduced to the dif- 
ngrecuble nect/Hty of finking the. 

kind's 
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King's colours. Seeing her fituation, 
we, with great difficulty, got our 
fhip's head towards her, and by that 
means prevented the enemy taking 
poffeffion of her, who mnde off in 
the belt manner they could. Had 
our difabled ftate been fuch as to 
have permitted us to hr.vc purfued, 
the bad condition of the Crefcent and 
Caflor, (both which mips made be- 
tween four and five feet water an 
hour) would have rendered fuch a 
ilep unjuftifiable. 

The fteady and refolute behaviour 
of my officers and crew on this oc- 
cafion merits my warmeft praife and 
admiration : and I hope will recom- 
mend them to their Lordfhip's fa- 
vour. 

It would be doing, injuftice to the 
merit of Captain Pakenham, his of- 
ficers, and ftrip's company, if I con- 
cluded my letter without acknow- 
ledging they did as much as men 
could do to fupport the dignity of the 
Britifh flag, till that unfortunate ac- 
cident, which deprived them of every 
means of refiftance, and the fuccefs 
that would otherwiie have attended. 
The Brill muft have received confi- 
derable damage from the Crefcent; 
her main-mail was feen to go by the 
board early in the afternoon. 

I beg you will acquaint their Lord- 
fhips, that I took upon me to recom- 
miffion his Majefty's ihip the Crefcent, 
and appointed my firft lieutenant, 
Mr. John Blight, to the command of 
her; reinftatiug the reft of the of- 
ficers; and that Lieutenant Ellery, 
fecond Lieutenant of the faii fhip, 
having fince died of his wounds he 
received in aclion, I have appointed 
Mr. Peter Creed, mailer of the Flora, 
whom I ftrongly recommended to their 
Lordfhips for promotion after the 
aclion with the Nymph, to fucceed 
him; which fleps I hope their Lord- 
fhips will approve. In my own (hip 
I have appointed Mr. John Evans to 
aft as Third Lieutenant, a young 
man who has ferved his time in the 



navy, and who is very deferving of 
promotion. 

The following is an account of the 
killed and wounded on board his 
Mayfly's frigates Flora and Cref- 
cent, and the Dutch frigate Caftor. 
Flora, ] 9 killed 

i 32 wounded. 
Among the latter is Lieutenant Pof- 
fcll of tlie marines; Mr. Stewart, 
Gunner, who I fear will not furvive; 
and Mr. Hutchinfon, Mailer's Mate, 
Eight men have fince died of their 
wounds.

67 wounded. 
Among the former is greatly to be 
regretted Captain Hayward of the 
navy, who was a volunteer in the 
Crefcent, and fell diitinguifhing him- 
felf in a moil gallant manner. The 
latter, Lieutenant Ellery, fecond of 
the Crefcent, who died a few days 
after of the wou ids he received, as 
alfo one of the feamen.

I 41 wounded. 

Among the former was their officer 

of marines. Eleven of the latter are

I am forry to add to this letter a 
circumilance which gives me infinite 
concern. 

As foon as the damages of the 
three mips were repaired in the bell 
manner we were able, which employ- 
ed us five days, we proceeded on our 
pafTage without interruption till the 
1 9th inilant ; when, early in the morn- 
ing, in lat. 47. N. long. 6. 30 W. 
being in chace of a privateer brig, 
which had dogged us all night, and 
part of the preceding day, I difcover- 
ed, upon the clearing away of a 
fquall, two fhips to windward edging 
towards me ; whereupon I veered 
fhip, and returned to the Crefcent 
and Caftor, flattering myfelf the ap- 
pearance of our force united would 
check the ardour of their purfuit ; 
but in this' I was miftaken; they flill 
continued the chace, encouraged, I 

have 
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have no doubt, by the difabled ap- 
pearance of my conforcs, and gained 
upon us very faft. Confcious of our 
want of ftrength, I did not think it 
advifeable to hazard an a&ion, and 
my officers were imanimoufly of the 
fame opinion. Each (hip therefore 
fhaped a different courfe, and about 
one o'clock P. M. I had the mortifi- 
cation to fee the Caitor retaken by 
one of the frigates, which fired a gun, 
aid hoifted French colours, though 
till that moment they had chaced un- 
der Englifh. The other frigate, not 
being able to come up with the Flora, 
bore away about three o'clock after 
the Crefcent, and as the night was 
clear, I am very apprehenfive (he 
ihared the fame fate as the Caftor. 

-When their Lordlhips reflect how 
reduced the complement of his Ma- 
jefty's mips were by the lofs of the 
killed and wounded, and from the 
number of men fent on board the 
prize, viz. 38 from the Flora, and 
nearly the fame number from the 
Crefcent, (which men wereconftantly 
employed at the pumps to keep the 
ihip free) I flatter myfelf they will 
acquit me of having acting impro- 
perly ou this occafion. 

N. B The Flora had 36 guns, and 
270 men; the Crefcent 28 guns, and 
2 00 men. 

Copy of a letter from the Honourable 
Captain Pakenham, of his Majefiy ' s 
JhipCrefcent , to Captain Williams; 
of the Fhra, dated at fea, the 30M 
cfMay, 1781. 

Sir, 
I have the mortification to inform 
you, that after an action of two hours 
and twenty minutes, the abfolute 
impbffibility of fighting longer, re- 
duced me to the diftremng extremity 
offurrendering to a Dutch frigate, of 
fuperior force, his Majeity's mip I 
had the honour to command. The 
<iilabled itate of cur opponent pre- 
vented his being able to take pof- 
ieffion ; and as the mip is retaken by 
having drifted down under your 
Vol. XII. 



protection, Irequeftyon will fend an 
officer to command her, till my con- 
duct has been investigated by a Court 
Martial. Though the quarter-deck, 
fore-caftle, and four of the main- 
deck guns were difabled, an,d our 
head-yards and fails were (hot away 
early in the engagement, I had no 
reafon to apprehend that the contelt 
would have ended fo unfavourably; 
but the wreck of our main, mizen- 
mail, and booms, filling into the 
waift, rendered ufelefs all the guns 
before the main-malt, as well as loft 
all government of the (hip; and our 
being to leeward left us no chance of 
getting on board him. In thkfitua- 
tion fhe fell round off with her (tern 
expofed with the enemy's broadfide; 
when having no guns to fight, and 
not a yard of canvas to fet, I deter- 
mined, with the unanimous advice of 
the* officers, to ftrike his Maje/ly's 
colours. The pofition which I was 
obliged to take to engage our enemy 
clofe along-fide was exceeding dis- 
advantageous with refpect to the 
other Dutch frigate, who did us fome 
material damages, by raking us in 
the courfe of the action ; we, how- 
ever, omitted no opportunity of re- 
turning her fire, when our guns could 
do any execution. The univerfal 
alertnefs and intrepidity of the King's 
officers and (hip's company, merit my 
warmed acknowledgments; and it 
concerns me exceffively to acquaint 
you, that (though no exact returns 
have yet been made) the number of 
killed and wounded mud certainly 
exceed eighty. Among the killed is 
Captain Hayward, and among the 
wounded Lieutenant Ellery ; both 
officers whofe behaviour on this un- 
fortunate occafion excites my admi- 
ration.

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M&jefifs Principal Secretaries of State y 
dated Gibraltar , June 6 and 1 1 , 1 7 8 1 . 
I have no new occurrence to re- 
port to your Lordfhip, only that on 
the 9th inflant, the enemy's labora- 
tory took fire, with firft a great ex- 
plosion, fucceeded by the burfting of 
fhells, refembling a clofe running fire 
of mufketry, intermixed with differ- 
ent blafts, for near 20 minutes, and 
followed by a conflagration which 
failed near three hours. We fuppofe 
the damage to have been very consi- 
derable, probably a thoufand fixt 
fhells, befides powder, implements, 
and flores. 

When it is calm, the gun and 
mortar boats repeat their nightly 
viiits, doing us no great harm, only 
depriving the troops fbmetimes of 
their natural reft, which is no great 
evil in this climate, as evidently ap- 
pears by the health of the garrifon.

In my difpatcb, No. 126, I had 
the honour to inform your Lordfnips, 
that Lieutenant-General Robertfon 
was upon the point of going to the 
Chefapeak to take the command of 
the troops thereJ But Major Gene- 
ral Phillips's Aid-de-Camp having 
foon ^arter arrived here with the ac- 
count of Lord Cornwallis having en- 
tered Virginia, and the melancholy 
news of Major- General Phillips's 
death, I thought it unneceffary to 



fend General Robertfon, who is ac- 
cordingly returned to this poll. As 
Lord Cornwallis will have foon been 
informed of the arrival in Chefapeak, 
of the lalt reinforcement from hence, 
and that Vice- Admiral. Arbuthnot 
was at fea, i am inclined to fuppofe 
he will of courfe proceed immediately 
againft La Fayette, who I think can- 
not efcape him, and the appearance 
of fo formidable a force in Chefapeak 
may incline feme of thefe Provinces 
to fuhmit. 

Brigadier General Howard (whofc 
ver,y fpirited and volunteer fervices 
with, the fouthern army have been 
highly meritorious) will have the 
honour of delivering this difpatchto 
your, Lordmip. And as he has a 
general knowledge of the operation* 
carrying on in Carolina, as well as 
of thofe that are probable here (con-* 
cerning which, I have had ieveral 
confidential conventions with him) 
I beg leave to refer your Lordftups to 
him for particulars.

that I had good reafen to believe » 
detachment of between 1500 and* 
2000 men had failed from New-York 
a few days before ; I now have it 
confirmed, and I think you may 
either look for them in Chefapeak or 
further iouthward. 

Your determination to avoid an 
engagement with your prefect force 
is cenainly judicious. 1 hope the 
Pennfylvruiians have begin their 
march befoie this, but 1 have have 
* no information of it General Wayne

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extraordinary powers are given to 
hifti to enable him procure provisions. 
Extra3 of a private intercepted letter 
from Gen Washington, to the 
Marquis de la Fayette, dated 
Ncw-fVindfor, May 31, 1 78 1. 
1 have ju ft returned from Weather- 
field, at which I expf&ed to have 
met the Count du Rochambeau and 
Count de Barras ; but the Rritifh 
fleet having made its appearance off" 
Block Ifland, the Admiral did not 
think it prurient to leave Newport. 
Count Roclnmbeaa was only attended 
by Chevalier Chatellux. Generals 
Knox and Duportail were with me. 

Upon a full confider3tion rf our 
affairs in every point of view, an 
attempt upon New-York with its 
prefent garrifon (which, by eftima- 
tion, is reduced to 4500 regular 
troops, and about 3000 irregulars) 
was deemed preferable to a fouthern 
operation, as we had not the com- 
mand of the water. The reafons 
which induced this determination, 
were the danger ro be apprehended 
from the approaching heats, the ine- 
vitable di&pation and lofs of men by 
fo long a march, and the difficulty 
of tranfportation; but above all, it 
was thought that we had a tolerable 
profpeft of expelling the enemy, or 
obliging them to withdraw part of 
their force from the fouthward, which 
hit would give the moll effectual re- 
lief to the States. The French troops 
are to march this way as foon as cer- 
tain circumftances will permit, leav- 
ing about 200 men at Providence 
with the heavy ftores, and ceo mili- 
tia upon Rhode Ifland to Secure the 
works. 

I am endeavouring to prevail upon 
the States to fill up their battalions 
for the campaign, if they cannot do 
it upon better terms, and to fend in 
ample and regular fupplies of provi- 
sion. Thus you perceive it will be 
fome time before cor plan can be 
ripe for execution, and that a failure 
on our part in men and fupplies may 



defeat it ; but I am in hopes that the 
States in this quarter will exert them- 
felves to attain what has long been a 
favourite, and is an important object 
to them. 

Copy of an intercepted letter from Gen* 
Washington to General Sulli- 
van, dated Headquarters, iWu;- 
Wimdfor, May 29, 1 7 8 1 . 

Dear Sir, 
I have been favoured with your 
two letters of the 2J and 17th of 
May, the former reached me at 
Weathersfield, after I had met the 
Count de Rochambeau at that place; 
from which time to the prefent mo- 
ment, my whole attention has been 
fo occupied by a variety of concerns, 
that I have been hitherto involunta- 
rily prevented from doing myfelf the 
pleafureof writingto you. 

No arguments were neceffary to 
convince me of the great public uti- 
lity, which would refult from the 
fuccefs of the plan you propofed 
laying before Congrefs; — Had I 
been unapprifed of the advantages 
which might be derived to our caufe 
from a furcefsful attempt, or even a 
powerful diverfion, in that quarter, 
the reafons you have offered would 
have carried irrefragable demonftra- 
tion with them, and induced me to be 
of your opinion. But the perplexed, 
diftrefled, and embarrafled ftate of 
our affairs, on account of fupplies, 
(with which you are well acquainted) 
the languid efforts of the States to 
procure men, and the infuperable 
difficulties in the way of tranfporta- 
tion, would, I apprehend, have ren- 
dered the fcheme (however devoutly 
to be wifhed and dpfired) abortive 
in the firft inftance. And I muft 
inform you, there is yet another ob- 
ftncle, which makes the attempt yoa 
have fuggefted aifolutely imfraSi- 
' cable, with the means you propofe, 
but which I dare not commit to paper, 
for fear of the misfortune which 
has already happened to fome of my 
letters.

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You will have feen before the re- 
ceipt of this, by my public letter to 
Congrefs of the 27rh inft. the refult 
of the deliberations of the Count de 
Rochambeau and my felf at Weather - 
field. That plan, upon the matured 
confideration, and after combining 
all the prefent circumftances and fu- 
ture piofpecls, appeared (though 
precarious) far the molt eligible ok 
any we could devife. The objeft 
was confidered to be of great magni- 
tude, and more within our reach than 
any other. The weaknefs of the 
garrifon at New-York, the centrical 
pofition for drawing together men 
and Supplies, and the fpur, which an 
attempt againft that place would give 
to every exertion, were among the 
reafons which prompted to that un- 
dertaking, and which promifed the 
faireft profpefl of fuccefs, unlets the 
enemy mould recal a confiderable 
part of their force from thf fouth- 
ward ; and even in. this cafe, the 
famemeafure which might produce 
difappointment i;» one quarter, would 
certainly, in the event, afford the 
greateft relief in another. 

White an opportunity prefents itfelf 
of (hiking the enemy a fatal blow, I 
will perfuade myfelf the concurring 
exertions of Congrefs, of the feveral 
Staes* immediately concerned, and of 
every individual in them who is well 
affedled to our cauie, will be united 
in yielding every poffible aid on the 
occafion. At this crifis, while I re- 
joice at the appointment of the Mi- 
nifter of Finance, I have fincerely to 
regret, that Minifters of the other 
departments have not alfo been ap- 
pointed, efpecially a Minifter of war. 
.At the fame time I am happy to 
learn, the mode of promotion is on 
the point of being finally eftablifhed.

Copy of a Letter from the Marquis de 

la Faystte to General Wash- 



ington, dated Wilton* north Jtde 

of James River, May 1$, 1781. 
Dfc ar General, 

Having been directed by General 
Greene to take the command of the 
troops in Virginia, 1 have alfo receiv- 
ed orders from him, that every ac- 
count from this quarter be imme* 
diately tranfmitted to Congrefs and 
to your Excellency : in obedience to 
which I mall have the honour to re- 
late our movements, and thofe of the 
combined armies of the enemy. 

When General Phillips retreated 
from Richmond, his projeel was to 
flop at Wiliiammurgh, there to col- 
lect contributions which he had im- 
pofed : this induced me to take a 
pofition between Pamunfky and 
Chickahamony rivers, which equally 
covered Richmond and fome other 
interefling parts of the State, and 
frcm whence I detached General Ne'- 
fon with fome militia towards Wil- 
liamiburgh." 

Having got as low down as that 
place, General Phillips feemed to 
difcover an intention to make a land- 
ing ; but, upon advices received by 
a veflel from Portfmouth, the enemy 
weighed anchor, and with all the fail 
they could croud haftened op the 
river : this intelligence made me ap- 
prehcnfive that the enemy intended to 
manoeuvre me out of Richmond, 
where I returned immediately, and 
again collected our fmall force. Intel- 
ligence was the fame day received 
that Lord Cornwallis (who I had been 
aflured to have embarked at Wil- 
mington) was marching thro* North- 
Carolina ; this was confirmed by the 
landing of Gen. Phillips at Brandon, 
fouth fide of James River. Appre- 
hending that both armies would move 
to meet a central point, i marched 
towards Peterlburgh, and intended to 
have eftabiifhed a communication 
over Appatamox and James River; 
I3ut on the 9th General Phillips took 
poflefiion of Peterfburgh, a place 
where his right flank being covered 
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hy James River. his front by Appa- 
tamox, on which the bridges had 
been dcltroyed in the fir ll of the in- 
. vafion, and his Jeft not being at- 
tackable but by a long circuit thro' 
fords, that at this feafon are very 
uncertain, I could not (even with an 
equal force) have got any chance of 
fighting him, unlels [ had given up 
this fiie of James River, and the 
country from which reinforcements- 
are expelled, 

Jt being at the enemy's choice to 
force us to an acTion, while their 
own pofition iniured them againftour 
enterprizes, I thought it proper to 
fliift this (ituation, jnd marched the 
greater pare of our troops to this 
place, about ten miles below R ch- 
mond. Letters from General Nafh, 
General Sumner, and General Jones, 
arepofitive as to the arrival of Colo- 
nel Tarkon, and announce that of 
Lord Cornwallis at Halifax. 

Having received a requeft from 
North-Carolina for ammunition, I 
made a detachment of 500 men un- 
der General Muhlcnburgh, to efcort 
20,000 cartridges over Appatsmox; 
and, to divert the enemy's attention. 
Colonel Gimat, with his battalion 
and four field pieces, cannonaded 
their jrofition^on this iiue the r.ver, 
I hope our ammunition will arrive 
Afe, as before General Muhlenburg 
returned, he put it in a Cafe road, 
with proper directions. 

On the j 3th General Phillips died* 
and the command devolved on Gen. 
Arnold* 

General Wayne's detachment has 
not yet been heard of; before he arr 
rives, it becomes very dangerous to 
rifk any engagement, where (eiiher 
of the Britiih armies being vaiily fu- 
perior to us) we fhall certainly be 
beaten ; and by the lofs of arms, the 
difperfion of the militia, and the dif- 
ficulty of a junction with General 
Wayne, we may lofe a lefs dangerous 
chance pf refiltance. 



Thefe confiderations have in dated 
me to think, that, with our fo very 
great inferiority, and by the advaar 
tage the enemy have by their cavalry 
and naval fuperiority, there would 
be much rafhnefs in fighting them on 
any but our own ground, and this 
fide the river ; and that an engage- 
ment, which I fear will be foon necef- 
fary, ought, if poflibJe, to be deferred 
till the Pennfylvanians arrive, whoa 
I have, by feverai ietters, requeued 
to hailen to our affiftance. 

No report has lately come from 
near Halihx, though a very active 
officer has been fent tor that purpose ; 
but every intelligence confwms, that 
Lord CornwaUis is hourly expected 
at Peteriburgh. It is true, there 
never was fuch difficulty in getting 
tolerdble intelligence as there is in 
this country, and the immenfe iupe- 
riority of the enemy's horfe renders 
it very precarious. to hazard our fmall 
parties. 

Arnold has received a fmall rein- 
forcement from Portfmoutb.

P. S. Jn juftice to Major Mitchcl 
and Capt. Muir, who were taken at 
Peterfburgh, I have the honour to 
inform your Excellency, that they 
had been fent to that place on public 
fervice.

Local impediments were thrown in 
the road from Halifax to Peterfburgh, 
and precautions taken to remove the

fome more militia might be brought 
into the £eld ; but General Greene 
and myfelf labour under the fame 
diiadvantage : the few militia we 
can with great pains colled arrive 
unarmed, and we have not iufliciency 
of weapons to put into their hand*.

Sir, 
I have jufl received the letter yoa 
did me the honour to write me, dated 
the 20th of May, together with the 
memorial inclofcd in it. I have in- 
formed you, by my letter of the 19th, 
of the refolution 1 had taken, which 
prevented my being prefent at the 
conference between General Wash- 
ington and Monf. de Rochambeau. 
The latter informed me he had ac 
quainted you with what had been 
therein decided. I had given an - 
fwers to two propofitions which M. 
de Rochambeau torefaw the Ameri- 
can General would make ; and it ap- 
pears he has approved of them : I 
ihould be defiroos, with refpeft to 
the operations, to fcllcw the memo- 
rial you have lent to me. You will 
fee my aufwers, as well as my obfer- 
vations, from what Monf. de Ro- 
cb am beau writes you I wi(h they 
may meet with your approbation. 

The Engliftifquadron has not been

The following tranfeript of the 
terms offered by Sir G. B. Rodney, 
and Gen. Vaughan, to the Ifland 
of Demerare, &c. will fhewthat there 
has been morejuftice and generofity 
in the proceedings of thefe Comman- 
ders than has been recently imputed 
to them : 

By SirG. B. Rodney, AT. 3. Ad- 
miral of the White, and Commander 
in Chief of his Majeftfs Jhips and 
<ve]Jeis employed at Barjyidoes, the 
Leeward //lands, andthefea adja- 
cent, and by the Honourable Gen ral 
Vaughan, Commander in Chief 
of his Majeftfs land forces, employed 
in the Weft-Indies, &c. 13c. 

Whereas the inhabitants of De- 
merare, and thbfe on the banks of 
the River Iffaquibo, and its depen- 
dencies, have furrendered at diicre- 
tion to the arms of his Britannic ; 
Majefty, it h hereby granted to the 
inhabitants to remain in full poffef- 
fion of their property, and be go- 
verned by their prefent laws, till his 
Majelty's pleafure is known. 

All the property, ftores, &c. be- 
longing to the Dutch Weft-Jndia 
Company to be delivered up to his 
Britannic Majefty's officers. 

The inhabitants to take the oath 
of allegiance to, and be admitted un- 
der the crown of Great-Britain, and 
will be allowed to export their pro- 
duce to Great-Britain, or the Britifh 
iflands of Tobago, and Barbadoes, 
in Britifh bottoms, and treated in all 
refpc&s as Britifh fubjedh, till his 
Majefty's is known. 

The Commandant and other offi- 
cers have leave to go to Holland in 
a cartel, taking with them all their 
effects of whatever nature. The 
troops to have the fame indulgence. 
Given under our hands at St. 
Euafttius, this 14th day of 
March, 1781.

The Ame- 
rican confederation, which has hi-. 
therto been confidered by feveral as 
imperfect, his at laft been confo- 
lidated by the acceffion of the State 
of Maryland, to the articles of con- 
federation refolved upon on the cth 
of Dec. 1777. This event is the 
more important, as it entirely anni- 
hilates all the hopes that Great-Bri- 
tain- may as yet have entertained o£ 
feeing her former colonies return un- 
der her dominion. In confequence 
thereof, Congrefs has paiTed the fol- 
lowing refohstion : 
In Qottgrefs, the \ft March ^ 178 1. 

" Puriuant to the order of the 
dav, the Hon. John Hmfon, and 
Daniel Carrol, delegates from the 
State of Maryland, authorifei by an 
zitl of the legii'lHcive body of that 
State, entitled, " An Aft to im- 
povvtr the delegates from this States 
in Congrefs to iign and ratify the 
Article: of Confederacy ;" which act 
was read in Congrefs on the izth of 
February lait, and a copy thereof 
entered on the minutes, have in the 
name and on behalf of the faid State 
of Maryland, figncd and ratified the 
faid Articles of Confederacy; in 
corriequence of which the confedera- 
cy, of tfie United States of America 
is become complete and perfect ; 
each and every of the Thirteen 
United State?, from New Hamp- 
ihire to* Georgia, both inclufive, 

.having 
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having adopted jhe faid Confederacy, 
and having ratified the fame by their 
delegates in Congrefs. 
(Signed) Cha. Thompson.

It was thereupon refolved, That 
notice of this compleat and final ra- 
tification of the faid confederacy be 
lent to the refpective Miniilers of the 
States, with inductions to commu- 
nicate the fame to the feveral courts 
of Europe, at which they refide.

Your feveral favours of April 3d, 
with -J7thi 23d, and 31ft, arc at 
hand, and I am at a lofs what to fay 
to you on the fubjeel: of the negociar 
tion which you formerly pro po fed. 
Since Tuefday laft the old cmifiions 
have not the leafl circulation in this 
ftate, and in addition to the fum ap- 
propriated to purchafe bills for you, 
I have upwards of 50,000 dollars 
©i~ that money by me. The 3000 
dellars which I fent to Mr. Otis, were 
by his attention, fortunately ex- 
changed at 75. They were fent in 
a letter, and confifled of new money, 
for the fake of an eafier tranfpor- 
tation, which circumftance probably 
promoted the exchange, although 
there was no difference between the 
new and old emiulon, at the time of 
their being fent. I have defired Mr. 
Otistodelivcrthefpecie to Mrs. Lo- 
vely and being informed of her want 



of m'oney, before the reef ipt of yoto 
letter which propofed a mode of fup- 
ply, I obtained a grantof 100 new- 
dollars c* Thurfday laft, and defired 
the Secretary to deliver her the war- 
rant. I have adopted feveral modes 
to put ojflF both your money and my 
own* and have hitherto failed f as the 
entire flagnation there has deterred 
the agents of feveral privateers, and 
other vefTels in which I am concerned, 

. from receiving it at prefent ; but the 
court have determined that the rate 
eftablifhedby the Judges, of 75 for 
one, fhall continue until the 30th of 
June next, unlefs otherwife ordered 
by the new Aifembly, and I am in 
hopes that the apprehenftons of the 
people will io far fubfide, as to en- 
able me to accomplifh my purpofes ; 
be that as it may, you may be aflur- 
ed that nothing mall be wanting on 
my part to Carve the intcrefl of your- 
feif and your amiable friend. Is it 
not-high time for the people to know 
oil what principles the continental 
currency is emitted ? If each ilate 
is at liberty to comply or not with 
the requifition of Congrefs, there is 
an end of your paper enriifions, and 
the fooner they fubJide the better, 
for the continuance of them can only 
tend to deftroy the little confidence 
which the people have. in the public 
credit. This llate have purfued mea- 
fures to comply with the recommend- 
ations of Congrefs of the 28th of 
March, 1780, but other flates neglect 
them, and Pennfylvania and Con- 
necticut continue their ftate emif- 
fions Had the other ftates patted 
laws for calling in the old currency, 
this fudden fall and flagnation there- 
of, which were without thelealtpre- 
vious notice, could not have happen- 
ed; but the inhabitants of this ftate, 
I prefume, are intended by the other 
ftates to be the victims of violated 

faith and credulity, for fuppofing, 
ftnee the completion of the confede- 
racy, that Congrefs have a power to 
regulate the currency ; the fiate have 
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aeled on that principle, and by means 
thereof are loaded with the propor- 
tions of old currency which ought 
to have been funk by the other ftates. 
A queftion has arifen in the houfe, 
relative to what (hall be done under 
thefe circumftances. Shall the court 
determine totake into the treafury 
only fuch a Aim as is fufficient to 
complete this ftate's quota of the two 
hundred million, and let the refidue 
remain in the hanas of the holders to 
be totally loft, or redeemed at a 
greater depreciation from the new 
currency than forty for one ? Should 
this be adopted, it will raife fuch a 
flame in the government, that the 
nolders will probably help themfelves 
to public property wherever they can 
find it, and ever after refufe the pa- 
per of therftate as well as of the con- 
tinent. Should the old currency 
then be a tender and taken for taxes 
whilft any remains in the ftate, and 
feall the furplus (of our quota) be 
paid at forty for one in lieu of _ the 
new money which may be required 
to fupply the continental treafury ? 
This y undoubtedly expedient, and 
the only mode left to this ftate to fe- 
cure its citizens from the ruin threat- 
ened by the negleft of other ltates, 
already mentioned. 

The meafure is alfo juft with re- 
refpett to the other ftates, for each 
fliOuld have redeemed its proportion 
of the old, and furnifhed its quota of 
new money for carrying on the war ; 
and if one ftate is compelled to re- 
deem double its proportion of old, 
the ftate that finks none of it is in 
juftice bound to furnifh a double pro- 
portion of new money. If an im- ' 
mediate attention is paid to this mat* 
ter, and Congrefs ihould aflfure the 
ftates that have fupported its mea- 
fures, that all Aims collected in old 
currency; above their quotas of thofe 
emiffions, ihall be received in part of 
payment of the requifitions for new 
money, at the rate of 40'for one, I 
have no doubt that the people will

Mrs. Lovell mentioned to me a 
fimilar circumftance to what you 
hint, refpecting the detention of your 
letters, which convinces me that the 
bearer did not attend to the intereft 
of his friend fo minutely as he did to 
his own. Had the letters been fea- 
fonably delivered, the money would 
undoubtedly have been invefted in 
bills, at 60 for one ; but it will an- 
fwer no good purpofe to regret the 
general want honour, when intereft is 
concerned.

** On the 27th, we arrived at 
Rigden's Ford, twelve miles above 
this, and found the enemy then lay 
at Ramfey Mill, from which it was 
imagined trey meant to make an at- 
tack; our baggage was accordingly 
left under proper guard in our rear, 
and the army put in motion with- 
out lofs of time ; but we found the 
enemy had croffed fome hours before 
our arrival, and with fuch precipita- 
tion, that they Jeft their dead ud- 
buried on the ground. Our men had 

fuffered 
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fuffered forwant of provisions in this 
exhauited part of the country, that 
many of them fainted on their march, 
and the difficulty of procuring any 
immediate iupply prevented our far- 
ther purfuit. The enemy are on the 
route to Croft-Creek and Wilming- 
ton. 

" From undoubted information 
we learn, the enemy's loft, in the bat- 
tle at Guildford, amounted to 633, 
'exciufive of officers, and motr of their 
principal officers were either kilied or 
wounded 

** Nothing but bioodand flaught?r 
has prevailed, among the Whigs and 
Tories, and their inveteracy againil 
each other muit, if it continues, de- 
populate this part of the country. 
; " Since we re-crofled the Dan ri- 
ver, we have taken at different times 
upwards of. J20 Britifh prifoners, and 
feveral officers, 

*' The enemy left 70 of our 
wounded, who had fallen into their 
hands in the action of the 19th, be- 
hind them ; except thefe they have 
taken but few prifoners ; not fo many 
as we took of theirs, notwithstanding 
they kept the ground. 
Extract rf a letter from Camp^ dated 
May 15, 1781. 

" This will inform you of my 
ariival at Head-quarters. No move- 
ments has taken place in the army 
fince. I am forrow to inform you of 
-the furprize upon Colonel Green tak- 
ing place the night before laft, near 
Croton river, by 150 Englim dra- 
goons. The furprize was really corn- 
pleat, but our lofs was not fo great 
as we might have expected from the 
mannerof theattack. Colonel Green, 
Major Flagg, two fubalterns, and 
twenty-feven privates were killed ; 
many more were wounded and mif- 
fing ; his party confifled of about 
300. Our laft account from the 
louthward, was by exprefs from the 
Marquis the day before yellerday, 
who informs tu, he was within twelve 
cwlcsof the Englilh army, command- 



ed by General Phillips, confciUng 
of 2000 men ; he was then in full 
march to join Baron Stuben and 
Gen. Mughlenburgh, each of them 
had 1000 militia," 

JWiv Torky "June 5. Sunday morn- 
ing lail tue Providence brig, in hit 
Majelly's iervxe, of 12 guns and 56 
men, Lieutenant Vardiu, Comman- 
der, arrived here from Penobfcot, in* 
eight days. The 28th ult. he took, 
and has brought in with him the brig 
Fanny, Woodbury, mafter, from 
Beverly, from Hifpaniola, loaded 
with fifh and lumber. 

The fame day alfo a cartel arrived 
here from Bofton with prifoners ; 
among them was the mate of the flap ' 
James and Rebecca, Capi. Harden* 
from Liverpool for this port; hefailed 
the 27th of March, but on the 28th 
of April, lat. 40, long, 39, was taken 
by the American privateer FrankHn, 
of 1 6 guns, after a hot engagement 
of tv*o hours ; but five day* after, the 
James and Rebeck was retaken by an 
Englilh man of war, and the privateer 
with difficulty efcaped. 

A number of whaleboats from 
Connecticut got intothe bay at Blue* 
Point lait week, and took off one 
boat, plundered fome others, and 
robbed feveral people afhore of con- 
fiderable property : this foon obliged 
a .party of the milicia to follow the 
crews of four boats down to the canoe 
place, where they lait Thurfday 
morning furprized them taking thtir 
reft, killed one, wounded another, 
and made the whole party prifoners, 
and brought off the four boars, with 
thirty (tend of arms, &c. Part of 
the prifoners are .now in the Sugar 
houle. 

Thurfday arrived the letter of 
marque fhip laTherefa, Capt. Stout* 
of 20 guns, in 30 days from Moranc 
Bay, Jamaica, with a. cargo of rum 
and fugar. She failed in company 
with his MajeftyV frigate Licorne, 
the Hon. Thomas Cadogan, Efq. 
and the Du Grey, John Fifli, Efq. 
commanders; 
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commanders ; alfo the Pelican, and 
the Grenville packet, in which went 
paflengers fever al refpectable gentle- 
men. 

The Therefa fell" in with feveral 
Britilh fhips of the line, and many 
fmaller armed veflels off the coafl of 
St. Domingo; fhe fpoke with no 
other vefiel until laft Tueiday even- 
ing, uppn the edgeof foundings, when 

the American privateer George,. 

Chaplain, mafter, or" ten carnage 
guns, and thirty-five men, bore down 
upon her. Capt. Stout houfed his 
guns until the American vefiel came 
under them t he then fired, and ob- 
liged her to ftrike. She belonged 
to Rhode-ifiand, from whence fhe 
failed laft Friday. 

We have been favoured with the 
following late Refolution of Con- 
grefs : 

" Refolved, That the Prefident 
tranfmit the thanks of the United 
States in Congrefs aflembled, to the 
Count Dh Rocha^beau, and the 
Chevalier Destouches, comman- 
ders of the army and fleet fent by his 
Moifl Chriftian Majefty to the fuccour 
of his Allies, for the zeal and vigi- 
lance they have on every occafion 
mariifefted to fulfil the generous in- 
tentions of their fovereign, and che 
expectations of thefe States ; that he 
prefent their particular thanks to the 
Chevalier Destouches, and the 
officers and men under his command, 
for the firmnefs, bravery, and good 
conduct, difplayed in the late ( enter- 
prizeagainft the enemy atPortfmouth 
in Virginia, in which, although the 
accompiifhment of the object was 
prevented by unforefeen events, the 
arduous conteft fo gallantly and ad- 
vantageoufly maintained on the i6tti 
cf March laft, ofF the Capes of Che- 
fapeak Bay, againft a fuperior Britifh 
ileet, does honour to the arms of his 
Mod Chriftian Majefty, and is a hap- 
py prefage of decifive advantages to 
the United States." 



From the New-Jersey JotiRr^AL. 
Ne<w-Jerfey t May 25. The foU 
lowing is a copy of an intercepted 
letter from a lcyalift in New-York 
to his friend in London, which was 
found on board a tranfpert taken by 
the French and carried into L'O- 
rient: 

'** This country is not to be re- 
duced to obedience by arms ; it muft 
be done by an intereft in Congrefs, 
and getting a majority there. I am 
very glad to have an opportunity of 
informing you, that although the 
Crown has loft Mr. Galloway, it has 
acquired at leaft as a£>ie and faithful a 
friend in theperfon of Mr. Scott, De- 
legate from New-York, who, in order 
to divide the Congrefs, laid claim in 
behalf of New- York to a large coun- 
try, called Vermont, fituated between 
Albany and New-England ; it pro- 
perly is under New-Hampfhire, but 
the Maflachufett's think they have a 
right to it, and New-Yor^, by means 
of Mr. Scott, peremptorily lays claim 
to it. 

*• The inhabitants of that fertile 
country have rapidly become very 
nu mere-us, and call themfelves inde- 
pendent. Though Mr. Scott lays 
his claim for New- York, yet he is, 
at the fame time, by direction from 
the Crown, forming a fcheme with 
the Governor of Canada for perfuad- 
ing the people of Vermont to put 
themfelves under that great Province, 
being very near and convenient to it. 
If Mr. Scott's fcheme takeseftea, the 
Crown will be clofe to the borders of 
New-England and New-York, and 
in a very fruitful country as well as 
very populous ; for be afiured that the 
whole country will much rather join 
the Crown, than be fubje&s to any 
of the rebel colonies ; this will be 
plunging an enemy in the heart of 
them ; but this able and loyal fubjeft 
muft be fupported, and there is no 
carrying a point here without mo- 
ney. However, if he fails in this, I 

am 
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am confident that he will, 'by being 
in Congrefs, render the crown great 
fervice on other occafions."

New-York^ June 6. This day ar- 
rived here, Ebenezer Hathaway, and 
Thomas Smith, who, on the 1 8th of 
May.laft, made their efcape from 
1 Simlbury Mines, after a mofl gal- 
lant flruggle for their liberty. Thefe 
men declare, that they were two, of 
eight, belonging to the privateer 
boat, Adventure, which was duly 
commhTioned, &c. that they were 
taken in Huntingdon Bay, ofF Long 
Ifland, on the 7th of April, by feven 
rebel whale-boats, manned with 73 
men, and that night carried acrofs 
the Sound to Stanford, in Connec- 
ticut ; that the next day they were 
carried to what they called head quar- 
ters, before General Waterbury, who, 
with the air of a demagogue, ordered 
them to Hartford gaol, and told the 
guard they had his liberty to ftrip 
them even of their cloaths remaining 
on their backs, but the captors had 
already itripped them ; there they . 
Jay on the 27th following, when 
their trial came on before the fupe- 
rior court, and directed to ple^d Not 
Guilty; but aware of their knavifh 
tricks, they declared themfelves Bri- 
tish fubjecls, and refufed to plead 
either guilty or not guilty ; there- 
fore they were ordered to Newgate 
gaol, or rather to that inquifition, 
Sirnfbury Mines, which, from the 
following defcription, exceeds any 
thing amongft their allies in France 
or Spain. 

Thefe poor unfortunate victims 
relate, that they were taken from 
Hartford gaol, and marched under 
a ftrong guard to Simfbury, diflant 
about 74 miles. In approaching to 
this horrid dungeon, they were firft 
conduced through the apartments of 
the guards, then through a trap- 
door down flairs into a room half un- 
^er ground, from thence into ano- 



ther, on. the fame floor, called 'the 
kitchen, which was divided by a very 
ftrong partition door. , la the corner 
of this outer room, and near to the 
foot of the ftair, opened another large 
trap-door, covered with bars and 
bolts of iron, which they call Hell ; 
they there defcended, by means of a 
ladder, about fix feet more, which 
led to a large iron grate or hatch- 
way, locked down over a fhaft of 
about three feet diameter, funk 
through the folid rock, and which* 
they were told led to the bottomlefs 
pit. Finding it not poilible to evade 
this hard fate, they bid adieu to the 
world, and defcended the ladder 
about 38 feet more, when they came 
to what is called the landing ; then 
defcending about 30 or 40 feet more, 
they came to a platform of boards 
laid under foot. Here, fay they,. 
we found the inhabitants of this woe- 
ful manfion, who were exceedingly 
anxious to know what was going on 
above ; we told them that Lord 
Cornwallis had beat the rebel army, 
with which they feemed fatisfied, 
and rejoiced at the good news. 

They were obliged to mak£ ufe 
of pots of charcoal to difpel the foul 
air, which, in fome degree, is drawn 
off by the means of a ventilator or. 
auger-hole, which is bored from the 
furface through at this fpot, faid to 
be 70 feet perpendicular. Here< 
they continued 20 days and nights, 
refolvcd however to avail themfelves 
of the fir ft opportunity to get outj 
although they mould lofe their lives 
in the attempt. Accordingly, ou the 
1 8th aforefaid, 18 of them being let 
up to the kitchen to cook, they found 
means, to break the back of the door, 
which kept them from the foot of the 
ladder, leading up to the guard- 
room ; they now' doubly refolv- 
ed *o make a pufh, mould the. 
door be opened, which fortunately 
was the cafe about ten o'clock at 
night, to let down a prifoner's wife 
who had come there, and was .per- 
mitted 
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* Hutted to fee him* Immediately they 
ieized the fortunate moment and 
xuftied up; but. before any but one 
got out, the door was clofed down 
on the reft, and he, the brave Cap- 
tain Hathaway, who commanded the 
adventure, fkuffled with the whole of 
them for a few minutes, and was 
■wounded in three different places, 
when he was nobly icconded by his 
trufty friend Thomas Smith, and af- 
terwards by the others ; tlv-ry then 
advanced upon the guard, confining 
©f 24 in number, and took the whole 
prifoners, which was no iooner ac- 
compliihcd, than they brought their 
companions from cue or the bottom- 
lefs pit, and put the guard down in- 
to their room ;- then marched off 
with their arms and ammunition, but 
were foon afterwards obliged to dif- 
perfe. 

. This we the fubferibers declare to 
be the way which we, and many 
Others of the king's loyal -fubjefts, 
vulgarly called Tories, are treated 
in Connecticut.

In future, the interpreters of our 
fentiments fhall be our cannons; by 
thefc means we lhall avoid all politi- 
cal difputes, fo faftidious and dif- 
gufting in themfelves, and which are 
more in the department of ambafla- 
dors than of foldiers.

LETTER I. 
On the expediency of an equal A s E s s - 
. ment of the Land Tax and f 
making all ne t w public loan$ of money 
fubjeft to thefaid tax. 
It feems to be an indifputable 
maxim, founded both o*h equity 
and good policy, that, when taxes 
are neceffary to the exigencies of the 
ftate, perfons potfefted of equal in- 
comes ih'o old contribute equally to- 
wards them. And, whenever this 
maxim is departed from, even tho* 
the ground of fuch departure maybe 
juftby virtue of fome original com- 
pact in favour of the perfons who pay 
Iefs than their (hare of the public 
taxes, it is Aire to create fome jea- 
loufy and uneafinefs in the other 
members of the ftate, and thereby 
to render the property fo exempted 
fomewhat lefs fccore than it other- 
wife would be. 

We have, indeed, in our go- 
vernment, twoftriking in fiances of a 
departure tfrom this prudent and 
equitable maxim, which are . fre- 
quently the fubjecls of very great 
complaints i I mean, the Iharnefully 
unequal afleflment of the land tax 
on the lands and houfes of the -king- 
Vol/XIL 



dom, and the total exemption of all 
the intereft of the public funds from 
that and every other tax. By the 
unequal afleflment of the land tax, 
fome people pay more^han four 
(hillings in the pound t amm the rents ; 
of their lands, while bfflers pay only 
eight-pence or nine-pence, or in 
fome places, (as the two northern 
counties and the new buildings at 
Marybone) not more than four-pence 
upon theirs. And this is done by 
a£b of parliament renewed every 
year, and not by any permanent and 
original act of parliament thatcouhi 
beconiidered as a plighting of the 
national faith to the purchafers of 
land, that their lands fhould always 
be taxed according to the rule of af- 
feflment then obfervec!.'' On 'the 
contrary, the perfons who have been 
lightly taxed have always feared, and 
thofe who have been heavily taxed . 
have always hoped, that the parlia- 
ment would, one day or other, have, 
a fufficient regard to jufticc to cor- . 
reel this grofs inequality, and to ira- 
pofe the land-tax, or an equal tar 
upon land antl money according to a 
new and equal afleflment; pr rather/ 
indeed, according to a certain pro-' 
portion of the rents received by eve- 
ry man j or, if the Iarid ts kept in 
the owner's hands, of *the re'nts 
which were received' for "ft " whein it 
was lait lett, or which it might eafily 
be lett for, in the judjwnj&t" of the 
commiinoners of the land-tax; as is 
done, if I miftake not, In; th^ cafe of 
the late .houfe-jaiiji Afcd- (tfey all 
have hoped, at rinieY, °^3if¥h; 'now, 
I believe^ t^at/hogeJFa^rf 1 end) 
that the land-tax : W6uld ^fie^uced 
to two 'milling^iff^Jfc' jtein^di: and 
fometirnes everi'that : i^woifRf ^Be in- 
tirely taken off, cfr /-(ta ffifci; more 
corre^ly) permitted to e^re' with- 
out being re-impofird ;*aVTam7 fully 
perfuaded it might JraviTbeen, if 
.prudent and economical meafures 
had heerlpu'rfued'by'oftr feveral mi- 
nivers -of ftate for theft Iaft forty 
S * ' ' • • * years, 
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years, and both 'this and the two laft 
wars had been avoided. There is, 
there/ore, as T apprehend, no weight 
irithe reafoning of thofe who fay that 
fuch a corre&ion of the inequality of 
ttie land-tax would be unjuft with 
refpeft to thofe purchafers of land 
who have bought their land at a 
greater price than they otherwife 
would have done, upon an expecta- 
tion that the land-tax would conti- 
nue to be raifed according to the 
then prefent mode of afleflment. 
The nation is nttt bound to continue 
in the prattice of impofing this tax 
unequally, becaufe thefe gentlemen 
have flattered themfelves that they 
would do fo. 

I am the more confirmed in 
this opinion of the injufttice of 
continuing the land - tax on its 
prefent unequal footing, becaufe it 
was that of Dr. Benjamin Franklin, 
whom I confider as one of the moft 
judicious and wifeft men now living 
upon earth, and of whofe talents we 
now feel the force, flnce, by our at- 
tacks upon the charters of the Ame- 
ricans, and our other alarming atts 
of authority againft them, we have 
driven him to employ them again ft 
us. This truly great man ufed al- 
ways to quote the continuance of the 
land-tax upon -iti prefent very une- 
qual footiug, as a proof of the little 
regard that was „ had to juftice and 
common. fenf# in our national deli-' 
Iterations. And I remember once in s 
particular, that when it was faid that 
lome people thought the correction 
of this inequality would be unjuft 
with refpeft to thofe who had pur- 
chafed land uppn a fuppofuiqn of its 
continuance, he replied with fome 
quicknefs," Unjuft 1 yes, it would be 
unjuft ; for i£ 'would be doing but 
half of what ftri&, juftice would re- 
quire*; which; would be tp create a 
counter -'inequality 1 in the aftefTment 
of the land- tax, whereby the lands 
which had been heavily taxed mould - 
hereafter be taxed lightly, and thofe 



which had been lightly taxed fhoufd 
hereafter be taxed heavily, for the 
fpace of about fourfcore years, or for 
a time that mould be equal to the 
time during which the prefent une- 
qual afleflment had been permitted 
to continue.*' This counter ine- 
quality he, perhaps, would not fe- 
rioufly have wifhed to fee eftablrfh- 
ed ; but, I think, that manner of 
expreffing himfelf ihewed ftrongly 
his opinion of the propriety of an 
exaft equality fjr the future, and 
his contempt of the arguments de- 
rived from its fuppofed injury with 
refpeft to purchafers. 

But, I have already dwelt fo 
long upon this fubjedt, that I am 
afraid you will not have room for 
what I meant to ciFer concerning the 
other, which was the exemption of 
the intereft of the public debts from 
the land-tax and all other taxes, and 
the inconveniencies thence arifing to 
the public. This, therefore, I mail 
make the fubjecl of another letter.

LETTER II. 
I confidered in my laft letter the' 
propriety of correcting the iirft of the 
two great inflances of a deviation 
from the rule of equal taxation in 
our government, namely, the une- 
qual aJTeflinent of the annual tax on 
land. This deviation, I apprehend, 
may, and ought to be, correfted in, 
the next land-tax aft that fhall be 
patted, there being ho valid or juft 
objection to be^ made to fuch correc- 
tion. But the cafe is different with 
refpeft to the intereft of the national 
debt. This cannot be made fubje6l 
to the land-tax without a direct 
breach of the national faith to the> 
proprietors of it, there being an ex- 
press claufe in the afts by "which the 
fevsral loans that conftitute this debt 
have been eftablifhed, which pro- 
vides that the feveral annuities 
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granted to the perfons who have ad- 
vanced the money to the govern- 
ment, fhall be clear and free of all 
taxes and duties whatsoever. And 
the money fo advanced to govern- 
ment has been advanced at a lower 
rate of interefiin confequence of this 
claufe. And much ©fit, i believe, 
has been lent to government, in the 
warofi74i, at the moderate inte- 
reit of about four per cent, which, if 
i: had been left fubjefl to the land- 
tax (as all other perfonal cftate is, 
according to the itritt letter of the 
land-tax acts, though, from the dif- 
ficulty of coming at it, the tax is 
feldom actually paid upon it ;) could 
not have been obtained for lefs than 
five per cent.' The owners of this 
debt may be therefore faid to have 
paid the land-tax upon it in the very 
act of lending it on the terms pro- 
pofed to them, fince, in confideration 
of their exemption from that and 
other taxes, they confented to take 
four, inftead of five, per cent, for 
their money. Neverthelefs, in pro- 
cefs of time, thefe original compacts 
grow to be in a manner forgot by the 
generality of mankind, who are apt 
to confider this exemption of the 
flock-holders from paying the land- 
tax, as an unjufl diftinction in their 
favour : and the land-holders in ge- 
neral are apt to hold this language, 
partly, perhaps, from ignorance of 
the aforefaid original claufe of ex- 
emption, and partly from the bias 
of ielf-intereft, which makes them 
wiih to fee the flock -holders bear a 
(hare of the Dnrthen which they la- 
bour under, whether they have, or 
have not, been fo exempted. I have 
known men pf very good under- 
flandings and education talk in this 
manner/and,' when told of the faid 
claufe oif exemption , in the Several 
ac\s of.parliament for borrowing the 
faid poney, either refufe to believe 
'that there is fuch a claufe, or, if con- 
vinced' of the exigence of it, deny its 
efficacy and Validity, in point of 



* juflice and good policy, to entitle 
the flock-holders to be fo exempted. 
This opinion and inclination in the 
land-owners of the kingdom, and 
perhaps in other claftes of men that 
are not themfelves flock-holders, 
certainly contributes to make the 
public funds lefs fecure than they 
would be, if they had not been fo 
exempted in their firil eftablifliraent, 
but had been left liable-like all other 
property, both real and perfonal, to 
pay their proportion of the land-tax : 
for then, as all would conflantly and 
vifibly have contributed at the fame 
time to the relief of the exigencies of 
the ftate, the land-holders would 
have had no pretence to grudge the 
flock-holdtrs the enjoyment of the 
intercft of their money, which woufd, 
in every view, be as much their right- 
ful property as the rents of freehold 
land are the property of their refpec- 
tive owners. 

This I muft however confefs, 
appears to me to be a matter of fo 
much importance to the fecurity of 
the public funds (which depends } n 
a con/iderable degree on the opinion 
the nation at large entertains of the 
juflice of continuing them) that I 
mould be ready, with refpect to my 
littleproperty in them, to give up my 
right to the faid exemption, and - 
make it liable <o pay the land-tax at 
that which may* be fuppofed to be 
the medium rate at which it is levied 
upon the lands of the kingdom, 
which I have heard people, eftimate 
about eighteen pence in the pound, 
or at moil two millings, when the 
land-tax is called four millings in 
the pound, or (to fpeak more cor- 
rectly) when the fnm raifed by the 
land-tax in England and Wales, (ex- 
cluiive of Scotland) is about two 
millions : for it is fuppofed that an 
equal aflHTment of the land-tax „in 
England and Wales at ^eighteen- 
pence or two millings in the pound, 
would raife the faid fum of two 
millions. This, therefore, would be 
S 2 the 
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the rate at which property in the 
public funds ought to be charged to 
the land-tax, if it could, withjuftice 
and the prefervatibn of the national 
faith, be charged to it at all. And 
at this rate, I fay, I would freely 
confent to have my property . there 
charged, notwithflanding my afore- 
faid right to an exemption, if all the 
other proprietors of flock, or a great 
majority of them, were willing to do 
the fame: And this not fo much from 
a motive, of public fpirit (though I 
hope that motive is not without its 
influence) as from a defire of render- 
ing the remaining part of the iiuerefl 
due to me, the eighteen-fhillings and 
fix pence in the pound, more fecure: 
For then nothing but the moft 
fhamelefs and bare-faced injuf- 
tlce could ever prompt any land 
holder to wifh for or encourage 
any attempt to get rid of the pub- 
lic debt by any other method than 
that of fairly paying it off. But 
fuch a general confent of the 
flock-holders to let their flock be 
made liable to pay the land-tax, is 
what we can hardly expect to be; 
more efpecially as many of them are 
foreigners, refident in Holland and 
Switzerland, who will probably con- 
ceive themfelves to be no way oblig- 
ed to pay taxes for the fupport of 
our government. And to fubjecY 
their flock to the land-tax by aft of 
Parliament, without their confent, 
or even with the confent of fome, 
but not all of them, would undoubt- 
edly be a breach of the national 
faith, and an aft of bankruptcy, 
pro tanto* With refpeft, therefore, 
to the immenfe public debt already 
fubfifling, I do not expect or wifh to 
fee any endeavours ufed by public 
authority to carry this meafure, of 
making it liableto the land-tax, into 
execution. But with refpeft to the 
loans of the prefent year, and of the 
following year, (if more fuch are to 
be expected,) I mult own J fhould 



like to fee it tried, ft would cer- 
tainly have the good effect of in- 
creafing the fecurity of the people 
fo fent, for the reafon already fug- 
gefled : and it would be no immedi- 
ate diminution of the interefl re- 
ceived and enjoyed for the money fo 
lent, becaufe the interefl which would 
be given by government for the mo- 
ney when liafble to this tax, would 
be proportionably greater than if 
lent under a claufe of exemption- 
And yet government would be no 
lofer by it, fince it would receive 
back in the fhape of ataxon the faid 
interefl the additional in tereftit would 
be obliged to give on this account. 
This, it may be faid, is mere trifling 
and doing nothing, fince you give 
with one hand what you take back 
with the other. But the advantage 
refulting from it is this: the land- 
holder, and the flock-holder, whofe 
flock is originally made liable to this 
tax, will ever after run the fame 
fortune, and experience the fame 
increafe or diminution of the -in- 
comes, as the affairs of the flate are 
profperous or unfortunate. If, con- 
trary to all prefent appearance, the 
land-tax fhould ever again be lefs 
than four fhillings in the pound, the 
flock-holder upon this new eftablifh- 
ment would enjoy a proportional di- 
minution of the tax upon his pro- 
perty: and, on the other hand, if it 
fhould become necefTary, in the courfe 
of this moft ruinous and unhappy 
war, to make the land-tax double Or 
treble of what it now is;- (which 
feems to be a much more likely event 
than the former) the ftock-holder 
will pay a double or treble tax as 
well as the owner of land, and vi- 
fibly bear his proportion of the com- 
mon barthen, and thereby efcape the 
dangerous envy of being confidered 
as a kind of foreigner, or neutral 
perfon unconcerned in the welfare 
or calamities of his country; ' 
An ingenious and public (pirited 
<- writer 
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writer of ibme letter* that have ap- 
peared in the Whitehall Evening 
Poft, * dated from Windfor, and 
which have been lately collected and 
publifhed in a pamphlet printed 4or 
Dodilcy, has recommended a mea- 
Cure of this kind, with refpeft to the 
public debt already exriting, and has 
given very powerful reafons in fup- 
port of it, which, together with the 
many other important particular! 
contained in thofe letters, are well 
worth the moil ferious attention of 
the public. But, as fuch a ftep 
would be attended with considerable 
difficulties, I cannot but doubt whe- 
ther it be upon the whole advifeabie. 
But the meafure which I have here 
ventured to recommend, and which 
relates only to the ftock hereafter to 
be created, would be attended with 
the fame advantages, as far as it 
went, and would not be liable to 
any of the fame objections. I am,

tfft complaint, but what Was inftantly 
relieved, or entirely removed. 

About noon, Col. Calbeck, with 
the lawyers train of artillery, arrived 

from Dublin. This gentleman's 

zeal for the Volunteer caufe, and 
the rights of Ireland, can only be 
<cqtfalled by that fpirit of intrepidity 
and independence which fo decifively 
marks his character. Through the 
whole of a moft fatiguing journey, 
he marched on foot at the head of 
his train. 

About two o'clock the whole of 
the Belfaft corps, with their band of 
mufic, formed of young gentlemen 
in the town, were under arms in the 
High-ftreet, to receive the Review- 
ing General, when CoL Stewart's 
Newtown battalion, that might vie 
with any troops any country could 
t>oaft of, unexpectedly made their 
entry, and compleated the line upon 
oneiide, while, a few minutes after- 
wards, the whole of CoI.O'Neill's 
regiment, of ten compleat companies 
or upwards of ninety men each, pre- 
. ceded by Col. O'Neal's .horfe and 
train of artillery, poured into the 
.High-tfrreet, and formed a line on 
the oppofite fide of the ftreet, which 
-.was Sufficiently long, and fo very 
Uralt, to accommodate the two bat- 
talions and regiment without mak- 
ing eyen a curve in the fronts, and . 
forming in an inftant a Coup d'Oeil 
— imagination may paint, but lan- 
guage cannot exprefs ! While this 
diftinguiihed corps remained in this 
pofition, the approach^ of Lord 
Charlemont was announced by, the 
Belfaft artillery, who at four o'clock 
arrived under the efcort of the 
Newry horfe, who accompanied him 
from that place, and the Belfaft 
horfe, who went as farjos Hillibo- 
rough to receive him. The entrance, 
of the General into town* attended. 
by his Aid de Camp, Sir Atmeftey 
Stewart, Bart, and — — - Brownww, 
jun. Efq. Major Dobbs, the exer- 
ci£ng officer, and hk Aid de Camps, 



B. Ball, and A. Crawford, £(q. 
with a vaft number of the Orlik nobi- 
lity and gentry, was more magnifi- 
cently grand than any fpe&acle ever 
before exhibited in this kingdom, 
After being received with prefented 
arms by the whole body, and paulag 
through the lines, he retired wkh 
his fuite to the houfe of A. Halliday, 
Efq. a gentleman not mor« diftki- 
guifhedfor his learning, politenefs, 
and hospitality, than acknowledged 
fkill in his profeffipn, and the molt 
diilinguiihed, ardent .zeal in the 
caufe of liberty and his country. 

The remainder of the corps all 
armed thi» evening, who were in- 
ftantly b;IJetted off among the inha- 
bitants, who vied with each other 
in providing accommodations for 
lerne's darling Tons, that nobly dar- 
ed to aflert her rights, and maintain 
an injured nation's cauf e 
'* Freedom always follows in the 

train of commerce '* 
i — Never was any truth fo nobly il- 
luftrated as at this period in the town 
of Belfaft; the inhabitants among 
the greateft in the Jine of commerce 
— nrft, and in Freedom's facred 
caufe the foremoft, whether to curb 
the tnfolence of a worthlefs, deipotic 
ariftocracy, or to arm in defence .of 
rights dearer to, freemen than life. 
Such was the fcene now exhibiting ; 
freeman embracing freeman, the 
well-appointed foldier, the felf- 
armed and independent citizen, who 
with all the ardour of the warmeft 
friendihip preft to his heart, foftened 
in his bofom, and opened every ftore 
that, induilry could provide, or ge- 
neroufly procure for his fellow fol- 
dier, his friend, his brother, em- 
barked in the. fame race of glory, 
and armed in an nnited nation's 
caufe, who demand freedom, ,cbn- 
ftitutionai freedom, Heaven's belt 
boon, and mankind's chiefeft bleflT- 
ing. 

On Wednefday morning, the 1 8th 

of July, the various companies af- 

fembled, 
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fembled, moftly before the quarters 
of their captains, and afterwards 
filed off t9 the Mall, Parade, and 
High-ftreet, to compleat the batta- 
lions and form the different brigades 
for the line. About ten the whole 
began to move, with' the' Belfaft and 
Newry horfe in front, followed by the 
Belfaft train of artillery, the Newry 
train, Col. O'Neill's, and Colonel 
Caibeck's train- The Belfaft firft 
company entered the field and took 
nation uppn the right of the line, as 
being the oldeft corps npon the 
ground, and having the glorious .

The fpot chofen for the 
review ground Teemed formed by the 
hand of Nature to accommodate the 
Sons of Liberty and difplay their 
evolutions. A fine, and extenfive 
meadow, fkirted by a rivulet in the 
rear; in the front a gently rifing 
eminence,' that commanded at one 
view the Whole of the meadow, and 
prefented to the delighted eye of the < 
raptured beholder an holt of warmed:. 
citizens, and accomplished indepen- 
dent foldicrs. Preeiieiy at twelve! the 
General entered the field, efcorted 
by Colonel O'Neill's horfe; he was 
announced with a falute of thirteen 
guns, and after going to the: right of 
the line, was received by the whole 
with prefented arms. When the 
whole of the lines were examined* 
with thaft critical eye and military 
exa&nefrfot whkh the General is fo 
remarkable, he took his ftation op- 
pofite the centre,' when the troops 
began to form and pafs in flow time 
in review. The horfe and trains of 
artillery preceded the brigades, and 
prefented a fight formidable and 
moft truly military ; fuch, as only to 
be feen, muft be dreaded by any ex- 
ternal ot internal loe. The firii

juftly admired. The care* prompt 
tkude rind exa&nefs, which marked 
their manoeuvres* rauft always reflect: 
honour upon their corps, while their . 
uniform was every thing that fimple 
elegance could admire. 

The Liiburn True Blues <mt-dtd 
their ufual outdoings, not only by; 
their numbers, but exacl difcipUneV 
while the Fuzileers, for fo young *T 
corps, fhewed what freemen can *f» 
feet, when freedom is their object. , 

The Ntwry firft. company were: 
foldierj indeed : iheir manner of* 
handling arms and marching,., while 
it diftinguifhed the. perfect foldier, 
added %r\& x&go&y to the patriot

The Rathfriland corps, . Jed by the 
independent and determined ftcr~ 
Colonel Barher, convinced every eye 
that they were as well difciplined ia 
the fieid as taught from the pulpiv 
and that in every Situation he was a

The Lurgan. corps were mo ft ad* 
mirabie ; while the Rich-hill attract 
ed the attention and mewed the fol- 
dier in every movement. 

Soon as Colonel Stewart's bat- 
talion advanced, all was mute at- 
tention among the admiring crowd- 

Their 
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Their elegant uniform, drift difci- 
pline, fteady deportment and mark- 
ed attention, Ihewed they had been 
formed under the eye of a man who 
only Jived to ferve his country; 
who confidered the patriot foldier 
the moll - proper^ character to grace 
the independent country gentlemen. 
Col. Stewart's battalion were every 
man volunteers. >'■ To fay they were * 
foldiers, men who had fpent their 
live 8 in a camp, and were veterans 
even in fervice, though the down of 
youth gliftened on their cheeks, every 
eye feemed to fpeak : yet thefe men, 
lately embodied, and not long ac- 
quainted twith arms, < ihewed what 
they felt, and how they could aft in 
their country's caufe : Col. Ward's 
whole battalion are a perfect model 
of Vol u n teer perfection . 
The Kolaleagh company did honour 
to themfelves, and, reflected dignity 
on the volunteers. Such men, and 
fuch foldiers could right a nation's 
caufe* 

The other different corps, not 
particulari&ed, and who* to a man, 
~diftinguifhed themfelves, rouft always 
live in *he remembrance of their ad- 
miring fdUow*<itizens for the part 
they bore,* amd- the luftre reflected 
this day, by their difcipline and ma- 
noeuvres^ upon the men of Ireland. 

At iixio'clocte in the evening, the 
army returtied to Belfaft. 

Upton Thwriday the 19th of July, 
the army) got *o the field, about 12 
o*cfocle*; whort *he -Brigades, who 
were - fev£ewe4 t?te ekiy before, kept- 
the Junes^if/ The<*Gettwral was this 
day*efcac6ed >to the field by the Bel- 
faft aajAiHewrythotfey-and received 
in the farooiataAner as the preceding 
day ; thbwhole of the artillery were 
ftationed upefothe wings. After the 
Generahhai pafied the line, the re- 
view immediately; began ; Colonel 
O'Neills ^egimej** utere upon the 
right' of the whole;, \\\e manner in 
which the grenadier company, 90 in 
number, advanced, prefented a fight 



formidable, military, and truly plead- 
ing. Such a fet of fine fellows, not 
a man under. fix feet, can fcarce be 
equalled by.any troops ; their march- 
ing mewed the finifhed foldier ;. and 
the handling of their arms, what dis- 
cipline, and enthufiafm could effect 
among the hardy fons of the North. 

The Ballyeaflon, Collybackey, 
Portglenone, and Braid companies 
of this regiment marched firm and 
compact ; they feemed to feel the 
caufe in/which they armed, and now 
brought them to the field ; their 
manoeuvres were exact and prompt. 

The other battalion companies 6f 
this glorious band of .freemen dis- 
played, every thing that could aclorn 
the foldier, or diftinguiih the Vo- 
lunteer, while their light infantry 
company of ninety neat, active young 
fellows brought up the rear, fo as to 
convince every eye, that though* dis- 
cipline: might finifh their grenadiers, 
yet perfection was among the light 
troops, who always are the firil on 
every fervice, t . 

Such a ragiment as. this., whether 
we confider their appointments, the 
regularity of their , uniforms, their 
discipline and numbers, entitle them 
alike to the admiration of Irifhmen, 
and the applaufe of their country. 

The Drumbridge company ap- 
peared in the field to much advan- 
tage, and ftrongly Ihewed the atten- 
tion paid to their excellence of dif- 
cipline. by their intelligent com- 
mander. 

Lord Gleraway's battalion were 
truly diftinguifhed, their marching 
was attention and regularity, and 
manoeuvres in the line every thing 
that difcipline could effect, or the 
fons of freemen difplay* 

The iirft. Armagh company were 
the perfection of difcipline ; they 
looked the foldier, while in their 
bofoms glowed all the ardour of 
liberty. 

The whole of Colonel Dawfon's 
battalion were fuch troops as caught 

the

the admiration , of every eye : In 
every moment they marked the cha- 
racter of the fel'f-armed and felf-ap- 
pointed foldier. They found their 
Colonel in the Field was the intelli- 
gent officer, and in the Senate thsy 
always knew him to be the honefl 
reprefentative of a free people. • 

The Newry Fuzilecrs kept up the 
attention of the field : their zeal for 
the right? of Ireland was only to be 
equalled by their attention and dif- 
cipline as ibldiers. 

Colonel Knox of Dungannon, 
brought a battalion into the field 
that attracted the attention of every 
military eye ; their fteadinefs, ex- 
actnefs, and promptitude rather 
marked |the character of foldiers that 
had fpent a life in fervice : They 
were no lefs a credit to their Com- 
mander, than an honour to the 
caufe which they fo nobly fupported. 
The Dungannon Light Infantry were 
every thing that a foldier could ad- 
mire, or difcipline form a corps of 
Freemen. 

The Lifborn Firfl Company were 
truly fine and fteady troops. 

Thus ended the review ; when the 
army marched into town about feven 
o'clock in the evening. 

Attack and Defence ^BEL- 
FAST. 

On Friday the 20th, the troops 
began to march out to their ftations, 
agreeable to the orders delivered to 
each Commanding Officer, with the 
plan of the attack and defence of the 
town of Belfaft, the hint for which 
was perhaps taken from the landing 
of the famous Thurot near this place, 
in the laft war. He made good his 
landing, and took poffeflion cf the 
caftlc and town of Carrickfergus, at 
the entrance of Belfaft Bay, but was 
prevented from advancing farther in- 
to the country, by the militia from 
all parts flocking in to the afliftance 
of the Belfaft people, who by that 
means, in the fhort fpace of two 
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-days, collected fuch a force, as en- 
abled them to go in quell of thefe 
daring invaders, and to offer them 
battle, but who very prudently kept 
clofe within the fortification of Car- 
rickfergus. It was generally under- 
ftood at that time that Thurot's ob- 
ject was the town of Belfaft, of the 
■finution of which he had the moil 
perfect intelligence, and meant to 
have puihed up farther into the Bay, 
and landed his whole force at the 
White- Houfe point. The town mull 
then have fallen an eafy facrifice, as 
there were only ftationed there three 
companies of raw recruits. Very 
fortunately a mifunderftanding took 
place between Thurot and the Com- 
mander of the land-forces, who in- 
filled upon being landed and attack- 
ing the forr of Carrickfergus before 
he proceeded to Belfaft, the confe- 
quences of which are known to every 
perfon. 

Major Dobbs moft judicioufly 
made choice of the White-Houfe 
point (Thurot's object) as the prin- 
cipal fcene of action upon the county 
of Antrim fide, A letter of marque 
of 26 guns, a cutter of 18 guns, and 
the Peace and Plenty of 20 guns, 
covered the difembarkation of the 
troops. A large fhip in honour of 
the day difplayed aprofufiou of flags, 
and added greatly to the pleafure of 
the fpectators upon lhore. Early in 
the morning, a very large party un- 
der the command of Col. O'Neill 
marched down, and went on board a 
vail number of boats prepared for 
the purpofe, and got under cover of 
the guns of the fhipping, where they 
lay till an exprefs difpatched to Bel- 
fall alarmed the garrifbn with a 
ftrange fleet preparing to cover the 
landing of a vaft nuirfSer of armed 
troops. In an inftant the drums of 
every corps beat to. arms, and every 
man haftened to his poll. The horfe 
were detached to reconnoitre, and 
the garrifon poured out immediately 
with their train of artillery, and ar- 
T rived 
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rived at the high grounds hanging 
over the White-Houfe point, juit as 
the boats were beginning to puih off 
from the (hipping. The troops from 
Belfaft had juft time to form— the 
artillery under the command of Col. 
Calbeck took poffeffion of the heights, 
and were fupported by a battalion of 
infantry— the light troops were fta- 
tioned at the defcent of the hill, 
while the grenadiers lined the hedges 
and ditches which ran in front of 
the whole. 

.When the troops from Belfaft had 
fecured the lines upon more, and the 
boats began to pufh off from the 
(hipping in the Bay, and fpread in 
hundreds over the furface of the 
azure fea, fmooth as polifhed glafs, 
and the great guns from the fleet 
pouring oat their thunder, the whole 
effect was aftonifhingly grand, and 
magnificently great— there was fome- 
thing awfully terrific in the broad- 
fides from the fleet to cover the boats 
and difperfe the enemy upon more, 
and which were anfwered by an in- 
ceffant fire of fmall arms to annoy 

- the army in the boats, which feemed 
refolved to bid defiance to every 
danger, and in the caufe of victory 
to brave even-^death ; in fpite of 
every opposition they weathered the 
point, and prefented a frcnt that 
might make the ftouteft tremble — 

; they weredifembarked in an inftant, 

• and in a moment formed and rufhed 
. on, Beedlefs ' : of : every <obftacle, in- 

• furmbuntable'tb any but volunteers. 

v Colonel Carbreck's howitzers at 
this jun&ure did great execution, 
, and were amazingry well ferved — 
they were fo judicioufly pointed as to 
throw the ftiells. among the troops as 

- they got on 'fhore,- and burfting a- 

• mong the : half-formed ranks maue 
. no Wall havocfc. What a fight was 

here U the brow of one of the finefi; 

- hills fkirted on each fide with a thick 
an4 an almoft impenetrable wood, 

• near which the artillery was ftation- 
; ed, occupied by armed bands of 



freemen — the face of thft hill covered 
with troops in martial array, while 
the meadow at the bottom was alfo 
filled with the Belfaft corps who had 
every thing at ftake, and had this 
day to fight pro at is & focis — while 
an hoft of foes were pouring from the 
boats, taking poll under the hedges 
and dicches, and galling them with 
an inc^/Tknt fire, which they received 
with lteadinefs, but being out-flank- 
ed by numbers wer« at length oblig- 
ed to give way. Now the light in- 
fantry from the boats pufhed forward 
through the wood, and tlambered up 

the fides of the hill while the 

others retreating, kept up fuch a 
formidable fire, as to deter the hardi- 
eft from advancing, till they had fe- 
cured their guns and marched off, fo 
as to convince their invaders they 
were ftill to be dreaded. Colonel 
O'Neill's regiment took poffeuion of 
the meadow, after his grenadiers had 
difpeVfed fome flying parties of the 
others, who ftill hovered upon the 
heights. — The opponents retreated 
towards the town, and part toot 
pofleffion of an old Daaith. fort. — »— 
Here they were again attacked by 
Colonel O'Neill's grenadiers, aad 
the light infantry under .the com- 
mand of Colonel Knox. An ob- 
ftiriate difpute here took place ; but 
the light infantry having forced 
through fome rugged grounds, came 
in their rear, and gave them fo much 
warm work, that they were obliged 
to retreat, and that with fo much 
precipitation, that they could not 
carry off their field-piete, which fell 
into the hands of Colonel Knox. 
The gun was immediately turned 
upon the flank of the garriibn,, who 
had taken poll in a very large body, 
upon the brow of a very fteep ravine, 
which partly upon the right over- 
looked the road to Belfaft,. and which 
they raked with their artillery. Thi* 
difpoution obliged Colocel O'Neill, 
with the main body, to make a ra- 
pid movement to gain fome heights 

in 
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in the oppofite fide of the ravine, 
upon which a moft dreadful fire of 
artillery and fmall arms commenced, 
and which was kept up, without in- 
termifiion, for a very confiderable 
time. The garrifon were at length 
obliged to give way, as their flank 
was fo galled from the heavy fire 
from the guns. They again took 
poft at the Milewatcr Bridge, and 
the heights of Mount Collier, but 
the fuperior artillery of Colonel 
O'Neill's troops again diflodged 
them. Their only refourcenow was, 
to throw themfelves into fome old 
walls, and make an obftinate (land, 
covered by. the Poorhoufe, and gall 
the enemy as they advanced into 
town. 'This laft poll was as warmly 
attacked, and as bra e!y defended. 
The garrifon lined ,h^ hedges upon 
the road as the others advanced, and 
gave them a moft dncefTant . lire, 
which was returned with full interefh 
The advancing of Colonel O'Neill's 
line along the road had a fine eife£t; 
in- every ftep was danger ; every pre- 
caution was neceflary to prevent the 
advanced parties from being cut off 
from the main body; The line ad- 
vanced flowly, each divifion turning 
to the front, and giving their fire, 
then marching and- leading. This 
conteft for victory continued till Co- 
lonel O'Neill was attacked in the 
rear by Lord Glerawly's detach- 
ntent, who came to the afEftance of 
the garrifon and inhabitants. Col. 
O'Neill being by his difpofition 
placed between two fires, was obliged 
to bkit a parley, and was fuffered 
with hij party to enter the town with 
the honours of war. 

The .parties upon the couhty of 
Downfhore got to town about the 
r the fame time, after difputing every 
inch of ground. The engagement 
upon the Long Bridge was vaftly 
great, and, viewed from a diftance, 
had an amazing fine effect. The 
garrifon retreated by ftreet r firings, 
while the others advanced in the 



fame manner, till they at laft found 
themfelves attacked in the rear by 
Colonel Ward, when a parley was 
beat. The landing onVhe county 
Down was effected the fame time of 
that at the White-Houfe ; and the - 
boats pufhed off for their different 
fhores, at the fame moment, from 
the fhipping, fo that the whole bay 
was like an enchantment, covered 
inftantly with an hoft of armed foes. 
Not an accident happened on either 
fhore; every man was landed fafe. 

When the troops all came intp 
town, they were all formed in two 
lines, extending from the Hanover- 
quay, through High - t ftreet, up 
Bridge-ftreet and Donegajl-ftreet, to 
the Poor-houfe, upwards of a mile, ; 
and received the General, who was 
out the whole day on the county An- 
trim fhore, (and alio upon the water 
. obferving the landing) who prefent- : 
ed arms, and who was efcorted to 
the head-quarters by a troop of 
horfe. 

Thus happily ended the Review* - 
and the attack and defence of thfc 
town. Upon Sawrday, the town • 
was entirely cleared, the whole of ^ 
the troops having marched to their 
refpe&ive homes*. Not .a, country.. 
Volunteer was to be feen in Belfaft 
upon Saturday evening. Whatcha-,, 
raclerizes the Volunteers above all 
other men upon earth, not an in- 
ftance of intemperance ; not a fingle 
riot ; not even a quarrel difturhed 
the harmony of the meeting, though 
it was computed there were upwards 
of 60,000 {peculators*

wiih '; Ucuity I found words to ex., 
prefs my fentiments upon the irftereft- 
mgoccafion. or to return due thanks 
for the h^ppinefs afforded me, and 



the high honour conferred upon me. " 
What then, gentlemen, mull be my 
prafent fituation ? How can I ex- 
pect to find expreffions adequate to 
explain the feelings of my heart, 
when my obligations are redoubled 
by this your fecond election, and 
when the great efforts of laft year are 
obliterated and loft in the miracu- 
lous exertions which I have now 
beheld?

Go on then, my virtuous country- 
men ; perfevere in the line which 
you have hitherto purfued ; continue 
to join every virtue of peace to all 
the abilities of war; let your pru- 
dence be animated by patriotic zeal, 
and your fpirit, as heretofore, be 
regulated by cautious wifclom, and 
by a thorough fenfe of all your du- 
ties as citizens.

Utrecht, July 19, 
¥be fallowing is the convention entered 
' into between the King of France and 
the States General of the United 
Provinces concerning reprifals. 
The Lords States-General judg- 
ing that it would be of reciprocal ad - 
vantage to eftablifh between France 
and the United Provinces uniform 
principles concerning the' prizes and 
rtprifals .which' their refpective fub- 
jecls might- make on thofe of Great 
Britain, their common enemy, made 
a'propofal to his Molt Chriftian Ma- 
jefty to enter imo a convention with 
them for regulating thofe matters : 
nis Majefty, infpired with the fame 
ftntiments, and defirous of increaf- 



ing the good understanding fubfifting 
between this kingdom and the Unit- 
ed Provinces, complied with this 
overture from the Lords States Ge- 
neral ; in confequence of which his 
moft Chriftian Majefty, and the 
Lords States General gave full pow- 
ers as follow : on the part of his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty to the Sieur 
Gravier Comte 4c Vergennes, &c. 
hbcounfellor of the military eftab- 
lifhxnent, his counfellor in all his 
councils, commander of all his or- 
ders, minifter and fecretary of ftate, 
and of his commands and finances; 
and on the parts of the States Gene- 
ral to the Sieur PEftevenon de Ber- 
kenroode, their ambafTador to his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty, who after 
having regularly communicated their 
refpective powers, agreed upon the 
following articles : 

Art. 1 ft. The vefTels of either the 
French, or the Dutch nation, which 
are retaken by the privateers of ,the 
other, fhall be reftored to the nVft 
proprietor, in cafe they have not 
been in the power of the enemy, for 
the /pace of twenty- four hours, upon 
condition of the faid proprietor pay- * 
ing one third of the value of the re- 
taken veflel, including the cargo, 
guns, and rigging ; which third (hall 
be amicably adjufted by the* parties 
concerned. But if they cannot come 
to an agreement oft thisfubje&, thty 
fhall then refer the matter to the 
admiralty officers of the place into 
which the retaking privateer has car- 
ried the retaken veflel. 

Art. 2d. If the veffel retaken has 
been in the enemy's power above 
twenty-four hours, it mall then be 
the entire property of the privateer 
which retakes it. 

Art. 3d. In cafe of a verTeKs being 
retaken by a fliip, or man of war, 
belonging to his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty, or to the United Provinces, it 
mail be reftored to the firft proprie- 
tory upon paying a 30th part of the 
vc/Tel, cargo, guns, and rigging, if it 

has 
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hasfettn'retaken before the -expira- 
tion of twenty-four hours ; and of a 
loth, if retaken after that, time ; 
which fums (hall be di/pofed of as 
jewards among the crews of the re- 
taking {hip. The faid thirtieths and 
tenths to be eftimated conformably 
to the tenor of the nril article of the 
prefent convention. 

Art. 4, The men of war and pri- 
vateers of either nation (hall be re- 
ciprocally admitted into all poos 
both in Europe, and in the other 
different parts of tha world, with 
their refpeftive prizes, and fhall be 
at liberty to unload and difpofe of 
their goods according; to the cuftoms 
of the place into which the prize has 
been carried. . 

To be always under/load, that the 
legality ofthe prizes made by French 
ihips fhafl be decided upon according 
to the- law's and regulations eftablifh T 
ci in France on that head, and thofe 
made by Dutch (hips, (hall be deter- 
mined upon according, to the laws 
a'ad- regulations eftabliihed in the 
United Provinces. > 

Art. 5th. In any thing elfe that • 
_. relates to this fubj eft, hisMoft Chri- 
ftian Majefty, as well as the Lords 
Spates General fhal'1 be entirely free 
t6 make fuch\ regulations as they 
tifefc beft, refpecting the conduct to 
be obferved by their privateers and 
men of war, concerning veflels re- 
taken and carried into one of the 
ports of either of the two domi- 
nions. 

Art. 6. In confirmation of which, 
we the faid plenipotentiaries of his 
mod Chriflian Majefty, and of the 
Lords States General, by virtue of 
the full powers with which W£ are 
refpeclively inverted, have figned 
thefe prefents, and have fealed them 
with our arms.

MightinefTes have taken, the 10th of 
thi> month, a refolution on the re- 
port of their deputies for marine af- 
fairs, who, in confequence of a refo- 
lution of the 27th of April laft, had 
examined a letter of the Directors of 
the Eaft India Company, dated the 
23d of the fame month : this refold 
tion of the lothof July is terminat- ' 
ed by the following reiblve : 

" It has been found good, and re- 
folved, that his Serene Highnefs in 
quality of Stadtholder and Admiral- 
General of this Republic, (hall be 
requerted and authorifed, as he is 
requefted and authorifed by the pre- 
fent, to re-inforce the marine of the 
ftate, at the public expence, as fpee- 
dily and as much as he poflibly can, 
by taking into the fervice, if it can 
be done, ihips of war ready manned, 
and by purchafing or freighting other 
ihips fit for fervice, or that might be 
rendered (o t both in this country and 
in foreign parts ; and to regulate 
afterwards, in concert with the .faid 
Directors of the Eaft India Company, 
the time, manner and force of the , 
protection, that might be procured to 
the faid Company ; the whole in the 
manner his Serene Highnefs fyail 
judge conducive to the greater ad- 
vantage of the country, and of the 
faid Company, faye the intention of 
the refolution of their High Migh- 
tineiTes of the 26th of March laft ; 
and Iaftly, that letters fhall be writ- 
ten to the refpe&ive colleges of ad- 
miralty of this Republic, and that 
they fhall be charged, as they are 
charged by the prefent, to concur 
with their whole power with his Se- 
rene Highnefs, not only in general 
to put the Ihips of this Republic a*, 
fpeedily us poffible in a proper ilatc, 
and to keep them fo, but alfo in 
every thing that might ferve to equip 
them with more celerity and procure 
fuccefs to the enliftments, with a 
promife that the extraordinary ex- 
pences, that might be required for 
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that end, and- expended with the ad- 
vice of his Highncfs, fhall be returned 
and reimburied to them ; the whole 
without prejudice to the free delibe- 
rations of the ilates of the refpedtive 
provinces, (the province of Holland 
and Welt Frifeland confenting there- 
to) on the means of finding the 
funds to fupply the expences, that 
(hall be required for the ends above 
mentioned. And an extract, of ( the 
r prefent refolution of their High- 
Mightineffes {hall be fent to the di- 
rectors of the Kaft India Company, 
deputed to the chamber of the Se- 
venteen, to ferve them for an age." 

AbftraB of the account puhlijhed in 
Holland of an engagement on the 
yah of May j 1781, between two 
Dutch frigates, the C aft or and the 
\ Briel, and two Englijh frigates, 
tht Flora and the Crcfcent^ about 20 
Dutch miles, 27 Englijh leagues, 
from the Gut of Gibraltar, 
" On Tueiday, the 29th of May, 
at break of day, coming out of the 
. Streights, we difcovered two Enghih 
frigaes fleering for Gibraltar, who, 
upon feeing us, altered their cousie, 
and made towards us. Wc immedi- 
ately hoifted our colours, and lhor- 
tencd fail to receive them ; upon 
i which, they tacked from as, and let. 
fly feveral fignals, feemlngly to a- 
laim the frigates and cutters in ths 
bay, and to get fome of them to 
come to their afliitance j wherefure, 
thinking it improper then to attack 
them, we flood towards the Barbary 
fhore, under an eafy fail, and when 
we got about half way through the, 
Gut, we luffed up towards thern^ 
and fired feveral fhot, but they nei- 
ther appeared inclined to come to 
action, nor did they (hew their co- 
lours. — The Caftor then hove out a 
fignal for the Briel to make fail, that 
they might attack the Englilh fri- 
gates, but they being copper-bot- 
tomed, and our's being foul they 
fhot from us. We then did not know 



what to think of them, whether 
they would engage us, or wait for 
a better opportunity, the wind 
.freshening briikly up, the laft ap- 
peared to be their intention, be- 
caufe, towards night, they (hortened 
fail, during which time the weather 
proved to be facially and rainy; but 
we were yet in fight. The enemy 
to windward Hood towards us, ,^c 
flill under an eafy fail, the Caftor 
b^ng the headmoft and weathermoft 
at half pad four, about a cable's 
length off", received the broadfidjes 
of both frigates. We had defignedly 
not fhewn our colours, in , order £0 
bring them nearer to us, upon. a 
fuppofition, that they would not be- 
fore that begin the engagement. 
The Caftor then hoi&ed her eniign, 
and anfwered them with her lar- 
board fide, and all her mufquetry, 
bearing up in order to get them to 
follow, and to deceive them, giy- 
ing the Briel, who was to windward, 
an opportunity of catching the 
largell frigate between us, which the 
ensmy obferving, prevented before 
it w^as compleated. There appeared 
an opportunity for the Caftor to get 
to windward of her ; in which at- 
tempt (he received another broad- 
fide, v/hich cut her braces and bowl- 
ings to pieces, and threw her fail* 
aback; that intention was then ^ 
bandoned, and each flap engaged her 
cn^my, firing as fafl at them will* 
our cannon and mufquetry as vva$ 
practicable. The great fuperiorjty 
, of the fyip with which the Callor 
was engaged, we foon difcovered, 
from the weight of the balls found 
on board, which were of eighteen 
pounds >; our Handing and running 
rigging being {hot away, we .no 
longer had the command of our vef- 
..fel, and the weather becoming calm, 
this inconvenience increased upon us; 
for the main' and fore yards were 
ihot away, the topfail yards came 
down, and the falls were fhot to 
rzp : the enemy alfo fell thrice 

athwart 
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athwart tiur bow and raked us, 
without our being able to bring a 
gun to bear upon him ; yet, in this 
fituation, determined not to remain 
ina&ive, we gave the other frigate, 
engaged with the Briel, our ftarboard 
guns, in retain for what we had re- 
ceived from her in the beginning of 
the aftion. Three of the Caftor's 
foretnoft guns were diftnounted, the 
four next in the waift, were rendered 
ufelefs by the gunwall and the ring- 
bolts being (hot away, two of her 
after guns were alfo difabled, and 
there remained but three guns in the 
twelve of the tier that were u fable, 
and thofe could only be fired at dif- 

' tant times'; and as the enemy lay a- 
head of us, neither thofe guns nor 
any other could be then brought to 
bear, by which means we received 
feveral mots in through our bow, 
which more and more difabled us, 
while we had the mortification to find 
that we could not repay him in his 
own coin. Thus being reduced to a 
moft diftrcfling neceffity, after hav- 
ing been engaged almoft two hours 
and a half, fo near, that twice we 
thought to have been on board each 
other, after our mafts being fo 
much wounded that we expecled 
them to go by the board ; after hav- 
ing loft all our fails and rigging ; 
after the hull being fo much pierced 

'with fhot, that the water' encreafed 
ito feven feet, and the pewder ma- 
gazine was half full* *nd the pump 
rendered totally unferviceable ; after 
fchei0fs of feveral feamen and gun- 
ners,the lieutenants both wounded, as 
alfo many of our crew j and after hav- 
ing done our utmoft to get the (hip „ 
fcefot* the wind, or, at leaft, to bring 
her ftarboard guns to bear, in hopes 
Of getting a little refpite : when all 
thofe hopes were loft, the Caftor was 
under the mortifying necemty of 
ftriking to a fuperior force, finding it 
impoflible longer to refift. The Briel 
was not fo unfortunate, for a few 



minute* afterwards, the frigate (he 
engaged, having her main and mizen 
m^ils fhot away, ftruck to Capt. 
Orthuys, but his (hip having fuffer- 
ed fo much, that he could not take 
pofiemon of his prize, he left her 
and ftretched away to the North- 
Eaft, probably for Cadiz, but fo 
much crippled, that, in the afternoon 
her main maft went by the board. 
Jn the mean time, the Englifh came 
onboard the Caftor; firft a lieute- 
nant, and afterwards the captain, 
whofe name was Williams, both de- 
clared, they did not think we could 
have made foJong a refiftanceagainft 
the Flora, which fo far exceeded our 
fhip in bulk, weight of metal, and 
number of men, being forty-two 
guns 18 and 9 pounders, including 
fix 18 pounder caronades, and in all 
near 300 men. When Capt. Mel- - 
vile was on board the Flora, with a 
part of his people, he heard, that of 
the Caftor's crew, including thofe 
that died foon after of their wounds, 

33 were killed, and 42 dangeroufly 
wounded, and that in the Flora 9 
were killed and 9 more died out of 

34 that were wounded, Ke was 
likewife, informed by the captain of 
the Crefcent, who was on board the 
Flora., that of his crew 27 were kil- 
led and 65 wounded. The Caftor } 
was very greatly damaged, no doubt, 
partly owing to the fervice of twelve 
artillery men who had been taken 
on beard the Flora at Mahon ; {he 
had many fliot between wind and wa- 
ter, that made her fo leaky, that fhe 
made four or five feet water in an 
hour, and in a fwell, it was with 
great difficulty, that five pumps could 
keep her above water. 

N. B. The Caftor, in particular, 
fufFered much damage to her people 
and rigging from the quick firing of 
the 1 8 pounder carronades on board 
the Flora, when the diftances be- 
tween the two frigates were but 
fmalL 
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Copies of letters between Admiral 
Arbuthnot and the Chamber of 
Commerce of the City of New- 
York, viz.

" That more property has con- 
ftantly been captured. by their pri- 
vateers within fifty leagues of that 
place, than perhaps upon all the 
reft of the Atlantic ocean. , , 

*' That the fuccefs, rebel priva- 
teers have met with for a few days 
cruize, (when they can be out and 
home again, and many of them in fo 
mort a time, having actually made 
large fortunes) will greatly encou- 
rage others to engage in the fame 
enterprizes. 

" That from every information, 
many (tout privateers are fitting out 
in the different rebel ports to infeft 
this coaft, and that unlefs effectual 
meafures be taken to defeat and blaft 
their defigns, very few, except vef- 
'fels of great force, will either get fafe 
in or out of this port. 
f , " That from the many captures 
which have already been made, the 
premiums of infurance are much en- 
hanced in London, as greatly to dif- 
courage the importer. 

'* That from, former experience 
(notwithstanding the different con- 
voys of provifions fcr the navy and 
Vol. XII 



army have generally arrived more 
fortunately than could have been 
well expected) they, as well as the in- 
habitants of this garrifon, have, at 
different times, experienced great in- 
conveniencies, and mu ft have been 
reduced to the moil complicated dif- 
trefs, had it not been from the large 
fupplies derived from private impor- 
ters. 

" That by late advices the garri- 
fon of Gibraltar exhibits to public 
view a finking iniiartce of the falu- 
tary and invaluable advantages which 
flow from private importations, and 
that from this exuberant fource even 
the navy in this port are, at this 
day, enabled to puVchafe afupply of 
bread. 

u That from the preceding, and 
many other considerations which 
migjit be adduced,, the Chamber of 
Commerce humbly conceive, that ne 
other object fo eafily attainable, can 
be of fo great importance as the ef- 
fectual protection of the trade of this 
port. 

," That with.all due -deference to 
your Excellency's better judgment, 
they conceive that, a couple of faft- 
faillng frigates- constantly to cruUe 
between Delaware and Black Wand, 
and making the fcght-koufe »* Saa^ 
dy Hook once or : twice a week, as 
the winds might permit, would ef- 
fectually protect the trade at this 
port from all invaders. 

" Tbat the doing to, considered 
only as a mere act of prevention » 
would diftrefs the rebels more than 
any captures made from them could 
effect ; it being notorious that their 
principal refource and dependence 
is, and has been, from the fuccefs of 
their privateers, and that they have 
derived more fnpp&e$ by: thefe 
means than from all their importa- 
tions, together wkh thoie. of their al- 
lies, during the rebellion. 

" Thattherefbre the Chamber of 
Commerce are fully convinced, that 
if the nature of the public Service

pay every attention that To important 
ah object may ftern to require. 
• ** That To deeply* are they im-

making fuch near approaches to this 
port as they have lately done, in 
which they are reported to have met 
with too much fuccefs. 

" It, gives me no fmall concern, 
that you Ihould fuppofe I have been 
in the fmalleft refpett inattentive to 
this fervice in the arrangement of 
the King's (hips under my com- 
mand; becaufe, fince my return from 
Charles-town, * the greater part of 
my force hath been upon this coail," 
and during my flay at Gardner's 
Bay, frigates have* not only been 
cruizing almoft conftantly off the 
Bar, but between Monrock Point 
and the Delaware.

St. Lucia watering, and there being 
three capital fhips with Sir George 
Rodney ac St. Euftatia, only 16 fail 
were remaining with him. A breeze 
fpringing up when they were dis- 
covered, he manoeuvred to get be- 
tween them and the harbour, in con-, 
fequence of which, about nine of 
his (hips had a brufb with the enemy* 
in which, from the fuperiority of the 
French force, they fufrered confide- 
rably, particularly the Rufiel of 74 
guns, which, being attacked by a 
three-decker, and two of the fame 
force with herfelf, received fuch da- 
mage between wind and water as 
compelled her to bear away upon a 
careen to fave her from finkiag, to> 
St. Euftatius. At that time the 
French fleet were in line (landing to 
the fouthward, the tranfports to 
windward of them failing into Fort- 
Royal ; the Brittfh fleet was upon 
the fame tack, and determined, it 
appeared to continue the engagement, 
though upon fuch unequal terms. Jc 
is faid the French fleet were rein- 
forced with three (hips of the line 
from Martinico. 

As foon as the Ruflel anchored at 
St. Euftatius, the proper artificers 
were immediately fet to work on her, 
and it was imagined, fuch was their 
diligence, that ihe would be ready to 
/ail with Sir George the next day* 



The following being a fuccinft ac- 
count of the capture and confinement 
of MefT. Curfon ,and Gouvemeur, 
late refidents and merchants of the 
i flared of St, Euftatia, we think our- 
J*ejve& bound/ in duty to give this 

fhort. 
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ftmrt account of their {offerings, 
among the other unfortunate inhabi- 
tants of tbat ifland, which it is pre- 
sumed muft touch the humanity and 
feelings of an Englifhman. 

•* On the 10th of February laft 
they were taken out of their houfe, 
and confined on board different fhips 
of war till the 19th of March, when 
they were fent on board . the Ven- 
geance to be conveyed to England, 
notwithftanding one of them was in 
an ill ftate of health. This veffel ar- 
rived in Ireland the 7th of May; 
failed from thence the 21ft of June, 
and anchored at Spithead the 28th, 
during which time they were kept on 
board and continued in confinement 
till the 25th of July, when they were 
put in charge of two of the King's 
roeflengers ; ordered to London be- 
fore a Secretary of State, under a 
charge of high, treafon, for having 
ihipped powder, arms, and other 
goods to America, as appeared by 
their books and papers, that were, 
with every individual thing (to a 
very confiderable value) taken pof- 
feffion of at the time they were fent 
off, except wearing apparel only ; 
even one of them deprived of his 
purfe, taken from him by ihe Com- 
xniflary -General, containing about 
twenty pieces of gold : Mr. Gouver- 
neur's wife and family turned out of 
her houfe, beholden to her friends 
for fubfiflence, and Britifh officers 
placed therein. They were referred 
to the Attorney and Solicitor-Gene- 
rals to undergo an examination on 
the evening of the 27th ult. when 
the queftion was put, Whether they 
had .fliipped fuch goods, producing 
©ne of their bill of lading books, 
which they both fcnfwered in the af- 
firmative; and replied tbat fmce the 
firft of their refidence in St. Euftatia 
they had become Burghers of that 
ifland, and always confidered their 
allegiance to the States of Holland, 
and had acted uprightly and coa- 
fiftcnt with their government ; for 



when the goods were (hipped they* 
were not prohibited, nor under any 
reftriclion. 

" In confequence of which Mr. 
Gouverneur was immediately com* 
mined to New Prifon, and confined 
in a fmall apartment. Mr. Curfon 
was indulged to remain with Mr. 
Mann, the meffenger, at his houfe, 
on account of his ill Hate of health* 
Now it may be proper to obferve, 
thefe gentlemen are both natives of 
America— one of them left that 
country in 1774, the other in 1775, 
and have refided and done bu fine is 
like other merchants in the ifland of 
St. Euftatia ever fince, till the dif- 
cretional furrender of that place. 

" In the year 1777, Mr. Gouver- 
neur married a native of that ifland ; 
by her he has had one infant, which 
ihe is left there with." 



A privateer of 24 guns, prize to 
the French frigate la Friponne, en* 
tered Cadiz harbour on the 30th of 
Jane; the officer who brought her 
in was with Mr. Macnamara, hit 
commander, in Fayal Roads, when 
Captain Prefcott, of the Englifh fri- 
gate the Mercury, which lay at an- 
chor there, made a boaft concerning 
the treatment which the French fri- 
gate fhould experience in cafe he met 
with her out at fea, which has been 
related in the foreign papers, and 
which drew the following reply from 
the Captain of la Friponne: 
Fayal Roads* May 26, 1 78 1, eight 
0* clock in the morning- 
Sir, 

'« In any other circumftances than 
the prefent I fhould have fought for 
an opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted with you, and that the more 
eagerly as 1 have been informed of the 
many interefting qualities which you 
poflefs. I am befides extremely ien- 
ffble of the offers of fervice I have 
formerly received from you ; but the 
taterett of our refpeclive fovereigns 
excludes us from each ether's fociety, 

and 
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and prevent out meeting but by the 
*hanceof arms. A period more hap- 
py, will, I hope, foon arrive, when 
cne fword being returned to its fcab- 
bard, we may then be better known 
lo each other, and perhaps find a 
mutual fatisfaftion from becoming 
acquaintance. At prefent I ought 
only to be animated with b defire of 
ferving my King and country, and 
therefore fuppr is my claim to your 
friendfhip, which I think I may, 
without preemption, believe myfelf 
intitled to. You, no doubt, are well 
informed of the ftrength of my fri- 
gate, I am alio acquainted with the 
ftrength of that which you com- 
mand, and know the difference to 
be in my favour. After that it" is 
impoflible for me to propofe to go out 
to fea ; it would be a fpecies of bra- 
vado of which the French officers are 
incapable. The Englifh Gazettes 
fometimes fall into my hands, and 1 
have very often f^^n materia! altera- 
tions made in circumilances which 
concern my nation. Fortunately that 
has nothing to do with the laws of 
fighting. I have no apprehenf;on of 
*any perverfion being made in the 
article which fhall mention our ren- 
contre in thefe roads, if it is rcpre^ 
fented in the manner in which you 
pivc it, as I have no doubt, Sir, but 
that you will fpesk of me rs I deferve 
after our engagement. My affairs be- 
ing fettled, 1 am now going to fail f 
and fhall rot leave fight of this har- 
bour till fun fet. 4 . I cannot naturally 
wifh fuccefs to your arms, but in 
every thing, Sir, that concerns you 
perionally, I "wilh you all pofllble fa- 
tiifaclion.

By his Majerty's fhip Warwick, 
which afiived here the 26th ult. 
with the victuallers and recruits def- 
tined for this place, I had the honour 
to receive the originals of your Lord- 
fhip's difpatches, dated the 3 1 it of 
January and 12th of February ; and 
the day following the Carteret and 
Duke of Cumberland packet-boats 
came together into this port, with 
the Englifh mails for April and May. 

As the fudden departure of Vice- 
Admiral Arbuthnot for Europe, in 
his Majefty's (hip Roebuck, does not 
afford me time jo write to your Lord- 
fhip as I wifti to do upon the feverat 
matters contained in your difpatches ; 
I muft therefore defer anfwering 
them till the departure of the next 
packet, which I propofe to expedite 
foon : ft gives me much pleafure, 
however, in the mean time, to ac- 
quaint your Lordlhip of the fafe ar- 
rival 0/ the three regiments from. 
Irehnd' at Charieflown, together 
with the re:rui;s for this army, all in 
great health, on the 20th ult. 

The inclofed copies of letters from 
Lord Rawdon to Lord Cornwaliis, 
and one of them which I received hy 
the Warwick, will inform vour 
Lordfhip as to the fituation of ar- 
fairs in the Province of South Ca- 
rolina at the time thofe letters were 
written, fince which period I have 
not heard from thence. 

I have alfo the honour to inclofe 
to your Lordfhip an extract of a, 
letter lately received from M^jor Ge- 
neral Lefhe. 
Extracl rf a letter frcm Lord Raw- 

don to Earl CoRNWALLis, dated 

Camp at Monk's Corner, May 24, 

The fituation of affairs in this prc^' 
vince has made me judge it neceflary 
for a time to withdraw my force 
from the back country, and to af- 
femble what troops I can collect at 
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this point, I hope a recital of the 
circumftances which have led to this 
determination will fatisfy your Lord- 
ihip as to the expediency of the mea- 
fure. 

After the action of the 25 th of 
April, (an account of which I had 
the honour of tranfmitting to your 
Lordfhip) Major-general Greene re- 
mained for fome days behind the 
fartheft branch of Granny's Quarter 
Creek. A fecond attempt upon his 
army could not in that fituation be 
undertaken upon the principles which 
advifed the former, in the firft in- 
fiance, I made {o ihort an excurfion 
from my works, that I could venture, 
without hazard, to leave them very 
flightly guarded, and I had the con- 
fidence, that had fortune proved un- 
favourable, we fhould eafily have 
made good our retreat, and our lofs 
in all probability, would not have 
difablcd us from the farther defence 
of the place. To get at General 
Greene, in his retired fnuation, I 
mult have made a very extensive cir- 
cuit in order to head the Creek, 
which would have prefented to him 
the faireft opportunity of flipping by 
me to Camden; and he was ftill fo 
fuperior to me in numbers, that had 
I left fuch a garrifon at my poft as 
might enable it to ,iland an aflault, 
my force in the field would have 
been totally unequal to cope with 
the enemy's army. I had much .to 
hope from the arrival of reinforce- 
ments to me, and little to fear from 
any probable addition to my an-. 
t^gonjft's, fcrce^ , 

VVhilft upon that' principle I wait- 
ed, for .my- expelled Succours, Gen. 
0reene retired, from our front, a^d 
crofllng the Wateree, took a pcfition 
behind Twenty- five Mile Cree'k. 
On thejth of May, ^ieutenant-'co- 
Tonel Watibn joined me with his de- 
tachment, muqh reduced in number, 
through casualties, Ticknefs," and a 
reinforcement, which he had left tq 
iirengthen the garrifon at George 



Town. He had crofled the Santee 
near its mouth, and had recrofled it 
a little below the entrance of <he 
Congaree, 

On the night of the 7th I croffed 
the Wateree at Camden Ferry, pro- 
pofing to turn the flank and attack 
the rear of Greene's army, where 
the ground was not ftrong, though 
it was very much fo in front. 

The troops had fcarcely crofTed the 
river, when I received notice that 
Greene had moved early in the even- 
ing* upon getting intimation of my 
being reinforced ; I followed him by 
the direct road, and found him poll- 
ed behind Sawney's Creek. 

Having driven in his picquets, I 
examined every point of his fituation. 
I found it every where fo ftrong, that 
I could not hope to force it without 
fuiFering fuch lofs as nuift have crip- 
pled my force for any future enter- 
prize, and the retreat lay fo open 
for him, that I could not hope that 
victory would give us any advantage 
fufficiently decifire to counterbalance 
the lofs. 

The Creek (though flightly mark- 
ed in the maps) runs very high into 
the country. Had I attempted to 
get round him he would have evaded 
me with eafe ; for, as his numbers 
ftill exceeded mine, I could not fe- 
parate my force to fix him in any 
point, and time (at this juncture 
hioft important to me) would have 
been thus unprofitably wafted. I 
therefore returned to Camden the 
fame afternoon, after having in vain 
attempted to decoy the enemy into 
action, by affecting to conceal our 
retreat. 

'On the 9th I j)ublifhed to the 
troops and to the militia, my defign 
of evacuating Camden, offering to 
fuch of the latter as chofe to accom- 
pany me, every aflilfance that we 
could afford them. During theen- 
fuing night I fent off all our bag- 
gage, uc. under a ftrong efcort, and 
deftroyed the works, remaining- at 
Camden, 
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Camden, with the reft of the troops, 
till ten o'clock the next day, in or- 
der to cover the march. 

On the night of the 13th I began 
to pafs the river at Neilfon's Ferry, 
and by the evening of the 14th every 
thing was fafdy acrofs. Some 
mounted militia had attempted to har- 
rafs our rearguard on the march, but 
a party of them having fallen into 
an ambufcade, the reft of them gave 
us no further trouble. We brought 
off all the fick and wounded, except- 
ing about 30, who were too ill to be 
moved, and for them I left an equal 
number of continental prifoners in 
exchange. We brought off all the 
ftores of any kind of value, deftroy- 
ing the reft ; and we brought off, 
not only the militia who had been 
with us at Camden, but alfo all the 
.well- affected neighbours on our route, 
.together with the wives, children, 
negroes, and baggage, of almoft all 
of them. 

My iirft news upon landing at 
Neilfon's, was, that the poll at 
Motte's houfe had fallen. It was a 
Ample redoubt, and had been at- 
tacked formally by fap. Lieutenant 
M'Pherfon had maintained it gal- 
lantly till the houfe, in the center of 
.it was fet in flames by fire arrows, 
which obliged his men to throw 
themfelves into the ditch, and fur- 
render at difcretion. 

But as Major M* Arthur had join- 
ed me with near 300 foot and 80 
dragoons, I conceived I might, with- 
out hazarding too far, endeavour to 
check the enemy's operations on the 
Congaree. On the 14th at night I 
marched from Neilfon's, and on the 
evening of the 15th I reached the 
point where the roads from Conga- 
rees and M'Coard's Ferry unite. 
Various information was brought to 
me thither that Greene had paffed 
the Congaree, at M*Coard's Ferry, 
and had pufhed down the Orange- 
burgh Road. The accounts, though 
none of them pofitive or fingly fatis- 

jol. xil 



factory, correfponded fo much, that 
I was led to believe them, and the 
matter was of fuch moment, that it 
would not admit of my paufing for 
more certain information ; therefore, 
after giving the troops a little reft, I 
moved back to Eutaws the fame 
night, but hearing nothing there, I 
purfued my march hither. 

By my prefent pofition I cover 
thofe diftricls from which Charlef. 
town draws its prefent fupplies. I 
am in readinefs to improve any fa- 
vourable occurrence, and guard a- 
gainft any nntdward event. 

It is a fecondary, but not a trifling 
advantage that I have been able to 
fupply the troops with neceffaries; 
for the want of which, (occasioned 
by the long interruption of ou/com- 
munication) they fuffered ferious dif- 
tre fs. 

I am ufing every effort to augment 
our cavalry, in hopes that the arri- 
val offome force will fpeedily enable 
us to adopt a more aclive conduct. 
Extra& of a letter from Lord Raw- 
do n to Lieutenant-general Earl 

Cornwalms, dated Cbarliftown, 

June 1, 1781. 

General Greene inverted Ninety- 
fix on the 2 2d of May. To my 
great fatisfaclion, however, I learn- 
ed (by meffages which I have found 
means to interchange with Lieute- 
nant-colonel Cruger) that the new 
works were completed before the 
enemy's approach; the garrifon is 
ample for the extent ; and the fire of 
the enemy had no effect : Lieute- 
nant-colonel Cruger, therefore, on- 
ly apprehends that relief may not ar- 
rive before his provifions are ex- 
pended. 

Fortunately we are now in a con- 
dition to undertake fuccouring him, 
without expofing a more valuable 
ftake ; and, from the report of his 
provifions which he fentto me, I truft 
we fhall be fully in time. 

Augufta is likewife befiegcd ; but 
J hope in little danger. Sir James 

X Wright 
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Wright reprefented fo ftrongly the 
want of troops at Savannah, that I 
thought it necefTary to fend the 
King's American regiment thither 
with all difpatch. 

On the 3d inflant the fleet from 
Ireland arrived ; having aboard the 
3d, 19th, and 30th regiments, a 
detachment from the Guards, and a 
confiderable body of recruits ; the 
whole under the command of Colo- 
nel Gould of the 30th. Lieutenant- 
colonel Balfour and I immediately 
made known to Colonel Gould the 
power which your Lordfhip had given 
to us, for detaining fuch part of the 
expected reinforcement as we might 
conceive the fervice required, and 
it has been fettled that the three 
regiments fhall all remain here un- 
til your Lordfhip fignifies your plea- 
fure refpe&ing them. I fhall march 
on the 7 th towards Ninety- fix, hav- 
ing been reinforced by the flank 
companies of the three new regi- 
ments. 

I am happy in mentioning to your 
Lordfhip a handfome teltimony of 
zeal for his Majefty's intcrefts, which 
has occurred here: confiderable dif- 
ficulty having arifen in the formation 
of cavalry, fome of the principal 
Inhabitants of this town made a fub- 
, fcription, amounting to near three 
thoufand guineas; which fum they 
requefled I would apply to the pur- 
pofe of equipping a corps of dra- 
goons in the manner I mould judge 
moft expedient. As I had no means 
of forming fuch a corps but by drafts 
from the infantry, I thought your 
Lordfhip would be pleafed that a 
compliment mould be paid to the 
loyalty of the Gentlemen above- 
mentioned, by fixing upon men con- 
nected with the province ; I have 
therefore ordered the South-Carolina 
regiment to be converted into ca- 
valry ; and I have the profpeel: of 
their beings mounted and completely 
appointed in a very few days. 

June 6. I have juft had the fatis- 



faclion to learn that the King's 
American regiment arrived fafe at 

Savannah. 

Extr aft of a letter* from Colonel Lord 
Rawdon, to 5/> Henry Clin- 
ton, dated Charleflo<Wnj June 6, 
1781. 

I cannot in any manner give your 
Excellency a more explicit account 
of what has patted in this Province, 
and of the prefent flate of our affairs, 
than by inclofing to your Excellency 
copies of the letters which I have, at 
different periods, written to Lord 
Cornwallis. The fituation of the 
Province has been critical ; yet, I am 
well convinced, that numbers have 
joined the enemy merely to fhield 
themfelves from the atrocious bar- 
barity of the rebel militia, which has 
been beyond what I ever heard of 
among the moft favage nations. 
Should we be ifuccefsful in our pre- 
fent enterprize, it will probably be 
found necefTary to make the Santec 
and Congaree the boundaries of our 
pqfts, and to invite the friends of 
Government to fettle upon the eftate 
of revolters within the claim of our 
Ilations. The back parts of the 
Province muft • ■'. flieceflarily depend 
upon the C&urttry-enclofed by thofe 
-rivers, as long as we keep pofleffioa 
of the Chefapeak. 

ExtraSi of a letter from Major-general 
Lesjlie to Sir Henry Clinton, 
dated Portfmeutb, June Ij, 1781. 
I have no accounts from Lord 
Cornwallis fince he marched from 
Weflover the 26th ult. When I 
hear from his Lordihip I fhall for- 
ward the contents to New-York by 
an advice veOel. All is quiet here, 
the whole country taking paroles.

Difpatches were yefterday received 
from Admiral Sir George Brydges 
Rodney, Bart. Knight of the Bath, 
and commander in chief of his Ma- 
jelly's fhips at the Leewa/d Iflands ;

commander in chief of his Majefly's 
fhips in North America ; of which 
the following are extracts : 
Extract of a duplicate of a letter from 
Admiral Sir George Brydges 
Rodney to Mr. Stephens, dated 
on board the Sandwich, aifea, the 
6th of May, 1 7 8 1 . 
I mull defire you will pleafe to ac- 
quaint their Lordfhips, that on the 
4th inftant, his Majefly's (hip the 
RufTel joined me, the Captain of 
which informs me, that Rear Admi- 
ral Sir Samuel Hood had an aclion 
with the French fleet arrived from 
Europe, and which confifled of 21 
fail of the line, and were, during the 
aclicn, joined by the four fhips of the 
j Jine that had been blocked up in the 
Day of Fort Royal. By Captain 
Sutherland's account, the French, 
as ufual, kept at a confiderable dif- 
tance, and feemed to bend their 
greateft force againfl the four van 
ihips of Sir Samuel Hood's line, 

* which muft have fuffered confider- 
ably ; the Ruflel having feveral fhot 
between wind and water, was in dan- 
ger of finking, the water being a- 
bove the platform in the magazine. 

Upon receiving the news, I in* 

* ftantly difpatched the convoys bound 
for GTeat-Britain, Jamaica, and A- 
merica ; in fix hours repaired the 
damages fuflained by the RufTel ; 
fent that fhip to Old Road, St. 
Chriftopher's, to complete her water 
which was exhaufted, with orders to 
her Captain to join me without a 
moment's lofs of time ; and put to 
fea myfelf, with the Sandwich and 
Triumph, in order to join the fleet, 
with all the difpatch poflible, which 
I am now endeavouring to do. 

N. B. Sir Samuel Hood's dif- 
patches, giving an account of 
his aftion with the French fleet 
on the 29th of April, which 
accompanied the original letter 
of the date above-mentioned, 
were f with that letter, thrown 
over-board, when the Snake 



floop, in which they were com* 
ing to England, was captured 
by a rebel privateer, and no 
duplicate or copy of thofe dis- 
patches have yet come to hand. 

Extract of a Letter from Admiral Sir 
George Brydges Rodney to. 
Mr. Stephens, dated Carlijlc- 
Bay, Barhadoes y June 29, 1781. 

Sir, 

Since my difpatches of the 6th 
and 9th of May, dated from BafTe- 
terre Road, St. Chriftopher's, and 
fent by Captain Smith in his Ma- 
jefly's fioop Snake, I mufl defire you 
will pleafe to acquaint their Lord- 
fhips, that I put to fea with the 
Sandwich, Triumph, and the fhips 
that had received damage in their 
late engagement with the French 
fleet, ufing every endeavour to get 
to windward with all poflible aif- 
patch. 

Between the ifland of Montferrat 
and Antigua, Sir Samuel Hood, 
with the remainder of the fleet, join- 
ed me ; their neceflities obliged me 
to anchor in St. John's Road, An- 
tigua, in* order to relieve them : 
having before detached feveral fmall 
and quick-failing veflels to St. Lu- 
cia, to acquaint General St. Leeer 
and the commanding Officer of his 
Majefly's fhips who might be at that 
ifland, that I was haftening to wind- 
ward with his Majefly's fleet, and 
that they might depend upon being 
fpeedily relieved in cafe the enemy, 
encouraged by his Majefly's fleet 
being to leeward, fhould make an\ 
attack upon it : that General Vaug- 
han, with a reinforcement of troops, 
was on board the fleet, and coming* 
to their aflrftance. 

Not a moment's delay was made 
at Antigua; the whole fleet put to 
fea, and in a few days weathered the 
ifland of Defcada. The day we left 
Antigua the Pegafus rejoined me 
from St. Lucia ; Captain Stanhope 
acquainted me, that he riad arrived' 
in the night of the 1 2th of May un- 
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der Pigeon Ifland, where Lieutenant 
Miller, late of his Majefty's flrip the 
Deal Caftle, and whom I had left 
with a body of men to fight the bat- 
teries I had caufed to be erected on 
that ifland, and Capt. Campbell, 
who commanded a company of the 
87th regiment, ftationed on the faid 
ifland, informed him that the ifland 
of St. Lucia was inverted by a fleet 
of twenty- five fail of the line, and 
that the Marquis de Bouille, with a 
confiderable body of troops, had 
landed and taken poffeflion of the 
village of Gros Iflet ; that he had, 
by a general officer, demanded, with 
the threats of ufing every feverity of 
war, unlefs Pigeon Ifland was in- 
ftantly furrendered. 
. His threats were received with the 
contempt they deferved, by officers 
determined to do their duty to their 
King and Country, by their imme- 
diately opening, from the batteries, 
a heavy fire upon the enemy's fleet, 
which continued till feven of them 
were obliged to cut their cables and 
retreat to leeward. I was in no 
pain relative to the fate of St. Lucia ; 
however, not a moment's time was 
loft in haftening to its relief, and dif- 
patching feveral quick-failing veflels 
to acquaint them with the approach 
of the fleet with a reinforcement of 
troops. 

On my arrival off Barbadoes, one 
of my quick-failing tenders joined 
me, with difpatches, acquainting me, 
that the enemy's fleet had fuddenly 
re-embarked their troops in the night, 
and retired to the Bay of Fort Royal, 
Martinique, in iuch a hurry as pre- 
vented their taking on board all their 
baggage, part of* which, with a 
quantity of ammunition?- they had 
left 011 the ifland. 

On the 27 th of May I received in- 
telligence, that a fmall fquadron of 
the enemy, confuting c f two fhips of 
the line, four frigates and three cut- 
ters, with nine hundred troops on 
boards had inverted Tobago. 

As General Vaughan had, fome 



time before our arrival at Barbadoes, 
ordered a detachment. of two engi- 
neers and forty of the train to that 
ifland, who had fafely arrived there; 
and as I had, more than a year fince, 
fent a number of cannon, with am- 
munition in proportion, and know- 
ing its natural flrength, and that its 
garrifon confifted of near three hun- 
dred troops capable of doing duty, 
exclufive of upwards of five hundred 
militia, all natural-born Britifli fub- 
jefts, I was convinced the enemy 
could make >no great impreffion be- 
fore it was relieved. However, I 
inftantly difpatched feveral fmall 
quick-failing vefTels, with pofitive 
orders to make fome port in Tobago, 
acquainting the inhabitants, that a 
fquadron, with a body of troops, 
would fail the next day for their re- 
lief, which it did accordingly, com- 
pofed of fix fail of the fafteft-failing 
(hips of the line, and three frigates, 
under Rear-admiral Drake ; and the 
69th regiment, a flank company of 
the 60th, and a company of volun- 
teers, under the command of Briga- 
dier-general Skeene. , 
As I had received intelligence that 
the enemy's fleet, confining of twen- 
ty-four fail of the line, had left Fort- 
Royal, and were cruizing between 
the Diamond Rock and St. Lucia, 
in hopes of drawing me to leeward 
with his Majefty's fleet, while they 
were carrying on the flege of To- 
bago, I gave Mr. Drake notice of 
the fituation of the enemy's fleet, 
and cautioned him to be upon his 
guard, and upon no account to run 
the riik of an engagement with a fu- 
perior force ; but after landing Ge« 
neral Skeene and the forces at To- 
bago, and endeavouring to deftroy 
the enemy's fquadron that was in- 
verting it, to rejoin me with his 
fquadron without a moment's lofs of 
time. 

Mr. Drake, with the forces on 
board, arrived off Tobago the next 
day. The enemy, who I am well 
informed had made an attack on the 
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town of Scarborough, but were beat 
off, had fen t a cutter exprefs to the 
French Admiral, that by the rein- 
forcement lately fent from Barba- 
does, and the ftrong fituation the 
Englifh had taken, he could make 
no impreffion on the ifland without a 
large reinforcement. The day after 
Mr. Drake failed, I received intelli- 
gence from my cruizers, that the 
French fleet were to windward of 
St. Lucia, ftanding to the fouthward, 
towards Tobago. 

As Mr. Drake had the mofl pofitive 
orders, in cafe the enemy's fleet ap- 
peared off Tobago, to rejoin mc 
without one moment's lofs of time, 
fending his quick-failing frigates to 
give me notice of that event, I gave 
orders for the whole fleet to weigh 
the moment the fquadron under Mr. 
Drake fhould appear in fight. The 
Rattlefnake, a remarkable fail- failing 
veflel, which had been employed in 
carrying the reinforcement from Bar- 
badoes to Tobago, and which I had 
employed on this important occafion, 
was difpatched by Rear. Admiral 
Drake, to acquaint me, that, on his 
making the ifland of Tobago, the 
whole French fleet appeared in fight 
to leeward of him ; that, agreeable 
to his orders, he was haftening, with 
all poffible difpatch, to rejoin me. 
The captain of the Rattlefnake af. 
fured me he had feen the French 
fleet ; they appeared to him fo far to 
leeward, that he imagined they could 
not fetch Ccurland Eay : that Mr, 
Drake's fquadron, though to lee- 
ward, would be off Carlifle bay by 
the morning ; that he could aflure 
me the poft his Majcfty's troops of 
the militia poflefled, was of fuch 
ilrength, that they were determined 
to admit of no capitulation, as they 
were certain General Vaughan and 
myfelf, with the whole fleet, would 
haften to their afliftance, agreeable to 
the aflurance that had been given 
them. 
Mr. Drake, with hia fquadron, ap- 



pearing at day-light off Carlifle Bay* 
the whole fleet inftantly put to fea. 
General Vaughan having embarked 
with me, and immediately proceeded 
towards Tobago. The next day, 
June the 5th, we made that ifland, 
and on our approach to the north 
end, difpatched the Fly cutter, com- 
manded by Captain Ponfonby, a 
fchooner commanded by Captain 
Shepherd, and the Munfler Lafs 
frhooner, to get intelligence, and to 
knew the places they might wilh the 
troops to be landed at, and procure 
proper guides to conduct them.— 
Thefe veflela had orders to go to 
three different bays, and in cafe of 
any accident to either of them, the 
inhabitants might learn from the 
others, that the whole British fleet* 
with troops on board, were come to 
their afliftance : they had like wife the 
ftriclert injunctions to make enquiries 
concerning the French fleet, and on 
what part of the ifland they might 
have anchored, and the fituation in 
which they lay. 

The next day, as the whole fleet 
were Handing towards Man of War 
Bay, in order to anchor, that I 
might be better informed of the fitu- 
ation of the enemy's fleet, and, if 
neccfTary, to land the troops, one of 
the three veflels I had difpatched the 
day before for intelligence (called the 
Munfler Lafs) rejoined me. Lieu* 
tenant John (Ion, of the marines, a 
brifk and active officer, and zealons 
in the public femce, had requefted 
me that he migh*. be permitted to go 
in that veflel to gain intelligence.— 
He landed at twelve o'clock the fame 
night in TyrrePs-bay, and immedi- 
ately repaired to one of the principal 
planter's houses called Mr* Alexander 
Gordon : he inflantly requefted that 
Mr. Gordon, would difpatch meflen- 
gers to tho Governor, acquainting 
him with the arrival of the fleet, and 
to know wherejit would be proper to 
land the tr oops that came to the affifl- 
anceof f* he ifland. 

Lieutenant 
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Lieutenant Johnfton's furprize was 
great indeed, when Mr. Gordon told 
him (be ifland had furrendcred on the 
2d inftant, and that Lieutenant-Go- 
vernor Fergufon and Major Stanhope 
were prifoners at Scarborough. 

I am convinced that lomething 
extraordinary muft have happened, 
which could have induced Governor 
Fergufon and the troops to have ca- 
pitulated ; but I hope, and fincerely 
believe, that notwithstanding the ene- 
my have taken the ifland of Tobago, 
they will have no reafon to boaft at 
the end of this campaign. 

As their whole fleet is again in 
Fort Royal Bay, and as his Majefly's 
ifland of Barbadoes, under protection 
of the fleet, is again put in a ftate of 
defence, I fhall inftantly proceed with * 
the whole fleet off Martiniqoe, to 
watch the motions of the enemy. 

I muft now, Sir, acquaint you, 
that, after receiving the intelligence 
of the furrender of Tobago, I flood 
With the fleet to the northward, and 
about two in the afternoon of the 
cth in ft, defcried (from the maft- 
head) the enemy's fleet to leeward 
towards Granada and the Granadil- 
las. Before fun-fet we had neared 
thera very conftderably, and plainly 
obferved that they confifted of 29 
fail, 24 of which were of the line, 
and 5 frigates. Their fituation was 
fuch as rendered it impoflible to at- 
tack them with a probability of fuc- 
cefs, as it was in their power (night 
coming on) to entangle his Majefty's 
fleet among the Granadillas, to de- 
coy them into the channel between 
; Granada and the Spanifh main, 
I where the currents are fo xcxy rapid 
\ that his Majefty's fleet might have 
j been drove far to leeward, while the 
i enemy had it in their power to anchor 
-under the batteries of Granada, which 
I might have been attended with the 
I capture of Barbadces, before I could 
j poflibly have given it fuccour, 

1 he enemy's fleet (landing to the 
jwnhward as well as his Ma jelly's, I 



flattered myfelf that they, depending 
upon their fuperior number, might 
be induced to rift a battle ; and I was 
in hopes ro draw them by the next 
morning to windward of the ifland 
of St. Vincent, where we fhould have 
had Tea room to have attacked them. 

With this view I gave orders that 
all the lights *of the fleet mould be 
particularly confpicuous to the enemy, 
that in cafe they chefe an action, 
they might be fure their .wifhes would 
be complied with the next day. 

On the 6th, in the morning, at 
day-light, then to the windward of the 
ifland of St. Viticent, no enemy ap- 
peared in fight : they had tacked in 
the night, and, as I heard, fheltered 
themfelves in Courland Bay, Tobago. 
We inftantly fent a reinforcement of 
troops ro St. Lucia, to Strengthen 
the garrifon, and put that ifland out 
of all danger. 

I cannot conclude this letter with- 
out a flu ring their Lordfhips that I 
have the higheft confidence in the 
fpirit of the officers and men of the 
fleet I have the honour to command ; 
nor have I the leaft doubt, but if the 
enemy will give them a proper op- 
portunity, that it will redound to the 
honour of the Britifh flag. 
Extraft of a letter from Vice Admiral 

Areuthnot*'/*? Mr. Stephens, 

dated Bedford^ off Sandy - Hook y 

July 4, 17S1. 

The rumours that had been abroad 
for a considerable time pall, that a 
reinforcement of troops was daily ex- 
pected from France, induced me to 
fend a fquadron into B oft on bay of 
fuperior force, as the enemy's guard 
was reported to be only two frigates: 
the AfTurance, Charles-Town, Am- 
phitrite, Vulture, and Savage, are 
employed on this fervice; and the 
Royal Oalc, on her way to Halifax^ 
was direcled to take that route. 

' I have fmce, by the channel of 
the Rebels, received intelligence, iha* 
a few, recruits and fome florefhips' 
have notwithstanding got into Bofron, 

witk 
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with a French fifty gun (hip and two 
frigates: but Captain Duncan of the 
Medea,' which arrived from Halifax 
on the 30th ult. informs me, that 
his Majefty's Hoop the Atalanta, 
which had been taken after a very 
gallant a&ion, by the rebel frigate 
Alliance, of 40 guns, was retaken by 
that detachment in Boflon Bay, and 
that he fpoke a ftore-fhip of near 800 
tons, alfo a prize, on her entrance 
into the port of Halifax, as he came 
out. It is believed they have been 
much more fuccefsful, but I have no 
authentic advices of their operations, 
(I refcrvefome particulars of the Ata- 
lanta's action for another letter,) the 
Medea^ on her return, captured two 
privateers from Salem, the (hip Ro- 
ver, of 18 fix pounders and 140 men, 
and the iloop Revenge, of 10 guns. 
* I had frequent intelligence from 

Rhode-ifland of the intentions of the 
enemy. The maintenance of the 
French garrifon there prevented their 
ttffbrding material aid to the caufe of 
rebellion. It was to have been eya- 
K cuated in June.; and the forces which 
. conflicted its defence, were to have 
joined Wafhingtpn ; the low ftate of 
whofe army, and the deftruftion of 
' all the refources for its fupport, had 
determined him once again to medi- 
! tate an attempt againft New-York: 
however, the Count de Barrar, at 
prefent commanding * the French 
fquadron, being dire&ed to continue 
at Rhode-ifland, the greateft part 
of the French troops, of courfe, re- 
main with him for its defence. 

The rebel General Greene, after 
his defeat at Guilford Court-houfe, 
penetrated into Carolina ; and after 
his fecond overthrow by Lord Raw- 
don at Camden, giving up all 
thoughts of Charleftown, retired up 
the country and inverted our poll at 
Ninety-fix, which is defended by 
Colonel Cruger. The arrival of the 
Warwick and Solebay at Charles- 
town, on the 13th of June, with 
the troops under their efcort, which 



were immediately landed, determined 
Lord Rawdon to proceed after him ; 
and from the rebels we have fince 
learnt, that Greene immediately re- 
treated to the northward. The event 
of my Lord Rawdon's march is not 
yet officially known here, as the War- 
wick and Solebay, immediately after 
having m?.de the debarkation, pro- 
ceeded to join me, and arrived here 
on the 26th, with the remainder of 
their convoy, the recruits for the 
guards excepted, which were left 
with Lord Cornwallis in Virginia* 
Extrafi of a Letter from Vice- Admiral 
Arbuthnot/0 Mr. Stephens* 
dated Bedford, off Sandy Hook, Ju'j 

1 had the honour to mention, in 
my letter of this date, my intentioa 
of reporting fome particular circum- 
ftances refpe&ing the capture of the 
Atalanta ; they are communicated in 
the inclofed paper. 

The Atalanta, with a gallantry that 
does her Captain the higheft honour* 
maintained the aflion fome time after 
the Trepafley had ftruck, until (he 
was a wreck, in which ftate me was 
carried to Halifax. 

The behaviour of Lieutenant Sa- 
muel Arden, of the Atalanta, was 
brilliant beyond expreflion ; he loft 
his right arm in the fight, and the 
inflant it was drefi, refumed his Na- 
tion on the deck, where he remained 
until fhe ftruck, notwithftanding his, 
weaknefs and lofs of blood. 

I doubt not, thefe matters will be 
thought entitled to their Lordfhips 
consideration. 
Report of Mr. Phillip Windsor, 

late mafter of his MajeJIy'sJIoop the 

9 rep affey , in Halifax Harbour, 

June II, 1781, viz* 

On Sunday the 27th of May, 
178 1, being on a cruize with the 
Atalanta Hoop, by order from the 
commanding officer at Sc, John's, 
Newfoundland, in lat. 41, long. 61, 
W. faw a fail at three P. M. S. E. 
diftant four leagues : we bore up, 

and 
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and came within one league : finding 
Jicr a large fhip, fuppofed her a two- 
decker, and night coming on we 
hauled our wind, and failed in fight 
of her all night. About twelve at 
noon the next day, it being almoft 
Calm, and the flrange £hip about h?lf 
a mile to leeward, fhe hoifled rebel 
Colours, and gave the Atalanta and 
us a broadfide, we being then very 
nigh to each other ; we then bore 
up along-fide of her ; the Atalanta 
on the uarboard, and the TrepafTey 
on the larboard quarter, and began 
to engage. About an hour after the 
action began, Capt. Smith, of the 
TrepafTey, was killed; upon which 
I fent to Lieutenant King to acquaint 
him thereof, in order to his refuming 
the command, and engaged the ene- 
my in that pofition for two hours and 
an half longer, and at lail flruck the 
colours, in obedience to the orders he 
fent me by Mr. Sam. Pitts, a midfhip- 
man of the fhip ; we loft five feamen 
killed and ten wounded in the action, 
which ended at half pad three P. M. 
The Atalanta continued to engage 
fome time, and then flruck alfo. 

The rebel frigate proved to be the 
Alliance. 

Captain Edwards of the Atalanta, 
and his Lieutenant, and alfo Lieu- 
tenant King of the Trepafley, are 
carried away as prifoners, and my- 
felf left in charge of the two ihips 
companies put on board of the Tre- 
pafley by Mr. Berry, Captain of the 
Alliance* who for that purpofe dif- 
abled and turned the Trepafley into 
a cartel brig ; and have brought her 
in here, with directions to fend the 
cartel to Bofton, as rebel property. 

Being thus left in charge of thefe 
people, I thiirk; it my duty to ac- 
quaint you hereof, as commanding 
officer, requefling to be difpofed of 
in fuch a manner as you fhall direct ; 
and ready to anfwer to any court- 
martial for my mare and proportion 
in the defence and lofs of his Ma- 
jefly's faid floop.

On the 19th of April, at noon, 
I made Cape Blaife ; and on the 
20th at two P. M. I perceived a 
flrange fail to windward bearing 
down upon me. As I was then land- 
ing S. S. W. I tacked, and made 
the private fignal ; but as me did 
not anfwer it, and fliJI continued 
bearing down, I beat to quarters, 
and made every preparation for ac- 
tion: at half pail three I hoifled my 
colours, and at four, being within 
a cable's length diilance of the ftrangc 
fail, which I diftinguifhed to be a 
fhip offeree,. I ordered the top-gal- 
lant fails to be handed,' and the 
courfes hauled up. At half pail four 
fhe hoifted French colours, and fired 
a broadfide, which I returned imme- 
diately, and came to a clofe action, 
which continued till fix o'clock, when 
fhe flruck ; and provedto be the Uni- 
corn frigate, of 20 nine-pounders, 
eight carronades, 12 pounders, and 
1 S 1 men, commanded by the Che- 
valier de St. Ture, 

The lofs which I furtained was 15 
killed and 30 wounded- among the* 
former was Mr. High, the gunner* 

, and 
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and the latter Mr. Edward*, fecond 
Lieutenant, and Mr. Good, my 
clerk. I cannot exactly afcertain that 
of the French ; but from the belt in- 
formation I can procure, it was eight 
killed and 30 wounded, four of whom 
are fincedead. 

The behaviour of Mr. Hulke, the 
/irft Lieutenant, the officers, and 
fhip's company, was fuch as does 
them the greateft honour, and de- 
ferving of every encouragement, and, 
in conlequence thereof, I beg leave 
to recommend them to your notice. 

The fignal fervices Iikewife re- 
ceived from Major Alexander Camp- 
bell, the officers and men of the 
Loyal American Rangers, as a!fo of 
the artillery then on board, entitles 
them to t^tty recommendation which 
' I carj give.

My Lord, 
On the 10th of May, the French 
fleet, confifhng of 21 {hips of the line 
, and frigates, landed troops at St. 
Lucia, and fummoned Pidgeon Ifland 
to furrender; but on viewing the 
Vigie and Morne, with the other 
parts of that, ifland under military 
government, they judged it prudent 
to re-embark their troops, and quit- 
led St. Lucia very quietly. 
( On this occafioa I beg leave to 
obferve, fcr your Lordfhip's kind re- 
prefentation xo his Majefty, the very 
great exertions and attention ihewn 
by Brigadier General St. Leger, who 
commands in. that ifland, to its 
ilrength and fecurity, and the great 
ardour and chearfulnefs with which 
the troops in that important poft have 
executed their duty ; and permit me, 
my Lord, to add, that I con fid er 
myfelf, and the fervice much indebt- 
ed to. the alacritv and aid given by 
Capr. Robert Linzee and Captain 
Vol. XII. 



Rodney, and the •ther officers and 
feamen of his Majefty's frigates, 
potted at the Vigie and Pidgeon 
Ifland at the time the enemy made 
their landing. 

Nor can I omit taking notice of 
the very fpirited and meritorious part 
of the merchants, who embodied 
themfelves for the defence of his Ma- 
jetty's ifland. 

On this expedition of the enemy to 
St. Lucia, the only lofs on our part, 
that I have heard, is a few fick men 
of the 46th regiment, , which, with 
their comforts and neceflaries, they 
carried off. 

Upon the 27th, hearing that a 
flying fquadron of the enemy had 
appeared near Tobago, Sir George 
Rodney difpatched Rear Admiral 
Drake, with fix fail of the line and 
fome frigates, in which I had the 
69th regiment, a flank company of 
the yoth, aod a volunteer company 
under the command of Brigadier* 
General Skeene, to fuccour and re* 
lieve that Ifland; on the Rear Ad- 
miral's approach, finding the whole 
French fleet had invefted the ifland, 
he apprized Sir George Rodney of 
it, and returned with his fquadroa 
to form a junction with the reft of 
the fleet* On receiving this infor* 
mation the ad curt. I immediately 
embarked with Admiral Rodney, 
who foiled on the 3d, with the whole 
fleet, to the relief of Tobago. Ar- 
riving on the 4th near the Ifland. 
we fen t an officer to procure the ne- 
ceflary intelligence, and guides to 
conduct the troops to relieve the gar-> 
rifon.— On his return I was informed 
that the Ifland had capitulated, a cir* 
cumflance which 1 learned with much 
concern; but not having received 
any accounts as yet from that quar- 
ter, prevents my giving your Lord- 
fhip the particulars. . 
Copy of a Letter from Brigadier-

From what I could obferve of the ^ 
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motions of the enemy at Martinique, 
I was convinced tbey meant an attack 
on thh ifland, which mWeme very 
diligent in preparing for them. On 
Thurfday the 10th inftant they em* 
basked at St. Amne's, aifd that even- 
ing landed at L'Efperancc and Port 
Dauphin. They had twenty-five fail 
of the line and fome frigates, which 
kept a-breaft and to windward of Pid- 
geon Mand* The next morning early, 
the nth; they took pofleffion of Grot- 
Iflet, and fummoned Pidgeon Ifland 
to furrender, which was rejected with 
proper contempt. They advanced 
detachments to take pcfTeflion of the 
heights oppofite the Morn e Fortune, 
where we difcovered them at day- 
break on the I2th, after a tire fome 
march. — About one o'clock P. M. 
their fleet came to anchor in Chocque- 
bay, their windward (hips juft whnm 
reach of Pidgeon Ifland battery, 
which ilrnck feveral of them; and 
•made them weigh, and come to an 
anchor oat of mot. I was much 
pleafed to fee that battery fo effectual 
againft every fhip that came within 
reach of its gnns. This movement 
of i heir fleet induced me to think, 
they either intended to land their 
jnarines^ or take on board their ad- 
vanced detachments; it proved the 
latter, which they did' that night ; 
thereit re-embarked to the windward 
of GroiUIfle*; their numbers I have 
not yet been able to learn ; they were 
commanded by the Marquis de Bou* 
ille*nd a 'Major-General. Their 
defign was to cut off the 46th re- 
giment, and makea pufti at the Morne 
Fortune; betrigdifappointed in rhar, 
and having reconnoitred this hill 
(from a neighbouring plantation) 
which they found very well prepared 
for them, they thought proper to re- 
treat, Juft-aS the enemy was pre- 
paring to land, the Thetis, Santa 
Moftka, and Sybil frigates, with the 
Scourge Hoop, were off the Careoage ; 
Captain Linzee, of the. Santa Moni- 
ca, came op to the Morne, to confult 
what was bell to be done for the good 



of the fervice! Tftfohgly recommend- 
ed their: coming into the Carenage, 
which they did, and afforded a greax 
ftrength ro the garrifon. The 1 hetis 
unfortunately ft< tick on a rock, and 
is now funk near the Cornwall. Capt. | 
Robert Linzee made every effort to 
fave his fhip ; that being impoflible, 
he came up with hi-s men to Morne 
Fortune, where he was of e fieri tial 
fervice. Capt. Linzee, of the Santa 
Monica, commanded in the Care- 
nagf, and had the direction of the 
Vigie, which was well manned, as 
well as all (he bateries, with^ the 
Captains of merchantmen and their 
failors. Upon the enemy's firft ap- 
pearing, I formed all the Engltfh in 
Carenage into a corps of militia, who 
(hewed a great deal of fpiritw I affbre . 
your Excellency the troops and fai- 
lors have undergone a gTeat deal of 
fatigue, i.i preparing for the enemy, 
with more cbearfulnefa than J am 
able to defcribe. Though I have 
every rejfon to believe all their 
troops are re-embarked, I fhaU be 
very much upon my guard againit 
any coup they may hereafter medi- 
tate. Captain Linzee and I have 
thought it right to difpatch the 
Scourge in Jearch of Sir George Rod- 
ney, to let him and you know how * 
matters liana, and have difpatched av 
fchooner to Barbadoes, to put them 
on their guard. 

On the approach ot the enemy, on 
the loth, a (loop went off for Bar- 
badoes, by which I wrote to General 
Cunninghame ; and I firmly believ- 
ed, if they did not attack me, thef 
would go there,

As foon aa the Comte de Graft* 
was joined by.jhe Marquis de Bon> 
ille, Governor-general of Martinico, 
rthey concerted together an expedite 
on againft theifland of Tobago; bat 
in order to conceal that operation, 
and take off the enemy's attention, 
Jt was agreed to make a falfe attack, 
with 1500 men, on St. Lucia* 
' In confequence of this project the 
Marquis de Bouille fet out the 8th 
of May, with the troops fomhe falfe 
attack, and the fquadron failed the 
9th, with a reinforcement of tiofijps ; 
thofe defined to attack the ifland of 
Tobago, under the command of the 
gieur de Blancheknde, went off at 
the fame time, under the protection 
of the ihips le Pluton and la Serapis, 
•commanded by the Comte d' Albeit 
de Rions. On the icth-, at mid- 
night, the troops were landed under 
the fire of the batteries of Gros Met 
of St. Lucia; the enemy's cannon 
did no damage nor becafroned any 
lofs. At two o'clock the troops 
were on land, and, the boats .under 
fail; the fleet to the' windward of 
St, Lucia, cowed the expedition^ 



The guard was furprized, the cenfti)- 
nel killed, and an officer and 94 
{oldhcrs taken, who occupied the 
town of Gros Iflet. 

The Marquis de Bouille, informed 
of the pofition of the enemy, who 
had fallen back to their pofts ; and 
being well informed that the Morne 
Fortune could not be taken, becaufe 
the ifland had received a reinforce- 
ment of 600 men two days before i 
made his troops ae-«embark the 12th 
in the ^ night, to die number of 
4 coo men, leaving .only two behind 
him, who had ftrayed in the iiland j 
and bringing away with him tao prU 
ibnera, a great Slumber of ;m»fketsv 
cloathing, &c» 

The fleet cruised till the 15th* to 
windward of S,. Lack ; it then-re*-

Lieutenant Rivett, of his M;ijefty*J 
cutter the Surprize, arrived here 
this afternoon,, with a letter from 
Vice-,Admiral Parker to- Mr. -Ste- 
phens,., of which the following is a 
copy ; - 

. Fortitude at Sea, Auguft 6, 1781. 
Si a, - ■ ,:'■ 
-Yefterday morning we fell in with 
the Dutch Squadron, with a large 
convoy, on' the, Dogger Bank. I 
was .happy to find I had the wind of 
them, as the great number of their 
large frigates might otherwife have 
endangered ray> convoy. Having 
feparated the men f of war from the . 
, Merchant Ships, and made a fignal 
toithe . laft to keep to their wind, I 
bore away with a general fignal to 
chace. The enemy formed their line, 
confining of eight two-decked fhips-, 
on the ftarboard tack ; ours, includ- 
ing the Dolphin, confided of feven . 
Not a gun was fired on either' fide, 
.until within the diftance of half muf- 
xjnet mot. The Fortitude being 
then a-breaft of the Dutch Admiral, 
the a$ion began, and continued, 
with an unceafing fire, for three 
hours and forty minutes ; by this time 
our ihips were unmanageable. I 
made an. effort to form the line, in 
order to renew the action, but found 
it impracticable. The Bienfaifant 
had loft his main-top-maft,. and the 
Buffalo his fore-yard} the reft of the 
ihips were not lefs mattered in their 
' malts, rigging, and fails : The ene- 
my appeared to be in as bad a con^ 
dirion. Both fquadrons lay-to a 
.confiderable time near each other, 
when the Dutch, with their convoy, 
bore away for the Texel : We were 
not in»a condition to follow them, 
<a His Majefty's officers and men be- 
haved with great bravery, nor did 
; the enemy mew lefs gallantry. The 
Fortitude was extremely well fecond- 
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ed by Captain Macartney, in the 
Princefs Amelia ; but, he was unfor- 
tunately killed early in the action : 
Lieutenant Hill has great merit, in 
ib well fupporting ihe conduct of his 
brave Captain. 

As there was great probability of 
our coming into action again, Capt. 
Macbride very readily obliged me by 
taking the command of that flap ; 
and I have appointed Mr* Waghorne, 
my firit Lieutenant, to the command 
of the Artcis. This Gentleman, al- 
though much hurt in the action, re- 
fufed to leave my^fide while it lafted. 
Captain Graeme, of the Predion, has 
loft an arm. ' ■ 

Inclofedl tranfmit-a retyrn of the 
killed and Wounded, and ah account 
of the damages fuftained by the 
Ihips. 

The enemy's force was, I believe, 
much fuperior to- what their Lord-, 
fliips apprehended* I flatter mvfelf, 
they will be fatwfied that we have 
done all that was poffible with ours*

The Dutch account of the: engage- 
ment between Admiral Hydc 
Parker and Admiral Zout- 

MAN. 

Hague, Aug* 12. The following 

is the report made by Rear-admiral 

Zoutman, 
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Zoutman, to Jiis Serene Highnefs 
the Prince of Orange^ Hereditary 
Stadtholder, Captain snd Admiral 
General cf the United Provinces of 
the Low Countries, &c. of the en-* 
gagement with an Englifh fquadron ; 

"" Sunday, Augult 5, 17S1, at 
break of day, between the hours of 
ihree and four in the morning, we 
faw a great number of ftrange ihips 
to the North North-Well of us ; we 
got every thing ready for an engage- 
ment; the wind, was N. E. rather 
Irefh, and our courfe was N. V/ ; 
we made the iignal to form the line 
of battle, at the diftance at* a cable's 
I^gAftom, each other, and we ad- 
vanced. The Ajax cutter, Captain 
Cou,mvde'Wekiej;cn, game up in the 
mean time to make a report, that 
the fleet Ave faw was a convoy of the 
enemy, which had failed the 26th* 
through the Sound,' efcorted by ele- 
ven Engliih men of war, and four 
cotters. At feven- o'clock the fhipa 
of war hoiked their Engliih colours, 
among which was a Vice Admiral's 
$ag, and bore down upon u,s, their 
convoy remaining, -to windward ; I 
made the fignal to tack, and we 
came up thus in order to battle, and 
look our ftatiorr to the Eaft South 
Bail, and ordered our merchantmen 
to the we ft ward ; we faw that the 
eight Englifh men of' war that bcre 
down. upon jus in a line, were of 60, 
74, 90, and one of 40 guns. At 
eight the Englifh Vice-Admiral be 
ing a^brea&to windward of mc, they 
turned with us, and the afticn be- 
gan ; at that inftaiu the fire was very 
briik on both fides, and "our whole 
line was engaged. It confined of 
the following fhips i The Hereditary 
Prince, of 54-guns, Captain Br. uk ; 
the Admiral General, of 74, Capt. 
ce Kintbogeu ; the Ar^o, cf 44, 
Captain Storing ; the Baiavc of 54, 

Capt. Van Beniinck ; the Admiral 
de Ruytcr, of 6S, Cnpr. Zoutman, 
Rw Admiral; the Admiral -Plct- 



Heln, of 54, Captain Van Braam ; 
and the Hollande, of 64, Captain 
Dedel. I was conftantly and very 
briikly cannonaded by two large 
(hip j the engagement lafted until 
half paft eleven „ and was very 
bloody. Our fhips, mine included, 
were , greatly difabled, and had re- 
ceived fo much damage, that they 
could not be worked any longer. 
The Englifh Vice Admiral mart have 
equally TufFered, for lie wore to the 
Eastward. At noon we took down 
the fignal to engage, ,jand bore away 
to ihe westward, to repair ou>r fhipa 
as much a? poflible, all being ex* 
trcmely crippled by the conftant <v4 
of fo long an engagement. We per- 
ceived alfo, that the Englifh Vic* 
Admiral tacked about at half pad 
twelve with his mips, and flood to 
the NortJvWeft, where they remain- 
ed floating to repair alfo their da? 
mage. Among their, mips we faw 
one, a. three decker* whofe main 
top mail fell. by the. board-- . r) 
44 We found oarfelygs at noon, 
according to our eftimation, at 5 c 
degrees, 56. minutes North latitude, 
and confequently the point of Ter- 
neus in Norway N, N..E- one third 
thirty miles from us v ■-, — ;/ 

" As all the fhips of war were &e> 
come unfervkeable, we made the 
fignal for the convoy to run it, with 
the frigates the Medenbjik and Ve- 
nus, and pat themfelyes, according 
to circumitances, out of.dangerj t# , 
avoid being taken, or falling intc* 
the hinds of the enemy,. 

" Jn bearing away, theBataye, 
whofe muen-yard was turned upfide 
.down, and who had loft her mizen- 
matt, almoft fell, on her fide; her 
officer cried out :o us, that her Cap- 
tain was wounded, and the fhip fo 
difabled, that fhe was no longer ma- 
nageable. I fent two frigates to 
affiil, and take her in tow, if necef- 
fary; but before they could come 
up with the Bauve,,ihe drove before 

the. 
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the wind and came up to us. Gap- 
tain Kinfbergen fent a boat with 
Capt. Abrefon and Capt. Staringh, 
to report their fitnation ; I told them 
that as foon as we Ihould be a little 
refitted, and able to manage the 
ihips, J would make the fignal to re- 
turn. Captain Dedel made a fignal 
of being greatly damaged ; Captain 
.Van Braam, that he was much em- 
barrafled ; 1 made a fignal for the 
Zephyr frigate to come a-Iong fide ; 
ihe reported having fpoke to GaptI 
Van Braam, and that his fhip had 
fome fhots under water ; I ferit her 
off immediately, to give ail poflible 
afliftance to the Captains Van Braam 
and Dedel. 

14 In the mean time Capt. Dedel 
fired feveral guns of diftrefs, and 
fleered' Ms courfe Southward, to* 
wards the coaft of Holland. Tmade 
a fignal for Captain Van Wonfel to 
come to fpeak to me, and I detached 
him to affifl Captain Dedel, with 
orders to ftay with him, and feek a 
port. Between four and five I made 
the fignal to fail, upon which all the 
fhips near us, after having repeated 
the fignal 4 to Capt. Kinfbergen, bore 
a>vay as well as they could, with 
what fails they could make ufe of, 
I drew near to Captain Brnak, who 
eriedout to me, that he had- feveral 
ihot under water, and that his fhij> 
had made much water, but was now 
much diimnHhed by the help of the 
pumps: in the evening we faw all 
the fhips under fail with us. 

** The Admiral de Ruyter has 
many killed and wounded ; and is, 
as well as air the fhips in general, 
damaged iti their hull*;, marts, and 
rigging ; Dut I hope that, with the 
help of God, we fhall be able to 
gain a port of the Republic.

I had not an opportunity before I 
left Penfacola, of writing to your 
Lordlhip, to acquaint you of the en- 
tire furrender of the province of 
Weft Florida to the arms of Spain. 
The enemy appeared the 9th of 
March, and in a few days after en- 
tered the harbour of Penfacola: the 
whole particulars of the fiege I muft 
beg leave to defer until my arrival in 
England, which I hope will be foon, 
as I fhall embrace the next opportu- 
nity of failing, either in the flag of 
truce that I came in from Penfacola, 
which is very leaky, and muft be re- 
paired before fhe can proceed to fea, 
or in the next packet, which ever is 
firft ready. We were obliged to ca- 
pitulate the 8th of May j the articles 
were figned the 9th, (a copy of 
which I now indole your Lordihip.) 
The capitulation would not have 
taken place fo foon, had it not been ' 
from a very fatal accident on the 
niorning of the 8th, by having our 
principal advanced work blown up 
by a fhell, which entered the maga- 
zine : many lives were loft ; the few 
that remained unhurt fpiked up the 
guns, and retreated to the fort. Ge- 
neral Campbell thinking (as I ima- 
gine) that the reft of the works were 
not tenable againft fuch a fuperior 
force, with fo large a train of artil- 
lery, hoifted the white flag, and 
fent one of his aid-de-camps to the 
Spaniih General to treat upon terms 
of capsulation, which I hope your 
Lordfliip will think are as favourable 



as could be obtained in our diftreftecl 
fituatioru General Campbell, wit|* 
Captain Deans of the navy, are fent 
to the Havannah ; and Major of 
Brigade Campbell is ordered to New 
Orleans.

Art. XIIL The Chief Juftice, 
and the other civil officers of go- 
vernment, who fhall not haveocca- 
fion to ftay to fettle their affairs, 
fhall alfo be carried to Great-Britain, 
or to any of his Britannic Majefty's 
governments in North America, as 
they fhall think fit, with their fami- 
lies, papers and effects, which fhall 
not be liable to infpedtion, in good 
vefTels, to be provided and fufficient- 
Iy victualled at the expence of his 
Catholic Majefty.

The free exercife 
of religion ihall be allowed through- 
out the province as heretofore, with- 
out putting the leaft reftraint thereon.

Art. XVII. The negroes who 
have been hired from their mailers, 
and employed in working on the 
• fortifications during the iiege, fhall 
not be taken from their mailers on 
that account, but ihall be fecured to 
their owners, the fame as the reft of 
their property.

Art. XVIII. All public books, 
records and papers, in the refpcdive 
offices of government aid revenue, 
Ihall remain in the cuftody and 
charge of the prefent officers, with- 
out being permitted, on any pre- 
tence, to be removed, left they 
ihould be loft or miflaid.

Art. XXI. A1J the cattle and 
other provifions whatfoever, take% 
from the inhabitants of {aid province, 
for the ufe of his Catholic Majefty** 
forces, ihall be paid for in full, ac- 
cording to the cuftomary prices for 
each refpeclive article in the parts 
where the fame have been takeu. 

This article ufelefs, as neither 
cattle nor any thing elfe has been 
taken from the inhabitants. 

Art. XXII. That the Governor 
and Commander of the troops in this 
province ihall , be permitted to fend 
advice of this capitulation in flags .of 
truce or otherwife, at their option, 
to the Governor of Eaft-Florida, the 
Commander in Chief in North*Ame- 
rica, to Jamaica and Great-Britain, 
if they ihall think proper fo to do.

Art. XXIII. All prifoners made 
by the arms qf Spain iincc the 9th 
day of March Jaft, ihall join the gar- 
rifons of the forts and pofts to be 
evacuated, and be on the fame foot-

Extraft of a letter from Lieutenant* 
colonel Balfour, Commandant of 
Charles-town, in South-Carolina , 
to Lord George Germain, dated 
Charles -town y Junf 27, 1781- 
After the advantage gained by 
Lord Rawdon, on the 25th of April, 
over Gen. Greene's army, of which 
your Lordihip was informed by mt 
difpatch of the lit ultimo, the gene- 
ral ftate of this province rendering it 
expedient to relinquiih the port at 
Camden, Lord Rawdon therefor* 
quitted that place, after having again 
offered battle to General Greene, 
who, fecwed in a ftrong pofition be* 
hind Sawney-creek, could by nrf 
efforts be induced from it. 

On the corps under Lord Rawdort' 
falling back towards this town, the 
enemy, by detachments, inverted 
the ports at Mott's Houfe, Conga- 
rees, and Augufta, having previoufly 
taken that at Wright's Bluff ; thefe t 
, ports, my Lord, had been eilabliihed 
for controuling the country, and pre* 
, ferving its communications. Un- 
fortunately, from the fuperiority of 
the enemy, and the importibility of 
immediate relief, as affairs were then 
circumitanced, thefe garrifons were 
obliged to furrender, though gal- 
lantly defended : however, I have 
the fatisfa&ion to inform your Lord- 
ihip, that the ftores in them were 
but inconfiderable, and the troops 
have fmce been exchanged, under a' 
cartel which has lately taken place 
between my Lord Cornwallis and 
Major-general Greene, for the re- 
lease 
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leafe of all prifoners of war in the 
fouthern diflrict. 

Having accomplifhed thcfe fmaller 
purpofes, General Greene combined 
Itis force, and laid clofe iiege to 
Ninety-Six, the moll commanding 
and important of all the polls in the 
baclc country, and which was there- 
fore maintained by about three hun- 
dred and fifty men, exclufive of mi- 
litia, and put under the charge of 
Lieutenant-colonel Cruger, an able 
and zealous officer. 

Thus circumflanced was the pro- 
vince, when a reinforcement of three 
regiments from Ireland arrived, and, 
,as foon as the neceflary arrangements 
<*>uld be made, Lord Rawdon, hav- 
ing under him a corps of near two 
thoufand men, proceeded to the re- 
^ lief of Ninety-fix, an undertaking, 
from the unfavourablenefs of the 
climate, at this feafon, which your 
JJordfhip knows, mufl have been at- 
tended with many difficulties, and 
much fatigue ; but which the zeal 
and exertion of the troops enabled 
- them to furmount. 

General Greene, on finding this 
Corps approaching him, tcok the re- 
folution of attempting to florm the 
garrifon, as an expedient lefs dan- 
gerous and decifive than coming 
< to action with Lord Rawdon. On 
the morning of the 19th inflant, he 
therefore made the experiment ; but 
by the gallantry of the troops, was 
repulfed, having, as acknowledged 
by the enemy, at Ieaft feventy-five 
killed, and one hundred and fifty 
wounded. On this occafion, and 
during the fiege, our lofs was truly 
inconfiderable, though, at prefent, 
I am unable to fpecify to your Lord- 
fliip the particulars of it. 

Thus difappointed in his views, 
General Greene, the enfuing day, 
Xaifed the fiege, and retired with his 
army behind the Saluda, to a ftrong^ 
fituation, within fixteen miles of 
Ninety-fix, at which pelts Lord 
Rawdon arrived on the 21ft* 



The efTential fervice done by tire 
troops under Colonel Cruger, in this 
gallant defence of the poll, which, 
was clofely prefted by the enemy, 
and the noble fpirit with which they 
repelled the aJTault of all Greene's 
army, is much too obvious to re- 
quire any tribute I could pay to fucl^ 
diftinguifhed merit. 

Extras of a Utter from Lieutenant* 

colonel Balfour, to Lord Geo* 
Germain, dated Charles- town, 
• jfulyz, 1781. 

*' Since the date of my difpatdi* 
of the 27th ultimo, I have beea 
honoured with two letters from Lord 
Rawdon, who purfued Gen. Greene 
to the fords of the Ennoree; but, 
though near, was unable to come up 
with him, from the uncommon pre- 
cipitancy, with which the enemy 
retreated, and their having fo muck 
the advance on the march This 
circumftance, arid the great fatigue 
of the troops in attempting to coun- 
teract it, rendering improbable all 
hopes of overtaking Gen. Greene's 
army, fo as to effect any thing deci- 
five, Lord Rawdon is returned to 
Ninety-fix ; and Gen. Greene having 
patted the Tygcf and Broad Rivers, 
it would from thence feem, that the 
object of his m?.rch pointed towards 
Virginia, which I am the rather in- 
clined to believe from the intelli- 
gence, to which, however, I do not 
give the fulleft credit, which has 
reached me, of his being ordered 
there to join the force now under 
Generals Fayette and Wayne.

Since the late publication of the 
Gazette of Saturday laft, a copy of 
Sir Samuel Hood's letter to Sir Geo. 
Brydges Rodney, giving an account 
of his action with the French fleet 
under the command of Monf. De 
GrafTe, has been received, of which 
the fallowing is an ex;;-act :.

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txfraS of a letter from Rear-Admiral 
Sir Samuel Hood, Bart, to^ 
jfdmiral Sir George Brydges 
Rodney, Bart. Knight of the 
Bath, Commander in 'Chief of his 
Majefty** Jbips at the Leeward 
• IJlandSy dated Barfeur, at Sea, 
May 4, 178 1. 

" At feven, A. M. on Saturday 
the 28th of laft month, his Majefty's 
fliip Amazon being to windward of 
Point Salines, difcovered a very large 
fleet ; at nine, her fignal of it was 
repeated to me by the Ruflel, which 
fhip I had juft ordered to St Lucia, 
having one hundred and thirty fick 
on board, and fhe came back again 
to me, ' 

1 immediately made the fignal for 
a general chace to the S, £. in order 
to bring all the fhips well up to 
windward, and at ten, I formed the 
line a-head, at two cables length 
afunder. On opening Rock Dia- 
mond, faw nothing of the fleet, but 
from the maft-head, which were 
then upon a wind to the fouthward. 
Captain Finch, very properly, fo 
foon as he faw his fignal repeated, 
.flood back to reconnoitre the fleet ; 
at twelve he returned near enough 
for me to fee his fignal for an enemy 
of fuperior force ; and upon my de- 
firing to know how many fhips of 
the line there were, he anfwered 
nineteen. A little before two, Cap- 
tain Finch qame on board, and in- 
formed me, that he faw nineteen 
fail of the line very diftinttly, and 
two others of two decks, that he 
thought were armed en flute ; the 
number of. frigates he could not 
afcertain, as three only were drawn 
out from the convoy ; that the con- 
~voy were very numerous, and the 
whole ftanding to the northward, 
which was the fituation we faw part 
of them in at fun-fet from the maft- 
head, moft of them being to the 
northward of Point Salines. 

I fent Captain Finch immediately 
to tell Rear-admiral Drake I defired 



to fee him ; upon his coming- on 
board, I told him I fhall continue 
the line a-head, and get to wind- 
ward as much as I could, by carry- 
ing all my plain fail, and be clofe in 
with Fort Royal at day-light, as it 
was uncertain which way the enemy 
would come ; which he was pleafed 
to fay was the heft I could do. I 
ordered Captain Finch to windward 
again, to endeavour to get fight of 
the enemy, and , upon difti nftly 
feeing them, to make certain fjgnals 
I gave him, that I might know whe^ 
ther they were upon the (larboard or 
larboard tack, or coming before the 
wind. Juft after fun-fet I tacked 
the fquadron all together, flood to 
the northward, and kept clofe ia 
with Fort Royal all night. 

Saw nothing of the enemy, or 
Amazon at day-light; a little before 
nine the Amazon joined me, the ene- 
my then in fight, coming down be- 
tween Points Salines and the Dia- 
mond Rock; made the fignal for a 
clofe line, and to prepare for action:- 
at nine the enemy appeared, forming 
the line of battle ; twenty minutes 
paft nine the Prince William joined 
me from Gros-Iflet Bay, and as I 
fent for her but the night before, 
Captain Douglas's exertions muft 
have been great, and does him much 
credit, to be with me fo foon, hav- 
ing the greateft part of his crew to 
coneft in the night: twenty-feven 
minutes paft nine hoifted our co- 
lours, as did the French Admiral ' 
and his fleet : at fifteen minutes paft 
ten, made the Shrewfbury's fignal to 
alter her courfe to windward, (he 
being the leading fhip ; but foon 
perceived the wind had fhifted, and 
that fhe was as clofe to the wind af 
fhe could lay: at thirty-five minutes 
paft ten, tacked the fquadron to- 
gether, the van of the enemy being 
almofl a-breaft of our center, and ac 
eleven began to fire, which I took 
no notice of; at this time the fhips 
in Fcrt Royal Bay flipped their ca- 
bles, 
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bles, and got under fail : at twenty- 
minutes "paft eleven I tacked the^ 
fquadron all together, and repeated 
the lignal for a clofe order of battle : 
at twenty-live minutes paft eleven, 
finding the enemy's (hot to go over 
us, hoi (led the fignal for engaging; 
and in pafling our van and the ene- 
my's rear exchanged fome broad- 
fides ; at forty minutes paft eleven 
the enemy tacked : at forty-five mi- 
nutes paft eleven, made the fignal 
for the rear to clofe the center : at 
fifty-five minutes paft eleven, finding 
it impoflible to gerup to the enemy^ 
fleet, I invited it to come to me, by 
bringing the fquadron to, under 
their topfails ; at half paft twelve the 
French Admiral, in the Bretagne, 
v began to fire at the Barfleur, which 
was immediately returned, and the 
action became general, but at too 
great a diftance; and, 1 believe, 
never was more powder and fhot 
thrown away inone day before ; but 
it was with Monfieur de GrafTe the 
~ option of diftance lay : it was not 

riGble for me to go nearer : at one 
made the flgnal for the van to fill, 
the French having filled and drawing 
a-head ; at feventeen minutes ^pait 
One, made the Shrewfbury's fignal 
■ (the leading (hip) to make more fail, 
and fet the top gallant fails: at 
thirty-four minutes paft one, repeat- 
ed the fignal for a clofe line of bat- 
tle ; and finding not one in ten of 
the enemy's mot reach us, I ceafed 
firing ; the enemy did the fame foon 
after ; but their van and our's, be- 
ing fomewhat nearer^ continued fio 
engage: and though the French Ad- 
miralhad ten fail aftern of him, and 
three others to windward, he did not 
make a nearer approach. The mer- 
chant fliips, at this time, were haul- 
ing in clofe under the land, attend- 
ed by two Qiips of two decks, fup- 
pofed to be armed /* fiuu y and two 
frigates. , At eighteen minutes paft 
three the firing ceafed between our 
Van and that .of the enemy j made 



the Shrewfbury's fignal to make 
more fail, in order to get to wind- 
ward of the enemy. At forty- Ave 
minutes paft four, fent Capt. Finch 
to the Shrewfbury, to order Captain 
Robinfon to keep as near the wind 
and carry all the fail he could, fo as 
to preferve the line of battle, and to 
return back along the line to ac- 
quaint every Captain of the fame. 
At fifty- feven minutes paft five, the 
racquet going to Antigua, which 
had kept company with the fqua~ 
dron, came within hail, to acquaint 
me, by order of Rear-admirahDrake, 
that the RufTel was in great diftrefs, 
having received feveral fhot between 
wind and water ; that the water wa» 
over the platform of the magazine, 
and gaining upon the pumps ; and 
that three of their guns were dif* 
mounted. At eighteen paft fix, made 
the RmTel's fignal to come within 
hail, which was anfwexed. The 
enemy's fleet, con filling of twenty- 
four fail of the line, at this time 
about four miles to windward. At 
half paft Ccven Captain Sutherland, 
of the RufTel, came on board, whom 
I ordered t iff he could poflibly, by 
exertion, keep the /hip above water, 
to proceed to Euftatius, or any other 
port he could make, and acquaint 
Sir George Rodney of all that parted* 
At forty -five minutes paft nine, 
the Lizard came within hail, to in*, 
form me, by the delire of Captain 
Sutherland, that he had bore away. 

On Monday, April the 30th, at 
day-light, found the van and center 
of the fquadron feparated at fome 
diftance from the Barfleur and rear, 
owing to flattering winds and calms 
in the night, which would not allow 
us to keep the Barfleur's head the 
right way, and fhe went- round and 
round two or three times, while ihe 
other fhips had light airs f and find- 
ing the enemy's advanced fhips fleer- 
ing for our van, made all poffiblc 
.fail towards them, and threw out the 
fignal for a clofe line of battle ; the 

enemy's 
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enemy's line a good deal extended 
and fcattered* At feven the fquadron 
tinder my command being pretty well 
formed, the enemy's advanced fhips 
hauled off. At 56 minutes pnft feven 
made the fignal for the rear to clofe 
the center, as the enemy Teemed to 
ihew a difpofition to attack it. At 
* c. minutes paft eight, having very 
Tight airs of wind, the fquadron was 
thrown nearly into a line abreaft; 
made the fignal fcr continuing in that 
form,* Jeft, by endeavouring to re- 
gain the line ahead, it might become 
extended* At eleven made the fig- 
nal for a line ahead, at two cables 
length afunder ; the wind backing 
to the Eaftward favoured my forming 
in that order, the better to receive 
the enemy, then about three miles 
to windward. At 14 minutes pad 
eleven made the fignal for the rear 
to clofc the center. At twelve fall- 
ing little wind again, and all the 
ftips being thrown into a line abreaft, 
made a fignal 'for a line abreaft, to 
keep the fquadron as clofe together 
as poflible. At 25 minutes paft 
twelve, the wind blowing fteady at 
S. E. made the fignal for a general 
chace to windward, with a defign of 
weathering^ he enemy, which I fhould 
certainly have fuccecdedin, had the 
fcreeze continued; but the wind dy- 
ing away at four, I found it imprac- 
ticable to weather the enemy, and 
therefore made the fignal for a line 
ahead; and having been informed 
that the Intrepid made fo much wa- 
ter they could fcarce keep her free, 
and that the Centaur was in the fame 
fbte^ owing to the number of ftiot 
between wind and water, and that 
her lower mafts were very badly 
vw>unded, I judged it improper to 
dare the enemy to battle any longer, 
and therefore thpught it my indif- 
penfible duty to bear up, and made 
the fignal for it at eight o'clock. At 
ten brought- to for the fquadron to 
clofe; at 40 minutes pail ten made 



fail. At five A. M. the ift inftant, 
faw the enemy's fleet aftern, about 
eight or nine miles diflant.. At 26? 
minutes paft five brought-to for the 
Torbay and Paccahunta to come up, 
which were within reach of the ene- 
my's guns; and the former received 
a good deal of damage in her mafh 
and rigging. At 45 minutes pad 
feven the enemy ceafed firing upon 
the Torbay; fent the Amazon tc* 
tow the Paccahunta up. At eight 
made the fignal for a clofe line, bear- 
ing North and South of each other. 
At 29 minutes paft twelve made the- 
fignal, and brought-to upon the lar-* 
board taek, and made the fignal for 
the ftate and condition of the fqua- 
dron ; the enemy bearing Eaft, (land- 
ing to the Northward; 33 minutes . 
paft three, made the fignal for a 
clofe line North and South. At four, 
the enemy tacked to the Southward, 
and were {landing that way at fun- 
fet. In the evening, though it was 
almoft calm, the main-top-maft of 
the Intrepid fell to pieces over the 
fide. At feven, made fail to the 
Northward, it being the opinion of 
the officers of the fquadron, ac- 
quainted with this country, that it 
was the only way of getting to wind- 
ward, as the currents run very ftrong 
to leeward to the Southward of St. 
Vincent. 

I am very much concerned to ac- 
quaint you, that Captain Nott, of 
his Majefty's fhip Centaur, and her 
Firft Lieutenant, were killed in the 
action. I put Capt, Smith, of th^ 
Paccahunta, to command the Cen- 
taur, Lieutenant John Davall JJurr, 
to command the Paccahunta, and 
Mr. George Bowen, to be Lieutenant 
of the Centaur. 

I think it very much my duty to 
fay, that the zeal and exertion of 
Rear-Admiral Drake, and the Cap- 
tains, Officers and men I had the 
honour to command were fuch, that 
if Monf. de GrafTe had thought fit 
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to have brought his Majefty's fqua- 
dron to clofe a&ion, and it fhould 
have pleaied God to have *given|him 
the viclory, I truft he would not 
have found it an eafy one, great as 
the fuperiority of the enemy was a- 
gainft us.

At 'half paft nine o'clock thiV 
rtorning the Kjng and his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales ar- 
rived at Greenwich Hofpital ; were 
received by the Earl of Sandwich, 
frrft Lord of the Admiralty, the Go- 
vernor, and principal Officers ofthe 
Hofpital, and immediately went in 
a barge, attended by Lord Sandwich, 
the Marquis of Lothian, Gold Stick, 
Colon,el Townfhend, andLieutenant- 
colonel Greville/ on board, the Prin- 
cefs Augufta yacht, commanded by 
Sir Richard. Bkkerton, where hi* 
Royal ftandard, Admiralty, and Uni- 
on flags were hoifted. The Prince 
of Wales embarked in another barge r 
and went on board the William and 
Mary yacht, commanded by CapU 
Young, where his Royal Highneis't 
ftandard was hoifted ; the Prince was 
. attended. 
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attended %y Lord Southampton, 
Lieutenant-colonel Hulfe, and Mr. 
Digby. At ten o'clock the yachts 
got under fail, and proceeded down 
the river with a fair wind, and were 
faluted as they patted Woolwich 
Warren, by the fhips in Long Reach, 
and by Tilbury and Gravefend forts; 
and at four o'clock came to an an- 
chor in Sea Reach. 

Aug, 1 8. The- yachts got under 
way this morning At five o'clock, 
and arrived at Blackitakes about nine, 
and were fainted by the garrifon at 
Sheernefs as they paiJed : foon after- 
wards ftis Majeity and the Prince of 
Wales went on ihore, and vifited the 
dock-yard and the new fortifications, 
attended by Lord Amherft, Generals 
Craig and Faucett ; and at twelve 
p'clock the King and the Prince of 
Wales left the yard, and returned to 
theNore, where they were faluted 
by Vice-admiral Parker and his fqua- 
dron, who were that moment come 
to an anchor. The Vice-admiral 
had the honour of dining with his 
Majeity; and in the evening the. 
King and the Prince of Wales went 
on board the Fortitude, in which flap 
the Vice- admiral's flag was flying : 
As.^bon as the Royal itandard was 
hoifted in the Fortitude, the whole 
fleet faluted with xwenty-one guns 
each. Soon after his Majefty retired 
into the great cabin, where the Cap- 
tains and Officers of his fquadron, 
with thofe of the fhips prelect were 
all received very gracioufjy, and had 
the honour to kifs- the King's hand. 
His Majefty and the Prince of Wales, 
after haying vjfited the different parts 
pf the ihip, returned to the yacht, 
and failed for Chatham, where they

moit in our, power to fupport your

" Be pleafed to inform my Lords 
A a 2 Coramiffioncrs 
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Comraiifionersofthe Admiralty, that, 
in confequence of an order from Vice- 
admiral Drake, Commander in Chief 
of his Majefty's ihips and veffels in 
the Downs, to exercife between the 
Galloper, Middlebur£h, and the 
Broad Fourteens, the 14th inftant, 
at fix A. M. the Texel bearing S. E. 
diftant fix leagues, we gave chace to 
a Dutch dogger, belonging to the 
States of Holland, mounting 18 fix- 
pounder* and 20 fwivels ; a quarter 
before nine got clofe alongfide, and 
defiredhim to ftrike bis colours to 
his Britannic Majefty^ flag : He im- 
mediately fired his broadfide into us, 
which we inftantly returned, and 
continued the a&ion, yard-arm and 
yard-arm, till half pad nine; fhe 
then blew up, clofe alongfide. The 
{hock was fo very great, that it (hook 
the people oiF their legs, and the 
cloud of fmoke was fo very thick, 
that it was impoflible to fee each 
other upon deck for the fpace of two 
minutes : it then began to clear a- 
way, and we foon perceived our top- 
fails on fire in feveral places, par- 
ticularly the main-top-fail and fore- 
top-gallant-fail, which I was obliged 
to cut away from the yards. The 
fire in our tails was occasioned by the 
fplinters from the wreck, which had 
blown up in the explofion ; many 

• pieces of human fiefh were found 
itklring againft our malls and rig- 

- gi ft g> ai *d fome limbs of the Dutch- 
men were taken up upon deck. We 
hare great reafon to believe that his 
main-mad went over us, as we faw 
ittabout the vefirel's length to leeward 
of us ; his colours flew on board us 

, all on fire. We as foon as poffihle 
hoiftedout out: boat, in hopes of tak- 
ing up fome of the people, but 
could not fee one living : we picked 
np his pendant, and a marine's hat. 
It is with the greateit pleafure I 
can inform their Lordfhips, that I 
)iad only twelve men wounded in the 



attion, none of which appear at pre- 
fent dangerous. I am the only Offi- 
cer hurt, having from a fplinter re- 
ceived a flight hurt in my leg, which 
in all probability will be foon well. 

A good deal of injury is done to 
the fliip in her fails and rigging, in 
her hull there was no /hot of confe- 
quence that I at prefent know of, 
except one which went through be- 
tween wind and water, knocked 
down two men in the magazine, and 
afterwards lodged in the mailer's 
bed-place. 

In juftice to my (hip's company, 
I cannot conclude without acquaint-, 
ing their Lordmips with the fteady 
and refolute behaviour of my officers 
and crew on this occafion, as it merits 
my warm eft praifcs and admiration, 
and I hope it will recommend them 
to their Lordfhips favour.

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lative to our trade in the Englilh le- 
giflature, I was againft that meafure, 
becaufe I was aware of the extreme 
difficulty of frr.ming them ; but I 
have fince changed my mind, in con- 
iequence of the complexion of the 
public prints lail Monday, alluded to 
by the learned Lord who fpoke laft $ 
I fhall therefor;: begin n6w with an 
aphorifm, with which I concluded 
*ny fpeech when laft I had the honour 
of addreifing myfelf^to your Lord- 
fhips, and which, it feems, was not 
heard below the bar. That I did not 
think it the part of a confident man, 
to vary his opinion, as the pilot does 
the navigation of his ve/Tel, accord- 
ing to the tempeft and fituation of 
the ftate. 

The learned Lord has alluded to 
the various obligations we have been 
under to England from time to time, 
and more particularly at the Revo- 
lution. If it were neceflary or ex- 
pedient to thank them now, prece- 
dents are not wanting: your Lord- 
ihips anceftors, in 1692, returned 
thanks by letter to the two Houfes 
of the Englifh Parliament, for refcu- 
ing this country from Popery and ar- 
bitrary fway ; but thefe proportions 
of the noble Earl do not want pre- 
cedents, for they reft upon their own 
merits, and are a far more dignified 
proceeding. 

Thefe proportions, if carried into 
effect, will affift the intentions of our 
friends in England ; they will make 
our conduct appear in the moll re- 
fpeftable light; co-operating and vy- 
ing with the Parliament of England, 
in giving life, vigour, and efficacy, 
to the, requisition of a Free Trade ; 
making that proportion practicable ; 
realizing and carrying into effect a 
great truth, for the benefit and ad- 
vantage of this country. 

I am well^pleafed, my Lords, that 
Parliament have taken this matter 
into their confideration ; if they made 
life of an indefinite exprefiion at the 
commencement of this feffion, they 



arc now called upon io define \% 
otherwife the ill-intentioned to this 
country may put us in the wrong ; 
licentious tribunes may put their *utto 
upon meafures evidently calculated 
for the benefit of Ireland. If they 
fucceed in this, things may be thrown 
into anarchy and confufion ; ^and 
the next thing they may propofe, 
perhaps, will be an Agrarian law ; 
Parliament are therefore called upon 
to be explicit, and to take.the lead ; 
and this meafure is ftill wanting, to 
round and to accomplifti their pro- 
ceedings. • 

With regard to the proportions 
themfelves, indenting with, and cor- 
roborating the refofutions propofed 
in the Britifh Parliament^ conceive 
the firft to give us freedom of trade 
in the fullcit fenfe (for I will not dif- 
fer about trifles, the eflentials are 
given up.) The ports of this coun- 
try are now open, manufactures of 
the growth and product of this, coun- 
try may foon be carried to the re- 
moteft parts of the earth, as far as 
winds can waft, or fails can carry 
them ; our trade is as free as that of 
the freeft nations (for England and 
Holland have their monopolies and 
their Ealt India companies) fubjeft 
to no regulations but what we our- 
felves, or the nations in amity with 
Great -Britain, may impofe upoft 
them* Thus the claim of right is 
fatisfied, and juftice at length is done 
to this country. 

By thefecond, my Lords, a treaty 
of the moll friendly nature is held 
forth by Great-Britain, a trade wkh 
her Colonies upon equal terms wkh 
herfelf; a commerce is offered to 
you with all the dignity of* compact 
and negociation, a treaty of equal 
with equal, and friend with friend. 
And here, my Lords, though I do 
not intend to go out of my own pro- 
vince, thus much I will fay, that if 
the principal produce of the Weft- 
India iflanda, that of fugar, will 
come dearer to us, when the duties 

are 
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jwe equalized -upon dire6l importa- 
tion, than through the circuitous im- 
portation through England; yet I 
fobmit it t& the able and intelligent,' 
whether the back carriage will not 
a*ake us amends ? whether our inips 
going and returning with merchan- 
dize,; iaftcad of returning empty, as 
they 4o at prcfent, will not remedy 
that inconvenience I If, my Lords, 
vthcfc propontions paffed into a Jaw 
will not amount to a Free 'f rade, fa~ 
tisfyiftg our claim of right, and ex- 
ceeding our demands, lure I am, I 
know not what will; letfophiftsdenne 
what a Free Trade is, for plain and 
ordinary men are unequal to the 



So much has already been raid oh 
a fbrrner occaiion, of our particular 
obligations for the advantages which 
•pen to our view, that I. mould gladly 
pifs that fubjec\ by for the prefent ; 
Something I mult fay, however, 
though not much. 

la the nrft place, then, I conceive 
we are indebted to ourfelves. Every 
nan in private life is his bell friend, 
or worft foe ; the fame principle is 
applicable to the public. Nations, 
like individuals, are the principal 
JahrJcators of their* own fortunes. 
To talk, however, my Lords, of 
oampaliive neceffity operating upon 
the Parliament of Great-Britain, 
wovld be unworthy and unwife; un- 
worthy*^— becaufe we mould fp ea -^ 
tauntingly of our own prowefs ; un- 
wife-^-beca ufe, if force has gained us 
thefe advantages, the* fame principle 
s^ay operate agalort their continu- 
ance, if in the vjcifiitude of human 
*Eairs Great-Britain mould regain 
Jier wonted afcendant ; whereas, 
founded on the claims of right and 
equity, they will be.lafting; their 
duration will be comnnjafurate to the 
principle from which < they -Sow, and 
ewdnre and be perpetuated to this 
country. 



I adhere to the opinion of a for- 
mer day, that we are indebted to a 
noble Marquis * and his friends, for 
opening our caufe. I will not be- 
lieve what I fee in the public prints, 
from what I daily obfervc here ; the 
eloquence which one day charms 
your ears, is reprefented to your eyes 
the next as mutilated nonfenfe, I 
cannot fuppofe that able men, can- 
didates for that power and omce><o 
which their rink and abilities may 
lead them, will unwifely forego the 
fruits of a well-earned popularity, 
by either oppofition or $ame acqui- 
. eicence to meafures, originating front 
themfelves, and thereby lofe the af- 
fections of three millions of their 
fellow fubjetts. 

I freely acknowledge, my Lords, 
that I th>nk we are indebted to the 
noble Lord, the leader of Admini- . 
ftration, though I ftill think earlier 
relief might have been given to this

June 3. Another vifit from tbfc 
gun-boats, at their ufual time, rw» 
in the .morning ; numbers of their 
ihot and fhelk fell anongft the fe- 
veral encampments, but did no hurt- 
A large Spaniih convoy of fettees* 
Sec. from the Eaft, went into At» 
geziras. 

7W9. The.Spaniih magazine* 
a little diftance from the Catalan 
camp, under the foot af the kUU tods 
lire ; the exploiloo was fo.gr.eat, that 
the King's baJ&oa aad.S. barrack* 
felt the fhock; it is firppofcd that 
upwards of 120 barrels of powder 
were deftroyed, and 3000 loadei 
fljells. The. difchaxge of the fbcll* 
continued feveral minutes, and re* 
fembled parapet firing: there m»£ 
have been a. great number killed* 
efpccially in.tljeir laboratory, whjci^ 
was clofe by. It wpuld have ihoefced 
you to ^lee the numb era of poor 
wretches flying from the flames, ca- 
valry, infantry, &c...and when thejr 
thought the wells all expended, and 
were on their return to. the plactv 
many full continued to burft. Tjbp 
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jguard and artillery at Willis's gave 
three hearty cheers upon the occa- 
lion, which, being heard from the 
enemy's fort Santa Barbara, occa- 
fioned their commencing a warm 
fire: it had happily, however, no 
other effeft, than killing two men, 
and wounding a third. 

June i p. A flap of the line, en- 
deavouring to go to the Eaftward 
from the Spanifti more, was driven 
by the current within the reach of 
the King's Baftion and New Mole: 
feveral.fhot from both places were 
fired at her, and fome went through 
her ; ihe got off, awl went to Al- 
geziras. 

June \i* At five o'clock this 
morning a fmall boat, with a Hag 
of truce, came within one hundred 
yards of the boom at the New Mole, 
unobferved. After considerable de- 
lay, a boat from one of the men of 
war went out to her, with an officer 
of the navy, and the Town Major, 
to enquire into the reafon of the flag 
of truce : thl^were anfwered, that it 
was to know what induced the gar- 
rifon to fire at a neutral vefTel yefter- 
day ; the one we fired at, it feems 
being a Neapolitan. The Governor 
fent for anfwer, that the firii (hot 
was to bring her to, and every fuc- 
ceflive one to fink her. His Excel- 
lency was much enraged at the inat- 
tention ofthecentinels in permitting 
the boat to come fo near the walls. 

Junt 12. At half paft one this 
morning the gun-boats came fo near, 
that the- people in them were heard 
fpeaking from the batteries: they 
fired foot into the town, which we 
returned inftantly, and I am fure 
with great execution, as they flaid 
but a very little rime. 

Jun* i«). Another flag of truce, 
with people on board, inhabitants of 
the garrifon, who had been taken off 
Lilbon, on their paflage to England: 
they met with very ill treatment from 
the Spaniards. 

We hear by thefe people, that the 
French convoy mentioned June 2, 



was captured off Cape St. Vincent's. 
We were alfo informed, that the 
two veffels chaced by the Flora and 
Crefcent, proved to be Dutch . fri- 
gates, and that one of them was 
taken ; the other is faid to .have 
efcaped and got into Cadiz. 

Accounts received, that the Spa- 
niards are extremely harrafled up the 
Mediterranean by the Algerines, 
who have fitted out a fquadron of 
18 xebecs, which have done con- 
fiderable mifchief : they are faid to 
be divided into three divifions, one 
of which is commanded by a bro- 
ther of Admiral Barcelo's, who 
turned Mahometan fome years fince: 
mould the two meet, there will no 
doubt be bloody work. 

17th, iSth, and 19th. Nothing 
particular ; that is, nothing befide* 
the fire from the enemy, which does 
us very little damage : the town has 
been rendered uninhabitable for fome 
time pail ; but the fortifications (till 
remain in perfeft good condition ; 
the Dons have, therefore, flri&ly 
fpeaking, done nothing to facilitate 
the reduction of the garrifon. Our 
foldiers are in the beft health and 
high fpirits, and are daily wilhing for 
an opportunity to revenge the death of 
fome of their unfortunate comrades* 

29th. An extraordinary experi- 
ment tried this morning; — A mor- 
tar and fix pieces of cannon were 
fired from the Old Mole Head at the 
enemy's camp, three miles diiiant, 
three of the {hells burft in the middle 
of it, and threw the Dons into no 
fmall confufion; all the mot alfo 
reached, to our utter aftonifhment : 
the enemy kept up a hot fire upon 
the Mole from St. Phillip's Battery, 
but could not ftrike it : you knowing 
how low it lays in the water will not 
be furprized at this : great improve- 
ments are expected to be made upon 
experiment, and we are in hopes 
fliortly to fee their whole Spaniih 
camp in flames.

proclamation, made and executed, or 
will make and execute deeds, con- 
veyances, and aflurances of their 
cftates, for the purppfe of defraud- 
ing their honeft creditors, as well as 
to elude thdfe forfeitures which the 
juftice of the law has annexed to 
their crine. I do therefore, by this 
my proclamation, ftriclly enjoin and 
frequire all v perfons to whom any 
deed, conveyance or aiTurance of 
lands, ioufes, negroes, or other 
fpecies *f property, hath been made 
and ex«uted, fince the firft day of 
January in the year of our Lord 
i775» or which mail be hereafter 
madeind executed, or their legal 
repreinttuives, to tender the fame at 
the poper offices in Charleftown, to. 
be reorded ; that is to fay, all fuch 
deed, conveyances and aflurances of 
land and houfes, at the Regifter's 
offioj and all fuch deeds, convey- 
ance and aflurances of negroes or 
oth*r perfonal property, at the Se- 
cretary's offate, within two months 
froff the date hereof, or from the 
date of fuch future deed, conveyance 
or aflurance, at fartheft And that 
on tendering the fame to be record- 
ed as above, at fuch offices, the per- 
fon. or perfons to whom fuch deed, 
conveyance or aflurance hath been 
executed,, or his, her, or their legal 
representatives, together with one of 
the fabferibting witneflfes, or in cafe 
of death, £bme peribn acquainted 
with his or her character of writing, 
mail makeoath before the faidregifter 
or fe«retary respectively, or fome 
lawful magiftrate, that to the belt 
of his., her, or. their knowledge and 
belief, inch deed, conveyance or af- 
furance was made for a valuable con- 
deration, bona fide due, and not to 



elude the payment of any juft debty 
or to prevent any legal forfeiture;' 
on failure thereof, all fuch lands, 
houfes, negroes, and other property, 
thereby granted, bargained, fcld,- 
affigned, transferred, and made over* 
on proof of fuch deed, conveyance 
or aflurance, (hall immediately be' 
feized and fequeftered : Provided 
neverthelefs, that if a compliance 7 
with this Proclamation mould be 
rendered impracticable in any cafe, 
by intervening accidents, the sparry 
arretted ihall have liberty to apply 
to the Court of Police, which will 
grant a longer time for the producti- 
on, proof and regiftry of fuch deed,- 
conveyance or aflurance, if, on con- 
4iderinf>the nature and merits of the 
application, they ihall think the' 
fame reafonable. And for the more 
effectual prevention of the frauds 
above alluded to, ail perfons, whom-* 
foever, who. are or fhall be parties, 
privies, or witnefles to any deed, 
conveyance or aflurance, whereby 
any fpecies of property is, are, or 
fhall be granted, conveyed or affign - 
ed, either abfoluuly, or under any 
fecret or clandeftine truft, exprefleoy * 
implied, or refulting from any con* 
ftru&ion or operation of law, for -the 
purpofes aforefaid, are in like man- 
ner ftrictly enjoined and required tb 
give information thereof, to one ctf' 
other of intendants of the police, 
within two months from this date, as 
they* will anfwer the contrary at their 
peril, on proof of the concealment 
of fuch fraudulent and criminal 
tranfa&iohs.

His Lordfhip, after palling Jarne* 
River, at Weltover, moved to Bbino- 
ver Court-houfe, and crofled the 
South Anns: the Marquis de la 
Fayette keeping about twenty miles 
diftance from him. From this place 
Jus Lordfhip detached Lieutenant- 
colonels Tarhon, and Simcoe, the 
former of which cook fome Mem- 
bers of the ASfembly at Charlotte 
Ville, and destroyed there, and on 
his return, one thoufand (rand of 
good arms, fome cloathing, and other

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fiores, and between four or five hun- 
dred barrels of powder without op- 
position. Baron Stuben, who com- 
manded about eight hundred twelve 
months men and militia, retired with 
great precipitation, from the Point 
of Fork, before Lieutenant Simcoe, 
who, after ufing every operation to 
attack the rear-guard, destroyed 
there, and the places adjacent, about 
3,300 Hand of arms, (then under re- 
pair) fom& fait, harnefs, &c, and 
about 150 barrels of powder. His 
Lordfhijp then moved by Richmond, 
and arrived at Williamfburgh on the 
25 th of June, having, in addition to 
the articles already mentioned, de- 
itroyed,* on this expedition, in diffe- 
rent places, above 2,000 hogSheads 
of tobacco, a great number of iron 
guns, ten brafs French 24-pounders, 
ami brought off four x^-inch brafs 



mortars, five brafs 8-ineh howitzeri 
tour long brafs nine-pounders, all 
French, and a considerable quantity 
of Shot and (hells. On the 26th, as 
Lieutenant Col. Simcoe was return- 
ing with his corps and the Yagers 
from the deftruftion of fome boats 
and horfes on the Chickabominy, he 
was attacked by a much fuperior force 
of the enemy, who were repulfed 
with a confiderable lofs, and three 
officers, and 28 privates taken pri- 
loners. r 

His LordShip having an intention 
to crofs James River, marched on the 
4th inStant, to a camp near James 
Town, and made his arrangement* 1 
accordingly. 

Onv the 6th, information was 
brought him about noon of the ap- 
proach of the enemy, and about four 
XT \J afternoon attacked his out- 
polls, but concluding that the ene. 
my would not bring a confiderable- 
force within his reach, unlefs they 
iuppofed that nothing was left but z 
rear guard. His LordShip took every 
means to convince them of his weak- 
neft, which had the deSired effect;' 
for about fun-fet, a body of troops

with artillery, began to form in front 
of his camp. He then put the troops 
under arms, and ordered the army to 
advance in two lines. . 

The attack was begun by the firSl 
line with great fpirit, there being no- 
thing but militia oppofed to the Light 
Infantry; the aclion was foon over 
on the right, but Lieut. Col. Dun. 
das's brigade, confifting of the 43d, 
76th, and 80th regiments, which 
formed the left wing, meeting the 
Pennfylvania line, and detachment 
of the Marquis de la Fayette's Con- 
tinentals, with two pounders, afmart 
aclion enfued for fome minutes, when 
the enemy gave way, and abandoned 
their cannon, The cavalry were ready 
to purfue, but the darkneis of the 
evening prevented his Lordfhip mak- 
ing ufe of them. 

His LordShip commends the fpirit 

and 
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good behaviour of the officers and 
ibldiers of the whole army, but the 
76th and 80th- regime/its, on whom 
the brunt of the adlion tell, had an' 
opportunity to diftinguifli them- 
felyes particularly; and his Lord-. 
fhip fays, that lieutenant-Colonel 
Dundas's conduct and gallantry de-* 
ferve the higheft praife. The force' 
of the enemy in the field was about t 
2,000 Continentals and militia, and 
their lofs, he believes, between 2 and 
300, and that half an hour' more 
day-light would probably -have given* 
him the greateft part of the corps. , 

ExtraS of a letter from PeterJbourg % 
July 6. ' " 

*' A man of war which was on the 
point of failing from Cronfladt,, ha- 
ving fome time fince taken fire, the 
police, in order to put a liop t^fhe 
alarm occafloncd theieby, and to 
prevent future accidents of the like' 
Jiind, pujliihed the following cau- 
tion ; 

" Some time during the laft 
month, a very thick fmoke was ob- 
served to itfue from one of the men 
of war lying at Cronftadtj on board 
of which no fire had been .made for 
five days. The room in which the 
fmoke firft appeared, had been care- 
fully locked up only four hours .be- 
fore, and feveral articles had been 
placed in it which were fit for fea 
yfei. On breaking open the door, 
the afliftants found a piece of fail- 
cloth on fire, and upon clofer exa- 
mination, they difcovered a vefTel 
filled with foot diifolved in hemp- 
feed oil, from which fparks of hre 
were continually rifmg. Thefe cir- 
cumstances being communicated to 
the Admiral commandant at Cron- 
fladt, he ordered the following expe : 
rim en t to be made. Forty pounds 
of foot being fteeped in thirty-five 
pounds of hempleed oil, for the 
fpace of an hour, the oil was then 
drawn off", and the foot which re- 
mained ac bottom was expofefl to the 



air for four hours.- The tub con- 
taining ? it was then [carefully tied 
over wifh a hammock, and placed in' 
a very clofe room. Here it remain- 
ed for thirteen hours, when a thick 
fmoke filled the room : upon open- 
ing the door, the fo*6t in the tub in- 
fiantly b^rft into a flame. 
■ " Several other experiments were 
njnde by the Admiralty College, the 
rcfult of which has been, that foot, 
mixed with hempfeed oil, that of 
RufHa Jn particular, and placed in 
any clofe apartment, will, after forae 
hours, oh the introduction of the- 
freih air, immediately take fire r 

" The police have thought. -pro- 
per to ; make this account public, that 
everyone may be guarded againft a 
negleft, with the fatal confequen- 
ces of which they may be unac- 
quainted."

Wedncfday y July 25. 
, Early this morning, the different 
volunteer corps inarched into town, 
and drew up in the Diamond ; they 
were afterwards conducted to their 
feparate. parades, from whence they 
were billctted on the inhabitants. 
At three o'clock in the afternoon, 
the Earl of Charlemont and his fait, 
efcorted by the Londonderry light 
dragcons (who met his Lordihip at 
N. Lemavady) arrived at the houfe 
of Sir Hugh Hill, in this city, which 
was head quarters during the review. 
Thurfday.— »At nine o'clock this 
morning, the different corps paraded, 
being formed into eight battalions, 
and thefe iuto two brigades : The 
frfl: confifting of the Glcndermot, 
Killymoon, Strabane, and Donegal 
battalions : The fecond of the, Ra- 
phe, Tyrone, and Derry battalions, 
and Lord le Poer's regiment. At 
ten o'clock, on a fignal of cannon 
being fired,, the brigade appointed 
to guafd the lines, marched off to 
the review field; and, about half an 
hour afterwards, on another fignal , 
the firil brigade ordered for review • 
this day, alio inarched to the field. 
The reviewing General's approach 
on the right of the line was announ- 
ced by the difcharge of cannon; the 
battalion prefented their arms as his 
Lordftip panned along the -line, and 
officers faluted. After the troops 
had been reviewed ffanding, and the 
General taken poll in front, the bri- 
gade wheeled to the right by grand 
divifions, and pafTed the General in 
flow time with open ranks ; they then 
broke into fub-divifions, rc-paffbd in 
quick time and ciofe order. r Hie . 
brigade again formed in open order, 
and performed the general falute: 
After which the manual exercifc, 
firings, and a variety of evolutions, 
were performed with the utmoft re- 
gularity and fteadinefs. 

The review ended, the brigade 
which had guarded the linei m;u\h-

efl off the field in columns, pafled 
the rivulet of Greggan, and formed 
upon the high grounds above that 
village. The right wing of the 
battalion on the right took 'an ob- 
lique pofition, with the road leading 
to Curt in front, for the protection 
of the right /lank of that brigade ; 
the two center battalions formed in 
line, having their front covered by a 
a dyke ; the left battalion poilefled 
itfelf of the village 'for the fecurity 
of the left flank ; and parties of light 
infantry were pofted behind Lord 
BriitoPs demefne wall, in order to 
impede the approach of the enemy. 
Thefe difpofitions being made, the 
fjrft brigade alfo marched off" the 
field in columns, and formed upon 
the lleep banks of the rivulet directly 
oppofite the heights of Greggan ; the 
right battalion of this brigade moved 
in three columns, and croflbd the ri- 
vulet to force the left of the fecond 
brigade pofted iri the village ; the 
other three battalions formed in line, 
whi'lft detachments of light infantry 
were pufhed forward -to di (lodge the 
advanced parties" of the fecond bri- 
gade. The action commenced at the 
village, when a heavy fire was Tcept 
up. In the mean' time, the light 
troops of the firil brigade had driven 
in the out-poih of the fecond. A 
difpofition was now made by the fifil 
brigade to crofs the rivulet, and a> . 
tack the fecond in the ftrong poll 
which they occupied. This move- 
ment was admirably well executed, 
by the battalions advancing in co- 
lumns from their centre: — The co- 
lumns marched rapidly forward, 
forming the line on the rifing ground 
in front of the fecond brigade, ar,d 
commenced a warm fire by' divifions, 
which became immediately general 
on both fides, and was continued 
with lingular regularity and Ipirit. 
The battalion,' which- h-nd been ap- 
pointed to defend the village, was 
now forced, after an obftinate refin- 
ance, to evacuate that poft ; in con- 
C c ' fequence 
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fcqucnce- of which, the centre and 
right of the fecond brigade were 
obliged to retire and take a new po- 
rtion. The firft brigade then moved 
forward in line to the attack, which 
was fupported by the fecond with a 
good countenance and fteady fire ; 
but being clofely prcffed in front and 
, on both flanks they found it neceflary 
to retreat, v/hich they effected in 
mod excellent order. Here the en- 
gagement ended. 

The effect of this engagement was 
remarkably beautiful. The ground 
is in itfelf favourable, and none of 
its advantages were overlooked by 
the officers, Col. Stewart the firfl, 
and Lieutenant- colonel Charleton 
the fecond in command. Indeed the 
difcipline and conduct difplayed by 
the troops in this engagement, mull 
be the admiration of all, when they 
are informed, that the bufinefs was 
executed not from a fettled plan, but 
from the orders of the commanding 
officers delivered upon the field, and 
adopted to prefent circumflances. 
The great points of military excel- 
lence are, fhict attention to com- 
mand, and fteady performance of 
orders ; without thefe, to execute 
the engagement was impoffible ; that 
it was executed, and with the utmoft 
regularity, reflects the higheft honour 
upon the corps reviewed at Derry. , 
That confidence in the ability of the 
troops, which induced the command- 
ing officer to rely folely upon their 
difcipline, was not difappointed ; 
Nor can it be forgotten, that every 
eulogium on the bufinefs of this day, 
is the juftly deferved praife of the 
officers who led the brigades. 

Friday. — The ufual fignals being' 
given, the brigade marched off at ten 
o'clock to guard the lines ; and, 
about half an hour afterwards, the ' 
battalions compofing the 2d brigade, 
left their parades, and formed on the 
review ground, according to order. 
The review this dav was equally 
fplendid and martial with that of 



yeflerday ; but unfortunately, a hea»f 
and continued rain fell from two 
o'clock, and prevented the execution 
of a plan of attack upon the ancient 
and venerable walls of Derry, in 
which the affailants were to have 
been defeated. The review being 
concluded, the brigades marched in- 
to town, and lined the ftreets from 
Bimop-gate quite to Ship-quay-gate. 
The Earl of Charlemont, our ef- 
teemed andjuflly honoured General, 
entered the city, receiving the falutes 
of near four thoufand citizen foidiers, 
and amidft the acclamations of near 
fifty thoufand admiring fpectators. 
When his Lordfhip had reached his 
quarters, the whole volunteer army 
fired a grand /"<?« dejoye y which con- 
cluded the bufinefs of this glorious 
review. 

Saturday, the different corps march- 
ed out of town ; and, on Sunday 
morning, Lord Charlemont, attend- 
ed by the Londonderry light-horfe, 
proceeded on his way for the feat of 
Sir Armefley Stewart, in the county 
of Donegal. 

During Lord Charlemont's flay in 
this city, a captain's guard from the 
Londonderry companies mounted 
every morning ; and garrifon duty 
in all other refpects was obferved. 

The perfect difcipline of the vo- 
lunteer army afTembled on this oc- 
cafion, is above our feeble praife— 
fuffice it for us to fay, that the vari- 
ous manoeuvres ' in the courfe of 
Thurfday's engagement, clearly de- 
monftrates, that the military know- 
ledge of the Irifh volunteers is as ra- 
pidly increasing as their numbers. 

. Sir Annefly Stewart, and Captain 
James Stewart, were Aids-de-camp 
to General Lord 'Charlemont j and 
Captain Stewart was Aid-de-camp 
to Colonel Stewart, commander of 
the line.

Lord Mufkerry, Reviewing General, 
efcorted by the Riddleilown Huflars, 
Connello Light Horfe, Major Bur- 
gefs, exercifing officer of the ct: 7 _ 
valry, and Col. Percival, exercifing 
officer of the infantry, arrived at the 
houfe of William Foiberry, Efq. 
where centinels of the Loyal Lime- 
rick Volunteers were immediately 
placed. 

On Tuefday morning nothingwas 
to be heard throughout the city, but 
the beating of drums, and the mar- 
tial 'found of trumpets. At ten 
o'clock, the different corps afTembled 
on the Mall, from whence they 
marched to the review ground at 
Loughmore, about two miles diftant, 
in the following order, viz. The 
county of Limerick horfe, command- 
ed by* Colonel John Croker ; Con- 
nagh Rangers, Right Hon. Lord 
Mufkerry j Small County Union, 
Col. 'John Grady ; county of Li- 
merick Royal H6rfe, Colonel, the 
Hon. Hugh Maficy; Connello Light 
Horfe, Colonel Thomas Odell; Rid- 
dleftown HufTars, Right Honourable 
Lord Mufkerry; County Tipperary 
Horfe, Col. S'lVCornwallis Maude,' 
Bart, which, with the GlanwiJIiam 
Union, commanded by the Right. 
Hon, Lord Clanwilliam^ very po- 
litely 
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Htely undertook to keep the lines.— 
Foot, Loyal Limerick Volunteers, 
commanded by Colonel Thomas 
Smith; Rathkeale Volunteers, Co- 
lonel George Leake ; Caftleconnel 
Rangers, Right Hon. Lord Muf- 
kerry ; German Fufileers, Colonel 
Henry Browne ; and the County of 
Limerick Fencibles, commanded by 
Colonel J. T. Waller; the whole 
preceded by the Royal Glin Ar- 
tillery Company, commanded by 
Colonel John Fitzgerald, with two 
fine field pieces. Having taken poft 
accordingly, the General foon after , 
arrived, accompanied with his Aids- 
de-camp, and a grand retinue, which 
was announced by a grand falute 
from the artillery. After paffing the 
line, his Lordmip took poft at the 
top, when the front battalion, or 
line, marched forward and cleared 
the field, and the cavalry paffed the 
General in review, after which they 
went through the manual exercife, 
evolutions, manoeuvres, and attacks, 
with an expertnefs, &c. that aflonifh- 
'Cd the beholders, and to the entire 
Satisfaction of the General. 

The meeting this day was ex- 
tremely brilliant and numerous, as 
there could not have been fewer than 
60, 030 perfons. 

-■ The corps returned to town in the 
evening, where they entertained the 
General in a moil fumptuous man- 
ner, and at night there was a very 
crowded affembly. 

Wednefday morning the different 
corps affembled as they had done th£ 
day before, and marched to the field'; 
and the General having arrived about 
one o'clock, was received by a grand 
falute of the artillery. After paffing 
the line, the cavalry cleared the field, 
and kept the line, whilil the infantry 
went through their different ma- 
noeuvres, firings, &c. with the great- 
eft exactnefs and propriety, to the 
great fatisfaclion of the General, 
and the admiring fpectators. The 
review being over, the troops re- 



turned to town, and were elegantly 
and moft fumptuoufly entertained by 
the Right Hon, Lord Muflterry,' in 
the Exchange, where many loyal 
and patriotic toafts were drank, and 
the evening concluded with tha 
greateft unanimity and cordial friend- 
Ihip. 

Too much praife cannot be given 
to the exerciiing officers, for their 
great attention on this occafion* 

This day the different county corps 
marched out of town for their re- 
fpective homes. 

We are happy to add, that no>. 
withftanding the multitude of p6o-* 
pie, not the leaft accident or diilurb- 
ance happened. 

The following letter , publijhed by order 
of the Congrefs, contains an account 
of General Gre en e's operations in 
Carolina* 
To Samuel Huntingdon, Efq. 
Camp at M'Cord's Ferry, on the Cos- 
gareey May 14, 1 78 1. 
"Sir, 
" I had the hoaour to fend dif- 
patches to your Excellency on the 
5th, from near Camden, by Capt. 
O'Hara, On the 8th, the place was 
evacuated, by the enemy, with th© 
utmoft precipitation ; Lord Rawdon 
burnt the greateft part of his baggage, 
ftores, and even the effects belong- 
ing to the inhabitants; he fet fire 
alio to the prifon, mill, and fevera! 
other buildings, and left the town 
little better than a heap of ruins : he 
left behind him our people, who had 
been wounded in the action of the 
25th of April, and had been taken 
prifoners ; they are thirty-one in 
number. His Lordmip left alfo 
fifty-eight of his own people, with 
three officers, who wore fo badly- 
wounded, that they could not bear 
a carriage I Several of the inhabi- 
tants aflert it as a fact, that, in the 
laft action, the lofs of the enemy in 
killed, and wounded, was not left 
than thrc'A hundred men. 

' " - " « As 
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' " As fton as the enemy left Cam* 
den, we took pofleffion of it, v a **d 
are now employed in razing all the 
works, a plan of which I inclofe for 
\ your Excellency. Had the Virginia 
militia joined us in time, the garrifon 
mull have fallen into oar hands, as 
tye ihpuld then have been able to in- 
velt the town on all fides; and the 
garrifon was in too great want of 
prpyifions and military ftores, to be 
abie toftand out a fiege: the detach- 
ments under General Marion, and 
Lieutenant-colonel Lee, in the lower 
diitric~t$ of the country, had cut off 
the enemy's provifjons, and particu- 
larly fait, with which they were to- 
tally unprovided. On the 9th our 
^rmy began their march towards this 
place. On the nth, the poft of 
Qrangeburgh, defended by eighty 
men, under the command of a Co- 
lonel and other officers, furrendered 
to General Sumpter; who, by his 
flcill in the difpofition of his artillery 
and troops, fo intimidated the garri- 
fon, that the place foon fubmitted. 
We thus got poflefilon of a very 
ftrong poll, without lofs either of 
men or time: a great quantity of 
provifions and other ftores were 
found in it. The 12th Mott's Fort 
fubmitted to General Marion ; the 
garrifon copfifted of upwards of one 
hundred and forty men, one hundred 
and twenty were Britifh or Heffians, 
with feven or eight officers. The 
place had been inverted the 8th, nor 
did it furrender till our troops had 
made their approaches regularly up 
to the abatis ; the redoubt was very 
, ftrong, and commanded by Lieu- 
-- tenant M*Pherfon, a very brave offi- 
cer. Great praife is due to Gene- 
ral Marion, and the handful of mili- 
/tiathat remained with 'him till the 
reduction of the fort. Lieutenant- 
xolonel Lee's legion, and the de- 
tachments under Major Eaton, the 
artillery under Captain Finlay, and 
the corps of infantry under Cap- 
tains Oldham and Smith, were in- 
defatigable in carrying on the fiege. 



There were found in the fort one* 
cannonade, one hundred and fort/ 
mufkets, a quantity of fait provi* 
fions, aiid'otner flares. 

" When we marched from Deep* 
River toward Camden, I wrote to 
General Prolans, to aflemble all the 
militia he could mufter, to lay fiege 
to Augufta and Ninety-iix: thefe 
two places are actually invefted, and 
the fort at Friday's htry will be in- 
verted to-morrow morning, as Lieu- 
tenant-colonel Lee fet out for that 
purpofe laft night, with his Jegion, 
and the feveral detachments that 
ferve under him t the whole army 
began their march this morning for 
the fame place. The UH intelli- 
gence I received, informed me, that 
Lord Rawdon was near Nelfon's 
Ferry, where the enemy have a poft ; 
but they were fending away their 
ftores from it, which fufficiently in- 
dicates that they intend fhortly tor 
evacuate it ; General's Sumpter and 
Marion narrowly watch all his Lord- 
ftrip's motions. I am, &c.

New-York, 7**fy M. On the 26tl* 
of June, fix miles beyond Williamf- 
burg, the enemy, confifting of tv.0 
thoufand two hundred men, with 
feventy French dragoons, met three 
hundred and fifty of the Queen's 
Rangers, and eighty mounted yagers, 
commanded by Colonel Simcoe ; the 
iire and attack was from the Rebels 
hot and well kept up/ but when 
coolly charged they gave way, were 
put in confufion when numbers feU, 
the little party, who behaved to the 
aftonifliment of their enemies, re- 
mained mailers of the field. Lieu- 
tenant Jones of the Rangers, is kill- 
ed, and two fubaltems were wound- 
ed ; no alfiftance could get up in 
time, till it was over. Earl Corn- 
wallis, with his Lordftiip's wonted 
fenfibility and elegance, exprefled 
the higheft approbation of the con- 
daft of the commander, officers, and 
men, who had thus Angularly and 
glorioufly diflinguifhed themfelves.

- the Sandwich fhlp of war, in Charlef- 
town harbour, we were repeatedly 
affiirfed by Captain Bett, that a vef- 
fel would be provided by Govern- 
ment to pafs oetween Charleftown 
and St. Auguftine, for the purpofe 
of funaifhing us with necciTaries. — 
As we underftood this aflurance to 
come immediately from yourfelf, we 
have defired tour agents, Mr. James 
Fifher and Mr. John Blake, to wait 
. on you on the fuoje& ; our Situation, 
and the fcarcity of provifions at this 
place, rendering it neceiTary that we 
fhould receive frequent fupplies. 

We received like aflurances from 
€apt. Bett and Mr. Abbot, that 
during our refidence here we fhould 
be allowed full rations of all the ufual 
articles ; but fince our arrival we 
have not been feTved with any rum, 
although we were given to under- 
fland, that a quantity of that article 
had been fcru'in the Fidelity for our 
ufe. 

As we have been fent to this place 
for rcafons of policy, and not for any 
violation of parole, we flatter our- 
felves we, frail' not be thought trou- 
blefome* or unrea'fonabie in requeft-

rebel army, of the means that have 
keen taken by feveral people on pa- 
role in Charleftown, to promote arid 
foment this fpirit of rebellion, his 
Lordfhip, in order to fecure the quiet 
of the province, finds himfelf under 
the neceflity to direct the Command- 
ant to order feveral perfons to change 
their place of refiderice ori parole 
from Charleftown to St. Auguftine. 
His Lordmip has further directed, 
that a proper veflel be provided to 
carry their baggage with them. 

The above received and read by 
Major Benfon, on Monday the 
thez8th of Auguft, 1780, with- 
out a date, or being figned. 

Lord Cornwallis corifiders every 
perfon on board this fhip as being

We are to 
drop down under the fort this after* 
noon, and expefi to get over the Bar 
to-m6rrow. I am quite eafy, and 
doubt not but that God, in whom I 
truft, will ftill continue his care, and 
be my guide even unto death.

Will the gentlemen bound for St. 
Auguftine accept of their parole ?

Translation of an Ordinance 
publijhed by the King of France, 
impc e wering the Intendants and Com- 
mij/iaries of the Navy to difpofs of 
all prizes capfured by his Majefty's 
Jbips. Dated V erf allies, Augujl 4, 
1781. 

His Majefly reflecting that the 
forms to be ufed with refpedl to 
prizes captured by the (hips of his 
navy, are different from thofe which 
relate to the captures made by pri- 
vate fhips of war, the interests of the 
owners and of the latter requiring 
theinflitution of a judicial procefs, 
whilit his Majefly, and the officers 
anaV crews of his navy are interefted 
in the prizes made by the King's 
fhips, as to the (hare which he lias 
given up to them by the ordinance 
of 1778, has judged it meft advan- 
tageous, that all afts rubfequent to 
the decifion of the Council of Prizes, 
fhould, in future, be executed by the 
Intendants of the Navy, and in their 
abfence, by the CommiiTaries-gene- 
ral, or Sub-commifTaries, in the pre- 
fence of the captors, and at the re- 
queft of the Comptrollers of the 
Navy, as this will promote ceconomy 
in the proceedings and difpatch in 
the divifiou of the produce of the 
prizes. 

Art. I. The Courts of Admi- 
ralty fhall, as ufual, fuperintend all 
proceedings relating to captures made 
by his Majefty's (hips ; but the firft 
•decifion mutt remain with the Coun- 
cil of Prizes. 

Art. II. Eight days after the 
Council of Prizes have pronounced 
judgment, a copy of the fame Ihall 
t>e fent to the officers of the Admi- 
ralty, who Ihall, within twenty-four 



hours, enter it on their regiiler, and 
alfo another copy to the Intendant of 
the port into which the prize was 
carried, on the receipt of which, he 
fhall proceed to make fale of fuch 
prize in manner as hereinafter men- 
tioned. ■. 

Art, III. The officers of the 
Admiralty fhall, on the next day after 
regiitering fuch judgment, deliver 
into the hands of the Intendants or 
Commiflaries of the Navy, the feve- 
ral (hips and cargoes, together with 
a copy of all the' proceedings relative 
thereto, after having cautioufly ex- 
amined the feveral feals affixed by 
them J and if they fhould have taken 
an inventory of the cargo, it fhall 
be depofited fh the hands of the 
keeper of the warehoufe, who IhaJl 
fign an acknowledgment for the 
fame ; but if no inventory fhall have 
been made, the Intendant, or in hr» 
abfence the CommifTary general, of 
other Sub-commifFary, mail have the 
direction of every proceeding. . 

Art. IV. The Intendant of the 
Marine, or in his abfence the Com- 
mifTary-general, cr other Sub com- 
mifTary, ihall proceed to the fale and. 
delivery of the ihip and cargo, at the 
requifuion of the Comptroller, and 
in the prefence of the Major of 
Navy, as alio of the captors or their 
nominees. 

Art. V. The fale of prizes fhall 
be fubjetl to the fame regulations as 
"thofe of the merchandize and (lores, 
the property of his Majefly. 

Art. VI. Nothing contained in 
the foregoing articles is to be con- 
ilrued as contrary to the 45th article 
of the 24th of June, 1778, im- 
powering the officers of the feveral 
admiralties, in all cafes of captures 
from an enemy, after having ex- 
amined the fhip's papers, and taken 
the depoiitions of the prifoners, at 
the requeft of the Comptroller of the 
Navy, to fell the prizes and their 
cargoes, without waiting for the de- 
cifion of the Council of Prizes. 

Art, 
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Art. V1T. The liquidation of 
all expences incurred to the time of 
regiftering the decifion of the Coun- 
cil of Prizes, aDd of all fees and 
other charges attending the delivery 
of the fliip and cargo, fhall be fub- 
mitted to the Sieur Chardon, who is 
appointed to vint the ports, and to 
liquidate the accounts of all prizes 
ccptured by his Majefly's fhips, con- 
formably to the 17 th article of the 
Inflruc^ions, dated the 9th of Ja- 
nuary, 1780, and which are to remain 
in full force in all cafes where they 
do not clafh with the prefent or- 
dinance. 

Art. VIII. His Majcfty referves 
to himfelf the granting to the officers 
ef the feveral admiralties, a recom- 
pence for the fabrics which were 
annexed to their proper functions, 
in the fale of prizes made by the 
King's ihips ; which rccompence 
lhall be fixed at the rate of one half 
'per cent., on the net proceeds pf 
each prize ; the law cxpences, and 
thofe of adminiftration being firil 
deducted, according to the liquida- 
tion mentioned in the foregoing 
article. 

Art. IX. Any difputes which 
may arife relative to the faid prizes, 
after 'the delivery, enjoined by the 
third article of this edict, lhall be 
decided by the Intcndant or Com- 
fhiiTajy of the department ; with 
leave of appeal, however, to the 
Royal Council of finances and prizes. 

Art. X. With refpect to fuch 
captures as may be carried into the 
colonies, or any other of his Ma- 
je fly's pofleffions, all proceedings re- 
lative to them lhall be under the 
direction of the officers of the feveral .. 
admiratties, or other competent tri- ; 
bunals, according to the forms pre- 
ferred in the firit article' of this or-

a brave refinance to their attack on 
the cth inftant, that their fleet after 
an obftinate conteft, which lafted from 
five o'clock in the morning till half 
pall eleven, was obliged to retreat. 
The heroic courage difplayed by 
Admiral Zoutman, the captains, 
officers, fubalterns, and the common 
failors and fpidiers concerned in the 
action, and who, through the Divine 
benediction, acquitted themfelves fo 
well in their different departments, 
merits the higheft praife that can be 
be^owed, acd demands our particular 
approbation. — We have therefore 
thought proper to wfite this letter to 
return public thanks ,rn our own 
name, to the faid Rear- Admiral, 
captains, officers, fubalterns, and 
common failors and foldiers, corn- 
minding it to be read on board every 
0$ that had any fharte in the en- 



gagement, in which the officers and 
conlmbn men fought with equal bra- 
very ; earning an authentic copy of It 
to be tranfmitted by the fecretary of 
the fleet to Admiral-Zoutman, and 
to fuch of the commanders of the 
fhips under hina, (with whofe con- 
duct the Admiral has every caufe to 
be fatisfied) and to. declare; further, 
that we have np doubt but t^at both 
they, and all toe other officers and 
common men employed in the fervice 
of the State, will prove, at every op- 
portunity that may prevent itfelf in 
future, that the Republic is in no 
want of defenders or the country and 
its liberties, and that the ancient va- 
lour of the Batavians ftill flourilhes 
among us, and will never be e^tinft.

t)ie Martis, Auguft 21, 1781. 
His moft Serene Highnefs, Prince 
of Orange and Naffau, having entered 
the Houfe of Aflembly, addreffed 
their High Mightineffes in the fol- 
lowing fpeech : 

" High and Mighty Lords, 
" The conduct of Rear-Admiral 
Zoutman, of the officers, fubalterns, 
failors and fddters, under his com- 
mand, in the action of the 5th in'fh 
with the Englifh fquadron , command- 
ed by Vice-Admiral Parker, appears 
to me truly commendable, and fuch 
as deferves to be rewarded in an ex- 
traordinary manner. 

" For this reafon it is, that I have 
preferred the faid Rear-Admiral to 
the r&nk of Vice Admiral, as a re- 
compense 
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compenee for the bravery which he 
has difplayedon the occafion, and 
have nominated Rear-Admirals, in 
extraordinary, the oldeft of the poft- 
eaptains under the former, namely, 
Meffrs. Dedel, Van Braam and Van 
Kingfbergen. ' 

*' Actuated by the fame motives, 
I thought it my duty to fubrait it to 
the confideratiorf of your High Migh- 
tinefles, whetherit would not be ex- 
pedient for you, in token of the ap- 
probation and fatisfaction of your 
High MightinefTes, for the zeal and 
courage with which the national 
honour has been fupported by all 
thofe who were concerned in the faid 
action, to refolve upon prefenting 
Vice-Admiral Zoutman with a gold 
medal and chain, and giving a medal 
of the fame metal, tied to a ribband, 
to each of the fix captains, who com- 
manded the fhips that were in the 

* line; as alfo granting to the reft of 

* tjie officers and men, who were en- 
gaged, two months pay, as a reward 
for their good behaviour. 

" I flatter myfelf, that if this 
propofal fhould meet with the ap- 
probation of your High Mightine/Tes, 
it would prove the means of re-efta- 
blifhing your navy in all its fplendor, 
by exciting amongft the officers and 
failors a proper fpirit of emulation, 
that our dear country may thus bo 
foon in a flate of oppofmg, with the 
favourable and powerful aid of the 
Almighty, the unprovoked attack of 
the enemy, and courageoufly protect 
it againil their efforts ! 

" I cannot let pafs this opportu- 
nity, without informing your High 
MightinefTes, that I have given the 
neceflary orders for as many mips as 
can be got together from the Meufe 
and Zealand, to join as foon as poffible 
thofe of Amfterdam, Freezeland, 
and the North, in order to form a 
convoy, fo that the merchant fleet 
may be enabled to put to fea without 
fur;her delay, under the protection 



of a ftrfficient number of fhips of war 
and frigates." 

Their High MightinefTes, after 
having exprefied their gratitude for 
the commendable care and zeal of 
his Highnefs, unanimoufly acceded 
to his gracious propofal. 

Hague, Jug. 26. The following 
is the copy of a letter from the Baron 
de Lynden, late Envoy at the Court 
of Sweden, to the States-General of 
the United Provinces: 

" High and Mighty Lords, 

*' Having had the honour of being 
appointed in the year 1766, in the 
Affemblyo/your High MightinefTes, 
a Deputy for the Province -of Zea- 
land by a permanent commiflton, I 
cannot think it any deviation from 
the refpeft I owe your High Mighri- 
nefles, thus to addrcis you, not oy a 
petition, but by a letter, expreffing 
the gratitude I feel for your gracious 
compliance with my prayer, for dif- 
pennng with the commiflion appointed 
•for meat Vienna. 

" Though it is with the ufcmoft 
fatisfaclion and gratitude that I re- 
flect on the particular marks of con- 
fidence, and approbation that yoar 
High MightinefTes have been pkafed 
to bellow on my feeble, but honeft 
endeavours to promote thewelrareof 
the Republic during my refidencem 
Sweden; and though they might be 
furficiently encouraging to induce 
me to accept the office of Envoy Ex- 
traordinary from your High Mighti* 
neffes to the Court of Vienna, efpe- 
daily as during my residence at 
Stockholm, I received a full affurance 
from the Prince de KanhitzRietftrorg, 
that my appointment would not be 
difagreeable to that? Court, which 
was confirmed by Baron Reitchach ; 
I am, nevertheless, convinced, from 
ferious reafoning with myfelf, and 
from the prefent fituation of the 
Republic with refpect, to its politics, 
of the impoflibility of my rendering it 
any fervice in a foreign country;

and from the ardent wifli I have to 
be effentially neceaary to it, together 
with the importance of the affairs

■*. ** I have had the honour of giving 
a full communication of my fenti- 
•snents to his Serene Highnefs the 
Prince of Orange, and of the motives 
which principally led me to that de- 
termination. I liave no apprehen- 
fiqn in explaining as freely to your 
HighMightineiTes, a complaint which 
appearstp me to be juiliy founded, 
and which chiefly amounts to this : 
** That being as well by birth as by 
comrniflion a member of the regeocy 
of thb free Republic, I confider my- 
felf under an obligation to maintain 
ats fundamental form of government ; 
that is to fay, the alliance federative 
«*f the Seven Sovereign Provinces, 
Juving at their heads a Prince of 
the Serene Houfe of Oratige Naflau; 
to r*je& on the. other hand the in- 
flaence of any foreigner, however 
iHuftrious by birth, or great in power ; 
swd by oppofing him to preferve the ho- 
-.bout and independence of the State." 
*' How far thefe fentiments of 
, duty and love for this country, cre- 
dit with the conduct which I believe 
tfee l>uke of Brunfwick to hold in 
the deliberations of the State, I leave 
. to the enlightened judgments of your 
, High Mightinefles. It alfo remains 
. with you to decide, if, and in what 
degree, the faid Duke has, fmce the 
majority of the Stadholder in 1776, 
endeavoured to be regarded and ac- 
knowledged, as the fole Counfellor 
cf the head of the Republic, and by 
that means to prevent his Serene 
Higl^nefs from felecling among the 
Regents and Minifters of the State, 
fuch as by their abilities and integrity 
might form a Council in which all 
the intcreira of the Republic might 
properly be considered and prepared, 
i^ as to be pat in immediate execu- 



tion by the fovereign power ; an cfta- 
Mi (Time nt which is even approved of f 
and admitted in monarchies, and 
defpotic governments, and is parti* 
culaHy fu it able to this Republic, not 
only on account of its complicated 
form of govcrment, but from the ex- 
ample cf all the preceding Stadt- 
holders, who have been convinced of 
the utility of fuch t3c libera tic m . 

" Submitting thefe reflections to 
the judgment of my lawful fuperton, 
I declare that J mall ever acknow* 
ledge j with a grateful heart, the 
fingular fer vices which the faid Duke 
has rendered, in quality of tutor 
to his Serene Highnefs , during hh 
minority, at which time T alio con- 
tributed afl that depended upon me T 
to endeavour to lefl'en the weight 
which his office impofed upon him, 
and to hhperfonal fatisfaclion* For 
thefe reafons I freely gave my a (Tent 
to the refolution of your High Migh- 
tiness, of the 8th of March, I766, 
pa fled on the occafion, the majority 
of the Stadtholder, lit which your 
High Mightiness requeft of his'lm- 
penal Majeiry the continuation of 
the faid Duke of Bnuifwkk in the 
fervice of this State, though from 
the fmali judgment which I poflefs 
in the political fyrtem of the Euro- 
pean Courts, there 1 was no reafon to 
apprehend taut the DukeN fer vicea 
wfcuM he required by the Court tof 
Vienna, 

" I alfo declare that I entertain 
for the rank and military talents of 
the Duke of Brunfwick, .15 well as 
fir his illuflrion* birth, all their high 
cflccro, which, in my opinion, is due 
to Princes who employ 1 hem fc Ives in 
the fervke of the State, and who are 
defcended from the moft ancient fa- 
milies, and from the moll refpeftable 
princes in Holland* fuch as that of 
HefFe, and others, from whence the 
Republic has often received molt 
fignal fervices, and will continue to 
receive, as I Ratter myfclf, whenever 
the exigencies of the State Ihail fug- 
ged 
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geft an occafion. But in other re- 
Jpects, as I do not acknowledge that 
the faid Duke poflefles any right to 
the exercife of an indirect influence 
in the affairs of Government, arid 
perfuadecj as I am, neverthelefs, 
that be actually does ufe fuch influ- 
ence, I find myfelf under the ne- 
ceflity of befeeching your High 
MightineiTes to difpen/e with my 
fervices in all commifllons for Foreign 
countries,* although, at the fame 
time* I mall always *he happy under 
more favourable circumfrances to ex- 
ert, with every pofftble zeal, all the 
little talents I poflefs in any employ- 
ment of which your High Mighti- 
nefles may efteem me capable, for 
the general advantage of the Rate 
and the family of the Stadtholder, 
whofe ihterefts are infeparable, and 
for which I profefs myfelf animated 
with an attachment the molt faithful, 
warm, fincerc, and conflant, as I 
fhall always be happy to demouftrate 
by every proof in my power.

When the King of Sweden ap- 
pointed his Excellency Earon Sparre, 
fovernor to 'the Prince Royal, his 
Jajefty was pleafed to notify the ap- 
pointment by the following letter. 

" Gustavus, by the grace of 
God, &c. our dear and beloved fon, 
his Royal Highnefs the Hereditary 
Prince, having attained that age, 
when the attendance of women on 
his perfon ceafes to be necefTary, we 
have thought proper to appoint you, 
his governor, tofuperintend his edu- 
cation. In looking out for a proper 
perfon to difcharge the duties of this 
important office, our choice naturally 
fell upon you, and when we refolved 
toinveil you with it, we wifhed the 
world to know that friendship and 
confidence had determined ourchoice. 
In our youth, when the heart is moil 
fufceptible of thefe two fentiments, 
we had the happinefs to become ac- 
ouaiuted'with your fervices in quality 



of our fnb-governoT ; and daring 
that time, we, and the whole nation, 
difcovered in you thofe rare and emi- 
nent qualities, which, both as a king 
and a father, we could wifh for ou 
the prefent occafion. Since our ac- 
ceflion to the throne of our anceifcors, 
we have intruded you with otir moft 
important affairs, and having ever 
fince been near that throne, and par- 
taking in all the deliberations o£the 
ftate, you have had an opportunity, 
to become intimately acquainted with. 
the duties of a future Sovereign; the 
fundamental laws of government^ 
their true application ; the want of 
the ftate; and thofe political max- 
ims, which with the greateft pleafurc 
we fhall fee inculcated to our beloved 
fon. 

*' With thefc views, we commit 
the education of his Royal Highneft 
to your faithful direction, with fuch 
entire confidence, that we thiuk it 
needlefs to ref train your judgment by 
laying down any rules for you t? 
follow. But to relieve you a little 
from the cares infeparable frota yqur 
new office, we have drawn up f^mc 
general inflruclions, which we tranf. 
mit to you with this our letter. Ne- 
verthelefs, we confide in your ateal 
and difcernment, for the fulfilling the 
fpirit of thofe inflruclions, without 
pretending that you fhould obferve 
the letter. For every law would 
otherwife be imperfect, if not total!/ 
ufelefs. 

"Thus, with the 'Divine .bleffiog; 
you will be the inurumentof the moH 
lively joy to us and to our bejoved 
confort; you will en Aire happinefs t* 
his Royal Highnefs, and to the 
whole nation. In a word, you will 
lay the foundation of-profjuerity to a 
future age, arid confequcntly feenre 
to yourielf the rewards nioft flatter^ 
ing to a generous mind. , .

Newry Review, 

On the zoth and % \ft of Auguft. 

Sunday the 19th.— The approach 
of the reviewing General, the Earl 
cf Charlemont, was announced by 
the difcharge of 19 pieces of artillery, 
the falute next to royal. The ar- 
tillery and infantry companies of the 
town received his Lordfhip with the 
ufual compliments. His Lordfhip 
was accompanied by his Aids-de- 
tamp, Arthur Brownlow, and Ri- 
chard Dawfon, Efquires ; and by the 
exercifing Officer, Lieutenant-colo- 
nel Alexander Stewart, and his Aids- 
de-camp, Major Crawford, and Mr. 
Henry Bruce. 

On Monday morning, about nine 
o'clock, the different corps joined 
their brigades ; the firft, which was 
that day to be reviewed, parading in 
the Liberty ; the fecohd, which kept 
the lines, on the Merchants-quay ; 
whence both marched through the 
town to the review ground on the 
reclaimed lake, about ten o'clock, 
and the review began between eleven 
and twelve. 

Tie Maxoevvrei* 

l* Solid columns, formed on the 
left flank fub-divifion of each bat- 
talion, advance, form the line and 
gain ground on the left, by reducing 
from the left centre fub-divifion. 

2. Solid columns, formed to the 
rear, on the right flank fubdivifion, 
retreat, form line to the rear, regain 
the ground loft upon the right, by 
reducing from the right cejbtre fub- 
divifion, then turn to the front.

4. Retreat in twto lines*, the right- 
hand files firing by comniand in grand 
divifions, each iriftantfy recovering 
arms, facing to the right about, and 
retreating 40 or 50 paces, then fac- 
ing the enemy, loading arid halting 
With floped arms, # till alTthe divifions 
of right files had fired in their turn, 
in the fame Order, and retreated 
through the intervals as far to the 
rear of the line of right-hand files, 
whkh then fired once by grand dU 
vifions from flanks to centre, and 
once irregularly by files, retreating 
immediately through the intervals 01 
the other line to their original 
ground, when they loaded and wait- 
ed till joined by the line of left files, 
after firing by grand divifions from 
flanks to centre. 

5. The brigade formed in fblid. 
column on the centre battalion, ad- 
vances, forms' the line, and fires by 
wings from centre of brigade. 

6. The brigade forms three fronts, 
the flank-battalion forming to the 
right and left by retreating from their 
centres, the right wing of the right 
battalion, and the left wing of the 
left battalion facing outwards to the 
left and right, halting and making 
ready, the other wings forming up 
by files, fo that the rear rank of thefe 
becomes the front rank. Each bat- 
talion then fires by files, the centre" 
one from right ta left, the flank bat- 
talions from the flanks neareft the 
centre, which laft then wheeled oa 
their centres, and marche<fnrp into 
the line. 

7. The brigade retreats flreet- 
firing twice, having formed for that 
purpofe folid columns on the two 
centre ftib-divifions, from whence 
the line is formed on the firii gfdund, 
and each battalion firing a vplley. 
the brigade charges, the rear rank 

beinj 
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being at a recover, the whole ceafes 
to advance, recovers, &c. retreats 
to the firfl line, and the review con- 
cludes with the general falute and 
difcharge of cannon. 

Remark*, on .the Review, 

It may be (ibierveVi that tike ma- 
noeuvres are noV adapted ca recruits, 
and fonaeof them performed tolera- 
bly, pre-fupppfe foine progrefs in 
difcipline : \\ h a fa£$, that many 
of the corps that-pafied with appro- 
bation, had never once gone, through 
the plan of review. -A regard ■ to 
truth, even the concealment of which 
will feldom be found to anfwer any 
good purpofe, and perhaps never to 
be productive of good upon the 
whole, obliges the relater to fay that, 
norwithftanding the acknowledged 
excellence of fome of the corps, ma- 
ny were difappointed in the firft day's 
review. This might probably have 
been occafioned by the bad order of 
the ground, from the heavy rains of 
the preceding week and night. ' 

The brigade of the fecond day had 
its advantages of weather, ground in 
better order, and more experience, 
and it was the opinion of many, that 
a better review, according to the 
numbers, can fcarce have been .ex- 
hibited fmce the birth of Irifh vo- 
lunteers, 

A cloud, however, had like to 
have overfpread the fcene, and call a 
damp on the general ple«,fure. The 
accidental difcharge of a ram-rod in 
the heat of the manoeuvres, would 
have been fatal to a gentleman of 
the troop of Ncwry Rangers, but for 
the brais in front of his helmet. — 
The review flopped ; the firelocks 
were examined through the whole 
line; the unfortunate delinquent 
was carried under a guard to the 
commanding officer, confefied his 
fault, and his fentence of perfttued 
exclufion from the volunteer army, to 
which a general court-martial held 
the following dav, thought him in 
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flri&nefs liable, but which the ter- 
dernefs of the court, and its refpect 
for the good character he received 
from his Captain, foitened into ex- 
clufion for tnvoyears only, has afford- 
ed to the volunteers of Ireland a lef- 
fon of caution and dignified pride, 
and to the world of hillortcal phi- 
lofophy, a fubjeel of curious difcuflion 
and wonder. 

How cautious mnft be in future the 
volunteer^ when even a cafual negli- 
gence may exclude him from the Jirfi 
fociety in the kingdom — that of his 
brethren in arms ! What a body of 
men is that ,from which exclufion for 
life would be infamy, and even a 
temporary exclufion from which, 
thought neceflary for example's fake, 
is lamented by the very judges as too 
grievous a punifhment for a negli- 
gence which might have taken away 
the life of a brother foldier ! 

The numbers reviewed, were on- 
ly about 2000. It mufl be remem- 
bered, in excufe for the fmallnefs of 
the number, that there had been a 
review at Down but a fhort time be- 
fore, that there was one at Monaghan 
the fame day, and that the harveft, 
which had been rtmarkably early 
this feafon, was already fet in.

On the 20th, confided in an at- 
tack anji defence of the town, on the 
fouth and weft quarters, where* it is- 
defended by the river, the canal, and 
three draw-bridges* The out-lines 
only were given to the commanding 
officers} and thofe commanding de- 
tachments ; they were, left to fill 
them up according to their beft ficill. 
The afiailants divided into four bo- 
dies, under the command .of Lieu- 
tenant-coloneLBrowuiow^Major Ri- 
chardfon, Lieutenant-colonel Daw- 
fon, and Major Dobbs, descended 
flowly and cautioufly from the heights 
which extended from the D ubttn to 
a little beyond the Monflghan road. 
The befieged wrz? commanded -by 
Colonel Sir Richard Johnilon, Cap- 
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tain Briflow, and Captain Barber, 
who were ftationed, with the bat- 
talions they commanded, to protect 
the Dublin, Ballybought, and Ar- 
magh bridges. The principal at- 
tack was made on the Ballybought 
bridge, the attacks on the other two, 
being intended but as feints or di- 
versions . Major Richardfon, and 
Lieutenant-colonel Dawfon, advanced 
to the Ballbought bridge ; the former 
through the town of Ballybought, 
the latter by the Monaghan road. 
Captain Briftow, with part of his 
battalion, intrenched behind a breaft- 
work, guarded the bridge ; while a 
detachment from his left flank of 
light infantry riflemen, and fome of 
the battalion, forming out-pickets, 
and lining old walls and every ftrength 
through which Major Richardfon was 
to pafs, in the town of Ballybought, 
galled him in his approach, and dif- 
puted every inch of ground ; another 
ftrong detachment of the fame kind, 
of troops from the right flank, op- 
pofing Colonel Dawfon alfo at every 
poft as he advanced by the Monaghan 
road : The light infantry of the lat- 
ter detachment, lining the'hedges of 
M'Neill's garden, on the left of the 
Monaghan road, obliged Colonel 
Dawfon to halt till a ftrong party of 
his light infantry had diflodged thofe 
of the town, obliging them to retreat 
to the main body of their detach- 
ment, which was itfelf obliged to re- 
treat under the cover of its light in- 
fantry, Colonel Dawfon being now 
at liberty to advance ; his light horfe, 
which confifled of part of the Belfalt 
troop, having difperfed an advanced 
party of the Newry troop, and his 
artillery having iilenced a piece, 
which, from the Liberty market- 
houfe, raked the road on which he 
advanced. Colonel Dawfon here di- 
vided his force into two columns : 
One of them he fent down the road 
to the canal, with orders to flank 
Captain Briitow at the Ballybought 
bridge ; with the other he obliqued 



through the fields to rejoin this co» 
lumn, and co-operate with Major 
Richardfon in the attack on the 
bridge. 

The out-polls and detachments, 
from Captain Briftow's right wing, 
having now, in their retreat, Jormed 
a line on the town-fide of the canal 
back-drain, which runs in an ob- 
lique line from the Monaghan road 
to the bridge, and beginning -a hea- 
vy fire from right to left, on Colonel 
Dawfon's right column, which was 
advancing on the well of the back- 
drain, the Colonel was obliged to 
form the line and return their fire 
from left to right. The officer who 
commanded the detachment, finding 
himfelf over-powered by Colonel . 
Dawfon, and his retreat nearly cut ■ 
off" by Major Richardfon, who had 
now begun a heavy fire on Captain 
Briitow at the bridge, and by Co- 
lonel Dawfon's left flank column, 
which, advancing along the canal, - 
had nearly gained his rear, was 
obliged to order a retreat, which, 
for fome time, was tolerably regular, 
the riivifions firing from right to left, 
turning to .the left, and retreating 
along the rear to the left of the line, 
where they again formed from right 
to left, firing and filing off in the 
fame order, til] they were quite over- 
powered by the junction of part of 
Major Richardfon's battafion, with 
Colonel Dawfon's right wing, and 
were obliged to efcape over the 
bridge, under cover of Captain Bri- 
flow, who, finding his force unequal 
to the now united forces of Colonel 
Dawfon and Major Richardfon, at- 
tacking him in front and flank, or- 
dered a retreat, and the bridge to be 
turned. 

The troops now formed on each 
fide of the canal, and a heavy, though 
unequal fire was kept up, till Colo- 
nel Johnson, having, by his fupe- 
rior force and artillery, repulfed 
Colonel Brownlow from the Dublin 
Bridge, and having been joined by 
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the piece df artillery which was 
driven from the Liberty Market- 
houfe, pafled the bridge, with one 
of his field-pieces, and part of his 
force ;* and advancing on the right 
flank of Major Richardfori, obliged 
him and Colonel Dawfon to retire 
for fhelter into the town of Bally- 
bough:. The attack on the Armagh 
bridge, by Major Dobbs, who pa/T- 
ed over th.c meadows from the head 
of the Monaghan road, and forced 
Captain Barber and his battalion, to 
retreat into Canal-ftreet, and, at 
length, to turn the bridge, was 
given over by the Major, on his 
rinding that his own fuccefs was im- 
portable, and his object of making a 
diverfion gone, the attacks upon 
the other bridges having both failed. 
A few, prffoners were this day taken 
on each fide, they were treated with 
fingular humanity, it is faid ; and, 
as neither party dreaded fpies, they 
were that night allowed their parole. 
and next morning were exchanged 
before the battle. 
Second Day's Engagement, 

Auguft 21. 
In war it is dangerous to be too 
fecure. The town of Newry has a 
weaknefs which efcaped the eye of 
Twifs, and the commiflioners of na- 
vigation. One of its bridges turns 
on the wtjide ! This the enemy 
learned from fome of their prifoners. 
In their fecond attack, they, there* 
fore, gave Lieut. Colonel Brownlow 
a greater force and two pieces of 
artillery ; he divided his force into 
two columns, one advancing ftrait 
to the bridge, as on the former day, 
but not till his artillery had filenced 
the piece ftationed there by the be- 
fieged, while the other advanced 
along the line from the fathom fide, 
and Major -Richardfon, inftead of 
bending, as before, his whole force 
on the Ballybought-bridge, turned 
off with the greater! pare of it to the 
right, and gaining the bank between 
the two bridges, advanced to co- 



operate with Colortel Brownlow. 
Colonel Brownlow's main body lay 
at Ml concealed in the Dublin road; 
when he moved forward, his advanc- 
ed parties beat in the out-pofis of the 
be fieged , from trje bridge u n d er 
Mr. Ennis's glen; Col. Johnfton's 
main body fupported, but Colonel 
Brownlow obliged him tf> retire, 
ftreet-firing, till the out-ports before 
beat in, having formed unperceived, 
in a Jane reaching from Mr* EJdward 
Courtney's to the main road, attack- 
ed Colonel Brownlow in flank, and 
obliged him to retreat precipitately 
before Col. Johnfton to the bridge, 
where the action began. The dif- 
pute was for fome time obftinate, 
till Colonel Johnfton perceiving Col. 
Brownlow's and Major Richardfon's 
detached columns advancing from 
Fathom and Ballybought to the 
bridge in his rear, thought it pru- 
dent to retreat inilantly, leaft he 
ihould be furrounded and lofe the 
town; it was now, however, too 
late. The bridge was attacked by 
a fuperior force in three columns, 
and, as it- could not be turned on, 
the infide, and the befieged had not 
time to cut it, it was carried much 
about the time that Captain Briftow 
and Captain Barber were, as on the 
iirft attack* obliged to retire and 
turn the other two bridges. Col. 
Brownlow and Major Richardfon 
advanced over the bridge upon Col. 
Johnfton, who retreated ftreet-firing 
along the Liberty ; they diflodged 
Qol. Johnfton's light infantry from 
the Orchard and Rope-walk, and 
Cap£, Briftow finding Col. Johnfton 
overpowered, and himfclf likely to 
be attacked in the rear, was obliged 
to retreat and join Colonel/Johnnon, 
The aflailants were ftrong, and flufli- 
ed with fuccefs, the continuance of 
which, however, would have been 
doubtful, had not the Ballybought- 
bridge been thought fecure, and left 
unguarded in the retreat. Some 
traitor, or fpy of the enemy, feizing, 
£ e z the 
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the advantage, turned- the bridge, 
and gave the aflailants another paf- 
fage into -the town, by Mill-ftreet. 
Colonel Johnfton and Capt. Briftow 
were now attacked both in front and 
rear, and it was with difficulty that 
they fecured the pafTage up Mill- 
ilreet into the Market-place, and 
made their way toSugar-ifland, tak- 
ing poll on the Stone-bridge, The 
enemy purfued in every quarter; 
the befieged were obliged to retreat 
by the Bafon to Mr. Scott's Walk, 
where they had fcarce taken fhelter, 
and fhut the gate, when they found 
themfelves attacked in the rear, by 
a party detached by Major Dobbs, 
by Violet-hHl, which croiTed over 
the Lock, with an intention of gain- 
ing the town or cutting off a retreat. 
Madnefs is not courage ; the be- 
fieged beat a parley; and, as a re- 
ward for their valour, they were al- 
lowed to march out with the honours 
of war, and three rounds each man, 
for the fat de joye. AW differences 
were now reconciled, prifoners were 
exchanged, and -the troops being 
drawn up in. a circular dine, from 
the ; Armagh - bridge through the 
town, to the Caflle-ltreet Market- 
place, and thence continued through 
the Liberty, till the wings met at 
the bridge, the General patfed along 
the line^ and zfeu de joye went three 
times round the circle. The dark- 
jiefs of the night; which had already 
fet in, giving to. this conclufion of 
the fcene.unufual grandeur and bril- 
liancy. The troops were about 
twelve hours under arms. 

Lorfl Charlemont did not leave the 
town till Thurfday morning, when 
he again received the compliments 
due to himias a General, and render- 
ed particularly agreeable by the af- 
fection, and veneration of his volun- 
tary foldiers and fellow-citizens.

the Trading Companies to Ruflia 
and the Baltic, praying for a fuffici- 
ent and adequate convoy, and a 
fpeedy refolution concerning the 
fame, fuch as according to the im- 
portance of the cafe, and the prefent 
circumftances might appear to their 
H. M, moll conducive to the good of 
the" trade, and the welfare of the 
Republic. The faid States, in con- 
fequence thereof, have req-uelted his 
Highnefs to comply with the above 
requell, by granting, as foon as 
poflible, a fufheient and adequate 
convoy. 

And whereas the faid anfwer of 
his Highnefs bears in fubftance, that 
his faid Highnefs had thought it ex- 
pedient, without lofs of time, to ac- 
quaint their H. M. that he was too 
great a well wimer to the trade of 
the Netherlands, to have waited for 
this new prayer of the merchants, in 
order to take proper meafures, to get 
in readinefs as many ihips as circum- 
ftances* 
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Aancds would allow, for convoying 
the merchantmen ready to fail for the 
B al tic : — that,rooreover Ju&laki High- 
toefs-had infilled, a* well as their H. 
M. (inconfequence of his tffighnefs's 
propofal tof thezift infL cf .which 
their (aid £L. M* were informed be- 
fore the receiving of the.petition al- 
luded- to) with the College of Ad- 
miralty at Amflerdam, for them to 
repair, without lofs of time, the da- 
mages fuftaiied in the kll engage- 
ment, fo-as to he able to put to Tea 
as fooa as pofllble ; having alio given 
it in charge to Vice-admiral Hart- 
fink, to take particular care that 
every thing requifite to the failing of 
a convoy, as numerous as could be 
procured, ihould be forthwith holden 
in readinef?. 

That his Highnefs thinking thus 
far to have fulfilled the defire of their 
, H» M. even before his receiving the 
{aid petition* nothing remained for 
him to do, but to entreat their H. M. 
they would reft alTured of the zeal 
which aai mates his Highnefs for af- 
fording every prote&ion in his power 
to the trading part of the States, by 
the afUftance of their naval arma- 
jnentj>. ; aad that, to this end, he had 
neglected nothing. 

Refolved that thanks (hall be re- 
turned to his Serene Highnefs, as 
they are by this prefent for his great 
zeal and activity in giving the ne- 
cefTary orders for appointing fuch 
convoy as it was in his power to pro- 
vide.

of leaving the faid road as foon as 
pofiible, and joining the mips whicli 
were to fail, or had already failed 
from the , Texel ; and that fuch or- 
ders, far from being contradicted, 
had been repeatedly enforced in the 
moll urgent manner.

Texel, do declare, for the mere fake 
of truth, that I was di(patched by his 
Excellency Vice-admiral Hartfink, 
from the Texel to Helvoetfluys, on 
board the fhip of th^ States Pans 
Wiilem, Capt. Eruyn. I arrived on 
board die fame on July 7, with or- , 
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ders from the, faid Admiral to fleer 
for the TexcL That during all the 
time there never offered an opportu- 
nity of which the faid Captain did 
not avail himfclf, in order to get his 
ihip under way ; but that every time 
the wind ftrifted, and foon became 
contrary. That the faid Captain 
made ufe of all probable flcill in his 
manoeuvres , and that the reafons 
which prevented him from putting 
to fea can be afcribed only to an ab- 
folute impcflibility of effecting it for 
want of favourable winds. 

The faid Captain having been 
Rationed off Goree, a dangerous 
place, for fo large a fhip, for 15 
days, that is to the 20th inft. was 
forced by the ftorm to cut the cable 
of one of his anchors and make the 
port of Helvoet for his fafety. The 
deponent remained conftantly on 
board, and was a witnefs to all the 
tranfaclions, and is ready, if re- 
quired, to make oath to the contents

that time, no opportunity hath of- 
fered of which the faid Captain did 
not avail himfelf to put to fea with 
his convoy, for which purpofe he 
exerted his utmoft fkill and attention ; 
but, being becalmed, and the wind 
contrary, he was compelled each 
time to drop his, anchors a-nevv ; and 
coufequently, if he did not put to 
fea, it is owing to no negleift on his 
part, hut to mere impollibility. We 
further 'declare, that the laid Cap- 
tain's laft attempt of weighing anchor 
on the 19th inft. was rather unwar 



rantable, and did not meet with 00Y 
approbation, on account of the winds 
and concomitant circumftances. We

* ■*' A crutzer belonging to Weit- 
Friezeland having taken an Englifh 
ftiip freighted by fome^Pruflian mer- 
chants, and carried her into Delfzyl 
the 6th of July laft, his Excellency 
the Baron de Thulemeyer, Envoy 
Extraordinary from his Pruffian M?~ 
jefty, presented the following memo- 
rial to the States-General on the 
fubjeft of the capture : 

•' High and Mighty Lords, 
" The King my maiter has heard, 
with no lefs furprife than diflatis- 
faction, of the repented aclsof vio- 
lence committed on the Ems by a 
Weft-Friezeland guarda cofta, .com- 
manded by Capt. Tccke Romkes. 
An Englifti trading veifel called the 
Change, freighted by the Prufliaa 
merchants, has been taken by him, 
and carried into Delfzyl 'the 6th of 
laft July. His Pruffian Majefty can- 
not be an indifferent fpe&ator of an 
ac> that amounts to a direct attack 
upon his territorial rights, and which, 
if piirfued, muft tend eventually to 
ruin the trade of Embden, and, in-' 
deed, of the whole principality cf 
Eaft-Friczeland. The mere reftitution 
of the fnip cannot be looked upon by 

his 
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Ms Majefty as a fuisfaction fuch as 
he may expect from the equity of your 
High Mightinefies, and their wifhes 
to maintain inviolate the perfect 
amity and harmony that fubfitte be- 
tween the two ftates. His Majefty, 
therefore, commands me to infill, 
that his fu,bjects interefted in the 
above fliip be properly indemnified 
by your High MightinefTes ; and to 
inform you, at the fame time, that 
he expects Capt. Tecke Romkes's 
conduct will draw upon him fome 
mark of your refentment. 

** If precife and pofitive orders 
from your High Mightinefles to the 
different Boards of admiralty of the 
States- General can alone maintain 
the uninterrupted freedom of navi- 
gation aud commerce on the Ems, 
the King has not a doubt but you 
will readily adopt thofe meafures 
which can beft promote that object ; 
and the more fo, as the benefit even 
of v the fubjects of the Republic is 
greatly concerned in it* 

" The underwritten hopes that a 
fatisfadtory refolution on the fubject 
of this memorial will foon be patted 
by your High MightinefTes, and he 
will with eagernefs tranfmit it to the 
King his matter.

Fort Franklin, July 2$, 1781. 
Sia, 

I am to inform the honourable 
Board, which I do with infinite plea- 
fure, that a party of refugees on the 
evening of the 2 1 ft inft. embarked on 
board the Sir Henry Clinton, and 
Aflbciation, under the command of 
Cape. William Froft; 38 men of the 
party landed on the fame night on the 
rebel fhore; after which the armed 
vefle! left them, and fell back into 
this fhore, under an engagement to 
return at a time agreed on, having 
left concealed a fufficient number of 
boats to hive brought off the party 
in cafe of furprize or fuperior force. 

Captain Froft led his brave party 
to a wood about five miles from the. 
fhore, at the diftance of half a mile 
from the meeting-houfe in Middlefex, 
where they lay concealed until two 
o'clock in the afternoon, when the 
good people of Middlefex were aflem- 
bled, and devoutly praying for their 
great and good ally. Captain Froft 
furrounded their fancluary, and took 
from hence fifty notorious rebels, their 
reverend teacher at their head. Their 
horfes, 40 in number, faddled and at 
hand, were taken care of at the fame 
time. The whole were moved in the 
moft expeditious manner to the fhore, 
during which the rebels in the vici- 
nity of Middlefex collected, and 
harraffed them in their return ; not- 
withftanding which, every rebel, and 
every horfe captured, were conducted 
on board the armed veflels^ which 
returned to their affiftance at the 
time propofed. In the flcirmifh three 
refugees were flightly wounded* 

Capt. Hoyl of the Sir Henry Clin- 
ton, and Capt. Thomas of the Affo- 
ciation, had great merit in their ar- 
rangements in landing, covering, 
and bringing off the party. I am at 
a lofs for words to exprefs my fenfe 
of the bravery and judicious conduct 
of Capt. Froft, nor do I think Lieu- 
tenant Smith, who had aflifted him, 
has lefs merit. I beg leave to add, 
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tJiat Mr. Stinfon and Mr. Fleming, 
of the volunteers of New-England, 
who ferved on the expedition as vo- 
lunteers, behaved in a manner which 
did them the greatefl honour. 

When the world mail know that 38 
men have marched five miles through 
an enemy's country, captured 50 men 
and 40 horfes and conducted them 
the fame diftance through the fire 
of at leaft an equal number of armed 
men to their vefiels, without the lofs 
of a fingle man, either of their party 
or of their prifoner9 f I need not com- 
ment on the bravery, coolnefs, or 
alertnefs of the party. I have the 
honour to be your Excellency's moll 
obedient and very humble fervant, 
J, Upham, Lieut, Colonel 
AfTociated Loyalifts.

" Sir, 

** My letter of the i&th informed 
you of the enemy's retrogade move- 
ment t« Richmond, where they had 
made a flop. Our lofs at the Point 
of Fork chiefly confifted of old arms 
out of repair, and fome cannon, mod 
of which have been fince recovered. 

" On the 1 8th, the Kritifh army 
moved towards us, with adefign, as 
I ap preheaded* to flrike at a detached 



corps commanded by Gen. Mu)i!en\ 
burgh. Upon this the light infantry, 
and Pennfylvanians, marched under 
General Wayne, when the enimy re- 
returned into the town. The day 
following I was joined by Gen. Steu- 
ben's troops, and on the night of the 
20th Richmond was evacuated. 

" Having followed the enemy, our 
light parties fell in with therri near 
New Kent Court-houfe. The army 
was flill at a diftance, and Lord 
Cornwallis continued his march to- 
wards Wiliiamfburgh, His rear and 
right flank were covered by a large 
corps, commanded by Lieutenant 
Colonel Simcoe. I pufhed forward a 
detachment under Cotonel Butler, 
but notwithflanding the moftfatigue- 
ing march, the Colonel reports that 
he could not have overtaken them, 
had not Major Macpberfon mounted 
50 light infantry behind an equal 
number of dragoons, which coming 
up with the enemy, charged them 
within fix mites of .Wiliiamfburgh. 
Such of the advanced corps as cduld 
arrive, compofed of riflemen, under 
Major Call and Major Willis, began 
a fmart aclion. Indofed is the* re- 
turn of our lofs; that of the enemy 
is 60 killed, including feveral officers, 
and one hundred wounded, a difpro- 
portion which thefkill of our riflemen 
eafily explain. I am under great ob- 
ligation to Col. Butler, and the offi- 
cers and men of the*detachment, for 
their ardour in the purfuit, and their 
conduct in the aclion. 

14 General Wayne, who marched 
to the fupport of Butler, fent down 
Tome troops under Major Hamilton. 
The whole Britifh army came out to 
fave Simcoe, and on the arrival of 
our army on this ground, returned to 
Wiliiamfburgh. The pofl they now 
occupy is ftrong, and under the pro- 
tection of their fhipping, but up- 
wards of 100 miles from the Point 
of Fork. 

41 I had the honour to communicate 
the movements to the executive of -the 
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commonwealth, that the feat of go- 
vernment may be again re-eflab!i(hed 
in the capital.

and the advanced corps of the rebel 
army, of 800 foot and 300 horfe. 

In the evening of the 2d, Lieut. 
Co!. Emmerich marched with 100 
men, drawn from the regiments of 
the line, to Phillips's Houfe ; the 
next morning a number of waggons, 
tinder an efcort of zoo foot, and 30 
mounted Yagers, were to be font to 
the fame place for fome hay: But 
about ten o'clock the fame evening 
intelligence was received of General 
Wafhington's army having been at 
Singfing in the afternoon of the 2d 
xnft. It was therefore refolved to 
leave the waggons within the lines, 
and fend the detachment to recall 
Col. Emmerich. Lieut. Colonel de 
Pruefchenck, with the following of* 
ficers under his command, viz. Capt, 
Iienrick$, Capt. de Wangcnheim, 
Lieut, ochaefer, Lieut, de Deimar, 
and Lieut, de Baltholmai, left the 
camp at day break, and having left 
Kingfbridge, would not pafs a feries 
of defiles before he bad reconnoitred 
Fort Independence, he therefore or- 
dered his advanced guard under 
Lient. . Schaefer, and another party 
of a ferjeantand ten men, to examine 
the fort and its environs : It being 
not yet quite day, thefe parties did 
not perceive the enemy drawn up in 
a line of battle till they were within 
10 yards of them, they received the 
enemy's fere, retu-ned it, and fell back 
to a proper diftai;ce. Lieut. Col. de 
Pruefchenck imrrK.aiately, and with 
great refoJutlon and prefence of mind, 
endeavoured to gain the height in the 
jear of the fort, and though he receiv- 
ed the enemy's whole fire, fucceeded 
fo far a3 to take pofleffion of the ruins 
of a houfe which was formerly for^ 
tified by Colonel Emmerich ; from 
whence he attacked the Americans in 
their advantageous pofition, intend. 
ing to diflodge them, but obferving 
a battalion with flying colours in the 
fort, finding their fuperiority in num- 
bers, being furioufly attacked with 
the bayonet, and at the fame time 



feeing no pofllbility of gaining any 
ground to his advantage, refolved ttf 
fallback under the cannon in Charles's 
red )ubt ; bat from their preffing too 
hard upon him and his infantry, on 
account of the narrow paflagfe, began 
to lofe ground, and j being rippre* 
henfive of fuftaining fome lofs in 
repaying the defile in fuch a fitua* 
tion, to avoid this, and prevent con- 
fufion, he ordered his cavalry under 
Lieut. Flies, to charge the advancing 
enemy. 

■ This had the expecled efFeft, the 
enemy flopped, the Yagers formed 
again, and recommenced the attack 
with redoubled vigour, obliged the 
enemy to quit the fort, and drove 
them from the Heights as far as 
Deveaux's Houfe, and took poflef- 
fion of the ground the Americans 
had quitted. At this time Lieute- 
nant-Colonel De Wurmb arrived 
with the reft of the Yager corps from 
Kingfbridge, and took pofleffion of 
the rifing ground between the Bridge 
and Fort Independence, recon- 
noitred the enemy's new pofition, 
extending from Miles-fquare Road 
over the Height to William's Bridge, 
with a thick wood in their rear, 
plainly indicating a defign to con- 
ceal their real flrength ; and as re- 
peated intelligence was received that 
three hundred French hoffe tovered 
the enemy's left at William's Bridge, 
Colonel De Wrumb a&ed with pre- 
caution, and did not think proper to 
rifk another attack; but Lieutenant- 
colonel Emmerich retreating over r 
Spiten Devil, and being cut off by 
the American pofition, two hundred 
men being at this time from the re- 
giments of the line, and the refu- 
gees from Morrifliania having join- 
ed, it was abfolutely neceffary to 
force the Americans from their 
ground, to give Col. Emmerich an 
opportunity of joining by' the way 
of Cortlandt's Houfe, ftill in poflef- 
fion of the Americans. The Yagers 
moved forward and took pofleffion 
■■ t of 
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of Cortlandt's Bridge, the refugees 
and the advanced parties of the Ya- 
gers engaged Mic American advanced 
polls and drove them, to their main 
body, who immediately filed off to 
the lefty and retreated towards Wil- 
liam's Bridge; the paflage being now 
open, Col. Emmerich was defired to 
leave Spiten Devil and to join, which 
he did,, and informed Gen, de Lof- 
berg, that he drew two hundred 
Americans into his ambufcade at 
Philipe's Houfe, of which he killed 
three and took nine ; that the Ame- 
rican army was moving in two co- 
lumns, one of which was already 
feen on Valentine's Hill, advancing 
towards Cortlandt's Bridge, 

The troops were now ordered to 
fall back to their former pofition, 
leaving one hundred Yagers at Fort 
Independence, and obferved all the 
motions of General Waihington's 
army, who himfelf reconnoitered 
Spiten Devil at three o'clock in the 
afternoon. At four o'clock the troops 
moved into the lines and to their en- 
campment. 

The lofs of the Yagers is three 
men killed ; one officer, one ferjeant, 
twenty-fix men, wounded, and five 
milling. 

That of the Americans is very con- 
siderable ; intelligence was received, 
that they embarked one hundred and 
one wounded men at Singling, and 
fent them up the North River, be- 
fides a great many who died of their 
wounds before they reached that 
place, and one officer and feven men 
who were left on the field, with fe- 
venteen Hand of arms. 
The following is an authentic account 
of the aflim between the brave 
CoL Simcoe, and the Americans 
near Williamfburgh^ in Virginia* 
«• Lord Cornwallis marched to- 
wards Williamiburgh, where he ar- 
rived the 25th ulu Lieut. Col. Sim- 
coe commanded the rear at the head 
of the cavalry, fupported by Capt. 
Ewald with hit Yagers; they were 



intercepted in their march by the 
Americans, whofe force confuted of 
500 light infantry, 300 riflemen and 
1 00 hot fe, near Spencer's plantation, 
feven miles from Williamfburgh.— 
Col. Simcoe was put to the alter- 
native either to fight and conquer, or 
to lofe his baggage, cattle, &c. He 
inftantly charged the right wing of 
the enemy with his ufual intrepidity, 
which put their horfe to flight, killing 
and wounding many of the riflemen ; 
Capt. Ewald at the fame time at- 
tacked their left wing, which were 
endeavouring to cut them ofT Wil- 
liamfburgh, with equal fuccefs, mak- 
ing 4 officers and zo privates prifon- 
ers. Our lofs on this occafion is 
about forty killed and wounded, and 
that of the Americans upwards of * 
1 20 ; after the action our army pro- 
ceeded to Williamfburgh." 

Extract of a letter to his Excellency ' 
Governor Franklin from Lieut, 
"Colonel Upham of the Ajfociated 
Loyalifts f and Commandant at 
, Lloyd's A«i, dated Fort Franklin* 
July 13, 1781. 

" I take the earliefl opportunity 
to inform the Hon. Board of Direc- 
tors, that early yefler day morning ' 
I received intelligence, that three 
large ihips, and five armed brigs, and 
other vefieis, were in Huntingdon 
harbour. At eight o'clock, about 
450 troops, chiefly French, landed 
at the back of the Neck, about two 
miles diftant from the fort ; at eleven 
they formed in our front, at the dif- 
tance of 400 yards in open view. 

«* As 1 was uncertain of their num- 
ber, and was apprehenfive they would 
pofiefs themfelves of a height on our 
right, from which they might have 
annoyed us, I ordered fome grape 
mot to be fired at them from two 
twelve pounders, which foon threw 
them into diforder, and occafioned 
a very fudden, and I humbly conceive, 
a very difgraceful retreat to their fhips. 
We have no other evidence of the 
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effeel of our fire than fome few frag- 
ments of coats and fhirts, and the 
grafs befmeWd with blood. They 
left, on the ground where they halted 
to drefs their wounded, a number of 
furgeon's instruments, a great quan- 
tity of lint bandages, &c. a bayonet, 
iwOfd, and a very large quantity of 
pbrt £re, and other materials for burn- 
ing our houfes. 

*' Major Hubbil, and the other of- 
ficers of the garrifon, afforded every 
jjoffible afliftance ; Capt. Hoyt, in 
the-'Sir Henry Clinton, was very fer- 
viceable to us : Capt. Thomas, in 
theAflbciation > had not returned from 
convoying a wood fleet to City In- 
land, 

11 I called on the Huntingdon 
militia, but faw nothing of them, 
nor was I difappointed. Captain 
Young's troop, and Capt; Vanwick's 
company of foot, came laft evening 
to our affiftance ;they polled them- 
felves en Weil-Neck, and behaved 
exceedingly well. ' Many refugees 
in our vicinity came likewife to our 
affiftance and the whole garrifon were, 
from the firft appearance of the 
French, in the bell fpirits imaginable. 

" I had fent into the wood through 
which they mufl pafs, feveral fmall 
parties for the purpoie of reconnoi- 
tering, and at the fame v time to gail 
them and deceive them as to our num- 
bers* The effect convinced me of 
the propriety of this meafure, as they 
re-embarked with great precipitation. 
We conftantly fcoured the wood until 
night came on ; I then mounted a 
few refugees, who patroled the Neck, 
and kept a good look-out at ail the 
landings. Several whale-boars ap- 
peared coming from Stanford, and 
other parts of Connecticut, towards 
evening, which gave me reafon to ex- 
pect another attack ; I therefore or- 
dered the refugees of my command 
to lay their arms down during the 
night. 

" I have now the pleafure to in- 
form you, that the mips, &c. are 
rnder way fo far eaflward as hardly 



to bedefcried. We have fuffered no 
Iofs either in men, (hipping, or pro- 
perty of any fort. I think it my 
duty to add, that the refugees, and 
others who remained on the Neck, 
behaved with a fpirit that would mod 
probably have enfured fuccefs again ft 
a much greater force than appeared to 
face us." 



Some Observations on the Mini' 
Jferial arguments againji putting 
the American Prisoners on the 
fame footing <witb refpt3 to fro-vi- 
Jlons, as the French, Spanish, 
and Dutch Prisoners. 
Oo the 29th of June laft Mr. Fox 
moved, in the Houfe of Commons, 
the following refolution : 

44 That it is the. opinion of this 
rf Houfe, that the American prifon- 
" ers ought to be put on the fame 
*' footing with refpect to provifions, 
44 as the prifoners of France, Spain, 
44 and Holland." 

This motion was negatived on a 
divifion. 

The Lord Advocate of Scotland 
then made the following motion : 

44 That it appears to this Houfe, 
44 that the allowance to the American 
44 prifoners is, to each prifoner per . 
44 week, feven quarts of beer, feven 
4< pounds of bread, four pounds and 
44 a half of meat, four ounces of 
" butter, and fix ounces of cheefe, 
44 together with two pints of peafe, 
44 or greens in lieu thereof; and that 
•* the faid American prifoners have 
44 during their confinement been re- 
44 markably healthy." 

This was carried without a di- 
vifion. 

Mr. Fox then moved, 
44 That it appears to this Houfe, 
44 that the allowance of bread to the 
44 American prifoners is, per day, 
44 half a pound lefs than is allowed 
44 to the prifoners of France, Spain, 
44 and Holland." 

Lord North admitted the faa ftated 

in Mr. Fox^s motion', butj in order to 

preveat it froxa appearing on the 

journal* 
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journals of the Houfe, moved 'the 
previous queiHon ; and the previous 
queftion was carried accordingly. 

The Lord Advocate then moved, 

4i That it appears to this Houfe, 
*« that the cloathing furnifhed to the 
'* American prifoners is fully fuffi- 
** cient, and is fent as often as it is 
«* wanting." 

This was carried without a di- 
vifion. 

On the 2d of July lafl, a motion 
was made in the Houfe of Lords, by 
his Grace the Duke of Richmond, 
for putting the American prifoners on 
equal terras, in pbint of food, with 
the French, Spaniih, and Dutch pri- 
foners ; which motion Was negatived 
by a great majority. 

It is now propofed to make fome 
remarks on the points above-men- 
tioned, chiefly with a view to the 
following queiHon : 

** Whether the allowance made by 
** Government is fufficient to keep 
•* the American prifoners in health 
•* and* fpirits, without the affift ante 
€t of charitable contributions?" 

This is now a queftion of preiling 
importance ; for the laft milling of 
the charitable donations isdiftributed, 
and the Americans are at this time 
reduced to the fituation in which they 
were, before any fubfeription was 
raifed for their relief. 

Jt will therefore in a fhort time be 
perceived, whether the allowance 
jnade by Government be fufficient to 
keep the prifoners in health and 
fpirits. 

Thofe who remember the fituation 
of the prifoners, in the very early 
part of their confinement, are deeply 
^pprehenfive of the mifchief which 
will probably enfue ; for they know 
that during a part of the year 1777, 
the American prifoners were fo ie- 
verely diftreffed and pinched with 
hanger, as to kill and eat feveral 
dogs, which they enticed into the 
prifon. 

The Lord Advocate himfelf ap. 



pears fenfible of the importance -of 
the fubferiptions ;— for his firft mo- 
tion ftates two facts, which are un- 
connected, and which he does not 
venture to connect, viz* (1) The al- 
lowance of provifions, and (2) The 
health of the prifoners. He was 
well aware thatthefe two facts would 
not connect and coalefce without the 
help pf a third consideration,, viz. 
The charitable cpntribuuons; bu^ 
thofe he artfully keeps out of fight* 
He did not venture to ftate that the 
health of the prifoners was to be at- 
tributed folely to the government al- 
lowance. 

It was argued, *' that the diet of 
** prifoners, as perfons in a Hate of 
** insctivi:y,,ought to be fparing, and 
<f that juft enough to luftain Ufe 
** ought to be the meafure of it ; fpr 
** that if more vhan enough was &1- 
" lowed, it would render the prifon- 
** ers unhealthy by producing grofs 
'* humours, if they eat it ; or if 
" they fold what was fuperabundant, 
** ic was probable they would buy 
" fpirits with it, and thereby render 
41 themfelves unhealthy and unhap- 
*' py." Admitting this argiyncnc 
in its full force, and connecting it 
with the circumftance of the prilon- 
ers having been, .during their con- 
finement, in good health and free 
from grofs humours, it manifeu^ 
follows, that they have tut hitherto 
had more than enough, although it is 
an inconteftible fact, that the Go- 
vernment allowance has been largely 
aided by charitable contributions. — 
Jt feems almoft unneceflary to 
ftrengthen this observation, by adding, 
that if the American prifoners have 
not had more than enough, WITfjt 
the hdp of charitable contributimt> 
they will have lefs than enough 
WI 1 HOUT fucb help. 

It was contended by Lord Lough- 
borough, " that in France it was 
•' ufual for aU perfons to con fume 
" a much greater proportion of 
" bread than was the cuitbm ia 

" this 
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" ibis country, and therefore it was 
*' reasonable to allow to tne French 
- < 4 prifoners a greater proportion of 
" br^ad than of meat." — 'Very well ; 
—but it was admitted by the fame 
noble Lord, " that an American, 
*' like an Englifhman, was accuf- 
* f tomed to eat more animal food 
4t than bread, and therefore in ap- 
" portioning his allowance,' that cir- 
*** cumftance deferved attention/* 
■ Yet the American is net allowed a 
greater quantity of meat than the 
* Frenchman ; — his allowance of meat 
is only equal to the Frenchman's, and 
his allowance of bread is one chird 
lefs : fo that the American is allowed 
no more bread for three days than is 
allowed the Frenchman for two days; 
and the^ former mull fubfift twelve 
months, on that which is allowed to 
the latter for eight months ; yet this 
great difproportion in the article of 
bread is not made up in that of ani- 
mal food ; — the allowance of meat 
' being jequal both to the Frenchman 
and American ; although the latter, 
it is confefled, requires from habit a 
greater proportion of animal food 
than the former. The Government 
allowance is therefore plainly defi- 
cient, either in the article of bread 
or meat. This appears to be the na- 
tural confequence from Lord Lough- 
.borough's own facts and argument. — 
His Lordlhip indeed considered the 
abovementioned difproportion as a 
trifling difference, and he repeatedly 
declared his aftonijhment that fo tri- 
fling a difference mould be made a 
ground of complaint ! But furely 
half a pound of bread daily, is not a 
trifle to perfons whofe allowance of 
provifions is in every other refpecl 
\ery fcanty, and calculated only fjuft 
to fuftain life- This whole matter is 
not properly underftood, when it is " 
confided and reprefented is* trifling 
cemfiaint. It is not a murmuring re- 
monttrance, but it is a humble and 
lefpectful petition to Parliament for 
a final] addition to the provifions hi* 



therto allowed 1 by Government * arid 
the petition is both* reafonable and 
well timed. ( It 'is reasonable, becaufe 
it only prays that one feVtof ftate pri- 
foners may be'afidweo**as J much pro- 
vifions as another ;' and' it Is well 
timed becaufe not prefenVe'tf ^tll the 
want is actually Felt by 'the failure of 
the charitable contributions. ' ' ' 

It was further 'faijljj ."' that the 
American prifoners nave even a better 
allowance than ourown fbliJteis, When 
on board of tranfports. 1 * 

This was art argument in which 
the ministerial fpeakers greatly tri- 
umphed, and Lord Sandwich exalt- 
ing!}' demanded, whether the Houfe 
was willing to admit that the Ameri- 
can prifoners ought to have a large 
allowance than was given to Our own 
foldiers going to right the cairfe 6f 
their country ?— Lord Sandwich, ycra 
knew the truth, why did you fup- 
prefs a part of it? Why did you not 
tell the whole truth? Why did you 
not inform the Houfe, that the al- 
lowance of which you fpoke, was 
given to the foldiers in addition to 
their ufualpay ! and that the matters 
and ftewards of tranfports conftantly 
take in a flock of provifions, and 
other neceffaries for the foldiers, who 
are enabled to purchafe, what they 
want, by means of the ferjeant pay 
mafler's notes ? 

But it was alfo argaed, "'that* 
*' pound of bread is the Ordinary gaot- 
" allowance throughout the king- 
" dom ; and that only a groaVa-day 
" is allowed to thofe perfons who 
** have furrendered their all, and are 
** ftill detained in prifon by their 
" creditors; and alfo that the Rfec 
•* fum was allowed to the rebel pri- 
" foners in the year 1745, by means 
" of which allowance they were fur* 
** nifhed with the like quantity of 
" bread, beer, beef, &c. as is now 
** allowed to the American prifon - 
« ers." 

This argument compares the fitoa- 
tion of the American prifoners, in 

refpecl 
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refpecl to food, with tha^ of three 
other clafies of prifoners ; and its de- 
finned tendency is to foew, tha* the 
American prifoners are not in a worfe 
condition thau thafe other Jprl Toners. 
Full juitvce Jhall be done to this ar- 
gument In every particular. 

ift/With rcfpecl to criminal pri- 
foners* Thefe, it feems, are allowed 
as little as the American prifoners. 
Anfwer* The imprifonment of per- 
fons committed upon criminal profe- 
cutions is never more than fix months, 
and feldom fo long. At the next 
affixes after their commitment they 
are brought to trial, and then follows 
either their punifhment, or their de- 
liverance from prifon by an acquittal. 
But the American prifoners are con- 
fined for art indefinite fpace of time ; 
many of them, have been in prifon 
three years, and how much longer 
they may be detained *', is not given 
them to know," — In this point there- 
fore the argument fails, for although 
men may live a few months on a 
pinching and inefficient diet, without 
receiving any very great harm, yet 
two or three years fhort allowance 
will infallibly emaciate the moll ro- 
buft perfon, and produce confump- 
tions, and a train of fatal diforders, 
from which (through the providence 
of God) the American prifoners have 
hitherto been. protected by the liberal 
charity of companionate individuals, 
aiding the fcanty allowance of Go-* 
vernment. 

zdly^ Prifoners for debt 7 who have 
delivered up their all, and are Hill 
detained in prifon. — Thefe are paid 
by their creditors 2S> 40!. weekly, 
being 4d. per day. 

Anfwer* The rigour of their cre- 
ditors feldom extends through many 
months ; and fuch is the tendernefs 
of the law, that if the allowance be 
not duly paid on the firft day of every 
week, an immediate releate enfues: 
but if the creditor fhould be (o rigo- 
rous a* to detain the prifon er, and fo 
revengefully pun&sal and precifc as

to pay the allowance weekly at the 
exacl time required bylaw, — yet the 
frequent afts of insolvency afford a 
comforting profpeftto the pHfoner. 

3dly. The rebel prifoners in 
1745. Thefe were allowed only 4d. 
per day, which procured for thfcm the 
like quantity of provifions as is aow 
given to the American prifoners. 

Anfwcr. They were fobs brought 
to trial, and they had been ace u float, 
ed to a fpare diet in their own coun- 
try. Yet it is well remembered, 
that they were fuppHed by their Ja- 
cobite friends both with victuals and 
drink, — and that even to excefs. 

It muft alfo be confidered, that 1 
the American prifonera are all in* 
equal circoroftancesof want, and can- 
not affift each other. But in our 
gaols, many prifoners have far more 
than enough, andean amply reward 
the little fervices of the more indt-* 
gent prifoners. 

And with refpecl to Englifh pri- 
foners, it may be remarked in gene- 
ral, that they ai<e riot oat of the reacfc 
of their friends* benevolence, but 
have other helps befide the ordinary^ 
gaol-allowance ; for few indeed enter 
the dreary gates of a prifon, who hzvi 
not fome one friend to relieve their 
wants, and comfort them inr ■ their 
diftreffes.— With the American p'U 
foners it is not fo ; an immenfe oceari 
fepnrates them from all their natural 
friends, nor can they obtain either 
relief or confolation, except from the 
charitable aud humane, in that hof- 
tiie country where they are detaine4 
in prifon, 

• It is humbly conceived, that ft 
may now be fairly cOnfctuded, that 
the Go*vernment-allo<warice of provf- 
Jins it too fcanty for men confined in 
prifon fever al yiars\ and thai ibd- 
ritabe contributions art effentially nt- 
ceffary to keep the American prifoners 
in health. 

There needs no other proof of thett 

want of more bread than this fingle 

circumflance, — that they have e*- 

G g pended 
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pended more than one half of the. 
money hitherto gi*en them in the 
pur chafe of bread only. This is a 
fact, of which the Coramifiioners of 
fkk and?hurtmay ea£ly inform tbem- 
felyes 

From this time tbey mult fubfift on 
their pri&n-allowance, uolefs the 
friends of humanity fhould again in- 
tejpofe on their behalf ; for the iaft 
of the fubfeription money was diihi-; 
buted at Forton, on Tuefday the i oth 
of July laft : at Mill prifon it ceafed 
fbroe weeks before. 

Of the article of tUathing* the 
charitable contributions have been 
large. No confiderable aiuftance 
from Government has hitherto been 
wanted ; but when it has been want- 
ed, gteat delay has happened : and 
fcarce any has been delivered to the 
prifon ers at Fortonfor two years and 
an half paft. 

Much has been faid, concerning 
the prifoners being in good /pit its. — 
But this point alfo has been untruly 
$3 ted ; for they, are t in refpett to 
confinement at It all, true Englijbm$n f 
bearing ,ir .i.yill. Sever?) of them 
have died of grief, — pjrticuicrly John 
Marfhal, at llrflar, and Mr. J-.mes 
Boftoojcand Mr, Will-am fi.r.LS at 
Far ton* The fame has happened to 
others, both at Pl>mouth a;u; on fhip- 
board. The boys and ycungcr per* 
fons are, indeed, lefs dcjc&eJ, and 
en Tome o^caiiom are \cry chearfu!. 
fiut upon this head it mufl be 
remarked, that the caufe in which 
thefe prifoners have been engaged, 
liaviiig received the approbation of 
the. n.cil virtuous and independent 
tn$ti.\>tr& of both Houfo of Parlia- 
ment, and, of the beft ami moil en- 
JJgbtened perfons, not only of this 
jaajim, bir throughout the world, it 
.lhay bepreiumtd, ^iat they conceive 
t themfeives to V^e fufferin^. in a, caufe 
not o.Jy blamelefs, but rr.jruoriou.s ; 
•nc to this ciu'.mfUnct nwy iairly 
be reft /red a p^rt of that chear/ulnefs

To .{hew* the 
falfthood of fuch alTertionf, .the f<&f 
lowing declarations have been pub-' 
lifhed here; 1^ ' 

"The underfigned having 'jfe'ei^ 
feveral times in the North Holland 
Gazttte, and particularly in that of 
the 17th of Auguft, that the writer 
of that paper, notwithstanding it had 
been contradicted to him, hath fought 
to maintain, .that the ihips of rhe 
Meufe, or in the road of Goree, had 
received counter orders not to fail, 
that they might not join the men of 
war of the Republic and the convoy, 
which were to fail from the Texel ; 
therefore the underfigned declare by 
thefe prefents, in crder to fhew the 
public what credit is due to fuch 
writers, who appear to have no other 
defign bur to caufe troubles and dir- 
union, that he being the Commanding 
Officer of thofe men of war, and of 
the convoy, never received, either 
from his Highnefs the Prince of 
Orange and'NafJau, Hereditary Stadt- 
holder, Admiral and Captain Ge- 
neral, &c, &c. &c. or from the Col- 
lege of Admiralty of the Meufe, or 
frum his Excellency M. Vice-admiral 
Hartfinck, or from anyperfon whofo- 
cver, any other than exprefs orders to 
go with the convoy from \ he road of 
Goree as foon as poffible, and with 
the fuft opportunity, and to join, in 
the moil convenient manner, with the 
ihips & that were to fail, or had failed 
from the Texel ; and that thefe orders

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were never countermanded; but, on 
the contrary, were repeated in the 
moil prccife manner. 

" That moreover, the re a Tons why 
the under-fig.ned did not execute thefe 
orders, appear clearly from the fol- 
lowing alterations, which will alfo 
ferve to prove what is above-men* 
tioned, feeing that, wnhout regu- 
larity, all the poflible diligence in 
putting to fea cannot take place, 

** And, on the whole, the under- 
figned declares, that he had already 
received, on the 14th of January, 
1781, precife and formal orders to 
give battle to, and treat all the Tub* 
jects of the King of England as de- 
clared enemies of the United Pro- 
vinces of the Low Countries ; and 
has thereupon given his orders to 
eight fhips, from time to time, to 
put to fea.

" I, the underfignesl Pilot of the 
Tex/I 9 declare by thefe prefents, (out 
of pure regard to truth) that I was 
fent by his Excellency Mr. Vice-ad- 
miral Hartjinck, from the Texel to 
Helvoetfluys, on board the Repub- 
lic's fhip the Prins Willem, com- 
manded by Captain de Bruyn ; and 
came on board the faid (hip, on the 
7th of June, in confequence of thefe

may lead to the worft of confluences-. 
Women, who from their own fortune, 
the coraplaifance or wealth of t^eir 
hulbartds, have at their dffpofal large 
fums of money, inftead of applying 
them to greater and more noble pur- 
pofes, fquander them away to gratify 
that childifh vanity. Thofe who are 
equal to the former in rank or qua- 
lity, but inferior to them in means, 
think themfelves, from a ridiculous 
punctilio, obliged to keep pace 
with them. Women of all ranks, 
from a kind of emulation peculiar to 
their fex, ftrain all points to imitate 
their betters ; and this expenfive ca- 
price, the' offspring of fafhion, fpreads 
from the capital into provinces ; and 
proportionally, but with greater de- 
triment, infects the inhabitants of 
the country. Hence arife thofe ob- 
flacles to intermarriages, the want of 
money neceflary for the education of 
children, the deficit in the accounts 
of men cntrufled with public employ- 
ments, their debts, nay often breaches 
of trull, the fcarcity of real capital 
amongft traders, the little encourage- 
ment given to huibandmen, who of 
courfe neglett the culture of land ;

His Royal 
HIghpefs/iaconfequence of the plan 
he has adopted, of laying the Jeaft 
tohftraint poflib]£;on the ireedom of 
his fubjecls as to their actions, would 
not ena£t .any fumptuary laws, fen- 
fib le how heceflary it is to fobmit to 
them a matter which aJTumes fo many 
fhap'es and forms, efpecially in what 
concerns the drefs of women, whofe 
excefs was and is net fo much in 
quality as in quantity end abufe ;

.The lateft advices relative to the 
affairs of Fort St. George, are alfo 
contained .in the above letters from 
Bombay, and confirm accounts, that 
the .French fleet left the coaitof Co- 
XOmandel in February, without land* 
ing any a&itance for Hyder Ally, or 
doing any material damage. The 
pofinon of General .Coote's army, 
and his having burnt all the boats at 
Pondicherry,. prevented the French 
from getting any fuoply of provifions 
from the fhore, for-which they feeined 
much dillreiled. 

The letter of the 3 ill of March 



ftates* that General Coote had re- 
taken Carangoly, and the enemy 
withdrawn the trdojss, .With which 
for many weeks they Irad been be- 
fieging Velore, Permacb!S ; , and Wan- 
djwafh. That Hyder. was alfo em- 
ployed in removing tits heavy cannon 
and ftores from'Arcot; but it then 
feemed to be the genentf opinion he 
would not withdraw his army without 
hazarding a battle. 

The letter of the 36th of April 
ftates, that country intelligence, col- 
lected by Mr, Stewart at Goa, menJ 
tions Hyder having quitted the Car- 
natic* 

The letter of the 30th of April 
concludes with an account ofCoionel 
Camac having gained a very com* 
plete victory over Mhadage Scindia. 
lhe Colonel had been obliged to re- 
treat, and washarraiTed for four days 
together, by a very powerful armyi 
After the fourth day's- retreat, the 
Co'onel countermarched a detach- 
ment from* his army m the night, 
with which. he got in the rear of the 
enemy, and attacked their carop, 
which was forced and plundered, and 
two gun*, four elephants, and a large 
booty fell into this hands. Several 
accounts concur, that the enemy's 
lofs amounted to 8,000 men, and 
Sciodia himfelf efcaped with diffi- 
culty to Seronge, attended by only a 
few horfemen.

However, 
fhe did not, without fome aid, bear 
long this \try unequal combats The 
Repulfe and Vanguard began a well- 
directed fire upon the enemy, being 
fo placed as was deemed the moft x 
efficacious to cover the Helena, and 
annoy them. The commencement 
of the fea breeze having got to thd 
Helena, fhe foon reached ns, the 
enemy ftil! perfevering in their at- 
tempt upon her ; fome of them firing 
at her broad fide, and others keeping 
a-ftern, raking her* However, the 
fteadinefs and bravery exhibited oa 
board the Helena, and the well-ap- 
plied grape from the Repulfe and 
Vanguard, very, foon made feveral 
of them retire, and they all fled by 
ten o'clock* allowing us to tow the 
Helena into the Mole without farther 
mtleftation. A xebec, mounting 
between twenty and thirty guns, 
which was lying n^ar to Cabarita 
Point, got under way when the 
H h breeze 
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carm?, and advanced to join the gun- 
boats ; but, upon feeing them retire, 
flic retired alio. 

The marts, fails, rigging and fur- 
niture of the Helena are cut all to 
pieces, and the hull a good deal da- 
maged ; but it is wonderfu 1 , as it is 
fortunate, the boaifwain was the 
only man who was killed on board 
her. 

The bravery, the coolnefs, and 
the judicious conduct of Captain Ro- 
berts * do him infinite honour : his 
officers and men ddetvs the highefr. 
commendation.

Art. V. That every fubferiber 
fhall have liberty to vote, either per- 
sonally or by proxy, at the election 
of Directors, and that they fhall be 
entitled to as many votes as they 
poflefs fhares ; and that every ftrare 
ihalt be alienable by fale, at the will 
of the proprietor, by transfer ro be 
made in the books of the Bank, 
either in theprcfence of the proprie-

Art. V11I. That all rules and 
proceedings in the management of 
the affairs of the Bank fhall be ad- 
jufted by the Directors, who fhall 
2lfo appoint the neceflary officers, 
and regulate the dividends, and all 
other matters relating to the fund, 
as they fhall judge mofl proper.

By our edict of the month of Janu- 
ary, 1 78 1, We have united to our 
domains all the feveral offices of our 
houfehold, without, exception ; re- 
ferving umoourfelves to examine and 
determine what recompence fhall In 
juflice be due to our grand. officers, 
holding fuch places as had been 
granted to them by our royal prede- 
cefTors, under the head of cafual re- 
venue, a recompence which has been 
already made to the Grand Matter 
and Grand Equerry of France. By 
another edict ifTued in the month of 
Jannaryofthe fame year 1781, we 
have abolifhed and fupprefied feveral 
offices dependent on that of the Grand 
Matter of France, and all the offices 
of our table and inferior offices, con- 
lifting of a great number of polls, the 
major pari of which were unnecef- 
fary, and which only tended to en- 
crcafe privileges, which were bur- 
denfome to the reft of our fubjectj, 
particularly to thofe dwelling in the 
remoter provinces. With the view, 
therefore, of proceeding in the re* 
form already begun in the feveral 
departments of our houfehold, we 
caufed a itate of our Grand and Petty 
Equerry to be laid before us ; ,and 
finding in each a number of offices, 
fome of which were abfoiutc fine- 
cures, and others bee me ufelefs 
through the change of times, and all 
having been eftabiifhed with a view

men killed and wounded. 

At three o'clock ths .afternoon, 
we rectived the Pennfylvania Journal, 
July 21, from which we have the 
following advices, vi?;. 
Extract of a letter from MajtrrGene- 

ral Greene, dated Camp at Little 

River, near N inety, fix, <, June 20, 

1781. 

•' In my letter of the 9th, I in- 
formed your Exceikncy that the ene- 
my had received a confiderable re- 
inforcementat Charles* town, and that 
I was apprehenfive they would march 
out and ,in terrupt oar . operations. — 
On the itth got intelligence they 
were advancing 1 ; I imisediately ad- 
vanced 
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v*nced all the cavalry, with orders to 
General Sumptpr to coUecY all the 
force be could, and keep in their 
frortt, and by every means in his 
power to retard their march. The 
enemy parted hiraatCongaree before 
he got his troops in motion ; after- 
ward* be found it impracticable to 
gain their front. It was my intention 
to have fought them before they ar- 
rived at Ninety- fix, could I have 
toliecled a force fufikient for that 
purpofe, 

«'* We had pnfhed on our ap- 
proaches very near to the enemy's 
jvorfcs,- our third parallel was formed 
' ro.und their abbatis, a mine and two 
approaches were within a few feet of 
the dich, Thefe approaches were 
directed againft the Star Fort, which 
flandmpon the left of the town, as 
we approached it from the Saluda. 
On the right our approaches were 
very near the enemy's redoubt; this 
was a ftrong ftockaee fort, with two 
block-hoafes in it. '1 hefe two works 
flanked the town, which is picketed 
in with ftrong pickets, a ditch round 
the whole, and a bank raifed near 
the height of a common parapet.— 
Betides thefe fortifications, were fe- 
yeral little flulhes in different parts of 
f. the town, and all the works rom- 
* municated with each other by covered 
ways. We had* raifed feveral bat- 
teries for cannon, one upvvards of 
twenty feet high, within one hun- 
dred and forty yards of the Star 
.Fort, to command the works, and a 
rifle battery alfo within thirty yards, 
. to prevent the enemy from annoying 
our workmen. For the laft ten days, 
not a man could {hew his head but 
he was immediately fhot down, and 
the firing was aimoft inccflant'day 
and flight*, la this Hage of the ap- 
proaches, I found the enemy fo near 
us, that it would be impoffible to re- 
duce the place without hazarding a 
florin. This, from the peculiar 
ftrength of the place, could only be 
warranted by the fuccefs of a partial 



attempt to make a lodgment on one 
of the curtains of the Star Redoubt* 
and a vigorous pulh to ^carry- tite 
right-hand work. The dtfpofitioa 
was accordingly formed, and one at- 
tack made ; Lieutenant-colonel Lee, 
with his legion infantry, and Capt* 
Kirkwood's light infantry, made the 
attack on the right.; and Lieutenant- 
colonel Campbell, with the firfl Ma- 
ryland, and the firft Virginia regi- 
ments, was to have formed the Star 
Redoubt, which is their principal 
work, and (lands upon the left : th« 
parapet of this work is near twelve 
feet high, and raifed with fand-bags 
near three feet more* Lieutenant 
Duval!, of the Maryland line, and 
Lieutenant Sclden, of the Virginia 
line, led on the Forlorn Hope, fol- 
lowed by a parry with- hoeki to pull 
down the fand-bags, the better to 
enable them to make, the lodgment* 
A furious cannonade precluded die 
attack. On the, right the eremy 
were driven out of their vverks, and 
our people took pofleifton of it : on 
the left never was gTeaitrr-bnavery ex- 
hibited than by the parriet red on by 
Duvall and Selden ; .biu ^hcyrwete 
not fo fuccefsful. Thcy^enxerdd the 
enemy's ditch, and m*de .every ex- 
ertion to get down the fond 1 ] bags, 
which, from the dep^h of the^itcb, 
height of the parapet,; and. under a 
galling fire, was rendered dificbi*. 
Finding the enemy, defended- their 
works with great oblUnacy, ami fee- 
ing but little profpeel o£ fucOtfeding 
without heavy lofs, I orfored* the 'at- 
tack to be pufbed no farther. > 

" The behaviouVof the^troops on 
this occafion de/erircs the ttighetf 
commendation; jbotht&e officers that 
.entered the ditch* were wounded, and 
the greater part of their m£n were 
either killed or wounded. I have 
only to lament that fuck br*V6 men 
ftll in an unfuccefsful attempt. 

Capt. Arn>Hrong, of the tirft Ma- 
ryland regiment, mm killed, and 
Capt* Hcnfon, who commanded t tie 
ngiment, 
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regiment, was wounded at the head 
©f the trenches. In both attacks we 
had upwards of forty men killed and 
voanded ; the loft was principally 
6t the Star Fort and in the enemy's 
ditch, the other parties being all un- 
der cover. Tht; attack was con- 
tinued thtee quarters of an hour, and 
as the enemy was greatly expofed to 
the fire of the rifle battery and ar- 
tillery, they muft have iuffered greu* 
]y. Our artillery was well ferved, 
and I-beHevedid great execution. 

*• The troops have undergone in- 
credible hardships during the flcge, 
and though the iflue was not fucceh- 
ful, I hope their exertions will merit 
the approbation of Congrefs. 

*«i We continued the -fiege until 
4he enemy got within a few miks of 
us, having previously fent off all our 
t Ack # i.wouod«d, and fpare-ftores.

Remarks upon a charge delivered by his 

Grace the Archbijhop fl/YoKK, at 

the federal vijitations lately held 

-within the Diocefe. 

" The violence of Archbifhop 

Laud, and his promoting arbitrary 

power, ruined himfelf and the 

church both ; a return of the like 

practices, will bring with it the like 

dreadful conferences." Burnet. 

It is well known that ecclefiaiti- 



cal yifitations were inilkutedia pri- 
mitive times for the correction of of- 
fences, and the prefervation of good 
order throughout the ChrifHan 
church ; and it was with great pro- 
priety, that in fucceeding ages, they 
who prefided in thefe aflemblies, 
took occafion toprefs upon the cler- 
gy the important obligations of the 
pafloral office ; and when at an/ 
period enthuftafm, infidelity, fuper- 
ftition or vice, began to prevail ia 
the world, the ministers of thegofpel 
were in a particular manner excited 
to a more attentive care of their re- 
fpective flocks. The feveral dif- 
courfes which were delivered at thefe 
folemn meetings, and are now ex- 
tant, afford convincing proofs of the 
piety, candour, and learning of the 
iliuitriousperfons who penned them. 
However, the Archbifhop of York /* 
his charge to the clergy, at the feve- 
ral vilkations lately held within his 
diocefe, hath taken a different ground : 
he hath thought proper in very ex- 
prefs and pointed terms, to depre- 
ciate the characters of a fet of valu- 
able clergymen, whofe political fen- 
timents happen to be adverfe to thofe 
which his Grace hath found it ne- 
ceffary to adopt. From the befi: in- 
formation that could be' obtained, 
the charge here alluded to was in 
Jubilance to the following effect, anJ 
partly in the very words of the 
fpcakcr. 

After having patted a proper en- 
comium upon the clergy in their col- 
lective capacity, he obfervod upon 
fome of them, who if public account* 
were true, had not only caft away 
the gravity of their characters, but 
food fort mo ft in mifhicf '; that they 
were led away by motives of intereft, 
by paffion and disappointment to 
take an improper conriucl ; but yet, 
if tjiey were capable of reflection, 
they muit now fuffer under the un- 
eafv pangs of confeience, and be pu- 
riifhed by being difappointcd in theifr 
views* That a h'ajjk -of this fort \\\ 

which 
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which they Were engaged, was noV 

gainful to a clergyman, and that fuch 
a one muft endure the contempt of 
thofe who employed him. He fpoke 
of a perfe&ly deteftable faBion^ and 
that thofe who were engaged therein 
had fhown a lamentable want ofy»- 
brltiy ; that they had declined from 
the great rule of moral condu& ; and 
inftead of moderation, they had 
fhewed a corruption both in fenti- 
ments and morals, and that no cha- 
racter was fo contemptible, as that of 
zfaeJfous clergyman. He quoted St, 
Pout, " Charity thinketh no evil." 
And in the courfe of his charge ad- 
verted to the late convulsions in Lon- 
don. After having recommended to 
his clerical hearers to preach up obe- 
dience to their fuperiors, magillrates, 
&c. he concluded with another quo- 
tation, " that the wrath of man 
tfjorketh not the right eoufnefs of God" 
The obfervations which may be raif- 
ed from the fhort ftate of this re- 
'markable charge, feem principally to 
refolve themfclves into the following 
heads': ift. We are led to confider 
who the perfons are whom his Grace 
hath held out as objects of his indig- 
nation. 2dly. What the nature of 
the offence is, of which thefe are fo 
peremptorily convifted. 3dly. What 
effecYwe muft naturally iuppofe that 
apolitical harangue of this fort, from 
one of the firft fpiritual rulers of the 
church ; may be likely to produce 
upon the public mind. Had the 
Arehbijbop been more intimately ac- 
quainted with the characters, con- 
nexions and views, of the feveral 
clergymen within his diocefe, whom 
he hath undertaken in fo public and 
harm a manner to cenfure, it were 
jufl to believe, that as a difciple of 
the humble Jef*i> — as a preacher of 
the gofpfl of peace , hU Grace would 
have exprefted himfelf with lefs feem- 
ing afperify of ftyle andmaaiier, and 
efpecially upenj&r^ anoccafion, and 
in fuch a place. I beg therefore to 



take thie opppxtotity rf A««fcg, - 
and J do ift'wi*h;th£ csnfidpftce *u v*tf 
who is firn>ly^«rfuad«4^f ^he c trtt,tjy 
of this ave^mcn$,>*ha* jt^ petfoiw 
who have been ftigmatized \wj$h K rhe 
opprobrtons epithfrt% ^f fa^o^j v^r-e 
as refpe&able in thek.pujaJiG^aS; in 
their .pnvaw^ar^^^ VJ ^pvope 
diftinguifhed for their at£Ut$e,s, j^jie- 
pendenceand virpHe^ t^ruibr , tljeir 
exemplary and regular k'Jih^sof ]ife ; 
that their very jpamesj v^uW^r^fleft 
a credit uppn.any caufe ia which jthey 
chofe to engage ; that as ckrgyfnea in 
every light they are above *Ul re- 
proach ; as gentlemen, of firm andun- 
blemifhed integrity ; as magiftratts, 
feveral of them an honour to $he 
commiflion under which they a[cl* 
and a blefling to the country where 
they reiide; dsfubjefisy eager in .a 
juft caufe to feal tneir loyalty wjth 
their blood. It furely then muft be* 
painful to every good mind,-to reflect, 
that any perfon under this defcrip-* 
tion, fhould be reprefented in the 
odious light of/ 4 (landing foremofi 
in mifchicf" as men of dangerous 
activity, combined to execute fome 
great defign for the fubverfion of the 
ftate. That fuch as thefe fhould be 
fo profligately wicked, fo far dead to 
every fenfe of their duty and their 
intereft, as to become principals in a 
" detefiable fatlion? is furely an af- 
perfion as falfe as it is abfurd, and 
which, upon a little reflection, will 
carry its own confutation along with 
it. Nor will the foul calumny which 
is thrown upon them, of being under 
the guidance of fome fuperjior agents, 
raife any other* emotions in their 
breafts, than thofe of extreme con- 
tempt. Tt will be readily allowed, 
that this traffic (as it is termed), is not 
a gainful ont to a clergyman. His 
Grace hath clearly intimated that 
the road to houour and cxchilive fa- 
vours lies in a different direction ; 
and an humiliating confideration it 
is indeed, that we live in times, when 
ecclefiaiUeal 
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ecclefiafttea! b* vwJT^ft^ttlar "pre- 
ferments,' atfe* too frequently confl- 
dered as' itte wages of iwfouhj. .- 
" Oi that eftteftes, degrees and

To bring the accufation more direct- 
ly home tp thefe devoted clergymen, 
it ought to have been mown oeyond 
the poflibility of a doubt, that they 
had proftituted their pulpits, to thtf 
feandaious purpofe of introducing 
political queflions ; that they had 
iunk the dignity of their profeffion 
by becoming party declaimers, zea- 
lou fly contending to gain profelytes 
to their own political creed. It may 
reafonably be afked, have they ever 
attempted to inculcate any propor- 
tions tending to alarm their hearers, 
or to alienate them from that duty 
which they owe to their fovereign, 
crthit refpeft which the laws and 
<onditution of their country require f 
But What is the moftimportatnrquef- 
tion, have they propagated any other 
doctrines, than thofe which reafon 
warrants and the Scriptures teach t 
No fuch thing ! What then is the 
mighty crime for which they have 
incurred the heavy difpleafure of 
their DIOCESAN? Amort anfwcf 
may be given ; — they are charged 
with political heterodoxy, in having 
dared to join themfelves, with a nu- 
merous and fplendid band of their 
compatriots, and declaring that fome 
reform was ncceflary to be made, in 
the expenditure and application of 
the public money, which they con- 
ceived had been wantonly and wick- 
edly fquandered away. They fur- 
ther conceive it to be the juft and 
inherent right of every freeholder of 
Vot. XII. 



England, to endeavour by legal add 
' pacific efforts to correct the abufes 
of parliamentary reprefentation, anil 
to check the progrefs of anconfUtn- 
tional influence. Could it ever with 
any colottr of reafon be expected, 
that as ckrgymtn they were to obferve 
a torpid indifference — to Hand aloof 
—idle and unconcerned fpe&ators of 
impend*ng.dAngers / Was there any 
aft of criminality to be imputed to 
them, in that they exprefled theit 
abhorrence of that prevailing fyfteni 
which had refolutely perfevered to 
carry on an unnatural and inglori- 
ous conteft With their fellow fubje&$ 
in America? Bv whatftretch of def- 
potifm is it, that any particular fet 
of men are to be profcribed, for con- 
tending, that enough of Eng/i/h blood 
and Englifh trealure had been al- 
ready exhaufted, and that therefore 
it was high time to (heath the aveng- 
ingfword ? With all thepoigriaftcySf 
grief did they reflect, that when the 
queftion of hiring favagt* to butcher 
Our American brethren was agitated in 
a certain afTembly, the <verp rrvtrmd 
body ofMiJbopt (two^or three of them' 
only excepted) gave a filent vote in 
approbation of the bloody meafure, 
in fupport of the tomahawk and the 
fcaJping'knift. A glorious opportu- 
nity it was thought did then prefent 
itfelf, (but it is now loft ! loft per- 
haps forever !) when thefe Bijhops in 
perfect conformity to their facred 
function, ought to have cried aloud 
for peace with Amrica : they ought 
to have carried their prayers to the* 
foot of the throne ; and had they 
fpokeh powerfully to the feelings of 
our Sovereign they might have been 
heard effe&uaily. But further, the 
clergy upon whom fo heavy an accu* 
fatiort hath been fattened by the 
Artbbijhop, confeious of the rectitude

drawn together. Having hitherto

Capt* Barnes was fortunate enough 
rohnd the fleet at Barbaducst and he 
delivered my di I patch on borrd the 
Sandwich at r*clv« o'clock on the 
night of the 26th of May. 

About ten o'clock in the rooming

Upon quitting the bauery, oar 
troops were potted on :he heights, 
upon each EJe of the road leading 
from C .iurfnnd to Scarborough, to 
harrafs the enemy in their march ;'' 
but the French General, with great 
judgment, ^Voided * the defile, and 
leaving the'road, afcended 1 the height* 
upon his right. He there keptnis 
men partly concealed behind a wood, ,; 
and lent a party to gain fome heights, 
which were Aiit above him. This 
advanced ^party exchanged a few ihot' 
with fome of our regulars; bat aa 
they Wire at a confiderable diftance 
from each other, there were only two* 
of our people killed. Upon this oc-' 
cafionfrlr.

Caledonia is near the centre of the 
in and. and from thence to the North 
iide acrofs the Main Ridge, there is 
a road fix miles in length, and ("0 
narrow that two men cannot walk a- 
breart- Upon each fide there is an 
impenetrable foreft which extends 
fome miles— a handful of men could 
undoubtedly defend this road againil 
a powerful army. Rejoiced that 
the troops had got to this place, and 
believing they could hold out whilft 
the proviiinrii la lied, (of which there 
were a few day*) I went on with the 
engineers to get every thing ready 
lor their reception at trie Huts, 

The Marquis de EoailJe, who had 
arrived at Courland the evening be- 
fore with the reinforcement, having 
been deceived by the filence of our 
march, and by cen tries being left after 
the garrifon went away* tint a flag 
at day-break to Concordia, believing 
the troops were Hill therf, but being 
di lap pointed, he immediately fenl 
orders to the Marquis de Chilieu, 
Governor of ]>oniintque t to land at 
Man of VVarBay* with three or four 
hundred men, and he followed us 
directly himfelf as far as Biotherficld, 
Being dill more disappointed when 
ht gat there, to learn that we were 
four miles be lore him in a ftrong 
country, he inliamly oidercd the ad*

tleman's whole property was under 
the French government, he peremp- 
torily refuted to fhew them the road 
upon their attempting to pu ill on a 
body of men under protection of the 
Hag of trace* The Marquis de 
BouilEe was therefore obliged to fend 
the nag without the troops. 

Upon being informed of fome of 
thole ci re ura nances, I flattened back 
to Caledonia , when, to my very 
great mortification, the militia re- 
futed to hold out any longer* My 
duty to his Majeity, and my regard 
for the inhabitants, concurred in 
making me urge them earncilly to 
defend the Wand to the laft extre- 
mity, but in vain ; for exhaufted 
with fatigue : in defpai r at not hav- 
ing been relieved in the courfeof frti 
dayr, and feeing at the fame iriftant 
tneir eitates in itames, they np longer 
pwd attention to my remon ft ranees. 
Thus tircumftanced, I dtnred the 
Commanding Officer of the regular* 
to take pofleffion of the road before- 
mentioned with his uoops, whilft I

The officer 
commanding the troops made terms 
for the regulars without confuking 
jne, and he fent the officer next in 
Command that evening as a hoftage 
for 1 his performanceof them. 

The Marquis de Bouille afterwards 
drew out articles very different from 
thofe at Dominique, which I rerufed 
to fign ; but upon fome of them be- 
ing altered, and the inhabitants re- 
pre fen ting to me that they were upon 
the whole better than thofe of Do- 
minique, I appointed three gentle- 
men to examine and compare them$ 
'and as they unanimoufly recommend- 
ed to me to fign them^ as being 
rnore faynirable than thofe alluded 
to, I complied .with their requeft. 
The 1200 half Johannes's, and the 
furnifhing 400 negroes to the French 
King's works, (which are not in the, 
Dominique capitulation) were agreed 
$0 by fome of the inhabitants, before 
I had con fen ted to capitulate, ; but 
as the planters at large were refolved 
to pay their quota of thofe articles, 
and not to allow, thp &W individuals

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.who had fubferibed them to bear the 
i.*}t$le .lofSf< and. as jhe Jv$a_r.qujs cje 
BouilJc had. agreed to allow the lido 
.haU Johannes's to be expended in r«% 
.conilru&ing *the houfes, which ha v d 
been burn,t, 'J admitted them info 
the capitulation. 

It is perhaps .irrpjtfjMe to as- 
certain the number or an ciernj'S ajr- 
my., as they, generally exnt><rerate 
their force btfore a ,fiege, and Jimi- 
-niih it after. The, French, however, 
.upon this occafion, advanced lefs 
than is ufual ; for Genera! Blancher 
lande upon his landing, faid he had 
.3000 men, and I have been informed 
fince the capituiation by Mr. Fitz- 
maurice, the fecond in command* 
and Mr, Walfh, the .Major-general 
(Adjutant-general) of hi? army, that 
General Blapchelande .brought with 
him between two and three thoufand 
men. The reinforcement landed by 
the Marquis de Bouille, was fup» 
po fed to be about half that number. 

Our numb;r under 'arms never exi 
ceeded four hundred and twenty- 
^ feven men, exclusive of forty armed 
negroes,, viz, four gunners of the 
royal artillery, 207 rank and ;6Je of' 
the 86ih regiment, 15 matrofles of 
the iiland artillery, i$i rank and file 
of the militia, and 20 feamen. ; 

Sir George Rodney in his account 
generoufly gave us 40. of the train; 
300 regulars capable of doing, duty, 
and 500 militia, and to make the 
€ *HiP nearly. eqm/ili he funk in fhe 
iarae account aU ojur enemies excefi 
nine buvdrtd- 
. 6ir George obferves, " that fome- 
H thing extraordinary mull havehap* 
" pened ;o have induced "Governor 
\\ Fetgufon to 'capitulate. " But I 
apprehend .the' world will think it 
more extraordinary, that a Britiih 
AdmiraJ, with 21 fnips of ^h^iine 
^nd.er t\is command, ihould allow.aa 
enemy's jquadron of /our, ihips and 

5 rig* tea,, and .a .few /loops,, to befeg* 
or, un d'tys together a BHtifh colony,; 
within twenty-ioux hours fail of hhn, 
ft k . without 
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without either relieving the ifland, 
Or endeavouring to deiiroy the fqo*U 
dron, than, that an ifland, without 
any fortification whatever, defended 
by only four hundred and twenty- 
feven men, without even covering 
firfficient to fhelter them from the in- 
clemency of the weather, fhould be 
unable to hold out longer than ten 
days, againft an army of veteran 
troops above five times their number, 
And it will perhaps appear equal- 
ly extraordinary, that the whole 
French fleet and army fliould arrive 
at Tobago from Martinique, before 
the fquadron from Barbadoes, al- 
though my exprefs to Sir George 
Rodney failed thirty-fix hours before 
General Blanchelandc difpatched the 
cutter for his reinforcement, when it 
i« well known that the voyage from 
Tobago to Martinique, going and 
returning, is more than double the 
voyage from Tobago to Barbadoes 
and back.

This general approbation of the 
fupreme Rcprefentatives of America 
gives fuch weight to the argument* 
that might be ufed in this matter. 
that it carries with it the moft com- 
plete conviction of the utility of fuch 
an ejtabliihment. It is not therefore^ 
to commend, but 19 explain the 
* fcheme* 
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: ftrfVme, that I have taken the liberty 
* to add the following obfervrftion* : 

The four firft articles concern the 
' flock of the Bank, and the means of 
'procuring' ft. : ' Four hundred* thou- 
sand dollars have been mentioned, 
becaufe ff was thought that fufch a 
fum vvonkl fton be fubftrihcd. How 
far fuch a ftxxfr may fuffice for the 
objects now in vidw, and how maxh 
might have "been fubfcribed, are 
queftions of lite-e- importance. . Let 
<js at prefenterrrproy* thofe refources 
that are within our reach; and in 
cafe (which Wvtfy probable) it ap- 
pears from experience, that thefe re- 
sources are greater than has hitherto 
been required, then, in confequence 
bf the- 9th article, the Operation may 
he extended fo as 10 anfwer the pro- 
pofed purpofe. The perfons appoint- 
ed to receive the fubferiptions are 
now Directors of the Pennfylvania 
Bank ; as the prefent cafe is necef- 
farily the bufinefs of every inhabit- 
ant, and as thofe Bankers are general- 
ly known in that capacity, they na- 
turally become the firft objects df our 
coniideration. Their perfonal cha- 
racter will give additional weight to 
their efforts. The 1 8th article ex- 
plains in what manner they are to 
difcharge their trull, and how the bu- 
finefs will pafs from them to the fub- 
ordinate officers. 

The 16th article, which provides 
that the fubferibers (hall be formed 
into a corporation, is of fo evident a 
convenience, that obfervation on the 
fubjeel is need Ids. And the 15th 
article, which fixes the rights of fub- 
feribers, is founded on principles fo 
known, and fo well felt and under- 
stood all over America, that any ex- 
planation would be fuperfluous.

Europe, it'would be impoflrMe" for 
themperfetaUy to attend to their 
own i mere ft, the common do&anjrof 
ttpreftntation becomes abfolutely oe*- 
ceffary ; but has this -doctrine been 
fuitably applied ?— this quefljonv w 
fubmjtted to theeonfideration of thofe 
who may iotereft themfejves in, the 
Bank ; milling, neverthelefs, that 
they will convince thenifelves proper 
care has been taken to attend both to 
the intereii of individuals and the 
general advantage. 

The 17th article has been drawn in 
confequence of our preient nutation, 
and according to the judgment made 
of the prevailing difpofition of indi- 
viduals to concur in the public inte- 
relt. If time and circumftari/ces, by 
rendering the duties of the employ- 
ments more complex, or aoy oiher 
caufe fhould require an alteration, 
means have been provided to intro- 
duce the fame. ; 

The intent of the 12th artibtejs 
to give by the fan&ion of Govern- 
ment; that credit to Bank notes, 
which the interelt and convenience 
of individuals will procure them in 
their return. The intent is, that 
Government fliould reap fome, ad- 
vantages from this inftitution-; it 
therefore behoves Government to fup- 
port it, not by endeavouring to com- 
pel acceptation of the notes (this me- 
thod would be altogether unjuft as.it 
is unnecefTary) but by fimply putting 
into circulation an effect, the value of 
which is beyond all doubt. 

The 14th article provides again ft 
counterfeits or forgeries, thofe ufoal 
means which the wickednefs of man- 
kind has unfortunately con drained all 
governments to employ in fuch cafes* 

To thofe who are acquainted with 
thofe matters, it is needle Is to obferve, 
that when the credit of the Bank 
(hall be fully eftablimed, and that a 
fufficient flock is provided, the note* 
will have not only a value in currency 
equal to that 0/ gold or fiiver, but 
that they will evonobtain the pre-ejai- 

L 1 . r • . nenc« 
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*mi«ehce orfr tfcefe p#eceui metals. 
Tfcefe totes will be more portable, 
emdare not like the coin* fubjccl to 
be clipped or otherwife dimifliftied. 
Tbe care which Bankers take of their 
own concerns, the precautions which 
they ufe in private, and whi^h in- 
ceiTaotly vary, are more efficacious 
again ft counterfeits than it could be 
done in regard to any cola whatever; 
whilft the certainty of receiving gold 
Of fiiver in exchange at fight, does 
away all polUbility of .depreciation. 
Froovthefe confiderations it is, that 
t the credit of the Bank has ai ways been 
very confidrrable in all countries 
where fuch eftablifhments have pre- 
vailed. It is cle~r almoit to a cer- 
tainty* that the fame will be the cafe 
in America, for all arguments on 
iuch matters are to be tried by the 
aeft of experience. 

In order that the Bank itfelf may 
cot abufe public trull, the nth and 
13th articles have been framed, by 
which the Superintendent of the 

, finances of the United States is au- 
thorized to inffe& the operations of 
the former* Til us- confidering how 

^cfteotialfct it for Government to watch ■ 
5pvcr the cor»ducl.of the officers of the 
Bank, the Superintendent (hall take < 
<are that their paper does not exceed 
in circulation thofe rational bounds 
which their capital can juilify. The 

' Congrefs has felt fo' forcibly the 
length of this argument* that its 
.members by their 3d refolution have 
wifely provided again ft any fuch at- 
tempt from individuals, and paying, 
dnc regard to ponveniencics, they 
have limited -this reftriclcion to the 

-' continuance of the war, leaving it to 
•mother period fo make fach regu- 
lations as 4£all -hereafter become ne-

-tr The 14th and tcth articles contain 
CausionaL proviitons tending equally 
to the advantage pi the corporation, 
end the genera] good of the public. 
Thefeproviiionsarecertainly ground- 
ed on the moft evident equity ; for 
however convenient it may be to 



found on milcUtft,:. th£ crimicjffl 
laws of a country, it cannot be 
doubted that a breach of public faith ! 
in the moft important, point, deferves 
the moft rigorous punifhment in the 
power of human laws.to jnflift. 

To aflc what may be the intent of 
eftablifhing fuch a Bank, wouid onljr 
ferve to fix the attention of the pub- 
lic on the prefent fuuation of our af- 
fairs. The depreciation ( pf paper 
money has unfortunately been the 
fource of numerous private evils, re- 
peated frauds, and the greatcil em- 
barraflments. ; national calamities' ^ ! 
have increafed equally with them ; • 
and public credit has received the 
feverell mock. So % uncommon is 
fuch a circumftancein republican go- 
vernments, that we dare boldly a/Tert, 
thajt it will inftanrly vanifh, as foon ) 
as the legiflative bodies of the re- 
fpe&ive States mall be determined to 
purfue thofc vigorous and efficacious 
meafures to which the !p«blic voke. 
now loudly challenges their attention* 
t iWlean whale the exigencies of the 
United States require an anticipation j 
on their revenues, whilft,on the other ^ 
hand, that confidence has not yet 
been eftablifhed which might engage 
the richer individuals to lay out their 
money. 

The objeaof eftablifhing a Ba»k 
is to affift Government with money, 
for which the former will receive alt 
convenient reward and fecurity ; it 
tends to procure from individuals 
that credit which real property, ca- 
pacity and integrity never fail to fe- 
cure ; it makes up for the.lofs of the 
paper, which becoming daily Jefs fit 
for circulation, requires more and 
more to be redeemed; in fhort, it 
will give new vigour 10 trade, at a 
time when all reftri&ions being re- 
moved, the citizens of America will 
enter into the poffidfion and full en- 
joyment of that freedom for which 
i they fight. 

In return for thefe falutary effects, 
the fubferibers will receive from the 
employing of their capiial, that ad- 
vantage 
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vantage they will*, have a tight to, 
and which has Ixe.i the invaluable 
ponfequence of the operations of a 
Bank in ail commercial and fret 
4k>nn1ries*'' 

It might be expelled to fee en* this 
occafion fome invo:ation to public 
patriotifm ; btft this isneedlefs; let 
every one examine the propofed 
fcheme, and let it be fopported only 
in proportion as' it will be found juft, 
ufeful, and rational.

At the lo&of To»A<joat present ea- 
■ grofles the public attention, the 
following translation of the French 
account of the taking of that ifland 
may not be unacceptable to onr 
readers : 
tfbe - tueount of the capture of tbt 
* iftand- of r Tobago, by the Marquis 
DB BoiMLLE and the Count db 
G a AS88, taken from the Martinique 
Gaxmt<, oj 'the qtb of July, 1781. 
f* The fleet under the command of 
the Count de GraiTe returned to Fort 
Royal on Monday lad. Our iirft 
care was* to gather all the circum* 
fiances relative . to the expedition, 
which might any way intereft our 
-readers, - 1 . 

°.i,The feafon, being already far 
-advanced, no, vfry decifive fuccefs 
could be expected. Jt would not 
Lave been prudeoi to have nndertaken 
any grand enterprise, we having very 
recently engaged a fleet of 22 men of 
war, and made an attempt on Co- 
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lonies, defended by 8000 regular 
troops. It was therefore prudent to 
endeavour to carry fome point by a 
cou*p de main. The ifland of To- 
bago being only garrifoned by a few 
troops, feemed to promife a greater 
certainty of . fuccefs than any other 
Engliih Colony, In order to divert 
the attention of the enemy, and to 
prevent them from throwing any fuc- 
coura into the place, two mips, two 
frigates, and one floop, carried 
Walm's battalion to St. Vincent's to 
join fome other detachments, which 
had been fent thither, under the pre- 
tence of changing the garrifon. A 
body of about 1200 men, under the 
command 0/ Monf. de Blanchelande, 
were appointed to attack the ifland of 
Tobago, whilft we were to make a 
defcent on St. Lucie, where it (eem- 
ed probable to furprife the 46th regi* 
' ment of Britifh,, ftationcd on Grofs 
Iflec. On the 10th of May we land- 
ed 1500 men, and had onboard the 

fleet 
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fleet an eq*al number of troops, to 
fuccour tlvofe on fhore, in cafe of 
need? ythfi&\ w ? we »" e croffing the 
Chaurielof ty, I^ucie, the 46^ regi- 
ment Jiad abandoned Grofs Met,- 
only^ leaving one poft, which was 
taken. We then advanced to the 
heights, in the neighbourhood of 
Rtiurne Fortune, to reconnoitre the 
enemy* That place was defended by 
?ooo, regulars, and feven or eight 
companies of marines. After keep- 
ing the field during three days, we 
xeimbarked the troops on the 12th, 
at Jitght, carrying off with us 120 
prifoners, and a large quantity of 
arms and ammunition, without the 
lofs of a man. Our fleet, which left 
Fort Royal the 8th of May, and re- 
turned the 1 2th, fet fail again on the 
25th, -with a defign to lookout for 
the enemy, and to remove ail ob- 
ilacles which might prevent the cap- 
ture of Tobago. There were on 
board 3000 regular troops. The 
fleet got to windward, on the 30th 
came in fight of Tobago, when in- 
telligence was received that part of 
the English fleet, confiding of eight 
jhips of the line, and four frigates, 
which was conveying relief to the 
ifland, and that one of the tranfporta 
had already anchored and landed fifty 
men. This diyifaon was chaced all 
the day without effect. 

" The fleet of the Count deGraife 
returned to Tobago the 3 ill of May f 
our fmall Squadron not having been 
able, to come up before the 24th. 
M. de Blanchelandedifembarked the 
.troops the, fame day, and drove the 
enemy from poft to poft; but the 
Englifh, Governor having received 
intelligence of this expedition, had 
. taken all the meafures to defeat it. — 
.The garrifon, confuting of 400 fol- 
diers, 500 militia, and a great num- 
ber of armed negroes, were entrench- 
ed on the fammit of a hill, defended 
. by nine pieces of cannon. M. de 
Blanchelande did not think proper to 
attack the enemy fo advantageoufly 



polled, tnd being affured the fleet 
would not fail to appear very fooo, ' 
waited very prudently for a reinforce- 
ment. Our indefatigable General 
caafed 800 men to be landed on the 
night of the 31ft of May, at Cour- 
land B^y, and 400 to windward at 
Man pf War Bay, to intercept arty 
fuccours that might be fen t to their 
relief, and to attack the enemy ia, 
the rear. 

'* Although the pofition of the 
enemy was ftrong, yet M. de Blanche- 
lande having reconnoitred it, wai 
aflured it might be attacked with 
fuccefs ; and the Marquis de Bouille 
having formed a body of 2000 men, 
was determined to have made the at- 
tack at day-break on the 2d of June. 
But the enemy fearing to be forced 
in their camp of Mount Concordia* 
abandoned, it in the night, after 
having fpiked up their cannon, and 
were on their march to airjouotairi at 
the extremity of the ifland, from 
whence it would have been impoffihl* 
to have drove them, had they only 
had 24 hours to entrench themfelves* 
The Marquis de Bouille, who watch- 
ed, their motions, caufedhUadvanceJ 
pofts immediately to purfue, and fol- 
lowed with all his troops. Notwith- 
standing the exceflive heat and the 
badnefs of the roads, tbey purfued 
the Englifh the whole day o£ the ill 
of June. They found many of the 
foldjers who had fallen from weak* 
nefs in their flight ; our troops were 
not lefs barra lied 1 from ^ the exceflive 
fatigue, fo that there were only about 
15b of the advanced guard of the 
purfuers when they came up >with a 
body of Britifh troops, which had 
halted in a pafs. The Governor was 
fummoned to furrender, and ootice 
given him that he would inftantly be 
attacked on all fides, and that if he 
made the leaft refinance, no capitu- 
lation whatever would be granted ; 
and to flop his farther march, fome 
plantations would be fet on fire, and 
this was put in execution* The ca- 
pitnlatio> 
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pttnlation was sceepted on the 2d of 
June. The garrifon of Tobago laid 
down their' arms, and furrrendered 
their Colours; Two officers wounded; 
che of whom (M. le Chevalier de 
Grangues, Lieutenant in the Royat 
Comptois) dangeroufly; four foldiers 
killed, eight wounded, and 10 are 
miffing, fuppofed either killed or 
«kad with fatigue. Such is the fbte 
of the lofs we have fuffered in this 
expedition. 

** Oar Commanders, equally ge- 
nerous as brave, far from being ir- 
ritated with the difficulties of the 
Captures, or the extreme perfeverance 
of the EngHfti inhabitants, who fub* 
je&ed all their property to the fate of 
war, Conceived immediately the high* 
tft efteem for fubje&s fo faithful. It 
is to thofe this generous fentiment, 
and to the humanity of the conque* 
sors, that the fallowing capitulation 
%aa been granted* • 

•* This authentic document forms 
* soble example for fuceefrful com- 
jfcanders, and is an eternal reproach 
mpon thofe of oar enemies, who have 
dfvefteel themfehves of every prin- 
ciple of benevolence and juftice." 



Jtmhler** Plantation, oppofite James 
River, July 8, 1781, 
* Sir, 
'■- On the 4th inftantthe enemy eva<- 
cuated WilHamfburgh, where fome 
Sores felt into our hands, and retired 
%6 this place, under the cannon of 
their (hipping. The next morning 
ipse advanced to Bird's Tavern, and 
part of the army tock port at Nor- 
xell's Mill, about nine miles from 
the Britifh camp. 

The 6th, I detached an advanced 
corps under Gen. Wayne, with a 
yicw of reconnoitering the enemy's 
fituatiori. Their light parties being 
drawn in, the picquets which lay 
clofe to their encampment, were gal- 
lantly attacked by fome riflemen, 



whofe fldll wai emjffoyeM iv great 
effeft. 

Having afcertained that Lord? 
Cornwallis had fent ofT his neavy 
baggage under a proper eicqrt, and 
jolted his army" in an open field-' 
forrified by the (hipping, I returned 
to the detachment, which I found 
more generally engaged. A 'piece* 
of cannon had been attempted &£ 
the van-guard, Major Galvan, whole* 
conduct deferves highapplaufe. Up- 
on this the whole Britifh army caina 
out and advanced to the thin wood 
occupied by General Wayne. His 
corps, chiefly compofed of Pennfyl- 
▼anians and fome light infantry, did 
not exceed eight hundred men, with. 
three field pieces, but, notwithftand- 
ing their numbers, at fight of the 
Bruifh army, the troops ran to the 
rencontre; a fhort ikirmifh enfued* 
with a clofe, warm, and welt direcV 
ey fire ; but as the enemy's right 
and left of courfe greatly outflanked 
ours, I fent General Wayne order* 
to retire half a mile, to where CoL 
Vofe and Barber's light infantry 
battalions had arrived by a moffc 
rapid move, and where I directed 
them to form. In this pofition they 
remained till fome hours in the nights 
The militia, under General Lawfon,. 
had been advanced, and the Conti- 
nentals were at Norrell's Mill, when 
the enemy retreated during the night 
to James Ifland, which they alio 
evacuated, eroding over to the South 
fide of the river. Their ground at 
this place and ■ the ifland were fuc- 
ceflively occupied by Gen. Mughlen- 
berg. A number of valuable horfes 
were left on their retreat. From 
every account the enemy's lofs has 
been very _ great, and much pains 
taken to conceal it, Their light in* 
fantry, the brigade of guards, and 
two Britifh regiments formed the firft 
line ; the remainder of their army 
the fecond.

The capture of St. George's Keay 
by the Spaniards the i^th of Sep- 
tember, IJ19, and the cxrcumftances 
attending lhat tranfaction, muft long 
ere this have been made public, and 
to which we prefume you, of courfe, 
can be no ftrangers. 

We, who are the unfortunate fuf- 
ferers from that melancholy event, 
beg leave to represent, that having 
been made prifoners by the Spa- 
niards, we, with our families, where 
we at prefent remain, are allowed only 
one ryal per day for our fubfiilence, 
without any diftin&ion in that re- 
fpecl, betwixt us and the common 
marines who are lodged in the fam* 
prifon, deprived of thofe liberties 
and indulgences which, from our 
rank and iituation in life, we con- 
fidered ourfelves juftly entitled to, 
and all applications on that head 
rendered ineffectual.. 

The hardfhips to which fome of us 
have been reduced by the lofs of our 
wearing apparel, and that diftrefs 
which all in general have experi- 
enced from the neceffity of difpofing 
of the greateft part of what was faved, 
in order to purchafe thofe neceiTaries 
which our fcanty allowance would 
not afford, together with other clr- 
cumftances equally diftrefling, are 
inferted at large in our reprefentation: 
to his Excellency the Governor of 
the Havannah, which goes by this 
conveyance, and which we fipcerely 
hope will fo far claim his attention, 
as to obtain for us a fpeedy removal 
from hence, where any further length 
of confinement (from the advanced 
price of proyifipns which prevails, 
and which feems likely to continue) 
muft render our fituation truly 
wretched and difagreeable. We 
have already fuffered a long and 
painful imprifonment, in this place 
without the Jeaft tidings or any prqf- 

M m peel ' 
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peel of relief; and we are likely to 
remain here during the war, unlefs 

"fome iteps are- taken by our friends 
to obtain our deliverance. The 
meafurea we have already purfued 
for that purpofe appear to as the 
moft eligible; indeed they are the 
only means we have W) our power , 
for all others are withheld from us ; 

•and we owe to the friendfhip and 
humanity of the bearer the liberty 

"we ndw exercife in making the pre- 
fent application.- 

Feeling for your pre fen t fituation, 
in like manner as, we prefume, you 
mud naturally do for us, permit us, 

in the moft earned manner, to fup- 
plicate the exercife of your good of- 
fices in our behalf, either through 
the channel of your friends, or by 

"•petition to his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, to obtain for us a fpeedy re- 
moval from hence to the Havannah, 
in order that we may h3ve the fati£- 
faftion of joining you, and partaking 
of the benefit common to all ' pri- 
soners in time of war, of being erf- 
changed in our turn : bat mould 
futh application prove irieflfe&ual, 
We muft folicit your further fervices, 
in giving the earlieft intelligence of 
our fituation to our friends, to the 
end that they may ufe their beft en- 
deavours to procure for us a fptedy 
enlargement from our prefent cap- 
tivity.— And we furthermore requeft, 
that' this application may be ma<le as 
public as poffible, that our fellow- 
fubje&s in general may be apprifed 
of our fituation, and thereby enabled 
to ufe every means : in their power 
for our relief. 

We are- at prefent one hundred in 
iHimber, amongft whom are fourteen 
women, twenty-five children, and 
twdve aged and infirm perfons, the 
refidue forming a very inconfiderable 
©umber of effective people, and by 
Co means a proper object Tor keep- 
ing tis in captivity fo much beyond 
expectation, and fo contrary to the 
ufage and cuftonw of other nations,

Governor of This* province, for rea- 
lms beft known to himfelf, refnfe* 
to make any exchange, considering 
that ifland as a place of refuge, 
which the remaining l Bay inhabitants 
had fled to, arid not as a fettlement 
under the protection Of Government, 
which we are fenfible it is ; and al- 
though we underltand the ten pri- 
soners are received by the Governor 
of Baccalar, yet none are permitted 
to go from hence in return ; a cir- 
cumftance which adds to our afflic- 
tions,- and' leaves us no hopes, but m 
the humanity a,nd attention of-*our 
friends and fellowfubjedls, who, we 
truft, will not fail to ufe every means 
in their power for our releafe. And 
in order the ' more readily to induce 
them thereto, we muft now requeft 
that this letter, and the copy former- 
ly fcnt to the Governor of the Ha- 
vannah, 
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jpamiah, which is herewith inclofed, 
may be forwarded by the very firft 
&fe conveyance to Kingfton in Jah 
maica, in order to their being pub- 
Hfhed 'in the Royal Gazette, that 
the public in general may be inform- 
ed of our fituation, and that our 
friends inthatiiland may make the 
neceflary, application to their Excel- 
lencies the Governor and Admiral 
there,.- to obtain for us an enlarge- 
ment from hence. In full confidence 
pf your friendship and good offices, 
we remain, very refpeftfully, your 
affectionate friends, and unfortunate 
fellow fubje&s, &c.

Bermuda, June 25. On the 19th 
inftantqur Lieutenant-governor made 
the following fpeech to the Aflembly. 
His ftrenuous endeavours, as well to 
reprobate pail conduit, as to reclaim 
and point out the true interefls of the 
people, cannot be too much ap- 
plauded. 

Qzntlemen tf the Council \ Mr, Speaker, 
and Gentlemen of the Ajfembly y 

Born and educated in the frepA 
empire the world ever knew, I never 
conceived the leaft taxed and op- 
prefTed part of it could have wifhed 
to change fuch happinefs for any 
other fyftem. We have lived to fee 
the machination; of the artful, rel- 
iefs, wicked and ambitious, prevail 
{6 far on a credulous infatuated peo- 
ple, as to take up arms againft the 
befl: of fovereigns and the mildeft 
government, though could it be fup- 
pofed that the leaders might prevail 
in their mad attempts, the multitude 
h^d nothing to expert but tyranny > 
wounds, and death. 

Here indeed thofe who. had in- 
fluence chofe to, and did afiift rebel- 
lion, more effectually than they could 
by open force or perfonai prowefs ; 
the retrofpedt is neceflary, as our 
Situation requires every individual to 
think. The delufion expofedj I trull 



the delodera will meet with the juft 
refentment of their much injured 
country; that the horaeit and loyal 
will have honour, inftead of being 
pointed out as the. enemies of #er* 
muda. ^ 

It is too well known the lea<Iing 
people here manifefted a prediJeSioo 
jn favour of the rebel colonies, by 
caufing delegates to be chofen from 
the feveral parifhes^.and when that 
illegal aflembly was met, addrefling 
that other illegal aflembly the Ame* 
rican Congrefs ; and it Js a fad of 
public notoriety, that the King's ma- 
gazine of thefe iflands were broke 
open in the night, and one hundred 
barrels of gunpowder conveyed from 
thence to the rebels, there being the 
ftrongeft preemption, from the cir- 
cumilances attending, that it was 
not.effecled without the afliftanceand 
privity of many of the inhabitan ts. 

Has not fophiftry almoft generally 
eftablimed here the do&rine, that 
fupplyiug the enemy with fait, cor- 
responding and trading with rebels^ 
are nottreafons or treafonable £' To 
what ftate have wicked designing 
men brought thefe ifles \ Inftead.of 
fitting out armed veflels, enriching 
.themfelves, and perhaps even, being 
inuruments in fhortening, a cruel* 
bloody, civil war, they have caafed 
a mifguided and deluded people 
"to do all they could to ferve the 
Americans." Have not thofe who 
dare to oppofe their diabolical fyilera 
been threatened, abufed, opprtffled, 
aflbciated again ft ; and has notths 
law even been perverted to aid thofe 
ends ? What in return have ; thd 
Americans done ? What hiitory &ewr 
has ever been the return of rebels ; 
they loveji the treafon, hot whea. 
the fupplies fell fhort, they chofe tot 
confiscate -the monies in their ha adv 
and it ferved, the additional purpofe 
cf cheating their drooping fpirits; 
by the chance of plundering your' 
unarmed veffels. 

Was I, to enumerate the illegal 

Mm z meetings 
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iaeetings ,and rifing in force to com- 
pel Britifh privateers to give uf> their 
legally-captured Bermuda veffels, or 
tp oblige Crown officers to relinquifh 
their duty, I mould take up time I 
wiih employed in providing for de- 
fence, and our many other defects, 
particularly the ruinous condition of 
the Government-houfe and offices, 
not fit for the reception of his Ma- 
jefty's Reprefentative. The laws 
wanted to be enforced, new enacted, 
which I wifh may be fuch as are con- 
fonant to my duty and inftructions 
to pafs. Every one cries out againft 
the wretchednefs of our police, the 
indubious are difcouraged by the 
depredations of the idle, who prefer 
th,eft to labour. 

The revenue fuffers, and has long 
fuffered by the almoft general efta- 
bliftied practice of fmuggling ; and 
though St. Euftatius is no longer a 
medium, St. Thomas's and other 
neutral ports are becoming reperto- 
ries for the rebels, their confederates 
and fecret friends here arid elsewhere. 
■..-There never was yet any place 
where order, good government, and 
the general weal flourifhed, that 
purfued illicit trade. A neft of 
imuggleifi. is a difgrace to a country, 
an abufe of a high nature that re- 
quires to be remedied ; the clipping 
and flalfely nvHing the half Johan- 
nefes, muft infallibly hurt the fair 
and honeft trader. Is there a man 
who can maintain that it is not frau- 
4ulent. to Tell any commodity as of 
more weight than it actually is ; and 
if fo', is not a flandard of coin to be 
kept up ? It is in every well-regulated 
community. \ 

I muft obferve* that however wil- 
ling and interefted in getting for- 
ward your fortifications, thofe chofen 
from your joint Committees are not 
fufficiently affiduous and publit fpi- 
rited in forwarding them ; there are 
more difficulties in carrying on pub 
lie works here than I ever obferved 
elfewhere. 



At the requeft of your Speaker,' 
the Committee* of the Council and 
Affembly, that were to have met the 
flrft Wednesday in May f was put^ofF 
to the firft Wednefoay in June* at 
which time the Speaker and tom- 
mitteeof your, Houfe were required 
punctually to attend, to tax feveral 
public bills, but did not; this, gen- 
tlemen, is followed with very bacl 
confequenc$s, as thofe who ferve the 
public ought to be paid, more efpe- 
cially as I take it, there is now one 
thoufand five hundred pounds or up- 
wards in the Treafury. 

Your country loudly calls upon 
you to provide for defence ; the mo- 
ment of attack fhould not be th* 
moment of preparation. 

It is my opinion, a tax, fuch as 
your anceftors laid for labour and 
materials to be furnifhed by each 
pariffi, would be the fpeedieft and 
moft effectual means of fortifying 
thefe ifles. 

The friends of Government will 
fhew themfelves fuch, by giving no- 
tice of any intercourfe whatever with 
the rebels, which, according to in- 
ftruciions, as well as for the fafety 
of Government, I am obliged and 
determined, to the utmoft of my 
power, to prevent, and to bring to 
punishment fuch as dare violate the 
law of nations, 

I mall, by menage, acquaint you 
with what has been done, and what 
may be further neceflary. 

Gentlemen of the Council, *and Gentle* 
men of the JJJsmbly, 

I fhall be happy to concur and co- 
operate with you in any reafonable 
rneafures for the public good. I wi(h 
peace and unanimity : I have repro- 
bated rneafures, not men ; when a 
fubaltern, I ever refolved to do my 
duty; in my prefent difficult fitua- 
tion have, and am determined to do 
it, and will, in every other I may 
happen to be in ; artured thereby to 
gain the applaufe of the honeft and 

loyal, 
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loyal, carelefs' of the enmity and 
malice of the wicked,- difaffe&ed, 
and rebellious.

Thai your Memorialifts, fenfible 
pf the good intention of his Majefty 
and Parliament to render the fitu- 
ation of all his Majefty's loyal fub- 
jects as agreeable as the nature of af- 
fairs will admit, prefume to lay be- 
fore you, as Commandant of this 
. town, a relation of circumftances, in 
which they feel themfelves too deep- 
ly intereited to- fufFer them to pafs 
unnoticed. 

That the conduit of the Com- 
mifiioriers for reftoring peace to the 
Colonies, fhews too plainly their in- 
tention to fupport and encourage the 
trade of this coutry with Great-Bri- 
tain, to fatter any doubts to remain 
with your Memorialiits of the wifh 
of the nation at large to give them 
the molt, ample encouragement. 

That relying on theie aflurances, 
and the actual exigence of a Board 
of Police to enforce the obfervance of 
contracts entered into in the courfe 
of their commerce, your Memori- 
alists conceived themfelves perfectly 
fecure in giving credit to the in- 
habitants of the town and country, 
never fufpecting'that the Board could 
withdraw its protection, and .leave 
them at the mercy of their debtors. 

That it is with the greateft con- 
cern your Memorialists obferved the 
Board of Police withdraw this fup- 
port, and pafs an order for fufpend- 
lag the payment of all - contracts 



which your Memorialifts had entered 
into, without giving them any pre- 
vious intimation of fuch their defign 
or intention.- 

That your Memorialifts muft in 
juftice remark, that while the Board' 
of Police continued to act upon the 
principles of moderation and dif- 
tinction, they acknowledged its ex- 
cellence and utility ; and although 
unsupported by the nobleft column, 
in the fabric of the Britifh Confti- 
tution, the Trial by Jury, they re- 
vered the Board as the offspring of a 
wife Adminiftration. Happy had it 
been for your Memorialifts in par- 
ticular, and the public in general, 
that holding the example of the 
Board of Police at New-York in 
view, and recollecting the conduct 
obferved by the Board at Philadel- 
phia, they had not admitted old 
debts to be fued for but under par- 
ticular circumftances ; for if admit- 
ted generally, it is certain many ih- 
ftances of diitrefs muft befall thofe 
debtors whofe lands and property, in 
the. remoter parts of the province, 
are over-run by the enemy *, a$d is 
alfo inconfiftent with the early refo- 
lutions of this Board, which limited 
the exercife of its power to recent 
tranfactions only, declining all cog- 
nizance of contracts previous to, and 
during the ufurpation ; well con- 
fidering this moment for conqueft, 
not for reviving difpute and liti- 
gation, and convinced, that when 
juftice is done to the public, it \VilI 
be time enough to open the Court* 
at large, and re-enjoy the general 
and comprehenfive blefting of civil 
fecurity. 

That mould the Board of Police 
be authorifed to prevent the etfectuat 
profecution of new debts, (which 
your Memorialifts conceive they are 
not) fuch determination fhouid only 
be extended to contracts fubfequeht 
to the date of fuch refolution ; for it 
would be a violent attack upon the 
ConiUtution and the rights of indi- 
viduals, 
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tidoals, to extend it to tranfactions 
prior to the refoive, 
* That your Memorialing conceive; 
that the inhabitants are much in^ 
4*bted; and' greatly benefited by 
kaving credit extended to them in 
times fo critically dangerous, by 
wWch they have been enabled to 
cultivate their lands, and fupply 
tfcemfelves and families with the ne- 
oeflkry comforts of life. Individuals, 
thus Atuated, could never have it in 
idea, that a Board of Police, or any 
authority whatever, could ftep in be- 
tween thera and their engagements, 
and retard the payments of debt* 
contracted with their eyes open, and 
wider fuclr evident rifque and difad- 
Irantage to the creditors. 

That while your Memorialing by 
*mng large and extenfive credits, 
have been benefiting the loyal in- 
habitants of this country, it is with 
pleafure they reflect they have been 
«3»ally affifting Great-Britain, by 
opening a trade, which, if fupported, 
would be highly advantageous to the 
If other-country, many .of whofe 
merchants, as well as your Memo- 
rialifts, muft be involved in diftrefs 
and ruin, ihould the prefent order of 
police be fuffered to continue ; for by 
the refolution alluded to, the Board 
of Police take upon themfelves to 
extend to the debtors of your Me- 
morialifls, the period for the pay- 
ment of their debts, and indeed to 
free many of them from their debts 
altogether ; for your Memorialing 
have every reafon to fear, that ere 
this period of indulgence expires, 
their debtors may be fled, their pro- 
perty removed beyond the jurif- 
di&ion of police, and that Board un- 
able to make good their lofles. 

That your Memorialiils conceive 
th« fituation of debtors might have 
been very fafely truited to the hu- 
manity of their creditors, who have, 
on every occafion, accepted of com- 
promises for their debts, where the 



iranfactlon of the 'debtors apptearfji 
fair and honourable, and, in j^iaay 
inftances, have given a long extpn- 
fion of credit, after their payments 
became doe j but to Jake th^s powejr 
away from the creditors, "an<f ; io* 
leave it in the hands of the Court, 15 
to ftrike at the fundamental prin- 
ciples of law and juftice, and to 
deftroy among men that rnutiiai' ; cierr 

Cdence, absolutely neceflary to the 
x pinefs and good orders oFa^»*- ; 
cieties. ' ,. 

That moft of the funds originally, 
appropriated for the fecurity of ojdf ; 
debts, are not within the jurisdiction 
of Police ; that they have fuffered 
greatly by the cafualties of war, and 
by the depredation unavoidable in a-, 
country, the feat of civil broil ; that 
the value of property is greatly de- . 
preciated fince the old debts were*, 
contracted, and that confequently it 
would now be as improper to permit 
creditors to be paid in depreciated- 
property^ as formerly it was unjuft 
to allow debtors to pay their creditors 
in depreciated paper. 

That upon this principle fuing 
without discrimination for old debts 
is as impolitic as unjuft. Impolitic, 
becaufethefriendsofGovernmentdif- 
perfed through this province are inti- 
midated, by the dread of profecution, 
from taking flicker amongft us; unjuft, 
becaufe the holders of fecorities upon 
lands, (laves, and houfes, by being 
permitted to put them in fuit, can 
and do deprive the debtor of his pro- 
perty for a very inadequate part of 
the real value, by which he is dif- 
poflefled of his all, without the Sa- 
tisfaction of being relieved from his 
obligations. But nothing has oc- 
curred within this, garrifon to reduce 
the value of merchandize, or prevent 
a fair and honeft reftitution to the 
new creditor, who has nothing but 
perfonal fecurity for his debt ; whilir. 
the old creditor holds bonds, mort- 
gages, and every fpecies of legal 
fecurity, 
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Security, to recover both' principal 
and intereft. This -cortftitutes ttie 
true diftin&ion between the new and 
the old creditor. '. 

That 'your Meroorialifts do not 
pray for an exclufive right of reco- 
very, but in cafes where the old 
creditor is evidently running away 
with the property of the new ;' for if 
old dejrts are fufFered indifcrimi- 
nately to be fued for, they will cer- 
tainly be paid with the property of 
your Memorialifts, who, upon this 
important fubjeft, 1 are ready, previ- 
ous to the opening of the Board, to 
•dlfcufs and 'adjuft with the old, a 
fair and equitable niode of drawing 
this jolt and neceffary diftin£tion. , 

May It therefore pleafe yo«r Ho- 
nour to take the premifes into cort- 
iideration, and grani fuch relief as 
the importance of the fubje& (hall, 
*n your wifdom be found to require.

The report made by the Com- 
mittee for petitions of the council 
of ftate and finances of this pro- 
evince. 

" Noble and Mighty Lords, 

" Conformable to the refolutions 
come to by your N, M. of the 3d of 
July laft, the Committee having 
taken into confideration a letter from 
his Highnefs Due Louis de Brunf- 
wyk-Wolftenbuttle, to their H. M. 
dated the 21ft of June laft, wherein 
lie heavily complains againft the me- 
morial prefented jo the Prince Stadt- 
holder, by the Regents of Amfter- 
dam v &c. are of opinion;* that the 
reprefentatives of your N. M. in the 
H. M. fhould declare that your 
Noble Mightiness have a vaft field 
open to expatiate on the calamitous 
fituation of the Republic, both at 
home and abroad, and to enquire 
into the caufes of the defencelefs 
flate in which we have hitherto re- 
mained* notwithiianding the danger 
which daily encreafes, but that you 
will decline it at prefent, as fuch an 
enquiry has already been fet on foot 
l>y their H. M. and will, no doubt, 
be further purfued; and that as your 
N. M. will, in a little time, be 
fully intruded oa this head, you 
may entertain the greateft hope to 
fee tranquility and harmony re- 
Sored. 

" That the meafures purfued by. 
-the Regents of Amfterdam in the 
prefent complexion of affairs, does 



not only appear ill-timed to your N. 
M. but that theyifl*ay be produ&iy,e 
of very ferious confequences, -fince 
there is nought in $icu&id ^memorial 
that -tftay ^euil»irfnpport.'rhe>di^ant 
hints which are faid :to be aimed 
againft the Duke? 'but on. the con- 
trary, that the regents *>f A m&erdam

Mean while, immediately after hit 
landing at Mofquita, the General, 
followed only by the brigade of Ca- 
talonia and that of the grenadiers, at 
the head of whom he has conllantly 
remained, marched with great ra- 
pidity towards .Mahon, which he 
parted through without flopping, and

Jiaving come to hand, the following 
is e^traft of the duplicate. Of the faid 
letter wiikh has lately .feeen.received* 

When I wrote yonr tLe#dihip ea 
the 7th inft. altliengh I then forefaw 
the probafele fkteof'Penfacola, »yet I 
did not appcehend that the deei£oiL 
pf the oomeit was quite fo near at 
hand as jt has iince proved to have 
bccn>: An. unfortunate ftell from the 
enemy, on the morning of .the 8th, 
pre?ipi^ted its deitiny, and occa- 
toned its falling under the dominion 
of Spain at lealt fome da)^s fooner 
than it otherwife would have hap- 
pened. On the morning of the 8th 
a fhell, that accidentally burft by the 
door of the;inagazine.of the advanced 
redoubt, fet fire to the powder'with- 
in, and i* an iattant the body of the 
redoubt was a heap of robbift* de- 
priving no.lefs than 48 military, zjr 
feamen, and one negro, of life-by the 
explofioa, befides 24 wounded, moil 
qf'them dangeroufly. Two flank

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redoubt tmta the commencement of 
the fiege, fell remained entire, the 
fire from which, owing to the in-

appeared to me probable that there 
would be no difficulty In atitjuftlng 
the other articles the enfuihgday : ; 
whereupon they were returned con- 
ditionally ratified, but which tfcri- 
ditions have fince been Withdarwri. 
The ceffation being thereby cbn- 
tinued, I early next morrtfng pre- 
pared a new draft of articles or ca- 
pitulation, in which the ftipttlattoris 
of the preceding day were attended 
to, and fomc new chafes, that' oc- 
curred to be .neceffary, in addition 
to thpfe of the preceding r tf*y> in- 
ferted ; to which Governor Shelter 
confendng, they were on th«i morn- 
ing of the 9th of May, ferit ctat to

off the wounded, two five aad half 
inch howitzers, and three field- 
pieces j but the enemy having by 
this time brought up their whole ar- 
my, there was a neceflityof aban- 
doning thefe works, after firft fpik- 
ing up the pieces of artillery in the 
ftank works, viz. 2 ten and 2 eight 
Inch mortars, 3 eight and I five and 
half inch howitzers, arid 1 field-piece* 
a three-pounder, _ and 1 twenty-four 
pounder, $ twelve pounders, and 1 
nine pounder were loft in the re- 
doubt.

in that redoubt. In this fituation, 
lytt having the fmalleft hope of re- 
lief, liaving little or no fhot left ex- 
cept what the enemy had furnifhed 
us with for our four tweftty-four 
pounders) fenfib'e that I could only 
hold out a few days longer, and that 
many lives, that may hereafter be 
more ufefully employed in the £tr- 
vice of their King and country, 
would be loft in prolonging the de- 
fence, without any vjfi^le advantage 
in return, I judged this the time to 
endeavour procuring an honourable 
and advantageous capitulation; I 

, accordingly, a little before three 
•'clock in the afternoon "of the 8fh, 

difplayed a flag of truce on Fort 
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Excellency, / * Accordingly General 
Galvt&j upon an. ^eftigation and 
difcu$pn of tfiem^; arki^e by aYticIe, 
agreed to' them vg^ajl^ with fome 
ittfignificint.referwxo^VwJiereupon 
he w3s.pcrmT;tie4 f to V^p'ofT^ffion of 
the garriiftn o£ Pcn(acola that even- 
in^r wi* tf i gua^cA for his, .jjerfon , (he 
bemg in4ifpofed).aud Major Camp- 
belj left ik his -camp, with General 
EfpeJeta and .General GaWez's Se- 
cretary, to put down the,anfwers in 
Writing,; but they (notivithftanding 
General Galvez's verbal ratification) , 
ftarte^ objections to the 14th, 17th,

;Gaivez hirafeLf ; and two additional 
articles, d>e 37th and 28th, being

It has been my misfortune, my 
Lord, to be employed in an ijl-fated 
corner of Ijis^Majeity's dominions; 
but I 4ruit that the 'calamities that 
have befallen Well Florida will not 
be imputed to me: My endeavours 
have unremittingly been exerted for 
its prefervation to the Britifh Em- 
pire, iince I took upon me the mili- 
tary command ; and if my labours 
and exertions to that end (hall but 
find favour with jny Sovereign, 1 
iha.ll forget tlie frowns of fortune, 
and be nappy in the Royal appro- 
bation. 

Since the capitulation we have 
learnt, from the bell authority, that 
the. combined regular land troops of 
the enemy on more did not con fill of 
fewer than 7800 men, befides feamen 
and; marines ; to., which being added 
the conn" deration of 15 mips of the 
line and 6 frigates, king's fnows, 
floops, &c. Sec. being fo long em- 
ployed on this fervice, and the con- 
feffion of many of their officers, of 



their having an artillery fnfficJent to 
have carried before Gibraltar, (their 
own expreffiori . ) 

Permit me now, my Lord;* to re- 
mark the obligations lam under'tp 
the officers and fcarmen of the Royal v 
navy, who, after they were landed, * 
chearfully'and readily co-operated in 
the deftrite on more, and performed 
everything that could be expected 
from the well-known character of 
Britifh feamen for undaunted xeal 
and intrepidity in their country's fer- 
vice. Captains Dean and Kelly did 
every thing I could expedl froiri their 
rank and ftatiou. ' But I take the li- 
berty more efpecially of recommend* 
ing Lieutenants Miller, of the Men- 
tor, and Hargood, of the Port Roy- 
al, to your Lordmip's patronage and 
protection, for their brave and fpt- 
rited conduct and unremitting at- 
tention to the good of the King's 
fervice, the former as Commanding 
Officer of the feamen in the advanced

The royaf artillery, both officers - 
and men (to whom were joined 
twelve men of the regiment tif Wal- 
deck) were indefatigable in tfteir ' ex- 
ertions, and from the time the ene- 
my's batteries were opened," were in- 
ceffantly on duty; notwithstanding 
which, they only appeared thd more 
animated by danger, and the mtire 
zealous to acquire honour and merit 
applaufe. I aflTure your Lordfhip, 
that I was perfectly well fupported 
by the field officers and commanding 
officers of the corps under my com- 
mand, in their maintenance of order, 
difcipline, and aleftnefs on duty 
among the troops^ Lieutenant- co- 
lonel De Horn, of the Waldeck re- 
giment, and Major M'Donald, of

Jdmirhlty-OJfice, Ojf. 15, 1781. 
Captain Duncan'; 1 of his Majefty's 
frigate Medea*, arrived' at thi* Office 
on Saturday night, with difpatches 
from Rear-admiral Graves, Com- 
mander in Chief of his IVTaj-efty's 
flujps in North America, to *Mr. 
Stephens, of whidi the following 
are extract: 
London, at Sandy Nod, Aug. 31, 

■The 28th Sir Samuel Hood arriv- 
ed off the Hook, with fourteen fail 
of the line, four frigates, one iloop, 
and tfnrefhip, from the Weft-Indies, 
The fame evening intelligepce was 
brought, that Mohf. du Barras had 
'failed the Saturday before, with his 
Whole fquadron'. As Sir Samuel 
Hood* had brought intelligence from 
the Weft-Indies, that all the French 
fleet frdm the Cape were failed, J 
immediately determined to proceed 
to the Southward, in hopes to inter* 
cept die one, 6r both, if pofliMe. 
London, at Sea, Sept* 14, 1781, 

"I- beg- you ■will be pleafed to ac- 
quaint my Lords Comtnifljoners of 
the Admiralty, that the moment the 
wind ferved to carry the mips over 
the Bar, which 'was buoyed up for 
the purpofe, the fquadjon* came out,' 
and Sir Samuel Hood getting under 
fail at the fame time, the fleet- pro- 
ceeded together, orr the^ift of Au- 
giift, to the Southward , 

The cruisers' which T had placed 
befpre the -Delawar could'give me no 
certain information, and the cruhzcrs 
off the Chefapeak had not joined ;. 
the winds being' Yatner favourable, 
we approached* tfre'.Chefapeak the 
morning the 5th 6f September -when 
the advanced (}rip: made the fignal of 
a fleet. We foon difepvered 1 - a num- 
ber of great fhipi at anchor, which . 
feemed to be extended acrofs the 
entrance of trte> Chefapeak, from 
Cape Hqury to th$ middle ground ; 
they had a frigate cruizing off the « 
Cape, which flood in and joined* 



them; and, as we approached, the 
whole fleet got, under (ail, and 
. ftretched -out to fca, with the ^ind 
at North North Eaft. As we. drew 
nearer, I formed the line firfr/a-head, 
and then in 1 fuch a manner as to 
bring his Majefty's. fleet nearly 
parallel to the line of approach of 
the enemy, and when I found that 
our van was advanced as far as the 
flioal of the Middle ground would 
admit of, I wore the fleet, and 
biought them upon the fame tack 
with the enemy, and. nearly parallel 
to them, though we were by no 
means extended witn their rear. So 
foon as I judged that our van would 
be able to operate^ I made the fignal 
to bear away and approach, aod 
foon after, to engage the enemy 
clofc. Somewhat after fbur the ac- 
tion began among the headmoft ihip* 
pretty clofe, and foon became gene- 
ral as far at the fecond mip from the 
center towanfc the rear. The va» 
of the enemy *bpre away to-enfthfe 
their center to fupport them, orthey 
would haveijeen cut up. The attioh 
did not; efttirely ceafe till a little af-'- 
ter fun *fet,. 'though' at z conndejjable 
diftance, for the center of the enemy, 
continued to bear up as it advanced, 
and* at that moment feemed to have? 
little more in view than to Aelter 
their own van as it went away before 
the wind; 

His Majesty's fleet confided of 
nineteen fail of the line ; that oftfte 
French formed twent'^-fbur iail in 
their line: After night I fent^the 
frigates to the van and rear to puifc 
forward the line and keep -it extend- 
ed with the etienry, • with, a fullih-- 
terftioirto renew the engagement in 
"the morning; but wheft the frigate 
Fortun£e returned from; the vam, I 
was informed that* feveral of the 
(hips had ftifiered fo much, they 
were in no .condition to renew the 
action until they ha^, fewed theif 
mafts ; we however kept well ex- 
tended, with the enemy ail night. 

O.o 2 ' ' 
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W* c<»dnued atfl day, (fee $tfc, in „ 
fight of each other, repairing our da- 
mages, Jlear-admiral Drake ihifted 
his flag into the Alcide, amil the 
Princeffa Had got up another main 
topmaft. The Shrewlbury,. whofe 
Captain loft a leg, and had the FirA 
Lieutenant killed, was obliged to 
reef both top-mafts, ihifted her top- 
fail-yards, and had fuftained very 
great damage. I ordered Captain. 
Colpoysj of U>e. Orpheus,, to take 
command of her, and put her into a 
ftate Wadion. 

The Intrepid had both top-fail 
yards mot down, her top-mafb in 
great danger of falling, and her 
lower mafts and yards very much da- 
maged, her Captain having behaved 
with the greateft gallantry to cover 
the Sirewfbury. The Montagu was 
in great ; danger of lofing her mails.; 
the Terrible fo leaky as to keep all 
her pumps going ; and the Ajax alio 
Very leaky. 

In the prefent gate of the fleet, 
jmd being five fail «f the line left in 
»umbje/ than the enemy, and they 
h^n&a^v#*W*e4 very muchjito the 
ww^i Hpou-uB diuing the day, I de- 
termined to tack after light, to pre- 
vent Wing oVawn too far from the 
Chefapeak, and to .ftand to. the 
fJorthward. 

Enclofed is the line of battle, with 
the number* killed and unfunded in 
tjic different flupsV. The ftnps in ge- 
j^ral did. their duty well, and the 
officers and people exerted^themfelves 
exceedingly* 

On the 8th it came to blow pretty 
ftefh. *U?d» in landing again, a-head 

x l in. & :o F 
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fca^tht Terrible made the fignal of 
diftrefc. I immediately fent the For- 
tunee and-Orphensfrigatesto attend 
upon herm- 
it being determined, in a council 
of war, on tije 10$,, to evacuate the 
Terrible -and *deftroy her^ I took the 
firfl calm day to etfeel icy and at the 
fame time diftributed the water and 
provisions. This.teok up the whole 
of the 1 ith ; the wreck was fct firi 
to, and I bore up for the Chefapeak 
about nine at night. 

The fleets had continued in fight 
of each other for five days fucceflive- 
ly, and at times were very near f 
We had not fpeed enough, in fo 
mutilated a ftate, to attack them, 
and .they mewed no inclination to 
renew the aclion, for they generally 
maintained the wind of usy and had 
it often in their power. I fent Cap- 
tain Duncan to reconnoitre the Che* 
fapeak, who brought me informa- 
tion of the French fleet being all 
anchored within the Cape, fo as to 
block up the paflage. I fhen de-< 
termined to follow the refolution of 
a council of war, to proceed with 
the fleet to New- York before the 
Equinox, ana there ufe every pofS- 
ble meanS for putting the ihips into 
the belt ftate for fervice ; and I im- 
mediately difpatched the Medea with, 
this packet for their Lordfhips in* 
formation. 

$3» Captain Duncan reports, that, 
before he left the fleet, the Pru- 
dent, of 64 guns, had joined it{

. oeived the facrament with great ^de- 
votion and tears. At noon, the Cor- 
regidor was conducted by a detach- 
ment of Indians well armed, and in 
the bell order : Tapac m perfo* was 
at their head, mounted on a white 
feorfe, followed by other Caciques, 
on black harfes.< With this train, 
which ftruck terror into the fpec- 
tators, they arrived at the place of 
execution.

, Gentlemen, 

By the mediation of 1^73^ peacer 
was npt oaly reftored to your repub- 
lic, but it had alia reaped the' ad-* 
vantage of twenty- five years. of un-;

contrary jefFeft; it became thefource

tions for your happinefs. 
. New diviiions having fprung prin~ 
cipally from fuch laws as you had 
framed for yourfelves in a time of 
trouble, his prefent Majefty, 'in- 
heritor of the benevolence peculiar 
to his auguft ancettors towards your 
'republic, 
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r*pubii6V vainty endeavatlreil for the 
two lafiVyefirv to prevent* the cori- 
feqtrences of' your difleniicms, rill 
circumftafaces at length- obliged })h 
Majefty and tHe two cantons, *o fend 
their refpd&ive Plenipotentiaries to 
Sofeure, in order, tounke* Opacify- 
ing yodr differences* H» Majefty 
has had'occafion to obferve, during 
the conrfe of his preliminary negcfc- 
ciations, that the two cantons were 
very little difpofed to joSn him in 
fentiment, either on the rte'ceflity of 
a fpee3y J pacification or the meane 
of- procuring rt* 1 The conferences 
.held at Soleure have convinced his 
Majefty, that he flattered himfeif in 
vain to overcome the obftacles which 
the two cantons would oppofe to the 
{uccefs-pfn' new mediation. '- A iet- 
teV which I have lately received from 
**kem, affords ample proofy were 1 the 
King, gentlemen, to pertevere in an 
union with the two cantons, in-order 
to : procure'jjeace to your republic, 
his MajeHy would expbfe himfeif by 
an acVof injnftice and good neigh- 
bourly," Tr/nlrrcuflions, perhaps in- 
determinate between hini and his 
co- guarrantees, and confequently 
jprolong your misfortunes throighTthe 
twforeieen e£e& of a meafuee adapt- 
ed by^hrr- atigaft grandfather, to 
foreert yon ffonvthem. 

Hb Majefty -yielding to his wif- 
<3oru, hh friend fhip for old allies* 
«nd hts good- will' towards yotr, alter 
mature deliberation, has declared to 
the two <antons of Zurich and Bern, 
that he loolcs upon himfeif asentirely 
free from the ties which he had en^- 
tered into wfth* them in 17$$$ »fbr 
the guarrantee of yoar government-, 
and that he never would claim' their 
concurrence to the execution of that 
aft. 

In confequence of the fentiments 
that actuate his Majefty towards your 
republic, he leaves to the two can- 
tons the care of reftoring peace 
^mongftyou; cautioning them, ne- 
vertheicfs, not to afrofent to a refer- 
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lution, which might deprave - the na- 
ture of your governmeatj by turning 
it into a confufed democracy* ; J 
need not tell you, gentlemen, howr 
far his .Majefty would be iatertfied 
in preventing fuch innovation* ,-. The 
King, whilft he gives up an engage- 
ment, become entirely ufelefs, ; nay 
dangerous, confidering the alteration 
which has happened fince toe yetf 
1738, in Switzerland, in the man- 
ner of underftanding your interest 
is very far from thinking himfeif ex- 
empted from- watching over your 
felicity and independence. T 

In "the, ftate, of fermentation in 
which you now are, it may unfor- 
tunately be -conjeclured, that fome 
afts of '( violence may take t place 
ampngft you, which, as- prote&or of 
your republic, and m$ interfiled, in 
your welfare, his Majefty would be 
obliged to reprefs ; his Majefty has 
taken his meafures accord inglyi; and 
I am commanded ta declare to you, 
gentleman,, that he will take- all -* the 
orders of your State under* his jpro- 
teilion ; .and {hat if any on* what- 
ever mould attempt any thing tgainil 
the life or liberty of any xiaaaiwtaut 
of the republic, without Govern- 
ment employing the necciTary means 
to punim fuca offender, the King 
will take. that care upon himfeif, as 
alio of reftoring amongil you good 
order, fpeedily, and byraU means 
which his power can command. • 

Whoever would attempt to fet 
this adfc of protection, become, necef* 
fary to prevent your ruin, in the 
right of an enterprife levelled at your 
liberties, mull be guided by malici- 
ous motives* his Majefty wifhea that 
there may. be in Geneva neither op- 
prdlbrs nor oppreiTed ; and is ready 
to lend to the republic that ftrengtn 
which either party might wifli to 
wreft from you. 

After having thus afturcd you oF 
protection againft all attempts which 
might plunge you in the horrors of 
a civil war, Ms Majefty has. the good

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Opinion of joar'fcllow^citfeeBi^-to 
hope th^fc tfwfe precatttions^ill be 
fuptrfluous, and that' the' parties 
ttducK MW' divide; you, will hearken 
to the words of peace, which may be 
igoken to them by the two cantons,.

All thefc difburfements be- 
ing totally lott to the Proprietors, as 
the veflcls could not proceed on their 
voyages:

wafiiiw, andavtokty ofxHbcrs, too 
obnriotts to- be- mentioned* feasibly 
pray that yoar- High Matfhpnefles 
will be ^leafed to affign & yoar Pe- 
tstionera* and ©artkuUrly to the 
Owners and Freighters >of the ihipi, 
a fttrtable reimbursement- or bdeia- 
iktficatkm, for their loflfea in freight, 
damages, ineereft* and tote, arising 
from this fingle droumilaace, that 
tbey have sot been able to put to 
feu 

" Ybor Petitioners further pray, 
that yoar High Mightinefles will 
give ue neceflary orders that the 
new convoy defrined to protect the 
Baltk trade, may be ready early in 
the next /fringe fo foon even as the 
month of March, ifpoffible; fb that 
by expediting the failing of the 
*nrfe, the lofa of tone in the prefent 
yaar nay, in fome degree, be repair- 
ed^ and alfo that the fhips now in 
Norway, and at Elfinenr, may have 
an opportunity, if they mould pafs 
the winter where they are, to avail 
themfdves of the Spring convoy to 
return home. 

Yonr Petitioners, therefore, hum- 
bly pray, that your High Mighti- 
nefTes will-give the moil precHe and 
fpeedy orders on all thofe headi; 
fuch orders as your High Mighti- 
neiTesihaU think the heft calculated 
to anfwer the expectations of your 
Petitioners, and to promote the in- 
terests of trade in general, through 
the Republic." 

The fecond Memorial, or Petition, 
' was from the Merchants of Amster- 
dam and Rotterdam trading to the 
Levant, and was to the following 
purport :

which have zrtfen to the trade and 
navigation of the Republic, from the 
Rdblutions of your High Mighti- 
oeiTcsofthe zift of May t 1770, and 
1 ft of April, i ;;6 ; the firft of which 
authorizes the Directors of the Le- 
vant trade to exa& from all foreign 
fhipa arriving in the ports of the Re- 
public, from the Levant, 5 per cent* 
ad valorem) for the cargoes, over 
and above the ufual duty of 6 per 
cent* for the freight, which had been 
levied before- The fecond of live 
above Refolutions tends to enhance 
confiderably the Tarif, according to 
which the value of thefc cargoes is 
to be after tamed. Thefe Refolu- 
dons have fully anfwercd the expec- 
tations of your High Mightirteffes, 
which were, that the ftibje£b of the 
Republic might be fupplied with the 
produce of the Levant in Dutch, and 
not in foreign bottoms. But as the 
ft ate of the navigation and commerce 
of the Republic is totally changed, 
nay, as the commerce and naviga- 
tion of the States are aim oil entirely 
interrupted and ruined by the an for* 
X unite and cruel war with which 
the King of Great- Britain unjuftly 
wages with our dear country, fo that 
through the impoffibility which ac- 
tually ex ids, of employing thole Ihips 
which have not been taken \yy the 
enemy, the trade in general of the 
Republic, and particularly that to 
the Levant, is reduced to the moil 
melancholy an ^ wretched alterna- 
tive, even with refpecl to foreign 
mips ; (for as to your petitioners, it 
it long ibce they have been under 
the abtoluie ncceflity of giving up all 
idea of carrying it on on their ODm 
account, or in their own bottoms) 
either of being totally abandoned, 
or elfc carried on for them by foreign 
nations,

J.tiie carrying on the Levant trade, is 
" the only expedient now left to your 
Petitioners. But as the number of 
VeJTels that can be called neutral, is 
very fmall, and as the de*mand for 
them by the different powers at war 
is fo. great, the price of freight has 
been prodigioufly increafed ; and as 
the infurance runs three times higher 
than it ufed to go formerly; your Pe- 
titioners find To many infuperable 
and difcouraging obftacles againft 
employing neutral fhips, that they 
muft'neceffarily renounce the trade, 
unlefs your High Mightineffes ihould 
be pleafed to take off for a time* the 
duty of five per cent. ad valorem; on 
the cargoes of foreign mips ; for this 
duty/ added to the enhanced price of 
freight and infurance, ™ uft render 
this, mode of trading almoft com- 
pletely, imprafticable, by flipping it 
of every poflible advantage : Thefe 
difficulties, and the prefent critical 
fituation of affairs, muir neceffarily 
ruin the Levant trade; for, as at 
prefant it is impoffible to carry it on 
but in neutral bottoms, fo it is evi- 
dent that foreign nations, finding 
themfelve's clogged with fuch ftip 
duties and difficulties, will be obliged 
to fofpend that branch of trade with 
the Dutch, and carrylt elfewhere.

Conftantinople, Sept. i. The dia- 
bolical fpirit of intolerance, which 
has for fome time difcompofed the 
brains of the Greeks, and fet them 
againft thofe of their brethren, who 
have thought proper to worihip God 
in the Roman Catholic way, is fup- 
ported by the Patriarch, with all the 
rancour and malice, common, to all 
enthufiaftic fectaries. His animofity 
had like, a few days ago, to have 
been produ&ive of fome very ferious 
confeqaences on the following occa- 
' fion* A Barattairo, or Armenian un- 
der the immediate protection of his 
Excellency Comte St. Prieft, amba£ 
fador from the court of France, be- 
ing lately dead, application was 
made by his relations to the Patri- 

S 5 arch 
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arch for leave to inter the corps with 
the ceremonies ufually praclifed a- 
mongft people of that nation. Un- 
fortunately the deceafed was one of 
the chiefs among thofe Armenians, 
who tave been reconciled to the holy 
fee.' The Patriarch had not forgot, 
nor was he difpofed to forget fo hei- 
nous a crime : his anfwer therefore 
was far from favourable : he declar- 
ing mildly, that were his whale nation 
to be deitroyed, he would never con- 
fent to grant the corpfe cf fuch a fin- 
nertobe interred amongft the faints 
of his holy perfuafion. Upon this, 
the friends applied to their protedlor 
the French ambaftador ; begging he 
would prevail with our miniilen, to 
interpofe their authority with the Pa- 
'triarch. Monfieur de St. Prieft io- 
ftantly fent his dragoman, or inter- 
preter, to the Reis-effendi. The lat- 
ter brorriifed a great deal ; but his 

* profeffions were fo infmcere, that it 
"Was not, till he had been applied to 
" ifive times in twenty-four hours, that 

orders were fent from the Porte to 
' the Prelate ; nay, they were even 
then only verbal, which in this coun- 
try amount to nothing. The fune- 
ral prbceflion however moved on, ef- 
^cofted *by three 'janiiTaries and four 
fchoaders or chairmen of this ambaf- 
fador. The/had hardly reached the 
"Jurying ground^ when they were fet 
upon by a great number of Boltan- 
gis; who, armed with flicks 'and 

* fcflfves, fell not only 1 on ' the Ambaf- 
' fador's fervants, but indifcriminate- 
' !y upoh fOme inofFenfive inhabitants, 

* who had come that way for a walk. 

* In this affray above 30 Francs, molt

1 Tally esteemed, Was carried off mor- 
w tadly wounded. ""' ■' 

The French Ambaflador, being 
'informed of this grievous .violation oi 

the rights of nations in the perfons 
" or" his f?rvants,'difpatched to the Reis 

Eifcndi, a memorial which, though 



couched b ilie llrong<1t,an£- tnoft 
peremptory terms, was hardly paid 
attention to by the nvimfter, A lo- 
co ud roemnttal followed the firil* 
Ivlonf. Ue Prieft cxprdfed hh afto- 
jiilhment, that the Pone mould not 
only rcfufc to oppofe, bin on the con - 
trary, feemed to countenutrce and 
approve the? outrageous behaviour of 
the Greek fcht fanatics : adding thai, 
untefs good order was relrorcd, an«i 
1 he mojt fignal reparation matle to 
him by the Porte, he would £hut Iviii- 
fclf up in hU hutcl, order his coun- 
try men not to appear abroad any 
more, till he mould have informed 
hh matter, and received his royal 
inftruct-kms. Thefe prefling and fpi- 
rited r em o a lira nee 5 produced the de- 
fired eiFe ct . T he Bo it angi - BaC > t i wu * 
fent from the Forte to acquaint the 
Ambanador, that feven of tht ling- 
leaders were 1 ecu red. Upon tb*\v 
examination it appr^ed, tlur, they 
had received 2000 piailrcs from the 
fchifmatic Armenians, for the pur- 
pufe of committing the outrage* 
complained of. Copies of their de- 
positions were delivered to the Sof- 
ia ngi, who padded, mat the Porte was 
reidy to punifh them in whatever 
manner hb Excellency fhouM re- 
quire* 7 "he AmbaiTador's anfwer 
w as* that he wifhed by no means the 
death oi thofe mifguided men ; bin 
infilled on an immediate enquiry to 
be made, in order to find out thofe 
mi foe ants who, by bribing* had re- 
duced and roiilcd the offenders : as it 
wai upon the feducers that he wiih- 
cd to revenge the affrout put upon 
him as AmbaiTador from the Kin;: of 
France. Qurgov eminent haa g ru n t- 
ed his rcqaefl, but the number of 
people bribed is fo confukraMe, the 
Vizir himfelf making one among!} 
thrm, that little or no juilice is in 
bc expected, unlefs Monfieur de St. 
Pnelt ihould take the matter in a 
more ferioui light, for we are n« 
ways inclined to raife enemies, hav- 
ing enough of our domeilic brolh.

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ft Is not' only in Egypt that civil 
Commotions have prepared work for 
the forces of this 1 empire ; the mal- 
contents hive rifen up in arms in 
Rornelia,' efpecially in the diitricl of 
Kirkilifk. The commanders, who 
had been difpatched there with or- 
ders to punim, the ring-leaders, have 
Been cut off, as'wcl] as the beil part 
df the forces they had brought with 
them to quell the rebellion. 

The ' lafl advices from Vienna 
bring ah account of the following 
circumftance that had happened, .in 
the diftrict of Holttein in the courfe 
<Jt the lail month 4 , whicli carries with 
it the moll intereiling indications of 
generofity in all the parties concern- 
ed :~ In the month of Augufl, the' 
young Comte deStolberg, aftudent 
in the univerfity of Keil, and a 
young nobleman of a gay and* ditfi- 
pated life, had a difpute with one of* 
the fons Of the bailiff of Eichsfield, a 
y6uth belonging to the fame univer- 
fity. Women, or play, were fup- 
p'ofed to have produced it, though 
the true caufe has riot yet tranfpired. 
The'partiesmer, and the Comte de 
Scolbergwas killed. The bailiff was 
in the greatefl agonies for the fate of 
his fon, who was apprehended for 
the murder, when he received the 
following letter from the* Comte 
Chriilien Stolberg, the furviving 
brother of the deceafed: 
' Sir, 

" It is with fincere condolance,' 
ih.it I feize the earlieit opportunity of 
offering you my hand. I confided 
youasjuftly en:i:led to commifera- 
tibri. I hope I mallconfole you by 
affuring you, in the moil fincere 
manner, that their does not a fpa'k 
of refentment remain 1 in my heart to- 
wards your unfortunate fon, wftofe 
hand deprived tny de^ar brother of his 
life,^ I afiure you, Sir, in my Own 
]JcrfOn, and in that of my brothers 
atfd filters/ that we have taken, and 
&ail commae to take, every potfiole- 
means in our power ;o. mitigate the 



misfortunes of voir fon. — If his fen- 
tence mould ultimately turn out, con- 
trary to what we all wifti, arid to 
what, from the know clemency of 
the Judges, there 'is every reafon t6 
expeel, in thatcafe we mall ufe every 
effort to procure lenity from his lyfa- 
jelly, and afl'tuedly his Jvfajefty will 
not turn a deaf ear to our entreaties 
Unhappy father! — my feelings com- 
pel me to addrefs thefe few words of 
comfort to you.— I entreat you moil 
earnefliy to rely on my aflurances.— . 
But, .alas ! this confofatioh will be 
Hght indeed, if I Jhould afterward* 
prove unable to accompany it witA 
that a'ona whi-h can give you perfect 
frcurity. Don't 'think harihly of 
your fon for an event which ought 
not to have had fo fatal an iflue. Per- 
mit me to foften my own concern, bf 
informing you, that I have read one" 
of the letters of this young man, re* 
plete ftith fentiments which a gene* 
rous heart could alone have dictated, 
and which drew tears of companion 
from my eyes. The ways of Heaven, 
however, are inextricable; they lead 
us to happinefs by various paflages. 
The veil will one day be withdrawn, 
and perhaps, ftrange as it may ap- 
pear,, we ihall mutually have caufe 1 
to rejoice in the tfanfaclion' which 
has recently taken place between 
your fon and my brother. 

4 * They were two young men in. 
the flower of their age, each expoTed 
to a thoufand dangers and tempta- 
rions, which, poflibly, the one coolcf 
only have avoided by an extraordi- 
nary death, and the other may by 
the comroiffibn Ji violent acloti be 
led into a ferious reflexion on his ownf 
conduit. Neither of them thought 
of murdering the other, nor had tttey 
ever harboured the leaft fpark of ma* 
lice in their he.rrs. The laft worcM 
of my dying brother were, ** Intet- 
cece for the pardon of him who hsi 
wounded me." The' reqaeft of our 
brother engages us warmly to intereit 
oorteives tor your for, whofe lot, in 
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tbls,aJfrirha*huhmab^ntht mild- 
ell. May God a fiord you confola- 
tion! and grant that )our Ton, after 
having been the caufe of th'efe fevere 
jt^&tftiQfts, may one day comfort you 
by the tuicerity of his repentance, 
and the regularity of his conduct! 
and may he gracioufly vouch fafe to 
efafe from your mind every recollec- 
tion of this fatal event !

The above 
officer took hi^meafures fo well, and 
his Spam fti troops executed his orders 
with fo much bravery, that the re- 
bellious cauaiile weie fotced down

Mr. Q'Neil rofe, and after deli- 
vering a«panegyricou the abilities'of 
Jus Excellency, and tfiofe of his Se- 
cretary, and adverted to the happy: 
actuation of this country at prefent, 
jacved, That, the Houfe do refolve 
on an addrefs of thanks to his. Ma- 
jefty, for the great and manifold 
' benefit* conferred on his Majefty's 
fvbje&s in this kingdom, by grant- 
ing them the moH^nbounded liberty 
of commerce, &c. 
( He was fcconded by Mr, Holmes, 
who enlarged upon the benefits 
which Providence had, in a fhort 
time, poured fo profufely on the* 
kingdom.

it is the defire of the Houfe, you 
will present in proper form ; relying 
at the fame time upon your active 
zeal and fidelity in the fervice of,your 
country, to exert your beft endea- 
vours to promote the prayer of this 
petition to the throne — Since hard it 
the lot truly of onr native country, 
that at a_period fo favourable to the 
civil liberties of all the colonies in 
the Britifh dominions in general, that 
even the right of taxing them by the 
Supreme legislative authority of the 
kingdom, is given up by his Majefty 
and the Parliament, in order to con- 
ciliate the minds of our revolted 
brethren of America; the inhabitants 
of this ancient fettlement, whofe loy-. 
alty has been unfhaken and un im- 
peached, fhould be fubjefted to the 
payment of imports by the alontf 
power of his Majefty's Governor and 
Council, without even the confu- 
tation, io far frcjm the confent, of 
the General AHembly of the people. 
Hard, Sir, would this invidious fub- 
j^ction of us have been at anytime, 
even the moil flouriihing we have- 
been ever bleikd vithj but to be 

thue 
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tTius borne down under the weight of 
this arbitrary and opprefliVe burthen, 
when the inhabitants both of our 
town and country are finking under 
the prefiure of the greatefl of all hu- 
man calamities ever fuffered by a 
people not utterly devoted to de- 
ilruclSon, is intolerable — It is true, 
that, this table of profcription of the 
fortunes of our inhabitants was hung 
up ;at' the Secretary's Office, by order 
of the Governor and Council, before 
the horrible day of our late general 
ruin $ but as the Governor was re- 
itrained'by no,.regij-d to the rights 
and privileges oi theBritim fubjecl, 
in the impbfmg this uuconftitutional 
tax on our people previous to that 
deplorable event, fo. neither has he 
fince, on motives of humanity, fo 
natural to the human breaft upon the 
figh,t of fuch univerfal diftrefs, thought 
fit to difcontinue the imposition ; we 
have therefore, no profpeft of relief, 
but in the prefent appeal to the juftice ■ 
and goodnefs of cur gracious So- * 
vereign, qualities too eminently dif- 
tinguifhed in the royal mind," onJefs 
impoKant occafions, not to give his 
loving and unfortunate fubje&s of 
Barbados the furefl grounds of con- 
fidence in them* upon one fo cruel 
and alarming.

The Humble Memorial of Samuel 
Estwick, Agent for the Qolony of 
Barbados, 
Sheweth, 
^ That Major-general James Cu- 
ninghame, being appointed tc the 
government ot the ifiand of ''ir- 
bados, did, fobn after his ■ .-■>.■' 
there; that is, on the zyh [,.. of ' 
July 1780, make the folk wing :^ c;\ 
to the Council and Affembly of the 
faid ifland : 

** Gentlemen of the Counci 1 , ahd 
Gentlemen of the AfTcmbly, 
" I mould not do juflice to my, 
own feelings, if I did not embrace 
the firft occafion of {peaking to* you 
from this chair, to declare the fcufc "■'. 
I entertain of the honour done me. 
by his Majefty's appointment, to the 
government of this ancient and valu- 
able colony. ' 

* l The character which your an- 
ceftors have fucceffively tranfmitted, ■. 
.down to you, of loyalty to tne King 1 
and attachment to the constitution* 
you have uniformly maintained ; the 
prefervation of that good order and \ 
tranquility, which hsre reigned fo 
long among you, undifturbed'by vio- 
lence or faftion, diffin'guifhes the 
temper and wifdom of your councils : 
theie are circumftances that have re- 
commended and endeared you to 
your Sovereign, and you have had, 
experience of his Majefty's regard to 
your wants/ by the ample fupply of 
provisions fent from England to this 
ifland, without- any charge of tran£ 
port j the royal prefent Of artillery 
and military flores for your defence ; 
and the large Aims granted for the f 
beginning and improving the Mole- , ' 
head ; I mufl alfo mention another 
inftance of his MajeftyY gracious in- 
tention to this ifland, at this'time of 
public danger, in 'fofyetdily fending 
out a-fuccefibr to thelate Governor; t , 
and I ihall be happy, if in executing .. 
his royal<:ommands,'I may contribute J ? 
to the fafety and profperity of this 
refpeftable part of his Majefty's do- 
T t 2 minions 1 
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minions ; at the fame time, I cannot 
but lament that the neceffity of my 
fudden departure at this critical junc- 
ture, deprived me of the means I 
wifhed for, of continuing to exert 
myfolfin forwarding thofe favour- 
able difpofitions of his Majefty, and 
his minifters, for the welfare of this 
colonv, flattering myfelf you are ap- 
prifed that I omitted no opportunity 
of urging, with zeal and activity, 
every meafure which I thought 
might contribute to the welfare of 
this ifland. 

*' Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of 
the Affembly, 

*' I have an equal confidence in 
your wifdom and liberality. I (hall 
therefore forbear to reprefent to you 
the neceffity of preparing for your 
defence, or to prefs for fuch fupplies 
as the works, elTential to your fafety, 
may require for their completion. 
The public money will, I hope, al- 
ways be applied to fuch purpofes as 
will meet your approbation. I truft 
therefore you will not neglect to raife 
what may be fully fufficient for this 
important fervice. In your confu- 
tations on the fubject, I fhall be 
ready and happy to give you all the 
information and afliftance which my 
former fervices in this country, and 
experience in my profeffion, enable 
me to afford you. 

" Among many inductions I have 
deceived from the King, all framed 
for the good and welfare of the peo- 
ple of this ifland, there is one, which 
n feems necelTary, and I believe has 
been ufual to communicate to you 
without delay ; I have therefore di- 
rected a copy of it to be made out, 
to be Lid before you. 

" It would be indelicate in me to 
enlarge upon a fubject in which I 
find myfelf fo perfonalJy interested ; 
I mail therefore fubmit it to your 
confideration, with the hope that an 
appointment, fufficient for the fup- 
port of the dignity of government 



(and of your own honour) may b<f 

the refutt of your deliberations. 

" Gentlemen of the Council, Mr. 

Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 

Affembly, 

" I have the fatisfaction of -bring- 
ing you afifurances from his Majefty-s 
minifters, fhat every attention fhall 
be paid to the fafety and welfare of 
this colony, which its character and 
importance deferms. 

" The powerful naval force, which 
his Majefty has deftined for the pro- 
tection of this part of the empire, 
promifes you theoioft perfe3 feeurity, 
but it behoves you to reflect, that a 
flate of war is ever in fome degree a 
ftate of danger* 

'* Let not your confidence, though 
founded in experience of his Majefty's 
care of you, abate your exertions for 
your internal defence. 

" You have a numerous and re- 
fpectable militia ; but I apprehend, 
the laws which eflablifhed it are be- 
come defective, and require revifion. 
Though I entertain no doubt of a 
due attention in you to your prefent 
fituation, it is fo much my duty that 
1 canriot forbear to recommend it to 
you, in the ftrongeft manner, to 
frame fuch a militia bill, as mail 
give, you all the advantages you may' 
derive from your internal ftrength. * 

* c Whatever powers it may be 
judged proper to lodge in the Com- 
mander in Chief, I pledge myfelf 
fhall be exercifed with all the mo- 
. deration which the nature of the fer- 
vice will jufHfy. 

" I know of no other matters of 

. which it is neceffary to fpeak to you 

at prefent, nor (hall trouble you with 

common profeffions my conduct 

alone muft determine the character of 
my administration, which I feel can 
prove honourable to myfelf, only in 
the degree 1 fhall make it happy to 
you." 

That the Houfe of Affembly pro- 
ceeded on the fame day to take into 
-"-. ■> thei* 
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jheir* confederation the fettlementof 
his Excellency's falary, and after due 
deliberation, the Speaker, -attended 
by the Houfe, carried up the Bill of 
Settlement, and prefenting the fame 
to his Excellency for his afTent, ex- 
preflfed himfelf as follows : 

" May it pleafe your Excellency, 
c< By command of the Houfe of 
AfTemhiy, and with the concurrence 
of his Majefty's Council, I have the 
honour to prefent your Excellency 
with a bill to fettle the fum of 2000I. 
a year for the better fupport of your 
Excellency and the dignity of your 
jgovemment, during your Excellen- 
cy's refidence in the ifland; a free* 
'and voluntary gift of the people, in 
addition to the falary that is allowed 
'your Excellency by the Crown, and 
which I muftobferve, arifes alfo out of 
the produce of the lands of this un- 
fortunate community ; unfortunate, 
as I mull indeed call them upon this 
occasion, when their representative 
body are obliged to appear before 
your Excellency, with an offering of 
fo much lefs value than what they 
have 1 been long accuftomed to beftow 
upon your Excellency's more happy, 
though we acknowledge not more 
. worthy predeceflbrs : .but fuch are 
how "the melancholy circumfiances of 
our country, fo changed and reduced 
to what they were, that was I in this 
place to lay before you, Sir, a full 
and faithful reprefentation of our 
wretched ftate, I might find myfelf 
involved in an aukward and particu- 
lar dillrefs ; I might be led into an 
argument, which would rather feem 
to fhew that we had nothing to give, 
than ferve to excufe ourfelves to your 
Excellency, that we can give no 
more; efpecially at'a time, when to 
all other misfortunes, one heavy dis- 
appointment has been lately added, 
which feems to fill up the meafure of 
them ; the difappointment of that 
relief from the greatefl of our bur- 
thens, which, on every principle of 
Equity, as wejl as out of a tender 



regard to our deplorable condition, 
we had good reafon to expect, as we 
had fought it, from the hand of Go- 
vernment : thus when, amidfl the 
number and variety of evils, which 
had gone forth and fpread themfelves 
over the face of our whole country, 
to the deflru&ion of many, and to 
the dread of all, we had yet one 
hope lying at the bottom for our 
comfort, we fee that even this hope 
now is fled, and has left us deflitute 
of every other refource, but in a 
rigid and determined faving of the 
little that remains to us ; yet of that 
little, we freely and chearfully pre- 
fent your Excellency with a part, 
and fuch a part too, as, proportioned 
to our real circumfiances, will abun- 
dantly teflify the high regard we bear 
to fo refpedtable a charader, the af~ 
feclion that already begins to kindle 
in our bofqms at fo amiable a de- 
portment, Sir, as your's. Here then 
I will conclude with your Excellen- 
cy's afTent to this bill ; and by your 
gracious and ready acceptance of 
this, which is the beft tribute of our 
benevolence we can afford, your Ex- 
cellency will make us happy in that 
inftance, as we are confident we fhall 
find ourfelves in every other, whilfl 
you continue, Sir, to prefide amongft 
us." 

That his Excellency made the fol- 
lowing anfwer : 

- " I find, Gentlemen, that you 
have begun your reform of ceconomy 
with me, I hope you mean to go on 
with it, as I am perfuaded there is an 
ample field. I flatter myfelf that 
you will believe that I fhall endea- 
vour to fecond you in every meafure 
propofed for the advantage of this 
ifland ; but I fhall not give any im- 
mediate afTent to this bill, becaufe 
by your refolve, I am really con- 
vinced, that the attempt to force the 
miniflers into a meafure, ibey are 
certainly inclined to adopt, is more 
likely to retard, than forward their 
good intentions," 
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That in pursuance of an adjourn- 
ment to the 23d day of Augulr, the 
Houfe being met, agreed to, and 
prefented the following addrefs to 
his Excellency : 
Barbados. 

To his Exmthhcy James Cuning- 
Hamf, Efq . Major-general tif his 
Majf fly* $ forces, and Captain-ge- 
neral) Governor, and Commander 
in Chief of this ijland, Chancel- 
lor, Ordinary, and Vice-admiral 
of the fame, 
" The humble addrefs of the Ge- 
neral Aflembly. 

." May it pleafe your Excellency, 
" We, the representatives of the 
people , in their General Aflembly, 
return your Excellency the fincere 
thanks of this Houfe, for your oblig- 
ing fpeech to the Council and this 
Aflembly at our former meeting ; 
and fenfibly affected as we are, by 
the honour done our country in the 
gracious teftimony given by your 
Excellency, of the loyalty and at- 
tachment of its inhabitants to the 
King and the Confutation of their 
parent State, we beg leave to aflure 
your Excellency that thefe are prin- 
ciples, which, being tranfmitted to 
us, from our anccftors, through a 
feries of more profperous years, it 
lias been our ftudy, our ambition, 
to adhere to, with the greater zeal 
in feafons of danger and diftrefs, to 
which we have been expofed in our 
own 4efs happy days. Deeply fen- 
fible of all the in fiances of his Ma- 
jefty's paternal care and goodnefs to 
thii his dutiful and affectionate colo- 
ny under their various wants, when- 
ever thefe have been admitted to a 
jgraciQus hearing, we feel, on the re- 
peated mention of them by your Ex- 
cellency* the emotions of a new and 
lively. gratitude for the royal favour ; 
and to all the former marks of this, 
which we have not failed ro acknow- 
ledge and exprefs our humble thanks 
for, as becomes a grateful people, 
we" are again made fenfible of hid 



Majefty's goodnefs in the early and 
judicious appointment of a gentle- 
man of your Excellency's deferring 
character, to take this government 
upon him ; one, in whom the talents 
to become eminently ufeful to our 
country at this juncture in the mili- 
tary line, are fo happily united with 
fuch an amiable difpofition of the 
mind, as to allow us to' fee with 
pleafure, the exertion of thofe pecu* 
liar powers for our fafety, without a 
fear of danger to any of our civil 
rights. Nor are we uninformed of 
your Excellency's benevolent atten- 
tion to the interefts of this commu- 
nity on the other fide of the water, 
upon your firft appointment to take 
the lead in what concerns thofe in- 
terefb ; though to our mutualill for- 
tune and regret, we have not been 
blefled with the beft fruits of thofe 
good offices on this. 

" But whilft we avow with plea- 
fure the juft fenfe of thofe particular 
obligations which we owe to our gra- 
cious Sovereign, and his worthy re- 
prefentative, we are diftrefled by an 
equal fenfe of our unfortunate fitua- 
tion, which deprives us of the means 
of bellowing on your Excellency that 
full and fubftantial mark of our 
efteem, in an additional provifion for 
fupporting the honour of your go- 
vernment, which we are moft de- 
firous of making ; fince fuch are the 
diitrefsful circumftancesof the people 
of almoft all ranks amongft us, that 
fhort as the tribute really is of our 
faithful inclinations, it is yet to the 
utmoft extent of our ability ; nor 
can any occafion make this aflembly 
happier than fome aufpicious hour, 
in which we fhall be enabled to tes- 
tify the full and honeft warmth of 
thofe inclinations on our parts', ' to 
the more perfect fatisfaflion, Sir, 
on your's. 

" But for any further fupplies 
which your Excellency, on a review 
of the ftate of our fortifications, may . 
think ftill wanting for our defence in 

thofe 
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thofe works, after all the immenfe 
expence which our country has been 
put to formerly, and of late times, 
when wc could fo ill afford it, and 
when, befides the large fum laft 
voted by the Houfe of AfTembly for 
this very fervice, a ftill farther fum 
has been laid out by the commif- 
iioners of fortifications, that now re- 
mains as a debt on our finances, and 
creates a general diftrefsand diftatif- 
faclion in levying it on the public ; 
after all thefe expences, Sir, if thefe , 
works fhould be found . infufficjent - 
for our fecurity, and any new ones* 
be deemed indifpenfibly neceffary, 
this houfe muft throw themfelves 
upon the juftice or favour of his 
Majefty, to take that charge upon 
the Crown-, fince the people of this 
country are utterly deftitute of the 
means of raifing fuch fupplies, how- 
ever fatal the confequences of our 
inability may prove to our very pre- 
fervation; upon his Majefty's wont- 
ed goodnefs we {hall therefore rely, 
in this extremity, whilft we receive, 
Avith all imaginable regard, the 
agreeable afTurances which your Ex- 
cellency is pleafed to make us from 
his Majefty's minifters, of their at- 
tention to the fafety and welfare of 
this colony, important, as we are 
fenfible, from its fituation, this 
ifland muft be to the mother coun- 
try, no lefs than dear, under all its 
preferit difadvantages, to ourfelves. 

" The powerful naval force de- 
ftined for the protection of this part 
of the empire, and which has been 
fo nobly and gallantly exerted by the 
piefent , Commander in Chief, for 
his own honour and the nation's 
glory, as well as to our particular 
fatisfaftion, cannot but make a'fuit- 
able impreflion on our minds ; and 
yet, *how great foever our confidence- 
may be, both in keeping up that 
force, and in the continued brave 
exertion of it, we acknowledge, with 
your Excellency, the propriety of 
attending, as far as we can make 



that attention. efficacious j to ourdwa 
internal*, .defence. And, for this 
purpofe, we are ready to enter into 
rfuch a revifion of our military law, 
as your Excellency is pleafed to re- 
commend to us, and to adopt fomc* 
more practicable plan than is in force 
at pre fen t, which may ferve to foray 
our numerous body of people into a 
more refpectable militia ; nor fhall 
we harbour the leaft diftruft of any 
ungenerous, advantage', which the 
Tieceuary inveftiture of any new 
powers ., on. that occafion in your Ex* 
cellency, may expofe us to : powers, 
.which, we were afTured that your 
Excellency's political exiftence in this 
country could be made happily coeva^ 
with its own, we fhould have no ap- 
prehenfion of granting without re- 
serve, .but entrufied as we particu* , 
larly are, with the care of thofe maft 
valuable of all rights, our civil liber- 
ties, jt is our duty to guard on fueh 
an occafion, with more than com- 
mon ( flri&nefs, guard againft all con- 
tingencies, and provide for times, 
which, from fame painful experi- 
ence of the paft, we may fear to 
find no lefs unfavourable in the fu- 
ture. Yet, under your Excellency 1 * 
benignant awfpices, we flatter our* 
felves, that fuch an excellent fyftcn 
of defence may be agreed upon>- a$, 
whilft it grants all &e powtrs ne- 
ceflary for eitabUfhing the beft ouli* 
tary force amongft us, may yttfjeave 
every civil right unhurt, in whatever 
hands the future command ef that 
force may be devolved for our pro- 
tection. 

. " We cannot conclude this ad* 
drefs, without expreffing our thanks 
for the very generous fentiment witfc 
which your Excellency has been 
pleafed ;o clofe your fpeech ; nor 
without ajfuying your Excellency m 
return, that whatever may be the 
benefits we fhall enjoy under yoor 
mild and equal adminiftniekm, Kfc 
can be happy only as -we are jult, 
in renjdexing year Excellency's go- 
vernment, 
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vernm«nt, as far as we have the 
power to render it, eafy and honour- 
able to yourfelf." 

That the Houfe being further ad- 
journed to the 5th of September, and 
being then met, the following anTwer 
of his Excellency to the addreis cf the 
Atiembly was laid before the Hcufe: 
" Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of 
the Aflembly, 

" Nothing can be more agreeable 
to me, than the warm profefuonsyou 
make of loyalty and attachment to 
the crown and coniUtution of Great- 
Britain. 

The flattering opinion and confi- 
dence you expreis towards me, I 
eileem as one of the greateft honours 
of my life. I wifh it may induce 
you to render back to the proper 
branch of the conllitution, the ap- 
pointment of thofe employments that 
you now difpofe of, I mean the offices 
of Treafurer and Storekeeper, which 
I am perfuadeu is in a great degree 
the fource of that profufion you fo 
much complain of. 

Tour civil rights, coniiftent with 
"the coniUtution of Great-Britain, 
.and the powers I am inveiled with, 
in the arduous lkuation I am placed 
yt>, Jbail be exerted with temper and 
Jbecomingfinnnefs; but I am forry 
'to obierve, the misfortunes you attri- 
bute to bad Jeafons, iiiuft, in a great 
jneafure, be owing to a corruption in 
the prefent fyftem of your government, 
-ana the continual encroachments you 
iave made, and are daily making, 
fin the executive power is, partly the 
caufe of chat wafte of the public money 
fo notorious to every unprejudiced 
mind. 

J am forry the exertions I made 
before I left England, in favour of 
measures, that were eflccmed for the 
advantage of this i/Iand, which your 
correipondents have done me but 
common juilice in conveying to you, 
have been fo illiberally requited, by 
your attempting to prefcribe terms, 
{0 highly improper for me to ac- 



quiefce in, and to take a time to da 
it, when it is well known that the 
Englifh falary does not exceed to 
your Governor 1450L fterling a year; 
reduced by fees of office, and other 
defalcations, and when I can with 
truth aflert, that fince my . arrival 
here, no perquisites have reached my 
hands. You ought to have reflected, 
when you made a provifion for me, 
as the King's representative, the ne- 
cefiary expences attending my fitu- f 
ation, from the prefent high pricg ef 
every article of expence ; and had your 
donation been more liberal, I fhould 
have thought it incumbent on me to 
have fupported his Majefty's coxn-f 
miflion with more dignity, at a time 
when fo many gentlemen of quality 
and diftinclion in the King's iervicer 
refide among you. 

Your fortifications are inadequate 
to your defence, and the moft ne- 
ceflary works are entirely neglected ; 
yet at the inflant of time, when war 
and danger furround you, you do 
not hefitate to declare, that you no 
longer can or will raife further fup- 
plies for your protection ; fuch a de- 
claration muft: rejoice the common 
enemy, and this you are doing, when 
we have opportunity of procuring the 
advice of experienced and able of- 
ficers j when you. are fo peculiarly 
fortunate as to have the prefence of 
the Commander in Chief of his Ma- 
jefty's forces in the Leeward Iflands, 
renowned for his gallantry and zeal 
for the fervice, from whofe wifdom 
and military talents we may hope for 
every aJFdtance towards putting this 
Ifland in a proper pofture of defences 

The juftice you do to the conduct 
and bravery of Sir George Rodney,- 
and the fenfe you have of the power- 
ful exertions by fea and land for your 
protection, muft be pleaiing to his 
Majefty. 

I am rejoiced to receive your pro- 
mife of revifing the militia law, to 
which neceflary meafure I fhall be 
ready to give my utmoft afliftance. 

I muft 
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* I mufl now, Gentlemen, entreat 
you in the moll earneft manner, at 
this time of public danger, to lay 
afide, that fpirit of contention, which 
is but too vifible in your proceedings, 
(and 'which I mall equally recom- 
mend to the other branch of the le- 
giflature) to liwwitb proper ateonomy, 
the only means of retrieving embar- 
rafled circumftances, to employ your- 
felves in framing wife laws, on the 
conftitutional principles of Great-Bri- 
tain, which will reilore credit to your 
finances, and energy to your govern- 
ment, and that luftre to your ifland, 
which formerly upheld it as a model 
of order and loyalty to this part of 
his Majcfty's dominions. Happy 
mall I be to contribute to fo dcfirable 
and Ludable an undertaking. Such 
a conduct will reflect honour on me, 
and will certainly meet with the 
jnoft cordial reception from the beft 
of Sovereigns.

our former cordial and mod refpect- 
ful addrefs. To be filent on the oc- 
cafion of receiving fuch a paper, fall

of accufations againft this Aflfembjy, 
might be conftrued, at leaft by your 
Excellency, as an acknowledgment 
of our guilt ; and yet to reply to 
fuch a charge, in a manner equal to 
oar fenfe of the injurious treatment, 
lays us under the greateft difficulty, 
when addrefling ourfelves to your 
Excellency, the reprefentative of a 
Monarch, for whofe perfon our re» 
fpect mud ever be held as facred as 
our duty to his government. Yet, 
under every difad vantage of this kind, 
we mufl begin with freely declaring 
to Vour Excellency, that although 
we exprefled a readinefs in our for- 
mer nddrefs to place that generous 
confidence, which we thought due to 
your Excellency's character for mild- 
nefs and moderation, in refpect to 
any new powers that it might be ne* 
ce/Tary to inveftyour Excellency with 
in the better regulation of our mili- 
tary forcej it does by no means fol* 
low, as a natural confequence, upon 
the extraordinary requifition which, 
your Excellency has now been pleafed 
to make upon us farther, that we 
mould furrender into your hands that 
right, which the Houfe of Aflembly 
holds, of appointing the Treafurer 
and Storekeeper of the ifland ; a 
right too which this Houfe has 
held time out of mind, by the pe- 
culiar grace and favour of the crown, 
for the fecurky and fatisfaction of 
an old and loyal colony ; and which, 
as we verily believe, was gran led 
with this farther benevolent defign, 
of guarding the colony again ft thofe 
too natural mifchiefs and difafters 
that might arife to us in placing the 
appointment, at fome unlucky junc- 
ture with a fupefior power. To fur- 
render a right, then, of fuch im- 
portance to our country into the 
hands of a Governor, where we have 
no trace on record that it ever was 
entrufted, (although your Excellency 
fpeaks of our rendering it back On 
that prefumption) and appear to 
flight fo honourable a mark of ths 
L 1 u crown's 
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crown's favour to the reprefentative 
*r>ody of the p«)ple > their natural 
and chofen guardians ; this, Sir, 
•would be a facrifke that muft fhew 
the prefent AfTembly to be as un- 
worthy of the efteem of our Sovereign , 
as of the confidence of our conftitu- 
ents. Nor can we conceive on what 
ground your Excellency has formed 
fo ungenerous a perfuafion as that 
the appointment of thefe officers in 
the Houfeof AfTembly is in a "great 
degree the fource of that profufion 
- which the AfTembly have complained 
of." Since this Affembly cannot, of 
their own authority, order the pay- 
ment of a fmgle fhilling out of the 
public treafure, or the delivery of a 
pound of gun-powder out of the ma- 
gazine, for any purpofe, public or 
private, whatfoever ; but, by the laws 
of our country, every order for the 
payment of money outof the treafury 
lies with the Commander in Chief, 
for the time being, in council to 
give ; and for the delivery of every 
barrel of gun-powder out of the ma- 
gazine, the order is given by the Com- 
mander in Chief alone j fo that if 
profufion, which we have indeed but 
top juft reafon to complain of, in 
both inftanccs, be admitted by your 
Excellency, the fault cannot be 
charged on the AfTembly, who have 
no particular intereft in any, even 
the largefl, fums of money that may 
be expended, or the greateft quanti- 
* ties of powder iflued out, though 
they have indeed an intereft, in com- 
mon with the reft of their country- 
men, in the favings that might by 
any means be obtained by both. 

We. are obliged to your Excellen- 
cy ,for thofe gracious declarations of 
indulgence which you are pleafed to 
jrnake.us, in allowing the exertion 
of our civil rights; but by the blef- 
fing of God upon the firmneft of our 
own minds, we declare, that there 
is no civil right which this AfTembly 
pofTefTes by the laws and conftitution 
©f our country,, which we will either 



ceafe to hold, ot ceafe to exer«&^ 
whenever the good of pur" country 
calls upon us for their exertion, f© 
long as thofe laws and that conftitu- 
tion remain in being to fupport us 
in the valuable tenure. 

As much at a lofs, Sir, as we wefe 
to learn by what means your Excel- 
lency could fuppofe the appointment 
of the two officers of Treafurer and 
Storekeeper was the fource of that 
profufion fo much complained of, 
we confefs ourfelves equally fo to ac- 
count for the obfervation which your 
Excellency is pleafed to fay you have 
been forry to make, that the <( mis- 
fortunes we attribute to bad feafons 
muft be in a great meafure owing to 
a corruption in the prefent fyftem of 
our government ;" and yet if this 
pofition be well-founded, and ca- 
pable of proofs happy might the 
event be to all our deluded fellow'- 
fufFerers from thofe imaginary caufes ; 
fince if all the wealth ofthisonce- 
flourijhing colony, which we have 
been hitherto believing to be funk 
by thofe bad feafons, has neverthe- 
lefs been produced and funk in the 
pockets of fome corrupt fet of men 
amongft us, this AfTembly' readily 
pledge themfelves to join your Ex- 
cellency in the moft rigid inquifition 
into the crime ; nor will we reft till 
we have procured fuch a confifcatioa 
of the plunder, along with the pu- 
nifhment of the delinquents, as may 
tend to the fulleft fatisfaction of their 
injured countrymen. But when 
your Excellency proceeds to charge 
this AfTembly with *.' encroachments 
which they have made, and are 
daily making on the executive power^ 
as being partly the caufe of that 
wafte of the public money, fo noto- 
rious to every unprejudiced mind/* 
we owe it to our own honour, in de- 
fence of ourfelves, againft fo inju- 
rious an accufation, to defy your 
Excellency to name the fmgle in- 
ftance in which we have illegally en- 
croached ox ufurpedy upon the execu- 
tive 
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Oive power in the courfe ofour pro- 
ceedings : nor are we confcious of 
having taken upon us the jexercife of 
any power whatever, in which we 
have not been, fully juftified by the 
exprefs laws of our country, or that 
we have exercifed a flngle power en- 
truftedtQ us by thofe laws, but from 
motives of the pureft benevolence, 
fjr the end only of fome public good. 
Bat forry, Sir, muit we now de- 
clare ourfelves to be on our parts, and 
greatly fo ? to fee that this Aflembly 
again called to account by your Ex- 
cellency, after all that we have fo 
humbly and fo refpeclfully offered in 
apology for ourfelves, for that fmall 
fum granted to your Excellency Tor 
the fupport of your dignity than 
what, was given to many of your pre- 
decefjbrs ; and we are the more af- 
fected at it, as your Excellency's re- 
fentment on this reduction of the 
Barbados falary has led us tq a dif- 
"covery fo much to the difad vantage 
of the Crown, in refpect to the lois 
your Excellency mull fuftain by the 
defalcations; on your Englifh falary 
moreover, Yet, with refpeft to our* 
felves, all that we can here farther 
urge in our excufe is, that we did 
not fail to give the confiderations of 
the higheil prices of provifions 
amongit us, both of thofe that are 
imported and ofour own national 
growth, the fullelt weight; and re- 
membering how greatly the inhabi- 
tants of the ifland have been for fome 
years fuffering, and flill continue to 
fuffer by this very evil, had we given 
that confideration all its force in our 
minds, it mult rather have difcou- 
raged us from making any fettlement 
at all, than that which we prefented 
to your Excellency under every dis- 
advantage. Nor can we, in juftice 
.to ourfelves forbear remarking, that 
the additional fum granted by this 
Aflembly to the Englim falary, re- 
duced as that is to 1450I. a-year 
fterling, will be more than fufficient 
to anfwer all the purpofes of fup- 



parting the dignity of your Excel- 
lency's government, even under all 
the unfavourable circumftances your 
Excellency has enumerated, fince it 
is well known that a much fmaller 
fum was expended by majiyofyour 
Excellency's predeceftbrs in the fame 
high ftation, to fupport tlie honour 
and dignity of their government, and 
a large furplus hoarded by two of 
them at leaft, who furvived to carry 
it off, for purpofes in which the ho- 
nour and dignity of this government 
had no fhare* at all. 

But as it was in regard to this un- 
happy point, your Excellency's fa- 
lary, foin refpeel to the fortifications 
(the next fubjedl pf your Excellency's 
accufation of this AfTembly) we have 
been governed in our refolution, not 
by choice, but byneceflity; nor can 
your Excellency's mention of the 
name of fo great and able, a General 
as that of Vaughan, whom we are 
indeed happy to fee ftationed at this 
time amongit us, produce any other 
effeel upon our minds than to ag- 
gravate the fenfe ofour misfortunes, 
without adding one fting of reflection 
from any' confcious blame, on the 
occafion, iince to the particular me- 
rits of this worthy officer, the Af- 
fembly, Sir, are fully fenfible ; ad- 
miring in him all the fpirit of ancient 
chivalry, fo happily improved by a 
full knowledge of all the more re- 
fined and modern art of war ; and 
well affured too, that had he a proper 
army to lead on in this part of Ame- 
rica, as he had upon the other, the 
fame rapid conqueft would again 
diftinguifh his exploits, and leave us 
little to fear from the infufficiency of 
our own forts and fortrefles. But, 
fond as we mould naturally be, to 
avail ourfelves of General Vaughan '$ 
afliftance, fo Ikilfully and generoufly ' 
as we 'know it would be given, how 
vain, and indeed how unworthy 
would it be in us to call it in, with 
fo little ability on our fide to render 
it of any real ufc to us ; for as the ' 
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fuppHes mud be all immediately 
railed to anfwer the expence of any 
works that fhould be undertaken, no 
Credit being to be gained from the 
inhabitants for the hire of their la- 
bour, or the materials they fhould 
furnifh for the works, and as it is 
well known, moreover, that the taxes 
which muft be levied upon the peo- 
ple, to anfwer the pofitive demands 
of government both this year and the 
next, are more than what two- thirds 
of the community are able to pay 
without the utmoft inconvenience, if 
not diftrefs — furely it would be folly 
or wickednefs in this affembly to at- 
tempt to lay a further tax at fuch a 
juncture, when nothing lefs than 
ruin and oppreffion muft be the con- 
feq uence of it to our poor inhabitants. 

But to proceed to the lad article 
of your Excellency's impeachment of 
this Affembly for their conduct, we 
xnuft beg leave to fay, that if to af- 
fert and maintain the rights and pri- 
vileges of our fellow- fubj efts, which 
are peculiarly entrufted to our care ; 
if to refent indignity offered to us in 
the execution of that truft ; if this be 
to' fhew a fpirit of contention ; it is a 
fpirit which we hope will never de- 
part from the reprefentative body ; 
out for any other fpirit of contention, 
we difclaim the knowledge of it ; 
and truft to your Excellency's calm 
reflec*Uon of your own undeferved at- 
tack upon the honour of this Affem- 
bly, not to place our prefent juft re- 
monftrance againft the injury that 
has been done to us, to the account 
of any fuch contentious fpirit. 

In all other points your Excellency 
may depend upon our equal attention 
to the proper duties of our delegated 
charge ; though we cannot but think 
that the enforcing a fyftem of public 
ceconomy, at this time, far more ef- 
fentially necefTary than the recom- 
mendation of a private one, (which 
the melancholy circumftance of the 
inhabitants muft alone conftrain with- 
out the voice of authority) fince the 



latter can ferve no other 'purpofe, 
without the former, but that of 
'pampering the few, at the expence of 
the many. 

Whether from our future conduct 
we fhall be fo happy as to exhibit 
fuch a model of order and loyalty, 
as in your Excellency's eftimatioa 
may be worthy of being followed by 
this part of his Majefty's dominions, 
we will not prefume to fay ; but of 
this we will sfTure your Excellency, 
that, in fuch conduct, we fhall af- 
ford them, at leaft, the model of an 
uninfluenced and independent repre- 
fentative of a free yet loyal colony. 
And whether in this remonftrance 
we have been fo fortunate as to ex- 
culpate ourfelves from thofe heavy 
charges of corruption and ufurpation 
which you, Sir, have been pleafed 
to bring againft us, we may be alfo 
doubtful; yet, we trull, that with 
the nation and its bell of Sovereigns, 
we fhall obtain this prefumption in our 
favour, that had we been confeious 
to ourfelves of guilt, we fhould have 
been at leaft fo prudent as to endea- 
vour to fecure your Excellency's ac- 
quiefcence, as we have done that of 
fo many of your predecefTors, at fo 
moderate a price as that of one thou- 
fand pounds a year added to your 
falary, efpecially when this was to be 
paid, not out of our own pockets 
only, but out of the pockets of a 
whole people, how much foever im- 
poverifhed at large." 

That the foregoing papers have 
been tranfmitted to the hands of 
your Memorialing in order to be 
laid before your Lordfhip, for his 
Majefty's information, and being 
further inftructed to furniih your 
Lordfhip with fuch other particu- 
lars as may be necefTary to this end, 
your Memorialift, with refpeel to the 
papers themfelves, will only obferve, 
that when in the perufal* of them 
your Lordfhip perceives his Excel- 
lency, Governor Cuninghame, de- 
claring in his fpeech to the Council 

and 
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and AfTembly, on the 25 th day of 
July 1780, that loyalty to the King, 
and attachment to the conftitution^ good 
order and tranquility ■, temper and <vjif- 
dom, were the ckarafterijtics of the go* 
'vernmenf of Barbados ; and on the 
5 th of the September following, 
within the fpace of fix weeks, main- 
taining, in his anfwer to the addrefs 
of the AfTembly, that the government 
of Barbados *was corrupt in its fyf 
1em, t was adminiflertd nvith profit* 

fion, *was employed in continual en- 
croachments on the executive power, 
and tvas acluoted by the f pi r it of con- 
tention in its proceedings ; and this 
without any one act of government 
having been performed to alter his 
opinion, fave and except indeed a 
vote of the Houfe of AfTembly for 
apportioning his Excellency's falary 
to the then wants and diflrefTes of 
the country ; the government of 
Barbados will need no other jollifi- 
cation of itfelf, than what it will ne- 
ceffarily find in h'.s Excellency's own 
contradictory accounts of it, fordidnefs 
of the motive that gave occafion 
thereto. 

That y added to thefe charges, ma- 
licious and ill-founded as they ma- 

, nifeftly appear to be from his Excel- 
lency's own fhewing, the refufal in 
him to receive (in violation of all 
precedent, and contrary to the fun-, 
damental right of every individual, 
and furely much more fo of the re- 
prefentative body of a whole people 
to lay their grievances, whether real 
or imaginary, even before Majefty 
itfelf) the memorial of the Houfe of 
AfTembly, in vindication of them- 
felves, is a part of his Excellency's 
conduct, which to mention is alone 
fufficient to exprefs the cenfure that 
belongs to it. 

That, with regard to his ExceN 
Iency's falary, the reduction of which 
is at once the caufe of his diflatisfac- 
tion, and the reafon of the injuflice 
of his charges, enough has already 
been faid :'Tjut as former tranfactiow 



may ferve to give light to the prefent 
occurrence, your Memorial ill begs 
leave to ilate to your Lordihip, that 
in the year 1703, the following in- 
flructions were given by her moil gra- 
cious Majefty Queen Anne to Sir 
Beville Granville, Major-General of 
her forces, and then Governor of 
Barbados, to wit : ■■ " Whereas 
feveral inconveniencies have arifen to 
our government, in the plantations,, 
by gifts and prefents made to our Go- 
vernors by their General Afiemblies, 
We have thought fit, hereby to fig- 
nify our exprefs will and pleafurethst 
neither you our Governor, nor any 
other Governor, Lieut. Governor, 
Commander in Chief r or Prefident 
of the council of our ifland of Barba- 
dos, for the time being, do give 
your or their confent to the paffing 
any law or act, for any gift or pre- 
fent to be made to you or them by 
the AfTembly : and that neither you 
nor they do receive any gift or pre- 
fent from the AfTembly, or others, 
upon any account, or in any manner 
nvbatfoewr, on pain of our highefl 
difpleafure, and of being recalled 
from that government. — And where- 
as the falary of 1200I. flerling, per 
annum, affigned out of the duty of 
four and a half per cent, arifing in 
our ifland of Barbados, for the Go- 
vernor in chief of that ifland, may 
not be fufficient for his fupport, We 
have been gracioufly pleafed to give 
direction that 800I. flerling, per an- 
num, be farther added out of the 
faid duty of four and a half per cent* 
to your prefent falary, and to the fa- 
lary of the Governor of that our 
ifland, for the time being, which, 
by fuch addition, will amount to' 
2000L flerling per annum, and be a 
competent maintenance for our Governor 
in chief* — And whereas, by this In- 
creafe of falary out of the duty of 
four and a half per cent, (according to 
the intent of the a& of affembly, where- 
by the fame is granted for maintaining 
the honor and dignity of the govern- 
ment, 
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pent, and for other public ufes) the 
General Aflembly of Barbados will 
have an opportunity, and be in a 
condition of applying thofe large 
fums,, which they ufually gave in 
prefents to the Governors or Lieute- 
l^ant-governors, by yearly levies, to- 
wards fuch other public ufes as may 
bemoft neceflary for the defence and 
fafety of the faid ifland, we do not 
doubt but that in confideration of 
cor care in exempting our gcod fub- 
jirti from this cuftomary burthen 
of pre fen ti, the faid aflembly may 
be the more eafily induced to 
contribute, in a more ample and 
effectual manner, to their own fafety 
andprefervation. And we >do fur- 
ther direct and require that this 'de- 
claration of our royal will and plea- 
fure, be communicated to the aflem- 
,-l>ly at their fir,ft meeting after your 
receipt hereof, rnd entered in the 
regifters of our council and aflembly, 
that all perfons whom it may concern 
may govern themfclves accordingly/" 
That thefe inftruclions were uninter- 
ruptedly continued through the ad- 
ministration offevcr.l fucceflive Go- 
vernors, to the year 1722, when 
Henry Worflry, Efq* fucceeding to 
the government of the ifland, con- 
trived means to obtain the in- 
ftru&ion (which now exifts) " to 
accept of the fcttlement that the firil 
aflembly fhould make on him ;" and 
which, by raifing a moft destructive 
party in the country, he procured to 
be, in no lefs a fnm than 6000I. 
flerling a year, in addition to the 
2000I. out of the four and one half 
per cent, duty, making in the whole 
a falary of 8oool» fterling a year. 
That the houfe of aflembly now 
gaining wifdom from the experience 
(of their folly, reduced, upon the ac- 
ccflton of Lord Howe to the govern- 
ment, (although a man as univerfally 
beloved as he deferred to be fo) the 
fettlcmentof the ifland upon him to 
4000I. Barbados currency, a year, 
a*d which at thirty-live per cent, ex- 



change, is lefs than ene half of the 
fa.Iary that his predeceflbr Mr. Worf- 
ley received. That Robert Byng, 
Efcj. being next in fucceflion, his (et* 
tlement was eftablifhed at 3000I. 
currency likewife a year, which was 
only one half of the falary that ha^ 
been fettled upon Lord Howe ; and 
which being the new fettlement of 
his Excellency Governor Cuning- 
hame, vbilft it is neither without 
precedent as to the fum, nor with* 
out example as to the meafure ; and 
when thefe are added to the reafons 
of neceflity that have been already 
fuggefted for the reduction of this 
falary, it is to be hoped that in this 
proceeding the prefent aflembly of 
Barbados will remain as unblame- 
able^ as the government of the ifland 
is undeferving of the foul and inju- 
rious afperfions that his Excellency 
has fo unmeritedly call upon it. 

That ;:s ;o the circumftances of the 
four and one half per cent, duty, 
which have been mentioned as 'a 
reafon for granting his Excellency 
Governor Cuninghame a lefler fa- 
lary than his predecefler had, the 
partial oppreflion that has been of 
late made ufe of in the collecting of 
fhi* doty, the illegality of the mea- 
fures adopted, the fruitlefs endea- 
vours to obtain any relief, in ihort, 
the whole of this bufinefs is fo well 
underilood by your Lordfhip, and 
has been fo far is relates to yourfelf, 
fo properly confidered by you, that, 
after referring your Lordfhip to what 
was the fenfe of her Majefly Queen 
Anne, in her laft-mentioned initruc- 
tion to Sir Seville Granville, re- 
fpecting this duty, vour raemorialiit 
is full well fatisfied and willing to 
reft the report of this matter to his 
Majefly, entirely on your Lordfhip's 
own knowledge of the cafe. 

That 9 having flated thefe facts,. 
your memorialiiT. is now conftrained 
to call for the attention of your 
Lordfhip to the further unjufliftable 
and unwarranted proceedings of his 
Excellency 
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Hxcellency Governor Cuninghame, 
in the cafe of the agent for the ifland 
of Barbados; a cafe which, as re- 
fpefting your memorialifl himfelf, 
he had been filent upon, but for its 
£** greater concern to the ifland, 
than it is of importance to himfelf; 
and therefore, in the mention of 
which, your memorialifl will beg 
leave to premife, that the agent of 
Barbados is, and has ever been 
confidered to be, independently of 
the Governor, thefervant of the pub- 
lic there ; that his appointment ori- 
ginates whence his falary is paid, in 
the Houfe of AfTembly ; that the 
bill partes the Council, and receives 
the afTeut of the Governor ; but that 
the afient of the Governor is necei- 
fary only as a mere matter of form ; 
and, as a proof of this, the corre- 
fpondence of the agent is confined, 
by an aft of the ifland, to a com-' 
mittee of the Council and*Aflemb!y, 
in which the Governor has no voice, 
direction, or concern whatever; that 
the duty of his Office is to tranfaft the 
bufinefs of the colony in England, 
which o&entimes is of the greatefl 
confequence to the country; and be* 
ing in no inilance more particularly 
fo, than in doing what your me- 
morialifl is now in the very acl of 
performing, namely, to carry to the 
ear of the Minifler, in order to be 
laid at the foor of the Throne, the 
complaints of his Majefly's diftant, 
though not lefs loyal fubje&s, for re- 
drefs againfl the oppreffions of their 
Governors, it follows, that any inter- 
ference in, or controul of the Go- 
vernor, over this appointment, would 
be, in this inflance alone, to defeat, 
with the reafon of the infiitution, 
the very intent of the office. And 
yet, notwithftanding thefe circum- 
flances of the agent's appointment, 
notwithftanding your memorialifl 
was, as he had been annually before, 
' unanimoufy nominated by the AfTem- 
bly and Council to the ' agency of 
the ifland, and notwithftanding it 



was well known* not only from tte 
juflice, but from the declarations of 
his conflituents, that he having done 
nothing to deferve removal, but, on 
the contrary, to merit and obtain 
approbation, would continue to be 
the agent for the ifland; one of the 
firfr. acts of his Excellency's admini-. 
flratiort was, in defiance of thefe con- 
fiderations, to with-hold his afTenc to 
the bill for the appointment of your 
memorialifl to the agency of the 
ifland ; and what is more extraordi- 
nary, for the following reafons ; ill, 
" that his falary had been reduced 
by the AfTembly, in confequence of 
a letter which the agent had written 
to the ifland;" and fecondly, " that 
the Minifler had informed him 
(making ufe of the name of the 
M "miller, which your memorialing 
for decency's fake, wifhes to omit) 
that the agent, being a Member of 
Parliament, was no unacllve man in 
the oppofition, and that it was wrong 
and impolitic in him to be fo :" To 
which, conceiving the right of a Go* 
vernor in the removal of an agent to 
be none, and not knowing upon 
what ground a Member of Parliament 
in the oppofition is difqualified for 
the office of a colony agent, your 
memorialill will not trouble your 
Lordfhip with any reply : but even 
fuppofing the right, and, with re- 
fpeel to the firlt reafon, admitting 
the faft, (which, however, your me- 
morialifl is ready to difprove) it is, 
perhaps, the firfl inflance in a re- 
prefentative of his Majefty, where fo 
felfijh a motive, as a reafon for fo 
public a meafure, was. ever afftgned. 
And as to the fecond reafon, it being 
certain that by hjs Excellency's with* 
holding his aflent to the bill, when 
he might have put his negative upon 
it, he not only; afforded an oppor- 
tunity to your memorialifl of being 
no longer in the oppofuion, but, in 
consequence of this, of procuring thq 
yav>ur of his Excellency's no longer 
wich-holding his afTent to the bill, in 
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what light this ought to be viewed, 
is rather fitting for your Lordihip to 
confider, than left for your memo- 
rialift to exprefs. 

That with this view of his Excel- 
lency^ conduct your memorialifl had 
now hoped to have ended. He con- 
ceived that the late dreadful cala- 
mities that had befallen the ifland, 
might have effected what other con- 
siderations could not have produced ; 
and he prefumed to conclude, from 
the change of circumftances which, 
\y his Excellency's own account, 
had taken place in that country, that 
a change in his proceeding had ne- 
ceffarily enfued : but inflead of this, 
the very reverfe has been the refult, 
calamity ferving but to iharpen the 
appetite of his Excellency's rapacity, 
and diflrefs but to add rigour to* 
the already unjuft exercife of his 
power. 

That theHoufeof Affembly, from 
adjournment on the 19th of Septem- 
ber to the 3d of Oclober, having 
toet, was further adjourned to the 
31ft of the fame month; and al- 
though the hurricane, of the confe- 
rences of which it is here unneces- 
sary to fpeak, happened on the inter- 
mediate 10th day of that month, his 
Excellency not only neglected to call 
the Houfe of Aflembly together, in 
order to take the fenfe and advice of 
the reprefentatives of the people, 
concerning what was proper to be 
done for the gocd of the public, upon 
fo lamentable and important an e- 
Vent, and to give them, at the fame 
time, an opportunity of joining in a 
reprefentatiori of this occurrence with 
the members of his Majefty's Coun- 
cil to the Throne, as ever before had 
"been ufiral, when any general necef- 
fity called for the occafion ; but, by 
a partial call of the Council, on ihe 
20th of that inft. and as if to throw 
a ftigma upon the Houfe of AfTem- 
fely, and to make its members ap- 
pear in the eye of their Sovereign as 
teir&clory, and wanting in the dis- 



charge of their duty, received tttt 
humble and dutiful addrefs of the 
Council alone to his Majefty, and 
without any notice of, or addrefs 
from the Houfe of Aflembly, fepa- 
rately tranfmits the fame to the han'cl* 
of your Lordfhip. 

That the Houfe of Aflembly meet- 
ing on the 31ft of October, their firft 
bufinefs was to do what they had the 
iirft opportunity only of doing, name- 
ly, to agree to that humble and du- 
tiful addrefs of theirs to his Majefty, 
upon the fubjecl of the hurricane, 
which, your memorialifl had the ho- 
nour to deliver to your Lordihip j 
and then* ftrange to be told, if Gran- 
ger things were not yet to come for- 
ward ; as if blind to that nuferable 
ftate of the country, which the fenfe 
of fight only was alone fufRcient to 
difcover, the very firft propofition 
of his Excellency to the AfTembly 
was, to pafs a levy-bill, in order /$ 
raife taxes upon the people ; a levy- 
bill, which, before the hurricane, 
the Affembly had wanimeujly reject- 
ed;, and, to raife taxes upon a peo- 
ple, who now, from the general 
ruin and devaftation that had over* 
fpread the whole face of the country, 
had not only nothing to pay, but 
were at the very time actually trem- 
bling under the appreheniions and 
dread of a famine. 

That the Aflembly met on the 7th 
of November, when they agreed to 
the following petition, as taken from 
the original herewith prefented to 
your Lordihip ; and foon after his 
Excellency, as the laft aft of his j 
power, difiblved the Aflembly, there- 
by leaving the ifland in a ftate of 
anarchy and confufion, when order 
and good government were never fo 
ncceffary and wanting. 

Barbados* 
To phe King's moft excellent Ma- 
jefty. 
Moil Gracious Sovereign, 
We your M^jc fly's moft loyal and 
dutiful fubjefts, the members of the 

General 
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General AfTembly 'of this Ifland, 
with hearts devoted to your M ajefty's 
interelt, and the itrongeft attachment 
to your perfon and government, are 
co:i/trumed with grief and forrovv to 
fupplicate the gracious interpoiition 
of your Majefty's royal authority in 
protection of the rights and liberties 
of the inhabitants of this illand, 
much affected and injured by 'an or- 
der of the Governor and Council 
made on the 29th day of September 
laft, eftablifhing new and oppreflive 
fees, to be paid to the fecretary of 
this illand, for the ufe of the faid 
Governor, on all writs, orders, pro- 
ce/Tes and papers, iflued by him or in 
his name, in the courts of juftice 
ordinary, council, as commander in 
chief, and, in fhort, in all cafes and 
iniiances whatfoever : an order fo ex- 
traordinary and unprecedented, that 
no former Governor or Commander 
in Chief, however arbitrary or ra- 
pacious, ever attempted in the moft 
fjouriming times of this once prof- 
perous ifland, to fet up fuch claims 
and pretentions. At. this unhappy 
juncture, when your Majefty's dif- 
treffed and aiflifted people are ill 
able to bear even the necefTary taxes,. 
to impofe upon them new and illegal 
burthens and exactions, is the higheft 
cruelty. Nor can the representatives 
of your people, moil gracious Sire, 
fee, without the deepeft concern, the 
facred name and delegated authority 
of your Majetfy proixituted to the 
mean and fordid purpofe of raifing a 
a revenue for the Governor, to the 
great oppreflion of your Majeity's 
dutiful and loyal fubjetts, contrary 
to the ancient laws and iiatutes of 
Great-Britain, which forbid your 
Majefty's minifters, of every rank 
anti denomination, to take fee, gift, 
or brocage on the difpofal of places 
arid offices, contrary to the ancient 
charter of liberties, which provides 
that juflxe lhall not be fold, 
contrary to immemorial ufage, 
and fubverfive of the very pruw

cipies of the T ' Briti-m confKtution,- 
and in direct, opposition to ^n ev_ r?fs 
law of this your Majefty's colony 
of Barbr<dos„ (confirmed by your 
Majefty's pre^ceffcn) intitled, " an 
act <o£ rh» -;er t ; ■■* and conftant ap- . 
pointiii . '„•> ..!• oS^rs fees within 
this iflana/' w .?on ;-:rrv^ therieht 
of creating new f.-> ju L h? public 
officers to the legiil -nv* Vdv of the 
ifland. Notwithftandin * ioo. vour 
Majefty's gracious allowance to" the 
Governor, for fupporting the horour 
and dignity of his ftation, to which 
this AfTembly added, on Major-ge- ' 
neral Cuninghame's arrival, the fur- 
ther Aim of two t'loufand pounds of 
current money, per annum, during 
his refidence in this island. Thus 
circumitanced, your (Wujetfy's peo- 
ple are driven to apply to their be- 
loved Sovereign for redrefs of thefe- 
unmerited and unexampled ufurpa- 
tions : tending to take from the Ie- 
giflative body the right of raifing 
taxes and appropriating the public: 
money, and to fix the fame in the : 
hands of the Governor and Council : 
beiides the further power not only of- 
fufpending the laws of this ifland, 
and the conflitutional fights of |the 
people, but alfo of fufpending and 
fetting afidc the laws and ftatutes of* 
your Ivlajefty's kingdom of Great- 
Britain, 

In proof and fupport of this charge., - 
we humbly beg leave to refer to the 
proceedings of the Governor and 
Council on the faid 29th day of 
September. We therefore befeech 
that your Majefty, in dompaflion to* 
this your loyal and oppretfed colony, 
will be gracioufly pleafed to remove? 
from your Government of Barbadotf 
Majorrgeneral James Cuninghame. * 

And your Majefty's dutiful and 
loyal fubjecls the Members of thd 
General AfTembly of Barbados cfci 
further humbly fupplicate yoXif'Ma^ 
jelly to fhew fuch marks of ytfuft 
Royal difpleafore towards rhpftf ftf 
your, Majefty's Councilors in the 
X x faid 
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faid ifland, who concurred in the 
proceedings of the faid zgth day of 
September, as your Majeity, in your 
great wifdom and fatherly affection 
to your aggrieved and diftrefled fub- 
jeos may deem them to deferve. 
And this Affembly, as in duty- 
bound, will ever pray for your 
Majefty's health, glory and fe- 
licity, for the fuccefs of your 
arms by fea and land ; and that 
your Majefty and your Royal 
Houfe may abound in every gift 
and blefling at the difpofal of a 
liberal and gracious Providence, 
By order of the Houfe, 
Johk Gay Alleyne, Speaker, 
Houfe of Affembly , Nov. 7, 1780. 

That the above petition being fuf- 
ficiently full and explanatory of it- 
felf, it now only remains to your me- 
jnorialiiV moil humbly to pray, that 
in lupport of the allegations thereof, 
his moil gracious Majefty will be 
pleafed to direct, that your memo- 
riulift may be allowed to produce the 
evidence with which he :s furr.ifhed, 
and, by his counfel learned in the 
law, be at liberty to be heard there- 
upon.

Agent's Jnfwer to the Speaker's 
Letter j cf the z\fi of Sept. 1780. 
London* Dec. 18, 1 7 80. 
Honourable Sir, 
Having had the honour to receive 
your letter, of the 21ft of September 
Jail, incloling the minutes and other 
iifpatches of your honourable houfe 
tome, for the purpofe of my laying 
their contents, as agent of the Co- 
lony, before the proper officer of 
ftate, for his Majetty's information ; 
it is, I truft and hope, as unneceflary 
for me to make any declarations of 
jny obedience to thefe inftruclions, 
or of my zeal in the execution of 
them, as it is for you to look for any 



profeflions of this ibrt from me. Of 
both, upon former occafions, the 
teltimcny of experience has not been 
wanting to you. Of both, the ac- 
knowledgment cf that experience has 
not been with-held from me. To 
the fenfe of my duty then, being 
added the fanclion of my having 
fulfilled it, what is left on the prefent 
Occafion ? but to afk, and to reft in 
the humble expectation, that the rule 
of my pall conduct may remain the 
meafure of my future proceedings. 

And now, Sir, recurring to the 
difpatches themfelves, I had omitted, 
from the fullnefs of your own ob- 
fervations upon them, to have 
troubled you with any remarks of 
mine ; if the little which I mail have 
to offer had not been made neceflary 
to point out to you the manner in 
which I (hall confider this matter in 
its treatment here. And as in the 
doing of this, the imputations of his 
Excellency Governor Cuninghame 
upon the gpvernment of the lfland, 
are the objects of my inftruclions to 
remove, fo, in the removal of them, 
permit me to fay how much I feel 
myfelf indebted to thofe parts of your 
difpatches which contain his Excel- 
lency's own compofitions, for the de- 
fence that it will be proper for me to 
fet up, on this fide the water, in be- 
half of our injured country 6n that. 

Proceeding then to the bufinefs 
before me, the imputations I have to 
remove, and which his Excellency's 
anfwer, on the 5 th of September, to 
your addrefs, of the 22d of Auguft, 
has furnifhed me with, are: "That 
the appointment of your own officers, 
of treafurer and ftore-keeper, is in a 
great degree the fource of that pro- 
fufion of which you fo much com- 
plain ; that the misfortunes you at- 
tribute to bad feafons are m a great 
meafure owing to a corruption in 
your prefent fyftem of government ; 
that you have been, ami are daily 
making continual encroachments on 
the executive power y and that a 
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fpirit of contention is but too vilible 
in your proceedings." 

And thefe, I think, are the charges 
of the Commander in Chief of th^ 
ifland, againft one of the branches of 
th^ legiflature, the reprefentatives of 
the people at large. Charges, furely, 
of too ferious a nature, both with re- 
fpe£l to the things themfehres^ ns 
well as the perfons charged, not to 
be made, but upon the fulleft and 
cleared grounds of evidence ; fo fe- 
rious, as if founded on fact, not 
only to deferve the higheft repie- 
henfion, but to call aloud for the 
moll decided means of reformation 1 
and yet in the very moment of my 
holding thefe charges in the one 
hand, in the other, I pofTefs the moft 
ample and complete confutations of 
them, that the moft fanguine advo- 
cate could wifh for or defire ! I 
mean, Sir, the confutations of Go- 
vernor Cuningham# himfclf. His 
own denials of his own charges as 
exprelTed in his Excellency's own 
words. His Excellency fays in his 
fpeech to the Council and AiTembly 
on the 25th of July, 1780, " The 
character which your anceftors have 
fucceflively tranfmitted down to you 
of loyalty to the King and attachment to 
the cenftitution, (very unlike encroach- 
ments thefe on the executive power) 
you have uniformly maintained : the 
prefervation of that pood order and 
tranquility (the revcrfe of corruption 
and profufion) which have reigned 
fo long among you undifiurbed by 
violence or faction (very different 
from the fpirit of contention) diftin- 
.guiflics the temper and wifdom of your 
councils." 

What then can be faid of aflertions 
fo diametrically oppofite the one to 
the other ? How comes it to pafs, 
that on the 25th of July, 1780, loy- 
alty to the King, and attachment to 
the con ftitution , good order and 
tranquility, temper and wifdom, 
were the characteristics of the govern- 
ment of Barbados j and on the 5 th 



, of September following, within the 
fpace of fix weeks, the government 
of Barbados was corrnpt in its fyftem, 
was admimftered with profufion, wai 
employed in continual encroachments 
on the executive power, and was ac- 
tuated by the fpirit of contention in 
its proceedings } How, I fay, is 
this tj be accounted for ? Are the 
fituationi compatible with each other ? 
Or in what manner is it, that out of 
fo much inconfiftency, contingency 
can be made to arife ? Is it that the 
government was, as upon his Ex- 
cellency's acceflion thereto it is de- 
fcribed by him, in his fpeech ; and 
that in the ccurfe of his admini- 
ftration, it became what, in his an- 
fwer, he afterwards reprefents it to 
be? For if fo, this were in fome de- 
gree to reconcile what otherwife 
mull remain a manifeft contradiction 
of itfelf. But this is not fo, and 
upon his Excellency's own authority t 
too : for he tells you, ** that the 
misfortunes of bad feafons, (and I 
fear bad feafons were long before the 
inftance which, his Excellency cele- 
brates in his fpeech of his Majefty'g 
moft gracious attention to the ifland 
in the appointment of him to the 
government) are owing/' to what ? 
Ndt to a temporary corruption in the 
government, but to a corruption in 
its fyftem ; a fyftem not originating 
with the adminiftration of his Excel- 
lency, for then it had not been cor- 
rupt; but a fyftem thaj had been 
" fucceflively tranfmitted down by 
your anceftors to you, and by you *«*- 
formly maintained." He fays too, 
" that you have been and are daily 
making continual encroachments on 
the executive power;" ft)' that, be- 
ing continual y your encroachments on 
the executive power muft have been 
at the very time that loyalty to the 
King and attachment to the con- 
ftitution were uniformly maintained 
by you. 

But if his Excellency had not been, 

as is evident, fo \ery clear in ejepref- 
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fing what he meant, or rather what 
he did not mean, namely, that his 
judgment of the government was 
founded on the experience of his own 
administration of it, the faft itfelf, 
as it ftands, i^ an inconteftible proof 
to the contrary : for (fetting afide 
the impracticability of fo fuJdcn a 
tranftdon of the government, as from 
the extremity of gocd to the extre- 
mity of bad, in fo fhort a fpace of 
time, ; and if practicable, not to men 
tion the unfairnefs and want of can- 
dour in paffing fo hafty a judgment 
upon fo important a point) it appears 
that the government had never been 
fo employed in the difcharge of its 
functions as to admit, in confequence 
of them, of any fuch judgment being 
formed. The houfe of afTembly had 
met but thrice, Atthe/r/? meeting 
his Excellency's fpcech was delivered, 
and at the third his reply was made ; 
the intervening tim fcarcely count- 
ing tjie *Uys as 1 have faid of fi* 
weeks. * No one aft of legiflation had 
been performed. No aft of go- 
vernment had pafled ; fave and 
except indeed, that the reprefen- 
tatives of a mofl diftre/Ted and im- 
poverifhed people had thought fit, 
by a vote of their houfe to apportion 
the falary of his Excellency to the 
miferies and calamities of the coun- 
try. But is this an act that indicates 
corruption in the fyftem of govern- 
ment? One had imagined, that cor- 
ruption would have produced the 
very contrary effect : that his Excel- 
lency's falary, inftead of its being 
lowered as it was, had been raifed ; 
and then poiTibly it might have' been 
conceived that Englilh Bank notes* 
as in this, fo. in that country, had 
contrived to find out their influence, 
as well as their currency. Is it an 
act that -difcovers profufion, of a 
wafle of the public money ? For 
ftrange would it be, if an aft, wbofe 
firfl principle was public ceconomy, 
could be made to reft on ground the 
yeverfe of fuch a defcription 1 



Is it an aft betraying any fyraptoms 
of encroachment on the executive 
power ? And if not, by what poUible 
way is it, that his Excellency can 
make out his charges againfl the go- 
vernment of the ifland } Before hit 
adminiftration of the government, he 
has, in terms the moft unequivocal, 
exprefied his approbation of it ; and 
what has occurred fmce we have juft * 
feen. The only meaAxre that had 
been had, was the lowering his Ex- 
cellency's falary ; and to fay that a 
meafure, merely refpefting the pri- 
vate intcreft of his Excellency, could 
furnifh him with motives for his pub- 
lic conduft fo foreign to the meafure 
itfelf, is a fuppoiition not only unfit 
for any one to entertain, but is fo 
directly in the teeth of his Excellen- 
cy's ov/n avowed difintereftednefs of 
conduct where, in removal of the ill- 
grounded fufpicion that he intended 
to avail himfelf of the receipt of of- 
fice-fees, he tells you, " jhat no 
perquifites have fince his arrival ever 
reached his hands ;" that if it were 
for this reafon onlf, fuch a fentiment 
ought, not to be admitted; though 
indeed this declaration of his Excel- 
lency is founded on another obliga- 
tion, besides that of the liberality of 
his own mind ; for as, on the one 
hand, the taking thefefees from the 
officers, would be fo injurious to the 
offices, as-to call for the interference 
of the patentees to prevent the inju- 
ry; fo on the other, if collected from 
the people, it is fo plainly to levy « 
tax upon thtfubjeel by 'virtue of pre- 
rogative, that the certainty of a par- 
liamentary impeachment would be 
the nece/Tary hindrance to fuch a 
proceeding. 

Upon the whole then, reverting 
to what has been faid, and pre- 
fuming that what has been afFeried 
has been proved beyond the reach 
even of fophiftry to evade, it follows, 
that the compoiitions of his Excel- 
lency Governor Cuninghame are, as 
X have ftated them to be, the mofl 
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ample and complete confutations of 
his charges that the moil fanguine ad- 
vocate could wifh for or defire. 

But now fuppofing, for argument 
fake, that the re confutations of his 
Excellency were wholly out of the 
queilion, and that his charges unim- 
peached by himfelf remained uncon- 
tradicted by others ; lee us lopk 4 
little into the mode of reafonipg that' 
has been adopted, and fee how thefe 
charges (land on the ground of his 
-Excellency's own pofitions : for if 
the condufions he has drawn be not 
warranted by the premifes he has 
ftated, the charges muft fall by the 
fallacy or conviction of their own 
evidence. 

His Excellency fays, " the misfor- 
tunes you attribute to bad feafons 
muft in a great meafure be owing to 
a corruption in the prefent fyflem of 
your government." Now the mis- 
fortunes you attribute to bad feafons, 
as Ieafl fuch as have ever come to my 
knowledge, are what ? I anfwer bad 
crops : bad feafons, to be fure, pro* 
dace bad crops 4 but that bad crops 
fhould produce a corruption in go- 
vernment, is a conference, which, 
I muft own, my ideas are not metho- 
dized enough to perceive. Again : 
his Excellency fays, " the continual 
encroachments you have made, and 
are daily making, on the executive 
power, is partly the caufe of that 
wafte of the public money fo nptori- 
ous to every unprejudiced miud." 
This indeed may be a fa£t, and fuch 
a one as perhaps, from the peculiar 
policy of your government* cannot 
be denied. But if it be a fa&, ; ;k is 
the very reverfe of what the fa<S is in 
this country; whence the model of 
your government is taken. Here we 
fay, that ,the continual encroach 
ments of the executing power on the 
Ugijlatmc are the caufe of that wafte „ 
ofiae public money fo notorious to 
every mind, whether prejudiced or 
unprejudiced; whereas with you, 
according to his Excellency, the caufe 



of this wade of public money \$ ow? 
ing to the continual encroachment* 
of the legijlatiw power upon the 
executive. An inverted proportion 
this ! and if true, his Excellency is 
certainly in the right to endeavour V9 
wreft from your hands, and to take 
into his own, hy way of remedy. 
your appointment to the offices of 
treafurer and ftorekeeper : but if, 
peradventure, what the Situation of 
the mother country is, mould hap- 
pen to be the cafe with the daughter 
colony, why then, I fhould prefume, 
that your appointment to thefe offi- 
ces were, by way of remedy, pro- 
perly (not to fay conftitutionally) in 
your hands, and therefore not to be 
parted with by you upon any fcorfr- 
whatfoever. 

In a third place his Excellency fays,. 
(t lam forry the exertions I made, 
&c. have been fo illiberally requited 
.by yourattemptingtoprefcribe terms, 
fo highly improper for me to acqui- 
efce in, and to take a time to ,do it,. 
when it is well known the Englifit 
falary does not exceed to your Go- 
vernor 1450I. Serling a year, reduced 
by fees of office, and other defalca-* 
tions." If then the Englifh falary 
to the Governor of Barbados, and 
which does not arife cut of the reve- 
nues .'of this, but of that country, 
mould be i'o fir an object of thij 
great and opulent kingdom, as to 
induce its legifl.uure to defalcate up- 
wards of one fourth part of it, by a 
tax on offices, tor the purpofes of it\ 
government, wherein is the AfTembly 
of Barbados to blame for making 
this precedent the objeel of their 
adoption i But his Excellency rea- 
fons thus : my falary is defalcated in 
England, ergo, my falary muft not be 
defalcated in' Barbados ; which ad 
hominsm (that is to his Excellency 
himieii) is certainly a very good ar- 
gument ; but upon any public prin- t 
ciple, I cannot fee its foundation. 
And this the rather, when 1 confide-, 
that, ia another place, his Excellency 
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not only* urges ceconomy, as the 
means of retrieving your circum- 
ftances (which, he ad;nits, are em- 
tarrcffed % an-:: fo furnifhes of himfelf 
the very argument upon which the 
lowering of his Barbadoes falary is 
grounded) but he has it likewife t in 
.recommendation to you, " to em- 
ploy youri elves in framing wife laws 
.on the conftitutional principles of 
Great Britain ;" in which, if his Ex- 
cellency's dvice is to be pur£ ed, 
and better cannot be given, and it 
appears that by a law of Great Bri- 
tain his Excellency's Englifh falary is 
defalcated, what does the ifland of 
Barbados do in defalcating his Ex- 
cellence 's Barbados falary, but fol- 
low at one and the fame time, the 
example of Great Br. tain in the 
framing of wie laws, and the ad- 
vice ofhis Excel en:y in the adoption 
of ceconomy ? 

Such then being the mode of his 
Excellency's reasoning, and which 
fecming to run thro jgh the whole of 
his reply to the add efs of your ho- 
nourable houie, I fhall take the li- 
berty to (late one or two inftances 
more, the rather to prove the faft of 
this, than to attempt to invalidate the 
grounds upon which they are eftab- 
]ilh?d. ' *is Excelency fays, " Your 
<vvil rights ■, confident with the con- 
ftitutirn of Great Britain, and the 
powers I am inveJjed with in the ar- 
duous iltuation I am paced in, Jhall 
betxerted with temper and becoming 
irmnci ;" fo that, if your civil 
sight.% although confident with the 
conft.iution of Gr.-a Britain, fhould 
happen to be inconfiflent with his 
Excellency's ioftruftions, of courfe 
they fhall not be exerted : but this is 
not what I mean to allude to : what 
.1 mean ^o allude to, is to know, in 
what manner i* is poffible that your 
civil rights Jhal! be exerted with the 
tamper and becoming firmnefs of his 
Exce lencv. That you, yourfelves, 
will maintain and defend your own 
civil righ 5, with temper and becom- 
ing firmnefc, I can eafily compre- 



hend, and firmly believe ; but that 
your civil rights mall be exerted wiih 
the temper and becoming rirmnefs 
of his Excellency, is a mode of admi- 
niftering civil ;igh s that is new at 
iea : to my underitanding. 

Another inftance is this, his Ex- 
ce:lency fays, '* I muit entreat you 
in the mou earndl manner, at this 
t me of public danger, to lay afide 
that fpirit of contention , wheh (fpirit 
or contention) is but too vifibie in 
your proceedings, and which (fpjrit 
of contention) I fhall equally re- 
commend to the other branch of 
the iegiilucure, &c. Now, Sir, al- 
though I c^n v t direclly combat this 
mode of re^foning, becaufe the truth 
or fr.lfei'Gcd of t*e proportion de- 
pends upon h.s Excellency's inten- 
tion, which I do not know ; and as 
Mr Pope fays, in that excellent line 
of h.s in admonition to the iguo- 
rant. 

" How can <we rcafon, but from, what 
*wc know P" 

Yet there being nnny objections, in 
my opinion, to the recommending of 
a fpirit of contention, already '* but 
too vifible in one branch of the legi- 
slature" to another branch of the 
fame legiflature ; I am, in candor, 
inclined to confider this refolutiorr 
ofhis Excellency, rather as a kind of 
obiter diclum t a thing haftily fpoken, 
than ferioufly intended to be perform- 
ed by him. 

It would now then remain, that to 
this ftile of ratiocination, or rather of 
irratiocination, which I have been 
ju ft taking notice of, fhould be ad- 
ded the grammatical errors that are 
every where difperfed, and equally 
vifible, in his Excellency's compofi- 
tions : fuch as •* the offices of trea- 
furer and ftore-keeper is in a great 
degree, &c." "the continual en- 
croachments is partly the caufe, &c. 
&c* &c. But as this, as well as the 
other, inquiry may be faid to be on 
points of literary criticifm, and not 
on matters of fa&, and fo of courfe 
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r.ot decidedly tp the purpofe ; I mall, 
dropping, for this reafon, any fur- 
ther confideration of the latter fub- 
jeft, beg leave, at the fame time, to 
ftate to you the inference that I 
mean to draw from both, as my rea- 
fon for having' touched upon either* 
And it is this : that confidering his 
Excellency in his military capacity, 
however qualified he may be, from 
the many great and fignal fervices he 
has rendered his King and country, 
and which have fo defervedly raited 
him to the very high rank he bears 
in the army* to become, if the ifland 
of Barbados were a land of foldier?, 
the Commander in Chief of that 
country; yet when wcconfider his 
Excellency in his civil capacity, as a 
legislator, as a chancellor implying 
a knowledge of the civil law, as a 
judge of the common ftatute law in 
his Court of Error, and as ordinary, 
converfant in the caqnon law too, 
and, in the fame view, regarding the 
ifland of Barbados as a land of ma- 
nufactories only, holding their con- 
nection with this country, not de- 
pendent on any exertions of their 
own, but on the mere tenure of the 
fuperior navy of England ; I fay, 
under thefe circumstances, it is a 
queftion of the lait confequence, and 
therefore well worthy the confidera^ 
tion of his mofl gracious. Majefly, as 
well as your own beft attention, 
whether the lives, liberties, and pro- 
perties of fo many thoufand loyal 
and moft excellent fubjects of the 
crown (as his Excellency has him- 
felf, though unintentionally, proved 
them to be) mould be left to the ar- 
guments, to the reafonings, and to 
the errors, of which we have fo un- 
fortunate a fpecimen now before us ? 
But to return for a word or two to 
his Excellency's Barbados falary; 
and to which having alluded as a 
meafure refpecting your conduct, I 
will here ftate under favour of you, 
my own conduct and fentiments, 
both paft and pre fen t, upon the oc- 



casion. That I took no part either 
one way or the other in this bufinefs, 
my public as well as my private let- 
ter*, will bear the teftimony. But 
that I did not take a* part by no 
means proceeded from my not hav- 
ing an opinion upon the fubject. It 
proceeded from a motive of delicacy 
towards myfelf; for «« the reform of 
economy/' to ufe his Excellency's, 
words, having begun with me, as 
your agent, and not in the perfon of 
his Excellency, as he has reprefent- 
ed, the delivery of my fentiments on 
this occafion, might have been con- 
ftrued as proceeding rather from pri- 
vate feelings of my own, than from 
any public motives, - And therefore 
I conceived, that my filence was 
more decent as to myfelf, and not 
lefs refpectful with regard to you. 
An opinion however I had, and my 
opinion was this ; that the lowering 
of his Excellency's falary was not 
only juft and proper, on the fcore of 
public ceconomy, arifing out of the 
mifery and diftrefs of the ifland, but 
on the fcore too of the four and a 
half per cent, duty, though not for 
the reafon that has been alledged on 
this head. The reafon alledged on 
this head was, that the falary ought 
to be lowered, becaufe the burden of 
the four and a half per cent, duty 
was not removed *rom the ifland. 
But this was not my reafon. My 
reafon was, that the Commiflioners 
of the Cuftoms here having arbitra- 
rily, illegally, and without the 
fmalleft colour of right, taken upon 
themfelves to enforce a regulation 
in the collection of that duty, by 
which the burden of the tax was con- 
Jiderably increafed; and although fre- 
quent reprefentations had been made 
againft this act of violence and op- 
preflion, yet this act of violence and 
oppreflion remaining (and it remains 
to this hour in its full force and ef- 
fect, whilft it has been removed from 
the Leeward Iflands, becaufe they 
peremptorily refufed to fubmit to it) 
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the doing of juftice to j%ur.felves, 
when juftice was withheld from you, 
and when the power, of doing that 
juftice was conftitutionaMyand legal- 
ly in your own hands, was to aft as 
the law of God and nature directed 
you to do. 

This was the reafon with me, 
whilft the appropriation of this duty 
to the purpofes for which it was 
granted was another reafon to have 
its operation with you ; for this is a 
matter of right in you to demand, 
and being matter of right, you are 
juftifiable in all legal means to ob- 
tain the end. Whereas to the rea- 
son alleged of a total repeal of the 
burden ltfelf, there was this obvious 
objection ; that the duty being grant- 
ed by the law of the ifland, the re- 
peal of that law cannot be had but 
by inftruction from his Majefty ; that 
this inftruction cannot be obtained 
but from the grace and favour of the 
Crown, and therefore to this grace 
and favour it is, and rnuft be owing, 
that this repeal can never take place* 
But that this law mail be execut- 
ed out of the jurisdiction of the 
country, illegally, unwarrantably, 
and arbitrarily, by a let of cuftom- 
houfe officers acting as legiilators, 
inftead of receivers of a, tax, without 
remedy and without redrefs ; and 
that a dury given and granted by the 
Jegiflature of the ifland, for the {pc- 
cific ufes of the ifland, fhould be ap- 
plied to purpofes totally unconnected 
even with the intereft of its inha- 
bitants ; you, as free and loyal fub- 
jefts, were, upon this ground, right 
in lowering his Excellency's falary. 
It was a means of recompence (until 
the means of paying a higher ialary 
were reftored to you) which your 
duty to yourfelves and to your in- 
jured country called upon you not to 
overlook ; and as it is equally your 
duty to continue to feek for redrefs 
by every legal endeavour againft fo 
much injuftice on the one hand, and 
fo intolerable an usurpation on the 



other, whilft it becomes my bufinefs 
to fumim you with fuch information 
as I will prefently mention, and as 
by your adoption will, in the cafe of 
the cuftom-houfe ofticers, lead to 
this redrefs ; fo I have no doubt but 
that you, on your part, will fully 
and expeditiously convey to me fuch 
instructions for my applications to 
the Crown, and to both Houfes of 
Parliament if neceflary, in the cafe* 
of the appropriation of the four and 
a half per cent, duty to its own ufes, 
as may be thought expedient for the 
purpofe ; and as in my opinion can- 
not fail of fuccefs, but upon the 
fuppofition (which cannot be fup- 
pofed) of an actual denial of joftice. 
And now I will mention the infor- 
mation I have hinted at, and which 
yon will receive entire from me, as 
foon as it (hall come properly to my 
hands. The collector of the customs 
in Barbados, having by the late re- 
gulation of the Commiffioners of the 
curtoms here, forced every planter 
of the ifland (contrary to the efta- 
blifhed cuftom of the country, which 
is the law of the land, of making cer- 
tain regulated allowances on the ex- 
ported produce of the ifland) to en- 
ter, for example, all hogtheads of 
fugar, at fourteen hundred weight, ia 
order to take the duty of four and a 
half per cent, upon that quantity, 
whether the hogiheads mall be 
of that weight or not ; and ' there- 
by levying, of their own authority* 
an additional tax upon the peo- 
ple, and, without their confent; I 
have drawn up a ftate of the 
cafe for the opinions of the moft 
eminent counfel here ; and the ques- 
tion is : 

Whether in confequence of a tax 
fo collected, and fo illegally xaifed 
upon the people, every individual 
who has fuffered under this exaction, 
is not feparately entitled to his re- 
medy at law ; that is . to fay, by 
action on the cafe againft the col- 
lector of this duty in. the ifland, for 

fo 
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fo much either in kind or in fpecie 
had and received, to his ufe ? 

This I fay is the quetlion, upon 
the ftate of the cafe, to be fubmitted 
for the opinion of counfel; and to 
which, if an anfwer is given in the 
affirmative, as I do not fee how it 
can otherwife be, whilft you will re- 
cover in the whole, what has already 
been extorted from you, the extor- 
tion itfelf will, in the event, meet 
with its remedy for the future. 

But having faid, a while ago, that 
as free and loyal fubjeets you did 
right, upon the ground mentioned, 
in lowering Gov. Cuninghame's 
falary, there is a cafe where, before 
1 drop the fubject, as free and loyal 
fubjeets, it may be fitting for you to 
grant to his Excellency,* that part of 
the falary which at firft you refufed 
to fettle upon him. And the cafe is 
this : that his Majefty may think" fit, 
through his Secretary of State, to aflt 
this of the ifland.* And if fo, God 
forbid his Majefty fhould make any 
requisition of his loyal- colony of 
Barbados, that mould require a mo- 
ment's hefitation to grant! Whilft 
His Majefty continues to govern you 
by the rules of the constitution, and 
the laws of the land that are confiftent 
with your rights, your lives and pro- 
perties are at his devotion ; and be- 
ing fo, let not a fwgle inftance 
cfcape, wherein your readinefs to 
comply fhall not anticipate his 
wifhes to obtain. Bat be Jure y that 
this is the wifhes of his Majefty ; 
and if it be, let the grievance you 
fuffer ferve but as a foil to emblazon 1 
the loyalty of your hearts. When 
his Majefty knows- of your oppref- 
fions, his wifhes will ctzfe to add to 
their weight, and this, God willing, 
his Majefty, as well as the whole 
kingdom, fhall know from me ; it 
being my defign, not only to lay 
your difpatches in the proper form 
of ar memorial, before the King in 
council, with thefe my observations 
Upon them ; but to declare them in

the Houfe of Commons, and, fol- 
lowing the example cf his Excellen- 
cy, in the publicans of his reply to 
your addrefs, to announce rhe:n in 
all the public pi bits of the r.-iy. 

But now, having cxh*:u*lcd what 
I had to offer on the fubject matter 
of your difpatches tome, I come to 
the consideration of a point, which 
although pfrfonal to myjdf y is yet of 
ib much more infinite concern and 
moment to you (and as when I fay 
to you y meaning here as elfpwhere to 
addrefs myfelf to the representatives 
of the people at large, through you, 
their fpeaker ; fo too, upon the pre- 
fect occafion, as a matter equally 
important to the honourable the 
members of his Majefty's council, I 
muft beg leave to be underftood as 
addrefling myfelf likewife to them) 
that I fhall aflt for no apology, nei* 
ther for my additional trefpafs on 
your time and patience, nor for the 
freedom with which I fhall difcuf* 
the fubject itfelf. 

This* point is, Sir, that his Excel- 
lency Governor Cuninghame hay, 
as I underftand, to the bill unani- 
moujly appointing me by the council 
and affembly to the agency of the 
ifland, denied his aiTent ; and tho 
reafon which he has afligned for this 
exertion of power, beiug, " that a 
letter which I had written to the 
Committee of Correfpondence had 
occafioned the reduction of his 
falary,*' the matter appears in fo 
many differeht lights, and all fo 
equally interefting, that for the com- 
prehenfion of the whole, the fitted 
means of adoption will, perhaps, be 
the feparate consideration of each in- 
dividual part. 

In this view then, and as the fen- 
timents which are dictated to us by 
our feelings are generally the uppar- 
moft in our minds, the firft object 
that prefents itfelf to my notice, is 
the fituation in which, by this exer- 
tion of power in his ExceUency, I 
am myfelf placed. And here. Sir, 

Y y perceiving 
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perceiving that the office, which, 
when conferred upon me by you, I 
received as an honour, is now at the 
will of one man to be held at a rod 
over my back, not of compulfion to 
fulfil, but of force to withdraw me 
from the tiifcharge of my duty ; I 
feel the degradation in fo humiliat- 
ing a degree, that as, on the one 
hand, no circumftances upon earth 
could ever induce me to fubmit to 
the difgrace, fo, on the other, feel- 
ing, as J do, that I was not born La 
that country where intereft, and />- 
Urtjl alone is the God of its idolatry, 
and that the unembarratfed (bate of 
my fortune does not render the emo- 
luments of this office of neceffity to 
me, lam free to fay, that, ifuich 
is to be the tenure of this office, I am 
as much led to defpife the acceptance 
of it upon my own account, as I 
ftall difdain to keep it upon terms 
ib equally injurious and dishonour- 
able to you. 

And now the next objeft of my 
confideration being the letter upon 
which his Excellency grounds the 
reafon of his conduct; let us fee, 
(without entering into the propriety 
of fuch a reafon being given for fuch 
a meafure) what that letter is. The 
letter is a letter of mine to the Conw 
mittee of Correfpondence, dated 
May 3, 1780, in which having 
Rated, that it had been indirectly 
conveyed to ray knowledge* that 
governor Cuninghame was poflef- 
fed of inftructions (fuggefUng what 
thofe inftrucTtons were) for the fet- 
tiement of the four and a half per 
cent, duty in the ifland, his Excel- 
•lency denies that he was furniftied 
with any fuch inftructions ; and hav- 
ing done this, he thence draws one 
of his own conclufions, that this let- 
ter was the occasion of the reduction 
Of his falary. But leaving it in con- 
tinuance to the ingenuity of his Ex- 
cellency to reconcile this information 
of mine with the reduction of his 
fajary, and to theHoufe of Membly 



to confirm or deny the fa&, my an- 
fwer to this charge is fliortly this ; 
that his Excellency having declared 
that he was poflefled of no fuch in- 
ftrucuons as I had mentioned, it is 
the bufinefs of every gentleman to 
believe, that what his Excellency has 
aflerted is, with refpett to himfelf, 
literally the cafe; but with refpett to 
the fafls of the inftructions them- 
felves, as I mull prefume that his 
Excellency has not attempted to con* 
trovert them, fo you will now take 
it upon my rtftated authority., that 
thofe faffs did exift, and were, at 
the time of my writing to the Com- 
mittee of Correfpondence, the pre- 
conceived propontions in /^'/coun- 
try for the four and a half per cent, 
duty in that* And having faid this, 
I had now done with this ftbjett, 
but that his Excellency complains 
that I did not, in this inllance, place* 
a fufficient degree of confidence in 
him ; for, fays fye, " I had propofed 
to communicate to the agent every 
thing that had pafled between the* 
Minifler and myfelf relative to Bar-* 
bados, and therefore he ought not 
to have written over, that there were 
any propofals to be made concerning 
the four and a half per cent, duty ;** 
to which I muft anfwer, that how- 
ever obliged I might be to his Excel- 
lency for the honour he intended me. 
of his confidence, yet if this confi- 
dence was, on the part of his Ex- 
cellency, to have led him to betray 
the fecret instructions of Govern- 
ment, and on the part of the agent* 
to have withheld him from the dis- 
charge of his duty; I am fure his 
Excellency, upon his own account, 
as well as my own, will be of opi- 
nion with me, that in fuch confi- 
dence, " There is more honour in tht 
breach thorn tht obftrvaHCt" 

But now for a reafon more cogent 
for my removal from the agency of 
the ifland, than either the contents 
of my letter or my want of confidence 
in his Excellency, and it is this : 

" That 
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** That the Miniftcr had informed 
Kis Excellency, that being a member 
of parliament, I was no unaftive man 
in the oppofition, and that it was 
wrong and impolitic in me to be fo.*' 
A reafon that might have had its 
weight if the agent had been under 
the appointment of the Minifter, but 
being unable to difcover what it is 
that difqualifies a member of par- 
liament in the oppofition from bein£ 
a. colony-agent, and prefuming that 
the Houfe of Aflembly never meant 
the falary of an agent as a bribe for 
a member of parliament, and if they 
did, that they have very unworthily 
- beftowed it on me, I lhall, ceafing 
to trouble you with any thing fur- 
ther refpecling myfelf, proceed to 
what is of more importance, namely, 
the confideration of this fubjeft as it 
has relation to you, and in fo doing 
will arrange what I lhall have to 
cifer under the following heads : 

L The indifpeirftble neceflity of 
your having an agent at all times 
refident in this country. 

II. The propriety of that agent 
being the agent of the council and 
aflembly, and not'of the Governor. 

III. The right of the Governor, 
with refpett to the removal of this 
agent; and, 

Laftly, The remedy to prevent 
this removal for the future. 

I. Then with regard to the in- 
difpenfible neceflity of your having 
an agent at all times refident in this 
country ; if human folly could ex- 
tend fo far as to deny the truth of 
this aflertion, the very cafe that is 
now before you is fo damning a proof 
of its truth, that even folly itfelf mult 
become the convert of fuch convict 
tion. For what is the cafe ? His 
Excellency, Governor Cuninghame, 
difappointed in his expectations of a 
greater falary from the Houfe of A/- 
fembly than it was thought prudint 
to give him, pirblifhes an aclual, 
and, in my opinion, an indifiahh 
libel upon the government of the 



ifland. The Houfe of Affembly 
hurt, as it may well be fuppofed, at 
this meafure, oiFer to prefent a me- 
morial to him in j unification of the 
government and of their conduct* 
but which, inftead -of receiving, in 
violation of all precedent, and con- 
trary to the fundamental right of 
every individual fubjeft, and furely 
much more fo of the reprefentarivs 
body of a whole people, to lay their 
grievances, whether real or ima- 
ginary, even before Majefly itfelf ; 
what does he do ? he refufes to ac- 
cept this memorial ; he does what 
no Sovereign of England is juilified 
in doing. And then what further 
does he do ? to cut off the coarfe of 
appeal, to block up the channel of 
juftice, to prevent the well-ground- 
ed complaints of the fubjeft from 
reaching the ear of the throne, whilft 
his own ill-founded charges are left 
to operate to the injury and difcredit 
of a loyal and an affectionate colony, 
he puts a negative for this very rea- 
ibn (for there is no other) upon the 
appointment of an agent in this 
country, whofe very office is to fulfil 
what this negative is meant to de- 
feat. So that, if contrary to reafon 
and experience, the foolifhnefs, as I 
have faid before, of folly could be 
fo great as to conceive that the ap- 
pointment of an agent in this coun- 
try was unnecefTary, the conduct of 
his Excellency, Governor Cuning- 
hame, has ftamped the fact with that 
indelible evidence, and has fo con- 
firmed the neceflity, as to place the 
propriety of the meafure now beyond 
the reach of even fp much folly to 
deny. -And this brings me to the 
confideration of 

II. The propriety of this agent, 
being the agent of the Council and 
Aflembly, and not of the Governor,* 
(and particularly of the Council, for 
the hiftory of that country fumifhes 
more acts of tyranny in its governors 
againft the members of the Council 
than againft the members of the Af- 
Yy 2 fembly) 
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fembly) a confideration which flows 
fo directly from what has been faid 
under the former head, and is fo 
neceflary aconfequence of that proof, 
as renders all arguments ufelefs in its 
fupport. For ifthe duty of r.n agent 
be, and it is the very fource of his 
appointment, to convey the remon- 
ftrancef of fubje&s fuffcring under 
the ignorance, the tyranny, and ra- 
pacity of Governors to the Throne, 
the controul of that appointment be- 
ing in the hands of the Governor, 
fuperfedes and deflroys the very end 
of the inftitution. The next thing 
then to be taken notice of is, 

III. The right of the Governor 
with refpect to the removal of the 
agent. And here it will be faid, 
that the agent being appointed by an 
aft of the iiland, and to an aft of 
the ifland, the aftentof the Governor 
being ra-^eflary, the Governor may 
withhold his afTent to that aft or not 
as he pleafcs. But this I deny not 
only as novel in precedent, but as 
falfe and unconfututional both in 
princip.c and practice. For let the 
cafe be ibted. A bill pafles the Af- 
fembly, unanmcu':) upturning an 
agent to tranf^h trie .. tfinefs of the 
ifland here, ^. 1 a.incxr.p- a certain 
falary to the c-ince, whiu! muft be 
paid by the people ; it becomes a 
money biM, originating of courfe in 
the Hcufe of Ailf.mbly; it after- 
wards uncnimcujly pa/P's the Council, 
and then the Governor refufes his 
a/Tent. In this caie then, I fay, the 
Governor of B~:baJos does, as : he 
has done ufou another occafjon in 
that country, what the King of Eng». 
land has never done in this, nor nasi 
a right to do. For as to the prece- 
dent, was it ever known that any bill, 
not containing any infringement up-. 
on the prerogative of the Crown, and 
much more a money bill, ever re- 
ceived a negative from the Crown, 
after unanimoujly paffing both Houfes 
of Parliament? The Journals of Par- 
liament .know of no fuch thing. The 



inftance was never heard of. And 
as to the principU> what is it ? It is, 
that the King, having no fhare in 
the debates of either Houfe, cannot 
be fuppofed to be a judge of the fir.- 
nefs of any bill, any otherwife than 
as it relates to the prerogative of the 
Crown ; and fo the power of refolv- 
ing not being in the Crown, the 
power of reje&hig is given to the 
King for the fecurity of the prero- 
gative ; and which being of courfe 
limited to this ufe, it follows in 
practice, that if any fuch occurrence 
as this had ever taken place here, 
the miniittr who had advifed the 
meafure to the Crown, had almoft 
in the fame in ft ant loll his head ; 
whilft a Governor of Barbados, un- 
der the fame circumftances, is to in- 
cur neither punimment nor cenfure* 
In tine, then it remains, as are- 
medy to prevent this removal for the 
future, that [ take the liberty of 
fubmitting to your confideration two 
propoiitions to be taken in the alter- 
native, as either may appear the 
molt eligible to be adopted by you ; 
and of which the firft is, that inftead 
of the Agent's bill being, as it now 
is, a duunft and feparate bill, his 
appoint inent for the fqture ihall be 
incorporated with, and be made a 
part of the annual excife or levy bill, 
by which means you muft either have 
an agent, or one of your own apr 
pointment too, or no excife or levy. 
bill j and as Governor Cuninghame 
has now put a negative upon the. 
Agent's bill, becaufe the Agent was. 
the occafion, as he fays, of the re- 
duction of his falary, fo it is to be 
inferred, that he will not deny his. 
^flent to fuch a bill, as without t^e 
pa/ling of which he will receive no 
falary at all. But fhould even this 
be fhe cafe, or ihouid there be any 
objection, of which I am not aware, 
to $he adoption of this proportion, 
then the other proportion is; that 
(Joeing from the reafons which have 
been aifigned, what reafons may in 

future 
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future be given, as that the nofe of 
the agent is crooked when it ought 
to be itrait, cr that he wears a beard 
when his face ihould be fmooth, or 
for any other reafon, or for no rea- 
son ; and therefore refolved as I am 
for the intereft of the country, as 
well as for my own honour, not to 
fuiler my removal from the agency 
again to depend upon any but thole 
to whom I owe my appointment, 
and for whofe inicrcit I am to acl) 
I will, under the refol<ves of the 
Council and Aflembly alone to this 
end, and without any acl of the 
iiland, and depending upon the re- 
ward of my ferviccs when the return 
,of better politics ihall furnifh the, 
occafion, continue with equal affi- 
duity and attention, though in the 
mean time, without fee or reward, 
to ac*l by your inflruclions, as your 
Agent, independently of the Go- 
vernor, for the colony of Barbados 
in England. 

And having faid this, I have at 
prefent only further to add, that I 
am with all public, as well as pri- 
vate refpect, honourable Sir, your 
moil obliged, moft faithful and de- 
voted humble fervant,

Agent's Anfwer to the Speaker's letter, 

of the Sth November, 17S0. 

London, Feb, 19, 1781. 
Honourable Sir, 

Your letter to me of the ill of 
November, inclofing the addrefs of 
your hon. houfe to his Majefty, on 
the lamentable fubjett of the late 
dreadful hurricane that happened in 
the ifland, coming fafe to my hands, 
I loft no time in the delivery of it to 
Lord George Germaipr, for the pur- 
pofe of its being presented to the 
Xing; and here, whilfl I mull join 
nay own fympathy aud concern with 



that of your's, on this calamitouar 
event, it will be fome fmall confola- 
tion to you, as it was to me, when 
you find the ready difpofition that 
appeared on this fide the water to 
alleviate our diflreffes on that, and 
particularly in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, where for our relief, the Aim 
of 8o,oooL was immediately voted, 
as the inclofed papers, to which X 
beg leave to refer, will inform you ; 
and as by which you will find what 
part it became the duty of your 
agent upon this occafion to take, fo 
I ihall leave the other particulars of 
this buftnefs to the relation of the' 
committee that is appointed for the. 
.management of this matter in detail, 
and who are inflrucled to correfpond- 
with the ifland thereupon. 

And now your letter of the 8th 
November, containing your other 
addrefs to the King, for the removal, 
of Governor Cuninghame from the- 
government of the ifland, being alfo. 
arrived and delivered, to Lord Geo. 
Germain, together with the inclofed 
Memorial from myfelf, the follow- 
ing is the official information I am to, 
give you upon th ; s fubjecl. 

His Lordfhip faid, upon my deli-, 
very of the addrefs to him, and after 
his perufal of it, that although Go-. 
vernor Cuninghame, had ftood upon 
very bad ground before (alluding to 
his- former conduct) this remonftrance , 
(for fo his Lordihip called it) had 
now put him upon much better ; that 
it was written with heat and anger. 
and feemed to take upon itfelf the 
part of judge, jury, and executioner * 
that he would prefent it to his Ma- 
jefty, and that the form of proceed- 
ing would be tor his Majeftv to refer 
it to the Board of Trade, who, after 
confideration thereof, would call 
upon Governor Cuninghame to de- 
fend himfelf againfl the charge con- 
tained therein either in his own per- 
fon, or by any agent employed by 
him for that purpofe ; and after this 
a committee of his Majeily's council 
would finally determine upon the 

matter. 
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"teftrtr. That if the* Governor had 
taken fees contrary to a law of the 
ifland, he had done wrong ; but this 
his Lordihip could not judge of, as 
he had not teen the law; or if he 
lad taken fees without the opinion 
©f his Majefty's law-officers in the 
ifland, in this too he had acted very 
improperly *. To which I anfwerea, 
that although the addrefs might have 
¥een conceived in heat and anger, 
lbs Lordihip would coniider not only 
die immediate profecution that had 
led to this, but how much the minds 
of the people had been foured by his 
Excellency's formervery unjuftifiable 
conduct in the adminiftration of his 
M W tm ment ; that as to the present 
charge afcainft the Governor, k was 
not founded on a matter of fact, 
wfckh required evidence either in 
poof or disproof of it, butreftedon 
• mere point of law : that the quef- 
tfen was, whether his Excellency had 
acted legally or illegally in the taking 
of fees : if the former, he was j uni- 
fied ;— if the latter, he could make 
90 defence ; and therefore I hoped 
tbat the matter might be brought to 
a decifion more fpeedily than his 
lordihip had propofed, as in the 
mean time his Excellency was pro- 
ceeding in the levying of fees, to the 
great injury and grievance of the 
lubject. To this his Lordfhip's fe- 
oetary, Mr. Knox (being prefent) 
faid, that there could be no appre- 
benfion of his Excellency continuing 
to take the fees he had demanded, 
as Mr. Duke had already brought 
feveral actions againft the fecretary, 
Mr. Workman, for having received 
them on the part of the Governor, 
and if the illegality was determined 



in confluence of thefe actions, en- 
til the matter was heard by appeal, 
(the right of appeal lying in fuch 
cafes, although for lefs than five 
hunired pounds) the receipt of the 
fees in the mean time would of 
courfe be difcontinued. Proceeding 
then to anfwer what his Lordftnp had 
further faid, I obferved, that with 
refpect to the fees being contrary to 
the laws of the ifland, to far as my 
opinion went, there was not a doubt- 
upon the cafe ; but whether the Go- 
vernor had acted under the advice of 
his Majefty's law - officers in the 
ifland, or not, knowing nothing of 
the fad, I could not undertake to 
declare : that he had ailed indeed 
with the concurrence of the council ; 
but here I had been given to under- 
Hand, though not •mctally, nor from 
any member of his Majefty's coun- 
cil, that the part which they had 
taken was under the belief, if not 
under the actual knowledge, that 
Governor Cuninghame was directed 
in themeafure by the inftructions that 
he had received from hence ; and as 
a proof of this, I had alio been told, 
that Governor Cuninghame, when 
he went out, took over with him, 
ready cut and dried in his pocket, 
the lift of fees which Lord Macart- 
ney had had in the conquered coun- 
try of the Grenades : that he had 
fet up thefe fees of himfelf in de^ 
mand, and even without the concur- 
rence of the council ; that the coun- 
cil had objected to the exorbitancy 
of them, but that, upon his Excel- 
lency's diminifhing the table and low- 
ering the rate, they afterwards con- 
fented to thofe which were now the 
fubject of complaint. I then faid, I 



* If Governor Cuninghame acted very improperly in taking fees without 
the opinions of his Majefty's law-officers in the ifland, what will be faid 
when it is known, that he acted directly againft the opinion of his Majefty'* 
Attorney-general of the ifland, a gentleman of acknowledged great abilities,- 
and of much authority in his pweffion ; and who declared " that thofe fees 
-were contrary both to law and ufage, and that the King's inftructions could 
not warrant the Governor in the demand of them ?"

\qptd his Lordflup dii not conceive 
chat I meant to aflt the queftidn, 
whether GovernorCuninghame was 
ac"thrg under inftruc"lions or not ?

Board, their Lordfhips are of opi* 
nion, that it is not poflible for them 
to enter into an ex parte difcuflion of 
any diftinft part of the charges againft 
Governor Cuninghame, after having 
tranfmitted the whole to him, with 
directions to prepare for his defence 
therein.— -That although they -are 
not furnifhed with any reafons upon

Agent's Letter to the Speaker. 

London, May I, 1 78 1. 
Honourable Sir, 

The above is the copy of my let- 
ter to you by the packet of laft 
month, and the inclofed the dupli- 
cates of what were tranfmitted to 
you at the fame time. To thefe are 
row to be added my petition to the 
King, as alluded to in my letter above : 
but no council having fince been 
held, no anfwerisas yet obtained. 
Of the refult of this bulinefs, how- 
ever, you need be under no appre- 
henfions. You have not only the de- 
cided right of your own cafe to truft 
to, but the juftice of this country e- 
quallytorely on. The conduct of the 
Board of Trade, fo far as it has gone, 
is, as you will perceive, perfectly fa- 
tisfactory ; and fo I may venture to 
promife you it will be in the iffue of 
the whole. I have lately had occa- 
sion to fee a report of this Board to 
his Majefty, refpecting the conduct 
of Governor Dalling, in Jamaica, 
which leaves no poffible room to 
doubt but that the fame line of juf- 
tice, as in that, fo in this cafe, will 
be equally extended to you ; efpeci- 
. ally too, when the cafe of Jamaica is 
«s nothing in comparifon with that 
of Barbados. Governor Dalling is 
coming home, for fo it is faid in the 
report. It is faid too, that Gover- 
nor Cuninghame is recalled ; but 
this is common report, and not 
founded on any official information 
of mine. It is a report, however, 
that I have not the fmalleft difficulty 
to believe ; not only, as I have faid 
before, from my confidence in the 



juftice of this country, but from the* 
impoffibility of fiippofuig that a Go- 
vernor can remain to prefide over a 
people, whofe fundamental rights he 
has To directly invaded, whofe go- 
vernment he has fo unmeritcdiy 
abulcd, and whofe reprefen tali ves lie 
has treated with fuch indignity and 
contempt. Such afituation mufc be 
as difagreeable* to himfelf, as ic 
would be infiipportable to them ? 
and therefore the fact of his recal is, 
as it would feem, a meafure of courfe. 
You will perceive that Mr. Elliott^ 
in his anfwer from the Board of 
Trade the 4th of April, fuggefts, 
" that if his Ma jetty's fubjects in 
Barbados thought it expedient, they 
prefume the right of impofition might 
have been previoufly tried upon the* 
fpot, and finally determined by ap- 
peal." But I ♦truft that no fuch fteps 
as thefe will be taken in the ifland. 
The impofition is equally illegal 
whether it be againlt the law of the 
ifland or not. It wants not the law 
of the ifland to make it illegal. It 
is, indeed, exprefsly againft the law 
of the ifland, but I fhould be forry if 
its illegality depended upon the lex 
loci, the law of the ifland only. To* 
levy fees upon the people, is to levy 
a tax upon the people, and to levy a 
tax upon the people, without the 
confent of their reprefentatives, is a 
violation of the rights of the fubject^ 
and as fuch is matter of parliamen- 
tary impeachment; and being mat- 
ter of parliamentary impeachment, I, 
as a member of parliament, might 
impeach the conduct of Governor 
Cuninghame, and leave the deter- 
mination thereof to the wifdom and 
jufcice of parliament': but the wif- 
dom and juftice of thofe in whofe 
hands the cafe already is, will ren- 
der this an unneceffary proceeding 
in me. 

It is my wifh and intention, how- 
ever, to bring the unparalleled dif- 
trefled fituation of the ifland of Bar- 
badoes, in other reflects, as a cafe 

before 
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-before Parliament for i*s relief upon 
the opening of the next feifion $ but 
in this i muft have your a Alliance in 
furnimhig me with proper materials 
to the end. Something of this fort 
muft be done, and if fubilantial re- 
lief Is not afforded in confequence of 
this, that colony will be loll to this 
country. It will be abandoned. 
Under its prefent circumflances it 
cannot be fupported With refpecl 
to the 4-£ per cent, duty, that I mall 
bring on to be finally dctermmed by 
petition to the King in council, in 
the courfe cf the fummer ; and I 
have no doubt but that the juflice of 
this cafe too will have its due opera- 
tion there. It is to this duty that 
you are to look for the rebuilding of 
your fortifications, your fefiior.s- 
houfe, and for the other public ufes 
oftheifland. This is their proper 
fund, and without this fund, they 
mult be leftin the condition in which 
they are. 

In my lad letter I informed you, 
that an additional duty of 5s. id. 
making a duty in the whole of 12s. 
id. was Jaid upon fugar ; but in 
this information there was an error. 

The former fubfidies were 6s. J&. 
and the duty now 4s. 1 id. making in 
the whole 1 is. 6d. inflead of 1 as id. 
The error arofe from calculating 5 
percent, upon the laft duty as upon 
the former, and which it feems has 
not been added. I thought it right 
to rectify this miflake, though it be 
of no conference to us, fince we 
are as little able to pay the one as we 
are the other. How long the coun- 
try will Iaft under its prefent burdens 
and diftrefles> f know not ; but this I 
know, that the only refource you 
have at prefent left, is in your own 
rigid internal aeconomy, 1 External 
evils may not be prevented, but it 
is your own faults if you fuffer any 
intema{ evils to exift among you. 



Thefe are fubjefr. to yoflt own regu- 
lations, and, as the guardians of the 
rights, liberties, and properties of 
the people, they will notefcape your 
notice. Among the former of thefe, 
no doubt, will occur to you the fees 
of the fcveral patent-offices. Thefe 
fees are all liquidated b^ the laws of 
the ifland, and if more i« received 
than the law admits of, it is not the 
faultof the law. Thoufands of pounds 
may be faved to the country, by a 
proper attention to this one article 
only of ceconomy. » 

It is enacled> that the fees of the 
feveral offices mould be pai^ " in 
fugar, orelfe in money at three half- 
pence peF pound, at the choice of the 
payer." Is there any reafon that 
this law mould not be ftri£Uy com- 
plied with ? 

But I beg pardon for this intrufion 
of my fentiments upon a fubjedl al~ 
ready placed in fuch hands as yours. 
It is owing to my folicitude for the 
welfare of the country, and this I 
know will bring down your appro- 
bation upon me, and not your dif- 
guft. 

As to news, I have none to fend 
you, feeing that there is now nothing 
new under the fun. Whatever has 
been, we have formerly feen ; and 
what has never been before, we now 
experience : fo that by this kind of 
topfey turkey game, one may well fay, 
there is nothing new under the fun. 

The la ft news however, is the ne- 
gative fuccefs, which the Gazette 
gives us, of Admiral Arbuthnot with 
the French fleet off the Capes of 
Virginia. I fay negative, beeaufe it 
was not pofitive ; and yet any fuc- 
cefs, although negative, is better than 
abfblute defeat. But I fay this in 
the explanation, and not^ in apology 
for the term. (Note*.) I know f 
am not writing to the licenfegs of the 
prefs, fpr as yet we have no fuch of- 
ficers 



(Note *.) This is-faid in allufion to a paragraph in a former letter of the 
Agent's, where, fpeaking of Admiral Rodney's engagement with the French 
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ficers among us ; nor yet to the tri- 
umvirs of Rome, who by edict could 
command men to be grave or merry, 
as they pleafed, upon pain of death. 
But I muft not forget to add my 
congratulations upon t\iepoJtti*ve fuc- 
cefs you have had, in the furrender 
of Demarara and Iflequibo to his 
Majefty's arms ; efpecially too as we 
find by the Gazette, which I inclofe 
you, that '* thefe Colonies in the 
hands of Great Britain, if properly 
encouraged, in a few years, will em- 
ploy more mips, and produce more 
revenue to the crown than all, the 
Britijb Weft-India ijlands united." 
This to be fure is not negative, but 
pofttive fuccefs ; and a Jubjett of 
much congratulation : but there is 
fomewhat elfe in the Gazette which 
I muft mention for another reafon. 
It is faid, " The only danger (that 
is, of fupplying the French iflands 
with provifions and ftores) is from 
the Britijh ijlands y whofe merchants, ^ 
regardlefs of the intereft they owe 
their country, have already contrasted 
ivitb the enemy to fupply them with 
provifions and naval ftores. My ut- 
moft attention fhall be to prevent 
their treafon taking place." I flatter 
myfelfeven under this 'very general 
defcription, that the ifland of Barba- 
dos is ftill an exception to this charge ; 
and that the merchants there will- 
enable me to contradict and remove 
this high offence from them. 

Comte de Grajfe emitted Brett the 
24th of March with twenty- fix fail 
of the line, and twelve thoufand 
troops ; and it is faid is gone to the 
Weft-Indies* If fo, you know more 



of this matter by this time than I dew 
I truft you have fafely received my 
feveral difpatches, by every oppor- 
tunity fince February laft, particu- 
larly thofe by the Acleon man of 
war, the convoy of our laft fleet ;

Ordered, That the 71ft inftru&irm 
be read, which was done in thefe 
words, viz. 

" And whereas the falary'of one 
thoufand two hundred pounds fter- 
ling, per annum, atfigned out of the 
duty of four and a half per cent. 
ari/ing in our ifland of Barbados, for 
the Governor in Chief of that oar 
illand, may not be fufheient for, his 
fupport, we have already given di- 
rections that eight hundred pouais, 
fterling, be further added, out ot 
the Lid duty of fodr and a half /*r 
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lent, to the falary of the Governor 
©f that our ifland for the time being, 
which, by fuch addition, will amount 
to two thoufand pounds per annum. 
And whereas it hath been reprefeht- 
ed to us, that the falary of two thou- 
sand pounds is not fumcient for his 
fupport, and the dignity of that our 
government ; We have taken the 
fame into confideration, and are gra^ 
cioufly pleafed to permit and allow, 
that the faid Aflembly may by an ac~t 
fettle upon you fuch fum in addi- 
tion to your falary of two thoufand 
pounds (lerling, per annum, as they 
fiall think proper ; and you are here- 
by allowed to give your afTent to any 
act of Aflembly for that purpofe, 
provided that fuch fum be fettled on 
you and your facceflbrs in that go- 
vernment, or at leait on you during 
the whole time of your government 
there ; and that the fame be done in 
the &t£L felfion of AfTembly to be 
holdeit by you after your arrival 
there." 

The foregoing initruction being 
read, the Houfe, after fome debate, 
came to the following refolutions :

Thefe refolutions being come to f 
it was then agreed that the following 
anfwer be returned to his Excellen- 
cy's meflage, viz. 

" This Aflembly have taken into 
confideration your Excellency's rr.ef- 
fage, the Right Hon. Lord George 
Germain's letter of the 4th of Octo- 
ber, and his Majeily's 71ft inilruc- 
tion. The difpleafure of our graci- 
ous Sovereign cannot fail to afflict 
this AfTembly: 1 11 the prefent in- 
ftance, however, we owe it to the 
reprefentations your Excellency mud 
have made to the Minister of the co- 
lonies on the fubjeel of your fettle- 
ment. On our part we can but re- 
peat that we were not actuated, on 
that occafion, by any other than the 
confideration of the (late and fitua- 
tion of the community ; and as jnem- " 
bers of an Englifh government and 
legiflature, we mull claim, in the 
diicharge of our duty, to be, at all 
times, directed by our reafon and 
judgment : Deprived of fo constitu- 
tional a right, and yielding to any 
blind and arbitrary impulfe, this 
AfTembly would ceafe to be freemen, 
and degenerate into Haves. 

" We (hall, in all poflible cafes, 
do our utmolt to deferve the gracious 
good-will of our monarch ; but in 
the particular recommended to us, 
we have no alteration to make of 
our former fentiments. As to a new 
Levy Bill, the diftrefles of our coun- 
try at prefent forbid abfolutely fuch 
a meafure ; nor is it neceflary, when 
large fums are yet to be collected 
from levies already laid upon the 
people," 

Ordered, That Mr. Speaker do 
fign the anfwer, and that the Clerk 
do deliver the fame to the Clerk of 
the Council, to be laid before his 
Excellency. 

(e3p Why Lord George Germain's 
letter was not published with the 
minutes is obvious ; " it was at 
the defire of his Excellency:" but

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why his Excellency made that .defire 
is not obvious, for the reafon that 
his Lordfhip's letter is not publifLed. 
However, without entering into the 
particulars of its contents here, it 
was a letter of requifition, from the 
. Secretary of State to the Houfe of 
AfTembly, in the name of his Ma-

That the AfTembly 
did not cpmply with this requifition 
yn^er the then circumilances of the 
ifland, whatever they ' might have 
done, in fhew of attention to the 
pame of his Ivjajcity, if no hurricane 
had been, has been already Hated, 
and therefore need not be repeated : 
But it is neceflary $0 add, that be- 
caufc the AfTembly, in fulfilling this 
their fuperior duty to humanity as 
well as to their cenftituents, refufed 
their aflbnt to this requifition, the 
Governor, upon the pretence that 
the Aflembly would not pafs a Levy 
Ejll, which Levy Bill toy was to in> 
pofe taxes upon a country that was 
actually groaning under the miferies 
of defolation, diflblved the AfTembly; 
and then, though not firfl accepting 
the falary of two thoufand pounds a 
year which had been originally fet- 
tled upon him, proceeded with two

" Beg you will inform his Excel- 
lency, that as no meflage had been 
fent down to the Houfe of AfTembly 
by the Secretary in regard to the day 
of our adjournment, when he deli- 
vered the Governor s written meflage 
to the Speaker ; although the two < 
members, whom I had fent up from 
the houfe to Pilgrim, requeuing his 
Excellency to fignify his pleafure with 
refpeft to the point of adjournment 
by thofe gentlemen, the only two 
whom J couli prevail on to take that 
troublefome office upon them at {q 
inconvenient a diflance even for that 
turn, aflured the houfe, that the Se- 
cretary would be directed to fignify 
fuch his Excellency's pleafure. And 
as I could not prevail upon any two 
of the -members to take a ride to 
Pilgrim afterwards both to carry the 
anfwer of the hciufe to the Gover- 
nor's meflage, and to requeft once

confent of the aflembly. ^ Ap4 I 
jnuft add, in further juftification of 
the houfe and myfelf for this pre- 
sumption, that a report had reached 
us whilft we were fitting, that the 
Governor had adjourned the Coun- 
cil Board to fome day in Jfanuary, 
though 1 Have this morning learnt, 
that this was an error, and that it 
was the Court of Chancery that had 
been adjourned 9 and not the Coun- 
cil Board. 

This, Sir, is the true account of 
the time of our adjournment, and of 
the authority by which the houfe was 
adjourned, an authority which, till 
the prefent Governor took upon hira 
the reins of government, the Houfe 
of Aflembly, under every admini- 
stration, had been entrusted with for 
their own eafe and conveniency, and 
wfiich had never been abufed by the ' 
aflembly, to the difpleafure of any 
Angle Governor, fince I had the ho- 
nour to hold the Speaker's chair ;

" It affords me great fatisfaclion 
to meet you in your Iegiflative capa- 
city, for.thedifpatch of the various 
and important biifinefs, which the 
ilateof the countrywill prefent' to you. 
1 " The effe&s of the late dread- 
ful hurricane making a deep impref- 
fion on me, I did not fail by the 
earljell opportunity to reprefent to 
his Majelly the fufferings of his 
faithful fubje&s of this ifland. 



(Note # .) It appears from the foregoing papers, that no diflblution of fche 
Aflembly Jaad been had fmce the adminiltration of Sir Thomas Robinfon^ 
which commenced in the year 1742, to the prefent time, 

« Upon 
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'* Upon the fubjeft of your de- 
fence I beg to engage your moft fe- 
rious attention. A powerful arma- 
ment from France is daily expected 
i n thefe feas ; and the number of 
your enemies is increafed by the rup* 
turewith the States General of the 
United Provinces. You have, in- 
deed, a frefh inftance of his Maj eft y's 
paternal care of you in the ilrong 
reinforcement lent out for the pro- 
tection of his valuable colonies ir> 
this quarter of the globe ; but I muft 
guard you againft trufting your fe* 
curity entirely to a naval force. A 
ihort interval of its abfence may 
prove fatal to you, if you neglecT: to 
improve your internal ftrength, — 
which depending on your numbers, 
I muft again recommend to you a 
revifion of your militia laws. 

" In your deliberations on this 
fubje&^I truft you will find that the 
powers • rieceflary to enforce obedi- 
ence, are not incompatible with free- 
dom. Whatever powers you may 
judge proper to veil in the Comman- 
der in Chief {hall be exercifed by me, 
with an equal attention to the eafe 
of the people, and the fafety of the 
country. 

" I am happy to congratulate you 
on the latefuccefs that has attended his 
Majejlfs arms in North America, 
*whicb, from its conferences, fromife a 
fpeedy condition to the war" 
% ' " Gentlemen of the Affembly, 

<* The duty I owe to my fovereign 
and to your welfare calls upon me to 
reprefent to you the injury the iflarid 
has fuftained in the Iofs of the levy 
bill for the laft year. As I cannot 
encourage you to expect, that Great 
Britain will take upon herfelf the 
burthen of your fortifications, I muft 
exhort you to take this bufinefs into 
your immediate confideratiort, and to 
do all that the abilities of the coun- 
try can afford. I muft alfo recom- 
mend to you the repairs of the Town 
Hall, the Mole-head, and Pilgrim* 
houfe. As the term is expired for 
which the barracks were taken, I 



perfuade myfelf you will make a pro* 
vifion for the accommodation of the 
troops, and* I hope you will fee the 
neceftity of engaging a fit place for 
the confinement of prifoners of war." 
'* Gentlemen of the Council, and 

Gentlemen of the Affembly. 
" I am particularly commanded 
from home to recommend harmony 
to the two branches of the legiflature. 
I truft I /hall fee you enter upon the 
bufinefs of the public with temper 
and cordiality, which will give eafe, 
dignity, and fuccefs to your pro- 
ceedings. J wifti, gentlemen, I had 
nothing more to recommend to you 
for reform and correction ; but your 
internal police certainly requires a- 
mendment — your own obfervations 
will fuggeit to you the inconvenien- 
cies and dangers to which you are 
expofed from the remiflhefs of ma- 
giftrates and inferior officers. I hope 
every gentleman in his refpective 
parifh, efpecially in the feveral 
towns, will henceforward exert him- 
felf for the prefervation of peace, or- 
der, and decorum, among the diffe- 
rent ranks of people. 

*' Feeling, as I do, the fame dif- 
pofitions I brought with me, I can- 
not decline this occafion to afture 
you, that I fhall be always ready to 
concur with you in every meafure 
that may tend to promote the welfare 
of the country, and the happinefs of 
the people committed to my care."

The Assembly's Address, in An- 
fwer to the Governor's Speech, 
March 20, 178 1. 
To his Excellency Major-genera/ James 
Cuninghame, Efq. Captain-ge- 
neral, Governor and Commander in 
Chief of this IJland, Chancellor-Or- 
dinary, and Vice-admiral of tfo 
fame. 
The Address-^ th* General Af- 
fembly* 
May it pleafe your Excellency, 
We the reprefentatives of the peo- 
ple, thank your Excellency for your 
fpeech to the Council and this houfe 
A a a 3 at 
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at the opening of the jjrefent feflion. 
The fatisfadhon fo gracioufly ex- 
prefled by your Excellency at meet- 
ing us again in our legislative ca- 
pacity, cannot be greater than our 
own, after the diflblutioa of the 
former afFembly, and fo long a faf~ 
penfion of the people's mare in the 
legislative rights of their country, 
now that we fee thofe rights reftored 
to them in the Election of this new 
Auembly. 

We likewise thank your Excel- 
lency for reprefenting to his Majefly, 
by the earheft opportunity, the fuf- 
ferings of hi9 faithful fubjects of this 
iSlanu by ths late dreadful hurricane ; 
yet, at the fame time, we cannot 
but exprefs the utmoft anxiety for 
the fate of an addrefs that parted the 
Houfe of Aflembly to his Majelty on 
the Tame melancholy occafion, which, 
although pa/Ted indeed at an hour 
much too late to Satisfy the inftant 
wiflies of the Houfe, was, however, 
fortunately in good time for obtain- 
ing a conveyance to England by the 
fame veflel that conveyed your Ex- 
cellency's difpatches, and the addrefs 
of the council, and it was forwarded 
accordingly; but the filcnce of our 
agent, to whofe hands it was di- 
rected, and whofe acknowledgment 
of the receipt of it would have cer- 
tainly followed the delivery of our 
Speaker's letter, fills the minds of 
this AfTembly with concern and ap- 
prehenfion. 

Notwuhftanding our enemies are 
encreafed by the rupture with the 
States General of the United Pro- 
vinces, we truit that the power of 
Great Britain, properly directed, is 
flill fufTicient to protect his Majesty's 
antient and loyal Colonies, and to 
revenge the injury offered to his 
crown and dignity. We acknow- 
ledge, -with gratitude, his Majefty's 
paternal care of us in the Strong re- 
inforcement fent out, and on that we 
mutt place our chief reliance for fe- 
curity and protection ; for, whilit 
icniible as we axe of the deficiencies 



in our militia law, and wifhfulto di- 
rect the powers , necefTarily granted 
by all militia laws to the proper end 
of forming and keeping in good dis- 
cipline the numbers that are enrolled 
in the fervice ; yet your Excellency 
mufl pardon us, if whilil we obferve 
a difpofuion to exercife extraordinary 
powers, not warranted by law, we 
are fearful of granting by law fuch 
new powers, as from an arbitrary 
Stretch or interpretation might inflict 
not only a temporary, but a laiting" 
and irretrievable mifchief upon our 
free community. 

We rejoice with your Excellency 
on the late fuccefs of his Majesty's* 
arms in North America, and we truft 
ifl the goodnefs and greatnefs of his 
royal breaSt for the happieft of all 
fruits from thefc victories, a conqueSt 
over the hearts of our deluded bre- 
thren of the Northern Colonics, more 
glorious even than that obtained over 
their perfons, to theirs and our mu- 
tual intereft and felicity. 

Whatever may have been the in- 
jury fuSlained by the public in the 
lofs of the Levy Bill, which was paSTed 
by the former Houfe of AfTembly, 
and fent up to the council for their 
concurrence, fuch injury cannot, with 
reafon or with juftice, be charged to, 
the account of the aflembly'who per- 
formed their part in it ; and yet, un- 
der the dreadful destruction of our 
properties from the hurricane that 
followed, the event was unfortunate 
to our diStrcSTed constituents, who 
muft have funk under the weight of 
taxes, added to the misfortunes they 
were loaded with from that dire ca- 
lamity ; and whilft crouching, as 
they Still are, under that heavy load 
alone, and looking up to our gracious 
Sovereign and parent State for fome 
.great and national relief to eafe the 
burden we all labour under, what 
can be the prefumed abilities of this 
country to undertake the various 
works fo largely recommended by 
your Excellency in our prefent ruin- 
ouj condition? The repairs of oar 
, fortifications, 
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fortifications, of the Mole-head, of 
the Town-hall, and of Pilgrim- 
houfe, along with a farther provifion 
for barracks for the accommodation 
ef the troops, and a ft place for the 
confinement of prifoners of war* — 
And moreover, when the miferable 
inhabitants of this fpot are at this 
time opprefled by the payment of 
unufual,> exorbitant, and illegal fees. 
And yet had another bill which was 
pafled by the former aflembly, to ap- 
ply a part of the furplus of the lail 
year's taxes to the repairs of the 
Town-hall, and Pilgrim-houfe, been 
pafled alfo by the two other branches 
of the legiflature, thefe works fo im- 
mediately ncceffary, and which fell 
within the compafs of our wretched 
finances, might have been by this 
time effected for your Excellency's 
an4 our own joint conveniency. But 
forry are we to hear your Excellency 
declare you cannot encourage us to 
expect, that Great-Britain will take 
«pon herfclf the burden of our forti- 
fications, even in this the day of our 
greateft and unparalleled diflrefs, 
when your Excellency well knows 
■that this country has for fo long a 
period of time paid a tribute of four 
and a half per cent, upon the pro- 
duce of our lands to the crown, on 
the exprefs condition, of having a- 
mongft other applications, part of 
that duty applied to the repairs of 
our fortifications; for although, from 
the zeal of this country in its more 
. profperous itate, the inhabitants have 
generoufly taken upo« themfelves 
the burden of thefe particular repairs, 
yet now that they are utterly unable 
to fupport it, this Aflembly truits in 
the tendernefs as well as juflice of 
our gracious Sovereign, either to ap- 
ply that duty to thepurpofes intend- 
ed for our fecurity, or to relieve us 
from the weight of that duty alto- 
gether, which can alone enable us to 
teflify our regard to this point of our 
defence upon a liberal and proper 
ground. 
JFaithful, as the aflembly of thepeo- 



ple have flill been in their i e'preferiti. , 
tive capacity, to the true intereft of 
their couutry, and difdaining eyery 
other intereit feparate from her's, thiy 
houfe, like the former, will be ready 
to concur with harmonywith the coun- 
cil in every meafure that can be pro- 
pofed to us for the general good. But 
alas ! when we reflect on the partial 
fyftem adopted by that board in fup- 
port of your Excellency's power, and 
for your particular advantage ; whea 
we fee the money taken out of thm 
pockets of the people by fuch au- 
thority alone, in oppofition to their 
mofl valuable and conftitutional 
rights ; rights too, which the affem- 
bly, Sir, are bound by every tie of 
duty, and interefl and honour to 
maintain, what harmony is to hn 
reafonably expected, betwixt bodies 
.of men, actuated by^ fuch different 
principles of conduct as the council 
and this aflembly ? And what other 
anfwer can we return to his Majefly's 
benevolent recommendation to us in 
this imtance, than by a repeated ap-. 
peal to his royal and paternal pro- 
tection of an injured, as well as un- 
fortunate colony ? 

But how to anfwer your Excel- 
lency's call upon us, in regard t» 
our defective police, we mull coa- 
fefs ourfelves entirely at a lofs, espe- 
cially as you have not been plca&l 
to point out the particular defects : 
if magiitrates are remi&, the fault 
cannot be imputed to this aflembly, 
but to thofe counfellors who recom- 
mended them m the office, or to the 
power that appointed them, or which 
continues them in the unmerited ho- 
nour of the commiffion* We cannot 
however but obferve, that if the ma- 
giitrates are really remifs, or the po- 
lice defective, it is highly to the 
credit of the people at large, that ib 
few complaints are made, and 4o 
little bufinefs is to be feen on tfcs 
grand feifions lilt. 

-Animated, as this aflembly are, 
by the mofl zealous attachment to 
the fervice of our conliituents, we 

receive 
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receive with pleafure the profeffions 
of your Excellency's readinefs to 
concur with us in every meafure, 
that can promote " the welfare of 
our country, and the happinefs of 
the people committed to your care." 
But fond as we fhall be to take our 
proper part in the promoting of 
our country's welfare, we fear the 
honour of giving happinefs to the 
people, at leaft immediately, rauft 
De all your Excellency's, the aft en- 
entirely your own ; an ad, however, 
but of juflice and retribution, fince 
to a frte people it would be in vain 
to hold out the view of happinefs, 
whilft they continue fmartlng under 
the fenfe of an oppreffive power.

Proceedings of the Houfe of Affembly, 
April 18, 1781. 
After the foregoing letters and 
papers, as upon this day were read, 
Mr, Speaker rofe, and faid, " that 
notwithftanding the Agents long 
filence, which could not but have 
given them pain, the Houfe mull 
now be fenfible, that this gentleman 
had, in the feveral inftances in which 
he had been employed, acted with 
zeal, fidelity, and good fenfe, an- 
fwerable to their wiihes ; a grateful 
teflimony of which, Mr. Speaker 
was aflured, would not be wanting 
from that affembly; and if it ihould 
be the pleafure of the Houfe to make 
him fuch a return for his conduct, 
he recommended it to them to fend 
him fome farther inftructions at the 
fame time, which in his opinion, 
were abfolutely heceffary for the 
Agent to enable him to fet the Mi- 
nister for the Colonies right in an 
error, which, by the report of Mr. 
Knox, his Secretary, if was evident 
the noble Lord was led into, and 
which might be injuripusto the com- 
munity, on the fuppofition of his 
Lordfhip, that the Governor was not 
now taking fees, or that the taking 



of thofe fees was fufpended* till aa 
imagined action, brought by the late 
Mr. Duke Ihould be determined in 
this ifland, and an appeal upon that 
determination, which was imagined 
alfo ihould be heard in England ; 
for it was well known amongft them, 
that no fuch action at law had been 
brought by Mr. Duke, and that the 
fees firft demanded by the Secretary, 
on which the Affembly had grounded 
their complaint to the throne, were 
fo far from being fufpended, that 
another table of the like arbitrary 
and illegal exactions had been fet up 
in the regifter in Chancery's Office, 
for his Excellency's own private ufe, 
which added to the injury, both by 
the impofition and exorbitancy of 
thefe latter fees : but although no 
action at law had been brought by" 
Mr. Duke, yet it was true that a 
complaint had been made by that 
gentleman before a certain magis- 
trate, of the wrong done him, by 
the Secretary's illegal demand of a 
fee from him for the Governor, but 
that the complaint had not been pro- 
fecuted at the time, through the de- 
fection of a fecond magiurate, who 
was called upon by the firft to affilt 
in hearing it." 

Robert Burnet Jones, Efq. then 
got up, and after an introductory 
fpeech, moved the Houfe to come to 
the four following refolutions, viz..

Refolved, T?hat the Houfe 
through their Speaker, return ro 
Samuel Eftwick, Efq. their thanks 
for his condutt. 

Mr. Jones's motion being fecond- 
ed by Mr. Cox, the refolutions were 
unanimously agreed to, and the 
Houfe accordingly

Speaker's Letter to the Agent* 

" Sir, 
«* After a long and painful fuf- 
pence, I had the fatisfaction of re- 
ceiving your feveral letters of the 
18th of December, 19th of February, 
"and 7th of March, with your printed 



Memorial to his MajeftyV Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, by the lafl 
pacquet : all which I had the agree- 
able opportunity of laying before the 
Houfe of Aflembly a few days after, 
viz. on the 18th inftant, for their 
perufal and due confideration ; and 
it is with equal pleafure I embrace 
the prefent 'early and, I truft, fafe 
conveyance, for tranfmitting to your 
hands the fentiments of the Houfe, 
as I have the honour of being direcl- 
ed, on the moft material parts of your 
advice. Nor can I fail to begin, 
though not in the ftritt order of the 
dates of your difpatches, with the 
juft and highly grateful fenfe enter- 
tained by the Houfe of Aflembly, of 
the noble bounty granted by Par-? 
liajnent, on the motion of his Ma- 
jefty's firft Minifter of State, for the 
relief of our country, upon the 
dreadful calamity that befel it on the 
10th of October laft : an occafion, 
however, that will call for a more 
ample return of gratitude from the 
Houfe at a future and more proper 
feafon, than is meant to be conveyed 
by this letter of their Speaker to the 
Agent of the Colony ; I am only in- 
trufted here to throw out the fir^ 
grateful expreflions of their hearts, 
on To gracious and benevolent an a£t 
of the Government in favour of our. 
diilrefled inhabitants, as well as to 
aflurc you of the moft punctual and 
difinterefted execution of the part fo 
honourably defignecf the Aflembly, 
with the Governor and* Council in 
the diftribution of that benevolence. 
And now to come to the fubjetts of 
grievance com plained of by the 
Houfe, of the infult offered to their 
honour, and the denial of their rjght, 
in the Governor's refufing to recciv* 
their Memorial when prefented to his. 
Excellency ; as well as the fubfequent 
injury done to their country, and the 
yet grofler violation of the rights of 
the Aflembly, in the Governor's 
impofing an arbitrary and illegal 
tax upon the people, under the ^de- 
nomination 
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jumainatfon of fees, by virtue of his 
own authority, with the confent of 
.lus Majefty's Council ; although the 
Houfe be much pleafed to find that 
the Governor's conduit had, in the 
firft inftartce, put him upon very bad 
grourtd, we are forry and furprized 
to find that, in the noble Lord s opi- 
nion, his Excellency {berried to ftarid 
upon abetter ground, only from the 
ieat and angei'of our remonftrance, 
when the grievance we complained 
of in that remonftrance was *of a na- 
ture fo' much higher in its offence, 
sfnd fo deeply affecting withal, in 
every cirCumuance that attended it, 
of the moft bitter aggravation. Yet 
we are happy to difcern Lord George 
Germain's difpofitjon to do us the 
jnftke we have called* for, againft 
theie oppreffions ; and how flow fo- 
ever the proceeding may be, by 
every indulgences to the Governor in 
the courfe of it, we have no doubt 
but the handdf Juftice will reach our 
grand oppreflbr in the end, efpeci- 
ally when I am directed by the 
Houfe to let you know, for the in- 
formation of his Lordftiip, that he 
bad been deceived in the opinion ' 
that," on account of feveral actions 
brought by Mr. Duke againft' 
the Secretary of the Ifland, for 
receiving thofe illegal fees for the 
ufe of the Governor, thofe fees have 
been fufpended ; fince from a ftrict 
examination into the matter of fact, 
before the Houfe on the 18th, it ap- 
peared tnat no fuch afiion at faxv 
had been brought by Mr. Duke; but 
the truth was, that he had complain- 
ed to a magiftrate, Mr. Beckles, of 
the impofition, and who, as the law 
directs, had called in the alTiftance 
of a fecend magistrate, Mr. Wcekes, 
Judge of - the Admiralty in this 
Ifland, to hear the complaint of Mr. 
Duke", yet having in the mean time 
waited upon the Governor with an 
intelligence of the 1 affair, after that 
refuted to join Mr. Bccklcs in the 
bearing cf Mr. Dwke's complaint; 



and Mr. Duke was therefore obliged 
to feek another magiftrate, to affift 
on the occafion, and accordingly en- 

faged Mr. Waldrondin that duty — 
ut, alas ! before the matter could 
l?e brought to an hearing before thefc 
two Gentlemen, the fatal ioth of 
October, anydft the general havock 
involved the unfortunate complain- 
ant, both in the deftruftion of his 
houfe and of his health ; and leaving 
}uni only fuch a degree of ftrength 
and fpirits, as enabled him to pro- 
vide for a redrefs of the more general 
injury done the Public by their Go- 
vernor, in his long oration upon the 
fubject of it, and the petition to the 
King for his removal from the go- 
vernment, before he could effeft any 
thing for his own private fatisfaction, 
the ednfequences' of that dreadful 
day deprived him of his life. But 
fo far from this proceeding of Mr. 
Duke having put a flop tothe pay- 
ment of theie illegal fees, a table of 
which was hung up in the Secretary's 
office, the Governor has fince that 
time fet up another table of the like 
arbitrary exactions in the office of 
the Regifter in Chancery, for his 
own ufe ; and which fees, by all ac- 
counts, are more exorbitant than the 
former, as well as they muft, in the 
nature of the thing, bear harder up- 
on the people. -And in vain could 
any complaint be made upon the 
fpot, as Mr. Duke's was, agreeable 
to the letter of our law r againft the 
officer who receives or demands the 
unwarrantable fees, as it is fuppofed, 
an appeal lies againft every judgment 
of the inferior Magiftrate, to the 
Governor and Council in a Court of 
error; and what hope of redrefs are 
the people to entertain in an appeal 
to fuch judges, againft fuch inrpo- 
fitions ? In truth, they can conceive 
no hope of it at all ; fince it is not 
in the habits of fuch a power to cor- 
rect itfelf ; its errors muft be cor- 
rected by a power fuperior to itfelf, 
and. in the difpaffionate judgment of 

that 
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that higher Court, the King in 
Council, we. have the utmoft confi- 
dence of finding a redrefs forthefe 
injuries, as,, in the glorious exercjfe 
of the prerogative ofthe Crown, we 
truft for a perfect deliverance from 
every other fpecies of injury from the 
fame arbitrary hand. Nor are in- 
juries of other kinds to be left to the 
imagination only of the fubjeel to 
fear under General Cuninghame's 
adminiftration, for another and a 
capital injury remains for us to com^ 
plain of, which we are at this time 
feeling ; I mean, the Governor's re- 
fufal to pais the bill prefented laft 
year to him, after paffing the Coun- 
cil and Aflembly, tp appoint you as 
Agent to the colony ; a ftretch of 
power ■ the more illiberal and un- 
worthy, as his Excellency muft have 
been confeious to himfelf, at that 
very period, of the more than* com- 
nlon occafion he was about to furnim 
to the reprefentative body of the peo- 
ple of fuch an officer, and a wan en- 
dued with fuch principles as you pro- 
fcfs, for ftemming the oppreffion of 
your country. But in this place I 
have the fincereft fatisfaftion in turn- 
ing your eye to the refolves of the 
Houfe at their laft meeting, a copy 
of which I wa< dire&ed to tranfmit 
to you, in juflke to your merit upon 
the late bufinefs, as well ( as in ho- 
nour to themfelves by fuch a grate- 
ful notice of it; nor can I conclude 
with executing this part q{ the com- 
mands of the Aflembly, withourcon- 
gratulating with you, Sir, on the 
unanimity of the Houfe on that, and 
in every other proceeding of the day, 
as they refpetted your tranfattions in 
the fervice of your conftituents ; the 
fenfe we had ofthe particular wrong 
done to you, and to the whole A£ 
fembly through you, oonfpiring with 
that juft caufe of complaint on the 
fcore of our prefent illegal impo- 
fitions, having happily united us in 
our refentments, as we are bound in 
Vol, XII.

jideration of the advantage of the * 
people under his government, would 
be made to give way, during the 
continuance of it, to his own pri- 
vate views ; and confeqnently his 
removal was a point devoutly to be 
wifhed, as the only probable end of 
the grievances we were enduring. 
Yet I muft confefs, Sir, that in our 
worft apprehenfions, we never looked 
beyond the facrifice of our own little, 
interefts to his Excellency's private- 
gains ; nor, till the Governor's con- , 
cealment of Lord George Germain's 
jnoft valuable, and official letter to 
his Excellency, upon the fubjecl <if 
making captures upon the Dutch, 
with the fole apparent view of mak- 
ing fpoil for himfelf, on the purfes 
of our own people, could we ima- 
gine that the illiberal facrifice would 
Be ever extended to the intereft of 
the nation, bound up, as that ap- 
pears to oe, likewife, with the ho* 
nour of the crown,

pal inhabitants of the parifh of St. 
Michael, which contains our chief 
town and mart of trade, having this 
day prefented to us the memorial

" That your' Memorialifts and 
their jsredeceflbrs before them,' have 
ever been accuftomed to refpedl and 
revere the gentlemen who have, 
from time to time, been appointed 
by their moft gracious and beloved 
Sovereign to rule over the people of 
this ifland.' 

" That the reverence and refpecT: 
thus conftantly arid invariably paid 
by your Memorialifts and their pre- 
'deceflfors, have been the juft and due 
return for the conftant and uniform 
protection and fupport, which the 
faid Governors have never failed to 
fhew to the trade and commerce of 
this iiland, which your Memorialifts 
conceive to be infeparable from the 
good and intereft of the Britifh Em- 
pire ingeneral. 

'* That your Memorialifts thus 
accuftomed to look up to the Gover- 
nors of this ifland with love, erati* 
tude, and refpeft, do feel themfelves 
under the moft poignant diftrefs and 
forrow, to be now, for the ,firft time, 
.ander the neceffiry of laying their 



complaints of the arbitrary and ilk- 
gal conduct of theprefent Governor, 
Major-General James Cuninghame, 
before this Houfe of AiTembly, whofe 
duty they conceive is to guard the 
. liberties and properties of the people. 
" That your Memorialifts have 
. long forborne to prefent this memo- 
rial to the Houfe of Aftembly, truftr 
ingthat the faid Governor, convinc- 
ed of the illegality and impropriety 
of his conduct, would no longer give 
your Memorialifts caufe to fet about 
this painful and irkfome bufinefs I 
but after very long forbearance your 
Memorialifts are very forry to fay, 
that they have no hopes of redrefs 
from the faid Governor's conviction 
of his errors, but on the contrary, 
they aim oft daily find new caufe of 
complaint. 

*' That your Memorialifts beg 
leave to fay in fupport of this their 
memorial, that on the 29th day of 
September laft, at a meeting of the 
Governor and Council, a certain 
table of fees, a copy of which is 
hereunto annexed, was fettled and 
ordered by the faid Governor and 
Council, to be taken by the Secretary, 
for the particular ufe and benefit of 
the faid Governor. 

** That your Memorialifts coa- 
ceive, that the concurrence of the 
gentlemen of the Council, thus ob- 
tained to give colour and pretence to 
the Governor's arbitrary proceedings, 
was owing to the undue and impro- 
per influence of the Governor over 
the faid gentlemen, and that this 
daring facrifice of the people's deareft 
rights, was made to pleafe the faid 
Governor, who may remove them 
from their feats at the Council-board 
whenever they prefume to oppofe his' 
will and pleasure. 

" That your Memorialifts con- 
ceive, that the approbation of his 
Majefty's Council without the con- 
currence of the Houfe of Aftembly, 
can never juftify the Governor in 
taking fees which were never taken 
or claimed by any of his predeceffbrs 
B b b 2 ' from 
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from the firft fcttlcment of the ifland, 
and which are not only contrary to 
the exprefs ftatutes of Great-Britain, 
and of this ifland, but alfo repug- 
nant to every principle of reafon and 
propriety, and derogatory to the 
honour and dignity of government. 

" That the Secretary in purfuance 
of the aforefaid order, did fet up in 
his office a table of the faid fees, and 
did continue to demand, and receive 
the fame until the 23d day of laft 
month, when he was compelled to 
defift from the further receipt of the 
faid fees, on his being threatened to 
fuffer the heavy penalties of the law 
in fuch cafes made and provided ; 
and in confequence of the Secreta- 
ry's refufal to receive the faid fecs 9 
the Governor has opened a new 
office for that purpofe, and has ap- 
pointed one Nicholas Humphry WaU 
drond to be his receiver. 
. " That this new office is an ad- 
ditional burthen on the trade and 
commerce of this ifland, already too 
*imfch clogged by a variety of offices, 
there being no Iefs than eight very 
^diftaht from each other, from which 
'all matters of vefTels are obliged to 
clear out with very great trouble and 
delay, as well as great coft and ex- 
pence. 

" Thatfoon after the faid fees 
were thus arbitrarily and illegally 
impofed, viz. on the tenth day of 
Oclober laft, it pleafed Almighty 
God, that this devoted colony, wliich 
had for many years before laboured 
tinder a variety of evils — evils that 
had brought ruin on the greater part 
of the inhabitants, fiiouid be vifited 
by a mod dreadful hurricane, that 
not only killed feveral thoufands of 
the people, laid wafte ani defolate 
the fruits of the earth/ but alfo threw 
down and deftroyed the fuperb and 
elegant edifices which had been 
raifed by the inhabitants in their 
happier and more profperous days. 

" ' That your Memorialifts con- 
ceived that the faid Governor, touch- 



ed with fuch a recent, melancholy 
and direful instance of the peoples 
calamities, wouldlofe fight of all ex- 
actions and extortions, and attend 
only to their relief and recovery ; bat 
forry your Memorialifts are to ob- 
ferve, that whilft their fellow fub- 
jecls, in almoft every part of the Bri- 
tifh Empire, were largely contribut- 
ing to their aid and comfort, the fatd 
Governor, regardlefs of fuch a vifi- 
tation, not only continued his former 
impofitions on the inhabitants, but 
contrived new ways to aggrieve and 
opprefs them, and among other 
things he ordered the regifter of the 
Court of Chancery to take for hi& 
ufe and benefit, very high and ex- 
travagant kc$ f (a lift of which is 
hereunto alfo annexed) for bufinefs 
done in his office, thereby making 
the road to juftice impailable by ex- 
orbitant and infuppprtable expences. 
'* That your Memorialifts beg 
leave further to reprefent to this 
Jioufc, that on the breaking out of 
the prefent war with Holland, the 
Secretary of State, Lord George 
Germain, did write circular letters 
to the Plantation Governors, telling 
them^ that proper authorities for 
granting letters of marque againft 
the States General and their fub- 
jecls, fhould be fent tliem with all 
poffible difpatch, but in the mean 
time, the faid Governors were di-^ 
reeled to give aflurances to the own- 
ers of all vefTels then bearing letters 
of marque againft the French and 
Spanifti Kings and their fubjecTts, or 
to whom fuch might be granted be- 
fore the faid authorities fhould ar- 
rive, that his Majefty would conii- 
der, them as having a juft claim t6 
the King's fhare of all Dutch fhips 
and property which they might make 
prize of. 

/" That the faid Governor, regard- 
lefs, hotwithftanding of thefe facred 
and* important injunctions, did not 
make his Majcjtys twill known to tht 
feojJc, but did prefume to grant

letters of marque againft the State* 
tjeneral, ^without any power or autho- 
rity fi to do, Obliging 'the people to 
give very large and extravagant fees 
for commiffions that he knew were 
cot only unneceflary, but were in 
t'he'mfelves of no efficacy or validity 
whatever. And to add to the faid 
bppreffion and extortion, the faid 
Governor refufed to grant the faid 
commiflions againft the Dutch, unlefs 
the parties applying for them, would 
take out letters of marque de novo 
againft the French, Spaniards and 
Americans, his fees with the other fees 
0f vffie, amounting to the exorbitant 
Jum of one hundred and thirteen pounds, 
twelve Jhillings and fix -fence. 

" That after application was made 
for letters of marque againft the 
States General, and a renewal of 
others, without which the faid com- 
iniflion againft the Dutch could not 
fce obtained, feveral veflels that did 
then bear letters <>f marque againft 
the French and Spanish Kings, were 
Retained by the faid Governor for 
their new commiflions upwards of a 
week, during which critical time, 
the faid veflels mighty if they had 
been fuffered to go out on their 
cruizes, agreeable to Lord George 
Germain's- letter, and probably 
would' f have taken prizes from the 
Dutch' to the amount of feveral hun- 
dred thoufand pounds. Thus was 
the good of the nation, as well as 
the intereft of your Memorialifts, fa- 
crificed for the paltry purpofe of 
accumulating illegal and unprece- 
dented fees. 

" That notwithftanding it muft be 
obvious and clear to the faid Gover- 
nor, as well as to all the world, that 
his Majefty by his gracious will pro- 
claimed to his people, \s intirely dif- 
interefted in the property of all 
prizes, the Governor inftead of aid- 
ing and abetting the King's fubjeils, 
as it was his duty, in feizing the ene- 
mies fhips, has thrown many diffi- 
culties and obitruttions in their way, 



and has endeavoured with too muck 
fuccefs to take the faid fhips away 
after they had been fo feized, By 
weak and frivolous pretences, making 
ufe of the King's facred name, t<* 
claim fuch captures as droits of Ad* 
miralty, to the great injury and 
grievance of his Majefty's fubje&s.. 
That your Memorialifts have great 
reafon'to fufpect that the faid Go- 
vernor has by threats and menaces, 
endeavoured to awe" and controul 
not Only the Judge of the Admiralty, 
but alfo 'other officers of the crown. 
Who hold their places during his 
pleafure ; and in order that he may 
put the money arifing by the droits 
into his own pocket, he has actually, 
without the leaft fhadow ofreafbn, 
fufpended the proper officer, who 
was legally appointed to receive the 
faid droits, contrary to law, and as 
your Memorialifts conceive, withdut 
any right or authority for fo doing. 

" That for the foregoing fa£U t 
and many more thatmight be added, 
the truth whereof ihey will 'at any 
time be ready to fiipport by undent-, 
able evidence, your Memorialifts 
have but too much c'a'u'fe to fear, that 
a rapacious and infallible avarice 
'feems'too plainly to fuperccde, and 
fwallow up the great and important 
'duties' 'that belong to the faid Go- 
vernor's high , office^" and to be the 
only principle that dire&s and go- 
verns bis actions ; fbr" which weighty 
reafons your Memorialifts humbly 
pray, that this Houfe of Aflembly 
will lay the arbitrary and'tyrannicaj 
condutt of the faid Governor, Ma-

That your memorialing having, In 
his capacity of Agent for the colony 
of Barbados, as aforefaid, delivered 
in on the 10th day of April laft, at 
the office of your Majefty's moft ho- 
nourable Privy Council, an humble 
petition from himfelf, together with 
an humble and dutiful memorial an4 
petition from the reprefentativea of 
your Majefly's moll faithful and 
loyal fubjefts in the faid colony of 
Barbados in addrefs to your Majelty, 
flaring complaints agajnft the con* 
dudfc of Major-general James Ctf- 
ninghame, Governor of the laid co* 
lonyy and praying for your Majefry'* 
royal interpofition and redren of 
them, your memorialift was, on the 
30th day of the fame month, fur- 
nifhed with the following anfwer 
thereto, to wit j 

" Mr. Cottrel? prcfents his com- 
pliments to Mr, Eftwick, and «c* 
quaints him that his petition to hi* 
C c c Majefty 
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Majefty in Council, praying to be 
beard by counfel, refpccYing the 
queftion of right in Major-general 
Cuningbame, his Majcfty'* Governor 
of Barbados* to levy certain feet, 
and that until the faia queftion (hall 
be determined the levying the (aid 
ices may be interdicted, having been 
referred by his Majefty to a Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council j their

That many opportunities having, 
fmce occurred, by which tbe faid 
Major-general James Cuninghame 
inight have returned his anfwer, as 
jrequired by the faid Right Honour- 
able Committee of your Majefty's 
Privy Council as aforefaid, to the 
whole of tbe complaints that have* 
tbeen preferred agaioft him, and yet, 
jts your memoriaiift is informed, the 
/aid Major-general James Cuning- 
bame has emitted to do fo to any, 
svhiift he dill continues in the prac- 
tice of thofe very abufes that had 
given caufe to complaint/ your me* 



morialift might upon this groirod 
have thought himfclf fufficiently joftU 
fied in again obtruding himfclf upon 
your Majefty's royal goodnefs in fe- 
licitation forhisconitituents, if other 
occurrences and recent inftru&iotfs 
had not now rendered this a meafure 
of real Decertify, as well as of indif- 
penfable duty in him. 

That your memorial! it has now 
moil humbly to lay at your Majefty's 
feet a dutiful and unmnimous addrefs 
from the late General Aftembly re 
the faid colony of Barbados to your 
Majefty, accompanying and intend- 
ing to convey to your Majefty's royal 
eye " the humble memorial and re* 
monftrance of the merchants, traders, 
and inhabitants of the town of Saint 
Michael," in addrefs to them the 
faid General Aflembly, dating ether 
enormities in, and complaining of 
the tyrannical and rapacious conduft 
of the faid Major-general James Cu- 
ninghame in the adminiltration of 
his government, as relation being 
thereunto had will more fully and at 
large appear. 

That in addition to this, your 
memorialist is further inilrucled to 
reprefent to your Majefty that the 
faid Major-general James Cuning- 
hame has again di/Tolved the Houie 
of Aflembly, and as tbis has been 
dooe not only without the advice, 
confent, or concurrence of your Ma- 
jefty's council in the faid colony of 
Barbados, but by the fole arbitrary 
mandate of the faid Major-general 
James Cuninghame himfdf; fo be- 
ing directed to lay before your Ma- 
jefty the very extraordinary fatls that 
have accompanied this procedure, 
they are as follows: 

Pilgrim, May I, 1761.

** The neceflhy of paffing a levy-bill 
has for a long time paft been fo ur- 
gent, and fo very obvious to cxerj 
gentleman among you, that I am 
really at a iofs to comprehend what 

reafons 
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reifons could poflibly have induced 
you to decline the confideration of it 
at your laft meeting. 

'* To provide for the fapport of your 
internal government, is a meafure 
upon which the fafety, peace, and 
profperity of your country fo effen- 
tially depend, that I have thought it 
my indifpenhble duty to give you, as 
fopn as polfible, another opportunity 
of accomplifhing a'buiinefs that fo 
materially concerns yourfelves as well 
as thofe you reprefent. Your pub- 
lic debts have already accumulated 
to a very large amount, and are daily 
increafing fo faft, that unlefs a levy 
is immediately raifed, they muft 
foon become enormous. Many of 
the perfons employed in the fervice 
of the country have actually deferted 
their ftation* and employments be- 
caufe they and their families are 
ftarving for want of their falaries, 
and others are on the point of fol~ 
lowirfg the example. Your public 
credit is almoft totally at an end, 
and while the private buildings of 
individuals are rebuilt and repaired 
with the mofl active and laudable in- 
duttry throughout the ifland, thofe 
of the public Hill remain in ruins. 
Thefecircumftances.fodifhonourable 
to fo refpeftable a colony, are aU 
ready become injurious and diftre/ftng 
ro individuals in a high degree; 
and if the levy*bill is delayed any 
longer, muftin the end lay the com- 
inanity at large under fo heavy a tax 
as will be impoffible for the greater 
part of the inhabitants ever to pay. 
Therefore, gentlemen, if you have 
really any regard for the incereft and 
welfare of your constituents, it is im- 
poffible you can defer any longer the 
fettlement of the public levies, the 
delaying of which muft ruin fo many 
of them j and exclufive of thefe cir- 
cumftanccs which render the pa fling 
of a levy-bill fo highly neceftary, I 
think it my duty to obferve to you 
that Tome important naval operations 
which have Utely taken place in Eu- 



rope, may in their confeqaenees ft 
materially affeft this ifland, that you 
cannot be too much upon your guard 
againft the fudden attacks of the ene- 
my ; and as the prefervation of your 
liberties and properties muft necef- 
farily prompt you to prepare for your 
defence, fo the King's mod gracious 
attention to your prote£lion, and the 
unbounded generofity with which the 
Britlfh Parliament, feveral cities, 
corporations, and numerous indivi- 
duals in Great-Britain and Ireland 
have provided for the relief of your 
diftreffes, cannot fail to excite your 
zeal, ardour, and exertion, in repel* 
ling fuch of his Majefty's enemies as 
may attempt to make any attacks on 
this ifland. But mould any fuch at- 
tacks be made while the current ex- 
pences of Government remain totally 
unprovided for, I appeal to your 
own refleftions, whether the confe- 
quences might not be extremely dan- 
gerous,"

prehended attack from the French 
fleet and forces in thefe feas. 

Jtis now tobe.obfcrved (although 
not taken notice of in the above re- 
foluuons) as a full and direct anfwer 
to the foregoing meflages, that the 
four and a half per. cent- duty, is not 
the only fpecified fund provided by 
an ad of the Colony, and of courfe 
the proper fund, as well for the re- 
pairs of the fortifications as of all the 
other public buildings in the faid 
Colony, but has been declared to be 
fo by an unanimous addrtfs of the 
Honourable Houfe of Commons here 
to her molt gracious Majefty Queen 
Anne, and as fuch, in conference 
of that add re A, was by her faid Ma- 
jetty a&ually directed to be applied 
to that ufe ; as appears in Comm* 
Jonrn. vol. 13* p. 818* And there- 
fore this being the proper fund, and 
an efficient fund too for this purpofe, 
the call for a Levy-Bill to this end, 
by the faid Major-general James Co* 
ninghame, under the then unhappy 
circumttances of the Ifland, could be 
confidered in no other light (becaufe 
chara&erittic of the conduct of the 
faid Major-general James Cu ning- 
hame Upon ail other occafions) than 
as done with the view only of obtain* 
ing to bimfelf the opportunity by 
means of this Levy-Bill, of laying 
his hands upon, and of adding to the 
receipt of his extortionate fees, the 
falary of two thoulaad pounds a yui ; 
which, in addition to the falary of 
two thoufand pounds a year ilerling 
more, the faid General had wichoot 
any deductions whatever, and a* a, 
clear income, fettled- upon him;v«ttd 
which, notwith Handing thefe fees* 
no lefs heavy than extortionate, he 
the faid Major-general James Cn- 
niqghame did not htfitott to accept ; 
and the more efpecially too when it 
was considered that the faid Major- 
general James Cunipgbame, as a 
Major-general in the army, could not 
help as fuch, profeffionajly knowing, 

that 
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that the fafctyof thrlflandever de- f 
pending upon the command, at fea, 
unlefs Admiral Sir George Bridges 
Rodney could hinder the enemy from 
landing, the whole wealth of the ^ 
Colony laid out in the repairs of the 
fortifications could not prevent it ; 
though indeed- whet* landed, if the 
fpuits of the people were not to be 
damped by being under the difcipline 
of their Commander in Chief, their 
own perfonal bravery, their allegi- 
ance to your Majcfty, and the ve- 
neration; they have for their parent 
ft ale would, it was not to be doubted, 
pcove in reiiftance an unconquerable 
force of defence to them. 

The next fact to be taken notice 
of is, that of the two very alarming 
letters of Sir George Bridges Rodney 
to. the faid Major-general James Cu- 
ninghame, complaining of the ler 
gifiature for not putting the ifland 
in a proper (late of defence ; and af- 
ter threatening to complain to' >our 
Majefty and the MinjUry for this 
lieglect, expreffing a wiftx that martial . 
Jaw might be eftablifhed over the 
people, " But waving here all ar- 
gument againft the power of an Ad- 
miral to interfere with the rights ofa 
Eritifh Colony, and to arraign that 
free exercife of their judgment for 
their own advantage, which the con- 
stitution has veiled in them," — it 
follows to fay (noting that thefe leu 
ters were reported to have been, writ- 
ten in concert with the Governor 
himfejf, at Pilgrim-Houfe, the feat 
of the Governor) that the merchants 
of BxUge-town, in order to counter* 
act the mifchiefs of thefe letters, 
having formed an aflbciation, (to 
which it is proper to obferve, Major- 
general James Cuninghame gave 
his approbation, and promifed every % 
afljftance on his part to forward) 
having entered into resolutions ex- 
preffing their loyalty and attachment 
to your Majcfly's peifon and govern- 
ment* and alarmed at the danger of 
their fuuation from the manner in 



which- Tobago had ftUfefr, hayingTe*: 
about a private fubferiptiom to raife 
money for the repairs of the fortifi- 
cations, the faid Major- General 
James Cuninghame., as if to raife dL> 
flin&ion and create a difference be- 
tween the reprefentatives of the peo- 
ple and the people themfelves, by 
(hewing that it was not the people 
but the Houfe of AfTembly that were 
unwilling to repair the fortifications, 
lays hold of the fad of the fortifica- 
tions being actually repaired in con- 
fequence of the above-mentioned pri- 
vate fubfeription of the people, and 
making * ufe of that fa& as a plea for 
the diffolution of the AfTembly, pub- 
liihes as of himfeif, and without the 
advice of your Majefry's council (as 
has been noticed before) the follow- 
ing proclamation :

By bis Excellency, 
A Proclamation. 
Seal at \ Whereas I have in the moft 
Arms. J earned manner repeatedly 
recommended to theprefent General 
AfTembly of this ifland, to provide 
for the necefTary defence of their 
country, by paffing a levy-bill. And 
whereas, at a time when our neigh- 
bouring ifland of St. Lucia was ac- 
tually inverted with a ' formidable 
French force, and an attack upon 
this ifland was hourly expected, 
they fo utterly difregarded the fafety 
of the lives and properties of their 
conftituents, as to pafs a refolve not 
to raife any fupply whatever for a 
purpofe fo eflentially and immedi- 
ately necefTary. And whereas the 
ample fubferiptions which have fince 
been fo laudably raifed by individu- 
als for repairing the fortifications, 
and the facility and expedition with 
which they have been lately put in a 
flate of defence, are convincing proofs 
of the abilities and inclinations of the 
numerous inhabitants of this ifland at 
large, to fecure their country from 
all attempts of his Majelly's enemies, 
and bow willingly and readily, they 
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mmfJ have paid their refptilive affkff- 
msnt/y if their rcprcfentatives had 
not, by declining to pafs a levy bill, 
frequented their doing fo, and thereby 
drawn an injurious imputation en their 
loyalty and attachment to his Majefty's 
government. And whereas it is in- 
compatible with- my duty as his 
Majestt's Representative in 
this colony, to fuffer the public 
authority to remain any longer in 
the hands of men who have fo ohfti- 
mately rtfufed to exert it for the, public 
welfare andfecurity y therefore, in or- 
der that the inhabitants may have an 
opportunity of choofing men, who have 
wsore regard for their true interefi and 
frnfety, to reprefent them in this time 
of public danger, I have thought fit 
to diffolve the General Affembly, 
and they are hereby diffolved accord- 
ingly. And t do hereby give notice, 
that I will caufe writs to be iffued 
fo- the election of a new Affembly. 
Given under my hand and feal at 
arms, at Pilgrim, this 1 6th day 
of June, 1781, and in the nit 
year of his Majefty's reign,

God fave the King ! 
Now the only remark that is ne- 
ceflary to be made upon this procla- 
mation is this, that notwithftanding 
the opportunity it afforded to the in- 
habitants by the diflblution of the 
Affembly " of choofing— (to ufe his 
Excellency's own words) men who 
lave more regard for their true intc- 
reit and fafety, fo far from this, your 
Memorialist has, from his informa- 
tion, every renfon to believe that not 
a fmgle new member will be elecled> 
cr if there is, that it will only be to 
add greater liability to the unanimi- 
ty which befo/e prevailed : for as to 
the proclamation itfelf, what the 
feufe and feruiments even of thofe 
affociations, which were approved 
and forwarded by his Excellency, 
and upon whofe fubferiptidns the 



proclamation is founded, are, their 
own refolutions in confequenceof xh\t 
proclamation, as well with refpeft to 
the proclamation, as with refpec~t 
to his Excellency himfelf, will here- 
beft explain. 

Resolutions. 
Whereas his Excellency Major* 

General James Cuninghame, Gover- 
nor of this ifland, by a proclamation* 
publilhed on the 16th in ft. diflblved 
the General Affembly; and whereas 
the reafons affigned in the faid pro- 
clamation for that meafure were 
founded upon a wilful mifconftruQion 
of the defign of the affociated inha- 
bitants for the town and pariih of 
Saint Michael, for the repairs of the- 
fortifications ; and whereas the com- 
mittee choien for the tranfa&ion of 
that bufmefs, judging the {aid pro- 
clamation connected with the doty 
of their appointment, have entered 
into the following reiblves, as a refu- 
tation of the charges therein con- 
tained : 

tft. Refolved, That the reaforrs 
fuggefted for the diffolution of t the 
General Affembly by the (aid pro- 
clamation are founded in deceit, and 
devifed by extreme art to pervert an 
originally good a& to the worft of 
purpofeSy and to glofs over a moft un- 
warrantable exerdfe of prerogative by 
a fallacious colouring. 

2d. Refolved, That, the reprefen- 
tatives of the people acted uprightly 
and perfectly agreeable to the wilbes 
of their conftkuents, in refufrog to 
pafs a levy-bill, and that they yield- 
ed only to the dictates of the founds 
eft judgment and the impalfe of ttHet 
moft patriotic zeal, in difregarding 
his Excellency's importunity for ef- 
fecting his favourite objefi. 

3d. Relblved, That a fubfeription 
was opened for repairing the fortifi» 
cations only on account of the inability 
of the people at large to pay any. tax • 
for the purpofe, and that it Was a 
meafure of mere ntceffity, after the 
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failure of the application of the com- 
mittee for the refource pointed oat 
in the fecond refolation at their firft 
meeting. The apprehenfiou of an 
immediate invafion, the infufficiency 
of the public funds, and the lamen- 
table poverty of the community in 
general, operating at one inftant, 
. precluded all dependence upon a re- 
mote fupply, and unavoidably im- 
pelled them to the adoption of that 
ufeful but now perverted expedient, 

4th. Refolved, That the extreme 
difproportioo between the number of 
fubfcribers to the laudable defign of 
repairing the fortifications, and that 
of the inhabitants liable to pay taxes, 
raited by a levy bill, and between 
the fund acquired by this fubferip- 
tion, and the fum arifing from the 
regular levy-bill, carries in itfelf the 
cleared refutation of the opinion of 
the opulence of the inhabitants ex- 
prefled ir% the faid proclamation, and 
completely exonerates the reprefen- 
tative body of the people from the 
Jieavy charge his Excellency has 
brought agawft them* 

And laitly, Refolved, That the 
General Aflembly, fo far from being 
expofed to the imputations of feeling 
no regard for the true interefts of 
their conftituents, or the fafety of the 
illand, have a&ed upon principles 
diametrically oppofite, and altoge- 
ther worthy of their warmeft appro- 
katim.

And whereas we, the underwrit- 
ten, having carefully examined the 
nature of thefe refolves, and finding 
them worthy of being; adopted by die 
inhabitants of the parifh at large, do 
think it incumbent upon us to give a 
public teftimofty of our approbation 
thereof, and hare therefore fubferib- 
cd our names.

The refolutions of the other affo- 
ciated dirifions of the ifland, altho* 



antecedent to the foregoing procla- 
mation, hold (as has been Teen) tji* 
fame fentiments with refpeft to ib* 
General Aflembly. 

That having thus humbly laid. 
thefe fafts before your Majefty, there 
are (till many others that remain in. 
report againft the conduit of the faid 
Major-General James Cuninghamcf 
fuch as laying an embargo upon xSm 
common boats that communicate 
with, and carry on the neceflary trafc. 
fie of the country, upon the ill-found- 
ed pretence, as the faid Major-Ge- 
neral James Cuninghame himfelfhai 
(hewn, of carrying intelligence to the 
enemy : for, upon payment of th© 
fee of one pound feventeen (hilling 
and fix-pence to the Governor for a 
licence to the boat, the embargo no 
longer remained ; and as it appeal* 
that for the fee of one pound feven- 
teen (hillings and fix-pence, intelli- 
gence might be carried to the ene- 
my, fo it follows, in proof, that the 
embargo was laid for the fake of the 
fee, and not for the fake of prevent- 
ing intelligence being carried to the 
enemy. Again, fuch as remov- 
ing the Judge of the Admiralty front 
his office, a patent officer, holding 
his. commiifion under the fame au- 
thority with the Governor himfelf, 
that is under the appointment of your 
Majefty, and this not only without one 
fingle charge being allcdged agaiatt 
him, not only without the advice of 
the members of your Majeily's Coun- 
cil, for he knew he fhould not have 
their concurrence, and fo in violation 
of his inftrucYions which direct, that 
" no Judge mall be removed from 
his office without the coufertt of ths 
Council," but, for a reafon which 
only ferves to aggravate and increafe 
the offence ; for the reafon, as your 
Memorialifi is inllrufled to fay, of 
placing, inftead of the faid Judge of 
the Admiralty, a mere creature of hit 
Excellency's own, a man of no cha- 
racter in the ifland, and of the lowed 
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life, and this likewifc if) order that 
the droits of the Admiralty, which, 
from the circutnflance of the Dutch 
war, had been rendered confiderable, 
might be made of advantage to him- 
felf. Again, but to fay more, were 
but to trefpafs on the more precious 
time of your Majefty, and to* nave 
the appearance of fuppofing as if the 
indignation of your Majefty was riot 
fufficiently roofed in feeing the re- 
prefentative of yourfelf fo profUtut- 
*ing the honour, the juftice, and the 
"dignity of your Majefty's govern- 
ment. 

Your Memorialed therefore now, 
in moil humble petition to /our Ma- 
jefty, prays that your Majefty will 
be gracioufly pleafed, as well in con- 
£deration of the premifes, as in re- 
ference to what has been before re- 
prefented to your Majefty, to remove 
the aforefaid Major-General James 
Cuninghame from the adminiftration 
of the government of your Majefty's 
antient and loyal colony of Barbados, 
and to (hew fuch other marks of dif- 
grace, and of your Majefty's royal 
Sifpleafure towards the faidMajor- 
Generaljames Cuninghame, as the 
nature of the cafe requires, and as in 
your Majerty's wifdom and goodnefs 
fball feem meet and expedient.

The Governor having thought 

proper to publifh his reafons for di£ 

lblving the laft Affembly, and thofe 

reafons conveying injurious opinion* 

on a body of which, by your favour, 

we made apart, itis incumbent upon 

us 
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us to fay a few words on the occafion. 
We truft that a -few words indeed are 
neceflary to .wipe off the injurious 
afperfions ; for you, gentlemen, can 
eafily fee the fallacy of the reafort- 
ing, and the point intended to be 
carried by that fallacy : you know 
the difficulty that too many among 
us will have to pay the prefent levy ; 
you know the ruin that muft have 
fallen upon almofl all, had a large 
tax been laid in addition ; and you 
know the exertions of a few indivi- 
duals can be no proof of general 
opulence. The injury and injuflice 
done to the Aflembly by theie af- 
perfions are apparent, and mult be 
more fo from the confideration that 
they have contributed as individuals 
to the repairs of the fortifications, 
although they would not burthen 
their conftituents for that purpofe. 

Cogent as thefe reafons (from the 
diftreffes of the people) were againft 
'palling a levy-bill, we had one ftijl 
itronger, and that was the arbitrary 
conduct of the Governor in demand- 
ing and taking illegal and oppreflive 
fees; we take with pleafure this op- 
portunity of declaring publicly , that we 
ne-ver will confetti to a levy-bill while 
thofefees remain.

To tbe King'j Mofi Excellent Ma- 
jesty. 
Tbe bumble Petition of Sam v el E s t- 
wick, Agent for tbe Houfe of Re- 
prefentathves in your Majefifs an* 
cient and loyal Colony of Barbados, 
and in behalf of the faid Colony , 

Moil humbly fheweth ; 
That the 4^ per cent, duty in the 
ifland of Barbados was given' and 
granted in the year 1663, to your 
Majefty's royal predeceflbr King 
Charles the Second, by an aft of the 
ifland, in the following words and 
manner, to wit; " And, forafmuch 
4t as nothing conduceth more to the 
** peace and profperity of any place, 
" and the protection of every Angle 
** perfon therein, than that the pub- 
*' lie revenue thereof may be in 
" fome meafure proportioned to the 
*' public charges and expences ; and 
" alfo well weighing the great 
** charges that there n^uft be of ne- 
** cetfity in the maintaining the ho- 
*' nour and dignity of his Majefly's 
authority here, the public meeting 
•* of the feflions, the often attend- 
** ance of the council, tbe repa- 
41 ration of tbe forts, the building a 
** feflions houfe and prifon, and all 
4$ otber public charges incumbent on 
4t tbe Government, do, in confederation 
41 thereof give and grant unto his 
*' Majefly, .bis heirs and fucceffors 
** for ever, and do moll humbly de- 
*' fire your Excellency to accept 
*' thefe our grants, and we humbly. 
*' pray your Excellency that it may 
" be enacted, and be it enacted by 
4< his Excellency Francis Lord Wil- 
" loughby, of, Parham, Captain 
4t General and Chief Governor of 
*' this ifland of Barbados, and aU , 
*• other the Caribbee-Iflands, and 
** by and, with the confent of the 
" Council, and the Gentlemen cf 
" the Aflcmbly Reprefentatives of 
4t this ifland", and by authority of * 
** the fame, that an impoll or - 
V cuftom be from and after publi- 



" cation hereof, raifed upon the 
*' native commodities of this ifland 
" after the proportions, and in man- 
* ' ner and form as is hereafter fet 
" down and appointed ; that is to 
" fay, upon all dead commodities 
" of the growth or produce of this 
" ifland, that fhall be fhipped off, 
" the fame ftiall be paid to our So- 
" vercign Lord the King, his heirs 
" and fucceflfors for ever, four and a 
" half in fpecie, foreveryfive fcore." 
That in declaration of the penalty 
for the non-payment of this duty, 
and in direction as well of the mode 
of collection,, as of the perfon to 
whom the collection is confidentially 
given and cntrufted, the act proceeds 
to declare ; " Andbeit further enact- 
*' ed and declared by the authority 
** aforefaid, that if any goods be- 
" fore mentioned, on which the faid 
" cuftom is impofed and due by this 
" act, mall at any time hereafter be 
" fhipped, or put into any boat or 
€x other veflel, to the intent to be 
** carried into any parts beyond the 
'• feas, the faid impofition due for 
<( the fame, not paid, compounded 
" for, or lawfully tendered to the 
4 * collectors or their deputies, or 
" not having agreed with the com- 
*' miflioners for. that purpofe to be 
44 appoiated, or their .deputies for 
" the fame, according to the true 
" intent and meaning of the faid 
•' act, that then and from thence- 
" fott\\ x Jball tbe faid goods be forfeit ; 
" the one moiety thereof to be to 
€% our Sovereign Lord the King, 
" and the other to him that mall in- 
" form, feize, and fue for the fame 
" in any Court of Record within 
" this ifland. Which grants are left 
** to your Excellency* s own ivay of le~ 
" vying, in full confidence and af- 
" Jurdnce, that your Excellency will 
" take fuch courfe for the collecting 
,( and gathering of tlbe faid impoft, 
" without any charge, duty, or fees, 
" as may be mofi for the eafe of the 
** people of this ifland."— See HalPs 
Laws of Barbados. No. 36, p. 55. 

That 
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That thi* duty; -of ^ per cent. 
To given and granted as aforefaid, 
being from the then rjfing profperity 
of the ifland, unattended^ to by its 
inhabitants, it was gradually and at 
length diverted (except in the cafe of 
the Governor's falaiy) from the ufes 
for which it was de£gnfed by the a£tj 
and continued fo to be until the ne- 
ceflities of the people calling out for 
its'proper and other applications, it 
was moved in the Houfe of Conv 
mons, in the 13th of his moft graci- 
ous Majefty King William the Third, 
upon petition to the Houfe from fe- 
veral planters and merchants of Bar- 
bados, praying that the four and a 
half per cent, duty may be applied 
to the ufes for which it was granted, 
*' that the faid petition be referred to 
a Committee of the whole Houfe," 
and it was referred accordingly. 

That two years afterwards, that is 
to fay, in the ift of Queen Anne, 
the fame petition was renewed, and 
the fame order was obtained. 

That in the 2d of the fame reign, 
(250 die Mart.) it was ordered by the 
Houfe upon the report of the Com- 
mittee, «* That an humble addrefs 
be presented to her Majefty, that the 
duty or impoft of 4§ per cent, arifing 
in Barbados and the Leeward Iflands, 
fubjeft to an annuity payable to the' 
heirs and afligns of the Earl of Kin- 
fale, be applied for the repairing and 
eretilng fuch fortifications y and other 
piblic ufesy for the fafety of the 
illand, as her Majefty mall direct ; 
and that an annual account how the 
faid duties mail have been expended, 
may be laid before the Houfe of 
Commons." 

That on the 30th of the fame 
month, Mr. Secretary Vernon re- 
ported to the Houfe, " that their 
addrefs having been prefented to her- 
Jvlajefty, relating to Barbados and 
the Leeward Iflands ; as to the for- 
mer part thereof, (that her Majefty 
would pleafe that the duty or impoft 
of 4 J per cent, may be applied to 
the repairing and erecting fortifi- 



cations, and other public ufes for the 
fafety of the faid iflands, and that an 
annual account how the faid dutie^ 
ftiall have been expended, may be 
laid before the Houfe) her Majefty 
was pleafed to fay, that fhe would 
gi've directions accordingly . ' ' Sec 
Comm. journ. vol. 13, p. 569, 
800, 818, 828. 

That in confequenceof the above* 
mentioned petition of the Planters 
and Merchants of Barbados to the 
Houfe of Commons, this duty, 
which had been before, among other 
fervices (but unadvifedly as it was 
then faid) made applicable by the 
9th and 10th of King William to the 
iervice of his Majefty's houfehold, 
was, in- confideration of the ufes to 
which it had been already appro- 
priated by the law of Barbados, ex- 
cepted out of that fervice ; and for 
the fame reafon has ever fince re- 
mained inapplicable to any other 
grant of the Houfe, And yet, not- 
withftanding this declared rcfolution 
of the Houfe of Commons, in con- 
firmation of thefe ufes, as well as the 
aforefaid royal order in application 
of them, it fo happened, may it 
pleafe your Majefty, that this duty 
was again diverted from thofe uk$ 9 
and (except, as has been excepted, 
in the cafe of the Governor's falary, 
which however, by an increafe there- 
of, has mice become, an additional 
burthen upon the people)- was ap- 
plied to other purpofes, as uncon- 
nected with the intereft and advan- 
tage of the ifland as thofe purpofes 
were with the ufes for which the 
duty was granted. And not only 
this, but it followed, that this duty 
being paid for the conveniency of its 
receipt, as well as with a view to the 
faving of expence in the appointment 
of officers to the < collectors of the 
port-duties, who were already efta- 
blifhed in office there, the com- 
miffioners of the cuftoms here unat- 
tending to the diftin&ion between an 
internal grant of the ifland by an 
act of its own, and an external re- 
gulation 
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gdation of trade by aft of Parliament, 
to which alone their commiflion, does 
or can extend, conceived, that be- 
caufe they were employed to receive 
this duty, they had a right to levy it 
too ; and accordingly, in the- year 
1734, acting as fo many legiflators, 
inftead of fo many tax-gatherers, 
attempted to make an alteration in 
hi mode of collection. 

That this attempt raifing, ax it" 
was to be expected, a very great 
flame in that as well as in the other 
iflands that paid this duty, the mat- 
ter was fbon adjufted, and. in this 
manner remained till the year 1776 ; 
when in the patient fu£t*ring of al! 
the many calamities fo well known for 
their relief to your Majefly's royal 
bounty ; and amidft that long train 
©f dreadful diftreffes, extending from 
aWblate want up to actual temporary 
famine,, which the American war 
Ibad brought down upon, and oc- 
cafioned to that part of the world, 
a Mr. Fehon, in the capacity of 
.Receiver-General, was fent over, 
ender the authority of the then 
Commiflioners of the Cuftoms here, 
to exact, and again to levy this duty 
upon terms of exaction far greater 
and more oppreflive than thofe which 
had been attempted in the year 1 734. ; 
and at a time too, as it appears, 
when the country was fo far lefs able 
to bear them. 

That the mode of leyying this 
«Jnty from its very firfl: inflitution in 
the year 1663, to the year 1776, 
was this : for example, in the pro- 
duce of fagar, to allow from 20 to 
30 per cent, upon the cafes in which 
the fugar W2s packed, lefs than they 
actually weighed, and for thefe juft 
and proper rcafons ; namely, firft in 
confideratkm of the weight of the 
wood of which the cafes were made, 
for the wood being heavy, the duty 
was much, and the duty was not to 
be paid upon wood ; and next, in 
allowance for the fyrup, which ne- 
cefiTariiy draining from the fugar con- 
fiderably diminiihed its its weight. 



That the mode 'of alteration at- 
tempted in the year 1734, as men- 
tioned, being in the alternative, was 
one of two things ; and the firft was, 
that every cafe of fugar. that was to 
be exported jrom the ifland, was to 
be weighed, and this in order that 
the duty might be takea upon the 
weight found ; but this was imprac- 
ticable, and for two reafons ; the 
one, becaufe, if every calk that was 
to be exported was weighed, ^ the 
whole year would be {pent in weigh- 
ing, and thus not one fourth part of 
the crop could be {hipped in time to 
find its conveyance to the markets 
here : the other reafon is, that the 
bulkinefs of the commodity forcing 
its fhipment, on account of the car- 
riage, to be at the neartfl port or 
beach, there mufl of courfe be as 
many given flandards for weighing 
as there are places of fhipment v 
which, by the addition of expence 
In the multiplication of officers alone, 
vfcthout naming other hindrances of 
a more abfclute nature, was of itfclf 
fufficient to render, as has been faid, 
this attempt impracticable. But 
then it may be afeed, how was the 
duty to be afcertained ? To which 
the anfvveris, in a general way, as. 
it had been for 80 years before; that 
is to fay, from its inflitution in the 
year 1763 to the year 1734: but. 
more particularly it may be faid in 
anfwer, it was to be afcertained 
from obfervation, which, as arifing 
out of experience, had never been 
wanting to eftimate the weight by 
comparifon, upon a view of the cafes ; 
and to which was added too this 
circumflance of reftriction ; that if 
any fraud was intended, the law had 
given the remedy, by the forfeiture 
of the fugar. And now as to the 
fecond thing propofed in the alter- 
native, it was this; or, that a new 
table of weights fhould be inflituted, 
lefTening the quantum of the allow- 
ance that had been before frade : 
but here, upon the. constructing of 

this 
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this table, the report of the Surveyor - 
General himfelf, who was employed 
in this bufinefs, by the Commiffioners 
of the Cufioms, was fo ftrong in fa- 
vour of the conftant -pra&ice and 
reafonablenefs 0/ the former allow- 
ance, that the difference between the 
table proposed, and the mode of col- 
lection ufed, was fo extremely incon- 
fiderable, as that whilft it could not 
admit, fo it did not occafion any ob- 
jection thereto. And thus the matter 
relied till the year 1776. 

That now the mode of levying this 
duty, as demanded by Mr- Felton, 
in the year 1776, was as follows; 
that every caflt of fugar mould pay 
the duty of 4^ per cent, upon four- 
teen hundred weight, whether the 
calk be of that weight or not. And 
this being the meafure to be en- 
forced, the effect was this ; that 
whilft there is one cafk of fugar that 
is made which will weigh fourteen 
hundred weight net, there being hve 
'.at leaft, beyond, difpute, that will 
weigh under thirteen hundredweight 
net alfo, it followed, that in cv^yy 
five calks of fugar out of fix, the du- 
ty of 4J per cent was paid, not only 
upon an hundred, weight of fugar 
more than^each calk contained, but 
was paid upon the wood of all the 
calks, and this too without that al- 
lowance for the draining of the fyrup 
from the fugar, whjch has been 
mentioned; and which {o diminifhes 
the weight of the caflcs, as to make 
the difference, upon their importation 
here, by a Handing mercantile re- 
gulation, to be, in that article alone, 
from 10 to 15 percent. 

That this prefumptive aft of le- 
gillation in the Commilfioners of the 
Cuftoms thereby levying of their 
own authority a new tax upon the 
fubject by increafmg its burden, of 
courfe rekindled the flame that had 
been buried in the afhes of 1734; 
and in fo doing, produced a reiolu- 
tion in thofe of the Leeward Iflands 
which pay this tax, not to export a 
iingle calk of fugar until the mode of 



collecting the duty returned to its 
former channel; of which, the event 
was, that an order in compliance 
with the demand of this refplutioa < 
was immediately fent out to them; 
but in Barbados, the cafe of that 
iflani being different from the cafe 
of the other iilands, its conduct was 
different too; for in Barbados, the 
4* per cent, duty is appropriated, a* 
has been feen, by its own law to it* 
own ufes, and in the other iHanda 
not : The iflaad of Barbados therec- 
fore fubmittedto the impofition, ar- 
bitrary and extortionate as it was; 
and it fubmits to it at this very hour; 
but it fubmitted to it, that itsredreis 
might be the more compleat. The 
people faw that they were entitled, 
both in law and equity, to the ap~ 
plication of this duty to their owa 
ufes : they faw too that an alteration, 
in the mode of collection was adopt- 
ed for its payment, which was not 
only unreaibnablc ou the one hand* 
and opprc£ivc>qn the other, but was 
adopted by perfons without the co- 
lour pf right in 'them to jultify their 
proceedings ; and .this too at a time, 
when if the right had exiiled, hu*- 
nunity would have fupprefled the 
exercife of it : they faw, and they 
felt their fituation.; but they truft$d 
then, as they now do, to the juftice of 
, their caie, and to the goodnefs of 
your Majefty,' for their relief. — 
They made their appeal, and in aa 
humble, dutiful, and unanimous ad- 
drefs from the Council and Aflemr 
bly, fubmitted their grievances to 
your Majeily. 

That this addrefs was tranfmittei 
to your petitioner, as the agent for 
the ifland, and was by him deliver- 
ed, together with a memorial of his 
own, explanatory of the bufinefs in 
detail, fo long ago as on the loth 
day of Auguft, 1778, to the Right 
Honourable Lord George Germain, 
one of your Majefty's Principal Se- 
cretaries of State, in order to be 
preferred to vour Majeily. 

That 
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That his Lordfhip's official in- 
formation to your petitioner, was as 
follows: " That he had been un- 
acquainted with the bufinefs, but 
fince he had had the- memorial, he 
had enquired into the matter and 
had found it to be as Hated in the 
memorial : that indeed, when Lord 
Chatham had his penfion upon that 
'duty, fome doubts then arofe in his 
mind, concerning the right of grant- 
ing pennons upon it, but he did not 
profccate the enquiry ; that he fpoke 
however to Mr. Charles Townfhend 
upon the fubject, but does not re- 
member to have received any fatis- 
factory anfwer from him : that your 
Majeity was not then in town, or he 
fhould have laid both the addrefs 
and memorial before your Majefty, 
but that upon your Majefty's return 
he would do fo: that in the mean 
while, as it was a matter of confe- 
quence, he had directed copies of the 
papers to be fent to the Lords of the 
Treafury, who would refer them to 
the Commiinoners of the Culioms 
for their report, and then the Board 
of Treafury would come to fome de- 
termination upon the matter: that 
if the Lords of the Treafury faw the 
cafe in the light that he did, the 
ifland would have its remedy from 
that Board; but if not, and the 
matter fhould come back to him as 
Minifter, all he could then fay was, 
that your petitioner knew his opinion 
of it; that the only difficulty that 
occurred to him was, how to pro- 
vide for the penfions that had been 
granted upon the duty, but that this 
at the fame time was more a matter 
of ftate than it was of revenue.— 
And at another interview, his Lord- 
fhip was pleafed to fay to your pe- 
titioner, that he had fpoken to Lord 
North upon that fubjecl, and had 
told his Lordfhip what he had before 
faid to your petitioner ; that he had 
nlfo looked into the journals of the 
Houfe of Commons, where he had 
found that the Houfe, in the reign 



of Queen Anne, had conceived that 
the duty of 4§ per cent, was inap- 
plicable to the purpofes of penfions: 
that your petitioner's arguments how- 
ever upon this-head were concluiive ; 
but indeed, there wanted no argu- 
ments to prove, that it was a hard- 
fliip for the ifland of Barbados to pay 
a duty of 4J per cent, and to have it 
applied to ufes for which it was not 
granted, whilft the new iflands arid 
Jamaica paid no duty at all ; that as 
to Jamaica, it was faid, that that 
ifland already raifed a certain fum of 
money for the ufe of its government, 
but this was no- argument, for this 
fum being very inadequate to the 
4§ per cent, duty, it might I m- 
fidered in allowance to Jamaica, up- 
on putting all the iflands, by fome 
proper regulation,' upon a footing 
the one with the other. 

That the difficulty being ftarted 
refpecting a provifionto be made fdr 
the penfions that had been granted, 
and an idea fuggefted for a Commif- 
tation of the duty into a tax, to be 
collected upon the produce of the 
iflands here, your petitioner, un-, 
able to determine upon thefe points 
as of himfelf, fent back to his con- 
ftituents for their further#nftru£Hoas ' 
to him. 

That having received thefe the in- 
ftruftions of his conftituents, and 
which were to the following eftecV; 
That although the 4J per cent, duty 
was a grant of the ifland to its own 
ufes, and therefore as foe h could af- 
"ford no reafonable ground for the 
commutation propofed; yet, from 
the defire which that country had, 
and ever wifhed to preferve, of ac- 
commodating itfelf to the fervice of 
its parent-flate; the legiilature there 
was willing in releafe of this duty, 
(which in fa£t too was as little bene- 
iicial to this country, as it was in 
the fame degree burdenibme to that,, 
one moiety thereof, if net more, be- 
ing pillaged, waited, and fwallowed 
up in the collection) to agree to an 
equivalent 
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equivalent tax being laid by an aft 
pf parliament, upon the importation 
©f their produce here;/ your pe- 
titioner, in coufequence of thefein- 
ftru&ions, and as he was dire&ed to 
do, by the Right Honourable Lord 
George Germain, waited upon your 
^lajefty's FirH Lord of the rTreafury , 
the Right Honourable Lord North, 
arid having had the honour to deliver 
to his Lordfhip a Hate of : fafts re- 
ipefting the 4J per cent., duty, to- 
gether with a report of the acqui- 
efeence of the ifland to the commu- 
tation propofed, he had the fatis- 
jfa&ion to- hear from his Lordfliip ; 
that the. proportion for the commu- 
tation propoied, was a^ery fair-one; 
that it wopld be for the advantage of 
this, country, and therefore could meet 
with no objection on his part ; that 
it was perfectly juft too' an, the part 
of tie iiland, for he &w ho veafon 
why the other iflands fhould not pay 
the 4§ percent, duty as weil as thofe 
that did ; and then his Lordfliip 
added, that /making jb&dd k 
done tbertufon*, hefbrt ' tht . *m? tf 
the fej/fau of Parkament* And yet, 
4&C&- gracious Sire, notwithstanding 
this comfortable afTurance.of his 
Lordfhip, and which was made to 
your petitioner fo far back as in the 
month of December 1779, the hum- 
ble, dutiful, and unanimous ad- 
drefs, as has been mentioned, from 
yojflc :Majefty's Council, and from 
theReprefenudves of your Majefty's 
aggrieved, though nofc' therefore lefs 
loyal fubje&sof Barbados, and which 
.is of fo old a date, even as the 18th 
of April 177$, ftill remains as 
much without notice, .as the, griev- 
anpes tfcmftlves do without redrefs. 
- That ujtder thafe drcnmfance* 
t then of injury, of har^dihip, and of 
grievance, and thefe two iri deipite 
of law, ofjuftice^and of righvy*>«r 
petitioner, in compliance with the 
duty of his office, is again conftrain- 
cd to throw himfelf at your Majeffcy's 
royal feet, and thus, » «0(l humble 
Vol, XII.
